To  His  Excellency  the  Governor: 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  herewith  the  fifty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  insurance  de- 
partment, containing  a  synopsis  of  the  annual  statements  of  all 
insurance  companies  and  fraternal  beneficiary  associations  transacting 
business  in  the  state  during  the  year  1907,  together  with  the  usual 
statistical  tables,  and  a  detailed  financial  statement  of  said  department 
for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1908. 

In  reporting  to  this  department  all  companies  were  required  to  sched- 
ule their  assets  upon  the  basis  of  actual  market  values  on  December  31, 
1907,  in  accordance  with  the  rule  of  long  established  custom  and  usage. 
To  meet  an  exigency  that  was  supposed  to  exist  in  consequence  of  the 
extreme  depression  in  values  following  the  financial  panic,  radical  de- 
partures from  that  rule  were  permitted  by  the  insurance  departments 
of  several  states.  The  companies,  however,  almost  without  exception, 
were  able  to  stand  the  usual  test  of  solvency,  thus  demonstrating 
the  supposed  exigency  to  have  been  more  imaginary  and  hysterical 
than  real  and  substantial.  It  is  perhaps  needless  to  add  that  their 
securities  have  since  materially  appreciated  in  value. 

FIRE  INSURANCE. 

Closely  following  the  San  Francisco  disaster,  the  recent  Chelsea  con- 
flagration in  which  property  of  the  value  of  nearly  $12,000,000  was 
destroyed  and  an  aggregate  loss  approximating  38,790,000  entailed  upon 
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fire  insurance  companies,  serves  to  emphasize  the  importance  and  neces- 
sity for  the  accumulation  and  maintenance  by  the  latter  of  surpluses 
sufficient  to  enable  them,  while  maintaining  their  own  solvency,  to  fully 
protect  their  policy-holders  not  only  from  the  ordinary  fire  losses  which 
may  reasonably  be  anticipated,  but  also  from  such  as  may  be  due  to  the 
unforeseen  but  ever  present  conflagration  hazard  as  well. 

This  latest  disaster,  like  its  predecessors,  calls  loudly  for  more 
stringent  regulations  and  requirements  as  to  the  construction  of  build- 
ings in  cities.  It  likewise  affords  to  every  fire  insurance  company  a 
solemn  warning  of  the  danger  of  assuming  an  excessive  aggregate  lia- 
bility on  property  exposed  to  the  risk  of  destruction  from  a  single 
conflagration. 

Fortunately  our  domestic  companies  were  not  seriously  involved  in 
the  Chelsea  fire.

LIFE  INSURANCE. 

Convincing  and  highly  satisfactory  evidence  of  increased  economy 
and  efficiency  in  management  has  been  furnished  by  many  of  the  com- 
panies in  the  form  of  larger  dividends  to  policy-holders  during  the  last 
year,  whereby  the  net  cost  of  insurance  has  been  materially  reduced. 

The  decrease  in  volume  of  new  business  written  in  our  state,  though 
continuing  through  the  year  1907,  was  less  marked  than  during  the  year 
preceding,  while  the  aggregate  amount  of  insurance  lapsed  and  sur- 
rendered during  the  last  year  was  much  less  than  in  1906.  These 
significant  facts  tend  to  prove  that  in  the  public  mind  doubt  and  dis- 
trust are  slowly  but  surely  giving  way  to  returning  confidence  and 
reason  with  respect  to  the  business  of  life  insurance. 

The  only  changes  during  the  year  were  the  withdrawal  from  the  state 
of  the  Provident  Savings  Life  Assurance  Society,  and  the  United  States 
Life  Insurance  Company,  both  of  New  York.

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Report  of  State  Board  of  Equalization. 


Concord,  N.  H.,  October  1,  1908. 

In  accordance  with  section  7,  chapter  63  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  we  herewith  submit  a  report  of  our  doings,  to- 
gether with  the  assessment  of  taxes  for  the  current  year 
upon  the  railroad,  telegraph,  telephone,  parlor  car  and 
express  companies  of  the  state  and  statistics  contained  in 
the  inventories  of  towns  as  laid  before  us. 

The  legislature,  by  an  act  approved  August  17,  1878, 
created  a  State  Board  of  Equalization  and  defined  its 
duties,  which  were  to  assess  the  tax  on  railroad  corporations. 
To  these  duties  have  been  since  added  the  taxation  of 
telegraph,  telephone,  express,  parlor  and  dining  ear  com- 
panies. 

The  laws  governing  the  actions  of  the  Board  are  Public 
Statutes.  Chap.  15,  Sec.  9;  Chap.  43,  Sec.  13;  Chap.  63: 
Chap.  64;  Laws,  1907.  Chap.  81;  Chap.  91;  Chap.  119. 

Since  our  last  report  a  bill  in  equity  has  been  brought 
against  the  Board  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Belknap 
County  by  Walter  C.  Wyatt,  a  citizen  of  Tilton.  praying 
for  a  determination  bj''  the  court  of  the  method  by  which 
the  Board  should  assess  the  taxes  upon  ' '  railroad,  telegraph, 
telephone,  express  and  parlor  car  corporations,  companies 
and  individuals,  doing  business  in  New  Hampshire  on  the 
first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  at  a  rate  as  nearly  equal 
as  may  be  to  the  average  rate  of  taxation  upon  other 
property  throughout  the  state,"  his  contention  being  that 
the    savings-bank    deposits    as    well    as    insurance    capital 
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and  building  and  loan  association  capital  and  the  tax 
assessed  on  those  deposits,  insurance,  and  building  and 
loan  associations  should  not  be  taken  into  account  by  the 
Board  in  their  assessment  of  taxes,  but  that  the  taxes 
should  be  assessed  upon  the  valuation  as  found  by  the 
Board,  at  a  rate  found  by  dividing  the  amount  of  taxes 
raised  in  all  the  towns,  cities  and  unincorporated  places 
by  the  total  valuation  of  all  the  towns,  cities  and  unincor- 
porated places  as  shown  by  the  inventories  returned  by  the 
assessors.  To  this  bill  the  Board  demurred,  thus  trans- 
ferring the  question  to  the  Supreme  Court.  The  question 
was  argued  before  the  court  by  counsel  representing 
both  methods  and  at  the  June  session  the  court  ordered 
the  bill  dismissed,  thus  upholding  the  method  which  has 
been  followed  by  this  Board  and  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  which  the  Attorney-General  has  heretofore  given  to 
this  Board. 

The  Board,  in  assessing  the  taxes  this  year  at  a  rate 
as  nearly  equal  as  may  be  to  the  average  rate  of  taxation, 
upon  other  property  throughout  the  state,  find  that  rate 
by  adding  the -savings-bank,  insurance,  and  building  and 
loan  association  taxes  to  all  other  taxes  assessed  by  the 
cities,  towns  and  unincorporated  places  in  the  state  and 
dividing  that  by  the  amount  of  the  deposits  in  savings 
banks,  insurance  capital,  building  and  loan  associations 
and  the  valuation  of  all  other  property,  as  returned  by 
the  assessors  added  together. 

The  city  of  Berlin  has  l)een  visited  by  disastrovis 
fires  during  the  last  year  and  its  valuation  has  fallen  off, 
$1,072,886.  The  town  of  Claremont  has  been  making  a 
revaluation  of  its  property  during  the  summer  which  is  not 
yet  completed.  In  consequence  of  this  we  have  been 
obliged  to  use  the  valuation  and  taxes  raised  by  Claremont 
last  year,  as  the  law  requires  us  to  have  our  work  finished 
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and  the  certificates  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  on 
or  before  the  last  day  of  September.  This,  however,  does 
not  afifeet  the  rate  of  taxation  for  corporations.

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The  railroad  tax  is  paid  by  the  corporations  to  the 
state  treasurer,  and  divided  as  follows :  One  entire  fourth 
part  to  towns  through  which  the  roads  pass,  for  right  of 
way  and  buildings,  proportioned  to  expenditure  for  the 
same ;  the  other  three-fourths  to  each  town  in  the  state, 
such  portion  thereof  as  the  number  of  shares  owned  in 
said  town  bears  to  the  whole  number  of  shares  in  the 
corporation ;  and  the  balance  of  the  said  three-fourths 
(non-resident)  directly  to  the  state,  and  is  a  part  of  its 
revenue. 

The  telegraph,  telephone,  express  company  and  par- 
lor car  tax  is  paid  to  the  state  treasurer  and  not  divided, 
but  held  by  the  state  as  part  of  its  revenue. 

The  expense  of  the  railroad  commission  is  met  by  a 
tax  levied  on  the  gross  receipts  of  the  railroads.  The 
amount  is  $9,077.69.

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REPORT. 


Herewith  is  presented  the  twelfth  report  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Lunacy  for  the  years  1907  and  1908. 

In  1889  a  law  was  enacted  making  the  State  Board  of 
Health  a  Commission  of  Lunacy.  Section  34,  Chapter  10, 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  which  chapter  embodies  the  law  re- 
ferred to,  reads  as  follows : 

"T'he  commission  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the 
number  of  commitments,  discharges  and  deaths  at  each 
asylum,  institution  or  other  place  of  detention,  and  of  the 
age,  sex,  and  nationality  of  each  person  committed,  dis- 
charged, or  deceased,  and  shall  report  the  same  annually 
to  the  Governor  and  council,  with  any  other  matters  or 
recommendations  which  in  their  judgment  are  important." 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  section  quoted, 
the  following  tables  are  given : 

Table  1. — Commitments  to  the  several  institutions  for 
the  year  1907. 

Table  2. — ^Discharges  for  the  year  1907. 

Table  3.— Deaths  for  the  year  1907. 

Table  4. — Commitments  to  the  several  institutions  for 
the  year  1908.

Table  6.— Deaths  for  the  year  1908. 

Table  7. — ^Persons  committed  to  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Commissioners  of  Lunacy, 
for  remedial  treatment  or  permanent  support,  not  includ- 
ing those  whose  complete  record  is  given  in  former  reports. 
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Tables  8  and  9. — Recapitulation  of  the  number  of  com- 
mitments, discharges  and  deaths  at  the  institutions  named, 
during  the  fiscal  years  of  1907  and  1908;  also  the 
number  of  inmates  remaining  at  the  latter  date,  as  shown  by 
the  returns  made  to  the  board. 

Table  10. — -Number  of  inmates  at  New  Hampshire  State 
Hospital  and  at  the  several  county  asylums  at  the  end  of 
each  fiscal  year,  from  1889  to  1908,  inclusive. 

Chapter  18,  Laws  of  1889,  makes  provision  for  the  trans- 
fer to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Hospital,  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Lunacy,  of  any  insane  person  supported 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  county  or  town,  for  remedial 
treatment,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  such  treatment 
is  required.  Under  this  act  many  persons  have  been  so 
transferred,  as  shown  in  former  reports,  and  the  results 
have  been  most  gratifying. 

In  1903  an  act  was  passed  by  the  legislature  in  which 
it  was  provided  that  after  January  1.  1905.  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Lunacy  should  transfer  from  the  several 
county  almshouses,  to  the  New  flampshire  State  Hospital 
as  rapidly  as  accommodations  could  be  provided,  such 
ins^ftie  persons  as  in  their  judgmgent  seemed  most  suitable, 
such  transfers  to  be  made  pro  rata  by  counties.  This  the 
board  has  done  as  far  as  the  accommodations  at  the  State 
Hospital  would  admit,  but  they  are  still  too  limited  to 
receive  all  the  persons  designed  to  be  cared  for  under 
this  act. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  No.  9  that  there 
remained  at  the  several  county  institutions  on  August  31, 
1908,  123  insane  persons.  If,  therefore,  the  provisions  of 
the  law  are  to  be  carried  into  effect,  further  accommoda- 
tions will  have  to  be  provided  at  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Hospital. 

The  legislature  of  1907  enacted  the  following  law : 
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"An  Act  to  Provide  por  the  Indigent  Insane. 

"5e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  convened: 

"Section  1.  The  state  board  of  commissioners  of  lunacy 
is  hereby  empowered  to  transfer  any  indigent  insane  per- 
son to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Hospital,  there  to  be  sup- 
ported by  the  state,  provided  satisfactory  affidavits  are 
executed  by  the  selectmen,  or  county  commissioners,  or 
both,  as  the  said  board  may  require,  to  the  effect  that 
neither  the  patient,  nor  any  relative  chargeable  therewith, 
is  able  to  bear  the  expense  incident  to  his  maintenance  at 
the  said  'hospital. 

"Sect.  2.  Indigent  insane  persons  at  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Hospital,  for  remedial  treatment  or  otherwise,  may 
be  maintained  by  the  state  at  the  said  hospital  upon  orders 
issued  to  that  effect  by  the  state  board  of-  commissioners 
of  lunacy,  having  first  in  each  case  obtained  satisfactory 
evidence  as  provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  act. 

"Sect.  3.  In  a  case  where  the  patient,  or  relatives  charge- 
able with  his  support  are  able  to  pay  only  a  part  of  the 
expense  of  maintaining  the  said  patient  at  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Hospital,  the  state  board  of  commissioners  of 
lunacy,  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  facts,  may  direct 
that  such  part  of  the  expense  of  maintenance  at  the  said 
hospital  as  cannot  be  met  by  the  patient  or  relatives  charge- 
able therewith,  be  paid  b}-  the  state. 

"Sect.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

"  [Approved  April  3,  1907.]  " 

It  Avill  be  seen  that  the  above  quoted  law  modifies  the 
"remedial  treatment"  provision  of  chapter  18,  Laws  of 
1899,  to  the  extent  that  the  question  of  whether  or  not 
benefit  might  follow  such  treatment  is  eliminated.     There- 
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fore,  patients  committed  under  the  former  law  and  those 
under  the  law  of  1907  are  returned  in  the  consolidated 
table  No.  7. 

A  record  of  ever}'  case  and  of  all  the  facts  connected 
therewith  is  kept  by  the  board.  In  every  case  where  state 
aid  is  applied  for,  the  following  blank  must  be  filled  out 
and  returned  under  oatlh  by  the  proper  authorities:

(b)  By  at  least  two  members  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 

missioners, or 

(c)  By  the  Mayor  of  a  city  and  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor. 

21^^ All  questions  in  this  blank  must  be  answered. 
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Sect.  12.  The  relations  of  any  poor  person,  in  the  line 
of  father  or  grandfather,  mother  or  grandmother,  children 
or  grandchildren,  of  sufficient  a'bility,  shall  be  liable  to 
maintain  him  when  standing  in  need  of  relief.  If  he  has 
no  such  relations  of  sufficient  ability,  the  town  wherein 
he  has  a  legal  settlement  shall  be  liable  for  his  support. 
(Chapter  84,  P.  S.) 

In  the  event  that  any  question  arises  as  to  possible  aid 
from  other  sources,  a  further  investigation  is  made,  so  that 
no  persons  shall  receive  state  aid  unless  they  are  en- 
titled to  it. 

Attention  is  called  to  section  1,  chapter  61.  Laws  of  1903, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  The  state  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  1909.  shall  have  the  care,  control,  and  treatment 
of  all  insane  persons  who  are  noAV  cared  for  by  the  various 
counties  at  the  county  almshouses;  and  no  county  shall 
hereafter  establish  any  asylum  or  other  additional  structure 
for  the  care  of  the  insane,  nor  after  said  date  maintain 
an}^  institutioji  for  the  insane,  or  be  liable  for  the  board, 
treatment,  care,  or  act  of  any  insane  person." 

As  will  be  seen,  the  provisions  of  this  section  cannot 
possibly  be  carried  out,  for  there  will  remain  at  the  county 
institutions  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1909,  approxi- 
mately 125  insane  persons  that  cannot  be  taken  at  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Hospital.  If  the  state  is  to  carry  out 
the  policy  to  which  it  is  already  committed  in  the  care  of 
the  insane,  further  provision  must  be  made  for  their 
accommodation. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  figures  exhibited  in  Table  No. 
10,  which  show  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  the 
insane  from  year  to  year,  the  number  having  nearly 
doubled  in  twenty  years.

REPORT. 


The  report  berewitli  presented  represents  only  a  part  of  the  work  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  for  the  period  which  it  embraces.  To  give  any- 
thing like  a  complete  narrative  would  enlarge  the  volume  to  an  extent 
not  deemed  to  be  advisable.  We  have,  therefore,  included  such  work 
as  would  be  both  instructive  and  interesting,  and  perhaj^s  more  important 
as  a  matter  of  record. 

Considerable  space  has  been  given  to  laboratory  work,  as  a  matter  of 
pubhc  information  and  education.  The  examination  of  the  public  water 
supplies  of  the  state  has  been  continued,  and  the  results  of  a  large  amount 
of  labor  devoted  to  the  examination  of  foods  and  drugs. 

In  the  category  of  that  which  is  not  included,  are  the  Pure  Food  Laws 
of  the  State,  which  have  been  published  in  a  separate  pamphlet ;  the  Stand- 
ards of  Purity  for  Food  Products,  published  in  the  Sanitary  Bulletin, 
Vol.  3,  No.  2 ;  pamphlets  on  the  Restriction  and  Prevention  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  Sanitary  Bulletin,  Vol.  2,  No.  14,  and  other  subjects  connected 
with  the  public  health  interests  of  the  state  published  from  time  to 
time  in  the  Sanitary  Bulletin. 

Still  further  might  be  included  many  interesting  communications  in  the 
voluminous  correspondence  of  the  board  relating  particularly  to  the 
management  of  communicable  diseases,  questions  regarding  local  nuisances, 
the  pollution  of  public  water  supplies,  the  protection  of  summer  resort 
localities,  the  sewering  and  draining  of  towns,  etc. 

Two  divisions  of  the  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  which  con- 
stitutes a  State  Board  of  Lunacy,  and  a  Department  of  Vital  Statistics, 
will  be  found  in  two  separate  reports  covering  the  duties  and  operations 
of  those  departments. 

Public  Water  Supplies. 

In  this  report,  from  page  3  to  page  128,  inclusive,  is  an  account  of  the  public 
water  supplies  of  the  state  and  the  results  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  of  these  various  waters.  The  statistical  tables  covering  this 
l^articular  work  have  been  continued  for  a  few  years,  for  the  purpose  of 
comparison  and  as  a  convenient  reference  in  the  study  of  these  supplies 
as  they  have  shown  up  from  time  to  time.  It  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to 
state  that  this  work  has  resulted  in  many  instances  in  such  changes  and 
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alterations  as  li!i\e  l)een  necessary  to  safeguard  against  dangerous  con- 
tamination. In  ii  very  few  instances  the  problem  has  not  yet  heen  wliolly 
solved,  but  is  likely  to  be  in  the  near  future,  inasinucji  as  it  ai)|»ears  to 
be  a  growing  ]»olicy  of  the  state  to  exclude,  as  far  as  possible,  dangerous 
contaminations  from  our  lakes  and  streams  and  to  recognize  the  rights  of 
riparian  owners  to  waters  in  their  normal  purity. 

As  a  further  evidence  of  this  ))ur])ose  may  be  noted  the  special  report 
on  M'ater  supplies,  pages  131  to  168,  inclusive.  These  reports  show  action 
taken  in  connection  with  the  Lebanon  water  sup])ly,  the  protection  of  the 
waters  of  I^ake  \Vinne])esaukee  and  Lake  Paugus,  and  also  of  theAs(|uam 
Lakes,  the  Hillsborough  liridge  water  supply,  and  a  consideration  of  the 
supplies  of  Durham,  Hancock,  New  Hampton,  Hampton  lieach  im[)rove- 
ments,  Sunapee  Lake,  and  Lisbon.  Other  su))j)lies  are  still  under  con- 
sideration and  investigation,  for  the  i>ur|)ose  of  extending  further  j)ro- 
tection. 

I'uiiK   Food   AM)  DuLMis   Law. 

The  legislature  of  1907  passed  a  law  entitled  "An  Act  for  Preventing 
the  Manufacture  or  Sale  of  Adulterated  or  Misbranded,  or  Poisonous,  or 
Deleterious  Foods,  Drugs,  IMedicines,  and  Litpiors." 

The  federal  law  was  followed  as  closely  as  jwssible  in  the  enactment  of 
this  law,  in  order  tliat  a  possible  cooi)eration  between  state  and  federal 
authorities  might  be  secured,  and  which  would  result  in  greater  benefit  to 
the  people  of  the  state.     Such  has  proven  to  be  the  case. 

The  law  and  the  work  being  done  under  it,  was  immediately  recognized 
by  the  United  States  Government,  in  their  acceptance,  as  authoritative, 
of  such  work  done  at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene.  S|)ecial  authority 
was  conferred  upon  the  chemist  and  the  director  of  the  laboratory  in 
certain  cases  bearing  u])on  the  violation  of  the  federal  law  in  the  instance 
of  adulterated  or  misbranded  goods  shipped  into  this  state.  Also,  follow- 
ing the  passage  of  the  federal  law,  and  after  passing  the  critical  and 
severe  examination  recpiired  by  the  government,  our  chemist,  Mr.  C  D. 
Howard,  was  commissioned  Special  United  States  Food  Chemist.  Later, 
our  position  was  still  further  strengthened  by  the  conferring  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  special  authority  to  collect  samples  and  to 
bi'ing  suits  in  the  federal  courts. 

An  account  of  much  of  the  work  done  in  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Laboratory  of  Hygiene  will  be  found  in  this  volume.  I>ricl1y,  it  may  be 
stated  that  most  salutary  results  have  followed,  in  that  many  adulterated, 
misbranded  and  fraudulent  articles  that  formerly  were  sold  without 
question,  are  now  excluded  from  the  state. 

The    Food    and    Drugs    Law    has    been    published    in  ])ami)hlet  form 
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(N.  H.  Sanitary  Bulletin,  October,  1907),  and  has  been  extensively  dis- 
tributed, special  pains  having  been  taken  to  place  a  copy  in  the  hands  of 
dealers  in  foods  and  drugs. 

Commission  of  Lunacy. 

The  State  Board  of  Health,  which  is  also  the  State^  Board  of  Lunacy, 
issues  a  regular  biennial  Lunacy  Report  to  the  legislature  ;  but  it  may  not 
be  out  of  place  to  state  that  the  board  has  carried  out  the  law  as  far  as 
possible  in  the  transfer  of  the  county  insane  to  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Hospital,  and  also  that  feature  of  the  law  which  provides  for  state  aid  for 
indigent  insane  persons  at  that  institution. 

Owing  to  insufficient  accommodations  at  the  State  Hospital,  it  has 
been  impossible  to  transfer  all  the  county  patients,  and  it  is  therefore 
evident  that  the  law  which  prohibits  the  counties  from  taking  charge  of 
and  supporting  the  indigent  insane  at  their  several  institutions  after 
January  1,  1909,  cannot  be  carried  out,  as  there  will  be  remaining  at 
these  almshouses  at  tliat  time  approximately  125  patients. 

The  number  of  insane  persons  at  the  New  Hampshire  State  Hospital 
and  at  the  several  county  institutions  on  August  31,  1908,  is  shown  in  the 
following  table  :

In  connection  with  the  state  support  of  the  indigent  insane,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  legislature  to  take  into   consideration,  as   it  doubtless 
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will,  in  connection  with  the  state  tax  (and  probably  the  subject  is  covered 
in  the  report  of  the  Tax  Commissioners),  the  great  expense  which  must 
necessarily  follow  in  the  support  of  this  unfortunate  class.  With  the 
transfer  of  the  remaining  county  insane  to  the  State  Hospital  (when 
accommodations  shall  have  been  provided),  and  such  other  indigent  j^er- 
sons  as  will  be  included  under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  expense  will 
approximate  two  hundred  thousand  (1200,000)  dollars  a  year  for  their 
support  at  that  institution. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  costing  the  state  approximately  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  (1125,000)  dollars  for  the  support  of  this  class. 

Further  information  concerning  the  indigent  insane  will  be  found  ia 
the  report  above  referred  to  of  the  Commissioners  of  Lunacy. 


Vital  Statistics. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  also  makes  a  biennial  report  on  the  registra- 
tion of  births,  marriages,  divorces  and  deaths.  The  statistics  which  com- 
prise the  report  become  of  great  value  as  a  sanitary  guide  after  a  series  of 
years,  as  we  now  have.  A  single  individual  report  is  of  but  little  value  ii 
itself,  but  from  a  chain  of  reports,  covering  a  series  of  years,  deductions  of 
great  value  in  showing  accurately  the  movement  of  the  population  maj 
be  obtained. 

A  few  facts  of  interest  may  be  given  in  this  connection:  From  th« 
figures  compiled  for  the  period  referred  to,  we  find  that  the  number  oi 
births,  marriages  and  "deaths  for  the  years  1906  and  1907  are  as  follows

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The  death  rate  remains  not  far  from  the  average  for  the  past  twenty 
years.  It  might  naturally  be  expected,  from  the  amount  of  sanitary  work 
that  has  been  done  and  the  better  knowledge  which  the  people  have  of 
means  and  methods  for  the  prevention  of  certain  diseases,  that  the  total 
mortality  would  be  low^ered,  as  it  has  been  in  many  of  the  so-called 
communicable  diseases,  as,  for  instance,  in  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever^ 
diphtheria,  tuberculosis,  etc. ;  but  this  reduction  has  been  offset  by  a  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer,  apoplex}',  heart  disease, 
Brights'  disease  and  some  other  causes.  The  increase  in  the  deaths  from 
Bright's  disease  is  especially  noticeable,  and  merits  careful  study  and  con- 
sideration at  the  hands  of  the  medical  profession.  It  is  possible  that  the 
actual  increase  in  the  mortality  has  not  been  quite  so  progressive  as  the 
figures  w^ould  indicate,  as  it  is  apparent  that  a  more  careful  classification 
of  the  causes  of  death  has  been  made  by  the  profession  in  recent  years^ 
this  doubtless  being  the  explanation  of  the  diminution  of  deaths  recorded 
under  "  Old  Age." 

The  table  herewith  presented  shows  some  of  the  variations  referred  to^ 
as  w^ell  as  the  deaths  from  the  causes  named  for  a  period  of  twenty-four 
years : 
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Reduction  in  the  Death-Rate  from  Tuberculosis. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  records  sliown  by  the  mortality  statistics  of 
the  state  is  the  constant  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  tubercu- 
losis (consumption).  In  the  diagram  herewith  inserted  the  mortality  line 
shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  consumption  to  each  10,000  of  the  pop- 
ulation from  1884  to  1907,  inclusive.  The  only  abrupt  variation  from  a 
general  decline  was  for  the  year  1890,  which  was  due  to  an  increased 
mortality  by  reason  of  the  prevalence  of  an  influenza  epidemic. 

Chart  shoiving  deaths  in  New  Hampshire  from  Consumption  per  lOfiOO 
2yo2)idation,  for  24  years — 1884  to  1907,  inclusive. 
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From  the  first  to  the  last  year  of  the  period  given,  the  mortality  from 
this  disease  was  reduced  approximately  one  half.  In  1884  868  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  were  reported,  while  for  the  year  1907  465  deaths  were 
returned.  The  diagram  above  gives  a  graphic  illustration  of  the  decline 
of  the  death-rate  from  this  disease. 

The  causes  which  have  led  to  this  result  are  many,  and  cannot  be  fully- 
reviewed  at  this  time.  It  may  be  said,  however,  in  a  general  way  that  it 
is  due,  largely,  to   educational  influences    and  reforms  that  have   been 
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brought  about  tlirougli  an  abnost  constant  crusade  against  the  disease. 
Among  the  chief  factors  in  the  achievement  of  this  result  may  be  men- 
tioned the  advancement  of  medical  science,  which  has  revealed  the  true 
nature  of  tuberculosis,  thereby  giving  a  better  insight  into  logical  preven- 
tive and  curative  measures ;  the  indispensable  aid  of  the  laboratory  in 
assisting  the  physician  to  an  early  diagnosis ;  better  food  and  environ- 
ments for  the  working  classes ;  improved  personal  hygiene ;  more  out-of- 
door  life ;  greater  precautions  against  communicating  the  disease  to  others ; 
better  ventilation  of  schoolhouses,  public  institutions,  etc. ;  in  fact,  im- 
proved hygienic  conditions  generally. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  taken  an  active  part  in  this  work,  in  the 
distribution  of  literature  relating  to  this  disease,  covering  a  period  of  more 
than  twenty  years.  A  bulletin  on  "The  Prevalence,  Cause,  Restriction 
and  Prevention  of  Consumption  "  has  been  distributed  by  the  thousands, 
and  still  being  circulated.     Among  the  general  topics  taken  up  are :

Rabies.     (Hydrophobia.) 

The  presence  of  canine  rabies  thi'oughout  New  England  is  a  matter 
which  should  not  be  overlooked  by  the  public,  and  especially  by  the  own- 
ers of  dogs.  That  this  disease  is  present  in  many  localities  is  believed 
from  the  experience  of  the  past  year  or  two,  and  from  the  occasional 
appearance  of  a  rabid  dog  in  an  unexpected  locality. 

The  horrible  death  of  two  persons  in  this  state  from  rabies,  contracted 
from  the  bite  of  a  dog,  ought  to  be  a  warning  of  the  most  glaring  kind, 
and  should  lead  the  owners  of  such  animals  to  keep  them  as  far  as  possible 
under  immediate  control,  and  to  observe  with  a  searching  eye  any  abnor- 
mal symptoms  that  may  appear.  Information  upon  this  point,  giving 
briefly  the  symptoms  of  rabies  in  dogs  and  how  to  deal  with  suspected 
cases,  is  given  under  the  report  of  "  Canine  Rabies  "  in  this  volume.  See 
page  266  and  following. 
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New  Hampshire  State  Sanatorium. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that,  after  several  years'  effoi't,  a  state  san- 
atorium for  the  treatment  of  tu))erculosis  has  been  provided  for  and  the 
buildings  are  now  being  erected.  The  plans  adopted  are  believed  to  be  in 
accordance  with  what  experience  elsewhere  has  demonstrated  to  be  the 
best. 

We  have  examined  the  site  with  care,  and  are  confident  that  no  better 
situation  can  be  found  anywhere.  The  elevation  of  approximately  1600 
feet,  the  splendid  water  supply  ajid  water  power,  the  dry  soil,  and  the 
magnificent  scenery  of  mountains  and  valleys  for  miles,  constitute  features 
of  the  most  desirable  character.  We  expect  to  see  the  institution  equipped 
and  occupied  within  a  year. 

A  most  excellent  description  of  the  locality  was  published  in  the  Man- 
chester Union,  as  given  herewith  : 

"  The  lot  which  the  state  has  purchased  for  the  sanatorium  park  contains 
400  acres,  about  three  fourths  of  which  is  wooded.  There  is  a  splendid 
growth  of  pine,  spruce,  and  hardwood  and  the  growth  of  pulp  stock  is  very 
valuable.  In  the  opinion  of  persons  who  have  inspected  the  lot,  the  pulp 
wood  alone  will  in  a  few  years  be  worth  double  what  the  state  is  paying 
for  the  whole  park  at  this  time. 

"The  lot  lies  principally  within  the  town  of  Benton  and  is  but  one  and 
a  half  miles  from  Glencliffe  station  in  Warren.  It  takes  in  two  farms 
which  are  in  a  fair  state  of  cultivation  and  there  are  two  sets  of  farm  build- 
ings. One  set  includes  a  very  good  barn  which  will  be  retained  for  use. 
The  farms  cut  about  twenty  tons  of  hay  and  the  state  officials  sold  the  ci'op 
for  this  season  before  leaving. 

"The  lot  is  considerably  larger  than  that  Avhich  was  first  figured  on. 
The  trustees,  who  recommended  this  place  after  examining  many  about 
the  state,  recommended  the  purchase  of  260  acres,  but  in  the  opinion  of 
the  governor  and  council,  a  larger  park  was  desired  and  the  purchase 
agreement  was  for  400.  The  price  paid  is  $5,000,  which  takes  but  a  small 
portion  of  the  150,000  appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  the  institution 
and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  trustees  that  the  money  remaining  at  their  dis- 
posal will  be  sufficient  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  build- 
ings. 

"  It  was  required  in  the  legislative  act  authorizing  the  establishment 
of  the  sanatorium  that  it  should  be  at  least  800  feet  above  the  sea  level 
and  the  site  selected  is  1,600  feet.  The  buildings  will  stand  upon  a  broad 
plateau,  commanding  a  fine  view  and  the  purest  of  fresh  mountain  air, 
sweetened  by  the  balm  of  the  evergreen  woods  on  the  mountain  slopes 
behind  it. 
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"One  of  the  features  ol  the  place  is  the  magnificent  water  supply.  It 
is  far  ahead  of  that  found  on  any  other  place  examined  by  the  trustees  in 
their  long  search.  It  will  be  taken  from  a  stream  fed  by  copious  springs 
on  the  mountain  and  which  has  never  been  known  to  go  dry.  A  dam  will 
be  constructed  on  this  stream  to  form  a  great  reservoir  and  it  is  estimated 
that  the  volume  of  water  will  be  sufficient  to  maintain  a  flow  through  an 
eight-inch  pipe  the  year  round." 

International  Congress  on  Tuberculosis. 

An  International  Congress  on  Tuberculosis,  so  notable  as  to  constitute 
almost  a  world  event,  was  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  from  September  21 
to  October  12,  1908. 

Under  date  of  April  21,  1908,  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  a  circular 
called  the  attention  of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  to  the  importance 
of  this  Congress,  and  suggested  that  both  laymen  and  professional  persons 
should  become  members,  and  thereby  secure  the  four  volumes  of  Trans- 
actions. 

At  this  Congress,  practically  every  country  in  the  world  was  represented, 
and  that  by  its  ablest  and  most  scientific  investigators.  A  note  from  the 
Secretary-General  of  the  Congress,  received  wliile  this  report  is  in  press, 
states  that  the  membership  was  6,658.  The  Transactions  will  constitute 
practically  a  library  on  Tuberculosis,  and  will  be  an  important  addition  to 
the  literature  of  the  world  upon  this  subject.

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  board  has  issued  and  dis- 
tributed extensively  a  bulletin  on  "  Scarlet  Fever :  Its  Restriction  and 
Prevention."  Space  does  not  admit  of  its  j)ublication  in  this  report.  It

This  bulletin  will  be  sent  to  local  boards  of  health  and  others  upon 
application. 
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Legislative  lNVESTiGATio>f  of  the  Work  of  the  Board. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  under  date  of  January  16, 
1907,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  of  this  House  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker  to  inquire  into  the  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  relative  to  the 
sale  of  unwholesome  foods  in  this  state.  Said  committee  shall  report  its  findings 
at  an  early  date,  together  with  any  recommendation  it  deems  advisable  relating 
to  additional  legislation  necessary  for  more  effective  control  and  regulation  of 
unwholesome  articles  of  food  sold  in  the  state. 

The  Speaker  announced  the  committee  called  for  in  the  above  resolu- 
tion, as  follows:  Fifield  of  Lee,  Day  of  Concord,  Aldrich  of  Keene, 
Arnold  of  Nashua,  and  McGregor  of  Whitefield. 

Numerous  sessions  of  this  committee  were  held,  and  various  persons 
from  different  parts  of  the  state  appeared  before  it,  all  of  whom  came  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  the  need  of  an  inspector  for  constant  work  in  the 
investigation  of  liow  certain  supplies  were  handled,  and  for  the  inspection 
of  slaughterhouses,  meat  markets,  bakeries,  and  places  where  perishable 
foods  are  kept  and  sold. 

Facts  w^ere  brought  out  in  the  hearings  that  led  the  committee  to  believe 
that  certain  parties  were  putting  upon  the  market  meats  of  questionable 
character,  and  that  certain  food  products  were  being  manufactured  under 
such  unsanitary  conditions  as  to  be  inconsistent  witli  public  health 
intei'ests. 

At  the  conclusion  of  these  hearings,  which  were  held  at  intervals  from 
the  first  of  February,  the  committee,  under  date  of  March  6,  made  a  report, 
as  follows : 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  carefully 
examined  into  the  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  its  collection 
and  examination  of  food  supplies  at  the  State  Library  of  Hygiene, 
and  find  that,  while  a  large  amount  of  work  valuable  to  the  state  has 
been  and  is  being  done  there,  it  has  not  the  facilities  for  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Statutes  so  effectually  as  is  desired,  on 
account  of  the  lack  of  an  inspector,  who  should  be  charged  with  cer- 
■tain  duties  not  at  present  provided  for. 

No  provision  is  now  make  for  the  inspection  of  slaughter-houses  or 
of  meat  sold  in  the  open  market,  a  matter  believed  by  your  commit- 
tee to  be  of  great  importance.  An  investigation  shows  that  in  addi- 
tion to  making  frequent  inspections  of  slaughter-houses  and  of  meat 
offered  for  sale  in  our  markets,  an  inspector  would  be  of  further  ser- 
vice in  the  examination  of  other  foods  and  drinks  offered  for  sale  ;  in 
the  collection  of  samples  for  analysis  at  the  State  Laboratory  of 
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Hyg-iene,  and  in  aiding-  local  boards  of  health  of  their  duties  in  com- 
plicated cases. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  this 
report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Health,  -with  the  sug-- 
g-estion  that  that  committee  take  the  -whole  matter  under  considera- 
tion at  once,  and  that  they  report  their  conclusions,  by  bill  or  other-  ^ 
•wise,  as  soon  as  may  be. 

The  above  report  was  accepted,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Pubhc  Health,  Avhere  the  matter  was  subsequently  taken  up  and  consid 
ered,  and  that  committee  formulated  and  unanimously  adopted  anc 
reported  the  following  bill  under  date  of  March  21,  1907  :

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Food  Inspector. 
Be  it  enarti'd  hij  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatires  in  General  Court  convened: 

Section  1.     The  state  board  of  health  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  a  suit 
able  and  competent  person  as  an  inspector,  w^hose  tenure  of  office  shall  be  at  th« 
pleasure  of  the  board,  with  a  salary  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  doUars  per 
year  and  actual  expenses  legally  incurred,  and  who  shall  devote  his  entire  time 
to  the  performance  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  law. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  inspector,  acting  under  the  direction 
of  the  state  board  of  health,  to  make  examinations  as  far  as  may  be  of  the  meat 
supplies  sold  in  this  state  not  guaranteed  by  government  inspection,  with  ref- 
ence  to  the  detection  of  illegal,  unsuitable,  or  diseased  meats ;  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  slaughtering  establishments  and  places  where  meats  are  kept;  the 
methods  of  preparing  meat  products  for  sale,  and  such  otlier  investigations  of 
meat  products  as  may  be  autliorized  by  the  state  board  of  health. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  inspector  shall  make  examinations  of  general  food  pro- 
ducts offered  for  sale  in  tliis  state,  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  violations  of  the 
pure  food  laws,  and  he  shall  collect  samples  of  suspected  food  products  for  anal- 
ysis at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  inspector  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of 
health,  investigate  local  sanitary  conditions  in  conjunction  with  and  upon 
request  of  local  boards  of  health  in  cases  where  such  expert  advice  is  deemed' 
necessary  by  the  state  board  of  health. 

Sect.  5.  In  addition  to  the  specific  duties  herein  prescribed,  the  said  inspec- 
tor shall  perform  such  other  duties  in  connection  with  public  health  matters  as 
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the  .state  board  of  health  shall  direct,  aud  whoever  hiuder.s,  ob.struct.s,  or  in  any 
other  way  interferes  with  said  inspector  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  shall 
be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  subsequent  offense. 

Sect.  6.  An  itemized  account  of  all  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  rendered  to  aud  audited  by  the  governor  and  council. 

Sect.  7.  For  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  annually  appropriated,  and 
the  governor  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  treasury  for  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  required,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Sect.  8.     This  act  sliall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  al)Ove  proposed  measure  was  immediately  referred  to  the  Commit 
tee  on  Appropriations,  from  which  it  was  reported,  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  bill  ought  to  pass  on  April  3,  1907.    The  report  was  accepted, 
and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

By  reason  of  pressure  of  business  at  the  very  close  of  the  session,  this 
bill,  with  many  others,  was  lost  on  Friday,  April  5,  in  the  last  hours  of 
the  session,  through  a  lack  of  a  quorum. 

The  measure,  by  its  friends,  had  already  been  presented  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  in  the  Senate, 
by  whom  it  had  been  favorably  considered,  and  these  committees  were 
ready  to  recommend  its  passage  without  further  consideration  the  moment 
it  should  reach  the  Senate,  so  that  had  a  quorum  been  present  in  the 
House  on  Friday,  the  5th  of  April,  the  day  of  final  adjournment,  the 
measure  Avould  undoubtedly  have  become  a  law. 

The  foregoing  history  is  given  to  show  that,  after  a  most  thorough 
investigation  by  several  committees,  and  having  been  ordered  to  a  third 
reading  by  the  House,  there  was  no  question  as  to  the  need  of  an  inspec- 
tor as  provided  for  in  the  measure. 

The  subject  will  come  before  the  Legislature  of  1909. 

EXAMIXATIOX    OF    EmBALMERS. 

In  1899  the  legislature  enacted  a  law  providing  that  all  embalmers  then  in 
practice  should  register  with  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  that  all  who 
entered  upon  the  business  after  the  jjassage  of  the  act  must  first  pass  a 
written  examination  before  the  board. 

Immediately  following  the  passage  of  the  law,  219  persons  registered 
in  accordance  Avith  its  provisions,  and,  subsequently,  many  of  these  took 
the  examination  and  became  "  licensed  embalmers."  LT^p  to  the  time  of 
this  report,  216  applicants  have  passed  the  examinations. 

Two  or  more  examinations  are  held  each  year.  The  preliminary  require- 
ments for  an  examination  are  as  follows  : 
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PEELIMINARY     REQUIREMENTS. 

1.  The  applicant  must  have  taken  a  regular  course  at  a  reputable 
school  of  embalming  whose  course  of  study  is  satisfactory  to  this  board, 
and  have  had  not  less  than  a  year  and  a  half  experience  in  active  work 
with,  or  as,  a  practising  embalmer  ;  or 

2.  He  must  have  had  two  years  of  active  experience  in  practical  work 
in  embalming,  with  a  New  Hampshire  licensed  embalmer,  and  must  ])re- 
sent  a  certiiicate  from  the  latter  certifying  that  the  applicant  is  qualified 
to  perform  the  duties  of  a  licensed  embalmer ;  or 

3.  He  must  be  a  "  Registered  Embalmer,"  in  this  State,  and  have  had 
not  less  than  three  years'  experience  as  a  practising  embalmer ;  or 

4.  He  must  hold  a  certificate  of  "  Licensed  Embalmer "  from  the 
examining  board  of  another  state  whose  examinations  are  satisfactory  to 
this  board,  and  have  had  not  less  than  one  year's  active  work  as  a  practis- 
ing embalmer. 

5.  Application  for  examination  must  be  made  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  upon  the  blank  form  issued  by  the  board,  which  must  be  filled 
out  and  signed  by  the  applicant,  and  filed  with  the  board  before  the  day 
of  the  examination. 

6.  The  application  must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  as 
provided  in  Section  7,  Chapter  76,  of  the  Laws  of  1899. 

Aside  from  questions  relating  strictly  to  embalming  work,  the  examina- 
tions include  also  something  of  anatomy,  physiology,  bacteriology,  com- 
municable diseases,  disinfection,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  transportation  of  the  dead. 

The  result  of  the  operation  of  the  law  has  been  very  marked,  in  that 
bodies  are  now  better  prepared  for  shipment — in  fact,  so  thoi'oughly  is 
the  work  done  that  bodies  dead  of  any  of  the  infectious  or  contagious  dis- 
eases, with  the  exception  of  smallpox  and  bubonic  plague,  are  now  shipped 
to  any  part  of  the  country.  The  processes  in  use  by  licensed  embalmers  are 
such  as  to  destroy  all  danger  of  infection  and  to  ensure  the  preservation 
of  a  body  as  long  as  desired. 

Another  marked  advantage  of  the  law  is  that  incompetent  persons  are 
excluded,  by  reason  of  the  examinations,  from  doing  embalming. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  law  is  a  state  organization  of  licensed  embalm- 
ers, which  meets  annually,  or  oftener,  at  which  times  papers  are  read  and 
matters  relating  to  all  phases  of  the  subject  are  discussed. 
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Ix  Relatiox  to  Fire  Escapes. 
At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  the  following  law  was  enacted  : 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  FIRE  ESCAPES  ON  CERTAIN  BUILDINGS. 

Chapter  137,  Laws  of  1907. 

Section  1.  No  building  three  stories  or  more  in  height  shall  be  let,  leased 
or  occupied  as  a  hotel  or  transient  lodging-house  unless  provided  with  a  steel  or 
wrought-iron  ladder  or  stairway  fire  escape  attached  to  the  outer  wall,  and  with 
platforms  of  like  material  of  such  size,  shape  and-  nearness  to  one  or  more 
windows  of  each  story  above  the  first  as  to  render  access  thereto  easy  and  safe. 

Sect.  3.  Such  fire  escapes  shall  reach  within  eight  feet  of  the  ground  and 
the  location  of  the  exits  thereto  shall  be  designated  by  red  lights  between  the 
hours  of  eight  in  the  afternoon  and  six  in  the  forenoon. 

Sect.  3.  If  any  person  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall 
be  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both. 

Sect.  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  January  1,  1908. 

The  above  law  was  printed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  was  sent 
to  all  local  boards  of  health  in  the  state,  with  a  letter  asking  for  informa- 
tion concerning  such  buildings  in  their  respective  towns  as  would  come 
under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  as  follows  : 

Concord,  N.  H.,  July  14,  1908. 
To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen:  We  are  enclosing  herewith  a  few  copies  of  a  circular  relative  to 
the  law  concerning  fire  escapes,  issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  under  this 
date,  and  would  respectfully  ask  your  board  to  see  that  all  parties  to  whom  the 
law  is  applicable  receive  a  copy  of  the  circular  referred  to. 

A  sufficient  number  of  copies  for  general  distribution  will  be  forwarded 
promptly  upon  request. 

It  is  important  that  the  law  be  enforced  in  the  interests  of  life  and  property, 
and  we  trust  that  your  board  will  take  an  active  interest  to  see  that  all  persons 
responsible  under  the  law  are  notified  of  its  provisiojas,  and  that  they  comply 
therewith  as  soon  as  practicable.

The  question  having  been  raised  as  to  what  was  meant  by  "three  stories," 
the  following  correspondence,  Avhich  is  self-explanatory,  is  herewith 
given : 

Concord,  N,  H.,  July  6,  1908. 
Hon.  E.  G.  Eastman,  Attorney- General,  Exeter,  N.  H.: 

Dear  Sir  :  Will  you  have  the  kindness  to  give  this  board  your  interpretation 
of  the  words  "  three  stories  "  which  occur  in  Section  1,  Chapter  137,  of  the  Laws 
of  1907,  copy  of  which  is  herewith  inclosed. 
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It  appears  to  ine  that  the  law  was  designed  to  protect  against  fire  persons  on 
the  third  floor,  or  above,  of  buildings. 

There  are  many  so-called  two-story  buildings  which  have  a  third  floor  with  a 
French,  pitch,  or  other  kind  of  roof,  and  on  which  floor  there  are  rooms  occupied 
as  bedrooms,  as  you  well  know.  Tlie  question  is.  Does  the  law  cover  such  a 
condition,  or  is  it  applicable  only  to  such  buildings  as  have  three  or  more  floors 
below  the  roof  floor  ? 

We  should  like  your  interpretation  of  this  point  of  the  law.     .     .     .

My  Dear  Sir  :  Your  favor  of  July  6  asking  me  for  my  interpretation  of  ' '  three 
stories  "  which  occurs  in  Section  1,  Chapter  137,  Laws  of  1907,  is  received 
have  already  examined  this  question  and  given  an  opinion  to  the  effect  that  twi 
story  buildings  which  have  a  third  floor  with  a  French,  pitch  or  other  kind  o: 
roof,  occupied  for  living  and  bedi'ooms,  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  law 
named.  The  object  and  purpose  of  the  statute  is  to  protect  the  lives  of  people 
who  occupy  such  buildings,  and  in  the  case  mentioned,  the  third  floor  exists  to 
the  same  extent  as  it  would  if  there  had  been  another  floor  above  it  in  the  roof.

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A  circular  containing  the  law  and  the  above  correspondence  relative  to 
its  interpretation  was  sent  to  all  local  boards  of  health,  with  the  request 
that  a  copy  of  the  circular  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  each  person  to  whom 
the  law  would  apply  in  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

We  have  ascertained  that  the  law  has  been  carried  out  in  man}'  locali- 
ties, but  we  have  no  information  as  to  whether  or  not  it  has  been  enforced 
in  every  town.

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After  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  the  conclusion  was  reached 
that  the  State  Board  of  Health  probably  did  not  have  authority  to 
direct  that  all  cases  of  whooping  cough  should  be  reported  to  local 
boards  of  health,  but  that  the  board  did  approve  of  such  reports  being 
made  under  a  regulation  established  by  the  local  hoards  of  health,  the  latter 
having  undouljted  authority  under  the  law  to  establish  such  regulations. 
Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  whooping  cough  was  one  of  the  dis- 
eases that  the  International  Conference  of  State  and  Provincial  Boards  of 
Health  of  North  America  has  placed  in  the  list  of  maladies  that  might 
properly  be  reported  to  local  boards  of  health.  It  woxxld  seem  that  in  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  boards  of  health  that  deem  it  advisable  or  neces- 
sary might  establish  a  regulation  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1,  Chap- 
ter 108  of  the  Public  Statutes,  requiring  notification  in  all  cases  of  whoop- 
ing cough. 

The  New  Hampshire  Sajtitary  Bulletin. 

For  eight  years  the  uSJ'ew  Hampshire  Sanitary  Bulletin  has  been  pub- 
hshed  quarterly,  in  editions  ranging  from  5,000  to  10,000  copies,  which 
have  been  extensively  distributed  among  the  people  of  the  state.  An 
exchange  is  also  made  with  similar  publications  in  other  states,  and  there 
is  a  demand  for  it  from  individual  workers  along  public  health  lines. 

The  BnUetin  receives  large  credit,  and  some  of  its  articles  have  been 
extensively  copied  by  publications  in  other  states  and  countries.  It  goes 
into  every  town  in  New  Hampshire,  and  in  some  its  list  is  large. 

The  board  receives  many  letters  attesting  to  the  value  of  its  instruction, 
and  we  believe  that  it  is  doing  a  great  deal  of  good  in  the  state,  much  more, 
probably,  than  is  accomplished  by  a  biennial  report,  which  cannot"  be  so 
widely  distributed. 

Public  Health  Laws. 

Early  in  1908  the  State  Board  of  Health  compiled  and  published  in 
pamphlet  form  "  Public  Health  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
Containing  the  Principal  Laws  of  the  State  relating  to  the  Public  Health 
(Exclusive  of  Food  and  Drugs  Law)."  This  was  done  to  meet  the  de- 
mand for  such  a  publication.  It  consists,  including  index,  of  76  pages, 
and  the  edition  was  2,000.  A  copy  has  been  furnished  every  health  officer 
in  the  state,  to  all  registered  and  licensed  physicians,  to  embalmers,  town 
clerks,  and  to  any  others  who  have  to  do  with  the  execution  of  the  laws 
embraced  in  the  compilation. 

Only  a  small  part  of  the  edition  remains.

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EXAMINATION  OF  WATER   SUPPLIES. 

By  Charles  D.  Howard,   Chemist. 


During  the  period  from  October  1,  1906,  to  September  1,  1908,  one 
year  and  eleven  months,  a  total  of  1,580  samples  of  water  have  been 
examined  at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene.  Of  this  number  532  rep- 
resent (a)  samples  from  public  supply  systems  furnishing  towns  or  villages, 
(b)  sources  of  semi-public  character,  such  as  the  supplies  of  schools,  pub- 
he  institutions,  manufactories,  etc.,  also  roadside  wells  and  springs  resorted 
to  in  some  measure  by  the  public.  The  balance,  948  samples,  was  taken 
from  private  sources,  the  analyses  being  made  either  at  the  request  of 
physicians  or  boards  of  health,  or  as  a  result  of  the  approval  of  special 
applications  filed  by  private  individuals. 

Of  the  235  towns  in  the  state,  86  now  have  water-supply  systems,  num- 
bering in  all  101  supplies,  of  which  49  are  owned  by  the  town  or  by  a 
precinct,  and  53  by  private  individuals  or  corporations.  Of  these  102 
supplies,  28,  or  27.4  per  cent.,  are  derived  from  ponds;  19,  or  18.6  per 
cent.,  are  from  streams;  17,  or  16.6  per  cent.,  from  wells;  30,  or  29.4  per 
cent.,  from  springs ;  and  8,  or  7.8  per  cent.,  from  combinations  of  these 
sources.  Several  of  the  pond  supplies  are  in  reality  impounded  streams 
or  low  areas  with  abundant  springs  whose  flowage  is  collected  in  an  exca- 
vated basin. 

Since  the  last  issue  of  this  re])ort,  this  department  has  information  of 
the  construction  of  three  new  public  su])ply  systems,  one  by  the  town  of 
Hancock,  another  by  the  town  of  Charlestown,  and  a  third  represented 
by  that  of  the  Hampton  Water  Company,  the  latter  supplying  the  beach 
territory  of  the  towns  of  Ham|)ton  and  North  Hampton.  A  fourth  sup- 
ply recentl}^  installed  and  not  hitherto  appearing  on  these  records,  is  that 
of  the  village  of  Contoocook.  A  number  of  other  supplies  have  also 
recently  been  extended  or  improved,  notably  those  of  Lebanon,  Franklin 
and  Gotfstown. 

The  supply  of  the  Hampton  Water  Company  is  obtained  from  driven 
wells.     Analyses  made  thus  far  indicate  not  only  freedom  from  pollution 
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but  a  supply  of  very  fair  quality.  The  latter  is  especially  true  if  we  com- 
pare it  with  the  average  beach  well  supply,  the  water  of  which  is  not 
only  inclined  to  be  hard  and  charged  with  mineral  salts  but  is  not  infre- 
quently open  to  suspicion  of  pollution.  This  is  emphatically  the  ease 
with  most  of  the  private  well  waters  in  use  at  the  lower  end  of  Hampton 
Beach.  An  inspection  of  conditions  at  this  resort,  made  during  the  sea- 
son of  1908,  revealed  a  dej)lorable  state  of  affairs,  shallow^  sand  wells, 
privies  and  cess-pools  being  found  thickly  jumbled  together  without  any 
apparent  regard  for  sanitary  considerations.  A  new  sewerage  system  is 
now  being  installed  and  another  season  should  see  a  radical  improvement. 

The  quality  of  the  Lebanon  supply  has  been  recently  improved  thruughi 
the  installation  of  a  system  of  mechanical  filtration.  This  plant  is  fullyj 
described  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

During   1906  an  inspection  was  made  of  the  Pettee  water  system  atl 
Durham.     This  supply  has  recently  been  augmented  by  the  addition  of] 
some  new  wells.     The  soil  of  the  locality  is  of  a  heavy  clayey  nature  and 
the  ground  water  is  naturally  more  highly  charged  with  mineral  salts  thanj 
is  the  case  with  the  average  New  Hampshire  well  supply.     The  present 
quality  of  this  supply  is  considered  fair. 

Formerly  the  village  of  Sun  cook  and  the  town  of  Goffstown  shared] 
honors  over  drinking  the  two  most  highly  colored  supplies  in  the  state^. 
Recently,  however,  the  Goffstown  supply  has  shown  a  marked  improve^ 
ment  in  this  respect.     The  supply  of  the  Suncook  Water  Company,  while 
free  from  sewage  pollution,  contains  such  a  large  amount  of  dissolvedl 
peaty  matter  and  such  a  marked   color  as  to  render  it   highly  unattrac- 
tive.    Certainly  the    daily  use    for  drinking  purposes   of   such  a  supply! 
should  not  be  aquiesced  in,  if  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  securing 
better  are  not  insurmountable. 

The  city  of  Somersworth  possesses  an  excellent  system  of  filtration, 
but  is  somewhat  handicapped  on  account  of  being  dependent  upon  a  pool 
raw  water  supply.  Not  only  is  the  Salmon  Falls  River  sewage  jjollutedj 
but  the  discharge  therein  of  manufacturing  waste  has  resulted  in  a  condi- 
tion that  demands  the  taking  of  some  measures  for  relief  if  further  menace 
to  the  quality  of  this  water  supply  is  to  be  avoided. 

During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  no  serious  depreciation! 
observed  in  the  case  of  any  of  the  public  supplies ;  neither  has  there  been! 
any  epidemic  of  disease  the  origin  of  which  could  be  attributed  to  the 
quality  of  such.  During  1908  a  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurrec 
in  the  city  of  Manchester,  the  epidemic  being  confined  mainly  to  the 
operatives  of  a  shoe  manufactory.  In  this  instance  the  ice  used  in  the 
drinking  water  at  this  shop  was  found  to  be  polluted,  and   a  number  of

minor  sources  of  water  supply  in  tlie  neighborhood  proved  to  be  contam- 
inated. Analyses  of  samples  taken  from  the  Piscataquog  River,  said  to 
be  used  to  some  extent  for  drinking  purposes,  indicated  a  very  poor 
quality. 

During  the  summer  of  1908,  the  quality  of  the  Claremont  town  supply 
being  criticised  by  the  consumers,  an  inspection  was  made  of  this  system, 
and  recommendations  submitted  for  its  improvement.  Analyses  showed 
no  serious  deterioration  of  quality,  altliough  some  unclean  reservoirs  and 
the  pasturage  of  cattle  on  the  water- shed  were  details  found  to  need 
remedying. 

As  usual,  some  complaint  has  arisen  during  the  warm  months  based 
upon  the  development  of  odors  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  pond  supplies. 
This  condition  is  attributable  to  the  growth  of  algae.  The  copper  sul- 
phate treatment,  first  suggested  by  Dr.  G.  T.  Moore,  is  easily  applied  and 
has  been  found  very  successful.  Nevertheless  this  expedient  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  utilized  to  any  extent  as  yet  by  those  in  charge  of 
water  supplies.  (See  report  on  the  application  of  this  treatment  to  the 
Hanover  supply,  by  Dr.  H.  N.  Kingsford,  p.  159,  Vol.  18,  1903-'04.) 

A  summary  of  the  results  of  the  examination  of  su2:)plies  classed  in  this 
report  as  public  shows  :

The  quality  of  the  102  i)ul)lic  supply  systems  as  observed  during  the 
past  two  years  is  shown  as  follows :

The  examination  of  waters  from  private  sources  continues  to  be  a  very 
large  item  of  the  work  of  this  laboratory.  The  demand  for  this  service, 
first  extended  in  a  limited  way  for  the  benefit  of  physicians  and  boards  of 
health,  and  for  the  occasional  accommodation  of  individuals,  has  gradu- 
ally grown  to  embarrassing  proportions.  In  short,  the  average  j^rivate 
citizen  has  come  to  regard  it  as  his  inalienable  right  to  have  his  drinking 
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supply  analyzed  at  the  public  expense,  not  only  once  but  as  often  as  he 
may  feel  so  disposed.  The  "  sickness  "  requirement  in  connection  with 
regulations  designed  to  limit  this  service  seems  to  be  easily  satisfiable, 
though  as  this  dei)artment  has  become  more  critical  in  considering  appli- 
cations, a  favoi'ite  ])rocedure  seems  to  be  in  having  the  request  come 
through  a  member  of  the  local  health  board  or  the  family  physician. 

Unfortunately  many  of  these  analyses  are  totally  unnecessary  and  serve 
no  very  good  purpose,  either  because  there  is  no  chance  for  any  legiti- 
mate question  as  to  the  purity  of  the  supply,  or  else  because  the  common- 
est means  for  its  protection  have  not  been  taken.  In  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  the  cases  where  the  analysis  is  reported  as  indicating  an  inferior  or 
polluted  condition,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  trouble  is  in  that  the  well  or 
spring  has  not  been  receiving  proper  care  or  has  not  been  cleaned  for 
some  time.  The  resiilt  is  that  we  are  repeatedly  applied  to  for  reexam- 
inations after  the  completion  of  improvements  the  necessity  of  which 
should,  in  many  cases,  have  been  self  evident,  and  which,  of  course,  should 
properly  have  been  made  before  the  collection  of  the  first  sample. 

Following  is  a  sixmmary  of  the  results  of  examinations  of  private  sup- 
plies :

A  consideration  of  the  above  data  shows  that  approximately  one  fifth! 
of  the  total  number  of  samples  representing  private  sources  contained  an] 
excessive  quantity  of  dissolved  lead.  Were  it  not  for  this  contaminatioiij 
(not  considering  the  question  of  zinc)  over  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  num- 
ber examined  would  have  been  reported  as  pure.  That  nearly  50  perj 
cent,  were  found  organically  inferior  should  not  be  accepted  as  any  indict- 
ment of  the  natural  quality  of  our  ground-Avater  supplies,  for  the  reason! 
that  a  large  proportion  of  these  would  have  been  of  good  quaUty  under! 
proper  care  and  were  readily  susceptible  of  being  so  rendered.  An  appre-J 
ciable  number  of  the  analyses  represent  second  examinations  of  the  samel 
polluted  supply ;  finally,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  samples  classed! 
as  inferior  were  fairly  free  from  organic  matter  and  doubtless  at  present| 
safely  usable,  although  not  entitled  to  the  designation  of  "good." 
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We  are  not  infrecjiientiy  asked  our  opinion  as  to  the  advisability,  or  the 
risk  involved,  in  the  vise  of  lead  pipe  as  a  conducting  medium.  In  such 
connection  the  following  data,  representing  examinations  of  lead-conducted 
waters  for  the  past  two  years,  ought  to  prove  instructive :

Accepting  these  figures  as  of  general  application  in  New  Hampshire, 
and  also  accepting  0.045  parts  lead  as  the  safety  limit,  it  will  be  seen 
that  an  average  of  one  out  of  every  two  lead-conducted  supplies  is  seri- 
ously liable  to  prove  deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  users.  But  we  have 
no  present  satisfactory  evidence  that  a  water  showing  up  to  0.045  parts  is 
usable  with  safety.  On  the  contrary  there  seems  very  good  reason  for 
believing  that  certain  individuals  are  susceptible  to  a  less  amount;  so  that 
if  we  consider  the  total  number  of  examinations  revealing  appreciable 
quantities  of  lead,  the  proportion  of  dangerous  or  very  questionable  lead- 
conducted  supplies  is  raised  to  nearl^^  63  per  cent.,  or  nearly  two  out  of 
three. 

Past  experience  shows  that  the  deductions  from  analyses  made  with  a 
view  of  determining  the  probable  action  of  any  given  supply  on  lead  pipe 
are  practically  worthless,  or  cannot  be  depended  upon  as  an  index  of  the 
permanent  character  of  the  w\ater.  It  would  seem  therefore  that  he  who 
deliberately  installs  the  lead  system  for  his  drinking  supply,  because  it  is 
easier  or  more  permanent,  gambles  not  only  with  his  own  health  but  with 
that  of  his  family  and  of  his  descendants. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  ideal  service  inpe  remains  yet  to  be  discovered. 
The  form  at  present  being  installed  in  a  majority  of  cases  is  galvanized 
iron,  although  it  is  recognized  that  this  is  prone  to  rust  out  with  certain 
waters,  notably  those  that  are  hard  or  are  charged  with  appreciable  quan- 
tities of  air  or  carbon-dioxide.  In  supplies  containing  notable  quantities 
of  nitrates,  solution  of  the  zinc  is  accompanied  by  reduction  of  such  to 
nitrites  and  ammonia.  Waters  of  this  class  after  passing  galvanized  pipe 
will  show  a  greasy  surface,  while  any  water  carrying  an  appreciable  quan- 
tity of  zinc  will  deposit  a  noticeable  white  coating  upon  the  surface  of 
cooking  utensils.  Such  waters  are  also  apt  to  be  faintly  milky  in  appear- 
ance— a  turbidity  easily  differentiated  from  that  attributable  to  suspended 
clay  or  forms  of  organic  pollution,  by  the  addition  of  a  trace  of  acetic 
acid,  when  in  the  presence  of  zinc  the  water  promptly  becomes  clear. 

Other  forms  of  pipe   available  are   tin-lined   lead,  tin-hned   iron  and 
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cement-lined  iron,  also  wrought  steel,  which  is  supposed  to  have  an  advan- 
tage over  plain  wrought  iron.  A  proper  grade  of  the  lirst  is  relatively 
expensive,  but  if  properly  put  together  so  as  to  leave  no  unprotected  sur- 
faces, its  use  will  prove  satisfactory.  Cement-lined  iron  is  now  used  as  a 
service  pipe  to  an  appreciable  extent  and  with  good  success  by  a  number 
of  Massachusetts  towns  and  cities,*  although  this  form  has  not  been  found 
altogether  free  from  a  tendency  to  rust. 

Following  are  reports  of  water-supply  examinations  alphabetically 
arranged  by  cities  and  towns.     All  results  are  given  in  parts  })er  100,000. 

AcwoRTiT. — No  public  water  supply.  Families  get  their  water  from 
wells  or  from  springs,  and  lead  pijDe  is  used  as  a  rule.  One  private  sup- 
ply examined  was  found  to  contain  an  excess  of  lead. 

Albany. — There  is  no  water  supply  other  than  wells  and  springs.  The 
wells  are  mostly  dug;  a  few  are  driven. 

Alexandria. — No  public  supply.  Water  is  obtained  from  private 
wells  and  springs. 

Allexstown. — (See  Pembroke.) 

Alstead. — The  soil  in  the  valley  in  which  this  town  is  situated  is 
sandy  loam  of  little  depth ;  subsoil,  gravel  and  cobble  ;  on  the  hills,  clayeyj 
soil,  while  the  subsoil  is  closely  packed,  clayey  gravel.  Three  or  four 
families  here  and  there  have  piped  springs  or  shallow  wells  for  their 
water  supply.  At  East  Alstead  is  one  well  to  which  the  public  have 
access  more  or  less.

— The  Alton  &  Alton  Bay  Water  Works  Company,  estab- 
lished in  1892-'93,  supplies  about  100  families  (90  per  cent,  of  the  popu- 
lation), with  water  from  a  spring,  except  in  dry  weather,  when  it  is 
pumped  from  Lake  Winnipesaukee  to  a  reservoir  of  150,000  gallons' 
capacity.

Amherst. — A  private  supply,  inaugurated  in  1837,  furnishes  water 
from  Avells  on  hill  dug  from  live  to  twenty  feet  deep.  The  service  and  main 
pipes  are  of  lead.  Most  of  the  families  in  the  village  are  supplied  from 
this  source,  but  there  are  many  private  wells  besides. 
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Four  samples  from  private  supplies  were  received  for  analysis,  two  of 
which  were  found  to  be  of  good  quality  and  two  polluted. 

AxDOVEK. — Water  is  furnished  to  about  30  families  in  Andover  Center 
by  C.  E.  Carr,  from  three  reservoirs  supplied  by  eight  springs  on  tlie  side 
of  Ragged  Mountain.  The  watershed  is  partly  wooded  and  partly 
cleared ;  no  inhabitants.  The  springs  are  dug  from  six  to  fifteen  feet 
deep,  and  the  water  flows  by  gravity  through  about  two  miles  of  mains, 
one  third  iron  and  two  thirds  lead  pipe.  The  service  pipes  also  are  some 
lead  and  some  iron.  There  are  many  private  wells  within  the  area  of  this 
supply.  A  part  of  the  families  of  West  Andover  are  supplied  from  springs 
on  the  west  side  of  Ragged  Mountain.  Cilleyville  is  supplied  from  private 
wells.  East  Andover  and  all  the  rest  of  Andover  also  from  wells,  except 
five  famihes  which  have  water  from  springs.

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Of  the  ten  private  supplies  examined,  three  were  found  to  be  good, 
four  good  except  for  presence  of  excessive  lead,  one  of  poor  quality  and 
two  polluted.

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An^trim. — A  water  supply  was  installed  by  the  town  in  1893,  the  source 
being  a  pond  of  about  16  acres  in  area,  and  of  an  average  depth  of  16 
feet.

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AijBUKN. — No  public  water  supply.  There  is  one  private  supply  from 
which  seven  families  are  furnished,  and  one  public  w^atering  trough  for 
the  town.

There  is  a  pumping  station  for  use  in  dry  seasons, 
by  which  water  is  pumped  from  a  stream  to  the  reservoir.  There  is  also 
a  private  supply  in  the  town.  The  pipes  are  of  wood  mains,  and  galva- 
nized iron  service.

Ten  private   supplies  were  investigated.     Of  these  six  were  found  ofj 
good  quality,  one  good  but  found  dissolved  le"ad,  two  of  doubtful  charac- 
ter and  one  unfit  for  use. 

Benton. — Water  is  obtained  from  private  springs,  through  lead  pipesl 
and  logs,  and  from  wells.  The  wells  are  dug  from  eight  to  twenty  feetl 
deep.     There  are  many  springs  about  the  town. 

Berlin. — No  public  supply.  There  are  two  private  supplies,  owned 
and  operated  by  one  company, — the  Berlin  water  works,  built  in  1892-'93, 
and  the  Cold  Water  Spring  Company,  installed  in  1898.  The  source  is  a 
stream  and  springs.     For  a  period  of  about  six  weeks  each  year  the  latter 
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supply  has   to    be  supplemented    by  water  pumped  from  Androscoggin 
River,  above  the  city  limits. 

Samples  representing  three  supplies  of  good  quality,  one  of  poor  char- 
acter, were  received.     Two  polluted  ice  samples  were  also  found.

The  four  jjrivate  supplies  examined  are  proved  of  good  quality. 
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Candia. — There  are  two  private  suj)plies,  the  John  II.  Holt  and  the 
D.  H.  Baker,  each  built  in  1893.  The  first  is  from  an  artesian  well  100 
feet  deep,  pumped  by  windmill  to  a  reservoir  of  7,000  gallons'  capacity, 
10  feet  diameter  and  12  feet  deep.  This  supplies  16  houses  and  two  shoe 
shops. 

The  Baker  supply  is  from  a  spring  about  eight  feet  square  and  six  feet 
deep,  Ijoxed  up  with  plank  and  covered  by  a  shed  roof.  This  water  is 
also  pumped  by  a  windmill  to  a  reservoir  of  3,000  gallons'  capacity,  eight 
feet  diameter  and  eight  feet  deep.

The  wells  are  12  in  number,  dug  12  feet  deep  and  covered 
with  five  feet  of  earth,  so  the  depth  of  the  well  is  seven  feet ;  they  are 
three  feet  in  diameter  after  being  stoned.     The  amount  of  water  is  very 
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abundant  and  is  pumped  to  the  supjjly  reservoir.  Water  from  the  stream 
is  held  in  three  reservoirs,  with  a  capacity  of  32,000,000  gallons. 

Besides  the  public  su])j)ly  there  are  two  private  systems  of  water  works 
in  Claremont :  one,  the  Tyler  water  works,  was  built  in  1870,  the  source 
being  springs.  The  springs  are  all  excavated  about  a  reservoir,  into  which 
the  water  runs.  There  are  also  springs  in  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir, 
which  is  about  five  acres  in  area. 

The  other  private  system,  known  as  the  Grannis  Water  Works,  Iniilt 
about  1892  and  owned  and  operated  by  Herman  Holt,  Esq.,  is  also  sup- 
plied by  springs.

Concord. — The  Concord  AVater  Works,  owned  and  operated  by  the  city, 
were  installed  in  1871-72;  extended  to  Penacook  and  St.  Paul's  School 
in  1882;  high  service  extension  iii  1891;  high  service  extended  to  Pena- 
cook in  1904.  The  source  of  the  supply  is  Penacook  Lake,  with  an  area  at 
high  water  of  337  acres;  greatest  area  of  good  depth  running  from  10  to 
75  feet;  very  little  shallow  water;  bottom  gravelly.  The  watershed, 
about  3^  square  miles,  is  partly  wooded  and  partly  cleared.  Outside  of 
cottagers,  a    canvass    showed    17  inhabitants  to  the    square  mile.      The 
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shoves,  excepting  Penacook  Park,  which  is  well  policed,  are  now  rarely 
frequented  Ijy  picnic  parties.  A  few  cottages,  occupied  during  the 
summer,  have  been  built  on  the  shores,  l)ut  they  are  under  the  sanitary 
supervision  of  the  city  health  officer.  The  State  Board  of  Health  has 
also  established  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  purity 
of  this  body  of  water.  The  city  owns  and  controls  four  fifths  of  the 
shore.

Croydon. — One  private  supply  is  from  a  spring,  the  water  being  brought 
one  half  mile  through  lead  pipe,  from  which  eight  families  are  furnished. 
Most  of  the  water  is  from  private  wells.  Five  private  supplies  examined, 
three  proving  good,  one  poor  and  one  unfit  for  use. 
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Dalton. — No   public   supply.      Water    is    obtained    from    individual 


springs.

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Danbury. — No  public  or  private  system  of  water  works.  The  three 
private  supplies  examined  were  found  to  represent  good  water. 

Danville. — No  public  supply.  The  water  supply  of  Danville  is,  in 
nearly  every  case,  from  a  well  near  the  house  or  underneath  it.  One  pri- 
vate supply  examined  was  found  to  be  polluted. 

Deerfield. — No  public  supply.  One  private  supply  examined  was 
found  of  good  quality. 

Deering. — No  public  water  supply.  One  private  supply  was  found 
to  be  polluted  by  lead. 
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Derry. — In  1890  Boston  contractors  built  the  Derry  Water  Works, 
consisting  of  about  40  wells  driven  to  a  depth  of  50  feet.  The  water  is 
pumped  to  a  standpipe  of  180,000  gallons'  capacity.

One  private  supply  of  good  quaUty  was  reported  upon. 

Dorchester. — No  public  supply.  The  single  private  supply  sample 
received  was  reported  as  of  doubtful  character. 

Dover. — A  public  water  supply  was  installed  by  the  City  of  Dover  in 
1888.  The  area  of  the  pond  from  which  the  supply  is  taken  is,  when  full, 
78|  acres  ;  when  drawn  down  six  feet  deep,  69J  acres.     There  are   no 
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measurable  stoeams  of  water  flowing  into  the  pond,  it  being  fed  mainly 
from  underground  sources.  The  water  is  pumped  to  a  reservoir  of  a 
capacity  of  2,085,452  gallons  when  at  a  height  of  14  feet. 

In  1905  a  system  of  springs  was  added  to  the  supply,  and  such  addition 
now  constitutes  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  total  pumpage  of  800,000  gal- 
lons. Organically  the  quality  as  indicated  by  the  analysis  is  good,  but 
unfortunately  the  water  is  impregnated  with  iron,  the  quality  varying 
from  slight  in  some  of  the  springs  to  verj^  heavy  in  others.  (See  special 
report,  vol.  19,  1905-'6.) 

The  city  government  has  recently  (1908)  voted  to  install  a  sand  filter 
and  the  latter  is  now  under  construction.  Such  filter  will  not  only  serve  to 
remove  the  iron  from  the  springs  supply,  but  it  will  tend  to  improve  the 
character  of  the  pond  water.

Twelve  samples  representing  private  suppUes  were  received,  three  prov- 
ing of  good  quality,  one  good  but  for  lead,  one  of  doubtful  quality,  while 
seven  were  polluted. 
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Dublin — No  public  supply.  There  are  but  very  few  wells  in  use  at 
the  present  time  in  the  town.  The  sui>ply  is  very  largel}^  from  springs 
and  from  the  lake,  which  is  fed  by  springs.  There  are  five  hydraulic 
rams  and  as  many  windniills,  and  several  engines  in  use  to  pump  water  to 
the  hilltops,  where  the  summer  residences  are.  Of  14  private  supplies 
examined,  five  were  found  good,  three  good  but  for  lead,  one  of  doubtful 
character  and  five  polluted. 

DuMMER. — Xo  public  supply.  Water  is  obtained  chiefiy  from  springs, 
wells  and  aqueducts. 

DuNBARTON. — A  private  supply,  inaugurated  in  1904,  furnishes  water 
to  three  families  and  one  pubhc  watering  place  from  a  spring  excavated 
five  feet  deep  in  gravel.  There  is  a  standpipe  of  100  barrels  capacity, 
from  which  the  water  is  distributed  through  1,300  feet  of  galvanized  iron 
pil>e,  service  and  mains.  The  remainder  of  the  families  are  supplied  from 
private  wells  and  springs.  Seven  private  supplies  were  investigated,  two 
being  found  good,  one  good  but  for  lead,  three  of  doubtful  character  and 
one  polluted. 

DuRHAM.^ — Water  is  furnished  by  a  private  company  incorporated  in 
1895,  from  wells  dug  about  20  feet  deep,  through  clay.  The  Avater  is 
pumped  to  a  standpipe  of  75,000  gallons'  capacity.  The  mains  are  of 
galvanized  iron,  about  two  miles,  with  lead  service  pipes.  Fifty  families, 
which  comprise  ])ractically  the  whole  village,  take  this  water.  There  are 
no  private  wells  within  this  area.  There  are  wells  in  town  to  which  the 
public  have  access,  and  some  analyses  of  such  well  waters  are  here  given.

Water  is  obtained  from  individual  wells 
and  springs. 

Eaton. — No  public  water  supply.  Two  private  supplies  examined 
were  found  to  be  organically  pui-e  though  one  contained  lead. 

Effingham. — No  public  supply. 

Ellsavoeth. — No  public  supply.  Water  is  obtained  wholly  from  pri- 
vate springs  and  wells. 

Elkins. — No  public  supply.  The  single  private  supply  investigated 
was  found  of  doubtful  character. 

Enfield. — The  Enfield  Village  Fire  District  Water  Works,  built  in 
1902  and  1903,  by  Arthur  W.  Stone  of  Hartford,  Yt.,  is  owned  by  the 
precinct.  The  source  of  the  supply  is  a  pond  of  l21  acres  in  area,  and  an 
average  depth  of  about  eight  feet,  fed  by  springs.  The  watershed  is 
about  2,000  acres,  principally  cleared  land,  with  only  two  families  living 
near.  The  water  flows  by  gravity  through  four  miles  of  iron  pipe.  Ser- 
vice pipes  are  lead.  From  one  fourth  to  one  third  of  the  population  are 
supplied  from  this  system,  with  additional  connections  being  made  each 
week. 

There  are  also  two  private  systems  of  water  works  in  town :  The  Mas- 
coma  Aqueduct  Company,  whose  plant  was  built  in  1884.  This  supply  is 
from  a  spring  two  feet  in  depth,  which  supplies  about  1,000  gallons  daily. 
This  is  a  gravity  system,  with  one  mile  of  lead  main  pipe,  and  also  lead 
service  pipe.  Ten  families  ai'e  supplied  with  this  water,  but  some  of  them 
also  have  the  town  water. 

The  other  private  system  was  built  by  the  Enfield  Aqueduct  Company 
in  1854,  the  source  being  a  well  16  feet  deep.  This,  also,  is  a  gravity 
system  with  three  fourths  of  a  mile  of  cement-lined  lead  pipe  for  a  main, 
and  lead  service  pipes.  The  average  daily  consumption  from  this  system 
is  1,320  gallons,  by  40  families,  but  the  town  water  is  also  supplied  to 
some  of  these  patrons.

The  water  at  the  hotel  is  pumped  into  a  large 
reservoir  from  Clear  Stream,  which  is  fed  by  brooks  and  streams  in  the 
mountain -side. 
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Exeter. — No  public  supply.  The  Exeter  Water  Works,  owned  by  a 
private  company,  were  installed  in  1886.

Francestown. — A  private  supply,  inaugurated  25  years  ago,  is  from 
a  spring.  The  Avatershed  is  cleared,  but  no  inhabitants.  Wells  are  exca- 
vated 12  feet  deep,  and  the  water  flows  by  gravity  through  half  a  mile  of 
enameled  iron  pipe,  both  service  and  mains.  Twenty  famiUes  have  this 
water,  one  tenth  of  the  population.  There  are  private  wells  Avithin  this 
area.

Franklin. — The  Franklin  Water  Works,  owned  by  the  city,  were 
built  in  1891.  The  source  consisted  originally  of  springs,  the  water  being 
pumped  into  a  covered  reservoir  about  20  feet  deep.  Later,  to  obviate 
the  necessity  for  direct  pumpage  from  the  Pemigewasset  River  during 
periods  of  drouth,  a  series  of  driven  and  tubular  wells  was  constructed 
along  the  river  bank.  During  1906  the  su))]3ly  was  further  augmented  by 
the  construction  of  some  catch  basins  which  serve  to  collect  the  water 
from  an  extensive  springy  area  lying  at  the  base  of  a  hill.

A  still  later  arrangement,  introduced  during  the  summer  of  1908,  con- 
sists in  the  use  of  filtered  river  water,  obtained  as  follows : 

"  A  pump  forces  water  from  the  Peraigewasset  river  into  a  cistern  con- 
structed near  by  on  a  sandy  formation  of  ground,  and  the  water  perco- 
lates through  the  sand  into  wells  some  distance  away.  From  the  wells 
it  is  pumped  into  the  reservoir  on  the  hill.  The  distance  the  water  trav- 
els from  the  cistern  to  the  wells  insures  a  very  thorough  filtration,  and 
the  examinations  of  the  water  have  proved  that  it  is  satisfactorily  purified. 

"  The  commissioners  now  figure  that  one  large  well  constructed  at  a 
suitable  distance  from  the  cistern  would  catch  larger  quantities  of  the 
filtered  water,  and  still  further  increase  the  present  supply.  The  interval 
land  where  the  wells  are  located  includes  several  acres  of  sandy  soil,  mak- 
ing an  ideal  place  for  a  natural  filtration  system." 

While  this  plan  will  undoubtedly  prove  satisfactory  for  the  present,  its 
permanently  successful  operation  is  open  to  question.

Forty-nine  samples  representing  private  supplies  were  received ;  of 
these  16  were  found  of  good  quality,  14  good  but  for  dissolved  lead,  9 
were  classed  as  doubtful,  and  10  were  unfit  for  use. 

Freedom. — No  public  supply.  Some  three  fourths  of  the  families  in 
town  are  supplied  with  water  from  springs  through  iron  and  lead  pipes. 
A  few  wells  are  still  used.  Three  private  supplies  were  examined,  and 
all  found  to  be  free  from  organic  pollution,  though  one  contained  an 
excess  of  lead. 

Fremoxt. — No  public  or  private  water  system.  The  single  private 
supply  examined  was  found  to  be  good. 

Gilford. — This  is  a  farming  town,  and  all  have  wells  or  springs  from 
which  they  get  water. 

GiLMAXTON. — The  water  supply  is  from  private  wells  that  have  been 
dug  and  walled  generally;  a  few  have  been  driven,  and  there  are  a  few 
famiUes  who  take  their  water  in  pipes  from  living  springs.  The  people 
are  more  careful  than  formerly  in  regard  to  drainage.  There  has  l^een 
only  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  central  part  of  the  toAvn  in  thirty 
years,  and  that  was  contracted  elsewhere.  Oi  eight  private  supplies  exam- 
ined, four  were  found  good,  two  of  doubtful  quality,  two  polluted. 

GiLsuM. — No  public  supplies.  Several  spring  supplies  are  utilized  by 
several  families,  although  wells  are  chiefly  depended  upon  for  water. 
The  single  private  supply  examined  was  found  to  be  polluted. 

GoFFSTOWN. — The  present  system  was  built  in  1891  by  the  Goffstown 
Fire  Precinct,  Goffstown  Village.     The  reservoir  from  which   the  water 
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supply  comes  is  situated  between  the  Uncanoonuc  Mountains  and  is  sur- 
rounded by  Avoodland.  The  reservoir  is  fed  by  springs  in  the  bottom  of 
the  reservoir ;  by  a  brook,  fed  by  springs  flowing  from  the  northeastern 
slope  of  the  north  mountain ;  and  from  a  swamp  flowing  into  the  brook 
near  the  mouth  of  the  reservoir.  In  addition  to  the  above  there  has 
recently  been  built  a  storage  reservoir  of  larger  capacity  than  this  one ; 
both  are  at  the  base  of  Uncanoonuc  Mountains.  The  quahty  of  this  sup- 
ply has  recently  improved,  the  color  being  much  reduced. 
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One  of  the  two  private  supplies  examined  was  found  to  be  organically 
pure  though  containing  an  excess  of  lead.  The  other  was  classed  as 
doubtful. 

Gorham.— No  public  supply.  The  Alpine  Aqueduct  Company,  organ- 
ized in  1873,  furnishes  water  to  160  famihes,  one  half  the  population,  from 
19  springs,  three  to  seven  feet  deep,  stoned  and  covered. 

One  private  supply  was  found  of  doubtful  quality. 
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Cheudcal  Examination  of  Water  from  a  Faucet  of  the  Alpine  Aqueduct  Company. 
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a  Perkins  Brook;  b  South  Branch  of  Moose  Brook;  c  Ice  from  Gulch  Brook. 

Goshen. — Water  is  obtained  from  private  wells  and  springs  dug 
through  gravel,  sand,  loam  and  rocks.  Some  of  the  wells  are  under 
buildings,  and  receive  much  filth  from  surface  drainage,  sink  drains,  vaults 
and  stables.  Two  private  supplies  examined  during  the  past  two  years 
were  found  to  be  of  good  quality,  though  one  contained  an  excess  of  lead. 

Grafton. — The  water  supply  is  from  private  springs  and  wells  dug 
from  12  to  60  feet  deep,  through  gravel.  Both  lead  and  iron  pipe  is  used. 
Of  five  private  supplies  examined,  three  were  found  good,  one  polluted, 
while  two  of  this  number  showed  much  lead. 

Grantham. — No  public  supply.  Water  is  obtained  entirely  from  pri- 
vate wells  and  springs.  The  two  private  supplies  examined  were  both 
found  of  good  quality. 

Greenfield. — There  is  no  public  water  supply.  Water  is  obtained 
from  wells  dug  four  or  five  feet  deep,  in  sandy  soil,  and  flows  by  gravity 
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one  eighth  of  a  mile  through  lead  pipe.  In  two  instances  two  or  three 
famihes  have  shared  the  expense  and  have  the  same  supply.  Twelve  pri- 
vate suppUes  were  investigated,  four  being  found  good,  one  good  but  for 
lead  content,  two  of  doubtful  character  and  five  polluted. 

GREENLAND.^With  but  One  or  two  exceptions  each  farm  has  its  pri- 
vate well.  A  few  small  places  use  filtered  cistern  water.  Six  families 
use  spring  water,  brought  to  the  house  by  means  of  a  hydraulic  ram.  The 
springs  are  shallow,  with  sandy  bottom ;  wells  are  dug,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  or  three  driven  wells,  the  depth  varying  with  the  location. 
The  situation  of  some  of  the  wells,  as  regards  sink-drains,  cow-yards  and 
privy  vaults,  is  not  of  the  best,  so  that  after  heavy  showers  and  rains  sur- 
face waters  have  caused  a  change  in  the  character  of  the  water.  Of  the 
three  private  supplies  examined,  two  were  found  good  and  one  was  classed 
as  of  doubtful  quality. 

Greenville. — The  town  owns  and  operates  a  small  water  supply  in 
the  form  of  an  artesian  well  425  feet  deep,  ending  in  solid  rock,  and  most' 
of  the  distance  below  125  feet  in  solid  rock.  The  water  is  pumped  to  a 
brick  reservoir  of  20,000  gallons'  ca])acity.  There  is  one  mile  of  wood 
main  pipe,  while  the  service  pipes  are  of  galvanized  iron.  Sixteen  fami- 
lies and  two  schools  take  from  this  supply — 25  per  cent,  of  the  population. 
There  are  many  private  wells  within  this  area,  but  none  to  which  the 
public  have  access. 
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Ten  samples  representing  private  supplies  were  received,  one  repre- 
senting good  water,  one  good  but  for  lead,  one  doubtful  and  seven  pol- 
luted.

Geotox. — No  public  supply.  Water  is  obtained  from  individual 
springs  and  wells.  Two  samples  received  from  this  town  were  both 
found  to  contain  considerable  lead. 

Hampstead. — Water  supply  is  from  wells.  Two  polluted  supplies  and 
one  of  doubtful  character  w^ere  sampled. 

Hampto:n^. — In  1907  the  Hampton  Water  Works  Company  constructed 
and  put  in  operation  at  the  Hampton  Beach  Village  Precinct  a  system  of 
water  works,  the  source  being  13  driven  wells  from  16  to  21  feet  deep. 
Located  at  the  so-called  Gill's  Spring,  with  a  collecting  basin  16  feet  deep. 
The  rate  of  water  flow  is  260  gallons.  The  geological  formation  is  gravel 
and  coarse,  sharp  sand. 

Water  is  pumped  to  steel  stand  pipe  15  feet  by  90  feet,  located  on 
Great  Boar's  Head.  There  are  four  miles  of  cast  iron  distributing  mains, 
while  the  service  pipes  are  of  galvanized  wrought  iron. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  families  are  using  the  supply,  which  constitutes, 
approximately,  50  per  cent,  of  the  poj^ulation  of  the  locality.

Of  the   14  private  supplies  investigated,  one  was  classed  as  good,  four 
as  doubtful  and  nine  polluted. 

Hampton  Falls. — No  public  supply. 

42a.     Hancock. — A  new  supply,  instituted  in   1907,  is  obtained  from 
Eaton's  Brook.     The  latter   is    impounded  by  a  dam   and  the  resulting 
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reservoir,  located  al)Out  two  miles  from  the  village,  consists  of  a  deep  and 
narrow  ravine,  which  was  completely  denuded  of  surface  debris  before 
flowing.  Its  capacity  is  2,000,000  gallons.  The  mains  are  of  iron,  with 
galvanized  iron  service  pipe.  Twenty-five  families,  equivalent  to  about 
75  per  cent,  of  the  village  population,  now  use  this  supj^ly.

Of  tlie  two  j)rivate  supplies  examined,  one  was  found  good,  one  of 
doubtful  (|uality. 

IIanovek. — The  Hanover  Water  Works,  installed  in  1893,  is  an  im- 
pounded water  in  a  large  artificial  pond.  The  bed  of  the  pond  was  a  fer- 
tile valley,  which  was  not  cleared  of  vegetation  before  impounding  the 
water.  The  water  has  always  been  colored,  rich  in  dissolved  vegetable 
matter,  with  occasionally  some  little  taste  and  odor,  though  usually  not 
offensive. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  color  and  general  quality  of  this  water 
have  shown  considerable  improvement.  The  tributaries  have  been  cleared 
and  in  part  paved  with  stone;  portions  of  the  pond  margin  have  been 
paved  and  considerable  lengths  of  brook  thoroughly  cleared  of  '  all 
bushes  and  obstructing  deposits.     The  sod  of  the  original  meadow,  long 
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ago  disintegrated,  and  the  margins  one  foot  from  (below)  full  level  lines 
are  clean  and  sandy. 

The  Hanover  Water  Works  Company  bought  all  the  farms  having 
houses  within  the  drainage  area,  in  JMarch,  1908.  Nearly  all  of  these 
houses  have  been  removed.  One  farm  and  house  close  to  the  eastern 
watershed  line  is  still  rented  to  a  small  family,  but  the  location  is  such 
that  it  is  not  believed  to  be  the  slightest  menace  to  the  water  supply. 

A  small  beginning  has  been  made  toward  reforesting  the  open  spaces 
by  setting  out  young  spruces  and  pine  seedlings. 

So  far  as  the  cast  iron  mains  have  been  bored  into  for  connections  they 
have  been  found  remarkably  free  from  rust.  Lately  a  section  of  eight- 
and  six-inch  main  was  taken  up  and  lowered,  and  the  interior  of  the  pi])e8 
removed  appeared  without  noticeable  rust  nodules  or  any  deposit. 

The  Hanover  Aqvieduct  Association,  a  private  corporation,  furnishes  a 
water  that  is  used  largely,  though  not  exclusively,  for  drinking  purposes. 
It  is  a  normal  spring  water,  the  wells  being  eight  or  nine  in  number  and 
dug  to  a  depth  of  10  to  20  feet,  and  yielding  4,000  gallons  per  day. 
There  are  very  few  individual  wells  in  this  locality. 

There  are  about  100  taps  in  operation  on  this  aqueduct.  The  main  is 
two-inch  lead  pipe,  and  the  service  pipes  are  generally  one-half  inch  lead ; 
water  served  through  pinhole  gauges  presumed  to  deliver  40  gallons 
daily.

Four  private  supplies  were  found 
to  be  polluted,  while  a  fifth  was  found  of  })oor  quality. 

Havekhill. — No  pubUc  supply.  The  Haverhill  Aqueduct  Company, 
a  stock  company,  built  a  system  of  water  works  for  the  town  more  than 
fifty  years  ago,  the  source  of  the  supply  being  a  spring.  Water  flows  by 
gravity  through  a  lead  main  and  service  pi|)es.  The  village  of  Woods- 
ville  in  this  town  has  a  public  system.  For  analyses  of  water  see  Woods- 
ville.

Hebron. —  No  public  supply.  Water  is  obtained  from  individual  wells 
and  springs.  The  single  private  supply  investigated  was  found  of  good 
quality. 
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Henniker. — Water  is  from  the  private  supplies  of  the  Henniker  Spring 
Water  Company,  installed  in  1884,  and  the  Dow  System,  installed  in 
1874.  The  sources  are  springs  and  wells.  The  wells,  three  in  number, 
are  from  15  to  18  feet  deep,  with  four  springs  used  as  feeders  to  them. 
The  force  is  gravity,  with  four  miles  of  galvanized  iron  main  and  service 
pipes.  One  hundred  and  thirty  families,  95  per  cent,  of  the  population, 
take  this  water.

Three  samples  from  private  supplies  were  classed  as,  one  good,  one 
good  but  for  dissolved  lead  and  one  of  doubtful  character. 

Hill. — No  public  supply.  There  are  two  private  supplies  in  town. 
One  known  as  the  George  A.  Sumner  supply,  constructed  in  1890,  is 
taken  from  a  stream  about  a  mile  long  at  the  dam.  The  pond  thus 
formed  is  about  one  half  an  acre  in  area  and  10  feet  deep.  In  1893  a 
supply  from  a  spring  was  introduced  l)y  Mr.  F.  R.  Woodward.  This 
spring  flows  about  50  gallons  per  minute ;  soil,  sand  and  clay.

The  source  is  a  pond 
of  about  500  acres;  average  depth  about  15  feet;  bottom,  sand  and 
ledge,  with  natural  deposit.  The  water  flows  by  gravity  to  interme- 
diate reservoir  of  500,000  gallons'  capacity.  The  total  length  of  mains  is 
eight  miles,  cast  iron  and  cement-lined  iron  pipe ;  service  pipes  mostly 
galvanized  iron.  Practically  the  entire  population  of  the  precinct  are 
supplied  with  this  water.  There  are  a  few  private  wells  within  the  area 
reached  by  the  public  supply.

Besides  the  above  families,  who  have  constantly  running  water,  this 
company  supphes  a  public  drinking  fountain,  the  hotel,  schools,  town  and 
lyceum  halls,  and  public  library.

Jackson. — C.  W.  Gray  &  Co.  installed  a  private  water  supply  in  1904. 
The  source  is  a  stream  of  about  1,000  acres  watershed,  all  wooded,  no 
inhabitants.  The  water  is  of  excellent  quality,  taken  from  a  mountain 
stream  about  two  miles  from  the  village.  There  is  a  pressure  of  about 
eighty  pounds  per  square  inch.  About  three  miles  of  iron  service  and 
wrought  iron  service  pipe  is  employed  in  this  system.  Fifteen  families — 
50  per  cent,  of  the  population — are  supplied. 

Of  three  private  supplies  examined,  two  were  found  of  good  quality 
and  one  in  poor  condition.

The  village  of  Kingston  Plains  has 
dug  wells,  average  depth  15  to  20  feet;  light  loam  soil,  sand  sub-soil. 
The  single  nrivate  suiji^lv  examined  was  found  to  be  polluted. 
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Laconia. — The  Laconia  Water  Company  was  incorporated  in  1885. 
The  supply  is  from  Lake  Paugus  (Long  Bay),  a  branch  of  Lake  Winne- 
pesaukee.  This  bay  receives  the  sewage  from  The  Weirs  and  from 
numerous  cottages  along  its  shores.  The  reservoir,  135x90  feet,  and  18 
feet  deep,  has  a  capacity  of  2,700,000  gallons.  There  is  about  28  miles  of 
cement  and  cast-iron  mains,  while  the  service  pipes  are  wrought  iron, 
cement-lined.  About  90  per  cent,  of  the  population  are  supplied  from 
this  source.     Very  few  wells.

Of  the  six  samples  re'presenting  private  supplies  one  was  found  to  be  of 
good  quality,  four  doubtful  and  one  unlit  for  use. 

Lancaster. — The  Lancaster  Water  Company's  works  were  installed 
in  1891,  and  transferred  to  the  precinct  in  1894.  The  source  of  the  sup- 
ply is  a  mountain  stream  at  a  sufficient  elevation  to  furnish  pressure  by 
gravity,  and  its  reservoir  has  a  capacity  of  2,000,000  gallons.  The  distri- 
bution is  through  some  12  miles  of  iron  mains,  12-inch  to  6-inch.  The 
service  pipes  also  are  of  iron.  Four  hundred  and  sixty  families,  98  per 
cent,  of  the  population,  are  supplied.

Lebanon. — The  water  supply  is  owned  by  the  Fire  Precinct,  and  was 
installed  in  1897.  At  first  the  water  was  taken  directly  from  a  stream 
flowing  from  Mascoma  Lake,  later  on  fi'om  wells,  63  x  30  x  15  feet,  sup- 
plied by  900  feet  loose-jointed  pipe,  fed  by  water  infiltrated  from  the 
river. 

During  1907  a  mechanical  filter  plant  was  installed  and  the  river  water 
after  a  preliminary  sedimentation  and  treatment  with  coagulant  is  passed 
through  these  filters  before  pumping  to  the  reservoir.  Analyses  made 
thus  far  indicate  that  the  filtration  process  is  very  successful. 

Analyses  are  also  here  given  of  two  other  supplies,  the  availabiUty  of 
which  was  under  consultation  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  filtration  sys- 
tem. 

A  spring,  known  as  the  Kendrick  &  Davis  supply,  is  also  used  to  some 
extent. 

The  village  of  West  Lebanon  is  furnished  with  water  supplied  by  the 
Hartford  Water  Company,  White  River  Junction,  Vt.

MouLTONBOROuGH. — No  pubHc  supply.  One  private  supply  examined 
was  found  of  good  quality. 

Nashua. — A  private  supply,  the  Pennichuck  Water  Works,  installed 
by  Nashua  Aqueduct  Company,  in  1853,  has  for  a  source  springs  and 
wells.  The  wells,  from  16  to  52  feet  in  depth,  are  driven  through  alter- 
nate layers  of  marl,  sand,  fine  gravel  and  coarse  gravel,  and  flow  from  20 
gallons  to  275  gallons  per  minute.  The  reservoir,  of  4,000,000  gallons' 
capacity,  is  13  feet  in  depth.  There  are  about  75  miles  of  cast-iron  dis- 
tributing mains ;  wrought  iron,  galvanized,  is  used  for  service  pipes.  The 
average  daily  consumption  is  3,500,000  gallons,  by  4,000  families,  about 
95  per  cent,  of  the  population. 

One  private  supply  was  examined  and  found  good.

Newcastle. — The  water  supply  is  from  wells  and  cisterns.  The 
Portsmouth  Water  Works  runs  water  to  the  forts,  and  two  or  three 
summer  cottages  are  connected  with  it. 

The  single  private  supply  examined  was  found  to  be  polluted. 

New  Durham. — The  water  sujjply  is  from  springs  or  Avells,  mostly 
from  dug  wells,  but  some  are  bored.

Newfields. — No  public  supply. 

New  Hampton. — The  introduction  of  a  public  supply  is  under  consid- 
eration by  the  town  at  the  present  time.  Investigation  has  been  made 
regarding  the  suitability  for  this  purpose  of  three  different  ])onds  and  one 
of  these  has  now  practically  been  selected.  (See  report  of  Professor 
Fletcher  elsewhere.)  The  source  in  view  consists  of  a  mountain  pond 
located  at  a  considerable  altitude  above  the  village  and  remote  from  any 
danger  of  contamination.  While  the  chemical  analyses  of  this  water 
have  been  very  favorable,  the  latter  seems  to  contain  quite  a  good  deal 
of  microscopic  life,  one  species  of  crustacean  (diaptomus)  being  conspicu- 
ous. Whether  the  presence  of  such  is  liable  to  be  permanent  with  the 
supply  in  use  is  somewhat  problematical.  The  o})inion  of  those  who 
have  encountered  this  form  of  life  in  the  water  supplies  of  other  states 
seems  to  be  that  the  presence  of  such  has  no  determinable  sanitary  or  hy- 
gienic significance.

Njewington. — No  public  supply. 

New  Ipswich. — There  is  one  spring  in  town,  or  it  might  be  termed  a 
well,  from  which  three  families  get  water  through  a  f-inch  lead  pipe. 
The  well  is  in  a  pasture,  60  rods  from  the  buildings,  and  is  dug  about 
seven  feet  deep. 

One  fountain  at  the  center  of  the  town,  for  both  man  and  beast,  is 
supplied  by  a  well  about  six  or  eight  feet  deep  and  about  thirty  rods 
distant,  the  water  flowing  through  a  lead  pipe.

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Nem'  Londox. — A  few  families  are  furnished  water  from  a  private 
supph'  installed  in  1904,  the  source  being  a  well  bored  to  a  depth  of  200 
feet  in  clay  soil.

Oeai^ge. — The  supply  is  wholly  from  private  Avells  and  springs. 

Orford. — No  public  supply.  There  are  private  supplies  from  springs, 
which  furnish  water  to  some  30  families.  These  springs  are  dug  from 
six  to  eight  feet  deep,  through  sandy  loam,  subsoil  rock.  The  water  flows 
by  gravity  through  iron  and  lead  mains,  with  lead  for  service  pipes. 
There  are  no  individual  wells  in  the  vicinity.  There  are  several  other 
private  springs.

OssiPEE. — The  entire  supply  is  from  wells  and  springs.  Three  samples 
from  private  sources  were  found  to  represent  good  water,  while  a  fourth 
was  found  to  be  polluted". 

Pelham.  The  water  supply  is  wholly  from  private  wells,  varying  in 
depth  from  12  to  40  feet. 

Pembroke. — There  are  two  private  supplies.  The  Suncook  Water 
Works,  built  in  1896,  is  supplied  from  a  pond  having  an  area  of  25  acres, 
and  located  eight  miles  from  the  village ;  no  inhabitants  within  two  or 
three  miles.  The  water,  which  flows  by  gravity,  is  taken  from  a  collect- 
ing resei'A'oir,  located  Ave  miles  from  town  and  formed  by  the  damming 
of  a  brook  flowing  from  the  pond.  The  area  flowed  has  become  swamp- 
like in  character,  none  of  the  surface  growth  having  been  removed,  and 
as  a  result,  this  supply  is  the  most  highly  colored  in  the  state.  There  are  9 
miles  of  distributing  mains,  cast  iron  ;  service  pipes  of  galvanized  iron. 
About  50  per  cent,  of  the  population  are  supplied  from  this  source.  The 
Baker  &  Dearborn  Water  Works  were  built  in  1895,  the  source  being  a 
spring  and  Suncook  River.  The  latter  receives  all  the  sewage  of  Pitts- 
field,  16  miles  above.  The  river  water  is  ])uniped  to  three  reservoirs,  150  x 
20,  50  X  20,  and  50  x  20,  and  nine  feet  deep  respectively.  The  distribut- 
ing main  is  one  mile  in  length  and  is  of  wrought  iron ;  service  pipes  of 
galvanized  iron.  About  10  jjer  cent,  of  the  population  take  from  this 
supply.

Forty-five  samples  representing  private  supplies  were  classified  as, 
thirteen  good,  eleven  good  but  for  dissolved  lead,  fourteen  of  doubtful 
character  and  seven  polluted. 
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Penacook  (Ward  1,  Concord). — The  village  of  Penacook  is  supplied 
with  water  from  two  sources.  That  portion  of  the  ward  lying  north  of 
the  Contoocook  River  is  furnished  from  the  Penacook  and  Boscawen 
water  precinct  system,  the  source  being  Walker  Pond.  For  analysis  and

The  remaining  portion  of  the  village  is  supplied  with  water  from  Pena- 
cook Lake  by  the  Concord  Water  Works,  the  high  pressure  system  of 
which  was  extended  to  Penacook  in  the  summer  of  1904.  For  further 
description  see  Concord. 

Samples  representing  one  good  and  one  polluted  supply  were  received 
from  private  sources. 

Peterborough. — In  1896  the  town  installed  a  water  supply  from  a 
brook  fed  by  springs.  The  watershed  is  three  miles  by  one  mile  in 
extent,  consisting  of  pasturage  and  woodland.  It  is  a  gravity  system  of 
approximately  ten  miles  of  distributing  mains,  iron ;  service  pipes  of  iron, 
cement  lined.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  wells  still  in  use,  but  they 
are  gradually  being  given  up.

This  pond  has  no  visible  inlet,  but  is  fed  from  its  own 
bottom. 

The  force  is  gravity,  through  an  open  brook,  for  a  mile  descending  con- 
stantly', over  a  gravelly  and  rocky  bottom  ;  capacity  of  reservoir,  1,500,000 
gallons.  There  are  four  miles  of  distributing  mains,  largely  cement  lined ; 
service  pipes,  cement  lined,  plain  iron,  and  galvanized  iron.  Four  hundred 
families,  substantially  the  whole  village,  are  takers.  Very  few  wells 
within  the  area.

Plainfield. — A  private  supply  was  introduced  in  1890-'91  by  the 
Meriden  Water  Company.

Richmond. — Wells  and  springs,  about  12  to  30  feet  deep^  in  sandy 
loam,  furnish  w^ater  for  this  town. 

RiNDGE. — Each  dwelling  has  its  individual  well.  Three  private  suj)- 
plies  investigated  and  showed  one  of  good  quality  and  two  in  poor 
condition. 
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Rochester. — The  Rochester  Water  Works,  owned  by  the  city,  installed 
in  1885,  has  for  a  source  a  pond  and  reservoir,  the  pond  being  about  one 
hundred  acres,  and  the  reservoir  two  hundred  acres  in  area.

SoMERS^voRTH. — A  system  of  water  works  was  constructed  in  1905-'06. 
The  water  is  taken  from  Salmon  Falls  River  directly  to  a  filter-bed  of 
modern  construction  and  capable  of  filtering  about  1,500,000  gallons  in 
24  hours.  The  water  is  pumped  from  the  storage  channels  of  the  filter- 
bed  to  a  standpipe  of  ample  capacity,  from  which  it  is  distributed  about 
the  city. 

The  sand  filter  referred  to  is  constructed  after  the  plans  of  the  Filtra- 
tion Experiment  Station,  at  Lawrence,  Mass.,  and  is  the  only  one  of  the 
kind  in  this  state.  The  entire  plant,  pumping  station,  filtering-bed  and 
standpipe  is  a  model  construction  and  a  credit  to  the  city. 

Considerable  embarrassment  is  being  experienced  of  late  by  the  w^ater 
management  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  manufacturing  waste  dis- 
charged into  the  river  at  points  above.  Much  of  this  is  in  connection 
with  the  manufacture  of  "leather-board,"  and  the  colloid  iron,  consti- 
tiiting  a  part  of  such  waste,  is  said  to  be  causing  no  little  trouble  by  accu- 
mulating on  the  filter  and  seriously  interfering  with  its  operation.  The 
river  also  receives  the  sewage  from  the  villages  of  North  and  East  Roches- 
ter.    Measures  for  relief  from  these  conditions  are  now  under  consideration.

SuNAPEE. — The  Sunapee  Water  Works,  owned  by  the  town,  were  built 
in  1900,  Sunapee  Lake  l:)eingthe  source  from  which  water  is  taken  to  sup- 
ply the  Sunapee  village,  and  Ledge  Pond  for  George's  Mills.  Water 
from  the  pond  flows  by  gravity,  while  that  from  the  lake  is  pumped  to  a 
reservoir  of  300,000  gallons'  capacity.  There  are  about  five  miles  of 
distributing  mains  of  cast  iron  and  galvanized  iron  pipes.

TiLTON. — A  private  supply  was  installed  by  the  Tilton  and  Northfield 
Aqueduct  Company  in  1887-'88,  the  source  being  a  pond  of  about  sixty 
acres  in  area,  from  10  to  75  feet  deep;  sand  and  gravel  bottom,  with  but 
very  little  mud.

The  analysis 
of  twelve  samples  from  private  sources  showed  two  good,  four  good  but 
for  lead,  four  doubtful  and  two  polluted. 

TuFTONBOROUGH. — The  water  supply  of  the  town  consists  of  private 
wells  and  springs,  of  which  nearly  every  family  has  one  or  more.  There 
are  several  watering-troughs  by  the  roadside  which  are  fed  by  springs 
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near  by.     These  watering  places  are  paid  for  by  the  town  at  the  rate  of 
three  dollars  each  per  year. 

Unity. — This  is  a  farming  town  w^holly.  Most  of  the  people  obtain 
water  from  common  wells.     A  few  families  have  spring  water. 

Wakefield. — The  water  supply  is  from  wells,  dug  to  an  average 
depth  of  15  feet  through  sand  and  ledge. 

The  health  officer,  W.  S.  Davis,  M.  D.,  writes :  "  In  the  villages  of 
Union  and  Wakefield,  in  the  town  of  Wakefield,  the  water  supply  is  the 
same:  viz.,  wells,  all  contaminated  with  sewage.  I  wish  the  State  Board 
of  Health  would  compel  this  town  to  put  in  a  system  of  water  supj)ly. 
I  am  using  distilled  water  for  drinking  and  cooking  purposes.  From 
your  analyses  of  water  I  have  sent  you,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
quality  of  the  water  here." 

Fourteen  samples  from  private  supplies  indicated  two  good,  two  ques- 
tionable and  ten  polluted. 

Walpole. — The  Walpole  Water  &  Sewer  Company  inaugiu-ated  a 
system  of  water  works  in  1904.  It  consists  of  a  reservoir  having  an  area 
of  about  two  acres  and  an  average  depth  of  about  10  feet,  constructed  on 
a  small  stream.  The  site  was  stripped  to  a  gravel  and  hard  dirt  bottom. 
The  watershed  is  about  six  tenths  of  a  square  mile,  wooded  and  cleared. 
Two  families  at  a  considerable  distance  from  brook. 

The  force  is  gravity,  four  miles  of  coated  cast  iron  mains,  with  galvan- 
ized iron  service  pipes,  being  used.  Eighty  families,  50  per  cent,  of  the 
population  of  Walpole  village,  have  this  supply.  There  are  many  private 
wells  within  the  area. 

The  water  from  the  reservoir  above  referred  to  flows  through  a  filter 
plant ;  thence  into  a  distributing  reservoir  of  concrete  construction,  covered 
on  top,  of  about  50  feet  diameter,  18  feet  deep ;  capacity  about  250,000 
gallons.

Waenee. — In  1895  a  supply  was  introduced  by  private  parties,  which 
was  later  purchased  by  the  Warner  Village  Fire  District.  This  consists 
of  a  reservoir  supplied  by  springs  and  a  brook.  The  bottom  is  clayey 
hardpan  in  part,  and  part  gravel ;  average  depth,  eight  feet.  Cast  iron 
and  galvanized  iron  pipe  is  used.  The  watershed  is  estimated  at  400 
acres,  wooded.

Waeken. — There  are  two  private  systems  of  water  works  in  town ; 
one,  the  Warren  Water  Works,  was  built  in  1873,  the  source  being  a 
spring  about  a  mile  distant.  The  water  flows  by  gravity  through  gal- 
vanized iron  ])ipe.  Nineteen  families  are  supplied  from  this  source.  The 
other  supply,  the  H.  N.  Merrill  Water  Works,  was  installed  about  the 
year  1895.  This  supply  is  from  a  spring  and  driven  well  474  feet  deep. 
The  water  flows  partly  by  gravity  and  partly  by  being  pumped  into  a 
reservoir.  Ten  per  cent,  of  the  poi)ulation,  24  families,  take  this  water, 
which  is  delivered  through  one  mile  of  iron  main  and  galvanized  iron 
service  pipes.  Several  families  have  private  supplies,  pipes  from  springs 
on  elevated  ground.  There  are  not  many  })rivate  wells  within  the  radius 
of  these  supplies.

Washington. — No  public  supply.  Most  of  the  families  have  water 
from  wells,  dug,  while  some  have  spring  water  through  lead  or  iron  pipe. 
One  private  supply  examined  was  found  to  be  polluted. 

Waterville. — No  pubhc  supply. 

Weare. — No  public  supply.  Three  private  samples  examined  showed 
one  good  supply,  one  good  but  for  dissolved  lead  and  one  polluted. 

Webster. — Water  is  obtained  from  private  wells  and  springs.  Seven 
private  supplies  examined  showed  three  good,  one  good  but  for  lead,  and 
three  of  questionable  character. 

Wentworth. — The  water  supply  is  from  private  springs.  The  four 
samples  from  private  supplies  were  found  to  represent  water  organically 
pure  though  one  contained  lead. 
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Westmoreland. — No  public  or  private  water  systems. 

Whitefield. — The  public  water  works,  owned  by  the  town,  were  built 
by  private  parties  ia  1892.  There  are  two  watersheds  of  about  30  acres 
each.  The  w^ater  flows  by  gravity  to  a  reservoir  having  a  capacity  of 
about  1,000,000  gallons,  and  is  delivered  through  five  miles  of  cast  iron 
mains,  galvanized  iron  service  pipes,  to  about  300  families,  seven  eighths 
of  the  entire  population.  There  are  no  private  wells  within  the  radius  of 
this  system.  Two  private  supplies  of  doubtful  character  and  one  lead 
contaminated  were  found.

WiLMOT. — The  water  supply  of  this  town  is  from  private  springs  or 
wells.  The  single  private  supply  examined  was  found  of  doubtful  charac- 
ter as  well  as  lead  polluted. 

Wilton. — The  source  of  the  supply  is  Mill  Brook,  with  the  intake  at 
Gaerwen  Falls,  250  feet  above  the  bridge  at  East  Wilton,  about  1|  miles 
from  the  village.  Mill  Brook,  or  Gaerwen  Falls  Brook,  rises  on  the  east- 
ern slope  of  the  Pack  Monadnock  range  of  mountains,  and  has  a  watershed 
of  nearly  four  square  miles.  It  is  also  the  outlet  of  Burton  Pond,  a  sheet 
of  water  some  60  acres  in  extent  which  is  dammed  and  will  serve  as  an 
admiral)le  storage  reservoir.  There  are  seven  miles  of  12-inch  iron  mains, 
with  galvanized  iron  service  pipes,  through  which  the  water  is  delivered 
by  gravity  to  about  100  families.

Winchester. — The  whole  town  is  supplied  from  private  wells  and 
springs.     One  private  supply  was  found  to  be  lead  contaminated. 

Windham. — There  is  no  public  or  ]jrivate  water  system.  There  are 
five  highway  watering-troughs  in  town. 

Windsor. — AVater  is  obtained  from  private  springs  or  wells. 
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WoLFEBOKO. — The  public  water  works,  owned  and  operated  by  the 
town,  were  installed  in  1889.  The  source  of  the  supply  is  a  pond  of 
about  300  acres;  depth  in  places  from  60  to  70  feet;  average  for  the 
pond  about  32  feet ;  bottom  mostly  sand,  Math  small  rocks.  The  water- 
shed is  from  three  to  four  square  miles  in  extent ;  five  sevenths  woodland, 
two  sevenths  pasture ;  only  one  family  inhabits  the  watershed.

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Woodstock — In  1897  the  North  Woodstock  Water  Company  installed 
a  system  of  water  works  which  was  sold  to  the  town  of  Woodstock.  This 
is  in  the  precinct  of  North  Woodstock.  The  source  is  a  stream  dammed 
to  form  a  reservoir  of  about  one  acre.  Seventy  families,  99  per  cent,  in 
the  precinct,  are  takers.  There  are  no  wells  in  the  precinct.  The  town 
of  Woodstock  is  about  evenly  divided  into  the  northern  and  southern 
portion.  The  latter  is  supplied  with  water  from  private  wells  and  springs, 
and  since  the  removal  of  all  lead  pipe,  etc.,  it  seems  to  be  of  good  quality.

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WooDSViLLE  (village  in  town  of  Haverhill). — Woodsville  Fire  District 
is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Woodsville  Aqueduct  Company,  whose 
plant  was  installed  in  1885  by  James  Gordon,  who  introduced  water  from 
Gordon  spring  in  1892  or  1893.  The  first-named  supply  is  from  Ammo- 
noosuc  River,  which  receives  all  the  sewage  from  the  tOAvns  of  Bath,  Lis- 
bon and  Littleton,  farther  up  the  river.  The  water  is  pumped  directly 
from  the  river,  and  flows  through  about  three  miles  of  iron  distributing, 
mains. 

This  company  also  supphes  water  from  a  spring,  dug  about  four  feet 
deep,  which  yields  about  50,000  gallons  daily,  delivered  through  two 
miles  of  lead  pipe.  Soil  is  mucky  loam  with  sandy  bottom.  About  nine 
tenths  of  the  population  are  supplied  from  these  sources. 

Gordon  spring  is  about  two  feet  deep,  while  the  volume  of  water  is 
about  48,000  gallons  daily ;  soil,  mucky  loam  with  sandy  bottom.  One 
half  mile  of  galvanized  iron  pipe  is  used  to  convey  this  water.  Thirty- 
three  families  take  from  this  supply.

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SPECIAL  REPORTS  ON  WATER  SUPPLIES. 


LEBANON  WATER  WORKS. 


The  following  graduation  thesis  given  before  the  board  of  overseers  of 
the  Thayer  School  of  Civil  Engineering  at  Dartmouth  College  by  Arthur 
John  Ela,  B.  S.,  will  be  found  to  be  an  interesting  description  of  the  Leb- 
anon Water  Works,  especially  that  part  explaining  the  filtration  plant : 

Up  to  1887  the  village  precinct  of  Lebanon,  then  with  a  population  of 
about  three  thousand,  was  supplied  with  water  only  by  private  wells  and 
an  extremely  inadequate  semi-public  aqueduct  system  of  spring  water 
brought  from  the  surrounding  hills,  and  of  an  amount  limited  to  the  needs 
of  only  about  ninety  families.  In  this  year  (1887),  after  a  very  destruc- 
tive fire  in  the  manufacturing  section  of  the  town,  it  was  voted  to  put  in 
a  municipal  supply  and  the  necessary  funds  were  obtained  by  bonding 
the  precinct.  A  pumping  station  was  erected  on  the  Mascoma  River 
above  the  town  and  water  was  pumped  through  a  distance  of  1,900  feet 
with  250  feet  lift  to  a  distributing  reservoir  of  1,000,000  gallons  capacity, 
built  mostly  in  solid  rock,  on  top  of  a  hill  three  quarters  of  a  mile  south- 
east of  the  center  of  the  town. 

The  pump  first  used  was  of  a  tyj^e  almost  obsolete  today ;  it  had  three 
pistons  120°  apart  (Lang,  Goodhue  &  Co.,  Burlington,  Vt.,  makers),  and 
was  driven  by  water  power  obtained  through  a  canal  of  some  1,000  feet 
length. 

At  first  water  was  pumped  directly  from  the  canal  leading  from  the 
river.  The  source  of  the  river  is  Mascoma  Lake,  a  body  of  water  five 
miles  long  by  one  and  one  half  wide,  three  miles  above  the  pumping  sta- 
tion. The  capacity  of  this  lake  has  been  considerably  increased  by  a  dam 
at  East  Lebanon,  built  by  an  association  of  mill  owners  in  order  to  obtain 
a  more  uniform  flow  of  water  for  power  purposes.  This  lake  is  the  main 
storage  reservoir  to  which  a  catchment  area  of  14'8  square  miles  is  tribu- 
tary and  even  in  the  driest  seasons  it  jn-ovides  an  ample  storage  capacity 
for  precinct  uses. 

During  the  first  few  years  after  the  installation  of  the  system  the  water 
was  repeatedly  tested,  and  was  always  reported  as  excellent ;  but  after  a  time, 
omng  to  the  greatly  increased  pollution,  principally  from  the  increased 
mill  wastes  at  Enfield,  it  was  thought  necessary,  in  1894,  to  take  some 
steps  toward  purifying  the  water  by  filtering  or  otherwise.     Accordingly 
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in  1896,  after  considerable  investigation,  a  well  was  dug  near  the  canal 
from  which  water  was  to  be  pumped,  and  it  was  expected  that  in  passing 
through  the  few  feet  of  soil  between  the  canal  and  the  well  the  water 
would  be  purified  sufficiently.  This  method  shortly  proved  to  give  water 
of  an  unsatisfactory  quality,  and  in  1898  a  gra\'ity  system  similar  in  gen- 
eral plan  to  that  just  previously  huilt  at  Hanover  was  considered,  using 
the  head  waters  of  Great  Brook,  with  a  storage  basin  near  East  Plainfield. 
This  source  of  supply  was  abandoned  because  of  the  great  expense  in- 
volved and  because  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  its  being  free  from  sewage 
pollution. 

In  1901,  with  hopes  of  improving  the  quality  of  its  supply,  two  covered 
filter  galleries  were  built  near  the  canal,  one,  rectangular,  30'  x  65'  x  15', 
the  other,  circular,  8'  in  diameter  and  11'  in  depth.  The  rectangular  gal- 
lery was  walled  with  stone  to  a  thickness  of  three  feet.  The  covering 
was  made  of  steel  beams,  spaced  six  feet  apart,  supported  by  brick  piers ; 
the  spaces  between  the  piers  were  filled  in  with  brick  arches  and  all  was 
covered  with  earth  to  a  depth  of  three  feet.  From  the  two  galleries 
150,000  gallons  per  day  of  rather  unsatisfactory  water  was  obtained, 
which  comprised  the  main  part  of  the  amount  required,  water  being  taken 
directly  from  the  river  only  in  case  of  fire. 

In  September,  1904,  attention  was  called  to  the  immediate  necessity 
for  a  better  quality  of  water  than  that  obtained  from  the  filter  galleries ; 
periodic  analyses  of  the  water  from  the  pumping  station  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  gave  evidences  of  sewage  pollution  in  the  form  of 
colon  bacilli  in  dangerous  proportions,  and  the  authorities  at  Lebanon 
were  accoi'dingly  advised.  Thereupon,  three  artesian  wells  were  bored 
with  a  combined  depth  of  712  feet,  but  as  all  these  evidently  tapped  the 
same  vein  and  yielded  but  20,000  gallons  a  day,  and  as  the  last  one  of 
the  three  had  not  increased  the  yield,  some  further  supply  was  impera- 
tive. The  "Great  Brook"  plan  was  again  considered,  but  because  of  the 
expense  involved  (about  sixty  thousand  dollars,  as  determined  by  Messrs. 
Everett  and  Smith  of  last  year's  class,  not  including  the  cost  of  the  area 
drained),  it  was  finally  abandoned  in  favor  of  mechanical  filters,  which 
were  duly  installed  and  are  in  present  use. 

MECHANICAL    FILTERS. 

These  filters  are  two  in  number  and  of  the  gravity  type,  built  by  The 
New  York  Continental  Jewell  Filtration  Com])any ;  they  have  a  possible 
combined  capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours.  Each  fil- 
ter consists  of  a  circular  wooden  tank,  15  feet  in  diameter,  resembling  a 
large  barrel  set  on  end.     This  tank  contains  the  filtering  material  sup- 
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ported  upon  small  spheroidal  strainers  screwed  into  collecting  pipes  at  the 
bottom.  Outside  this  tank,  and  with  an  open  space  between  the  two,  is 
another  of  similar  form  and  material,  one  foot  greater  in  diameter  and 
two  feet  greater  in  height. 

The  filtering  material  consists  of  .four  inches  of  f  to  f  inch  gravel  at 
the  bottom ;  next,  another  four  inches  of  ^  to  f  inch  gravel ;  and  then  28 
inches  of  moderately  fine  "  quartz  "  sand  of  20  to  40  mesh. 

One  of  the  distinctive  features  of  mechanical  filtration  is  the  process  of 
coagulation,  and  so  essential  is  it  that  a  brief  description  of  the  process 
will  be  given.  Roughly  considered,  coagulation  is  produced  by  the  intro- 
duction into  the  raw  water  of  a  soluble  chemical  salt,  capable  of  disinte- 
grating and  becoming  insoluble  when  brought  into  contact  with  certain 
constant  constituents  of  the  water  itself.  The  result  is  the  formation  of 
an  insoluble  gelatinous  coagulum  of  greater  bulk  and  relatively  greater 
specific  gravity  than  is  possessed  by  the  impurities  contained  in  the  water. 
This  coagulum  is  precipitated  and  gradually  aggregating  together,  settles 
throughout  the  water,  enveloping  and  dragging  down  such  suspended 
matter  as  it  comes  in  contact  with  and  at  the  same  time  reduces  the  color. 
The  filter  bed  of  sand  offers  so  much  more  resistance  to  the  coagulum 
than  it  offers  to  the  impurities  as  originally  contained  in  the  water  that 
only  a  very  small  part  of  the  coagulum  with  its  entangled  suspended  mat- 
ter finds  its  way  down  through  the  sand  and  grav6l  to  the  collecting  pipes. 
A  very  common  example  of  the  work  accomplished  b}^  a  coagulum  is  that 
furnished  b}'  the  practice  of  clarifying  coffee  by  means  of  the  white  of  an 

egg- 
In  the  filters  at  Lebanon  sulphate  of  alumina  is  used  for  the  coagulent. 
It  has  been  found  from  analyses  of  the  water  that  there  is  sufficient  alka- 
linity to  neutralize  V^  grains  of  the  sulphate  to  the  gallon  of  water ;  yet 
only  one  grain  per  gallon  is  used,  and  this  proportion  has  pi'oven  entirely 
satisfactory. 

The  water  is  taken  from  the  canal  and  treated  with  the  sulphate  about 
seventy-five  feet  before  it  reaches  the  filter;  it  then  enters  the  outer  tank 
of  the  filter,  flows  up  through  the  open  space  between  the  tanks  and  over 
the  circular  rim  of  the  inner  one,  covering  the  surface  of  the  sand  to  the 
depth  of  a  foot.  Thence  under  tlie  influence  of  gravity,  it  goes  down- 
ward through  the  sand  and  gravel  to  the  strainers  and  collecting  pipes. 
The  collecting  pipes  cany  the  filtered  water  to  the  large  underground  fil- 
ter gallery  (30'  x  63'  x  15'),  before  mentioned,  whence  it  is  pumped  to 
the  distributing  reservoir  on  the  hill.  The  term  mechanical  as  applied  to 
filtration  does  not  mean,  as  is  ofttimes  thought,  that  the  process  of  filtra- 
tion is  chiefly  mechanical  or  that  it  differs  essentially  from  sand  filtration, 
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but  It  refers  to  the  mechanical  nature  of  the  appliances  used  to  clean  the 
sand.  When  the  filters  become  clogged  through  the  accumulation  of 
sediment  on  the  sm-face  of  the  sand,  it  is  cleaned  by  an  operation  nearly 
the  reverse  of  filtering  ;  the  water  from  the  canal  is  shut  off  and  water 
from  the  reservoir,  under  a  head  of  250  feet,  is  let  into  the  collecting 
pipes  at  the  bottom  of  the  tank  and  forces  its  way  up  through  the  sand, 
thoroughly  cleaning  it  and  carrying  the  sediment  back  over  the  edge  into 
a  pipe  discharging  into  the  river.  Revolving  rakes,  operated  by  a  water 
motor,  agitate  the  sand  and  facilitate  the  cleaning  of  it.  The  interval 
between  washings  averages  twenty-four  hours,  and  the  operation  requires 
fifteen  or  twenty  minutes. 

The  color  and  turbidity  efticiences  of  this  filter  are  nearly  one  hundred 
per  cent. ;  the  bacterial  efticiency  is  said  to  be  96  to  99^*^  per  cent. — 
results  as  good  as  it  is  practicable  to  oV>tain  by  any  method  now  known. 
The  cost  of  the  coagulent  for  the  amount  of  water  treated  is  35  to  40 
cents  a  day. 

It  is  inevitable  in  works  of  this  kind  (considering  the  system  as  a  whole) 
that  certain  deficiencies  in  the  equipment  will  appear  from  time  to  time, 
and  this  is  particularly  true  in  cases  where  great  reliance  is  placed  upon 
mechanical  appliances ;  the  necessary  wear  and  tear  must  always  be  reck- 
oned with.  So  in  this  case,  considerable  trouble  and  expense  have  been 
occasioned  at  different  times  by  the  equipment  as  originally  installed,  and 
much  of  it  has  been  supplemented  or  replaced.  From  the  first  the  triple- 
piston  pump  never  proved  very  efiicient  under  so  great  a  lift  as  250  feet, 
and  it  frequently  needed  repairing ;  it  was  supplemented  in  1898  by  one 
of  the  two-piston  type  (Laidlaw-Dunn-Gordon,  Cincinnati,  makers),  with 
a  capacity  of  28  gallons  per  stroke,  26  strokes  per  minute,  or  a  daily 
capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons.  The  reservoir  was  lined  and  a  low  parti- 
tion wall  put  in.  The  pumping  station  was  found  to  have  been  built  on 
quicksand,  and  twice  was  nearly  wrecked  by  undermining ;  new  founda- 
tions of  stone  were  built.  Owing  to  the  friction  while  pumping,  due  to 
the  small  size  of  pipe,  the  line  of  eight-inch  pipe  from  the  pump  to  the 
reservoir  is  to  be  supplemented  with  another  of  ten-inch  at  an  early  date. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  about  four  thousand  water  takers  in  the 
precinct;  the  daily  consumption  of  water  is  200,000  to  300,000  gallons, 
or  50  to  75  gallons  per  capita.  The  present  system  has  a  capacity  of 
1,000,000  gallons  a  day, — a  capacity  sufticient,  except  in  case  of  a  large 
conflagration  or  some  other  unforeseen  trouble,  to  supply  the  demands  of 
12,000  people,  —nearly  three  times  the  }»resent  population, — a  number 
which  probably  will  not  be  reached  for  many  years. 


PROTECTION  OF  THE  WATERS  OF    LAKE  WINNIPESAU- 
KEE  AND   LAKE  FAUGUS. 


At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  June  21,  1907, 
the  following  petition  was  presented  : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  request  that  tlie  State  Board  of  Healtli  of  New 
Hampshire  take  immediate  and  necessary  action  to  prevent  pollution  of  Lakes 
Winnipesaukee  and  Paugus.  That  such  rules  and  regulations  may  be  established 
as  will  be  necessary  to  prevent  sewage  from. any  farm  house,  cottage,  hotel, 
boarding  house,  or  other  abode,  from  any  boat  when  within  one  half  mile  of  any 
public  wharf  or  water  intake,  any  privy  or  drainage  from  any  stable  or  other 
building  occupied  by  horses,  cattle,  swine,  or  other  animals  from  entering  said 
lakes,  and  the  depositing  therein  of  any  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  or  any 
vehicle  containing  or  having  contained  the  same.  We  would  further  suggest 
the  enforcement  of  such  rules  after  giving  sufficient  and  reasonable  time  for  all 
parties  to  make  compliance  with  the  same.

The  following  Rules  and  Regulations  were  promulgated  : 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Whereas,  A  legal  petition  has  been  presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  ask- 
ing for  the  establishment  of  regulations  to  protect  the  waters  of  Lake  Winnipe- 
saukee and  Lake  Paugus,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  57,  Laws  of  1899, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  better  protection  of  public  water  supplies,"  the  follow- 
ing regulations  are  promulgated : 
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REGULATIONS    OF    THE    STATE    BOARD    OF    HEALTH 

FOR   THE 

PROTECTION  OF    THE  PURITY  OF  THE  WATERS  OF  LAKE 

WINNIPESAUKEE  AND  LAKE  PAUGUS. 

1.  No  sewage  from  any  town  or  village  system  of  sewerage,  or  from  any 
private  sewer,  or  from  any  privy,  stable  or  outbuilding,  sliall  be  allowed  to  enter 
Lakes  Winnipesaukee  or  Paugus. 

2.  Nothing  from  any  closet  or  toilet  room  upon  any  boat  or  structure  of  any 
kind  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  Winnipesaukee  Lake  within  one  half  mile  of  any 
wharf  or  landing,  or  any  public  water  intake. 

3.  Nothing  from  any  closet  or  toilet  room  from  any  boat  or  structure  of  any 
kind  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  waters  of  Lake  Paugus. 

4.  No  sewage  or  drainage  of  any  kind  from  any  public  building  or  buildings, 
and  no  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  or  vehicle  containing  or  having  contained 
the  same,  and  no  deleterious  matter  of  any  kind  shall  be  deposited  in  the  waters 
of  said  lakes,  or  upon  the  banks  of  said  lakes  where  it  may  contaminate  the 
waters  of  the  same. 

5.  Any  town  or  city  bordering  upon  the  said  lakes  shall  construct  such  sewer- 
age systems  as  may  be  necessary  to  relieve  any  village  or  congested  sections  so 
that  the  inhabitants  thereof  may  comply  with  these  regulations. 

6.  The  local  boards  of  health  of  towns  and  cities  bordering  on  the  shores  of 
these  lakes  shall  cause  printed  copies  of  these  regulations  to  be  posted  con- 
spicuously in  different  parts  of  the  said  towns  and  cities,  and  also  cause  them  to 
be  published  in  such  newspapers  as  are  issued  in  the  said  towns  and  cities  bor- 
dering on  said  lakes,  and-they  shall  take  such  other  measures  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  advise  all  owners  or  occupiers  of  estates,  the  drainage  from  which 
may  enter  said  lakes,  and  all  owners  of  boats  upon  said  lakes,  so  that  full  notice 
of  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be  had  by  individuals  and  the  public 
before  the  date  on  which  they  take  effect. 

7.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  local  boards  of  health  of  such  towns  and  cities  as 
border  on  the  said  lakes  to  enforce  these  regulations. 

8.  The  foregoing  regulations  shall  not  in  any  manner  affect  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  tlie  protection  of  the  waters  of 
Alton  Bay  promulgated  July  17,  1906. 

9.  These  regulations  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after  January  1 , 
1909. 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted  at  a 

regular  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  lield  at  the  State  House,  Concord, 

this  twenty-first  day  of  June,  1907.

Note.  The  forej^oing  rules  and  regulations  embrace,  specifically  and  exactly,  the  condi- 
tions imposed  by  an  act  which  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  of  1907,  but  which 
failed  to  become  a  law  on  account  of  its  being  recalled  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the 
purpose  of  a  slight  amendment,  too  late  in  the  session  to  be  considered. 

Upon  this  bill  several  hearings  were  held,  at  which  interested  parties  appeared,  in  person 
and  by  counsel,  so  that  all  phases  of  the  suoject  affecting  public  and  private  interests  were 
considered,  and  the  measure  agreed  upon  was  a  compromise  which  removed  substantially 
the  objections  which  were  raised  against  the  original  bill.  The  State  Board  of  Health,  in 
consideration  of  the  facts,  has  deemed  it  wise  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  that  bill. 


PROTECTION  OF  THE  WATERS  OF  ASQUAM  LAKES. 


At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  held  October  16, 
1906,  the  following  petition  was  presented: 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire: 

Respectfully  represent  the  undersigned  that  they  have  reason  to  believe  that 
the  body  of  water  known  as  Little  Sqtiam  Lake  and  Big  Squam  Lake,  situate  in 
the  towns  of  Ashland,  Holderness,  Sandwich,  Moultonborough  and  Center  Har- 
bor, in  said  state,  and  being  a  public  water  and  ice  supply  for  citizens  and  resi- 
dents in  said  towns  and  others,  is  being  contaminated  and  is  in  danger  of  further 
contamination  and  that  by  reason  of  the  location  of  said  lakes  in  several  towns, 
and  for  other  reasons,  the  local  regulations  are  not  sufficient  or  effective  to  pre- 
vent such  pollution. 

Wherefore  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  honorable  board  will  investigate 
the  case  and  establish  such  regulations  as  your  board  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  said  water  and  ice  supply  against  any  pollution  that  in  the 
judgment  of  your  board  would  endanger  the  public  health.

Whereas,  A  legal  petition  has  been  presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
asking  for  the  establishment  of  regulations  to  protect  the  purity  of  the  water 
of  Little  Squam  Lake  and  Big  Squam  Lake,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  57, 
Laws  1899,  entitled  "An  Act  for  tlie  Protection  of  Public  Water  Supplies,"  the 
following  regulations  are  promulgated :

FOR   THE 

protection   of  THE    PURITY    OF    THE   WATER   OF  LITTLE    SQUAM    LAKE    AND    BIG 

SQUAM  LAKE    IN   THE  TOWNS  OF  ASHLAND,   HOLDERNESS,   SANDWICH, 

MOULTONBOROUGH  AND   CENTER  HARBOR. 

1.  No  privy,  and  no  pig-pen,  stable  or  other  building  or  structure  in  which 
horses,  cattle,  swine,  or  other  animals,  or  fowls  are  kept,  shall  be  built  or  main- 
tained witliin  seventy-five  feet  of  Little  Squam  Lake  or  Big  Squam  Lake  (mean- 
ing high-water  mark) ,  or  within  seventy-five  feet  of  any  cove  or  inlet  thereto, 
or  within  seventy-five  feet  of  any  stream  tributary  to  said  lakes,  coves  or  inlets, 
except  in  such  cases  as  the  local  board  of  health  may  permit,  upon  the  approval 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  require. 

2.  No  sink- water,  urine  or  water  that  has  been  used  for  washing  or  cleansing 
either  materials,  person  or  food,  shall  be  allowed  to  run  into  said  lakes,  or  into 
any  cove  or  inlet  thereof,  or  into  any  stream  tributary  thereto,  or  into  any  exca- 
vation or  cesspool  in  the  ground,  or  on  the  surface  of  the  gi'ound  within  seventy- 
five  feet  of  said  lakes  (meaning  high-water  mark),  or  of  any  cove  or  inlet,  or 
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within  seventy-five  feet  of  any  stream  tributary  thereto,  except  by  consent  and 
under  such  regulations  and  conditions  as  may  be  approved  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

3.  No  dead  animal  or  fish,  or  parts  thereof,  or  food  or  any  article  perishable  or 
decayable,  and  no  dung,  either  human  or  animal,  kitchen  waste,  swill  or  gar- 
bage shall  be  thrown  into  or  deposited  in  said  lakes,  or  left  or  permitted  to  remain 
within  seventy-five  feet  thereof  (meaning  high- water  mark),  or  into  any  cove  or 
inlet  of  said  lakes,  or  into  any  stream  tributary  thereto,  or  within  seventy-five 
feet  of  such  cove  or  inlet,  stream  or  tributaiy. 

4.  No  sawdust  shall  be  tlirown  or  be  allowed  to  fall  into  said  lakes,  or  into 
any  stream  tributary  thereto. 

5.  No  person  shall  bathe  in  said  lakes  within  one-fourth  mile  of  where  water 
is  taken  for  a  public  supply,  or  within  like  distance  to  any  private  intake  pipe, 
provided  notice  to  that  effect  is  conspicuously  posted  in  the  vicinity. 

6.  No  boat,  either  for  public  or  private  use,  nor  houseboat,  nor  other  construc- 
tion for  use  on  said  lakes  shall  have,  keep  or  maintain  a  ship-closet,  urinal  or 
other  construction  of  easement  wliich  shall  permit  excrement  or  other  offal  to 
fall  or  empty  into  said  lakes  or  any  stream  tributary  thereto. 

7.  No  matter,  waste  or  materials  such  as  are  described  in  sections  2,  3  and  4 
shall  be  thrown,  deposited  or  allowed  to  remain  upon  the  ice  of  the  waters  of 
said  lakes,  or  upon  that  of  any  cove  or  inlet  thereof,  or  of  any  stream  tributary 
thereto. 

8.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  local  board  of  health  of  the  several  towns  named  to 
enforce  these  regulations,  and  for  the  violation  of  any  regulation  established  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health  adequate  punishment  is  provided  by  law. 

9.  The  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  will  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and 
after  June  1,  1907.

To  the  Hon.  Slate  Board  of  Health,  Concord,  y.  H.  : 

Gentlemen  :  Since  recent  samples  of  water  taken  from  our  water  system 
sliow  the  presence  of  "Colon  Bacilli  "under  examinations  made  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  ;  and,  whereas,  the  condition  of  the  shores  surrounding  the 
source  of  our  water  supply  at  "  Loon  Lake,"  so  caUed,  is  apparently  accountable 
for  the  present  poor  quality  of  the  water  therefrom  ;  we,  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  in  the  Hillsborough  Bridge  Village  Fire  Precinct,  and  Local  Board 
of  Health  (and  town  of  Hillsborough)  respectfully  petition  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  act  immediately,  under  Chapter  57,  Sections  1,  2  and  3,  of  the  Public 
Statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  prescribe  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  protection  of  the  health  of  the  public  as  is  customary  in  such  cases, 
and  compel  owners  of  hotels  and  cottages  on  the  shores  of  Loon  Lake  to  prop- 
erly care  for  their  sewers,  closets  and  outhouses,  as  well  as  of  fluids  from  their 
sink  drains,  or  recommend  whatever  action  in  their  opinion  seems  necessary.

Whei'eas,  A  legal  petition  having  been  presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
asking  for  the  establislunent  of  regulations  to  protect  the  purity  of  the  water  of 
Loon  Lake,  Hillsborough,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  57,  Laws  of  1899, 
entitled  "  An  act  for  the  better  protection  of  public  water  supplies,"  the  follow- 
ing regulations  are  promulgated :

FOR   THE 

PROTECTION    OF  THE  PURITY  OF   THE   WATER  IN  LOON  LAKE 

IN   THE   TOWN   OF  HILLSBOROUGH. 

1.  No  privy,  pig-pen,  stable,  or  other  building  or  structure  in  which  horses, 
cattle,  swine,  or  other  animals  or  fowls  are  kept,  shall  be  built,  continued  or 
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maintained  within  seventy-five  feet  of  Loon  Lake  (meaning  high  water  mark) , 
or  within  seventy-five  feet  of  any  bay,  cove,  or  inlet  thereto,  or  within  seventy- 
five  feet  of  any  stream  tributary  to  said  lake,  bays,  coves,  or  inlets,  except  in 
such  cases  as  the  local  board  of  health  may  permit,  upon  the  approval  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

2.  No  sink  water,  urine,  or  water  that  has  been  used  for  washing  or  cleansing 
either  materials,  person,  or  food,  shall  be  allowed  to  run  into  said  lake,  or  into 
any  bay,  cove,  or  inlet  thereof,  or  into  any  stream  tributary  thereto,  or  into  any 
excavation  or  cesspool  in  the  ground  or  on  tlie  surface  of  any  ground  within 
seventy-five  feet  of  said  lake  (meaning  high  water  m.ark),  or  of  any  bay,  cove, 
or  inlet,  or  within  seventy-five  feet  of  any  stream  tributary  thereto,  except  by 
consent,  and  under  such  regulations  and  conditions  as  may  be  given  by  the  local 
board  of  health,  upon  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

3.  No  dead  animal,  or  fish,  or  parts  thereof,  or  food,  or  any  article  perishable 
or  decayable,  and  no  dung  either  human  or  animal,  kitchen  waste,  swill,  or  gar- 
bage shall  be  tin-own  into  or  deposited  in  said  lake,  or  left  or  permitted  to  remain 
within  seventy- five  feet  thereof  (meaning  high  water  mark),  or  into  any  bay, 
cove,  or  inlet  of  said  lake,  or  into  any  stream  tributary  thereto,  or  witliin  seventy- 
five  feet  of  such  bay,  cove,  or  inlet,  stream  or  tributary. 

4.  No  person  shall  bathe  in  said  Loon  Lake  within  one-fourth  mile  of  the  point 
where  the  water  is  taken  for  public  supply  (Sect.  4,  Chapter  76,  Laws  of  1895), 
or  elsewhere  in  said  Jake,  provided  notice  to  that  effect  is  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  or  the  Board  of  Health. 

5.  No  sewage  shall  be  deposited  on  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  no  cesspool 
or  privy  vault  shall  be  allowed  to  overflow,  and  none  of  the  things,  materials  or 
conditions  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  regulations,  nor  anything  else  that  might 
endanger  the  purity  of  the  said  water  supply  shall  be  permitted  to  exist,  what- 
ever may  be  their  distance  from  said  pond,  in  such  locality  or  manner  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health,  or  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  would 
be  liable  to  contaminate  the  water  of  the  said  pond. 

6.  The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  is  authorized  to  make  reasonable  rules 
and  regulations  to  govern  the  manner  and  place  of  cutting  and  taking  ice  on  said 
pond  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  prevent  the  contamination  of  the  water  or 
ice  supply.     (Sect.  2,  Chapter  76,  Laws  of  1895.) 

7.  The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  may  make  reasonable  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  regard  to  the  use  of  boats,  and  of  racing  or  speeding  horses  upon  the  ice 
of  said  lake,  as  they  may  deem  expedient.     (Sect.  3,  Chapter  76,  Laws  of  1895.) 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  local  board  of  health  to  enforce  the  above  regulations, 
and  any  person  violating  any  regulation  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
for  the  protection  of  the  water  supply  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  offense.     (Sect.  2,  Chapter  57,  Laws  of  1899.)

INSPECTION  OF  SUNCOOK'S  WATER  SUPPLY. 


During  September,  1908,  at  the  request  of  the  local  board  of  health  an 
inspection  was  made  of  the  supply  of  the  Suncook  Water  Company. 
The  report  follows : 

Dr.  Irving  A.  Watson,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  desire  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  au  inspection  m.ade  by  me 
■  September  14,  1908,  of  the  supply  of  the  Suncook  Water  Company.  Dr.  C.  B. 
Abbott,  of  the  local  board  of  health,  called  upon  me  September  12,  bringing  a 
small  sample  of  the  water  as  drawn  from  the  tap  on  that  date.  This  sample 
was  highly  colored,  repulsive  in  appearance  and  showed  an  offensive  odor.  It 
was  represented  that  during  the  three  days  preceding  that  date  there  had  been 
much  complaint  throughout  the  village  over  the  quality  of  the  water,  and  it 
was  alleged  that  a  number  of  fish  had  passed  the  service  pipes  and  been  found 
responsible  for  the  clogging  of  taps  located  on  the  "  dead  ends." 

On  my  arrival,  September  14,  the  water  was  found  to  be  very  much  improved 
— its  condition,  in  fact,  being  practically  normal.  An  inspection  of  the  reser- 
voir and  suiToundings  was  made,  the  local  members  of  the  party  consisting  of 
Dr.  C.  B.  Abbott  and  Mr.  R  M.  Millard  of  the  board  of  health  and  Supt.  O.  E. 
Dalton  and  Messrs.  Head,  Miller  and  Weeks  of  the  Water  Company.  This 
reservoir  is  located  about  five  miles  east  of  the  village  and  is  formed  by  the 
damming  of  Boat  Meadow  Brook  at  a  point  about  tlu-ee  miles  below  where  it 
flows  from  Bear  Hill  Pond.  The  latter  is  of  several  acres'  extent,  is  said  to  be 
fed  almost  entirely  by  springs  and  has  a  sandy  and  rocky  bottom.  The  flow  of 
the  brook  is  regulated  by  a  gate  at  the  pond  and  there  are  neither  habitations 
nor  pastures  on  its  water-shed. 

The  upper  end  of  the  reservoir,  into  which  the  brook  flows  abruptly,  consists 
of  a  swamp  which  is  the  natural  result  of  the  flowage  of  this  area  without  any 
apparent  attempt  to  remove  the  growth  with  which  it  was  covered.  The  result 
is  a  mass  of  decaying  tree-stumps  standing  in  dark,  stagnant  or  semi-stagnant 
water  that  is  supporting  a  luxurious  growth  of  lilies  and  other  aquatic  plants, 
including  many  fungi.  In  an  attempt  to  improve  this  condition  a  channel  or 
canal,  600  to  800  feet  long,  has  been  constructed  through  the  middle  of  the  res- 
ervoir to  a  point  about  100  feet  from  the  dam,  the  side  and  end  walls  consisting 
of  rock-paved  earth.  The  swampy  area  on  either  side  of  the  canal  is  connected 
by  underlying  drain  pipe,  and  there  is  an  overflow  at  one  side  designed  to  pre- 
vent flooding  of  the  canal  and  to  some  extent,  stagnation,  although  as  the  water 
has  to  reach  a  certain  height  before  it  wastes,  probably  not  much  is  gained  in 
this  connection. 

Properly  speaking  there  are  two  dams.  Above  the  upper  a  ' '  sand  leacli ' '  has 
been  constructed,  consisting  of  about  eight  courses,  each  of  60  feet,  of  loose 
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jointed  Akron  tile,  so  covered  with  coarse  and  crushed  rock  and  sand  as  to  form 
a  kind  of  filter.  After  having  seeped  into  the  tile  the  v^ater  is  conveyed  under 
tlie  dam  into  the  smaller  reservoir,  or  intake  chamber,  thence  into  the  mains 
after  passing  a  double  copper  screen  of  fine  mesh. 

For  some  time  the  supply  of  the  Suncook  Water  Company  has  shown  a  con- 
sidei'ablj'  higher  color  than  that  of  any  other  public  supply  in  this  state.  Some 
of  this  color  is  attributable  to  the  leaching  of  decaying  wood  and  plant  mate- 
rials in  the  reservoir,  especially  at  the  upper  part.  While  the  canal  through  the 
latter  undoubtedly  lielps  matters  somewhat,  yet  there  can  be  no  question  that 
there  is  a  certain  amount  of  seepage  through  the  porous  walls,  and  during  wet 
conditions  the  canal  walls  must  be  overflowed,  with  a  resulting  mingling  of  the 
water.  But  an  examination  of  a  sample  taken  from  the  brook  at  the  point  of 
entering  the  canal  serves  to  indicate  that  much  of  the  color  exhibited  by  this 
supj)ly  is  apparently  attributable  to  the  leaching  out  of  decaying  leaf-mould 
during  the  flow  from  tlie  pond,  such  flow  being  very  slight  in  volume  during 
much  of  the  year. 

Water  of  this  character  is  usually  quite  stable,  and  but  little  apt,  on  standing, 
to  develop  odors  or  tastes.  I  am,  therefore,  inclined  to  believe  that  the  trouble 
of  the  past  week  is  properly  attributable,  very  largely,  if  not  wholly,  to  the  de- 
composition of  fish  vrithin  the  mains.  The  superintendent  states  that  he  had 
been  gradually  flushing  out  the  mains  for  several  days,  and  this  of  course  was 
the  immediate  cause  of  the  disturbance.  Just  how  the  fish  gained  entry  is  not 
wholly  apparent,  but  the  most  plausible  theory  seems  to  be  that  this  occurred 
when  resort  was  had,  during  a  period  last  spring,  to  a  small  auxiliary  spring 
supply  known  to  contain  many  fish,  and  which  was  not  screened  before  entering 
the  mains. 

The  only  remedy  for  avoiding  the  excessive  color  of  this  supply  is  a  radical 
one,  involving  the  extension  of  the  mains  to  tlie  pond;  it  has  been  represented 
tliat  direct  draught  from  the  pond  is  not  thus  practicable  because  of  the  head  that 
would  result.  Wliile  high  color  in  a  water  supply  is  always  to  be  deplored  and 
ought  not  to  be  tolerated  if  there  are  any  feasible  means  for  its  elimination, 
nevertheless  it  is  universally  recognized  that  such  waters  are  very  generally  free 
from  any  noxious  or  deleterious  properties.  That  such  is  true  in  the  present 
instance  is  borne  out  by  the  testimony  of  the  local  board  of  health . 

The  only  recommendation,  therefore,  that  could  be  made,  not  involving 
improvements  of  a  decidedly  radical  nature,  was  the  suggestion  that  the  mains 
be  flushed  oiit  two  or  three  times  a  year,  preceded  by  proper  notice  to  the  public 
of  this  act.  The  condition  of  the  shores  of  the  reservoir  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
dam  might  also  be  improved  with  advantage  by  removal  as  far  as  possible  of  all 
debris  and  decaying  matters.  A  further  improvement  would  be  in  the  removal 
from  the  surface  of  the  sand  "  filter  "  of  the  eight  years'  accumulation  of  mud. 
Wliile  the  draining  of  the  reservoir  might  prove  a  little  awkward  on  account  of 
the  temporary  loss  of  fire  protection,  nevertheless  it  ought  to  be  possible  to 
effect  some  kind  of  an  arrangement  whereby  this  could  be  done.

REPORT  ON  DURHAM  WATER  SUPPLY. 


Dr.  Irving  A.   Watson,  Secretary  of  State  Board  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir  :  At  your  request  I  visited  Durham,  December  7,  1906,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gaining  information  concerning  the  character  of  the  water  supply  at 
present  available  to  students  of  New  Hampshire  College. 

I  was  met  by  Professor  Morse  and  Hon.  Lucieu  Thompson  of  the  board  of  health, 
and  by  President  Gibbs  of  the  college,  who  explained  the  situation  to  me  in 
detail.  In  reply  to  a  request  for  information  concerning  the  recently  reported 
outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  among  the  students,  as  a  result  of  the  alleged  poor 
quality  of  the  water  supply,  it  was  stated  that  but  two  students  had  recently 
been  sick  with  any  illness  simulating  typhoid  fever  ;  that  one  of  these  had  re- 
turned to  the  college  within  a  week  of  his  departure  for  home  on  account  of 
such  illness,  and  that  it  had  been  satisfactorily  demonstrated  that  the  second 
case  was  a  false  one.  Moreover,  I  was  informed  that,  with  one  exception — and 
this  not  a  recent  one — there  has  been  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  Durham  for  a 
long  period  of  years. 

Tliirteen  sources  of  supply  were  inspected  and  an  analysis  of  the  water  of  each 
subsequently  made.  These  include  wells  and  springs  located  in  various  parts  of 
the  village,  the  water  of  wliich  is  used  by  the  students  to  a  greater  or  less  extent 
for  drinking  purposes.  This  number  does  not  include  the  college  reservoir 
water,  which  is  pumped  to  a  tank  in  Thompson  Hall  and  used  only  for  boiler, 
fire  protection  and  cleaning  purjjoses — the  amount  of  dissolved  vegetable  matter 
rendering  it  uusiiited  for  drinking. 

The  water  used  at  the  majority  of  the  college  buildings  (aside  from  dormitories 
and  fraternity  houses)  is  derived  from  a  spring  located  just  south  of  the  Experi- 
ment Station  and  remote  from  polluting  influences.  The  analysis  (No.  4213,  p. 
45)  shows  this  water  to  be  of  very  satisfactory  quality,  free  from  organic  matter 
or  any  evidence  of  pollution. 

Conant  Spring,  so  called,  located  in  the  rear  of  Conant  Hall,  is  used  to  a  lim- 
ited extent  as  a  supply.  This  spring  is  not  far  from  a  brook  that  carries  some 
drainage,  and,  during  wet  seasons  a  certain  amount  of  surface  water  doubtless 
reaches  the  spring  from  this  source.  The  analysis  of  this  water,  made  Decem- 
ber 11,  is  not  wholly  favorable,  and  it  would  be  well  to  dispense  with  the  use  of 
this  supply  altogether,  in  favor  of  that  from  the  college  spring,  just  mentioned. 

The  chief  source  of  supply  for  students  rooming  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  college  is  a  series  of  four  wells  known  as  the  Pettee  system.  These  wells 
are  scattered,  but  all  are  located  along  the  edge  of  an  extensive  shallow  ravine, 
or  "  run."  These  runs  are  characteristic  of  all  this  section,  traversing  Durham 
village  as  they  do  in  all  directions,  and  serving  as  channels  for  the  conveyance 
of  drainage  material  to  tide-water. 

The  water  of  this  supply  is  of  variable  character.  Analysis  No.  4223  is  of 
water  from  a  large  new  well,  partially  constructed  of  brick.     Aside  from  the 
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liigh  solid  residue — which  seems  to  be  a  characteristic  of  the  waters  emerging 
from,  the  clayey  soil  of  this  locality — the  only  unfavorable  feature  is  a  trace  of  ni- 
trites, and  the  latter  may  of  course  be  due  to  some  temporary  abnormal  condi- 
tion. Possibly  the  most  questionable  well  in  the  Pettee  system  is  the  lower  one 
(Analysis  No.  4215,  p.  45),  as,  from  my  observations,  this  is  exposed  to  some  ex- 
tent to  polluting  influences,  the  analysis  also  indicating  a  higher  chlorine  and 
nitrate  content  than  in  the  other  cases.  However,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  all 
of  these  waters  are  safe  and  fit  for  use  at  the  present  time. 

Analysis  No.  4231  is  of  a  well  located  close  to  DeMerritt  Hall.  This  water 
shows  a  relatively  high  chlorine  and  nitrate  content,  and  the  sample  taken 
December  10  cantained  colon  bacilli.  This  water  should  be  boiled  before  using 
for  drinking  purisoses. 

Tlie  Charles  Hoitt  well,  so  called,  located  nearer  the  center  of  the  village,  sup- 
plies water  to  one  of  the  dormitories,  and  also  to  a  number  of  residences  and  to 
the  restaurant  in  the  post-office  building.  This  water  is  apparently  of  excellent 
quality.  At  the  restaurant  mentioned,  another  source  of  supply  alleged  to  be 
used  to  some  extent  when  the  Hoitt  well  is  low,  is  a  nearby  well  situated  close 
to  the  street.  An  analysis  of  this  water  in  April,  1905,  showed  this  well  to  be 
but  little  better  than  a  receptacle  for  filtered  sewage.  It  would  seem  desirable 
that  this  well  be  permanently  closed  by  the  board  of  health. 

The  analysis  of  the  Bickford  well  water  (No.  4216)  indicates  a  poor  condition. 
However,  I  am  informed  that  this  water  is  not  used  by  students  to  any  extent 
at  present. 

Analyses  Nos.  4217  and  4222  represent  the  J.  W.  Buruham  supply.  These 
wells  are  located  at  the  lower  extremity  of  the  village  and  the  water  is  doubt- 
less not  much  used  by  students.  Sample  No.  4222  was  from  the  well  located  on 
the  edge  (and  partially  in)  the  mill  pond  on  the  Oyster  River.  This  pond  re- 
ceives a  large  proportion  of  the  sewage  from  the  college  buildings.  The  anal- 
ysis indicates  a  polluted  condition.  The  upper  well  (No.  4217)  also  does  not 
give  a  favorable  analysis  ;  but  in  this  case,  use  of  the  water  is  probably  not  at- 
tended by  any  great  risk,  as  this  water  is  well  oxidized  and  filtered  at  present, 
and,  also  the  drainage  is  of  a  somewhat  different  character,  representing  wash 
from  fields  and,  to  some  extent,  seepage  from  the  stable  located  some  distance 
above. 

With  the  growth  of  the  college  and  the  present  extensive  introduction  of  mod- 
ern plumbing  systems  into  residences,  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  a 
system  of  sewage  disposal  will  be  absolutely  necessary.  And,  until  this  is  se- 
cured, that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  water  supplies  of  Durham  will  be 
exposed  to  the  danger  of  pollution  is  inevitable.

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HANCOCK  WATER  SUPPLY 


After  a  somewhat  spirited  contest  before  the  legislature  on  the  question 
of  obtaining  a  charter  for  a  pubhc  water  supply  for  the  town  of  Hancock, 
the  following  Avas  enacted  : 

AN    ACT     AUTHORIZING    THE     TOWN    OF    HANCOCK    TO    CONSTRUCT   AND    MAINTAIN 

WATER   WORKS. 


Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  Convened: 

Section  1.  That  the  Town  of  Hancock,  in  the  Couuty  of  Hillsborough,  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct,  manage,  maintain  and  own 
suitable  water  works,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  into  and  distributing 
through  the  villages  in  said  town,  or  any  part  of  said  town,  an  adequate  supply 
of  pure  water,  in  subterranean  pipes,  for  extinguishing  fires  and  for  the  use  of 
its  citizens  and  others,  and  for  such  other  public,  private  and  mechanical  pur- 
poses as  said  towm  may  from  time  to  time  authorize  and  direct ;  and  for  that 
purpose  may  take,  purchase  and  hold,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  any  real  or 
personal  estate,  and  any  rights  therein,  and  any  waters  and  water  rights,  and 
do  all  other  things  necessary  for  carrjring  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and 
may  excavate  and  dig  canals  and  ditches  in  any  street,  place,  square,  passage- 
way, highway,  common,  or  other  land  or  place,  over  or  through  which  it  may 
be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  constructing,  maintaining  and  extending 
said  water  works,  and  may  re-lay,  change,  enlarge,  repair  and  extend  the  same 
at  pleasure,  having  due  regard  for  the  safety  and  welfare  of  its  citizens  and 
security  of  the  public  travel. 

Sect.  2.  Said  town  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  upon  and  take 
water  from  Eaton's  Brook  in  said  Town  of  Hancock,  and  to  enter  upon,  take 
and  appropriate  any  land,  streams,  ponds,  lakes  or  water  rights  in  the  Town  of 
Hancock,  not  belonging  to  any  aqueduct  company,  and  to  secure  by  fence  or 
otherwise,  such  land,  streams,  springs,  ponds,  lakes  or  water  rights,  and  dig 
ditches  and  canals,  make  excavations  or  reservoirs,  through,  over,  in  or  upon 
any  land  or  inclosure  through  which  it  may  be  necessary  for  said  excavation, 
said  reservoirs  or  said  water  works  to  be  or  exist,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining, 
liolding,  preserving  or  conducting  such  water,  and  placing  sucli  pipes  or  other 
materials,  or  works  as  may  be  necessary  for  building  and  operating  such  aque- 
duct and  water  w^orks,  or  for  repairing  the  same;  providing  if  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  enter  upon  and  appropriate  any  land,  stream,  spring,  pond,  lake  or  water 
right,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  to  raise  or  lower  the  level  of  such  stream, 
spring,  pond  or  water  right  by  dams  or  otherwise,  and  if  said  town  shall  not 
agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  for  the  damages  tliat  may  be  done  by 
said  town,  or  such  owner  or  owners  shall  be  unknown,  said  town,  or  said  owner 
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or  owners  or  party  injured,  may  apply  to  the  trial  term  of  the  Superior  Court 
for  the  county  within  which  such  stream,  spring,  pond,  water  right,  lake  or 
land  is  situate  to  have  the  same  laid  out  and  damages  determined,  and  said 
court  shall  refer  the  same  to  the  county  commissioners  for  said  county,  w^ho 
shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  give  notice  thereof  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  laying  out  highways,  and  said  commis- 
sioners shall  make  a  report  to  said  court,  and  said  court  may  issue  execution 
accordingly;  if  either  party  shall  desire,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  a  trial  by  jury, 
in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  court  may  prescribe,  in  the 
same  manner  as  appeals  from  the  award  of  damages  in  the  case  of  laying  out 
of  highways. 

Sect.  3.  Said  town  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  with  individ- 
uals and  corporations,  whether  citizens  of  said  town  or  not,  for  supplying  them 
with  water  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein  named  or  contemplated,  and  to  make 
such  contracts  and  establish  such  regulations  and  tolls  for  the  use  of  water  for 
any  of  said  purposes  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  proper  and  necessary. 
For  the  more  convenient  management  of  said  water  works,  the  said  town  may 
place  the  construction,  management,  control  and  direction  of  said  water  works 
in  a  board  of  water  commissioners,  to  consist  of  three  citizens  of  said  town,  said 
commissioners  to  be  vested  with  such  powers  and  duties  relating  to  the  construc- 
tion, control  and  management  of  the  same  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  town. 

Sect.  4.  Said  town  is  also  authorized  and  empowered,  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting,  by  a  major  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate, or  to  borrow  or  hire,  such  sums  of  money  on  the  credit  of  the  town  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  necessary  and  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  expense  of  pui'chasing  real  estate,  rights  in  real  estate,  water 
rights,  streams,  springs,  ponds,  lakes,  and  other  rights  and  property,  as  afore- 
said, and  for  constructing,  maintaining,  repairing,  extending,  enlarging  and 
operating  said  water  works,  such  indebtedness  not  to  exceed  at  any  one  time 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  issue  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town  therefor,  in 
such  amounts  and  payable  at  such  time  or  times  and  at  such  rates  of  interest  as 
may  be  thought  proper,  and  may  exempt  such  notes  or  bonds  from  taxation 
when  held  by  inhabitants  of  the  town,  said  notes  and  bonds  to  be  signed  by  at 
least  a  majority  of  tlie  selectmen  and  countersigned  by  the  town  treasurer. 
Said  town  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  raise  by  taxation  and  pay 
each  year  the  interest  of  the  notes  and  bonds  so  issued,  and  such  part  of  the 
principal  as  the  town  maj^  determine  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  5.  The  action  of  the  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting  March  14th, 
1905,  in  voting  to  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  matter  of  a  water  sys- 
tem, and  in  appropriating  money  to  defray  the  expense  of  such  investigation, 
and  the  action  of  the  town  at  the  annual  meeting  March  13th,  1906,  in  electing 
a  board  of  water  commissioners,  in  voting  to  accept  money  subscribed  by  cit- 
izens toward  the  water  system,  in  voting  to  establish  said  system,  in  voting  to 
borrow  for  the  construction  of  said  water  system  the  ten  thousand  dollars 
known  as  the  Whitcomb  legacy  held  by  said  town,  said  town  paying  thereon 
the  same  rate  of  interest  now  received  on  the  same,  and  the  action  of  said  board 
of  water  commissioners  in  letting  said  contract,  in  accepting  real  estate  and" 
water  rights  given  by  citizens  of  said  town  for  the  establishment  of  said  water 
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system,  and  all  contracts  and  agreements  heretofore  made  by  said  town  or  said 
board  of  water  commissioners  for  the  establishment  of  said  water  system,  pur- 
suant to  the  action  of  said  town  meetings  held  March  14th,  1905,  and  March 
13th,  1906,  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  legalized. 

Sect.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

[Approved  March  7,  1907.] 

For  a  year  ox  two  previous  to  the  enactment  of  the  foregoing  measure, 
the  question  of  a  public  water  supply  had  been  agitated  in  that  town ; 
some  action  had  been  taken  at  the  town  meeting  of  1905,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  investigate  the  matter,  and,  at  a  subsequent  meet- 
ing, a  board  of  water  commissioners  had  been  elected  and  some  money 
appropriated,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  legalizing  of  certain  acts  in  Section  5 
of  the  above-quoted  law. 

To  assist  the  local  board  in  arriving  at  a  conclusion  as  to  the  beat 
sources  for  the  water  supply,  numerous  analj^ses  were  made  at  the  State 
Laboratory  of  Hygiene,  some  of  which  are  shown  in  a  previous  report  of 
this  board. 

Certain  questions  having  arisen  in  relation  to  the  quality  of  the  pro- 
posed supply,  the  State  Board  of  Health  authorized  Mr.  C.  D.  Howard, 
chemist.  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene,  to  make  a  physical  examination  of 
the  proposed  sources  of  the  supply,  in  order  to  be  better  able  to  advise 
the  local  board  what  to  do  with  certain  conditions  which  confronted 
them.  Numerous  analyses  of  the  water  of  Eaton  Brook  and  its  tribu- 
taries were  made  (see  page  62).     The  following  report  was  made: 

To  the  Board  of  Health,  Town  of  Hancock,  New  Hampshire. 

Gentlemen:  Relative  to  an  inspection  made  by  me,  June  4,  1907,  of  a  pro- 
posed water  supply  for  the  Town  of  Hancock,  the  following  report  is  submitted : 

The  proposed  supply  consists  of  a  stream,  Eaton's  Brook,  so  called,  formed  by 
the  confluence  of  Anderson  and  Briggs  Brooks,  the  latter  having  their  origin  in 
a  range  of  hills  several  miles  west  of  the  village. 

The  site  contemplated  for  the  reservoir  is  a  deep  ravine  between  rocky  wooded 
hillsides  situated  at  a  point  about  two  miles  west  of  the  town.  The  brook  is  to 
be  impounded  by  means  of  a  dam  100  feet  wide  and  it  is  the  intention  to  remove 
the  surface  debris  to  the  underlying  rock.  For  about  three  fourths  mile  above 
the  proposed  reservoir  site  the  course  of  Eaton's  Brook  is  largely  tlu-ougli  a  nar- 
row strip  of  open  meadow  underlaid  by  a  gray  disintegrate  quartz.  This 
meadow,  or  intervale,  extending  tlu-ough  a  water-shed  for  the  most  part  wooded, 
is  apparently  well  supplied  with  ground  water  from  the  adjacent  hillsides, 
a  series  of  several  open  ditches  tributary  to  the  brook  serving  to  carry  the  water 
from  a  number  of  springs. 

With  the  exception  of  the  fact  that  a  number  of  the  samples  of  this  water 
examined  at  the  laboratory  during  the  past  two  years  have  sliown  the  presence 
of  colon  bacilli,  the  analyses  have  as  a  whole  been  favorable.  As  would  be 
expected  in  the  case  of  a  stream  draining  largely  from  wooded  hillsides,   the 
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■water  'shows  some  color  aud  albumiuoid  ammouia  (indicative  of  dissolved 
organic  matter)  ;  neither  of  these  constituents,  however,  can  be  considered  as 
excessive,  it  being  probable  that  when  the  system  shall  have  been  properly 
installed  the  color  under  normal  conditions  will  not  exceed  0.10  or  0.15  on  the 
scale  employed  for  its  designation. 

The  inspection  was  made  principally  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  the  prob- 
able source  or  sources  of  pollution  by  colon  bacilli,  and  in  this  connection  sam- 
ples were  taken  at  six  different  points,  viz. :  (1)  from  Eaton's  Brook  above  site 
of  proposed  dam,  (3)  ditch  below  Tudor  place,  so  called,  (3)  spring  just  below 
barn  on  Tudor  place,  (4)  point  on  Anderson's  Brook  just  below  Anderson  barn, 
(5)  source  of  Anderson's  Brook,  on  liillside  above  highway,  and  (6)  Briggs' 
Brook,  on  hillside  just  above  highway.  The  results  of  the  examinations  will  be 
reported  later. 

Located  on  the  water  shed  north  of  the  intervale  are  four  sets  of  farm  build- 
ings. At  the  Tudor  barn,  it  is  represented,  no  cattle  have  been  kept  for  two 
years,  the  only  stock  at  present  being  two  or  three  horses.  One  year  ago  the 
slope  below  the  barn  was  heavily  manured  and  it  is  possible  that  colon  bacilli 
from  this  source  enter  Eaton's  Brook  by  way  of  the  drain  ditch.  A  cesspool 
also  connected  with  these  buildings,  though  remote  from  the  brook,  yet  might 
prove  a  possible  source  of  pollution  under  abnormal  conditions,  such,  e.  g.,  as  an 
overflow  on  the  surface  when  the  latter  is  frozen,  or  at  times  of  heavy  rains. 
Under  ordinary  circumstances,  however,  and  with  reasonable  care  and  precau- 
tion this  feature  need  afford  no  ground  for  apprehension. 

At  the  Anderson  barn,  located  practically  in  the  middle  of  the  intervale,  a 
serious  condition  exists.  Here  the  brook  not  only  laps  the  foundations  of  an  old 
delapidated  structure  affording  shelter  for  cattle  and  a  quantity  of  stable 
manure,  but  it  virtually  flows  through  the  barn  yard.  The  proposition  to  move 
the  channel  at  this  point  a  few  rods  further  south,  evidently  could  not  afford  a 
complete  remedy  because  of  the  fact  that  a  certain  amount  of  drainage  from  the 
barn  in  its  present  location  must  necessarily  reach  the  brook  at  some  point  fur- 
ther down.  The  best  procedure,  in  case  it  should  not  prove  feasible  to  rase 
these  buildings  entirely,  would  be  in  removing  the  barn  to  a  point  two  or  tliree 
hundred  feet  nearer  the  highway  and  then  restricting  its  use  as  shelter  for 
cattle.  In  the  case  of  none  of  the  other  four  buildings,  located  on  or  above  the 
highway,  would  it  seem  that  there  is  any  chance  of  danger  therefrom. 

Aside,  then,  from  the  conditions  at  the  Anderson  barn,  the  only  other  chance 
for  contamination  is  in  the  application  of  stable  manure  tp  the  slopes  drained  by 
these  brooks.  In  addition  to  the  case  cited,  it  was  noted  that  manure  had  been 
applied  to  one  cultivated  area  located  below  the  roadway  and  also  to  one  at  a 
point  above  the  source  of  Anderson's  Brook,  as  well  as  to  another  area  above 
Briggs'  Brook.  It  is  evident  that  the  practice  of  applying  manure  at  any  point 
on  the  water-shed  is  an  undesirable  one  aud  if  allowed  at  all  should  be  restricted 
to  such  areas  where  there  is  no  probability  of  pollution  therefrom  by  surface 
wash  entering  the  brook. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  stated  that  this  water  is  naturally  of  excellent  quality. 
It  should  not  be  a  difficult  matter  to  eliminate  or  restrict  the  possible  polluting 
factors,  and  if  the  precautions  suggested  are  carried  out  there  is  apparently  no 
reason  why  the  sujiply  should  not  prove  a  satisfactory  one.

ADVICE  TO  THE  VILLAGE  PRECINCT  OF  NEW  HAMPTON 
RELATIVE  TO  PROl'OSED  WATER  SUPPLY. 


During  the  spring  of  1908,  Prof.  Robert  Fletcher,  civil  engineer  and 
member  of  the  board,  made  examinations  of  several  sources  of  water  sup- 
ply under  consideration  by  the  New  Hampton  Village^ Precinct.  Three  of 
these  sources  were  reported  upon  adversely  for  various  reasons.  The  fol- 
lowing is  that  part  of  his  report  in  reference  to  the  Mountain  Pond 
supply  : 

"  The  aneroid  barometer  indicated  the  altitude  of  this  pond  as  about  600 
feet  above  the  village.  The  area  appears  to  be  probably  30  acres.  A  boat 
trip  was  made  across  this  pond  in  various  directions  and  soundings  were 
taken  under  the  guidance  of  F.  W.  Preston,  principal  of  the  New 
Hampton  Literary  Institution,  who  has  ably  conducted  preliminary  investi- 
gations. At  one  end  the  depths  increased  slowly  to  5,  8,  12  and  20  feet 
or  more.  At  the  other  end  the  depths  increase  suddenly  from  a  steep  rocky 
shore  to  23  to  46  feet,  and  probably  more,  as  that  was  the  limit  of  the 
sovmding  line.  Rocks  -are  visible  everywhere  over  the  bottom,  thus  show- 
ing clean  conditions.  Near  the  outlet  end  a  reef  of  rocks  juts  out  from 
one  side  (under  water)  but  leaves  a  sufficient  main  channel  near  the  other 
side.  The  water  was  tasted  and  viewed  in  a  drinking-cup,  attwo  or  three 
places  and  seems  to  be  unexceptionable.     Margins  rocky  or  gravelly. 

"  Down  along  the  brook-bed  which  formerly  carried  the  overflow  from 
this  pond  a  projier  site  was  found  for  a  distributing  reservoir  for  a  suitable 
village  supply.  This  is  about  5,000  feet  from  the  library  building,  and  the 
water  surface  would  have  an  elevation  of  165  feet  above  the  street  at  that 
point.  This  would  give  a  water  pressure  of  about  71  pounds  per  square 
inch.  Such  reservoir  could  be  made  by  a  dam  12  or  13  feet  high  in  the 
middle  and  about  150  feet  long  on  toj)  but  tapering  up  to  quite  a  low  dam 
at  both  ends.  The  water  surface  would  probably  cover  nearly  two  acres. 
The  proper  material  for  such  a  dam  is  mostly  on  the  spot  and  the  area  can 
be  cleared  readily  and  cheaply.  Its  capacity,  by  a  rough  guess,  would  be 
between  two  and  two  and  one  half  million  gallons,  based  on  an  average 
depth  of  4|  feet,  with  10  feet  depth  behind  the  dam, 

"  The  water  supply  needed  by  the  village  is  determined  by  the  neces- 
sary fire  protection.     This  might  demand  a  draft  of  400  to  450  gallons  per 
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minute.  It  would  be  unwise  to  put  in  a  main  pipe  less  than  eight  inches 
in  diameter.  Even  in  this  the  friction  would  cause  a  loss  of  22^  feet  of 
head  in  5,000  feet.  The  additional  loss  through  a  thousand  feet  of  six- 
inch  pipe  would  be  17i  feet,  and  through  500  feet  of  four-inch  pipe  about 
50  feet  more,  if  four  hundred  gallons  per  minute  were  delivered.  This  is 
a  total  loss  of  90  feet  at  the  lower  end.  But  the  delivery  would  probably 
be  reduced  at  the  lower  end,  so  that  the  loss  of  head  might  not  be  quite  so 
much  ;  but  the  loss  in  the  hose  pipe  is  yet  to  be  added.  These  figures  are 
given  to  show  the  reason  for  the  size  of  main  pipe  proposed.  Of  course 
the  house  consumption  would  be  such  a  small  fraction  of  this  amount  that 
it  need  not  be  considered  in  this  estimate.  It  is  evident  that  so  small  a 
pil)e  as  4  inches  for  a  street  main  is  not  advisable,  owing  to  the  great  fric- 
tion loss  when  a  fire  stream  is  needed.  In  the  above  case  if  6-inch  pipe 
were  used  instead  of  4-inch  the  lost  head  would  be  only  10  feet  instead  of 
50.     The  margin  would  supply  the  head  needed  for  the  hose  pipe. 

"  In  brief,  this  plan  requires  a  considerably  shorter  pipe  line,  will  afford 
a  superabundant  supply  and  is  entirely  feasible  and  sufficient. 

"  It  is  perhaps  not  absolutely  necessary  but  quite  desirable  to  make 
available  the  comparatively  unlimited  capacity  or  resources  of  the  moun- 
tain pond  thus :  An  outlet  i)ipe  })ut  in  at  the  nearer  outlet  and  sunk  two 
or  three  feet  below  the  present  full  level  would  give  full  control  of  the 
storage  above  the  intake  end.  A  low  dam  three  feet  or  more  in  height 
and  a  spillway  dam  at  the  other  overflow  would  raise  the  pond  level  three 
or  four  feet  at  small  cost  and  increase  the  storage  by  about  ten  million 
gallons  for  each  foot  of  increase  in  depth.  As  the  dry  season  of  summer 
comes  on,  then  the  flow  in  the  other  tributary  brooks  becomes  small,  the 
discharge  from  this  pond  could  be  regulated  so  as  to  continually  feed  the 
proposed  reservoir  with  pure  water  from  this  high  altitude,  and  make  sure 
the  purity  and  freshness  of  the  reservoir  supply. 

"  This  supply  for  a  place  like  your  village  is  practically  unlimited,  and 
that  is  an  enormous  advantage,  because  you  could  always  maintain  a  con- 
tinuous flov,^,  and  prevent  any  stagnation  in  the  distributing  reservoir." 


CLAREMONT  WATER  SUPPLY. 


During  the  season  of  1908,  the  public  water  supply  of  Claremont  got 
into  a  condition  that  rendered  it  objectionable  to  consumers  on  account  of 
its  odor  and  color,  as  well  as  from  an  apprehension  that  its  use  might  pro- 
duce serious  results. 

Numerous  analyses  were  made  at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hj'giene,  but, 
in  order  to  obtain  a  clearer  understanding  of  conditions,  the  chemist  of 
the  board  M^as  advised  to  make  a  local  inspection  and  to  report  his  findings 
to  the  board  of  health  of  Claremont,  which  he  did  as  follows : 

To  the  Board  of  Health,  Claremont,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen  :  I  beg  to  submit  the  f  ollowiug  report  with  recommeudations  as 
a  result  of  an  inspection  made  by  me  August  34,  1908,  of  the  public  water  supply 
of  Olaremout : 

This  supply  is  derived  principally  from  a  mountain  brook,  the  upper  course  of 
which  is  through  an  uninhabited,  densely  wooded  tract.  The  water  is  impounded 
in  a  series  of  three  reservoirs  constructed  along  the  lower  course,  the  first  and 
largest  being  located  about  two  miles  above  the  village.  The  flow  to  the  smaller 
middle  reservoir  (three  fourths  of  a  mile)  is  controlled  by  a  gate  and  is  over  an 
open  watercourse.  A  comparatively  small  third  reservoir  one  half  mile  nearer 
town,  located  on  an  adjacent  watershed,  is  connected  with  the  middle  reservoir 
by  a  closed  main.  All  of  these  reservoirs  have  been  constructed  across  ravines, 
the  watershed  being  for  the  most  part  quite  abrupt  and  well  defined. 

A  dam  constructed  a  few  rods  above  the  upper  extremity  of  the  smallest 
(lowest)  reservoir  serves  to  prevent  the  entrance  into  the  latter  of  any  excess  of 
water  from  showers  or  freshets,  such  excess  being  diverted  through  a  2-foot 
sewer  tile.  Back  of  this  dam  there  is  also  a  gate  communicating  by  a  pipe  with 
the  reservoir  and  designed  to  utilize,  when  necessary,  the  extra  waste  water 
that  finds  its  way  from  the  middle  reservoir  over  the  open  watercourse.  It  is 
therefore  evident  that  the  only  manner  in  which  water  accumulating  in  the 
watersheS.  betv/een  the  middle  and  lower  reservoirs  can  enter  the  supply  is  (a) 
by  reason  of  the  gate  mentioned  being  opened  (which  it  is  represented  has  not 
been  done  for  twelve  months)  and  (b)  a  greater  volume  of  water  accumulating 
behind  the  small  dam  mentioned  than  the  waste  will  accommodate — a  circum- 
stance said  to  have  been  observed  but  once. 

There  is  but  one  house  on  the  lower  watershed.  Thougli  nominally  vacant,  it 
was  found  tliat  sucli  is  now  occupied  by  parties  at  intervals  during  the  summer. 
Attached  to  this  house  is  an  outside  closet  directly  overhanging  and  practically 
draining  into  the  brook.  An  agreement  said  to  have  been  entered  into  to  the 
effect  that  this  closet  should  not  be  used,  is  apparently  being  disregarded. 

The  area  between  the  middle  and  upper  reservoirs  is  about  equally  divided 
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between  open  pasturage  and  a  dense  growth,  the  latter  belonging  to  the  town. 
The  connecting  brook  under  present  conditions  serves  not  only  as  a  supply  for 
the  town  but  for  a  herd  of  cattle,  members  of  wloicli  were  observed  standing 
directly  in  the  channel. 

The  main  (upper)  reservoir  is  paved  on  its  lower  side,  the  lateral  walls  expos- 
ing a  surface  of  heavy  blue  clay.  A  certain  amount  of  silt  therefrom  is  carried 
into  the  middle  reservoir,  augmented  by  a  considerable  amount  of  wash  from  the 
highway  bordering  the  latter.  As  a  result,  this  reservoir  showed  a  somewhat 
extensive  accumulation  of  mud,  and  the  same  condition  was  noticeable  to  a  lesser 
extent  in  the  case  of  the  lower  reservoir.  The  evidence  is  that  this  mud  is  also 
carried  in  some  degree  into  the  mains,  where  the  accumulation  tends  to  slowly 
decompose  and  give  rise  to  the  odors  and  taste  complained  of. 

Past  analyses  have  uniformly  indicated  a  very  fair  quality  for  this  supply. 
The  last  analysis  (brook  water  only)  was  favorable  in  all  respects  except  for  the 
finding  of  colon  bacilli,  the  latter  being  readily  explainable  tlu-ovigh  the  presence 
of  cattle,  as  referred  to.  Colon  bacilli  should  not  be  confounded  with  typhoid 
bacilli ;  as  long  as  we  may  feel  confident  that  their  source  is  not  in  the  entrance 
of  human  sewage,  the  presence  of  a  few  of  these  intestinal  bacteria  derived  as 
they  are  from  pastiire  wash,  is  not  a  matter  to  excite  any  particular  concern.  I 
may  state  therefore  that  I  do  not  consider  the  conditions  alluded  to  as  suificient 
ground  for  any  present  alarm  or  apprehension  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  supply  for 
drinking  purposes. 

I  am  satisfied  that  much  of  the  present  concern  was  induced  through  the  recent 
introduction  into  the  mains  of  water  from  an  auxiliary  supply  consisting  of  a 
dozen  wells  located  on  the  bank  of  the  Sugar  River.  Analysis  shows  that 
whereas  this  water  is  reasonably  pure  organically,  any  draught  exerted  on  this 
supply  results  in  an  influx  of  iron,  the  latter  settling  out  in  the  mains  as  a  very 
objectionable  although  hygienically  harmless  sediment.  On  this  account,  and 
as  this  phenomenon  is  liable  to  continue  indefinitely,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  supply 
represented  by  these  wells  can  ever  be  utilized  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

It  is  recommended : 

1.  That  the  two  lower  reservoirs  be  cleaned. 

2.  That  the  privy  referred  to  be  removed. 

3.  That  the  highwaj^  adjacent  to  the  middle  reservoir  be  so  drained  as  to  divert 
surface  wash  therefrom. 

4.  That  the  town's  property  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  main  reservoir  be  fenced 
so  as  to  exclude  the  entrance  of  cattle  from  the  highway. 

5.  That  the  pasture  above  the  middle  reservoir  be  acquired  by  the  town.  The 
remedy  suggested  of  piping  the  flow  from  the  upper  to  the  middle  reservoir  as 
being  possibly  cheaper  than  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  laud,  does  not  seem 
wholly  adequate  in  that  the  contaminated  drainage  from  the  pastured  watershed 
would  continue  to  enter  the  latter  reservoir,  and  moreover  the  total  volume  of 
the  present  supply  would  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  such  drainage  thus  lost.

HAMPTON  BEACH  IMPROVEMENTS. 


During  the  past  few  years  the  sanitary  conditions]at  Hampton  Beach 
have  been  exceedingly  bad,  and  have  been  watched  with  great  apprehen- 
sion, without  having  the  power  to  remedy  the  existing  evils.  Numerous 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  traced  directly  to  that  noted  resort  in 
the  i)ast,  having  been  re})orted  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  by  the  attend- 
ing physicians. 

A  series  of  shallow  wells,  many  of  them  driven  but  a  few  feet  into  the 
sand,  in  close  proximity  to  outhouses,  cesspools,  etc.,  have  been  the  sources 
of  many  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

Several  years  ago  a  charter  was  obtained  for  a  water  su23})ly,  but  the 
system  was  not  constructed,  ready  for  use,  until  1907.  This  system,  ope- 
rated by  the  Hampton  Water  Company,  extends  to  practically  all  parts 
of  the  beach,  and  is,  therefore,  available  to  the  residents  of  that  locaUty, 
and  there  is  no  occasion  for  further  resort  to  polluted  wells.  Mention  of 
this  system  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  made  of  the  constructing  engineer  for  some 
particulars,  the  following  information  was  given :

Dear  Sir:  Your  favor  of  April  20,  relative  to  Hampton  Beach,  received.  No 
further  steps  have  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  sewer  system  of  which  I  wrote. 
If  the  matter  comes  to  our  office,  I  will  promptly  communicate  with  you. 

In  regard  to  the  water  works  system  at  Hampton  Beach,  which  was  designed 
by  me  and  put  in  under  my  supervision  and  inspection,  I  may  say  that  no  formal 
report  has  ever  been  requested  by  the  board  of  directors,  but,  of  course,  I  have 
all  the  information  at  this  office. 

In  general,  I  may  say  that  the  system  consists  of  a  group  of  2%"  driven  wells 
located  at  the  so-called  Gills  Springs,  a  pumping  station  in  which  is  installed  a 
Deane  triplex  pump  operated  by  a  Wagner  motor,  with  a  Deming  vertical  tri- 
plex pump  operated  by  a  gasoline  engine  as  auxiliary,  a  6"  forcemain  running  to 
the  highway,  where  it  is  enlarged  to  an  8"  forcemain,  which  extends  along  the 
north  shore,  behind  Great  Boars  Head,  and  around  Hampton  Beach  proper  to  a 
point  just  beyond  the  Casino,  from  which  a  6"  line  is  continued  to  the  last  house. 
On  Great  Boars  Head  is  located  a  15'  x  90'  flanged  steel  standpipe,  constructed 
by  the  Hodge  Boiler  Works,  East  Boston,  Mass.  The  system  also  has  some  sliort 
4"  and  2"  distribution  piping,  and  there  are  at  present  18  Ludlow  fire  hydrants 
connected  with  the  mains.  The  company  is  putting  in  some  extensions  this 
spring  on  the  cross  streets  and  back  streets  at  the  main  beach,  and  a  few  addi- 
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tioual  liydrauts.     A  fire  precinct  was  organized  at  the  beach  last  year,  and  some 
fire  equipment  purchased. 

It  is  contemplated  some  time  in  the  future  to  construct  the  main  system  for 
Hampton  and  North  Hampton,  when  a  larger  supply  will  probably  be  located  at 
Marston's  Springs.  The  present  supply  at  Gills  Springs  is  considered  tempo- 
rary, but  in  my  opinion  will  meet  all  of  the  demands  of  the  beach  system  for 
several  years  to  come.  With  the  standpipe  full,  there  is  a  pressure  of  approxi- 
mately 55  pounds  per  square  inch  in  front  of  the  Casino.  There  are  in  all  about 
33^^  miles  of  piping  in  the  present  system. 

Should  you  desire  information  jnore  in  detail,  I  will  try  to  fm-nish  it.

THE    SEWER    QUESTION. 

The  following  correspondence  will  give  quite  a  clear  idea  of  the  succes- 
sive steps  taken  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  sewers  at  Hampton 
Beach,  together  with  certain  other  improvements  at  that  place :

Dear  Sir:  As  a  member  of  the  local  board  of  health,  I  have  had  some  corre- 
spondence with  you  in  the  past  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  things  at  Hampton 
Beach.  Since  I  last  wrote  you,  a  system  of  water  works  has  been  installed,  and 
the  resultant  conditions,  as  we  are  without  a  sewerage  system,  are  much  aggra- 
vated. We  are  up  against  it  good  and  hard.  There  are  quite  extensive  clam- 
flats  in  the  way  of  the  natural  drainage  of  this  area,  and  the  citizens  of  the  town 
strenuously  object  to  our  allowing  sewage  to  empty  upon  them.  On  the  other 
hand,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  beach  people,  that  is  the  most  feasible  way 
of  disposing  of  the  troublesome  question. 

Mr.  Ross,  another  member  of  the  board,  who  is  also  a  civil  engineer,  has  pre- 
pared a  plan  of  the  beach,  and  we  have  ascertained  the  number  of  cesspools, 
out-  and  in-door  privies  and  vaults,  and  the  grade  from  the  beach  to  the  river, 
the  acreage  of  the  flats,  the  number  of  the  houses,  and  an  approximate  number 
of  the  people  at  the  beach  in  the  summer  season,  with  a  view  to  the  sanitary 
conditions  at  present  and  as  they  must  be  after  the  majority  of  the  people  take 
the  town  water  the  coming  season. 

Mr.  Ross  and  I  will  go  to  Concord  on  Wednesday,  the  20th,  to  lay  the  matter 
before  you,  for  your  advice.     Should  you  not  be  able  to  see  us,  please  telephone 
me  at  my  expense  tomorrow.     I  have  a  telephone  in  the  house.

A  letter  somewhat  similar  to  the  above  was  received  from  Dr.  S.  M. 
Ward,  a  member  of  the  Hampton  Board  of  Health,  in  which  he  urged 
the  im])ortance  of  immediate  action  to  impi'ove  conditions  at  Hampton 
Beach. 
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Inasmuch  as  the  question  of  the  water  supply  from  .certain  wells  was 
under  consideration,  the  board  deemed  it  advisable  to  send  Mr.  C.  D. 
Howard,  chemist  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene,  to  make  a  personal  inspec- 
tion of  the  locality.     His  re])ort  was  as  follows : 

STATE  LABORATORY  OF  HYGIENE.

Dr.  Irving  A.  Watson,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir:  An  examination  of  the  sanitary  conditions  at  Hampton  Beach  was 
made  by  me  June  3,  in  cooperation  with  Messrs.  Garland  and  Ross  of  the  local 
board  of  health. 

As  you  know,  since  the  extensive  trolley  service  became  available  a  few  years 
ago,  not  only  has  the  number  of  cottage  dwellers  very  materially  increased,  but 
this  beach  has  become  of  late  a  popular  resort  for  the  excursionist.  During  the 
height  of  the  season,  it  is  nothing  unusual  for  the  beach  to  be  almost  daily 
thronged  by  the  people  who  come  to  this  place  from  the  cities  of  eastern  Massa- 
chusetts for  a  day  or  a  week's  outing. 

Hampton  has  become  a  case  of  a  country  town  with  a  city  proposition  on  its 
hands.  That  the  conditions  at  present  there  existing  should  be  tolerated  in  any 
civilized  community  seems  almost  inconceivable.  While  it  is  true  that  there 
may  be  localized  spots  of  similar  character  at  almost  any  of  the  sliore  resorts, 
yet  the  very  extensive  nature  of  these  conditions  throughout  the  sandy  portions 
of  this  beach  makes  it  seem  nothing  short  of  marvelous  that  a  serious  epidemic 
has  not  already  occurred. 

The  northern  and  older-portion  of  the  beach  is  rocky  and  the  overlying  soil  is 
close  and  heav}-  and  readily  grows  a  compact  sod.  Cottages,  practically  all  of 
which  abut  on  the  shore  front,  are  set  comiDaratively  far  apart.  Most  of  these 
cottages  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  system  recently  installed  by  the  Hamp- 
ton Water  Company — water  which  has  been  found  to  be  of  good  quality.  Con- 
ditions here  are  as  a  whole  above  reproach. 

The  southern  portion  of  the  beach  consists  of  drifting  sand  that  extends  from 
the  water's  edge  to  the  Hampton  River,  which  empties  at  a  point  below  and 
flows  from  a  northwesterly  direction.  This  peninsula  is  said  to  be  underlaid  by 
a  current  of  salt  water  that  rises  and  falls  with  the  tides,  and  is  overtopped 
(within  tlu-ee  feet  of  the  surface)  by  a  shallow  stratum  of  fresh  water.  On 
account  of  the  fluidity  of  the  bottom  and  the  pressure  of  the  salt  water  layer, 
the  construction  of  tight  cesspools  is  represented  as  being  impracticable. 

We  have  in  this  newly-congested  section  a  condition  liable  to  as  suddenly  arise 
anywhere  under  similar  favoring  circumstances.  On  this  portion,  within  an 
area  of  less  than  3,000  feet  long,  and  from  100  to  600  feet  wide,  it  is  estimated 
that  there  are  now  106  cottages,  exclusive  of  the  railway  property,  which  includes 
a  hotel  and  a  number  of  tenements,  in  addition  to  the  extensive  Casino,  or  amuse- 
ment building.  In  all  there  are  four  or  five  hotels  and  175  tenements,  not  count- 
ing a  number  now  building.  Many  of  tliese  have  been  but  recently  constructed, 
are  set  closely  together,  and  a  large  portion  of  them  are  located  in  the  rear  of 
the  shore  front,  though  with  the  obvious  general  tendency  to  squeeze  as  closely 
to  the  beach  as  possible. 
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Most  of  these  houses  were  found  to  be  provided  with  wells,  consisting  of  iron 
pipe  sunken  a  few  feet  in  the  sand.  Every  cottage  has  also  either  its  open  earth 
closet,  or  its  cesspool.  As  there  is  a  tendency  for  the  latter  to  fill  up  quickly, 
some  of  the  cottages  are  known  to  have  two  or  even  three  of  these  conveniences; 
cases  are  also  known  where  a  cottager,  having  exhausted  his  own  area,  has 
extended  his  sewage  disposal  system  into  the  neighboring  vacant  lot,  with  the 
result  that  cottages  have  sometimes  actually  been  built  over  "dead"  cess- 
pools. 

These  cesspools  are  nothing  but  shallow  sinks  excavated  in  the  sand.  Com- 
monly they  are  covered  with  planking  and  then  by  sand,  so  that  their  exact 
location  is  sometimes  rather  difficult  to  determine.  Verj"  few,  if  any,  of  the  clos- 
ets are  constructed  with  tight  vaults.  It  is  repi'esented  that  the  slops  deposited 
in  both  forms  of  receptacles  not  uncommonly  cause  these  to  overflow  and  their 
contents  to  spread  out  over  the  surface  of  the  sand  for  considerable  areas.  To 
give  you  an  idea  of  how  intimately  the  wells  and  the  cesspools  are  associated,  I 
may  state  that  in  one  area  of  less  than  100  feet  square,  seven  wells  were  found 
to  be  accompanied  by  seven  cesspools.  In  another  even  smaller  area,  flanked  on 
all  sides  by  the  back  entrances  of  cottages,  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  no 
less  than  15  cesspools  and  privies,  while  the  pipes  of  wells  could  be  seen  extend- 
ing above  the  surface  in  close  proximity  to  these  receptacles.  It  is  nothing 
unusual  to  find  a  well  drilled  in  these  shifting  sands  within  10  feet  of  a  sewage 
deposit.  Evidence  was  observed  in  one  case  of  a  sewage  inundation  that  had 
actually  come  up  around  the  pipe  leading  from  a  well. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  matters  were  in  a  quiescent  condition,  as  a  result  of 
the  long  rest,  and  little  or  no  odor  was  noticeable.  Of  cours3  the  character  of 
the  water  of  many  of  these  wells  can  be  notliing  less  than  filtered  sewage.  It  is 
represented  that  the  regular  dwellers  appreciate  this  and  are  careful  not  to  drink 
the  water.  But  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  among  the  large  transient  pop- 
ulation— frequenters  of  the  beach  for  a  few  days  at  a  time  only — there  must  be 
many  ignorant  or  careless  enough  to  use  this  water  for  that  purpose,  and  there 
is  nothing  to  restrain  this  class  from  so  doing.  In  my  opinion  the  use  of  water 
from  most  of  tliese  wells  should  be  absolutely  prohibited,  and  I  believe  that  this 
is  a  case,  if  ever,  where  the  State  Board  of  Health  would  be  amply  justified  in 
asserting  its  authority  under  the  statute  in  this  connection. 

Recently  the  Casino  has  constructed  a  sewer  (open  much  of  the  way)  empty- 
ing into  a  small  brook  that  discharges  into  the  river  at  a  point  west  from  the 
beach  and  possibly  a  mile  from  where  the  said  river  flows  into  the  ocean.  It  is 
understood  that  it  is  the  expectation  in  some  quarters  that  cottagers  will  resort 
to  the  same  means  and  that  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal  will  ultimately  be 
solved  in  this  way.  It  is  evident,  however,  that  this  will  not  afford  a  wholly 
adequate  or  generally  satisfactory  remedy.  The  sand  flats  bordering  the  creek, 
through  which  the  sewers  would  be  constructed,  are  populated  by  myriads  of 
the  flies  common  to  the  beaches.  These,  of  course,  afford  a  ready  means  of  com- 
munication between  any  exposed  infectious  matter  and  the  victim. 

Another  serious  objection  to  this  proposition  is  that  the  small  brook  now  car- 
rying the  sewage  of  the  Casino  empties  directly  into* the  middle  of  an  extensive 
and  valuable  clam  bed.  This  spells  ruin  to  a  product  locally  famous  and  amount- 
ing, it  is  estimated,  to  as  much  as  fifty  bushels  per  day  during  the  season. 

In  conclusion,  I  believe  that  the  plan  of  the  board  of  health  to  build  a  sewer 
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for  a  distance  of  several  Imndred  feet  out  iuto  the  ocean  will,  in  the  light  of  suc- 
cessful experience  under  similar  conditions  elsewhere,  prove  the  best  and  ulti- 
mately the  most  economical  solution  of  this  problem.  Unless  the  town  of  Hamp- 
ton is  willing  to  lose  the  one  great  thing  for  which  it  is  now  famous — its  beach 
business,  prompt  action  to  remedy  the  present  unsatisfactory  conditions  is 
imperative.

At  a  consultation,  held  between  the  local  board  of  health  of  Hampton 
and  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  subject  of  sewer  construction  was 
gone  over  quite  exhaustively.  It  was  reported  that  certain  private  par- 
ties had  made  a  move  to  construct  a  server;  that  the  discharge  would 
reach  Hampton  River  and  also  the  extensive  clam  flats  of  the  town. 
The  board  was  advised  to  serve  a  notice  promptly  on  these  parties  to 
discontinue  any  attempt  in  this  direction,  as  it  would  not  be  tolerated. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  only  proper  method  of  sewering  the  local- 
ity would  be  to  enter  the  ocean  with  a  sewer  at  a  suitable  place  below  low 
tide.  The  question  as  to  whether  or  not  sewage  would  not  find  its  way 
back  upon  the  beach,  to  the  detriment  of  the  bathing  interests,  was  raised, 
and,  therefore,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  ascertain  the  experience  of 
some  other  locality,  especially  of  Old  Orchard  Beach,  that  has  sewered 
into  the  ocean.  Information  upon  this  point  was  obtained  from  Mr.  0.  E. 
Jordan,  C.  E.,  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  construction  of  the  sewer  at 
Old  Orchard  Beach,  as  follows :

My  dear  Doctor  :  In  regard  to  the  sewer  at  Old  Orchard,  it  was  laid  in  1884. 
It  is  a  six-inch  cast  iron  water  pipe  in  twelve-foot  lengths,  weighing  tliirty 
pounds  to  the  foot.  Three  hundred  feet  was  put  together  with  lead  joints, 
firmly  calked  and  laid  on  a  board  from  low  water  to  high  water  when  the  tide 
was  out.  A  spiggot  was  put  in  both  ends,  shutting  out  the  water,  and  when 
the  tide  was  high  a  tug  was  hitched  on  the  buoy  and  rope  that  had  been  left  to 
mark  the  outer  end  of  the  pipe,  and  hauled  the  pipe  out  to  sea  until  the  upper 
end  reached  low  water  mark,  and  then  additional  pipe  was  laid  from  the  low 
water  mark  end  to  high  water,  and  ended  in  a  manhole  with  a  screen  on  the 
outlet  to  prevent  solid  substances  from  getting  into  the  pipe. 

It  was  an  easy  matter  to  sink  the  pipe  under  the  sand  by  undermining  it. 
The  spiggot  was  easily  removed  from  the  outlet  end,  which  is  about  six  and  one 
half  feet  under  water  at  low  tide  and  fifteen  and  one  half  feet  at  high  tide.  I 
have  put  in  such  a  pipe  for  quite  a  number  of  parties,  and  there  would  be  no 
difficulty  in  hauling  out  a  much  larger  pipe  and  sinking  it  under  the  beach. 

As  a  precaution  against  the  appearance  of  beach  pollution,  I  have  required 
houseliolders  to  have  on  their  land  a  water-tight  vault  with  a  trapped  overflow, 
through  which  the  liquid  wastes  only  go  into  the  sewer,  and  in  some  places  I 
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have  built  one  large  catch-basixi  through  which  nothing  but  screened  sewage 
gets  into  tlie  ocean. 

At  Old  Orchard  and  other  places  the  sewage  has  never  been  detected.  For  a 
place  of  ordinary  size,  with  the  screened  sewage  delivered  two  or  three  hundred 
feet  below  low  tide,  it  will  never  be  detected.  At  most  places  bathing  takes 
place  either  at  half  and  mostly  at  or  near  high  tide,  and  the  wave  action  and 
dilution  are  so  great  that  the  sewage  effects  are  obscured.

In  response  to  a  transmitted  copy  of  the  above  letter  to  the  board  of 
health  of  Hampton,  the  following  letter  was  received : 

Hampton,  N.  H.,  June  2,  1908. 
Br.  Irnng  A.  Watsov,  Concord,  N.  H. 

Dear  Sir:  Your  communication  received  and  contents  noted.  We  were 
much  pleased  to  hear  from  you.  We  have  called  a  special  town  meeting  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a  system  of  sewers  at  the  beach,  and  your  advice 
will  enable  us  to  answer  some  questions  that  are  sure  to  come  up  before  the 
meeting.  We  hope  the  town  will  see  fit  to  establish  a  system,  for  it  is  of  vital 
importance,  not  only  to  the  beach,  but  to  the  town  itself,  that  our  beach  be  kept 
in  a  clean  and  sanitary^  condition.  It  will  relieve  the  local  board  of  great  respon- 
sibility, should  the  town  do  so,  for  the  existing  arrangements  are  alarming  and 
are  continually  growing  worse.  As  a  board,  we  believe  a  sewer  is  the  only  solu- 
tion of  the  difficulty,  and  that  we  must  have  one. 

We  have  notified  the  parties  using  the  existing  sewers  that  empty  on  to  the 
clam  flats,  that  they  must  discontinue  the  use  of  the  same.  We  shall  feel  com- 
pelled to  enforce  that  order  strictly  should  the  town  vote  down  the  sewer,  as  it 
is  the  sentiment  of  the  town,  as  we  are  able  to  gather  it,  that  sewage  should 
not  be  allowed  to  flow  over  the  flats.  Should  we  have  to  do  this,  we  shall  be  in 
hot  water  at  once,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  aggrieved  parties  will  appeal  to  the 
State  Board  for  redress. 

We  take  the  position  that  it  is  our  duty  to  improve  the  sanitation,  and  at  once, 
as  an  epidemic  may  start  at  any  time  and  work  great  hardship  to  all  concerned. 
Should  such  epidemic  occur,  it  would  be  a  death  blow  to  the  beach,  and  we  feel 
that  we  are  justified  and  in  duty  bound  to  take  some  decided  precautionary 
measures. 

We  are  under  great  obligations  to  yo\i  for  your  kindly  and  cheerful  assistance, 
and  should  esteem  it  a  great  favor  if  you  could  add  anything  more  that  would 
assist  us  in  oar  meeting  the  coming  Saturday. 

Thanking  you  for  the  courtesy  shown  iis  by  securing  the  information  relative 
to  the  Old  Orchard  sewer,  we  are.

The  following  acknowledgment  was  made  to  the  above  communica- 
tion, and  rejiresents  the  exact  attitude  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  with 
respect  to  the  question  under  consideration : 

THE   STATE   BOARD   OF   HEALTH.

Mr.  G.  E.  Garland,  Secretari/  Board  of  Health,  Hampton,  vV.  H. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  hasten  to  acknowledge  your  favor  of  June  2  and  to  state  that  1 
am  pleased  to  know  that  you  are  to  have  a  town  meeting  to  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  install  a  sewer  system  at  Hampton  Beach. 

I  trust  that  there  will  be  no  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  the  town  to  take  such 
action  as  will  ensure  the  construction  of  suitable  sewers  for  that  locality.  There 
is  no  other  public  resort  place  m  New  Hampshire  of  equal  size  where  the  sani- 
tary conditions  have  been  so  unsatisfactory  for  several  years  past  as  at  Hampton 
Beach. 

This  condition  has  been  recognized  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  has  been 
quietly  watched  with  a  great  deal  of  apprehension  while  awaiting  the  time  when 
a  public  water  supply  might  be  forthcoming,  as  that  was  the  first  requisite  to 
the  improvement  of  conditions  there.  There  appeared  to  be  no  way  to  remedy 
the  situation  in  any  marked  degree  until  a  satisfactory  water  supply  had  been 
obtained.  That  time  has  now  arrived,  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  no 
longer  delay  in  insisting  upon  certain  further  improvements.  Serious  results 
have  already  occurred,  to  the  knowledge  of  this  board,  but  they  have  not  been 
made  public,  out  of  consideration  for  the  economic  interests  of  the  town. 

The  next  thing  to  be  accomplished  is  the  proper  disposal  of  sewage.  The  filthy 
cesspools,  which  are  a  constant  menace  to  health,  must  be  done  away  with.  The 
numerous  polluted  wells  must  be  permanently  closed.  All  sewage  must  be  taken 
care  of  in  a  manner  so  as  not  to  create  a  nuisance  nor  to  endanger  the  public 
health. 

With  respect  to  the  disposal  of  sewage,  there  seems  to  my  mind  to  be  but  one 
proper  method,  and  that  is  to  conduct  it  out  to  sea  in  the  manner  which  I  have 
already  indicated  in  a  former  letter  to  you.  If  the  sewage  is  allowed  to  run  in 
any  other  direction  and  be  ultimately  distributed  upon  the  clam  flats,  action 
will  certainly  be  taken  to  prohibit  the  digging  of  sewage-fed  clams.  This  may 
be  accepted  as  conclusive.  If  the  clam  flats  are  to  be  utilized  as  heretofore,  sew- 
age must  not  be  deposited  upon  them. 

Hampton  Beach  is  now  a  summer  resort  where  thousands  of  persons  go  annu- 
ally, and  it  would  seem  that,  if  the  subject  were  taken  into  careful  considera- 
tion by  your  voters,  they  should  understand  that  the  economic  interests  of  the 
town  demand  all  that  we  have  suggested,  and  that  at  the  forthcoming  meeting 
the  necessary  action  would  be  taken  without  serious  opposition  to  put  such 
measures  into  effect  without  delay.

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AN    APPROPRIATION    MADE. 

The  result  of  the  town  meeting  called  for  the  consideration  of  the  ques- 
tion of  constructing  a  sewer,  was  reported  to  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
as  follows : 

Ha^^ipton,  N.  H.,  June  15,  1908. 
Dr.  Irving  A.  Watson,  Concord,  N.  H. 

Dear  Sir  :  In  reply  to  yours  of  recent  date,  I  would  say  that  in  our  town 
meeting  we  voted  to  adopt  Chap.  79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  also  authorized 
the  selectmen  to  hire  the  necessary  amount  of  money  to  construct  the  sewer, 
estimated  to  cost  about  $10,000.     The  vote  was  93  to  18. 

The  need  of  the  sewer  was  acknowledged  by  all,  the  only  question  being  how 
the  cost  of  construction  should  be  assessed.  The  matter  was  left  with  the  select- 
men, with  the  understanding  that  the  cost  should  be  paid  by  tlie  parties  bene- 
fited. That  seemed  to  be  satisfactory  to  all  concerned,  as  the  people  at  the  beach 
want  the  sewer  and  are  willing  to  pay  for  it. 

The  part  of  the  beach  proposed  to  sewer  at  the  present  time,  is  tlie  lower  end, 
or  the  most  congested  part.  We  hope,  eventually,  to  take  in  the  whole  beach ; 
but  the  upper  end  at  present  is  not  a  source  of  trouble,  and,  we  think,  can  safely 
wait  another  year,  when  we  hope  that  the  benefit  from  the  sewer  at  the  lower 
end  will  be  so  evident  that  the  town  will  not  hesitate  to  include  that  by  exten- 
sion.

The  work  of  constructing  the  sewer  was  commenced  promptly,  but  its 
extension  was  slow,  owing  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  ditch  had  to  be 
curbed  on  account  of  quicksands.  The  work  has,  however,  progressed  as 
rapidly  as  could  be  expected  under  the  circumstances.  As  this  report 
goes  to  press,  the  board  of  health  of  Hampton  reports  as  follows  :

Dear  Sir:  The  sewer  pipe,  with  the  aid  of  two  tugs,  has  been  laid  into  the 
ocean,  and  the  land  work  completed,  with  the  exception  of  about  three  hundred 
feet,  and  the  necessary  connections  to  the  abutters'  line.  It  is  loo  late  to  be  of 
much  use  this  season,  but  all  connections  can  be  made  and  it  put  in  operation 
before  anotlier  season  opens.  It  will  not  come  any  too  soon,  either,  for  cesspools 
were  overflowing  in  all  directions  this  summer,  though  the  people  did  the  best 
they  could  to  take  care  of  them.  We  chained  and  padlocked  all  the  wells  that 
were  condemned,  where  the  owners  did  not  close  them  after  sufficient  notice 
was  given  them.  The  people  have  found  that  we  mean  business,  and  we  have 
no  trouble.

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Quite  an  extensive  examination  of  the  water  of  the  various  wells  in 
that  locality  has  been  made  at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene,  and  a 
number  of  them  have  been  found  to  be  contaminated  to  an  extent  that 
renders  them  wholly  unfit  for  domestic  purposes.  These  wells,  as  ^vill  be 
seen  by  the  report  of  the  Hampton  Board  of  Health,  tave  been  perma- 
nently closed,  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  of  the  extensive  sanitary  improvements  which 
have  been  brought  about  at  Hampton  Beach  in  a  large  measure  by  the  effi- 
cient action  of  its  own  board  of  health,  in  cooperation  with  such  advice 
and  aid  as  could  be  rendered  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.

PROTECTION  OF  SUNAPEE  EAKE. 


A  few  years  ago  the  State  Board  of  Health,  upon  legal  petition,  pro- 
mulgated rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  purity  of  the 
waters  of  Sunapee  Lake.  The  problem  of  excluding  all  sewage  from  the 
lake  was  a  large  one,  in  some  instances  exceeding  difficult,  therefore  the 
work  has  been  of  a  slow  but  progressive  character.  All  sewage  from 
summer  cottages,  boarding-houses,  steamboats,  etc.,  was  long  ago  excluded  ; 
but  there  have  remained  some  cottages  at  which  conditions  in  violation  of 
the  regulation  have  been  found. 

In  conserving  the  interests  of  the  locality,  the  Lake  Sunapee  Protective 
Corporation  has  been  an  important  factor.  This  is  an  organization  com- 
posed chiefly  of  summer  residents  who  recognize  the  value  of  maintaining 
proper  sanitary  conditions,  as  well  as  other  attractive  features  in  connec- 
tion with  the  lake  as  a  famoius  summer  resort. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  above  named  corporation,  held  early  in  the  season 
of  1908,  a  sanitary  inspector  was  chosen  and  money  subscribed  to  ensure 
his  constant  employment  during  the  season.  For  this  office,  Mr.  A.  D. 
Felch  of  Sunapee,  who  has  long  been  an  active  member  of  the  Sunapee 
board  of  health,  was  selected.  In  his  work  he  has  received  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as  he  has  heretofore  as  the  executive 
officer  of  the  local  board  of  health. 

In  his  capacity  as  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  Felch  secured  the  cooperation 
of  the  local  boards  of  health  of  Ncav  London  and  Newbury,  so  that  the 
work  has  been  carried  on  systematically  and  harmoniously.  We  take 
pleasure  in  inserting  herewith  Mr.  Felch's  report  to  the  Lake  Sunapee 
Protective  Corporation  at  the  close  of  the  season  of  1908  : 

Gentlemen:  It  is  a  pleasure  to  me,  as  well  as  au  honor,  to  represent  our  beau- 
tiful Lake  Suuapee  as  sanitary  inspector  for  such  a  representative  body  of  men 
as  compose  the  Lake  Sunapee  Protective  Corporation,  and  in  this  work  it  has 
been  my  aim  so  to  regulate  the  many  sanitary  violations  that  no  party  could 
complain  of  unfairness,  and  that  your  corporation  would  have  no  regrets  for 
having  trusted  this  work  to  me. 

The  outgrowth  of  your  meeting  last  September  at  Soo  Nipi  Lodge  was  the 
investigation  of  the  lake  shore  by  a  state  inspector,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Palmer  of 
Concord,  accompanied  by  some  member  of  the  boards  of  health  of  Suuapee,  New 
London  and  Newbury,  and  the  appointment  of  your  sanitary  inspector. 

On  the  shores  of  the  lake  and  its  tributaries  60  violations  were  noted  and 
notices  served  to  comply  on  or  before  June  ],  1908.     Forty -five  of  these  were  in 
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Sunapee,  17  in  Newbury  and  none  in  New  London.  To  tliis  number  your  inspec- 
tor has  added  54,  making  a  total  of  114,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  at  this 
date  there  are  less  than  a  dozen  that  have  not  complied,  and  these,  I  have  reason 
to  believe,  will  do  so  at  an  early  date. 

There  have  been  constructed  52  cesspools,  and  the  many  other  corrections 
asked  for  were  such  as  the  removal  or  the  cleaning  out  of  closets  and  cesspools, 
the  changing  of  sinkdrains,  the  cleaning  up  around  cottages,  etc.,  and,  barring 
George's  Mills,  whieli  will  soon  make  improvements,  the  lake  shore  is  well  pro- 
tected. The  Otterville  sawmill  will  be  supplied  with  a  blower  this  fall  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  the  shavings  and  sawdust  out  of  the  river,  a  tributary  to  the 
lake.  At  Twin  Lakes  they  have  constructed  a  cesspool  to  care  for  the  overflow 
of  the  original  cesspool,  so  that  this  sewage  may  not  find  its  way  into  the  lakes. 

To  care  properly  for  tlie  work  begun  it  would  seem  almost  a  necessity  that 
some  way  should  be  provided  for4:he  cleaning  out  of  cesspools  and  the  conveying 
the  contents  back  onto  the  farms,  wliere  it  would  prove  a  benefit,  and  not  to  dip 
it  out  and  leave  it  about  the  cesspools  as  many  have  done  in  the  past,  to  wash 

into  the  lake.     For  this  work  we  have  here  today  a  representative  of  the 

Manufacturing  Company,  Boston,  Mass.,  who  will  explain  the  working  of  the 
Cesspool  Cleaning  Outfit,  whicli  I  believe  would '  prove  a  valuable  out- 
fit to  be  used  about  the  lake,  as  its  use  would  solve  many  hard  problems. 

For  the  better  protection  of  the  lake  I  would  suggest  that  we  consider  the 
advisability  of  asking  the  Woodsum  Steamboat  Company  to  place  rubbish  bar- 
rels on  all  their  principal  wharves,  also  one  on  the  upper  deck  of  the  Armenia 
White,  with  the  health  laws  posted.  Into  these  barrels  should  be  tlu-own  such 
things  as  paper,  picnic  garbage,  boat  and  wharf  sweepings  and  the  contents 
burned  under  the  boilers.  While  it  is  true  that  many  things  which  are  thrown 
into  the  lake  are  not  filthy  and  would  not  in  any  way  contaminate  the  water, 
yet  such  practice  conveys  the  impression  to  the  observer,  to  wliom  we  would 
advertise  our  lake,  of  being  unsanitary  and  that  the  parties  are  careless,  thought- 
less and  indifferent  to  the  best  interests  of  the  lake. 

At  the  lake  station  I  found  the  closet  accommodations  very  inadequate  for  the 
large  crowds  that  the  railroad  often  lands  there,  and  I  have  taken  the  matter  up 
with  the  superintendent  of  the  Concord  and  Claremont  division,  and  have  his 
word  that  next  season's  contemplated  changes  will  include  better  closet  accom- 
modations at  that  place. 

In  my  work  I  have  been  very  cordially  met,  and  to  the  Lake  Sunapee  Protec- 
tive Corporation,  the  Woodsum  Steamboat  Company,  the  hotels  about  the  lake, 
and  to  all  others  with  whom  I  have  had  dealings  I  would  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  their  kindly  cooperation  in  the  work.

The  suggestion  which  Mr.  Felch  made  in  the  above  report,  that  rubbish 
barrels  be  placed  upon  the  principal  Avharves,  etc.,  was  promptly  inaugu- 
rated about  the  time  that  his  report  was  made.  Upon  each  of  these 
receptacles  is  pasted  a  large  placard,  reading  as  follows : 
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NOTICE. 

The  Throwing  of  Waste  Matter  of  Any  Kind  into  the  Lake  is 

Prohibited. 

Put  All  Refuse  into  this  Barrel. 

Per  Order,  Board  of  Health. 

The  foregoing  is  given  for  the  piu-pose  of  showing,  not  only  that  good 
sanitary  supervision  is  afforded  Lake  Sunapee,  but  also  what  may  be  ac- 
complished by  a  voluntary  protective  association. 


TYPHOID  FEVER  AT  LISBON,  N.  H. 


During  the  month  of  March,  1908,  tjphoid  fever  made  its  appearance 
in  the  village  of  Lisbon,  in  a  few  scattered  cases.  The  cause  of  the  dis- 
ease was  not  at  first  apparent,  and  it  was,  therefore,  thought  advisable  to 
make  an  investigation  to  learn  its  source.  To  that  end,  the  State  Board 
of  Health  requested  Dr.  H.  N.  Kingsfoi'd,  Bacteriologist,  to  visit  the  local- 
ity for  the  purpose  of  solving  the  problem,  which  he  appears  to  have  done 
successfully. 

At  the  time  of  Dr.  Kingsford's  visit  there  were  twelve  positive  cases 
and  four  of  a  suspicious  character,  all  of  which  were  located  somewhat 
widely  apart.     His  report  is  given  herewith  : 

LABORATORY  OF  HYGIENE. 

Hanover,  N.  H.,  March  16,  1908. 
I.  A.  Watson,  M.  D.,  Concord,  N.  H.: 

Dear  Doctor:  I  went  to  Lisbon  as  requested  on  March  7  and  returned  Mon- 
day, March  9,  and  found  the  following  condition: 

Water  Supply:  The  water  supply  is  from  Pearl  Lake  or  Mink  Pond.  This 
pond  is  in  the  hills  about  four  miles  east  of  the  postoffice.  The  pond  is  supplied 
by  two  brooks  which  come  from  the  higher  hills  to  the  east  of  the  jxtud ;  there  is 
no  one  living  on  these  brooks.  Last  summer  and  fall  there  were  two  camps  way 
up  toward  the  head  of  these  brooks,  but  they  were  quite  a  distance  from  the 
brook;  there  was  no  sickness  iu  the  camps.  In  my  opinion  the  drainage  would 
not  get  into  either  of  the  brooks  had  the  men  been  sick. 

The  brooks  run  into  the  pond  through  woods  and  over  rocks,  and  empty  at  the 
east  end.  Around  the  pond  there  are  a  few  summer  houses,  and  over  on  the 
Landaff  side  there  are  a  few  farms  whose  drainage  could  get  into  the  pond. 
There  has  been  no  typhoid  fever  in  any  of  these  houses  for  years. 

The  pond  covers  quite  a  large  area,  is  very  deep  in  places,  and  there  are  numer- 
ous springs  around  the  edges  and  in  the  deeper  portions. 

A  brook  runs  from  the  pond  along  side  the  main  road  over  stones  and  with  con- 
siderable fall  for  about  one  mile,  where  there  is  a  dam,  wliich  holds  back  about 
one  million  gallons  of  water,  and  liere  in  this  reservoir  is  the  intake  for  the  Lisbon 
water.  On  each  side  of  the  brook  is  a  higli  bank,  and  on  the  north  side  runs 
the  road,  and  above  the  road  are  two  houses  which  draiu  into  the  brook.  These 
houses  are  quite  a  distance  from  the  road,  but  the  drainage  gets  into  the  brook. 
The  drainage  from  tlie  road  runs  directly  into  the  brook.  There  is  a  good  cliance 
to  run  a  ditch  along  this  road,  wliich  would  take  all  the  road  water  and  also  all 
the  drainage  from  the  buildings  on  the  side  of  the  hill.     Tliey  have  attempted  to 
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ditch  it  but  the  ditch  is  not  nearly  deep  enough  to  do  the  work.  There  has  not 
been  any  sickness  in  any  of  the  houses  along  this  road.  I  told  Mr.  Chamberliu, 
one  of  the  water  commissioners  who  was  with  me,  how  the  ditch  should  be  dug. 
From  the  intake  the  water  runs  in  pipes  into  the  town.  They  have  some  trouble 
with  color  in  the  water;  this  could  be  corrected  if  the  ditch  were  attended  to. 
The  water  supply  is  all  right. 

Sewerage:  Practically  all  the  houses  in  the  town  are  connected  with  sewers, 
and  most  of  them  empty  into  a  main  sewer,  which  empties  into  a  canal  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  power  house.  The  outlet  of  this  sewer  is  supposed  by  most  of 
the  people  in  town  to  be  into  the  canal  at  the  bridge,  but  the  pipe  runs  into  the 
canal  near  the  bridge,  but  the  outlet  is  under  tlie  floor  of  the  power  house. 

There  are  tlu-ee  small  sewers  from  the  Parker  Building  Drug  Store  and  Masonic 
Block  which  empty  into  the  canal  and  above  the  power  house. 

Oysters:  There  are  six  different  men  v,'ho  supply  oysters  to  the  town,  and  they 
buy  them  of  reputable  firms.  I  secured  a  pint  of  each  and  sent  them  to  the  State 
Laboratory  of  Hygiene,  simply  to  see  if  there  were  any  adulteration  or  preserv- 
ative in  them.

In  the  analysis  of  the  milk  I  noted  only  the  four  conditions  mentioned  in  re- 
port. 

During  the  thaw  on  February  18,  1908,  the  ice  in  the  brook  between  the  pond 
and  reservoir  went  out  and  smashed  the  intake  down  so  that  no  water  could  get 
into  the  pipes.  Along  in  the  evening  it  began  to  get  cold,  so  that  the  water  com- 
missioners became  alarmed,  and,  in  order  to  prevent  the  pipes  from  freezing  and 
to  protect  the  town  in  case  of  fire,  they  turned  into  the  pipes  water  from  the 
canal  mentioned  in  this  report.  This  water  was  turned  on  at  5.15  p.  m.,  on 
February  15,  1908,  and  shut  off  again  on  February  19,  at  6.30  a.  m.  The  five 
dead  ends  were  blown  off  about  7  a.  m.,  on  February  19,  and  were  allowed  to 
run  for  about  five  or  ten  minutes  each.  The  canal  water  is  the  river  water, 
which  brings  along  the  sewage  from  Littleton,  Whitefield  and  other  places,  and 
the  canal  water  also  had  the  sewage  from  the  three  blocks  mentioned  in  this 
report.  There  was  a  girl  sick  in  one  of  these  blocks,  whom  the  doctors  now 
think  bad  typhoid  fever ;  however,  there  is  some  question  about  her  being  sick 
before  the  water  was  turned  on.     The  blood  is  positive  now. 

All  the  cases  of  typhoid  have  at  some  time  used  the  town  water  to  drink  since 
the  water  was  turned  in  from  the  canal.  No  new  cases  seem  to  be  coming  along 
now.  The  late  cases  have  all  been  feeling  ill  for  a  number  of  days  but  have  not 
had  to  call  in  a  doctor.  I  do  not  think  it  possible  for  the  canal  water  to  have 
run  out  of  the  pipes  in  the  short  time  they  were  opened  on  February  19. 

In  my  opinion  the  cause  of  the  typhoid  is  this  canal  water. 

Suggestions:  That  the  board  of  health  get  after  milkman  Hanno  and  make 
him  clean  up  his  cows  and  stable  and  fix  up  the  drainage,  for  when  fly  time 
comes  there  may  be  trouble  from  there. 

That  the  board  get  after  tlie  water  people  and  have  them  ditch  the  road  beside 
the  brook. 

That  the  people  boil  the  water  for  a  while. 

That  under  no  circumstances  should  they  turn  into  the  pipes  the  canal  water. 

That  the  board  of  liealth  should  consist  of  three  men  and  not  of  one.  Doctor 
Spear  is  the  only  member  and  he  is  a  good  man  and  has  put  in  considerable  time; 
but  one  man  cannot  attend  to  all  of  the  work.

FOOD,  DRUG  AND  LIOUOR  INSPECTION.

Dr.  Irving  A.   Watson,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  food,  drug  and  liquor  in- 
spection for  the  period  of  23  months  ending  August  31,  1908. 

Since  the  issue  of  the  last  report,  the  work  in  this  connection  has  been 
put  uj)on  a  much  better  basis  through  the  enactment  of  the  Food  and 
Drug  Law  of  1907.  This  law  not  only  materially  strengthens  our  hands 
in  that  it  eliminates  a  former  notorious  means  for  evasion,  but  it  provides 
an  effective  and  much  needed  instrument  for  combatting  the  misbranding 
evil.  The  measure  also  establishes  definite  standards  for  drugs,  settles 
the  past  uncertainty  relative  to  the  status  of  liquors  and  definitely  restricts 
the  use  of  chemical  preservatives  in  foods. 

That  jjortion  of  the  law  relating  to  guaranties  has  served  to  make  it 
popular  with  the  retailer,  and  the  latter  is  fast  coming  to  appreciate  this 
method  of  protection  at  its  full  worth.  The  argument  that  an  article 
which  the  jobber  does  not  care  to  stand  back  of  must  have  something 
wrong  with  it,  is  proving  effective.  On  the  other  hand,  it  sometimes  hap- 
pens that  the  character  of  the  goods  is  improperly  sustained  by  the  guar- 
anty ;  and,  as  relatively  little  manufactured  food  is  prepared  in  New 
Hampshire,  but  is  shipped  in  from  other  states,  this  might  lead  to  an  em- 
barrassing situation. 

With  the  inception  of  the  new  law,  however,  this  laboratory  has  been 
in  a  position  to  deal,  indirectly,  with  the  outside  manufacturer  or  jobber 
through  the  appointment  of  the  writer  as  a  special  United  States  food 
chemist.  Acting  in  this  capacity,  goods  collected  in  this  territory  by  fed- 
eral inspectors  have  been  analyzed,  and  such  service  has  been  responsible 
in  a  number  of  cases  for  directing  the  attention  of  the  federal  officials  to 
offending  manufacturers.  Recently,  our  position  in  this  respect  has  been 
further  strengthened  by  the  conferring  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  of  special  authority  to  collect  samples  and  Ining  suits  in  the 
federal  courts.  It  is  believed  that  with  the  acquiring  of  better  facilities 
for  inspection  this  arrangement  will  ultimately  prove  of  much  value. 

As  in  the  past,  most  of  the  samples,  with  the  exception  of  milk  and 
liquors,  have  been  personally  collected  by  the  chemist  or  his  assistant.    It 
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is  manifest  that  under  such  circumstances  the  store  inspection  is  but  an 
apology  for  Avhat  it  ought  to  be.  The  services  of  at  least  one  regularly 
appointed  inspector  who  shall  give  much  or  all  of  his  time  to  the  work, 
are  urgently  needed. 

Modern  sentiment  is  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  more  cleanly  and  hygi- 
enic conditions  governing  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  food-stuffs.  New 
Hampshire  is  behind  the  times  in  not  having  any  legislation  covering  this 
point.  While  the  consideration  at  the  coming  legislative  session  of  a 
sanitary  food  measure  is  earnestly  recommended,  nevertheless  it  must  not 
be  forgotten  that,  were  si^ch  enacted  into  law,  its  enforcement  without  the 
services  of  an  inspector  would  be  out  of  the  question.  It  may  not  be 
improper  to  remark  here  that  provision  for  such  inspection  service  should 
not  be  the  result  of  the  creation  of  any  new  state  office — as  has  been  sug- 
gested ;  not  only  should  the  appointment  be  controllable  by  this  depart- 
ment and  made  from  a  general  appropriation,  but  it  is  vitally  important 
that  all  appointees  shall  be  specifically  subject  in  all  matters  to  this  de- 
partment's instruction  and  direction. 

It  seems  desirable  in  this  connection  to  refer  to  another  handicap  under 
which  we  are  laboring,  affecting  not  only  the  work  here  reported,  but 
that  of  water  analysis.  Mr.  Wallace  F.  Purrington,  who  has  rendered 
good  service  as  assistant  chemist,  is  about  to  sever  his  connection  with 
this  laboratory  in  order  to  accept  a  more  remunerative  position  elsewhere. 
The  compensation  attached  to  this  position,  however  adequate  by  past 
standards,  is  now  such  as  to  attract  only  newly  graduated  men,  those  who 
have  no  practical  knowledge  whatever  of  the  work  involved,  and  who  are 
only  willing  to  accept  the  position  because  of  the  valuable  experience  that 
it  affords.  This  means  that  the  chemist  is  compelled  to  spend  very  much 
of  his  time  in  connection  with  the  performance  or  oversight  of  ordinary 
routine  analysis,  thus  seriously  detracting  from  the  proper  degree  of  effi- 
ciency of  the  department. 

If  this  work  is  worthy  of  support  at  all — and  it  is  to  be  believed  that 
the  general  public  heartily  so  regards  it,  despite  the  proverbial  belief  in  the 
inappreciation  of  the  latter  relative  to  such  matters — then  it  surely  merits 
a  more  generous  appropriation  than  has  hitherto  been  accorded.  I  am 
informed  that  Michigan  has  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  per  year;  Ohio, 
$55,000,  while  Minnesota  annually  expends  from  $50,000  to  $60,000  in 
enforcement  of  its  food  and  dairy  laws.  Even  on  the  basis  of  assessed 
valuations,  the  sum  expended  by  New  Hampshire  for  the  same  purpose  is 
by  comparison  insignificant.  A  fully  as  interesting  comparison  might  be 
drawn  between  this  and  some  of  our  neighbor  states,  while  to  come  still 
nearer  home,  there  is  the  striking  fact  that  the  health  department  of  one 
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of  our  own  cities  annually  expends  more  than  double  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  all  departments  of  the  work  of  this  laboratory. 

During  August  of  this  year  I  attended  the  convention  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  State  and  National  Food  and  Dairy  Departments,  held  at  Macki- 
nac Island,  Mich.  This  meeting  was  composed  of  delegates  from  the 
various  states  and  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  who 
are  engaged  in  similar  endeavors.  Among  transactions  of  especial  inter- 
est Avere  the  final  adoption  of  standards  for  meats  and  meat  products,  and 
for  liquors  ;  resolutions  condemning  the  use  of  chemical  preservatives  in 
foods ;  opposing  the  bleaching  of  Hour  by  chemicals ;  favoring  the  adop- 
tion of  a  law  requiring  the  dating  of  all  packages  of  food  products,  as 
well  as  a  statement  thereon  of  their  net  weight  or  volume.  A  committee 
was  aj^pointed  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a  uniform  state  food  law,  and 
your  representative  had  the  honor  of  appointment  upon  a  similar  commit- 
tee charged  with  the  drawing  up  of  a  sanitarj^  food  bill  for  submission  to 
the  state  legislatures. 

The  following  is  that  portion  of  President  Ladd's  address  embodying 
the  latter's  arguments  in  favor  of  the  net  weight  and  dating  requirements. 
After  quoting  Commissioner  Slater  of  Minnesota  as  authority  for  the  as- 
sertion that  the  greatest  food  fraud  of  today  is  that  of  short  weight  and 
short  measure.  President  Ladd  says  : 

Unfortunately,  the  wording  of  the  National  Food  Law  has  encouraged  this 
kind  of  fraud.  It  may  almost  be  said  to  have  placed  a  premium  upon  tliis  type 
of  fraud  by  inducing  the  manufacturers  to  prepare  and  place  upon  the  market 
goods  to  be  sold  by  the  package,  rather  than  by  the  pound.  In  90  per  cent  of 
such  cases,  these  special  packages  have  been  prepared  for  no  other  purpose  than 
to  aid  in  continuing  the  perpetration  of  fraud  of  too  long  standing,  but  which 
has  now  been  made  to  take  a,  new  form. 

Raisins  and  currants  are  being  put  up  in  packages  and  sold  as  such,  presumed 
by  the  purchaser  to  contain  one  pound,  when,  in  reality,  the}^  contain  from  11 
to  14  ounces.  Oysters,  put  up  in  cans,  supposed  to  contain,  and  are  sold  for,  one 
quart,  have  been  found  to  contain  actually  one-sixth  of  a  gallon.  Here  the  con- 
sumer purchases,  as  he  supposes,  a  one-quart  can  for  which  he  pays  35  cents;  in 
reality,  he  is  paying  at  the  rate  of  533^  cents,  since  it  requires  six  of  these  quarts 
to  make  a  gallon.  Therefore,  the  profit  to  the  dealer  on  this  short  weight  alone 
is  21  per  cent.  Let  us  take,  for  example,  another  case,  that  of  a  carload  of 
canned  strawberries  shipped  to  Fargo  during  the  past  year,  labeled  "  First  Qual- 
ity— for  family  use."  They  were  in  reality  slops,  since  the  can  contained  but 
2)^'  ounces  of  strawberries,  which  did  not  pass  through  cheese  cloth,  and  19 
ounces  of  water.  Why  should  the  people  pay  freight  on  this  much  of  water 
from  Baltimore  to  Fargo,  and  why  should  they  not  know  the  true  weight  and 
grade? 

I  care  not  what  the  canner  may  assert,  I  charge  that  in  off  years  of  light  crop 
or  of  high  prices  there  are  those  who  slack  fill  their  cans  and  add  more  water ; 
while,  in  years  of  plenty  and  low  prices,  they  fill  their  cans  full  of  food  material. 
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Tliere  are  packers  of  food  products  wlio  change  the  size  of  their  special  can  to 
meet  their  needs.  What  harm  comes  if  they  are  honest  and  there  is  no  fraud 
practised  in  printing  on  tlie  labels  tlie  true  weight  and  grade  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  ?  Wh_y  should  a  man  get  six  quarts  of  whiskey  or  oysters  out  of  a 
gallon  ;  or,  why  should  3)^  ounces  of  spices  be  sold  at  the  same  price  along  be- 
side a  standard  4-ouuce  container;  or,  \%  ounces  of  lemon  extract  in  a  2-ounce 
carton  ;  why  should  the  people  be  short-weighted  and  measured  simply  because, 
as  a  compromise  measure,  the  national  law  permits  of  fraud  to  be  practised  with 
this  class  of  food  products  ?  It  is  said  that  one  of  the  trusts,  most  strongly  op- 
posing this  provision,  originally  in  the  national  food  law  when  before  the  com- 
mittee of  Congress,  have  during  the  past  two  years  removed  but  a  single  count 
from  one  of  their  well-known  packages,  and  that  their  enormous  business  saved 
the  company  $100,000.  Sliould  the  people  not  know  of  this  condition?  When 
lard  is  sold  for  five  pounds  and  the  pail  contains  but  4^^  pounds,  a  fraud  is  com- 
mitted and  intentional  deception  practised.  Every  container  should  not  only 
show  the  true  net  weight,  but  these  should  be  standard  weights  and  measures 
for  all  such  products  generally  sold  by  the  pound,  quart,  gallon,  bushel,  etc. 
Such  cases  as  I  have  mentioned  are  too  common  to  make  it  necessary  for  me  to 
go  deeper  into  details. 

DATE   OF   THE  CAN. 

There  has  been  considerable  discussion  of  late  as  to  whether  package  and 
canned  goods  should  be  made  to  show  the  date  when  they  were  put  up.  I  believe 
that  every  tin  container  and  every  sealed  package  should  be  made  to  show  the 
date  when  the  same  was  put  up,  and,  in  the  case  of  canned  goods,  this  should 
be  indented  in  the  tin  cap  itself.  Such  a  measure  would  protect  the  people 
against  fraud,  not  always  practised  by  the  manufacturer,  but  more  often  by  the 
commission  brokerage  concerns,  who  purchase  and  relabel  goods,  sometimes  five 
years  or  more  in  age,  and  sell  as  fresh  products  under  a  new  brand  and  label, 
A  measure  of  this  kind  would,  instead  of  being  detrimental  to  the  retailer,  ben- 
efit liim  by  insuring  freshness  of  stock  and  prevent  the  loading  up  of  old  stock. 
Fresh  goods  should  command  a  premium  over  stale  goods,  or  old  goods  carried 
over  a  length  of  time  ;  and  the  people  have  the  right  to  know  that  this  is  the 
condition. 

That  there  is  a  great  deal  of  truth  in  this  matter  of  short  weight  and 
measure  must  be  evident  to  any  one  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  investi- 
gate it  for  himself  in  the  case  of  almost  any  of  the  articles  mentioned 
above, — say,  the  "five-pound"  lard  pail,  for  instance.  And  this  practice 
of  giving  short  weights  is  by  no  means  confined  to  the  retail  package. 
The  provision  man,  for  example,  will  complain  that  the  50-pound  box  of 
lamb  chops  that  he  orders  contains  but  45  pounds,  and  that  he  has  to  put 
the  price  up  to  the  consumer  sufficient  to  cover  the  deficiency.  In  other 
words,  the  consumer,  as  usual,  pays  for  the  fi'aud. 

LABELING    OF    BULK    GOODS. 

Another  matter  that  is  demanding  attention  is  that  of  the  label  on  the 
retail  package  of  bulk  goods.     The  law  provides  that  the  label  shall  not

only  tell  the  truth  in  a  general  way,  but  that  in  many  cases  the  latter 
shall  convey  certain  information.  Undoubtedly,  the  intent  of  the  law  is 
that  the  final  purchaser,  i.  e.,  the  consumer,  shall  be  the  recipient  of  this 
information.  Of  what  utility  can  this  section  of  the  law  be  if  it  allows 
the  grocer  to  fill  the  applicant's  order  for  cider  vinegar  from  a  barrel  in 
the  cellar  labeled  as  colored  distilled  vinegar ;  or  the  order  for  molasses 
with  "glucose  and  molasses  compound  "  ;  or  permits  the  provision  dealer  to 
supply  a  telephone  order  for  "  sausage  "  from  a  box  labeled  "  Compound. 
60^  sausage  meat,  20%  cereals,  20%  added  water"?  Of  what  utility  is 
the  label  "  Blended  sugar ;  made  from  maple  and  cane  sugar  "  on  the 
shipping  case  from  which  the  dealer  supplies  the  child's  request  for  "  maple"^ 
sugar " ? 

Thus  far,  obserA^ance  of  the  labeling  clause,  as  applied  to  bulk  goods, 
has  been  only  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturer  and  jobber ;  the  retailer 
has  paid  no  attention  to  the  matter.  But  the  time  has  now  arrived  when 
the  latter  must  pass  this  information  on  to  those  for  whom  it  is  logical  to 
believe  it  was  intended.  Unless  the  attorney-general  should  hold  it  as 
unwarranted,  I  would  recommend  that  an  order  be  issued  requiring  that 
each  and  every  retail  package,  vessel  or  container  of  every  sort  filled  with 
bulk  goods  by  the  retailer  shall  bear  a  lal^el  embodying  the  information 
contained  upon  the  wholesale  package. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

Thus  far,  in  addition  to  his  other  duties,  the  chemist  has  been  charged 
with  the  general  conduct  of  prosecutions  instituted  by  this  department. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  following  prosecutions 
have  been  brought  under  the  food  and  drug  laws  of  New  Hampshire. 
This  list  includes  all  cases  resulting  in  conviction  of  the  defendant  or  a 
decision  against  the  latter  by  the  lower  court:

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  case  for  the  sale  of  imitation  maple  sugar  as 
genuine  was  discharged  on  the  ground  that  the  inspector  had  examined 
the  shipping  case  from  which  the  sample  was  sold  and  was  therefore  not 
deceived  as  to  the  character  of  the  goods  he  was  purchasing.  In  a  simi- 
lar case  the  inspector's  testimony  was  met  by  a  general  denial  on  the  part 
of  the  defendant,  and  the  latter  was  discharged.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  grand  jury  failed  to  find  indictments  in  three  of  the  ice  cream  cases 
listed  above,  as  well  as  in  one  involving  an  illegal  sale  of  maple  sugar, 
notwithstanding  that  the  testimony  given  before  the  police  magistrate  had 
seemed  sufiicient  to  the  latter  to  warrant  him  in  binding  over  the  defend- 
ants. 

That  this  jury  should  have  refused  to  indict  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  it  was  governed  by  the  question  of  expediency  rather  than  that  of  law 
or  of  evidence.  While  a  strict  interj)retation  of  the  statute  would  make 
13 
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it  obligatory  upon  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  report  every  case  where 
there  was  satisfactory  evidence  of  violation,  yet  all  officials  charged  with 
the  enforcement  of  laws  of  this  nature  understand  the  utter  impracticabil- 
ity of  any  such  course.  It  is  easy  to  punish  the  unfortunate  or  degenerate, 
guilty  of  petty  crimes  against  decency  or  property,  but  the  dealer  or  com- 
pounder who  chooses  to  rely  upon  his  respectability  and  standing  in  the 
community  to  protect  him  in  his  wilfull}^  careless  attitude  toward  the 
requirements  of  the  food  and  drug  law,  is  a  more  difficult  proposition. 
While  attempting  to  be  perfectly  impartial,  and  without  any  desire  to 
make  a  "  record,"  this  department  endeavors  to  select  its  cases  with  due 
care,  having  in  mind  not  only  the  degree  of  the  offense  involved,  but  the 
ultimate  good  to  be  obtained  in  securing  a  stricter  observance  of  the  law. 

PKOPOSED    LEGISLATIOlSr. 

Certain  items  and  statements  in  the  foregoing  are  suggestive  of  what 
this  department  has  to  encounter  in  connection  with  existing  court  pro- 
cedure in  this  state.  According  to  a  Supreme  Court  decision  of  some 
time  ago,  the  ordinary  trial  justice  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  settlement 
of  cases  where  the  minimum  fine  involved  is  $10  or  more.  Therefore, 
where  the  defendant  chooses  to  plead  not  guilty,  all  that  can  be  done  is 
to  bind  over  the  latter  for  the  grand  jury.  The  present  minimum  pen- 
alty attached  to  the  food  and  drug  law  is  $25,  and  there  is  a  proviso  that 
all  such  cases  must  be  reported  to  the  county  solicitor ;  i.  e.,  laid  before 
the  grand  jury.  In  my  estimation  this  is  a  mistake;  the  character  of  the 
offense  involved  in  most  of  these  cases  is  of  such  nature  as  to  bring  them 
more  properly  in  the  Police  Court,  and  I  believe  that  the  law  should  be 
so  amended  as  to  make  it  possible  to  settle  the  majority  of  such  cases  in 
this  court. 

Another  desirable  measure,  already  referred  to,  is  a  "sanitary  food 
law";  i.  e.,  a  law  estabUshing  certain  requirements  relative  to  the  sanita- 
tion of  stores,  shops,  factories,  etc.,  where  food  products  are  being  handled 
or  manufactured.  It  is  probable  that  such  a  measure  will  be  introduced 
at  the  legislative  sessions  of  a  number  of  the  states  this  coming  winter ; 
several  of  the  latter  already  have  very  excellent  laws  of  this  kind,  and  it 
is  now  high  time  that  New  Hampshire  took  action  in  this  matter. 

Other  pertinent  matters  for  legislative  consideration  are : 

The  enactment  of  a  minimum  standard  for  cream. 

A  law  regulating  the  sale  of  renovated,  or  process  butter. 

Transfer  of  the  duties  relative  to  the  inspection  of  butter  and  oleomar- 
garine from  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
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The  present  arrangerapnt  is  an  obsolete  one.  The  latter  board  is  charged 
with,  and  is  equipped  for,  the  inspection  of  every  other  article  of  food 
and  there  is  no  present  reason  why  butter  alone  should  be  excepted. 

The  enactment  of  recognized  standards  for  certain  articles  of  food  and 
drink ;  either  this  or  an  amendment  giving  more  specific  authority  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health  to  establish  and  enforce  standards.  While  such 
authority  as  based  upon  existing  legislation  has  not  been  questioned  thus 
far,  nevertheless  experience  teaches  that  in  connection  with  prosecutions 
it  is  always  a  matter  for  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  base  one's  case  upon  a 
8])ecitic  statute  fully  and  definitely  covering  the  matter  and  thereb}^  leav- 
ing no  chance  for  quibble  or  doubt. 

AVARNI]!^G    NOTICES. 

Under  the  old  food  law,  in  order  to  secure  a  conviction  it  was  neces- 
sary to  prove  that  the  dealer  had  a  guilty  knowledge  that  the  article  sold 
was  not  conformable.  Any  person  who  has  had  experience  in  attempting 
to  enforce  a  law  of  this  nature  by  the  aid  of  the  warning  notice  alone, 
realizes  that  such  attempt  is  bound  to  be  more  or  less  of  a  failure.  That 
the  past  few  years  have  witnessed  a  very  considerable  improvement  in  the 
character  of  the  foods  and  drugs  sold  in  New  Hampshire  is  to  be  attrib- 
uted very 'largely  to  the  action  of  the  manufacturers  and  jobbers  as  a 
result  of  the  publicity  accruing  from  the  BuUetin. 

Under  the  new  food  and  drugs  law  the  necessity  for  the  warning  notice 
no  longer  exists.  This  is  not  altogether  because  conviction  does  not  now 
have  to  be  based  upon  guilty  knowledge.  In  the  jobbers'  guaranty  pro- 
vision both  the  food  and  drug  retailer  have  an  admirable  means  of  protec- 
tion. For  the  druggist  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  is  the  legal 
standard,  and  the  latter's  necessary  professional  knowledge  not  only  tells 
him  what  these  standards  are  in  the  case  of  his  own  preparations,  but  it 
affords  him  a  ready  means  in  many  cases  of  checking  up  such  for  himself. 
In  the  case  of  vinegar,  maple  and  dairy  products,  ice  cream,  etc.,  it  is  a 
part  of  the  producer's  business  to  know  what  constitutes  a  legal  product. 
In  such  instances  the  rendering  of  a  warning  notice  can  properly  be  con- 
sidered as  really  justifiable  only  when  the  sample  shows  a  not  unreason- 
ably large  deficiency  in  some  one  of  its  natural  constituents. 
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FOOD  EXAMINATIONS. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  food  examinations  made  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report.  It  being  the  practice  to  collect  only  sus- 
pected brands,  and  only  those  kinds  of  foods  liable  to  sophistication,  these 
figures  should  not  be  construed  as  representing  the  general  condition.

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MILK    AND    CREAM. 


Two  hundred  and  sixty-five  samples  of  milk  have  been  received  for 
analysis.  These  samples  were  collected  for  the  most  part  by  local  health 
officers  acting  for  the  town  or  as  special  agents  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  Of  the  above  number,  one  hundred  and  thirty-two,  or  50  per 
cent.,  were  found  to  have  a  total  solid  content  of  less  than  13  per  cent., 
while  the  solid  content  of  sixty  of  these  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  sam- 
ples was  under  12  per  cent. 

The  total  solid  contents  of  the  majority  of  the  milk  samples  received  at 
this  laboratory  during  the  summer  months  falls  between  twelve  and  thir- 
teen per  cent.,  indicating  that,  as  is  perhaps  true  of  all  the  New  England 
states,  the  New  Hampshire  supply  is  derived  chiefly  from  Holstein  and 
Ayrshire  stock.  The  fact  that  these  cattle  are  heavy  milkers  causes  them 
to  be  especially  favored  by  the  producer  for  the  large  city  markets,  who 
would  find  no  profit  whatever  in  supplying  the  rich  but  scanty  product  of 
the  Jersey  on  the  basis  of  prevailing  prices  and  cost  of  production. 

Thus  far  no  prosecutions  have  been  brought  in  this  state  for  the  sale  of 
unadulterated  sub-standard  milk.  In  fact,  any  attempt  at  such  based  upon 
failure  to  comply  with  the  winter  standard  would,  under  the  New  Hamp- 
shire system  of  procedure,  be  more  than  likely  to  prove  unsiiccessful.  The 
present  law  establishing  two  standards  is  illogical  and  out  of  date  and 
should  be  repealed  in  favor  of  a  minimum  all-the-year-round  standard. 
That  the  producer  of  milk  rated  as  of  good  standard  quality  on  September 
30  should  on  the  next  day  be  liable  to  a  penalty  for  the  sale  of  the  same 
milk,  is  an  absurdity.  While  there  can  be  no  question  that  the 
tendency  is  to  the  production  of  a  little  richer  milk  during  the  winter 
months,  yet  the  difference  in  the  case  of  the  average  producer  does  not 
amount  to  anything  like  one  per  cent,  of  solids,  or  one  half  per  cent. 
of  fat.  Under  modern  conditions  and  with  the  present  breeds  of  cattle  in 
use  experience  abundantly  teaches  that  the  13  per  cent,  standard  is  too 
high,  It  would  be  far  better  to  establish  a  minimum  standard  of  12.25 
per  cent.,  or  even  of  12  per  cent. — values  that  are  sufficiently  low  for  the 
average  healthy  cow  of  any  breed  to  meet — and  thereby  be  able  to  hold 
the  producer  to  a  requirement  that  is  susceptible  of  enforcement. 

The  total  number  of  samples  of  milk  found  to  contain  added  water  is 
twenty-five,  representing  thirteen  producers  or  dealers.  Seven  samples, 
representing  five  producers  or  dealers,  were  found  to  be  skimmed,  while 
ten  samples,  representing  three  producers  or  dealers,  were  adulterated  with 
formaldehyde. 

The  adulteration  of  cream  with  formaldehyde  was  also  noted  in  three 
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cases,  and  t\\'0  samples  were  found  to  ha^e  been  thickened  with  sucrate 
of  hme. 

In  all,  the  analyses  presented  evidence  against  twenty-three  dealers  or 
producers  showing  deliberate  adulteration.  In  the  case  of  the  Hillsborough 
County  offenders  this  department  has  had  the  cooperation  not  only  of  the  lo- 
cal inspectors  but  of  the  prosecutors  and  the  juries,  and  convictions  uni- 
formly resulted.  In  most  of  the  other  counties  involved  in  this  connection 
there  was  a  uniform  refusal,  direct  or  implied,  on  the  part  of  the  local  au- 
thorities either  to  initiate  any  action  themselves  (the  law  expressly  places 
the  insj^ection  of  milk  upon  the  cities  and  towns)  or  to  lend  any  cooperation 
on  our  initiative.  This  refusal  most  frequently  took  the  form  of  failure  to 
make  any  reply  to  correspondence  relative  to  such  action. 

Another  handicap  to  the  effective  enforcement  of  the  milk  law  is  in  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  practice  with  a  number  of  health  officers  to  delegate  the 
collection  of  samples  to  other  individuals,  the  result  being  that  these 
samples  not  only  sometimes  arrive  in  bad  condition  and  improperly  sealed, 
or  not  sealed  at  all,  but  it  is  frequently  only  too  evident  that  the  sample 
has  been  so  taken  as  to  be  of  little  or  no  value.  In  one  instance  of  which 
we  chanced  to  hear,  the  empty  bottles  were  delivered  to  the  various  deal- 
ers with  instructions  to  fill  and  bring  in  the  next  morning.  Obviously, 
unless  the  inspection  can  be  canied  out  in  the  jirojier  manner,  the  samples 
are  not  only  of  no  value  as  a  basis  for  prosecution,  but  there  is  a  chance  of 
doing  the  dealer  a  serious  injustice. 

The  above  remarks  are  offered,  not  in  a  spirit  of  complaint  but  to  give 
some  idea  of  the  difficulties  under  which  this  department  at  present  labors 
in  endeavoring  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  the  law  that  the  general  public 
naturally  and  properly  expects  in  such  cases.  It  is  fully  appreciated  that 
for  a  business  or  professional  man  to  become  involved  in  criminal  proceed- 
ings against  his  fellow  citizen  is  a  peculiarly  disagreeable  and  embarrassing 
situation ;  nevertheless,  until  this  department  can  have  some  regularly 
appointed  inspectors  of  its  own — men  who  do  not  have  to  feel  that  they 
are  restrained  by  reasons  of  policy  from  presenting  evidence  in  court — it 
seems  very  apparent  that  the  present  too  large  rates  of  adulteration  in  the 
case  of  milk  is  liable  to  continue  to  hold  for  certain  counties  of  the  state. 

The  sanitary  side  of  milk  jjroduction  is  a  matter  deserving  of  quite  as 
much  attention  from  an  inspection  point  of  view  as  that  of  compliance 
with  chemical  standards.  While  the  ideal  condition  of  cleanliness  was 
observed  in  but  few,  if  any,  of  the  samples  submitted,  yet  most  of  such 
were  found  to  be  free  from  excessive  quantities  of  dirt  and  sediment. 
The  condition  of  a  number,  however,  was  objectionable  and  a  few  were 
found  to  be  very  dirty.  In  other  states  this  matter  is  receiving  quite  a 
httle  attention,  and  ])rosecutions  for  the  sale  of  dirty  or  disease-laden  milk 
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are  by  no  means  uncommon.  The  proper  initiative  in  such  cases  is 
through  an  inspection  of  the  dairy.  While  but  httle  can  be  done  by  the 
state  in  this  connection  at  present,  yet  an  excellent  field  is  offered  for  the 
attention  of  town  and  city  inspectors.  The  cities  of  Concord  and  Man- 
chester have  already  taken  up  this  matter,  a  milk  ordinance  recently  en- 
acted by  the  city  of  Concord  being  of  especial  excellence  and  well  worthy 
of  adoption  by  other  Ncav  Hampshire  towns.

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In  connection  with  the  above  table  it  should  be  noted  that  all  of  the 
Manchester  samples  represent  special  cases  in  which  the  local  inspection 
department  had  previously  found  evidence  of  deficiencies.  The  samples 
were  for  the  most  part  taken  from  producers  in  neighboring  towns  sup- 
plying the  city  of  Manchester,  the  local  inspector  acting  as  a  special  agent 
for  the  State  Board  of  Plealth.  Complaints  were  entered  in  most  of  these 
cases  and  the  defendants  successfully  prosecuted. 

The  five  Laconia  samples  shown  in  this  table  as  containing  less  than 
12  per  cent,  of  soUds  were  all  found  to  have  emanated  from  the  same 
producer,  by  whom  they  had  been  watered.  This  milk  was  first  discov- 
ered on  sale  at  the  stores  of  two  Lakeport  grocers.  Instead  of  holding 
these  responsible,  an  attempt  was  made  to  run  down  the  guilty  party. 
The  milk  was  found  to  have  passed  through  several  hands,  but  satisfac- 
tory evidence  for  the  prosecution  of  the  real  culprit  could  not  be  secured. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  cream  were  received  for  analysis,  ten  of  which 
were  found  to  be  below  the  minimum  standard  of  18  per  cent.,  while 
three,  as  previously  noted,  were  adulterated  with  formaldehyde.  The 
specific  legislative  enactment  of  a  minimum  standard  for  this  product  is 
to  be  desired. 

ICE    CREAM. 

An  act  of  the  last  session  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature,  in  effect 
March  22,  1907,  provides  that: 

No  person  shall  mauufactare  for  sale,  keep  for  sale,  sell,  exchange,  barter  or 
deal  in  ice  cream  wliich  shall  coutain  any  substance  other  than  milk,  cream, 
eggs,  sugar  and  some  neutral  flavoring,  or  wliich  shall  contain  less  than  14  per 
cent,  of  butter  fat. 

In  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  this  law,  157  samples  of  ice 
cream  have  been  collected  and  examined  during  the  last  quarter;  most 
of  these  samples  were  taken  by  local  health  officers,  actin'g  as  special 
agents  for  the  board. 

Of  the  157  samples  examined,  53,  or  33.8  per  cent.,  were  found  to  con- 
form to  the  law;  of  the  remaining  number,  26,  or  16.5  per  cent.,  were 
deficient  only  in  butter  fat  content;  30,  or  19.1  per  cent.,  were  adulterated 
with  a  prohibited  substance,  although  containing  the  required  amount  of 
fat;  while  48,  or  30.6  per  cent.,  were  found  to  be  both  adulterated  and 
below  standard.  In  all,  104  samples,  equivalent  to  66.2  per  cent.,  failed 
to  conform  to  requirements.

While  there  can  be  no  question  that  gelatine  and  other  fillers  are  fre- 
quently used  in  ice  cream  manufacture  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the 
cream  that  should  be  present,  yet  manufacturers  contend — and  probably 
with  considerable  truth — that  in  the  case  of  goods  intended  to  be  shipped, 
or  to  be  kept  over  much  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  the  use  of  a  small 
quantity  of  some  emulsifying  agent  (such  as  gelatine,  gum  tragacanth,  or 
agar-agar)  is  indispensable  for  the  purpose  of  causing  ice  cream  to  "  stand 
up,"  that  is,  retain  its  homogeneity  and  obviate  the  tendency  to  marginal 
icing  that  occurs  with  storage.  It  is  represented  that  manufacturers  not 
infrequently  have  to  "  hold  over  "  goods  under  refrigeration  for  several 
days,  or,  in  some  instances,  even  a  week  or  more,  in  order  to  await  the 
arrival  of  favorable  weather  conditions. 

Thus  used,  gelatine  and  other  agents  of  this  class,  while  unquestionably 
wholesome  enough  in  themselves,  yet  because,  as  it  is  alleged,  they  render 
feasible  the  storage  of  ice  cream  for  weeks,  or  even  months,  to  this  extent 
must  be  considered  in  the  light  of  "  mechanical "  preservatives.  Just  how 
long  a  preparation  of  uncooked  milk  (containing  possibly  eggs)  can  be 
stored  under  refrigeration  without  undergoing  decomposition,  with  the 
possible  formation  of  toxic  or  otherwise  objectionable  products,  involves 
a  question  that  has  neither  been  decided  nor  as  yet  given  very  extensive 
attention. 

"While  it  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  any  partial  melting  of 
ice  cream  followed  by  subsequent  freezing,  is  to  be  avoided,  yet  one  inves- 
tigator claims  he  has  found  that  in  the  case  of  ice  cream  maintained  in  a 
solidly  frozen  condition  (not  as  packed  for  shipment)  no  deterioration 
occurs  with  storage.     The  United   States  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
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now  conducting  investigations  with  reference  to  the  effect  of  storage  at 
low  temperatures  on  milk  and  other  foods  rich  in  nitrogen  intended  to  be 
consumed  raw.  Meanwhile,  the  substance  of  scientific  opinion  in  this 
connection  seems  to  be  decidedly  to  the  effect  that  any  practice  involving 
prolonged  storage  of  this  product,  regardless  of  the  conditions,  should  be 
discouraged.  It  is  but  due  the  manufacturer  to  state  that,  unlike  the  case 
of  many  perishable  food  products,  there  is  no  especial  pecuniary  benefit 
accruing  from  prolonged  storage ;  on  the  contrary,  the  endeavor  being  in 
general  to  place  this  product  before  the  consumer  at  the  earliest  practica- 
ble moment  following  its  manufacture. 

A  large  number  of  ice  cream  fillers  are  now  on  the  market,  the  basis  of 
the  majority  of  these  preparations  being  apparently  gelatine  or  gum  traga- 
canth.  A  compound  of  this  nature  recently  brought  to  our  attention  is 
sold  under  the  name  of  "Foaraaline,"  and  is  said  to  consist  of  a  mixture 
of  gelatine,  corn  starch  and  arrowroot.  But  in  the  two  samples  of  ice 
cream  in  the  manufacture  of  which  it  was  alleged  that  this  product  had 
been  used,  no  starchy  substance  was  found,  the  only  adulterant  detected 
being  gelatine. 

The  complaint  has  been  made,  and  with  some  justice,  that,  while  the 
law  compels  ice  cream  vendors  to  sell  a  standard  article  as  regards  the  fat 
content,  nevertheless  there  is  no  law  requiring  the  producer  of  the  cream 
entering  its  composition  to  abide  by  any  standard.  While  it  is  true  that 
some  cream  is  sold  in  Xew  Hampshire  that  falls  below  the  recognized 
standard,  and  while,  in  the  case  of  an  article  now  so  extensively  consumed, 
the  enactment  of  a  definite  standard  by  the  next  Session  is  much  to  be 
desired,  yet  it  is  sufiiciently  evident  that  the  larger  cream  producers  are 
uniformly  recognizing  the  18  per  cent,  standard  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  of  the  federal  government ;  furthermore,  these  producers  are 
willing  to  sell  cream  on  a  definite  guarantee  as  regards  butter  fat  content. 

That  the  absence  of  a  specific  legal  standard  for  cream  is  not  responsi- 
ble for  any  considerable  degree  of  embarassment  on  the  part  of  ice  cream 
dealers  would  seem  to  be  indicated  by  the  fact  that,  of  the  66.2  per  cent, 
representing  samples  that  failed  to  comply  with  requirements,  but  16.5 
per  cent,  of  the  total,  amounting  to  but  25  per  cent,  of  the  illegal,  were  so 
classed  because  of  deficiency  in  butter  fat  content  only.  On  the  other 
hand,  of  the  78  adulterated  samples  48,  equivalent  to  62  per  cent,  of  such, 
were  also  deficient  in  butter  fat  content. 

Following  the  enactment  of  a  definite  standard  for  ice  cream,  much 
interest  has  developed  throughout  the  state  as  to  how  closely  manufac- 
turers and  dealers  were  lending  compliance,  and  in  consequence  this 
department  has  been  called  upon  to  give  the  matter  a  rather  unduly  large 
share  of  attention.     Requests  for  analyses  have  been    numerous,  much 
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of  the  pressure  coming  from  dealers  who  were  conscientiously  living  up 
to  the  law  and  who  justlj'  expected  us  to  compel  their  competitors  to  do 
likewise.  For  some  time  all  of  the  leading  dealers  in  the  cities  of  Con- 
cord, Manchester  and  Nashua  have  been  selling  a  legal  product,  and  the 
figures  given  in  the  table  for  these  cities  refer  mainly  to  samples  collected 
from  the  smaller  places,  from  push  carts,  etc. 

In  the  city  of  Dover  conditions  are  a  little  different.  Here  some  local 
feeling  between  certain  leading  dealers  who  are  complying  with  the  law 
and  certain  others  who  are  not,  and  who  apparently  refuse  to  be  coerced 
into  compliance  by  the  former,  seems  to  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  situation. 
A  number  of  the  latter  assert  that  the  product  which  they  are  offering  to 
the  public  is  "  frozen  pudding,"  and  not  ice  cream.  The  intent  in  the  use 
of  this  designation  is  obvious  enough,  as  such  mixtures  are  in  no  sense 
"frozen  pudding,"  but  in  reality  are  nothing  more  than  jjlain,  substandard 
ice  cream  stiffened  with  gelatine  and  are  sold  in  response  to  a  call  for  ice 
cream.  During  the  summer  of  1907  complaints  were  filed  against  a  num- 
ber of  Dover  dealers,  but  on  the  advice  of  the  local  board  these  were  not 
pressed  at  that  time.  During  the  past  season  the  attempt  was  repeated, 
with  the  result  that  the  defendants  plead  not  guilty  in  the  lower  court, 
and  the  grand  jury  subsequently  failed  to  find  any  indictments  in  these  cases. 

BEVERAGES. 

Thirty-one  samples  have  been  examined,  18  of  which  were  classed  as 
illegal  because  of  improper  labeling  or  the  presence  of  chemical  })reserva- 
tives.  In  none  of  these  samples  was  saccharin  detected,  but  a  number 
contained  benzoate  of  soda,  salicylic  acid  and  sulphurous  acid.  Under 
the  law  the  two  latter  are  prohibited  in  foods,  regardless  of  labeling.  One 
vendor  of  sweet  cider  containing  benzoate,  without  notice  thereof,  has 
been  prosecuted,  as  has  also  one  grocer  for  the  sale  of  a  beverage  pre- 
served with  salicylic  acid. 

Attention  should  be  called  to  the  manner  of  labeling  now  followed  by 
the  bottlers  of  the  dyed  concoctions  sold  as  "  tonics  "  and  "  soft  drinks." 
As  has  been  before  pointed  out,  these  preparations  consist  of  nothing 
more  than  sweetened  carbonated  water  colored  with  aniline  dye  and  fla- 
vored with  compounds  prepared  solely  from  chemicals.  Bottlers  are  con- 
tinuing to  label  such  products  in  generous-sized  type  as  "strawberry," 
"  raspberry  "  and  "  blood  orange,"  the  only  concession  made  to  the  food 
act  being  the  statement  in  small  type  on  the  cap  of  the  bottle :  "Artifi- 
cial color  and  flavor."  This  statement  is  so  inconspicuous  that  it  is  un- 
doubtedly hardly  ever  observed  by  the  consumer  —  as  it  was  expressly 
designed  that  it  shoiild  not  be.  This  manner  of  labehng  is  in  violation  of 
both  federal  and  state  regulations  and  will  be  held  by  this  department  as 
in  violation  of  the  law,  pending  decision  by  the  courts. 
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BAKING    POWDKR. 

A  baking  powder  to  be  of  standard  quality  must  contain  not  less  than 
ten  per  cent,  of  available  carbonic  acid  gas.  Most  of  the  goods  of  this 
class  now  on  sale  contain  a  statement  relative  to  the  character  of  the  pow- 
der— information  that  should  be  available  to  every  purchaser.  One  of  the 
advertising  practices  of  manufacturers  of  the  cream  of  tartar  variety  is  the 
representation  that  the  use  of  any  other  kind  of  powder  is  to  be  avoided, 
on  account  of  its  alleged  deleteriousness  to  health.  But  there  is  no  good 
reason  for  believing  that  the  cream  of  tartar  powder  is  any  more  desirable 
from  this  standpoint  than  one  prepared  from  acid  jjhosphate.  The  com- 
mon cheap  powder  of  the  market  consists  of  a  mixture  of  acid  phosphate 
with  alum  as  the  acidic  ingredient.  From  the  standpoint  of  healthfulness 
an  alum  powder  is  less  to  be  desired  than  one  of  the  other  classes.  Such 
powders  should  sell  for  from  ten  to  twenty  cents  a  pound.  When,  there- 
fore, the  purchaser  pays  the  price  of  a  cream  of  tartar  powder,  receiving 
a  pitcher  or  a  preserving  kettle  in  addition  as  a  "present,''' he  should 
understand  not  only  that  he  is  getting  a  cheap  alum  powder  but  that  he 
has  paid  full  value  for  the  premium.

CREAM    OF    TARTAR. 


Most  of  the  cream  of  tartar  now  on  the  market  is  of  a  very  satisfactory 
degree  of  purity.  The  fraudulent  product  of  one  firm,  the  J.  Smith 
Brockway  Co.,  Boston,  Mass.,  was  found  enjoying  an  apparently  extensive 
sale  throughout  the  northern  section  of  the  state.    This  product,  although 
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labeled  as  "  Extra  Fine  Cream  of  Tartar,  absolute  purity,"  consisted  for 
the  most  part  of  a  mixture  of  gypsum  acid  phosphate  of  lime  and  starch. 
These  samples  were  taken  prior  to  October  1,  under  the  old  law  which 
absolved  the  dealer  from  liability  through  the  "  knowingh' "  clause, 
although  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  mixture  of  this  kind  deceiving  any 
grocer  of  experience.

CATSUPS. 

The  New  Hampshire  law  allows  the  use  of  benzoate  of  soda  in  quantity 
not  exceeding  0.1  per  cent.,  provided  the  presence  of  such  is  stated  upon 
the  label  of  the  container.  Not  only  is  the  present  sentiment  of  food 
inspection  officers  ])ractically  unanimous  in  opposing  the  use  of  preserva- 
tives in  this  and  other  articles  of  food,  but  already  three  or  four  of  the 
leading  catsup  manufacturers  have  declared  themselves  as  done  with  anti- 
septics. It  now  seems  probable  that  the  only  thing  that  will  deter  other 
concerns .  from  eventually  adopting  the  same  practice  will  be  either  the 
lack  of  proper  sanitary  methods  of  manufacture,  or  the  use  of  refuse 
material — or  both.

CELERY    SALT. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  character  of  the  celery  salt  on  sale. 
A  standard  preparation  of  this  nature  should  consist  only  of  table  salt 
together  with  sufficient  ground  celery  seed  to  impart  the  requisite  flavor. 
There  is  no  more  justification  for  the  addition  of  starch  to  such  a  mixture 
than  there  is  in  the  case  of  ordinary  table  salt.  The  four  brands  of  this 
preparation  examined  were  all  found  to  contain  a  large  admixture  of 
cereal  starch.

MISBRAXDED    COFFEES. 


There  is  now  practically  no  adulterated  coffee  upon  the  market,  the 
sale  of  mixtures  including  chicory  and  cereals  being  a  thing  of  the  past. 
A  large  amount  of  coffee  of  excellent  flavor  and  of  low  price  is  now  being 
imported  from  Central  and  South  America.  The  principal  j^roblem  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  these  varieties  is  to  prevent  their  being  offered 
under  improper  geographical  names. 
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Tlie  manufacturers  of  a  few  cereal  substitutes  still  insist  upon  selling 
these  preparations  under  the  designation  of  "  coffee,"  although  the  use  of 
the  latter  word  in  connection  with  such  is  unwarrantable.  While  the 
labeling  of  the  Digesto  Brand  of  coffee,  of  the  United  States  Coffee 
Refining  Company,  has  been  materially  modified  of  late,  this  firm  is  still 
persisting  in  the  Hberal  use  of  misleading  newspaper  advertising.  Its 
president  recently  called  at  this  office  to  protest  against  our  attitude  in 
the  matter  as  preventing  his  com^^any  from  doing  any  business  in  this 
state,  and  also  to  call  our  attention  to  the  jjresent  comparatively  moderate 
claims  appearing  upon  the  label.  To  our  later  criticism  of  the  adver- 
tising running  in  the  Boston  Transcript,  the  compan3''s  president  sug- 
gested that,  "without  in  any  way  agreeing  that  you  have  the  control 
over  advertising  in  the  newspapers  of  New  Hampshire,"  nevertheless  it 
was  his  intention  to  draw  up  some  advertising  and  submit  for  our 
approval.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is,  unfortunately,  at  present  no 
such  thing  as  a  legal  censorship  over  newspaper  advertising,  this  comes 
as  a  somewhat  novel  suggestion.  Nevertheless  it  is  in  the  right  direc- 
tion ;  to  merit  our  good  will,  the  sale  of  any  article  of  food  must  be  shorn 
of  all  forms  of  misrepresentation.

CIDER    VINEGAR. 


Most  of  the  vinegar  now  on  sale  appears  to  be  properly  branded  upon 
the  barrel.  The  price  of  cider  vinegar  has  materially  increased  of  late, 
with  the  result  that  jobbers  are  pushing  the  sale  of  vinegars  made  by  the 
fermentation  of  low  grade  syrups  or  molasses  house  products.  These  are 
generally  properly  labelled  by  the  jobber  and  are  in  every  way  whole- 
some prej)arations,  but  until  the  retailer  is  compelled  to  sell  his  goods  for 
what  they  are,  such  labeling  only  amounts  to  protecting  the  latter's  pocket 
The  argument  that  "  vinegar  is  vinegar  and  one  kind  is  as  good  as  an- 
other "  is  not  true,  and  it  is  but  right  that  the  purchaser,  as  well  as  the 
grocer,  should,  for  his  own  protection,  have  some  means  of  knowing  the 
grade  and  variety  of  goods  with  which  his  order  is  filled. 
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FLAVORING    EXTRACTS. 

Since  January  1,  1907,  a  very  noticeable  improvement  in  the  manner  of 
labelling  extracts  has  occurred.  There  is  still  some  tendency  to  apply  the 
fraudulent  terms  "  concentrated,"  "  triple  strength,"  etc.,  to  goods  the 
quaUty  of  which  but  little  if  any  exceeds  the  minimum  requirements,  but 
these  exaggerations  of  the  trade  will  doubtless  disappear  with  time.  In 
the  better  grades  of  most  extracts,  particularly  that  of  lemon,  there  is  a 
noticeable  tendency  to  omit  the  once  universal  artificial  coloring.  In  fact, 
this  may  be  accepted  to  some  extent  by  the  purchaser  as  a  guide  to  qual- 
ity, as  the  cheapest  extracts  are  almost  invariably  richly  colored. 

In  the  case  of  vanilla  extract,  the  standard  requires  that  one  hundred 
parts  by  volume  of  the  extract  shall  contain  the  soluble  matters  from  ten 
parts  by  weight  of  vanilla  beans.  Where  a  smaller  quantity  of  extractive 
matter  is  present,  the  product  is  not  entitled  to  be  labelled  as  "extract  of 
vanilla,"  unless  the  proportion  of  standard  strength  is  plainly  stated.  Thus 
one  sample  purporting  to  be  "  extract  of  pure  vanilla,"  was  labeled  as  con- 
taining  "  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  alcohol  saturated  with  pure  vanilla  beans." 
Naturally  this  extract  was  not  found  to  be  of  standard  quality.  Purchas- 
ers should  beware  of  goods  of  this  class;  to  the  manufacturer  there  is 
more  profit  in  them  than  there  is  in  a  straight  extract,  from  which  it  of 
course  follows  that  in  purchasing  the  former  the  consumer  is  receiving  less 
value  for  his  money. 

The  practice  is  now  obtaining  with  the  manufacturers  of  the  better  grade 
of  extracts  of  selhng  such  under  a  measure  guaranty.  Where  no  definite 
measure  is  specified  upon  the  label  or  carton,  purchasers  should  inspect  the 
container  carefully,  as  the  well-known  trade  practice  of  using  bottles  of 
one  ounce  capacity  in  apparent  two-ounce  size  still  exists  to  some  extent. 
A  large  proportion  of  the  samples  were  found  to  be  short  five  or  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  measure  claimed.  This  is  probably  not  in  most  cases  due  to 
any  dishonest  intent  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturer,  but  rather  may  be 
ascribed  to  an  over-zealous  practice  of  strict  business  economy. 

In  the  case  of  some  brands  found  to  be  seriously  deficient  in  guaranteed 
measure,  subsequent  inspection  of  other  samples  indicated  no  uniformity 
of  volume,  the  latter  running  in  some  cases  as  much  above  the  measure 
claimed  as  in  others  it  did  below.  In  such  instances  also  the  integrity  of 
the  manufacturer  is  not  so  much  to  be  questioned  as  his  willingness  to  put 
out  his  products  in  a  cheap,  crudely-made  bottle.  In  this  connection, 
Regulation  24  (b),  (identical  with  a  federal  regulation),  relative  to  the  law 
effecting  statement  of  weight  or  measure,  provides  that  due  allowance 
shall  be  made  for  the  "  reasonable  variations  which  attend  the  filling  and 
weighing  or  measuring  of  a  package."     The  determination  of  exactly  what 
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shall  be  considered  as  the  maximum  for  a  "  reasonable  variation  "  in  connec- 
tion with  the  filling  of  extract  bottles  is  yet  to  be  made.  Where  an  extract 
is  put  out  under  a  definite  guaranty  of  measure  it  would  seem  that  a  maxi- 
mum deviation  from  such  guaranty  of  10  per  cent  (representing  a  possible 
total  range  of  variation  in  the  bottle  size  of  20  per  cent.)  is  the  most  that 
the  manufacturer  could  reasonably  expect,  or  wish  to  tolerate.  Certainly, 
in  justice  to  the  average  consumer,  whose  needs  are  ordinarily  supplied 
for  some  time  by  a  single  bottle,  10  per  cent,  is  the  most  that  should  be 
allowed.  Pending  a  formal  decision,  in  the  future  when  the  deviation 
from  the  guaranty  in  the  case  of  a  single  package  amounts  to  as  much  as 
25  per  cent.,  this  department  will  feel  justified  in  deeming  such  as  a  viola- 
tion of  the  law  meriting  prosecution.  The  latter  will  of  course  also  be 
true  in  the  cases  of  extracts  that  exhibit  a  uniform  deficiency,  though  such 
amount  to  much  less  than  the  above.

GLUTEN    FLOURS. 

A  number  of  samples  of  gluten  flours  and  alleged  starehless  prepara- 
tions were  examined.  Four  of  these  flours  were  found  to  be  fraudulent, 
the  composition  in  such  cases  not  varying  essentially  from  that  of  an 
ordinary  whole  wheat  flour.  The  standard  for  gluten  flour  requires  not 
less  than  35  ])er  cent,  of  proteids.  Further  discussion  of  this  subject  will 
be  found  elsewhere  in  the  report.

HORSERADISH. 

Complaints  have  l)een  received  of  horseradish  on  sale  alleged  to  be 
adulterated  with  turnip.  Investigation  showed  that  while  in  all  cases  the 
goods  were  free  from  adulterants,  the  normal  degree  of  pungency  was 
lacking.  It  would  seem  to  be  impossible  to  retain  the  latter  in  the  case 
of  goods  packed  in  vinegar  and  sealed  in  the  usual  way,  for  more  than  a 
very  few  weeks. 

HONEY. 

Of  late  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  artificial  honey  has  become  some- 
what extensive  in  Europe,  but  though  found  elsewhere  in  this  country  in 
a  few  cases,  no  samples  have  as  yet  been  found  in  New  Hampshire.  This 
product  is  made  by  heating  a  concentrated  solution  of  common  sugar  with 
a  trace  of  tartaric  acid  until  the  former  is  completely  decomposed  into 
invert,  or  "  fruit "  sugar,  and  subsequently  adding  a  small  amount  of  gen- 
uine honey  to  improve  the  flavor. 

One  sample,  the  product  of  the  W.  J.  Lamb  Company,  SomerAulle, 
Mass.,  was  found  to  be  misbranded  in  that  it  was  erroneously  labeled  as 
"  Orange  Bloom." 

MAPLE  PRODUCTS. 

No  adulteration  was  detected  in  the  case  of  any  of  the  maple  syrup 
samples  examined.  The  attention  of  dealers  is  called  to  the  standard  for 
this  product,  which  requires  that  such  shall  contain  not  more  than  32  per 
cent,  of  water.  Syrup  of  this  consistency  will  weigh  approximately  eleven 
pounds  to  the  gallon. 

One  firm,  an  old  offender,  whose  methods  were  conspicuously  illustrated 
in  the  July,  1906,  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  has  at  last  deemed  it  advisable  to 
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put  out  only  genuine  maple  goods  under  this  name.  But  as  indicated  in 
the  January  number,  this  firm  is  continuing  to  deceive  its  patrons  in  that 
its  product  is  far  below  standard  weight.  While  inspection  seems  to  indi- 
cate that  there  are  some  dealers  willing  to  exploit  an  article  of  this  natui-e, 
the  purchaser  should  understand  that  in  bu\nng  a  standard  brand  he  is 
getting  approximately  a  third  more  value  than  in  the  present  case. 

During  the  period  just  preceding  the  maple  season  a  large  proportion  of 
the  fruit  and  confectionery  dealers  of  the  state  inake  a  practice  of  selling 
an  imitation  sugar,  consisting  of  an  artificially  flavored  mixture  of  cane  or 
brown  sugar,  with  from  about  twenty-five  per  cent,  to  none  of  maple 
sugar.  While  some  of  this  product  is  put  out  by  manufacturers  in  cases 
variously  labeled  "Blended,"  "  Compound,"  etc.,  with  the  more  or  less 
honest  intention  of  having  it  sold  for  what  it  is,  nevertheless  the  evidence 
is  that  some  of  these  dealers  have  fallen  to  the  temptation  of  offering  it  to 
their  customers  as  genuine  maple  sugar,  in  direct  violation  of  the  law. 
One  dealer  was  found  who  received  this  product  in  bricks  wrapped  with 
a  paper  bearing  a  formula,  and  who  appeared  to  be  making  a  })ractice  of 
removing  this  Avrapper  before  offering  the  goods  for  sale.

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MOLASSES. 

Evidence  was  found  in  seven  cases  of  the  sale  by  grocers  of  glucose 
mixture  for  molasses.  Until  the  retailer  is  compelled  to  affix  a  paster  to 
the  jug  or  can  setting  forth  the  character  of  the  goods  with  Avhich  such 
container  has  been  filled,  this  practice  is  bound  to  be  a  common  one.  It 
needs  to  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  mere  affixing  of  a  label  of  this 
character  is  not  in  itself  sufficient  to  legalize  the  sale  of  a  glucose  mixture 
if  molasses  has  been  called  for  and  no  explanation  made.

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PEPPER. 


Recently  a  chemical  and  microscopical  examination  has  been  made  of 
most  of  the  brands  of  pepper  now  on  sale  in  this  state.  The  results  are 
ver}^  gratifying.  In  no  case  was  a  sample  encountered  containing  any  for- 
eign adulterant  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  these  goods  were  found  to  be 
very  clean  and  of  excellent  qualit}'-. 

The  practice  is  now  common  of  stating  the  net  weight  upon  the  carton ; 
'in  no  instance  where  this  was  done  in  the  cases  of  the  brands  here  given 
was  such  found  to  vary  appreciably  from  the  weight  claimed.  In  view  of 
the  modern  facilities  available  for  automatic  filling  and  weighing  of  pack- 
ages, there  would  seem  to  be  no  good  reason  why  this  should  not  be  done 
in  all  cases — unless  it  be  that  certain  manufacturers  are  seeking  to  gain  a 
trade  on  "  cut-rate "  goods  put  out  in  cartons  slightly  smaller  than  the 
conventional  quarter-pound  size.

DRUG    INSPECTION. 

As  in  the  past,  food  and  other  hnes  of  inspection  have  claimed  the 
larger  share  of  the  time  available.  However,  judging  from  the  findings 
on  the  samples  collected,  it  is* evident  that  the  drug  trade  should  not  be 
neglected  in  this  connection. 

Following  the  passage  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Law  the  proper  labeling 
of  proprietaries  received  very  promjit  attention  at  the  hands  of  manufac- 
turers, and  it  is  now  the  exception  to  find  a  preparation  of  this  character 
the  label  of  which  does  not  at  least  contain  a  statement  of  the  ingredients 
in  so  far  as  is  required  by  law,  although  there  is  still  al)undant  room  for 
improvement  as  regards  observance  of  the  "false  and  misleading"  clause. 
We  also  find  that  many  druggists  are  not  exercising  sufiicient  care  in 
having  such  ])roducts  as  are  prepared  by  themselves  in  conformity  with  the 
standards. 

An  interesting  com})arison  is  afforded  of  the  relative  quality  of  the 
average  grocery  store  pharmaceutical  as  contrasted  with  that  of  the  drug- 
gist. Many  grocers  carry  such  preparations  as  spirits  of  camphor,  tincture 
of  iodine,  camphorated  oil,  essence  of  peppermint  and  the  like.  Such 
articles,  really  the  legitimate  stock  of  the  druggist  only,  are  usually  sup- 
plied by  some  wholesale  house  and  are  designed,  to  a  considerable  extent 
at  least,  to  compete  with  the  druggist's  product  through  the  fac^  that  the 
gi'ocer  can  generally  offer  them  for  less  money. 

But  the  evidence  is  that  probably  90  ])er  cent,  at  least  of  these  prepa- 
rations fall  far  short  of  compliance  with  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia.  The 
two  grocery  store  samples  of  camphorated  oil,  for  instance,  contained  but 
3  and  7  per  cent.,  respectively,  of  camphor,  whereas  the  standard  requires 
20  per  cent. 

In  no  cases  have  the  so-called  essences  of  pepjiermint  and  wintergreen 
ever  been  found  to  comply  with  the  standard,  it  being  nothing  unusual 
for  the  amount  of  oil  present  to  be  but  10  or  20  per  cent,  of  the  IT.  S.  P. 
requirement.     Another  point  to  be  considered  is  the  fact  that  there  are 
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usually  a  number  of  grades  of  the  same  variety  of  oil  of  widely  varying  qual- 
ity and  cost,  and  while  the  reputable  druggist  will  find  it  to  his  advantage 
to  employ  only  a  standard  article,  the  purveyor  to  the  grocery  trade  has 
no  incentive  for  supplying  anything  better  than  is  apt  to  be  demanded  by 
the  undiscriminating  purchaser  of  grocery  store  drugs.  In  consequence, 
while  such  purchaser  may  be  able  to  buy  a  certain  preparation  for  one 
half  to  three  quarters  what  would  be  paid  at  the  drug  store,  the  actual 
value  received  may  not  be  more  than  one  tenth  of  that  from  the  latter 
source. 

It  is  only  just  to  state  that  in  the  future  grocers  who  wish  to  carry  a 
stock  of  U.  S.  P.  preparations  may  expect  to  be  held  to  the  same  require- 
ments as  are  druggists. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  i-eport,  132  samples  of  drugs  have 
been  examined,  82  of  which,  equivalent  to  62.1  per  cent.,  failed  to  con- 
form to  requirements.  In  addition,  a  number  of  toilet  articles  and  other 
proprietaries  have  been  analyzed.  Two  dealers  have  been  prosecuted  for 
the  sale  of  spurious  products.  The  results  of  the  inspection  are  shown  in 
the  following  table :

Until  recently  none  of  this  product  as  on  sale  in  New  Hampshire  was  genu- 
ine. The  samples  examined  were  found  to  consist  of  a  mixture  in  varying  pro- 
portions of  powdered  coal  and  marble  dust,  a  product  totally  inert  as  far  as 
medicinal  value  is  concerned.  While  it  is  true  that  the  use  of  this  preparation 
is  confined  principally  to  veterinary  practice,  and  the  sale  of  such  is  not 
extensive,  yet  this  should  afford  no  excuse  to  any  reputable  druggist  for 
condescending  to  offer  such  a  product, — notwithstanding  that  we  have 
been  criticised  by  one  prominent  druggist  Avho  did  carry  it,  and,  incident- 
ally, who  understood  perfectly  well  its  fraudulent  character, — for  "  bothei*- 
ing  with  horse  medicine."  The  deliberate  sale  of  products  such  as  this 
and  imitation  whiskey_are  good  examples  of  the  fact  that  an  evil  widely 
practised  ceases  to  be  an  evil.

The  eighth  revision  of  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopia  does  not  recognize  the 
designation  "essence."  Consequently  the  latter  has  no  longer  any  legal 
standing.  But  that  for  most  purposes  the  term  "  spirits  "  and  "  essence  " 
as  applied  to  the  alcoholic  solution  of  an  essential  oil  are  synonymous,  and 
are  so  regarded  by  druggists,  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  majority  of 
samples  of  these  preparations  were  supplied  by  the  druggist  under  an 
"  essence  "  label  in  response  to  the  call  for  "  spirits,"  and  that  most  of  such 
did  not  fall  very  far  short  of  comphance  with  the  official  standard  for 
spirits.

Four  samj^les  oi  whiskey,  purchased  of  druggists  for  medicinal  use, 
were  received.  The  analysis  indicates  that  all  of  these  were  compounds 
(known  to  the  trade  as  "blends"),  consisting  largely  of  the  cheap,  artifi- 
cial product  mixed  with  some  real  whiskey.  In  view  of  the  prices  charged, 
fifty  to  seventy  cents  per  pint,  equivalent  to  $4  to  15  per  gallon,  it  would 
seem  that  the  purchaser  might  feel  justified  in  expecting  to  receive  genu- 
ine whiskey.  These  goods  are  sold  to  the  purchaser  as  whiskey,  and  the 
latter  of  course  has  no  means  of  knowing  that  the  word  "  blend  "  may  be 
stenciled  upon  the  head  of  the  cask  in  the  dealer's  cellar.

Of  the  twenty-two  samples  examined,  sixteen  failed  to  conform  to 
requirements.  Of  the  latter,  one  was  95  per  cent,  of  the  required  strength, 
seven  showed  85  to  95  per  cent.,  five,  75  to  85  per  cent.,  while  the  iodine 
content  of  four  ranged  from  63  per  cent,  to  74  ])er  cent.  While  these 
results  show  an  improvement  over  those  obtained  on  former  inspections, 
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there  still  seems  to  be  a  notable  failure  on  the  part  of  the  average  drug- 
gist to  prepare  a  standard  article  of  this  kind.  Experience  shows  that 
there  is  no  trouble  in  making  this  tincture  of  the  U.  S.  P.  strength,  and 
under  proper  conditions  such  will  keep  indefinitely  without  any  such  loss 
of  iodine  as  would  be  represented  by  the  figures  given.  - 

Former  inspections  have  shown  that  wood  alcohol  was  not  infrequently 
used  hj  druggists  in  the  making  of  this  and  certain  other  pharmaceuti- 
cals, but  we  have  not  recently  met  with  any  instance  of  this  nature.

EXAMINATIONS  OF  HAIR  TONICS  AND  OTHER  TOILET 
PREPARATIONS. 


HAIR  TONICS. 


Fifteen  hair  tonics,  or  dandruff  cures,  are  included  in  the  list.  Goods 
of  this  character  as  now  appearing  on  the  market,  may  be  divided  into  the 
following  classes :  (1)  Mixtures  of  sulphur  and  glycerin,  with  or  without 
lead  acetate — depending  upon  whether  the  preparation  is  to  act  as  a  dye  as 
well  as  a  tonic.  The  glycerin  serves  mainly  as  a  vehicle  for  the  sulphur, 
the  latter  acting  as  a  germicide  and  also,  in  conjunction  with  lead,  grad- 
ually forming  black  lead  sulphide.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  lead 
acetate,  taken  by  the  mouth,  is  a  violent  poison  ;  appUed  externally  it  is 
more  or  less  readily  absorbed  and  may  give  rise  to  lead-poisoning.  (2) 
Dilute  alcoholic  solutions,  with  or  without  glycerin  or  borax,  containing 
essential  oils  and  some  form  of  rubefacient,  or  "  counter-irritant."  Most 
essential  oils  have  an  antiseptic  action,  rosemary  and  lavender  especially 
being  considered  as  of  value  in  the  treatment  of  disorders  of  the  scalp. 
For  the  purpose  of  stimulating  the  circulation  cantharides  is  commonly 
employed,  though  its  place  may  be  effectively  taken  by  some  other  one  of 
the  large  number  of  substances  capalile  of  producing  an  irritation  of  the  skin. 
Where  glycerin  and  l>oric  acid  are  used  these  may  be  present  in  the  form 
of  boro-glycerin,  a  powerful  though  relatively  harmless  antiseptic.  (3)  A 
more  expensive  class  combines  the  constituents  of  (2)  with  the  alkaloids  of 
cinchona  and,  rarely,  of  nux  vomica ;  these  alkaloids  are  supposed  to  act 
as  "tonics"  in  increasing  the  growth  of  the  hair,  though  it  would  seem 
probable  that  the  chief  value  of  the  first  in  ])reparations  of  this  nature  is 
attributable  to  their  antiseptic  character. 

All  of  these  preparations  were  examined  for  harmful  or  objectionable 
constituents  and  to  determine  the  general  cliaracter;  the  analyses  are  not 
offered  as  complete.     The  following  brands  come  under  class  1 :

Sample  contained  in  oval  bottle  and  labeled  as  being  guaranteed 
under  the  federal  food  and  drug  act.  The  analysis  shows  glycerin  and 
sulphur.  Tests  for  alcohol,  heavy  metals,  skin  irritants,  borax,  etc.,  re- 
sulted negatively.  This  sample  does  not  appear  to  represent  the  old 
formula;  neither  is  it  the  new,  now  advertised  and  put  up  in  a  different 
styled  package,  and  said  to  include  glycerin,  boro-glycerin,  capsicum,  bay 
rum,  sulphur,  tea,  rosemary,  alcohol  and  perfume. 

No.  3374.  Ai/er's Hair  Vigor.  J.  C.  Ayer  &  Co.,  Lowell,  jMass.  "New 
improved  formula"  claims  sulphur,  glycerin,  quinine,  sodium,  chloride, 
cantharides,  sage  alcohol  and  perfume.  All  of  these  constituents  were 
identified,  and  a  test  for  wood  alcohol  resulted  negatively.  The  package 
fails  to  bear  a  statement  with  regard  to  the  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  as  required 
under  the  federal  act. 

Under  class  2 : 

No.  3363.  Coke's  Dandruff  Cure.  A.  H.  Bremer  &  Co.,  New  York. 
The  analysis  shows  cantharides,  and  30.4  per  cent,  alcohol,  practically  all 
of  which  was  found  to  be  methyl,  or  wood  alcohol.  The  total  solids 
amount  to  0.61  per  cent.  The  presence  of  wood  alcohol  makes  this  a  dan- 
gerous preparation,  and  its  sale  is  therefore  illegal. 

No.  3342.  Zepii's  Dandruff'  Cure.  T.  Noonan  &  Co.,  Boston,  Mass. 
Labeled  as  containing  46  per  cent,  of  grain  alcohol.  The  analysis  shows 
2  jier  cent,  of  solids,  largely  glycerin.  Contains  cantharides,  a  small  amount 
of  borax  and  46.4  per  cent,  of  ethyl  alcohol. 

No.  3366.  Corollas  Hair  Tonic.  IT.  ^V.  Taylor  &  Co.,  New  York. 
The  claim  that  "  no  matter  how  long  bald,  or  from  whatever  cause.  Corol- 
las will  give  you  a  fine  head  of  hair,"  is  not  capable  of  substantiation.  Also, 
the  claim  that  tliis  substance  is  "  absolutely  a  vegetable  compound  "  is  er- 
roneous, in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  sample  contained  borax.  Total  solids, 
0.73  per  cent.,  alcohol,  19.7  per  cent.  Wood  alcohol  absent.  Contains  a 
vesicant,  or  skin-irritant,  not  identified. 

No.  3367.  Westj^haVs  Anxiliator.  Paul  Wesphal,  New  York.  Shows 
3.56  per  cent,  of  residue  on  evaporation,  largely  glycerin,  with  borax,  or 
boric  acid.  No  alkaloids  or  vesicants  were  detected.  The  analysis  shows 
54.8  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  of  which  20  per  cent.  {i.  e.  10.96  per  cent.)  was 
found  to  be  methyl,  or  wood  alcohol. 
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Under  class  3,  and  miscellaneous : 

No.  3364.  Seven  Sxtherkind  Sisters''  Hair  Grower.  Seven  Sutherland 
Sisters,  18  Desbrosses  St.,  New  York.  The  wrapper  bears  the  question- 
able statement  that  "  if  you  are  bald,  S.  S.  S.  Hair  Grower  will  give  you  a 
fine  head  of  hair."  Shows  0.94  per  cent,  of  residue  on  evaporation  ;  28.4 
per  cent,  alcohol — all  ethyl.  Contains  quinine  and  small  amount  of  borax; 
no  vesicating  substance  was  detected. 

No.  3865.  Mme.  Yale'' s  Excelsior  Hair  Tonic.  Mrae.  Yale,  New  York. 
Leaves  2.09  j^er  cent,  of  residue  on  evaporation,  largely  glycerin  with  cin- 
chona alkaloids.  Gives  a  shght  reaction  for  borox,  or  boric  acid,  but  shows 
no  vesicating  substance.     Contains  17.0  per  cent,  of  alcohol — all  ethyl. 

No.  3369.  DanOerine.  Knowltou  Danderine  Co.,  Chicago.  "Dander- 
ine  is  the  only  specific  known  that  will  positively  produce  capillary  attrac- 
tion and  natural  effulgence  " — a  statement  that  presumably  makes  up  in 
impressiveness  what  it  lacks  in  comprehensibility  to  the  average  purchaser. 
Labeled  as  containing  10  per  cent,  of  alcohol.  Shows  4.55  per  cent,  o:^  resi- 
due, largely  glycerin  and  borax  or  boric  acid.  No  wood  alcohol.  Con- 
tains a  small  amount  of  salicylic  acid  and  a  vesicating  substance,  not  iden- 
tified. 

No.  3340.  Nen-bro^s  Herpicide.  Herpicide  Co.,  Detroit,  Mich.  Leaves 
2.5  per  cent,  of  residue  on  evaporation,  about  one  per  cent,  of  which  is  sali- 
cylic acid,  with  some  botax  or  boric  acid.  Shows  no  alkaloids  or  vesicants. 
Contains  56.2  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  practically  all  of  which  was  found  to  be 
methyl,  or  wood  alcohol.  As  a  constituent  of  a  dandruff  cure,  salicylic 
acid  doubtless  finds  an  appropriate  place ;  the  only  objectionable  ingredi- 
ent in  this  preparation  is  the  wood  alcohol. 

Lender  No.  3341,  another  samj)le  of  Herpicide  was  examined — such 
sample  being  said  to  represent  fresh  stock  received  since  January  1,  1907. 
The  alcohol  in  this  sample,  amounting  to  52.6  per  cent.,  was  also  found  to 
be  of  the  methyl  variet}'.  Moreover,  the  package  contained  no  statement 
of  the  percentage  of  alcohol,  as  is  required  by  law  in  the  case  of  all  such 
preparations.  So  long  as  this  product  contains  wood  alcohol  it  cannot  be 
legally  sold  in  New  Hampshire. 

No.  3347.  Foso  Bark.  Altenheim  Medical  Dispensary,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 
This  is  a  whitish,  turbid-looking  liquid  that  leaves  a  residue  on  evapora- 
tion amounting  to  0.46  per  cent.  The  two  most  cons})icuous  constituents 
are  oil  of  wintergreen  and  what  corresponds  to  onion  juice,  the  former 
doubtless  serving  the  double  purpose  of  a  medicant  and  a  cover  for  the 
odor  of  the  latter  constituent.  An  alkaloidal  jn-inciple  also  contained  in 
this  preparation  was  unidentified.  The  sample  showed  a  small  amount  of 
alcohol — all  in  the  form  of  ethyl — and  some  borax  or  boric  acid. 
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No.  3541.  Bam/s  Trycopherons  or  Medicated  Compound.  A.  C.  Barry, 
34  Stone  St.,  New  York.  The  analysis  shows  82.5  per  cent,  of  alcohol 
and  7.27  per  cent,  of  residue  on  evaporation.  The  latter  was  found  to  con- 
sist very  largely  of  a  fixed  oil.  No  alkaloids,  metals,  or  vesicating  agents 
were  detected. 

No.  3823.  Crani-Tonic  Hair  Food.  Crani-Tonic  Hair  Food  Co.,  New 
York.  Submitted  from  Keene.  Labeled  as  containing  20  per  cent,  of 
alcohol.  Alcohol  found,  14.60  per  cent.  Total  solid  residue  on  evapora- 
tion 0.37  per  cent.  Contains  no  rubefacients  (cantharides,  capsicum,  etc.) 
or  alkaloids  (quinine,  strychnine,  etc.).  Contains  a  small  amount  of  borax 
or  boracic  acid  and  a  fraction  of  one  per  cent,  of  volatile  oils.  No  methyl 
alcohol. 

LOTIOKS,    COSMETICS,    COLD    CREAMS,    ETC. 

These  may  be  divided  into  two  classes,  (1)  including  preparations 
intended  for  the  removal  of  some  facial  disfigurement,  c»r  for  the  bleach- 
ing of  the  complexion,  and  (2)  substances  designed  as  soothing  applica- 
tions for  minor  or  temporary  disorders  of  the  skin.  While  certain  con- 
stituents of  the  second  class,  such  as  borax,  benzoin,  almond  meal,  etc., 
serve  to  some  extent  as  bleachers,  yet  most  of  the  patent  preparations 
sold  for  this  purpose  and  for  the  removal  of  tan,  freckles,  and  the  like, 
contain  such  drastic  and  objectionable  substances  as  salts  of  mercuiy,  lead 
and  zinc. 

The  second  class  of  preparations  may  be  subdivided  into  (a)  those  con- 
taining oily  or  waxy  substances  (e.  r/.,  lanolin,  cerates)  such  as  occur  in 
so-called  "  skin  foods,"  and  (b)  mixtures  of  essential  oils  and  boroglycerin, 
or  some  other  antiseptic,  suspended  or  emulsified  with  some  vegetable 
gum, — usually  tragacanth. 

A  third  class  of  preparations,  designed  and  extensively  sold  for  the 
removal  of  superfluous  hair  (depilatories),  is  based  upon  the  use  of  caustic 
substanses  such  as  quicklime,  sulphide  of  potash,  chloride  of  zinc  and  sul- 
phide of  arsenic. 

No.  3370.  Mrs.  McCorrisoii' s  Famous  Diamond  Lotion.  Prepared  by 
Dr.  E.  K.  CTuenther,  Waldboro,  iNfe.  Offered  for  the  removal  of  tan, 
freckles  and  pimples  and  for  continued  use  as  a  cosmetic.  "  Contains  no 
oils,  greasy  substances  or  chemicals  and  cannot  injure  the  most  delicate  or 
sensitive  skin.  Perfectly  harmless."  The  analysis  shows  1.59  per  cent, 
of  soUds,  consisting  mainly,  if  not  wholly,  of  corrosive  sublimate,  no  other 
substances  being  detected.  That  remedies  made  up  of  one  of  the  most 
violent  poisons  should  be  so  commonly  labeled  as  "  perfectly  harmless," 
with  no  hint  whatever  of  their  real  character,  renders  preparations  of  this 
class  peculiarly  dangerous  articles  to  have  about  the  house.     Even  sup- 
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posing  the  chance  of  accident  eliminated,  there  is  serious  danger  of  injury 
through  the  external  use  of  corrosive  sublimate,  ignorantly  or  carelessly 
applied.  If  the  indiscriminate  continued  use  of  such  a  preparation  does 
nothing  worse  in  the  end  than  "add  the  blush  of  a  rose  to  the  plainest 
face,"  its  user  may  be  considered  fortunate. 

No.  3380.  Soide's  Eradicator.  L.  M.  Brock  &  Co.,  Lynn,  Mass.  "War- 
ranted not  to  injure  the  skin."  Similar  to  the  preceding.  The  analysis 
shows  1.37  per  cent,  of  solid  residue,  consisting  of  a  mixture  of  corrosive 
sublimate  and  calomel. 

No.  3377.  (Jhamx)Un\  Liqvid  Pearl.  Champlin  Mfg.  Co.,  New  York. 
"Contains  nothing  injurious  to  the  most  delicate  skin."  The  analysis 
shows  24.35  per  cent,  of  solids,  consisting  of  lead  carbonate.  Concerning 
the  use  of  this  substance  the  National  Dispensary  states  that  "it  should 
never  be  applied  where  the  cuticle  is  broken,  as  it  is  one  of  the  most  poi- 
sonous of  the  salts  of  lead." 

No.  3417.  Dr.  T.  Felix  GnvravcVs  Oriental  Cream  or  Magical  Beauti- 
Jier.  Dr.  T.  Felix  Gouraud,  37  Great  Jones  Street,  New  York.  Said  to 
be  "  so  harmless  we  taste  it  to  be  sure  it  is  properly  made."  The  fact  that 
this  preparation  is  intended  to  sell  for  81.50  affords  a  good  example  of  the 
price  the  public  is  willing  to  pay  for  some  simple,  well-known  article,  so 
long  as  it  is  offered  under  a  fanciful  name  and  its  identity  kept  secret. 
This  "Magical  Beautifier"  was  found  to  consist  of  approximately  one-half 
ounce  of  calomel  suspended  in  a  short  half  pint  of  water — a  liberal  valua- 
tion of  which  would  be  about  five  cents.  Calomel  is  an  insoluble  salt  of 
mercury,  and  while  not  poisonous  in  the  way  that  corrosive  sublimate  is, 
nevertheless,  as  a  mercurial,  it  belongs  to  a  drastic  class  of  substances  that 
ought  not  to  be  offered  for  general  sale  without  proper  labeling. 

Included  among  toilet  preparations  of  the  other  class  are : 

No.  3375.  Holmes'  Fragrant  Frostilla.  Clay  W.  Holmes,  Elmira,  N.  Y. 
Shows  14.89  per  cent,  of  residue  on  evaporation.  The  base  is  a  vegetable 
gum,  apparently  tragacanth.  Contains  a  small  amount  of  glycerin  and 
ethyl  alcohol. 

No.  3376.  Madame  Zaza  Toilet  Cream.  J.  M.  Grosvenor  &,  Co.,  Boston. 
Claims  "  the  entire  absence  of  oils,  glycerin,  fats  and  other  greasy  sub- 
stances." This  statement  was  found  to  be  incorrect,  to  the  extent  that 
glycerin  is  present,  though  this  may  have  been  introduced  in  the  form  of 
boroglycerin.  The  analysis  shows  boric  acid,  volatile  oils  and  a  vegetable 
gum,  apparently  tragacanth.  Methyl  alcohol  absent.  Residue  on  evapo- 
ration, 8.07  per  cent. 

No.  3399.  Toiletine.  Toiletine  Company,  Montague,  Mass.  Leaves 
7.06  per  cent,  of  residue  on  evaporation.     The  analysis  shows  this  prepa- 
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tioii  to  consist  of  an  emulsion  of  oil  of  wintergreen  with  a  vegetable  gum 
corresponding  to  tragacanth. 

No.  3419.  Larkin's  Derma  Balm.  Larkin  &  Co.,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Con- 
sists of  a  mucilage  of  vegetable  gum — apparently  tragacanth — with  essen- 
tial oils,  borax  or  boric  acid,  and  glycerin. 

No.  3378.  HincW  Honey  and  Almond  Cream.  A.  S.  Hinds,  Portland, 
Me.  According  to  the  label  "this  preparation  contains  no  oil,  grease  or 
chemicals."  "Contains  7  per  cent,  of  Cologne  Spirit."  The  analysis 
shows  this  product  to  contain  a  base  of  partially  saponified  beeswax, 
emulsified  and  flavored  with  bitter  almond  oil.  No  lanolin  was  detected. 
Contains  6.4  per  cent,  alcohol,  10.97  per  cent,  of  solid  residue,  including 
some  borax  and  glycerin.  Does  not  leave  a  grease-spot  on  paper.  The 
use  of  the  word  "honey"  in  designating  this  preparation  is  illegal,  no 
honey  being  present. 

No.  3438.  Daggett  &  RamsdeWs  Cold  Cream.  Daggett  &  Ramsdell, 
Yew  York.  This  preparation  is  of  an  ointment-like  consistency  and  con- 
tains a  base  of  wax  or  cerate.  No  lanolin  was  detected.  Contains  borax 
or  boric  acid. 

TOILET    WATERS. 

No.  3409.  Bay  Rum,  Double  Distilled.  H.  Michelson,  St.  Thomas,  W.  I. 
Contains  50  per  cent,  of  alcohol.     No  wood  alcohol. 

No.  3410.  tSai'oi  Bay  Rum..  Savoi  et  Cie.,  Paris.  Contains  12.80  per 
cent,  of  alcohol.  No  wood  alcohol.  A  standard  article  of  bay  rum  should 
show  not  far  from  50  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  this  amount  being  necessary  in 
order  to  hold  in  solution  the  quantity  of  volatile  oils  that  should  be  pres- 
ent. 

No.  3413.  Florida  Water.  Colgate  &  Co.,  New  York.  Contains  66.4 
per  cent,  of  alcohol.     No  wood  alcohol. 

No.  3414.  Florida  Water.  Diaz  &  Co.  Contains  13  per  cent,  of  alco- 
hol— all  methyl,  or  wood  alcohol. 

No.  3414.  Florida  Water.  Le  Grand  Perf.  Works,  New  York  and 
Paris.  Contains  no  alcohol  and  no  glycerin.  Florida  waters  are  prepared 
by  dissolving  a  mixture  of  essential  oils  in  modei'ately  strong  alcohol. 
Therefore,  while  there  is  no  standard,  the  better  grades  will  necessarily 
show  a  considerable  percentage  of  alcohol. 

No.  3416.  Violet  Toilet  Water.  Dupont  et  Cie.,  Paris.  Total  alcohol, 
67.60  per  cent.     Contains  38.80  per  cent,  of  wood  alcohol. 

EXTRACT    OF    WITCH    HAZEL. 

Properly  speaking,  extract  of  witch  hazel,  as  prepared  according  to  the 
U.  S.  P.,  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  tannins  and  other  extractives, 
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and  is  a  very  different  article  from  that  which  is  commonly  sold  as  witch 
hazel  extract.  The  latter  consists  of  a  dilute  alcoholic  liquid  obtained  by 
the  distillation  of  the  shoots  and  twigs  of  HammameUs  virginiana.  The 
therapeutic  reputation  of  this  shrub  seems  to  have  originated  with  the 
American  Indians,  who  made  use,  medicinally,  of  the  highly  astringent 
bark.  Aqua  haramamelis  (prepared  by  distillation),  wliile  generally 
extolled  as  a  sort  of  universal  panacea,  contains,  in  addition  to  the  dilute 
alcohol,  nothing  more  than  traces  of  an  essential  oil,  and  as  it  seems  to  be 
drinkable  without  any  apparent  effect,  it  is  very  difficult  to  believe  some 
of  the  claims  made  for  the  curative  virtues  of  this  article. 

No.  3411.  Violet  Witch  Hazel,  Eegal  Brand.  Wristley,  Chicago.  Con- 
tains 7.8  per  cent,  of  alcohol.     Wood  alcohol  and  formaldehyde  absent. 

No.  3412.  Munyon^s  Extract  of  Witch  Hazel.  Munyon  Remedy  Com- 
pany, Philadelphia.  Contains  11.6  per  cent,  of  alcohol.  Wood  alcohol 
and  formaldehyde  absent. 

No.  3418.  PoncVs  Extract.  Pond's  Extract  Company,  New  York. 
Contains  14.95  per  cent,  of  alcohol.  Residue  on  evaporation  0.01  per 
cent.  Wood  alcohol  and  formaldehyde  absent.  Notwithstanding  the 
extreme  (and  it  would  appear,  misleading)  claims  of  the  manufacturers, 
we  are  unable  to  find  wherein  this  product  differs  (aside  from  alcoholic 
content)  in  any  essential  particular  from  other  so-called  "  extracts "  of 
witch  hazel. 


MISCHLLANEOUS  EXAMINATIONS. 


RADOL "  A    RADIUM- IMPREG^^ATED    FLUID." 

This  is  a  colorless,  odorless  liquid,  exploited  as  a  cure  (internally  adminis- 
tered) for  cancer  and  purporting  to  be  prepared  by  D.  Rupert  Wells,  M.  D.? 
St.  Louis,  Mo.  The  facts  involved  represent  a  typical  illustration  of  the  ten- 
dency of  the  average  patient,  suffering  from  some  incurable  or  difficultly  cura- 
ble disease,  to  allow  himself  to  be  deluded  and  swindled  by  the  advertising 
empiric  after  the  efforts  of  the  home  physician  have  failed  of  results.  To 
the  great  mass  of  the  people  who  are  in  no  position  to  appreciate  the  limita- 
tions involved,  the  arguments  of  Dr.  Wells,  as  contained  in  his  booklets 
and  circulars,  are  very  convincing.  Their  plausibility  is  in  fact  well  cal- 
culated to  appeal  to  e^en  the  most  intelligent  and  well  informed  of 
sufferers. 

That  most  people  have  heard  something  of  the  ne\V  and  mysterious  ele- 
ment, radium,  and  that  a  certain  vague  knowledge  exists  relative  to  the 
possible  applicabihty  of  this  substance  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of 
cancer  are  facts  of  which  the  St.  Louis  "  philanthropist  "  has  made  excel- 
lent use  to  his  own  advantage.  As  in  the  case  of  the  X-ray,  so  with 
radium,  there  are  a  few  cases  of  cancer  on  record  that  would  seem  to  have 
been  benefitted  by  the  direct  and  persistent  application  of  the  emanations 
to  the  tumor  itself.  This  the  doctor,  however,  claims  to  apply  indirectly 
by  making  use  of  the  well-known  phenomenon  of  induced  radio-activity, 
in  that,  by  bringing  his  tube  of  radium  salt  in  the  presence  of  a  vessel  of 
water  the  latter  becomes  endowed  with  all  the  therapeutic  properties  of 
the  element  itself.  Given  a  tube  of  radium  salt,  by  this  ingenious  scheme 
he  is  apparently  able  to  induce  a  "  bluish  fluorescent  glow  "  ("  imparted  by 
the  radium")  in  indefinite  quantities  of  distilled  water,  and  by  the* addi- 
tion of  "certain  ingredients  of  harmless  character,"  not  only  to  charge  the 
latter  with  "germ -destroying  properties  "  but  also  to  render  it  a  "dehght- 
ful  and  invigorating  tonic." 

That  water  thus  "radiotised  "  could  possess  anj^  possible  virtue  in  the 
treatment  of  cancer  is  utterly  out  of  the  question.  This  fluid,  which  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  of  the  person  Avho  brought  the  matter  to  our 
attention,  costs  five  dollars  a  pint,  was  found  to  •contain  6.96  per  cent,  of 
alcohol  and  approximately  two  grains  to  the  ounce  of  quinine  sulphate. 
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In  these  proportions  it  requires  the  aid  of  some  imagination  to  detect  the 
"  bluish  fluorescent  glow,"  but  whatever  of  this  property  the  doctor  may 
have  observed  may  be  safely  chargeable  to  the  qixinine.  Aside  from 
the  misrepresentation,  the  absence  of  any  alcohol  label  on  the  package  ren- 
ders Doctor  Wells  liable  under  the  federal  laws. 

REVELENTA    ARABICA. 

Prepared  by  Du  Barry  &  Co.,  Tottenham  Court  Road,  London.  Repre- 
sented as  being  a  farinaceous  preparation  designed  for  the  use  of  invalids 
and  of  especial  value  as  a  nutritive  and  specific  in  connection  with  the 
treatment  of  a  great  variety  of  illnesses  and  disorders.  According  to  the 
instructions  a  meal  is  to  be  prepared  by  boiling  about  two  tablespoonfuls 
for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  with  a  pint  of  water. 

This  preparation  was  submitted  for  analysis  with  the  request  that  it  be 
examined  for  some  deleterious  constituent,  as  it  seemed  to  have  a  pro- 
nouncedly objectionable  effect  on  the  patient  using  it,  the  symptoms 
described  being  a  pecuhar  weakness  and  dizziness,  which  persisted  as  long 
as  the  food  was  used,  but  disappeared  when  the  diet  was  changed. 

In  appearance  this  food  is  of  a  pale  reddish-yellow  color.  A  microscop- 
ical examination  indicates  it  to  consist  essentially  of  lentil  flour.  The 
nitrogen  content  was  found  to  be  3.88  per  cent.,  corresponding  to  about 
24  per  cent,  of  protein. 

The  lentil  (Lens  esculenta)  is  a  small  reddish-yellow  seed,  of  the  same 
classification  as  the  pea  and  bean.  This  food,  historically  interesting  be- 
cause of  its  ancient  use  and  of  its  having  formed  the  basis  of  Esau's  mess 
of  pottage,  is  consumed  to  a  considerable  extent  in  Mediterranean  coun- 
tries, where  it  is  considered  as  being  highly  nutritious.  However,  there 
seems  to  be  some  evidence  that  this  legume  not  infrequently  proA^es  difii- 
cult  of  digestion  and  apt  to  disorder  the  bowels,  though  such  tendency  is 
claimed  to  be  less  marked  where,  as  in  this  case,  the  seed  hulls  have  been 
removed. 

POLLANTIN. 

Prepared  by  Schimmel  &  Co.,  Miltitz,  Germany.  Represented  as  being 
"  an  anti-toxin  serum  prepared  from  the  pollen  of  golden  rod  and  rag- 
weed," designed  for  the  treatment  of  hay  fever.  The  examination  shows 
it  to  be  a  substance  of  an  albuminous  nature  mixed  with  milk  sugar.  Con- 
tains no  cocaine  or  opiates. 

MATIS. 

This  "cure"  for  rheumatism,  prepared  by  Chas.  Carow  Company,  194 
Pulaski  street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., is  represented  as  being  "purely  vegetable." 
The  analysis  shows  'irfO  per  cent,  of  sahne  matter,  largely  potassium 
iodide. 
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CAFFODYXE. 


A  headache  preparation  manufactured  by  Brewer  &  Co.,  Worcester, 
Mass.  Sample  forwarded  from  Hampton.  Tablets  consist  of  acetanilid, 
catfein  and  bicarbonate  of  soda. 

A.    D.    S.    HEADACHE    WAFERS. 

A  ten  cent  jjackage  contains  four  wafers,  each  represented  as  carryiiig 
four  grains  of  acetanilid.  The  analysis  shows  this  to  be  correct,  the  other 
constituents  being  milk  sugar  and  caffein.  While  the  prejiaration  differs 
in  no  essential  from  the  numerous  other  preparations  of  this  kind  on  the 
market,  yet  the  accompanying  reading  matter  is  designed,  to  lead  the  user 
to  believe  that  the  above  is  "  perfectly  safe,"  as,  unlike  the  ordinary  vari- 
ety, it  is  alleged  to  "  cure  the  head  without  injuring  the  heart."  Manu- 
factured by  American  Druggists'  Syndicate  Co.,  New  York. 

XATURE    TISSUE    TABLETS. 

According  to  the  statement  upon  the  package,  these  tablets  "  supply  tlie 
waste  and.  degeneration  of  tissue  and  arrest  the  decay  and  failing  of  old 
age.  These  are  a  tissue  food  and  not  a  medicine.  They  give  strength  and 
tone  to  tlie  entire  system  and  prevent  disease.  They  are  used  in  liver, 
stomach  and  kidney  troubles,  and  should  be  taken  where  there  is  any 
breaking  down  of  the  tissues."  Manufactured  b}^  the  Toxo-Absorbent 
Company,  Rochester,  New  York.  The  above  represents  one  of  the  baldest 
kinds  of  false  claims  conceivable.  These  tablets  are  in  no  sense  a  food, 
and  they  cannot  possibly  do  the  things  claimed  for  them.  The  manufac- 
turer gives  a  dissertation  upon  the  value  of  "getting  back  to  earth,"  and. 
the  conclusions  that  he  draws  as  to  the  benefits  of  dirt-eating  are  skilfully 
calculated  to  redound  to  his  advantage.  To  be  sure,  common  earth  is 
cheaji  enough  but  this  will  not  serve  because  it  is  not  pure,  whereas  the 
Toxo-Absorbent  product  is  specially  taken  from  the  bowels  of  the  earth, 
where  all  matter  is  necessarily  in  a  sterile,  uncontaminated  condition. 

The  [analysis  shows  about  50  per  cent,  of  clayey  earth  mixed  with  about 
15  per  cent,  of  carbonate  of  magnesia,  some  charcoal,  and  an  aromatic  of 
the  nature  of  a  carminative. 

OBESITY    TABLET. 

Dr.  F.  J.  Kellog's  Obesity-Reducing  Tablets.  "A  safe  fat  reducer." 
Guaranteed  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  by  F.  J.  Kellog,  Battle  Creek, 
Michigan.  This  preparation  seems  to  consist  principally  of  cooked  starch, 
apparently   wheat.     Examinations  were  made  for  arsenic   and  for   other 
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substances  of  a  deleterious  nature,  with  negative  results.  It  is  clitticult  to 
understand  how  this  preparation  can  possibly  accomplish  what  is  claimed 
for  it. 

DIOZO. 

Prepared  by  the  Parker  Chemical  Company,  Chicago.  Consists  of  a  tin 
box  with  perforations  and  designed  to  hang  up  on  the  wall ;  sells  for  fifty 
cents.  The  apparatus  is  represented  as  "  constantly  throwing  off  minute 
crystals  which  ozonify  and  purify  the  air."  This  is  a  misstatement,  so 
far  as  the  ozonification  is  concerned, — although  it  does  undoubtedly  give 
forth  infinitesimal  traces  of  vapor  sufticient  to  produce  a  distinct  odor. 
Also  represented  as  destroying  "  microbes  and  disease  germs.  Prevents 
spread  of  contagion,  imparts  a  refreshing  and  healthful  odor  to  the  sick 
room,  and  is  most  beneficial  in  relieving  colds,  whooping  cough,  croup, 
asthma,  bronchitis,  catarrh,  diphtheria,  lung  trouble." 

These  claims  are  too  strong  by  far.  The  contents  of  the  l)Ox  consist  of 
a  half  pound  cone  composed  of  a  crystalline  mass  of  crude  naphthalene — 
one  of  the  higher  distillates  from  coal-tar  containing  beside  naphthalene, 
small  proportions  of  carbolic  acid  and  allied  bodies.  While  it  is  known 
that  such  products  do  tend  to  volatilize  slightly  on  exposure  to  the  air, 
nevertheless  the  claims  made  for  this  article  are  in  general  of  a  decidedly- 
misleading  character  and  druggists  and  others  are  therefore  warned  that 
the  present  labeling  is  in  violation  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

straw's  odor-no. 

A  liquid  disinfectant  prepared  by  the  Odor-No  Cheiuical  Company, 
Boston,  Mass.  Sells  for  50  cents  per  bottle.  It  is  a  colorless,  nearly 
tasteless,  non-corrosive  hquid,  exhibiting  a  very  faint  odor  suggestive  of 
perfume.  Represented  as  a  non-poisonous  agent  for  the  destruction  of 
germs  and  odors,  also  to  be  used  as  a  douche  for  the  cure  of  sore  throat 
and  leucorrhoea,  and  as  a  spray  for  purifying  the  atmosphere  of  sick 
rooms,  schools,  churches,  etc.  The  manufacturers  submit  a  certificate 
from  a  bacteriologist  testifying  to  the  efticiency  of  this  preparation  as  a 
germicide. 

The  analysis  shows  this  product  to  consiist  of  about  one  per  cent,  of 
boracic  acid,  less  than  one-half  per  cent,  of  formaldehyde  and  three  per 
cent,  of  alcohol.  While  there  is  no  doubt  that  such  a  preparation  will  do 
what  is  claimed  for  it,  nevertheless  the  public  should  not  be  unwittingly 
beguiled  into  paying  50  cents  for  an  article  consisting  of  but  a  fraction  of 
a  cent's  worth  of  the  most  common  antiseptic  agents,  mingled  with  water. 
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MAl'LEINK. 

Crescent  Manufacturing  Company,  Seattle,  Wash.  Consists  of  a  thick 
brownish  hquid,  evidently  representing  a  decoction  of  same  plant,  or 
plants ;  odor  suggestive  of  walnuts. 

Whether  or  not  this  is  one  of  the  products  at  one  time  the  basis  of  the 
tiavor  of  the  so-called  "Pure  Vermont  Maple  Syru])s,"  as  manufactured 
in  Boston  and  other  cities,  we  have  no  information  concerning.  Some  of 
the  descriptive  literature  accidentally  came  into  our  hands  and  a  sample 
of  the  product  was  secured.  The  literature  seeks  to  call  Ma))leine  to  the 
attention  of  the  housewife  as  a  general  flavoring  material  and  for  candies 
and  the  preparation  of  a  substitute  for  maple  syrup.  While  for  the  latter 
purpose  it  cannot  be  said  to  produce  a  very  close  imitation  of  the  genuine, 
yet  its  tlavor  is  agreeal)le,  and  as  sold  for  the  purposes  represented  it  is  a 
legitimate  product. 


FOODS    POSING   AS    "CURES.'^ 

Millions  of  dollars  have  been  made  through  patent  medicines.  Whether 
there  really  be  or  not,  most  people  labor  under  the  impression  that  there 
is  something  the  matter  with  them.  As  a  natural  corollary,  manufacturers 
have  discovered  the  immense  advantage  accruing  from  causing  their  prep- 
arations to  appear  in  the  combination  role  of  food  and  medicine. 

GRAPE-XUTS    AND    POSTUM    CEREAL. 

One  of  the  earliest  and  most  familiar  exam})les  of  this  kind  of  advertis- 
ing tactics  is  to  be  found  in  the  preparations  of  the  Postum  Cereal  Com- 
pany, known  respectively  as  "  Grape-Nuts  "  and  "  Postum  Cereal."  As 
showing  the  ingenious  application  of  the  patent  medicine  idea  to  foods, 
let  the  ])urchaser  of  one  of  these  pre])arations  read  the  little  booklet  con- 
tained within  the  package,  entitled  "  The  Road  to  Wellville."  This  false 
character  of  the  claims  made  for  these  products  has  been  definitely  shown 
by  other  laboratories  and  no  detailed  statement  is  necessary  here.  The 
most  recent  exjwse  was  made  by  the  Pennsylvania  Dairy  and  Food  Depart- 
ment, which  has  recently  issued  a  bulletin  on  the  subject  of  breakfast 
foods  (Bui.  162,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pa.).  As  a  result 
of  this  investigation,  suits  were  entered  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  a 
number  of  these  products,  including  "Grape-Nuts,"  misbranding  being 
the  allegation.  Eight  of  these  suits  were  subsequently  nol  prossed  on  the 
manufacturers  agreeing  to  change  their  labeling,  but  it  is  significant  of 
the  obstinancy  of  the  Postum  Cereal  Company  that  this  name  fails  to 
appear  in  the  list.^

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CRESCO    FLOUR. 

"Cresco"  Flour  is  the  new  name  of  the  product  formerly  sold  by  Far- 
well  &  Rhines,  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  under  the  name  of  gluten  flour.  The 
manufacturers  are  very  careful  that  the  label  on  the  present  package  shall 
contain  no  ''false  or  misleading  statement."  However,  the  accom}>anying 
"  specialty  letter  "  is  a  marvel  of  ingenious  sophistry.  It  is  apparent  that 
this  firm  is  continuing  to  mislead  the  })ublic  in  the  claims  made  for  the 
dietetic  value  of  its  product.  Properly  speaking,  the  latter  is  not  a  flour 
but  a  meal,  as  it  is  granular  in  consistency.  So  far  as  its  starch  and  pro- 
tein content  is  concerned,  it  does  not  differ  materially  from  common  bread 
flour,  while  the  cost  is  ajjproximately  doul)le.  The  manufacturers  claim 
that  Cresco  Flour  "is  made  from  a  small  per  cent,  of  the  very  best  wheat 
obtainable,  selected  with  special  reference  to  the  quality  and  component 
parts  of  the  gluten  and  other  elements  it  contains,  carefully  and  skilfully 
extracte<l  and  combined  by  our  own  peculiar  methods.  It  is  made  in  such 
a  way  that  the  process  of  preparing  it  for  use  in  bread,  biscuits,  gems, 
griddle  cakes,  etc.,  so  acts  u})on  the  carbohydrates  and  other  properties  of 
the  wheat  kernel  contained  in  it,  as  to  render  it  a  reliable  and  invaluable 
article  of  diet  for  sufferers  from  aci.l  dys})epsia,  indigestion,  debility,  obes- 
ity, kidney  and  liver  troubles,  including  mild  forms  of  diabetes.  This 
Cresco  Flour  can  be  depended  upon  to  accomplish  all  results  ichich  have 
been  claimed  for  our  (fliiten  flour  and  which  has  made  that  product  the 
standard  of  purity  and  sanatory  value  in  its  particular  field,  here  and 
abroad  for  so  many  years." 

Whatever  the  above  may  actually  mean,  it  is  certain  that  the  average 
sufferer,  if  not  the  average  physician,  will  infer  that  this  food  is  designed 
for  use  in  connection  with  diabetes  or  other  similar  maladies,  and  that  it 
has  been  so  treated  that  only  "  a  small  per  cent."  of  the  original  wheat 
flour  remains,  whereas  there  is  no  evidence  that  it  is  anything  else  but  a 
bran-free  wheat  product.  Furthermore,  there  is  no  reason  for  l)elieving 
that  it  will  make  "  much  more  than  ordinary  flour  "  of  bread  and  rolls,  as 
is  alleged. 

The  Farwell  &  Rhines  Company  com{)lain  that  we  have  done  them  a 
serious  injustice  in  reporting  one  of  their  products  in  the  January  Bulletin 
as  a  "gluten"  flour.  The  facts  are,  however,  that  this  product  was  pur- 
chased under  the  distinct  belief  that  it  was  a  gluten  flour,  it  being  labeled 
"Special  Diabetic  Food."  The  analysis  showed  but  12.88  ])er  cent,  pro- 
tein. The  name  has  since  been  changed  to  "Special  Dietetic  Food" 
(compare  cuts),  but  the  accom])anying  literature  continues  to  deceive. 
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CHOKOLATE    COMPOUND. 

Neal's  "Instantaneous  Vigor  Chokolate  Compound"  (American  Health 
Products  Company,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.),  costs  90  cents  for  a  half  pound  can 
and  claims  to  combine  as  a  beverage  the  virtues  of  malt,  milk,  chocolate, 
tea  and  coffee,  with  all  of  their  disadvantages  eliminated.  The  analysis 
follows : 

Oane  sugar 50.00  per  cent. 

Milk  sugar 14.00  per  cent. 

Proteids   12.31  per  cent. 

Fat 5.36  per  cent. 

Caffeiu  and  theobromine 0.48  per  cent. 

Ash 4.53  per  cent. 

The  evidence  is  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  fat  })resent  consists  of  cocoa 
butter.  The  product  therefore  consists  essentially  of  a  mixture  of  one 
half  ordinary  cane  sugar,  together  with  cocoa  and  dessicated  milk  (partly 
or  wholly  skimmed).  Nevertheless,  the  usual  exaggerated  claims  are 
made, — as  witness  the  statement  of  the  circular:  "My  Vigor  Chokolate 
strikes  at  the  very  root  of  lung  troubles,  kidney  diseases,  nervous  prostra- 
tion and  other  dangerous  maladies,  because  it  supplies  nerve-force,  power 
and  vigor  to  the  diseased  organs."  As  a  "  health  "  product  this  is  in  the 
same  class  with  the  so-called  tannin-less  coffees,  with  the  difference  that 
whereas  in  the  latter  case  the  purchaser  does  get  coffee,  in  this  instance 
he  gets  principally  sugar. 

DYSPEPSIA    BISCUIT. 

Another  preparation  of  the  American  Health  Products  Company,  sold 
under  the  name  of  "  Neal's  Dyspepsia  Biscuits,"  is  represented  as  being 
prepared  from  "  pine-apple,  paw-paw  melon,  figs,  oranges,  celery,  ginger, 
wheat  in  a  specially  prej^ared,  easily  assimilated  form,  and  other  vegetable 
products  combined  wdth  proper  blending  agents  so  that  it  is  acceptable  to 
the  most  delicate  stomachs."  Recommended  for  use  in  connection  Avith 
"dyspe}>sia,  indigestion,  heart-burn,  torpid  liver,  l>iliousness,  constipation, 
catarrh  of  the  stomach  and  bowels,  sick  and  nervous  headaches,  pimples, 
blotches  and  diseases  of  the  skin,  heart,  blood  and  nervous  system,  pro- 
duced by  stomach  troubles,"  also  "  anemia,  loss  of  appetite,  nervousness, 
nervous  prostration  and  troubles  arising  from  faulty  metabolism." 

Under  the  microscope  these  biscuits  showed  a  considerable  quantity  of 
partially  converted  wheat  starch  and  some  ginger,  while  the  taste  indi- 
cates the  presence  of  soda.     A  partial  analysis  showed  : 

Total  starch  by  diastase 47.52  per  cent. 

Dextrin,  ready  formed 9.98  per  cent. 

Starch  convertible  by  digestion  at  55°  C 7.93  per  cent. 

Sugars  (invert) 6.56  per  cent. 
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These  biscuits  are  supposed  to  be  eaten  a  short  time  befoi'e  partaking  of 
a  regular  meal.  It  seems  probable  that  their  principal  virtue  rests  ia  the 
fact  that  the  eating  serves  to  stimulate  the  flow  of  digestive  fluids,  thereby 
preparing  the  stomach  for  the  reception  of  food.  It  is  true  that  the  nib- 
bling of  a  simple  cracker  a  short  time  previous  to  the  meal  would  exert  a 
similar  effect. 

NUT    PRODUCTS. 

Christian's  "Protoid  Nuts,"  and  Christian's  "Combination  Nut  Butter," 
prepared  by  Eugene  Christian,  food  scientist,  New  York,  are  to  be  placed 
in  the  list  of  "  medicinal  "  or  so-called  "  health  "  foods  to  the  extent  that 
their  sale  is  accompanied  by  a  quantity  of  literature  specially  designed  to 
appeal  to  the  invalid.  It  can,  however,  be  said  in  their  favor  that  the 
attached  claims  for  dietetic  value  are  much  more  reasonable  than  is  the  case 
with  the  majority  of  preparations  of  this  class. 

These  nut  products  are  intended  more  especially  to  supply  a  vegetable 
dietary  of  uncooked  foods.  "  Protoid  Nuts,"  said  to  represent  the  Italian 
pignolia,  so  prepared  as  to  be  edibly  attractive,  is  a  palatable  product  sold 
under  a  guaranty  of  35  per  cent,  proteids  and  45  per  cent,  of  fat,  which  the 
analysis  substantiates.  The  label  of  the  package  submitted  bore  the  claim 
that  "three  teaspoonfuls  of  Protoid  Nuts  equal  in  food  value  half  pound  of 
beef."  This  objectionable  statement  is  said  to  l)e  omitted  from  the  stock 
now  being  supplied. 


ANALYSIS    OF   AN   ABNORMAL   MAPLE    SYRUP. 

The  laboratory  is  not  infrequently  requested  to  make  examinations  of 
maple  syrups  alleged  to  be  adulterated  for  the  reason  that  a  crystalline  de- 
posit of  sugar  has  appeared  at  the  bottom  of  the  container.  In  most  cases 
the  request  for  the  analysis  is  accompanied,  not  by  the  syrup,  but  by  a  por- 
tion of  the  separated  sugar.  It  should  be  understood  that  as  a  basis  for 
judging  the  quality  of  the  syrup,  a  sample  of  this  kind  is  worthless.  This 
is  evident  when  it  is  considered  that  the  sugar  of  the  maple  tree  is  the 
same  as  that  of  sugar  cane,  the  valuable  constituents  being  certain  "impuri- 
ties "  jieculiar  to  maple  sap  that  serve  to  impart  the  flavor.  Therefore 
Avhen  maple  syrup  crystallizes,  the  deposited  sugar  is  simply  a  fairly  pure 
"  rock  candy  "  mixed  with  a  small  proportion  of  "  nitre,"  the  larger  propor- 
tion of  the  impurities  having  remained  dissolved. 

The  standard  weight  for  maple  syrup  is  eleven  pounds  to  the  gallon. 
This,  however,  is  about  as  high  a  degree  of  concentration  as  a  syrup  will 
stand  without  crystallizing,  and  in  practice  it  will  be  found  that  the  aver- 
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age  gallon  weighs  slightly  less  than  eleven  pounds — a  fraction  of  a  pound 
at  this  point  causing  a  surprisingly  great  difference  in  the  apparent 
"  heaviness." 

Complaint  of  adulteration  was  made  in  the  case  of  the  sp'U])  whose 
analysis  follows.  This  sample  was  very  heavy,  the  viscosity  approaching 
that  of  glucose.  The  flavor  was  poor,  being  somewhat  suggestive  of 
molasses.

The  above  data  conclusively  indicate  the  genuineness  of  the  product  and 
its  freedom  from  adulteration  by  such  articles  as  cane  sugar,  glucose,  mo- 
lasses, or  brown  sugar.  It  is  apparent  that  this  syrup  was  somewhat  over- 
concentrated,  as  well  as  over-heated  in  the  making,  with  the  result  that  the 
character  of  a  portion  of  the  sugars  was  changed,  aud  the  flavor  of  the 
jiroduct  thus  impaired. 


METHODS    OF  ANALYSIS   EMPLOYED   IN    THE   EXAMINA- 
TION   OF   ICE   CREAM   AND   OF    CERTAIN   FLA- 
VORING  EXTRACTS. 

The  following  papers  on  the  analysis  of  ice  cream  and  of  flavoring  ex- 
tracts, published  in  theJournal  of  the  American  Chemical  Society,  represent 
methods  that  were  recently  devised  by  the  chemist  in  connection  with  the 
routine  examination  of  the  above  substances  in  this  laboratorv. 


FOOD,  DRUG  AND  LIQUOR  INSPECTION.  233 

^  THE    AXALYSIS    OF    ICE    CREAM. 

With  the  recent  enactment 'of  standards  for  ice  cream  by  several  of  the 
states,  the  analysis  of  this  substance  is  just  beginning  to  receive  attention 
on  the  part  of  food  inspection  chemists.  As  the  Uterature  seems  to 
contain  no  specific  methods,  the  foIlo\ving*(in  part  simple  modifications  of 
general  methods)  are  offered  as  having  been  in  successful  use  at  this  lab- 
oratory. 

Fat. — It  is  especially  desirable  to  make  this  estimation  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible after  the  sample  has  melted,  as  it  not  infrequently  occurs  that  on 
short  standing,  even  before  appreciable  souring  has  taken  place,  the 
butter-fat  tends  to  separate  in  such  a  manner,  and  on  mixing,  returns  to 
the  surface  so  rapidly  as  to  render  the  removal  of  a  representative  portion 
exceedingly  difiicult,  while  if  care  is  not  exercised  in  attempts  at  emulsi- 
fying, butter-clots  are  apt  to  be  formed. 

Except  for  purposes  of  api)roximation,  or  unless  the  sample  is  very 
largely  diluted,  the  use  of  the  plain  Babcock  method  is  not  admissible. 
Leach's  copper  sulphide  method  for  the  estimation  of  fat  in  condensed 
milk  is  not  directh^  applicable,  because  of  the  fact  that  in  this  case  the 
fat  is  not  carried  down  by  the  precipitated  proteids,  but  persists  in  rising 
to  the  surface,  and  no  other  precipitant  seems  capable  of  affording  any 
different  result. 

The  procedure  finally  adopted  consists  of  a  modification  of  Leach's 
method,  involving  a  solution  of  the  fat  in  chloroform,  with  the  subsequent 
removal  of  the  latter  in  a  current  of  steam.  Using  a  blunt-pointed 
pipette,  eighteen  grams  of  the  sample  are  weighed  into  a  Baljcock  cream 
bottle,  preferably  of  the  Bartlett,  or  bulb  type  ;  graduated  to  25  per  cent. 
in  fifths.  Add  3  cc.  chloroform  and  water  to  about  three  fourths  the 
capacity  of  the  bottle.  Agitate,  add  about  10  cc.  of  Fehling's  copper 
sulphate  solution,  mix  and  centrifuge  for  three  minutes,  when  all  of  the 
fat  will  be  found  in  the  underlying  chloroform  layer.  In  the  presence  of 
appreciable  quantities  of  gum  tragacanth  or  gelatin,  the  supernatent 
liquid  will.  [)ersist  in  remaining  turbid  ;  this  difiiculty  may  be  obviated 
by  the  addition  of  two  or  three  cc.  of  N/10  alkali,  the  resulting  copper 
hydroxide  serving  to  precipitate  the  gum  very  i)erfectly.  Insert  a  glass 
tube  of  small  bore,  connect  with  an  aspirator  and  remove  most  of  the 
supernatent  liquid.  Repeat  the  washing  once,  then  introduce  a  tube  of 
small  l)ore  connected  with  a  source  of  steam  provided  Avith  a  safety  cock, 
and  blow  in  live  steam  for  two  or  three  minutes,  or  until  the  chloroform

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has  been  completely  expelled  ;  the  latter  condition  is  essential.  The  use 
of  a  water  bath  for  the  removal  of  the  chloroform  is  not  feasible,  as  the 
precipitated  proteids  retain  the  latter  with  great  persistency,  and  its  re- 
moval is  not  complete  even  after  prolonged  heating  in  this  manner.  Cool 
the  contents  of  the  bottle,  add  j\fater  to  a  volume  of  17.5  cc,  and  proceed 
as  usual,  being  careful  to  secure  complete  solution  in  the  acid  of  the 
somewhat  hardened  proteid  substance. 

A  second  method  for  fat,  recommended  by  the  Chicago  Board  of  Health,^ 
has  been  given  only  a  brief  trial  in  this  laboratory.  This  method  has 
the  advantage  of  rapidity,  and  is  said  by  those  who  have  used  it  exten- 
sively to  give  good  results.  It  would  seem,  however,  that  some  little 
skill  is  required  in  its  execution  to  avoid  contamination  of  the  fat  column 
by  casein  on  the  one  hand,  and  charring  on  the  other.  The  procedure 
is  as  follows :  "  Run  9  g.  of  ice  cream  into  the  test  bottle.  Add  30  cc. 
of  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  by  volume  of  cone.  HCl  and  80  per  cent, 
acetic  acid.  Heat  on  a  Avater-bath  till  well  darkened,  but  short  of  chamng. 
Whirl  in  a  Babcock  centrifuge  and  read  the  percentage  of  fat  directly. 
If  the  cream  is  charred,  ether  may  be  added  after  whirhng.  The  layer 
containing  the  fat  is  drawn  off  into  another  bottle  and  the  ether  evapo- 
rated. The  bottle  is  then  tilled  with  water  and  again  whirled  and  the 
fat  read  directly." 

Character  of  the  Fatty  Matter. — While  the  practice  is  apparently  not  a 
common  one,  there  seems  to  be  evidence  that  in  certain  sections  at  least, 
not  a  little  "ice  cream  "  is  put  upon  the  market,  the  fat  of  which  consists 
in  part  or  wholly  of  oleo  or  cotton-seed  oil.  For  purposes  of  examina- 
tion the  fatty  matter  may  be  advantageously  separated  by  removing  30-40 
cc.  of  the  cream  layer  to  a  fat-bottle,  adding  one  cc.  of  strong  mercuric 
nitrate  solution  and  20  cc.  of  petroleum  ether  and  whirling  in  a  centri- 
fuge. The  ethereal  layer  is  removed,  washed  with  water  and  the  ether 
evaporated. 

Chemical  Preservatives. — The  presence  of  borax  may  be  detected  by 
removing  five  cc.  of  the  separated  serum  to  a  porcelain  dish,  rendering 
distinctly  acid  with  ten  per  cent,  hydrochloric  acid,  adding  five  drops  of 
turmeric  tincture  and  evaporating.  For  formaldehyde  the  hydrochloric 
acid  test  may  be  used  as.  a  preliminary,  Init  as  ice  cream  free  from  this 
body  affords  by  this  treatment  a  jjurplish  brown  color,  the  distillation 
method  should  be  employed  to  confirm  any  positive  indication  noted. 
Saccharin  and  other  bodies  of  this  class  are  detected  in  connection  with 
the  test  for  gelatin.

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Fillers  and  "  Mechanical  Preservatices.'' — The  old-fashioned  recipes 
for  cheap  ice  cream  call  for  corn-starch  or  eggs,  the  first  being  quickly 
detectable  and  the  second  indicated  by  the  deep  yellow  color  imparted 
by  the  yolks  to  the  underlying  serum  separating  from  the  sample  on 
standing.  At  present  there  is  a  large  number  of  patent,  or  secrfet  prepara- 
tions on  the  market,  most  of  which  consist  essentially  of  gelatin  or  gum 
tragacanth.  The  writer  has  recently  had  his  attention  directed  to  two 
such,  sold  to  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  under  the  names  of  "  foamiline  " 
and  "  cream-puff." 

The  use  of  compounds  of  this  description  is  not  altogether  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  the  place  of  butter-fat,  since  manufacturers  of  high  grade 
cream  allege  that  their  addition  in  small  quantity  is  necessary,  in  the  case 
of  goods  intended  to  be  shipped  or  to  be  kept  over  much  more  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  for  the  purpose  of  causing  the  ice  cream  to  "  stand  up,"  that 
is,  retain  its  homogeneity  and  obviate  the  tendency  to  marginal  icing  that 
occurs  with  storage.  It  appears  that  manufacturers  are  thus  able  to 
"hold  over"  goods  under  refrigeration  for  several  days  or  even  indefinite 
periods,  in  order  to  await  favorable  weather  or  market  conditions. 

Another  substance  that  is  being  used  to  some  extent  as  a  hller  of  ice 
cream  is  commercial  casein.  Such  use  in  New  Hampshire  has  been  ob- 
served in  several  instances — the  solidified,  cheesy  appearance  of  the  casein- 
ous  stratum  separating  from  the  sample,  affording  an  indication  that  was 
later  confirmed  outside  the  laboratory.  Obviously,  a  method  for  detect- 
ing this  class  of  goods  might  be  based  upon  the  determination  of  the  in- 
creased albuminoid  content. 

For  the  detection  of  gelatin  the  method  of  Stokes  maybe  followed,  using 
20-15  cc.  of  the  mixed  sample.  Any  faint  cloudiness  corresponding  to 
less  than  0.10  per  cent,  of  gelatin  is  ignored.  The  main  portion  of  the 
filtrate  from  the  proteids  is  then  extracted  with  chloroform  and  examined 
for  saccharin  and  similar  substances  in  the  usual  manner. 

Where  any  considerable  quantity  of  gum  tragacanth  or  a  similar  sub- 
stance has  been  used,  such  fact  is  determinable  without  ditticulty.  The 
Avriter  has  observed  samples  of  melted  ice  cream  that  were  fairly  stiff 
from  the  presence  of  excessive  amounts  of  gum.  However,  in  those 
cases  where  the  latter  is  used  for  its  mechanical  effect  the  quantity  may 
be  less  than  0.5  per  cent.,  or  even  as  little  as  0.25  per  cent.  In  view  of 
the  remarkable  similarity  in  the  general  behavior  to  reagents  of  casein 
and  the  vegetable  gums,  and  the  tendency  of  the  latter  to  be  carried  down 
with  the  former  under  the  influence  of  metallic  precipitants,  the  develop- 
ment of  a  method  for  the  detection  of  such  a  small  quantity  of  this  clas* 
of  substances  offers  more  ditticulty  than  might  be  supposed. 
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Tlie  conversion  of  the  gummy  material  into  mucic  acid  might  be  used 
as  a  test,  but  it  is  of  course  necessary  to  first  remove  all  lactose,  and  the 
subsequent  procedure  not  only  consumes  some  time,  but  the  results  are 
apt  to  be  rather  uncertain,  especially  in  the  presence  of  but  0.2-0.3  per 
cent,  of  gum.  Reichl  and  Breinl's  orcinol  test  (Allen,  "  Commercial 
Organic  Analysis,"  Volume  I,  page  422)  would  seem  to  be  valuable 
in  this  connection,  as  it  affords  a  striking  reaction  as  applied  to  the  alco- 
hol-washed mixture  of  gum  casein ;  unfortunately,  however,  casein 
alone  appears  to  give  a  similar  reaction. 

A  preliminary  test  that  serves  well  consists  in  precipitating  10  cc.  of 
the  sejjarated  serum  with  acetone,  washing  with  two  or  three  portions 
of  dilute  alcohol  (using  a  centrifuge).  The  washed  residue  is  boiled  with 
6-S  cc.  of  water,  and  1  cc.  sodium  hydroxide  (1-10)  for  about  thirty 
seconds.  This  treatment  results  in  the  formation  of  albuminates  largely 
soluble  in  hot  alcohol.  The  gum  is  converted  into  pectates  soluble  in 
water,  but  insoluble  in  hot  alcohol,  while  any  gelatin  is  decomposed  into 
bodies  not  precipitable  by  alcohol.  The  liquid  is  cooled  and  allowed  to 
stand  a  few  minutes  to  facilitate  the  separation  of  any  insoluble  caseinous 
matter;  filtered,  filtrate  heated  to  boihng,  one  and  one-half  volumes  of 
warm  alcohol  added  and  mixed.  In  the  presence  of  0.2  per  cent,  of  gum 
tragacanth  or  agar-agar,  a  chai-acteristic  flocculent  precipitate  will  imme- 
diately separate.  Any  turliidity,  or  slight  precipitation  on  standing  a  few 
moments,  should  be  ignored.  The  precipitated  pectate  may  be  dissolved 
in  cold  water  and  the  solution  saturated  with  ammonium  sulphate  for  the 
purpose  of  demonstrating  the  absence  of  any  appreciable  quantity  of 
proteids. 

A  second  procedure,  involving  moi'e  or  less  complete  prelirainarj' 
removal  of  proteids  and  bases,  with  conversion  of  the  gum  into  pectic 
acids,  consists  in  boiling  10  cc.  of  the  separated  serum  to  5  cc.  after  addi- 
tion of  one  half  cc.  of  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid.  Two  volumes  of 
alcohol  are  then  added  to  the  hot  liquid  and  the  resulting  precipitate 
washed  two  or  three  times  with  alcohol.  The  residue  is  boiled  with  5  cc. 
of  water  and  one  drop  of  strong  acetic  acid  and  filtered  hot.  The  result- 
ing filtrate  is  rendered  just  neutral  or  very  faintly  alkaline,  boiled  and  fil- 
tered. Finally  1  cc.  of  sodium  hydroxide  (1-10)  is  added  to  the  filtrate, 
the  latter  boiled  for  a  few  seconds,  followed  by  the  addition  of  one  and 
one-half  volumes  of  alcohol,  noting  any  precipitation  of  alkahne  pectate. 
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THE  PRECIPITATION   METHOD  FOR  THE  ESTIMATION  OF 
OILS   IN   FLAVORING   EXTRACTS   AND   PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL  PREPARATIONS.! 

The  polariscopic  method  for  the  estimation  of  essential  oils  in  commer- 
cial extracts  is  of  l)ut  limited  application,  the  oils  of  lemon  and  orange 
being  the  only  ones  that  can  be  accurately  determined  in  this  manner. 
For  the  estimation  of  such  oils  as  pejipermint,  clove,  wintergreen,  and 
many  others,  two  procedures  are  open :  (a)  the  application  of  methods 
for  the  estimation  of  the  most  important  constituents  of  these  oils,  such 
as  menthol,  eugenol,  or  methyl  salicylate,  and  (b)  the  method  by  precipi- 
tation as  suggested  by  Mitchell"  and  now  adopted  with  modifications  as 
official  by  the  A.  O.  A.  C. 

In  most  instances  the  first  procedure,  as  applied  to  extracts,  is  obvi- 
ously capable  of  affording  but  little  better  than  a  general  idea  as  regards 
strength  or  quality,  while  results  by  the  second  process  involve  the  appli- 
cation of  a  large  and  variable  correction.  Thus,  in  the  case  of  lemon  oil 
Mitchell^  found  that  results  near  to  the  truth  were  obtainable  only  in  the 
presence  of  a  relatively  large  proportion  of  oil — a  6  per  cent,  extract,  for 
instance,  showing  4.80  per  cent,  recoverable,  while  a  2.50  per  cent,  extract 
afforded  by  this  j)rocedure  less  than  one  half  of  the  oil  actually  present. 

With  a  less  proportion  of  oil  the  error  becomes  still  greater,  and  when 
we  consider  in  addition  that  this  error  apparently  varies  not  only  with 
the  quantity  of  oil,  l)ut  with  the  kind,  it  is  evident  that  for  the  examina- 
tion of  many  of  the  miscellaneous  extracts  and  essences  now  on  the  mar- 
ket— many  of  them  containing  as  they  do  but  one  or  two  per  cent,  of  oil — 
the  method  as  at  present  carried  out  is  of  but  very  limited  value.  This 
fact  will  be  appreciated  by  any  who  has  attempted  to  examine  some  of 
the  cheaper  grades  of  peppermint  essence. 

By  the  modified  method  here  proposed  the  writer  has  obtained  most 
excellent  results.  The  procedure  has  the  advantage  that  no  correction 
whatever  for  oil  retained  in  solution  is  necessary,  and  moreover,  with  the 
single  exception  of  almond^  extract,  it  affords  equally  accurate  results  in 
the  case  of  alcoholic  solutions  of  almost  any  one  of  the  large  class  of 
essential  oils.  The  advantages  of  simplicity  and  rapidity  of  execution 
may  also  be  claimed,  it  being  possible  to  carry  through  a  series  of  several 
determinations  in  ten  minutes. 

Procedure. — To  10  cc.  of  the  extract,  pipetted  into  an  ordinary  Babcock

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milk  bottle,  are  added  in  the  following  order,  25  cc.  of  cold  water,  1  cc. 
hydrochloric  acid  of  1.2  specific  gravity  and  0.5  cc.  chloroform.  The 
mouth  of  the  bottle  is  then  closed  by  the  thunib  and  vigorously  shaken 
for  not  less  than  one  minute.  By  this  means  all  of  the  oil  is  dissolved  by 
the  chloroform,  while  the  latter,  in  saturating  the  water,  apparently  serves 
to  displace  any  appreciable  trace  of  oil  otherwise  retainable  by  the  alco- 
hol-water mixture.  The  l)ottle  is  now  whirled  in  the  centrifuge  for  one 
and  one  half  to  two  minutes  and  the  resulting  clear  supernatant  liquid  is 
removed  to  within  3  or  4  cc.  by  the  insertion  of  a  glass  tube  of  small 
bore  connected  with  an  aspirator.  To  the  residue  1  cc.  of  ether  is  added 
and  the  contents  of  the  bottle  well  agitated.  Holding  the  latter  at  a 
slight  angle  it  is  plunged  to  the  neck  in  a  boiling  waterbath,  and,  giving 
a  gentle  rotary  motion,  is  maintained  at  this  temperature  for  exactly  one 
minute.  This  step  is  best  carried  out  by  removing  one  of  the  small  rings 
from  a  water-  or  steam  bath  and  holding  the  bottle  in  the  live  steam. 
The  ether  serves  the  ])urpose  of  steadily  and  rai)idly  sweeping  out  every 
trace  of  chloroform — a  result  that  would  l)e  otherwise  attainable  only 
with  considerable  difticulty  and  loss  of  oil.  The  latter  by  this  procedure 
has  been  found  to  be  inappreciable.  Finally  the  bottle  is  cooled  and 
filled  Avith  water  at  room  temperature  so  as  to  bring  the  oil  into  the  grad- 
uated stem  of  the  bottle,  and  after  centrifuging  for  one-half  minute  the 
reading  is  taken  to  the  highest  point  of  the  menisciis ;  the  reading  multi- 
plied by  2  gives  the  per  cent,  of  oil. 

If  it  be  desired,  a  special  milk  bottle  with  stem  of  smaller  bore,  or  a 
skim  milk  bottle  provided  with  a  straight  introductory  tube  may  be 
employed.  It  has  been  found,  however,  that  with  the  ordinary  Bab- 
cock  bottle  there  is  no  difficulty  in  securing  check  results  to  one-tenth 
per  cent. 

Modification  for  the  Heavier  Oils. — In  the  case  of  oil  of  wintergreen 
it  was  found  to  be  impossible  to  secure  a  compact  readable  column  of 
the  oil  by  means  of  salt  solution.  This  procedure  also  proved  to  be 
not  satisfactorily  applicable  for  almond  extract.  For  the  estimation 
of  these  oils  use  was  at  first  made  of  a  specially  devised  form  of  the 
so-called  Hortvet  tube,  in  which  the  bore  of  the  stem  is  so  reduced  that 
the  graduated  portion  contains  2  cc.  instead  of  5  cc,  the  subdivisions 
having  therefore  the  same  values  as  in  the  case  of  the  Babcock  bottle. 
Using  this  form  of  tube,  in  the  case  of  almond  extract  the  most  satisfac- 
tory results  were  obtained  by  employing  double  the  quantities  of  chloro- 
form and  ether  specified.  Working  in  this  manner  it  was  found  pos- 
sible to  recover  practically  100  per  cent,  of  the  oil  from  a   1  ]>er  cent. 
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extract,  but  with  stronger  extracts  80  to  90  per  cent,  only  proved 
recoverable. 

In  most  cases,  however,  the  use  of  the  onlhiary  Babcock  bottle  with 
a  suitable  heavy  liquid  will  be  found  to  be  preferable.  For  this  pur- 
pose, except  with  the  oils  of  cinnamon  and  cassia,  the  use  of  salt  solu- 
tion is  out  of  the  (juestion.  Trials  were  made  of  the  applicability  of 
diluted  sulphuric  acid,  diluted  glycerol  and  of  sugar  solution.  The  two 
latter  were  found  to  serve  well  for  the  lighter  oils,  but  with  wintergreen 
a  gravity  of  not  less  than  1.2  is  requisite  and  this  involves  a  too  high 
degree  of  viscosity.  On  the  other  hand,  diluted  sulphuric  acid  (1-2)  was 
found  to  answer  admirably.  While  it  might  be  objected  that  the  acid 
would  tend  to  decompose  some  of  the  oils — notably  those  of  clove  and 
cinnamon — and  thus  afford  low  results,  yet  it  was  found  that  if  agitation 
is  avoided  and  the  temperature  of  the  acid  mixture  does  not  exceed  25°, 
no  readable  error  is  involved. 

As  a  result  of  a  large  number  of  trials  of  this  method,  it  was  found 
that  (except  in  the  case  of  almond  extract)  not  only  could  practically 
the  theoretical  amount  of  oil  be  recovered  from  1,  3,  5  and  10  per  cent, 
strengths  of  alcoholic  solutions,  but  that  also  in  the  case  of  lemon  and 
orange  extracts  results  thus  obtained  very  generally  agreed  to  one  tenth 
per  cent,  with  those  obtained  polarimetrically,  if  the  factor  designated  by 
Mitchell  and  I. each  (3.4)  was  used. 

It  is  well  recognized  that  results  l)y  the  polarimetric  method  of  exam- 
ining lemon  and  orange  extracts  are  not  to  be  implicitly  relied  upon  as 
indicating  in  all  cases  the  true  proportion  of  oil  present.  The  use  of 
small  quantities  of  cane  sugar  in  the  preparation  of  these  extracts  is 
apparently  somewhat  more  common  than  has  been  generally  supposed. 
Without  doubt,  so-called  "washed"  or  "distilled'"  oil  is  being  used  to 
some  extent  in  the  making  of  extracts,  and  furthermore  the  addition  of 
high  polarizing  orange  terpenes  for  the  puri)ose  of  increasing  the  rotary 
power  is  a  perfectly  practicable  form  of  adulteration. 

The  ]n-eci|)itation  method,  therefore — aside  from  merely  ])roviding 
material  for  a  refractometric  examination — ^affords  a  direct  and  valuable 
check  on  the  polarimetric  results.  For  instance,  if  the  results  by  pre- 
cipitation are  materially  lower  than  those  obtained  polarimetrically,  there 
is  ground  for  the  suspicion  that  other  than  a  "straight"  oil  has  been  used; 
if  on  the  contrary,  they  are  higher  and  the  oil  is  present  in  moderately 
large  qxxantity,  such  would  be  proof-positive  either  of  adulteration  with 
a  foreign  oil,  or  else  of  the  use  of  an  oil  that  had  undergone  marked 
deterioration,  while  if  the  polarimetric  reading  was  but  slight,  or  zero. 
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any  precipitated  oil  might  be  assumed  to  represent  citral  or  one  of  the 
other  lemon  oil  substitutes. 

The  results  presented  below  were  obtained  on  solutions  of  definite 
strength  prepared  with  90  pei*  cent,  alcohol.  Results  obtained  with  com- 
mercial extracts  are  also  substituted.

CONCERNING  A  DHCOMPOSITION  OF  CLAMS  AND  ITS 
1:FM:CT  ON  THlilR  1:1)1  BILIFY.

Purchasers  of  chiins  find  two  varieties  upon  the  New  England  markets. 
Tlie  so-called  "soft"  or  "  lonj^j "  clam,  vii/a  are.ncma^  represents  the  ordi- 
nary marine  beach  variety  of  the  New  England  coast,  and  on  the  lioston 
market  this  is  the  variety  to  which  the  word  "  clam "  is  apt  to  refer. 
Another  species,  found  from  Cape  Cod  southward,  and  obtained  ])y  dredg- 
ing the  bottoms  of  bays  and  inlets  through  five  to  twenty  feet  of  water,  is 
the  ve)iiiH  mercenaria^  ordinarily  known  as  the  "(luahog,"  or  "hard  "  clam. 
The  smaller  sizes  of  the  latter  constitute  the  highly-esteemed  "little  necks."" 
Most  of  our  canned  clams  are  designated  as  being  of  the  latter  variety, 
though  perha{)8  not  truthfully  in  all  cases. 

Another  class  of  mollusks,  in  many  resj)ects  resembling  the  clam,  and 
by  the  average  iVmerican  apt  to  be  referred  to  under  this  title,  is  repre- 
sented l)y  the  mussel,  of  which  the  edible  variety,  mytilus  edulis,  is  par- 
taken of  to  a  considerable  extent  by  Europeans.  Both  this  and  the  fresh 
water  variety  occur  clinging  to  wharves  and  rocks  along  shore,  where  they 
are  permanently  anchored  by  their  "  muscles." 

It  has  long  been  recognized  that  the  i)artaking  of  either  dams  or  mus- 
sels is  not  infrequently  a  cause  of  illness,  liy  many  this  is  ascribed  to  a 
special  susceptibility,  or  idiosyncrasy  in  the  individual.  The  theory  has 
also  been  held  that  this  feature  is  really  due  to  a  particular  tendency 
of  shelltish  to  decompose,  with  the  formation  of  poisonous  ptomaines. 
Another  interesting  earlier  theory,  soon  ex[)loded,  ascribed  the  poisoning 
as  being  due  to  copper  ingested  by  the  mussels  from  the  ships'  ])ottoms 
to  which  they  clung. 

That  illness  from  partaking  of  mussels  is  in  reality  chiefly  a])t  to  be  due 
to  a  j)oisonous  ptomaine,  has  been  deiinitely  demonstrated,  and  such  pto- 
maine, mytilotoxine,  has  been  isolated  and  studied.  Hut  that  this  toxin 
is  not  due  merely  to  putrefactive  agencies  in  the  normal  dead  body  has 
been  proven  by  l>rieger,^  who  was  repeatedly  unable  to  isolate  mytilo-

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toxine  from  the  putrefying  bodies  of  mussels  taken  from  non-pollute<l 
waters,  although  he  readily  obtained  it  from  the  same  variety  found  in  a 
certain  bay.  It  was  further  demonstrated  that  poisonous  mussels  placed 
in  clean  waters  ultimately  became  non-poisonous  and  vice  versa.  The 
logical  conclusion,  therefore,  is  that  illness  resulting  from  partaking  of 
clams,  mussels,  oysters  and  other  shellfish  is  usually  to  be  ascribed  to  the 
fact  that  their  environment  not  infrequently  causes  them  to  be  "foul 
feeders,"  and  that  under  such  circumstances  they  ingest  a  great  variety 
of  the  lower  organisms  thriving  in  filthy  or  polluted  waters. 

During  December,  1906,  two  cans  of  clams,  representing  two  different 
brands,  were  forwarded  for  examination,  the  ^laim  being  that  such  arti- 
cles Avere  in  a  partial  state  of  decomposition  and  that  persons  who  had 
partaken  of  this  brand  had  been  rendered  ill.  The  examination  afforded 
the  following  data : 

No.  3258.  Odor  and  taste  normal ;  color  of  liquid  pale  olive ;  color  of 
stomach  contents  greenish.  Solder  ring  around  under  side  of  cap  in  top, 
also  inner  edge  of  top,  quite  black.  Inner  wall  of  can  somewhat  discol- 
ored. Discoloration  found  to  be  due  to  a  film  of  iron  sulphide  overlying 
one  of  iron  oxide.  On  warming  contents  of  can,  traces  of  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  were  evolved.     No  preservatives  were  detected. 

No.  3259.  Odor  and  taste  normal ;  contents  yellowish  in  color.  No 
black  rings  but  inner  wall  of  can  notably  darkened.  Contents  evolved 
traces  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen  on  warming.     No  preservatives  detected. 

Subsequently  eleven  other  samples  of  canned  clams,  including  all  the 
leading  brands,  Avere  examined.  All  were  found  to  be  in  an  apparently 
wholesome  condition  and  free  from  preservatives.  The  cans  all,  however, 
showed  blackening  or  discoloration  in  some  degree,  from  very  slight  to 
exceedingly  marked. 

In  order  to  gain  an  idea  as  regards  the  tendency  of  fresh  clams  to 
evolve  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  some  fresh  live  clams  were  minced  and 
one  hundred  grams  of  the  mixture  of  meat  and  juice  Avere  placed  in  bot- 
tles (a)  untreated,  (b)  mixed  with  one  per  cent,  of  borax,  (c)  mixed  with' 
one-half  per  cent,  of  salicylic  acid.  These  bottles  were  closed,  connected 
with  tubes  containing  (1)  lead  acetate  solution,  (2)  alcoholic  mercuric 
chloride  solution,  and  a  slow  current  of  hydrogen  aspirated  through  at 
room  temperature. 

After  twenty-four  hours  none  of  the  lead  acetate  tubes  showed  any 
darkening ;  after  thirty-six  hours  (a)  showed  slight  darkening,  none  in  (b) 
or  (c).  After  sixty-four  hours  (a)  showed  a  considerable  precipitate  of 
lead  sulphide,  a  very  slight  one  in  (b)  and  no  trace  in  (c).  The  experi- 
ment was  continued  for  seven  days,  at  the  end  of  which  time  considerable 
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precipitates  of  black  lead  sulphide  had  collected  in  tubes  from  bottles  (a) 
and  (b),  but  tube  (c)  continued  to  show  no  trace  of  any  darkening.  The 
mercuric  chloride  tubes  on  bottles  (a)  and  (b)  showed  sUght  crystalline 
sediments  and  exhibited  a  very  acrid,  penetrating,  garlic-like  odor ;  the 
contents  of  bottles  (a)  and  (b)  also  showed  the  same  odor,  while  (c) 
showed  but  little  of  this  character.  It  is  therefore  evident  that  fresh 
clams  begin  to  evolve  sulphuretted  hydrogen  about  twenty-four  hours  after 
opening,  and  that  under  such  conditions  as  the  above  there  is  also  gene- 
rated certain  ethereal  sulphides  of  somewhat  similar  character  to  those  of 
mustard  oil. 

According  to  a  leading  packer  of  canned  goods,  the  present  method  of 
canning  clams  consists  in  sterilizing  them,  after  having  been  placed  in 
cans,  by  exposing  to  the  temperature  of  212  degrees  for  four  hours,  after 
which  the  cans  are  sealed.  In  some  cases  superheated  steam  is  used,  thus 
reducing  the  time  required  to  a  minimum  of  one  hour. 

To  ascertain  the  effect  of  this  method  of  sterilization  on  the  subsequent 
evolution  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  fresh  live  clams  were  minced  and  the 
mixture  heated  to  the  boiling  point,  when  it  was  found  that  traces  of  sul- 
phuretted hydrogen  began  to  come  off  almost  at  once.  This  evolution 
was  found  to  continue  indefinitely,  being  pronounced  even  at  the  end  of 
five  hours'  maintenance  at  the  boiling  point. 

In  the  case  of  oysters  (several  samples),  the  interesting  observation 
was  made  that  no  sulphuretted  hydrogen  is  evolved  as  a  result  of  such 
heating. 

According  to  Norton^  the  discoloration  of  metallic  containers  by  sulphur 
compounds  may  be  due  to  two  causes,  (a)  from  sulphurous  acid  used  as  a 
preservative  and  reduced  to  sulphuretted  hydrogen  by  the  tin  in  presence 
of  a  fruit  acid,  and  (b)  decomposition  of  proteids  as  a  result  of  the  "  heavy  " 
process  of  canning,  now  commonly  employed  in  the  case  of  peas,  corn  and 
other  vegetables.  In  the  case  of  clams,  it  is  probable  that  discoloration  is 
also  attributable  to  the  existence  of  some  easily  decomposable  proteid-like 
constituent.  The  remedy  for  this  discoloration  would  seem  to  be  in  using 
well- coated  cans,  and  avoiding  corrosion  during  the  sealing  process. 

Influence  of  decomposition  on  food  value.  In  order  to  obtain  an  idea  as 
to  the  possible  deleterious  effect  of  partaking  of  clams  the  containers  of 
which  are  blackened,  the  following  experiments  were  carried  out  with 
guinea  pigs;  the  observations  were  made  by  Doctor  Duncan,  patholo- 
gist: 

1.  Five  cc.  of  freshly  filtered  clam- juice  was  introduced  subcutaneously 
into  pig  No.  1.     No  abnormal  conditions  resulted.

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2.  The  same  juice  was  allowed  to  stand  at  room  temperature  for  thirty- 
six  hours,  at  which  point  the  evolution  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen  com- 
menced. Pig  No.  2,  inoculated  with  live  cc.  of  this  juice,  gave  no  evidence 
of  resulting  illness. 

3.  Five  cc.  of  the  same  juice  seventy-two  hours  old  and  highly  putrid, 
was  introduced  into  pig  No.  1.     No  apparent  effect. 

4.  The  next  day  pig  No.  1  was  inoculated  with  five  cc.  of  juice  taken 
from  a  freshly  opened  can  (showing  slight  discoloration).  No  ill  effects 
observed  for  forty-eight  hours  ;  pig  afterwards  became  sick  and  died  about 
seventy-two  hours  after  the  inoculation.  The  autopsy  showed  much  oedema 
of  the  muscular  tissue  underlying  the  skin  andideath  was  evidently  due, 
not  to  toxaemia  but  to  infection  of  the  wound  at  the  point  of  inoculation, 
probably  from  the  putrescent  material  given  previously. 

5.  Five  cc.  of  the  juice  first  mentioned,  now  ninety-six  hours  old  and 
very  highly  putrescent,  was  introduced  into  pig  No.  3.  No  ill  effects 
noted  up  to  forty- eight  hours ;  the  next  morning  the  pig  was  found  in 
very  feeble  condition  and  shortly  died,  the  cause  indicated  by  the  autopsy 
being  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  pig  No.  1. 

6.  The  clam  juice,  now  one  week  old,  was  thoroughly  sterilized  and  five 
cc.  of  the  vilely-smelling  material  injected  into  pig  No.  2,  every  precaution 
being  observed  to  avoid  infection  of  the  wound.  Apparently  no  delete- 
rious effect  whatever  was  induced,  thus  proving  the  absence  in  any  quan- 
tity of  poisonous  toxins  in  this  highly  decomposed  material. 

These  results  would  seem  to  suggest  that  the  ptomaines  formed  during 
the  decomposition  of  clams  grown  under  proper  conditions  are  at  least  no 
more  poisonous  than  are  those  resulting  from  the  decomposition  of  other 
forms  of  animal  life.  And  in  view  of  the  especial  proneness  of  clams  to 
evolve  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  it  appears  quite  evident  that,  provided  taste, 
odor  and  general  appearance  are  normal,  any  discoloration  or  blackening 
of  the  container  is  no  ground  for  apprehension  concerning  the  wholesome- 
ness  of  the  contents. 

Note  on  a  greenish  color  in  oysters  and  dams.  Samples  of  oysters  have 
been  forwarded  to  the  laboratory  from  time  to  time  accompanied  by  the 
complaint  that  they  were  greenish  in  appearance  and  presumably  unfit  for 
food.  This  green  tint  was  found  to  be  distributed  over  certain  portions  of 
the  skin  of  the  oyster  through  tiny  capillaries  ;  so  far  as  could  be  observed, 
there  was  no  other  indication  suggestive  of  decomposition. 

The  matter  of  this  greenish  color,  at  times  noticeable  in  both  clams  and 
oysters^  was  made  the  subject  of  an  investigation  by  Nelson,  of  the 
New  Jersey  Experiment  Station,  some  years  ago,  whereby  it  was  proved 
that  such  was  due,  not,  as  w^as  variously  assumed,  to  cojjper,  or  paris  green. 
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or  cholera  germs,  but  to  "the  presence  of  a  s])ecies  of  microscopically 
small  vegetable  organisms  which  the  dryness  of  the  past  summer  allowed 
to  multiply  in  the  water  on  the  beds,  and  which  the  clams  had  eaten  in 
large  quantities,  so  that  their  tissues  had  become  stained  b}'  the  color  of 
their  food.     The  dye  is  perfectly  harmless." 

It  is  claimed  that  oj^sters  so  colored  are  in  special  demand  in  certain 
sections  of  Europe,  the  color  being  regarded  as  evidence  of  careful  culti- 
vation. 


EXAMINATION  OF  ALCOHOLIC  LIQUORS. 


Dr.  Irving  A.  Watson,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  desire  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  examination  of 
alcoholic  liquors,  conducted  at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene  during 
the  period  of  one  year  and  eleven  months  ending  August  31,  1908.  This 
work  has  been  done  under  authority  of  Chapter  35,  Laws  of  1903,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Traffic  in  Intoxicating  Liquors,"  and  which  pro- 
vides for  the  collection  of  samples  of  liquors  from  licensed  vendors  for 
examination  at  this  laboratory. 

These  samples  w^ere  collected  by  agents  of  the  State  License  Commis- 
sion, to  which  body  I  have  submitted  analytical  reports  from  time  to  time. 
The  total  number  of  samples  examined  is  301,  including  244  whiskies,  15 
rums,  32  gins,  2  brandies,  6  wines  and  2  of  beer. 

As  in  the  past,  we  have  met  with  no  instances  of  distilled  liquors  con- 
taining any  foreign  deleterious  substance ;  nor  of  any  instance  where  the 
sample  proved  to  be  adulterated  with  any  substances  more  potent  than 
such  articles  as  burnt  sugar,  beading  oil,  and  plain  water.  In  fact,  there 
are  but  two  questions  worth  considering  in  connection  with  the  quality  of 
a  liquor, — at  least  so  far  as  it  concerns  the  analyst:  (1)  Does  the  sam- 
ple represent  a  genuine,  properly-matured  product;  or  is  it  composed, 
either  wholly  or  in  part,  of  the  imitation  article  ?  (2)  Are  the  goods  up 
to  the  required  proof  '? 

Of  the  244  samples  of  whiskey  submitted,  but  24, —  less  than  10  per  cent- 
could  be  classed  as  sti'aight.  The  others  were  (1)  what  the  rectifiers  and 
bottlers  choose  to  designate  as  "  blends "  but  which  are  properly  com- 
pounds, i.  e.,  mixtures  of  straight  whiskey  with  artificial,  and  (2)  products 
that  the  rectifiers  refer  to  as  "  compound  whiskey "  but  which  are  not 
logically  entitled  to  such  naming  for  the  reason  that  a  compound  whiskey 
must  contain  some  genuine  whiskey,  whereas  this  second  class  of  products 
is  wholly  artificial. 

Oleomargarine  is  a  cheap  and  palatable  substitute  for  butter,  and  so 
long  as  it  is  sold  and  served  for  exactly  what  it  is  no  objection  can  be 
raised  to  its  use.  The  situation  as  regards  genuine  and  imitation  whiskey 
is  practically  identical  with  this ;  yet  up  to  the  present  we  have  witnessed 
but  the  meager  beginning  of  any  attempt  to  compel  the  sale  of  the  latter 
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on  its  merits.  There  seems  very  good  reason  for  believing  that  not  less 
than  95  per  cent.,  and  possibly  more,  of  the  liquor  sold  in  New  Hamp- 
shire by  the  glass  in  response  to  the  call  for  whiskey,  is  of  the  compound 
or  artificial  variety. 

The  purchaser  of  bottled  goods  is  apt  to  be  not  much  better  off, 
as  the  bottlers  of  compound  whiskey  apparently  consider  that  they  have 
license  to  emblazon  upon  their  labels  such  laudatory  designations  as 
"Pure  Old  Kentucky  Bourbon  " ;  "Fine  Old  Maryland  Rye  Whiskey," 
so  long  as  they  insert  in  some  inconspicuous  corner  the  little  word 
"blend";  and  we  sometimes  find  it  added,  indistinctly  and  even  upside 
down,  by  means  of  a  rubber  stamp.  But  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  to  the 
purchaser  the  word  "  blend  "  implies  a  mixture  of  two  or  more  genuine 
whiskies  (just  as  the  rectifiers  have  designed  that  it  should) ;  and  that 
this  is  the  meaning  also  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  the  Federal  Act 
has  been  held  not  only  by  the  Federal  Board  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspec- 
tion and  by  the  United  States  Attorney-General,  but  this  contention  has 
already  been  upheld  in  some  recent  court  decisions. 

In  view  of  what  has  been  said  it  should  be  evident  that  the  submission 
of  samples  representing  bulk  goods,  i.  e.,  as  drawn  by  the  inspector  from 
tlie  cask,  can  have  but  limited  value.  While  the  agent's  statement  upon 
the  paster  affixed  to  the  sample  shows  that  not  a  few  of  the  latter  were 
supplied  to  the  inspector  as  "blends,"  yet  it  is  not  conceivable  that  the 
seller  would  in  the  average  case  be  apt  to  apprise  the  retail  purchaser  of 
the  character  of  the  liquor. 

But  a  few  original  package  samples  (less  than  20  per  cent.)  have  thus 
far  been  submitted.  If  we  are  to  consider  the  labeling  in  these  cases  as 
representative  of  conditions  in  New  Hampshire,  then  it  is  evident  that  we 
have  no  more  flagrant  instances  of  misbranding  covered  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Law  than  is  afforded  by  the  bottlers  of  distilled  liquors.  This  is  a 
matter  requiring  action  by  the  state,  as  the  federal  authorities  have  no  ju- 
risdiction. 

Reference  may  be  made  to  the  character  of  the  flasks  in  use  in  the  New 
Hampshire  liquor  trade.  As  indicated  by  the  containers  in  which  inspect- 
ors' samples  have  l)een  submitted,  the  three  principal  classes  of  these 
flasks  are  marked  (1)  "Registered  Full  Pint";  (2)  "Guaranteed  Full 
Pint";  and  (3)  "Warranted  Flask."  I  have  measured  quite  a  number  of 
each  class.  In  all  cases  I  have  found  the  "  Registered  Full  Pint "  to  con- 
tain not  less  than  16  ounces.  The  "  Guaranteed  Full  Pint  "  I  have  yet 
to  find  containing  16  ounces,  the  actual  capacity  of  those  examined 
ranging  from  14  to  15^  ounces.  The  "  Warranted  Flask  "  purports  to  be 
regular  pint  size  and  is  sold  as  such,  but  I  have  not  yet  encountered  one 
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cojitaining  over  13  ounces.  Flasks  of  the  first  and  second  classes,  when 
dispensed  full  of  liquor,  are  plainly  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Section 
4,  third  and  fourth,  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Law.  The  third  class  seems 
to  be  covered  by  Section  4,  second,  line  1. 

In  this  connection  attention  should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  under 
Section  4  of  the  law  of  1907,  the  sale,  either  at  wholesale  or  retal,  of  any 
imitation  product  in  unlabeled  packages  is  illegal.  That  is,  each  and  every 
jlask  filled  from  a  barrel  of  co7n])Ound  or  imitation  liquor  must  he  so  labeled 
by  the  dealer  as  to  indicate  the  character  of  the  goods  sold. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Association  of  State  and  National  Food  and  Dairy 
Departments,  held  August  7,  1908,  and  composed  of  food  officials  repre- 
senting the  several  states,  as  well  as  the  federal  government,  the  follow- 
ing standards  for  fermented  and  distilled  liquors  were  adopted.  These 
standards  were  submitted  by  the  Joint  Food  Standards  Committee — 
a  committee  whose  membership  has  been  selected  from  l)oth  the  State 
and  National  Food  and  Dairy  Department  Association  and  the  Associa- 
tion of  Official  Agricultural  Chemists.  Such  standards  have  been  under 
consideration  for  several  years,  and  in  view  of  the  character  of  the 
authority  represented  it  is  jn-obable  that  they  will  be  adopted  by  most  of 
the  states  at  an  early  date. 

STANDARDS    FOR    SPIRITUOUS    LIQUORS. 

1.  Distilled  S2)irit  is  the  distillate  obtained  from  a  fermented  mash  of 
cereals,  molasses,  sugars,  fruits  or  other  fermentable  substance,  and  con- 
tains all  the  volatile  flavors,  essential  oils  and  other  substances  derived 
directly  from  the  material  used,  and  the  higher  alcohols,  ethers,  acids  and 
other  volatile  bodies  congeneric  with  ethyl  alcohol  produced  during  fer- 
mentation, which  are  carried  over  at  the  ordinary  temperature  of  distilla- 
tion and  the  principal  part  of  which  is  higher  alcohols  estimated  as  amylic 

2.  Alcohol,  Cologne  S2->irit,  Neutral  /Spirit,  Velvet  Sjnrit,  or  Silent  Spirit, 
is  distilled  s})irit  from  which  all,  or  ])ractically  all,  of  its  constituents  except' 
ethyl  alcohol  and  water  are  separated,  and  contains  not  less  than  94.9  per 
per  cent.  (189.8  proof)  by  volume  of  ethyl  alcohol. 

3.  Neiv  Whiskey  is  the  properly  distilled  spirit  from  the  properly  pre- 
pared and  properly  fermented  mash  of  malted  grain,  or  of  grain  the  starch 
of  which  has  been  hydrolyzed  by  malt;  it  has  an  alcoholic  strength  cor- 
responding to  the  excise  laws  of  the  various  countries  in  which  it  is  pro- 
duced, and  contains  in  100  liters  of  proof  spirit  not  less  than  100  grams  of 
the  various  substances  other  than  ethyl  alcohol  derived  from  the  grain 
from  which  it  is  made,  and  of  those  produced  during  fermentation,  the 
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upon  the  face  of  the  label. 
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principal   part  of  which   contains   all    the    higher  alcohols    estimated    as 
amy  lie. 

4.  Whiskey  (potahJe  rvhisket/ )  is  new  whiskey  which  has  been  stored 
in  wood  not  less  than  four  years  without  an}' artificial  heat  save  that  which 
may  be  imparted  by  warming  the  storehouse  to  the  usual  temperature, 
and  contains  in  100  liters  of  proof  spirit  not  less  than  200  grams  of  the 
substances  found  in  new  whiskey  save  as  they  are  changed  or  eliminated 
by  storage  and  of  those  produced  as  secondary  bodies  during  aging;  and, 
in  addition  thereto,  the  substances  extracted  from  the  casks  in  Avhicli  it  has 
been  stored.  It  contains,  when  prepared  for  con8umi)tion  as  permitted  by 
the  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  not  less  than  45  per 
cent,  by  volume  of  ethyl  alcohol,  and,  if  no  statement  is  made  concerning 
its  alcoholic  strength,  it  contains  not  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  ethyl  alco- 
hol by  volume,  as  })rescribed  by  law. 

5.  Rye  Whiskey  is  whiskey  in  the  manufacture  of  which  rye,  either  in  a 
malted  condition  or  with  sufficient  barley  or  rye  malt  to  hydrolyze  the 
starch,  is  the  only  grain  used. 

6.  Bonrhon  Whiskey  is  a  whiskey  made  in  Kentucky  from  a  mash  of 
Indian  corn  and  rye,  and  barley  malt,  of  which  Indian  corn  forms  more 
than  50  per  cent. 

7.  Corn  Whiskey  is  whiskey  made  from  malted  Indian  corn,  or  of  Indian 
corn  the  starch  of  which  has  been  hydrolyzed  by  barley  malt. 

8.  Blended  Whiskey  is  a  mixture  of  two  or  more  whiskeys. 

9.  Scotch  Whiskey  is  whiskey  made  in  Scotland  solely  from  barley  malt, 
in  the  drying  of  which  peat  has  been  used.  It  contains  in  100  liters  of 
proof  spirit  not  less  than  150  grams  of  the  various  substances  prescribed 
for  whiskey  exclusive  of  those  extracted  from  the  cask.

10.  Irish  Whiskey  is  whiskey  made  in  Ireland,  and  conforms  in  the 
proportions  of  its  Various  ingredients  to  Scotch  whiskey,  save  that  it  maj'' 
be  made  of  the  same  materials  as  i)rescribed  for  whiskey,  and  the  malt 
used  is  not  dried  over  peat. 

11.  New  Rum  is  properly  distilled  spirit  made  from  the  properly  fer- 
mented clean,  sound  juice  of  the  sugar  cane,  the  clean,  sound  massecuite 
made  therefrom,  clean,  sound  molasses  from  the  massecuite,  or  any  sound, 
clean  intermediate  product  save  sugar,  and  contains  in  100  liters  of  proof 
spirit  not  less  than  100  grams  of  the  volatile  flavors,  oils  and  other  sub- 
stances derived  from  the  materials  from  which  it  is  made,  and  of  the  sub- 
stances generic  with  the  ethyl  alcohol   produced   during  fermentation, 
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which  are  carried  over  at  the  ordinary  temperatures  of  distillation,  the 
principal  part  of  which  is  higher  alcohols  estimated  as  amylic. 

12.  Rum  (potable  rum)  is  a  new  rum  stored  not  less  than  four  years  in 
wood  without  any  artificial  heat  save  that  which  may  be  imparted  by 
warming  the  storehouse  to  the  usual  temperature  and  contains  in  100 
liters  of  proof  spirit  not  less  than  175  grams  of  the  substances  found  in 
new  rum  save  as  they  are  changed  or  eliminated  by  storage,  and  of  those 
produced  as  secondary  bodies  during  aging ;  and,  in  addition  thereto,  the 
substances  extracted  from  the  casks.  It  contains,  when  prepared  for  con- 
sumption as  permitted  by  the  regulations  of  the  Buresu  of  Internal  Reve- 
nue, not  less  than  45  per  cent,  by  volume  of  ethyl  alcohol,  and,  if  no 
statement  is  made  concerning  its  alcoholic  strength,  it  contains  not  less 
than  50  per  cent,  by  volume  of  ethyl  alcohol  as  prescribed  by  law. 

13.  New  Brandy  is  a  properly  distilled  spirit  made  from  wine  and  con- 
tains in  100  liters  of  proof  spirit  not  less  than  100  grams  of  the  volatile 
flavors,  oils  and  other  substances  derived  from  the  material  from  which  it 
is  made,  and  of  the  substances  congeneric  with  ethyl  alcohol  produced 
during  fei"mentation  and  carried  over  at  the  ordinary  temperatures  of  dis- 
tillation, the  principal  part  of  which  consists  of  the  higher  alcohols  esti- 
mated as  amylic. 

14.  Brandy  (jwtable  brandy )  is  new  brandy  stored  in  wood  for  not 
less  than  four  years  without  any  artificial  heat  save  that  which  may  be 
imparted  by  warming  the  storehouse  to  the  usual  temperature,  and  con- 
tains in  100  liters  of  proof  spirit  not  less  than  150  grams  of  the  substances 
found  in  new  brandy  save  as  they  are  changed  or  ehminated  by  storage, 
and  of  those  produced  as  secondary  bodies  during  aging ;  and,  in  addition 
tliereto,  the  substances  extracted  from  the  casks  in  which  it  has  been 
stored.  It  contains,  when  prepared  for  consumj)tion  as  permitted  by  the 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  not  less  than  45  per  cent,  by  volume  of  ethyl 
alcohol,  and,  if  no  statement  is  made  concerning  its  alcoholic  strength,  it 
contains  not  less  than  50  per  cent,  by  volume  of  ethyl  alcohol  as  prescribed 
by  law. 

15.  Cognac,  Cogiiac  Brandy,  is  brandy  produced  in  the  departments  of 
the  Charente  and  Charente  Inferieure,  France,  from  wine  produced  in 
those  departments. 

MALT    LIQUORS. 

1.  3IaU  Liquor  is  a  beverage  made  by  the  alcoholic  fermentation  of  an 
infusion,  in  potable  water,  of  barley  malt  and  hops,  with  or  without  un- 
malted  grains,  decorticated  and  degerminated  grains. 
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2.  Beer  is  a  malt  liquor  produced  by  bottom  fermentation,  and  contains^ 
in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  at  20  degrees  C,  not  less  than 
five  (5)  grams  of  extractive  matter  and  sixteen  one-hundredths  (0.16) 
gram  of  ash,  chiefly  potassium  phosphate,  and  not  less  than  two  and 
twenty-five  hundredths  (2.25)  grams  of  alcohol. 

3.  Lager  Beer,  Stored  Beer,  is  beer  which  has  been  stored  in  casks  for 
at  least  three  months,  and  contains  in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centime- 
ters, at  20  degrees  C,  not  less  than  five  (5)  grams  of  extractive  matters^ 
and  sixteen  one-hundredths  (0.16)  gram  of  ash,  chiefly  potassium  phos- 
phate, and  not  less  than  two  and  fifty-one  hundredths  (2.50)  grams  of 
alcohol. 

4.  Malted  Beer  is  beer  made  of  an  infusion,  in  potable  water,  of  barley, 
malt  and  hops,  and  contains,  in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  at 
20  degrees  C,  not  less  than  five  (5)  grams  of  extractive  matter,  nor  less 
than  two-tenths  (0.2)  gram  of  ash,  chiefly  potassium  phosphate,  nor  less 
than  two  and  twenty-five  hundredths  (2.25)  grams  of  alcohol,  nor  less 
than  four-tenths  (0.4)  gram  of  crude  protein  (nitrogen  x  6.25). 

5.  Ale  is  a  malt  liquor  produced  by  top  fermentation,  and  contains,  in 
one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters,  at  20  degrees  C,  not  less  than  two 
and  seventy-five  hundredths  (2.75)  grams  of  alcohol,  nor  less  than  five  (5) 
grams  of  extract,  and  not  less  than  sixteen  one-hundredths  (0.16)  gram 
of  ash,  chiefly  potassium  phosphate. 

6.  Porter  and  Stout  are  varieties  of  malt  liquors  made  in  part  from 
highly  roasted  malt.

Note  :  These  reports  cover  20  months,  including  5  months  of  winter, 
6  of  sjjring,  6  of  summer,  and  3  of  autumn. 

The  history  of  hydrophobia  extends  back  to  the  remotest  antiquity. 
Homer  Avas  the  first  to  mention  the  disease  in  writing  and  from  then 
down  through  history  Ave  find  allusions  to  it.  Until  recently  the  disease 
was  entirely  a  mystery.  The  ancients  noticed  that  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases  it  proceeded  directly  from  inoculation  by  the  bite  of  a  rabid  ani- 
mal, but  since  in  some  cases  there  seemed  to  be  no  bite,  some  writers 
believed  that  it  was  developed  spontaneously. 

Practically  all  of  our  present  knowledge  of  the  disease  has  been  brought 
out  during  the  latter  part  of  the  19th  century  and  even  within  the  last 
few  years.  Before  this  time  all  sorts  of  mythical  theories  and  cures  were 
held  for  the  disease,  but  now  it  became  absolutely  known  that  hydropho- 
bia or  rabies  is  an  infectious  disease,  the  symptoms  being  j)rofluced  by  a 
virus  acting  upon  the  nervous  system  The  specific  virus  appears  to  orig- 
inate in  dogs,  wolves  and  jackals,  and  may  be  communicated  by  wounds 
inflicted  by  rabid  animals  upon  each  other  or  upon  man. 
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The  lesions  are  not  constant  or  characteristic  but  consist  mainly  of  a 
prohferation  of  the  endothelial  cells  of  the  capsule  and  of  the  ganglion 
cells  of  the  central  nervous  system,  with  the  result  that  the  ganglion  cell 
gradually  becomes  invaded  and  is  finally  destroyed,  its  place  being  occu- 
pied by  new  formed  cells.  The  changes  are  most  pronounced  in  the 
medulla-oblongata,  pons,  spinal  cord,  brain  and  the  large  ganglia.  Small 
hemorrhagic  accumulations  of  leukocytes  may  also  be  seen  in  the  peri- 
Tascular  l^^mph  sjjaces  about  the  blood  vessels  and  ganglion  cells  of  these 
parts. 

A  few  post  mortem  lesions  may  be  present.  The  canine  teeth  are  often 
broken,  the  glands  of  the  neck  are  enlarged  and  congested,  the  tonsils 
inflamed  and  the  epiglottis  injected.  The  membranes  of  the  cord  may 
also  be  congested.  The  stomach  may  contain  sticks,  straw  and  other  for- 
eign substances  swallowed  by  the  dog,  and  such  evidence  of  the  dogs'  lack 
of  sanity  was  a  large  factor  in  diagnosis  in  the  early  post  mortem  exam- 
inations. All  these  conditions  may  be  present,  or  some  only,  or  the}'  may 
be  entirely  absent  and  it  is  this  fact  which  has  made  our  present  methods 
of  diagnosis  of  such  value. 

In  the  absence  of  characteristic  symptoms  and  lesions  there  was  always 
a  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  the  suspected  animal  was  truly  suffering 
from  the  disease  and  therefore  capable  of  communicating  it. 

But  in  1903  the  discovery  was  made  by  Negri,  an  Italian  observer,  that 
in  true  rabies  there  are  always  present  in  the  brain  of  the  animal  certain 
bodies  now  known  as  Negri  bodies.  The  bodies  he  beUeved  to  be  protozoa 
and  to  be  the  specific  cause  of  rabies. 

Negri  found  the  bodies  in  the  cytoplasm  of  the  nerve  cells  of  the  brain, 
cord  and  ganglia.  They  were  not  numerous,  they  varied  widely  in  size 
from  minute  almost  invisible  dots  to  bodies  1/1,000  of  an  inch  in  size 
stained  distinctly  with  eosin  and  contained  in  many  cases  in  their  interior 
bodies  which  remained  as  a  rule  unstained. 

(See  Palte  I.) 

Negri  f  ovmd  also  that  the  bodies  were  universally  present  in  considerable 
numbers  in  the  Purkinje  cells  of  the  cerebellum  and  were  almost  invaria- 
bly found  in  great  numbers  and  in  large  size  in  the  cells  of  Anion's  Horn 
(Hippocampus  Major),  which  is  the  part  of  the  brain  generally  taken  in 
the  laboratories  for  examination. 

At  present  the  exact  nature  of  the  Negri  bodies  is  not  known  but  sev- 
eral very  plausible  theories  have  been  advanced.  The  protozoan  is  upheld 
by  the  majority  of  scientists  today,  and  the  structure  and  staining  quali- 
ties of.  the  bodies  seem  to  be  consistent  with  this  assumption.  Their 
uniform  presence  in  rabies,  together  with  their  absence  in  diseases  other 
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than  rabies  seem  to  justify  the  assumption  of  their  etiological  relationship 
to  hydrophobia. 

Babes  has  studied  the  Negri  bodies  extensively  and  his  interpretation 
of  their  appearances  differs  from  that  of  most  of  tlie  other  experimenters. 
He  confirms  the  ahnost  constant  presence  of  the  Negri  bodies  in  rabies, 
but  regards  them  as  the  expression  of  a  powerful  local  reaction  of  the  cell 
to  the  invasion  of  the  actual  parasite,  terminating  in  the  envelopment  of 
the  parasite  by  the  cell.  He  describes  the  actual  parasite  as  being  made 
up  of  certain  fine  granules,  round  and  dark  blue  when  stained,  which  are 
found  exclusively  in  the  cytoplasm  of  the  degenerated  nerve  cells  in  the 
most  severely  affected  parts  of  the  nervous  system.  These  granules  rep- 
resent the  parasites  in  their  full  activity  while  the  Negri  bodies  represent 
encapsulated  forms  of  the  parasite  in  a  phase  of  involution  or  transforma- 
tion and  are  found  only  in  cells,  little  if  at  all  modified,  and  not  intimately 
connected  with  the  principal  sym})toms  of  the  disease. 

The  presence  of  the  Negri  bodies  is  a  proof  of  rabies  as  truly  as  the 
presence  of  the  tubercle  bacillus  is  a  proof  of  tuberculosis,  though  it  may 
also  be  said  that  the  inability  to  demonstrate  the  bodies  does  not  absolutely 
exclude  the  possible  existence  of  rabies.  Frothingham  tells  of  cases  in 
w^hich  the  Negri  bodies  could  not  be  found  in  the  Hippocampus  Major, 
but  which  presented  certain  lesions  in  the  Gasserian  Gangloin.  These 
cases  proved  by  inoculation  to  be  rabies.  Fortunately  such  cases  are  very 
rare  that  the  absence  of  Negri  bodies  is  accepted  as  meaning  that  the 
animal  examined  did  not  have  rabies. 

About  the  year  18 S5,  Pasteur,  after  long  study  and  ex])erimentation, 
obtained  his  fixed  virus,  which  has  proved  to  be  the  only  cure  for  rabies. 
The  discovery  that  the  Pasteur  method  of  treatment  would  prevent  or 
cure  the  disease  has  led  to  the  establishment  of  institutes  or  hospitals 
devoted  solely  to  the  treatment  of  those  bitten  by  dogs  known  or  thought 
to  have  rabies. 

In  taking  up  the  Pasteur  treatment  it  may  be  well  to  consider  the 
experiments  by  which  Pasteixr  arrived  at  his  results  as  well  as  the  results 
themselves.  Pasteur  placed  the  study  of  hydrophobia  above  every  other 
in  his  researches,  for  he  said  that  the  mystery  of  the  disease  haunted  his 
mind.  Three  things  were  positively  known  about  rabies  when  he  began 
this  study  :  first,  that  the  virus  of  rabies  was  contained  in  the  saliva  of 
the  mad  animals ;  second,  that  it  was  communicated  through  bites ;  third, 
that  the  period  of  incubation  might  vary  from  a  few  days  to  several 
months. 

Pasteur  began  his  experiments  by  using  saliva  for  inoculation,  but 
as  this  proved  unsatisfactory  he  turned  to  the  spinal  cords  and  brains

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of  rabid  animals.  He  made  emulsions  of  the  cord  and  injected  them  sub- 
cutaneously  into  healthy  dogs  with  the  result  that  they  all  became 
affected  by  the  disease.  He  then  sought  for  a  means  of  shortening  the 
incubation  period,  and  by  trephining  the  skull  and  inoculating  the  brain 
directly  he  succeeded  in  producing  the  disease  in  fourteen  days  after  the 
inoculation.  By  repeated  inoculations  from  one  trephined  and  inoculated 
animal  to  a  healthy  one  the  incubation  period  was  further  shortened  to 
seven  days.  These  results  spurred  Pasteur  on  and  he  now  sought  a 
method  of  decreasing  the  virulence,  through  which  he  hoped  that  dogs 
could  be  made  refractory  to  rabies.  He  placed  a  section  of  the  medulla 
of  a  rabbit,  dead  of  rabies,  in  a  jar  kept  at  a  constant  temperature  and 
dryness.  As  the  medulla  dried  its  virulence  decreased  until  at  the  end  of 
fourteen  days  it  had  become  absolutely  extinguished.  The  now  inactive 
medulla  was  then  crushed,  mixed  Math  water  and  injected  iinder  the  skin 
of  dogs  (test  animals).  The  next  day  a  portion  of  medulla  Avhich  had 
dried  for  thirteen  days  was  injected  and  so  on,  gradually  increasing  the 
strength  of  virulence  until  the  medulla  of  a  rabbit  dead  the  same  day  was 
used.  These  dogs  so  treated  he  caused  to  be  bitten  by  rabid  dogs  and 
also  submitted  to  intracranial  inoculations  of  the  deadly  virus  but  found 
that  they  resisted  infection. 

Pasteur  immediately  verified  his  experiments  before  a  large  commission 
of  French  scientists.  The  question  naturally  arose :  Could  this  refractory 
condition  to  inoculation  be  produced  in  man?  Pasteur  was  urged  to 
experiment  on  human  beings  but  he  could  not  do  this  when  he  thought 
of  the  awful  death  failure  would  bring  for  the  person  experimented  upon. 
However,  the  opportunity  came  unlooked  for.  In  July,  1885,  John  JVIeis- 
ter,  a  little  Alsatian  boy,  terribly  bitten  by  a  mad  dog,  was  brought  into 
his  laboratory.  Pasteur  was  greatly  moved  at  the  sight  of  the  boy's 
wounds  and  wished  he  could  do  something  for  him.  Could  he  risk  the 
preventive  treatment  which  had  become  constantly  successful  on  his  dogs? 
He  was  divided  between  his  hopes  and  his  scruples  but  being  urged  by 
lais  fellow- workers  he  consented  to  try  the  treatment.  It  was  decided  to 
make  the  first  inoculation  immediately.  The  substance  chosen  was  four- 
teen days  old  and  had  quite  lost  its  virulence.  It  was  to  be  followed  by 
further  inoculations  of  gradually-increasing  strength.  It  was  a  very 
slight  operation — merely  a  subcutaneous  injection  into  the  side  of  a  few 
drops  of  an  emulsion  prepared  from  some  fragments  of  the  medulla. 
This  inoculation  was  followed  on  the  next  day  by  material  a  little  more 
virulent  and  this  method  of  increasing  doses  kept  up  for  ten  days.  On 
July  16th  Pasteur  inoculated  with  a  medulla  only  one  day  old,  which  on 
experiment  had  produced  rabies  in  a  rabbit  after  only  seven  days'  incuba- 
18 
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tion.  It  was  the  surest  test  of  immunity.  The  hoy  went  home  cured  of 
his  wounds  and  happy. 

With  this  start  other  cases  came  to  be  ti'eated.  The  same  procedure 
was  carried  out  as  with  the  Meister  boy,  with  the  remarkable  result  that 
within  a  short  time  350  people  had  been  treated  and  of  these  only  one 
had  died.  This  fatal  case  had  existed  several  days  before  going  to  the 
laboratory.  The  treatment  of  patients  now  became  the  chief  business  of 
the  day  at  the  laboratory.  In  a  little  room,  permanently  kept  at  a  tem- 
perature of  20  to  23°  C,  stood  rows  of  sterilized  flasks,  their  tubular 
openings  closed  by  plugs  of  cotton  wool.  Each  flask  contained  a  rabic 
medulla  hanging  from  the  stopper  by  a  thread  and  gradually  drying  up 
by  the  action  of  fragments  of  caustic  potash  lying  at  the  bottom  of  the 
flask.  These  medullje  were  cut  into  small  pieces  by  means  of  scissors, 
previously  put  through  a  flame  for  sterilization,  and  then  kept  in  small 
sterilized  glasses  after  a  few  drops  of  veal  broth  had  been  added  and  the 
mixture  pounded  with  a  glass  rod.  The  vaciana  fluid  was  now  ready  for 
use.  Each  glass  jar  was  covered  with  a  paper  cover  which  bore  the  date 
of  the  medulla  used ;  the  earliest  one  was  fourteen  days  old.  For  each 
patient  under  treatment  there  was  a  whole  series  of  little  glasses,  one  of 
which  was  used  for  each  inoculation. 

The  great  importance  of  the  discovery  was  immediately  recognized  all 
over  the  world,  and  although,  as  is  usual  with  great  discoveries,  some 
opposition  was  raised  toward  the  treatment,  this  amounted  to  nothing. 
Immediately  the  demand  arose  in  all  the  larger  cities  for  the  foundation 
of  institutes  for  the  treatment  of  persons  bitten  by  rabid  animals.  These 
were  quickly  established.  They  were  known  almost  from  the  beginning 
as  Pasteur  institutes  and  today  they  are  found  in  a  great  many  cities  all 
over  the  world.  Today  a  person  bitten  by  a  rabid  dog  can  get  to  one  of 
these  institutes  within  a  few  hours  from  the  time  that  the  bite  occurred 
and  there  receive  practically  the  same  treatment  as  that  by  which  Pas- 
teur saved  the  life  of  John  Meister  and  proved  that  rabies  could  be  avoided 
by  a  preventive  treatment. 

The  methods  of  examination  in  use  at  tlie  New  Hampshire  State  Lab- 
oratory are  as  follows :  Smears  were  taken  from  the  motor  cortex  of  the 
brain  and  from  the  IIippocam])us  ^lajor  (Ammon's  Horn)  and  fixed  in 
Zenker's  fluid  and  stained  with  Eosin  and  Methyline  Blue  (Unna's  Stain). 
Blocks  of  tissue  were  taken  from  the  motor  cortex  of  the  brain  and  from 
Ammon's  Horn  fixed  in  Zenker's  fluid,  cut  in  ])araftine  and  stained  with 
L'nna's  stain.  Animals  were  inoculated  with  emulsions  of  the  brain  and 
cord  in  the  first  twelve  cases ;  sub-dural  and  eye  inoculations  were  made. 
The  results  in  every  case  were  identical  with  the  smear  results,  conse- 
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quently  animal  inoculations  were  not  made  in  the  last  eighteen  cases. 
The  animals  developed  the  disease  in  from  twelve  to  sixteen  days  except 
in  one  case  where  it  was  about  one  month.  The  negative  animals  were 
killed  at  the  end  of  three  months. 

Many  of  the  dogs'  heads  were  battered  and  bruised  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  brain  substance  was  simply  a  pulp  and  a  satisfactory  examination 
was  very  difficult.  Many  of  the  heads  had  been  kept  so  long  that  post- 
mortem degeneration  and  liquifaction  made  satisfactory'  examination 
difficult.  Most  of  the  dogs  had  been  killed  by  shooting  through  the 
head.  An  examination  of  the  histories  of  the  cases  submitted  to  the 
laboratory  will  demonstrate  the  necessity  for  a  wider  knowledge  of  the 
symptoms  of  rabies,  and  of  the  proper  methods  of  procedure  in  such 
cases, 

HISTORY   OF   THE   CASES. 

NuMBEK  1. — Positive. 

December  28,  1906.     Henniker  and  Weare. 

About  one  week  ago,  a  dog,  uncollared,  owner  unknown,  ran  amuck  in 
Henniker  and  Weare,  biting  several  dogs  and  injuring  two  or  three  per- 
sons to  some  extent.  The  dog  was  finally  shot  in  Weare  and  was  imme- 
diately buried.     This  was  about  five  days  ago. 

Gross  Description :  Head  and  neck  of  a  brownish  dog,  long-haired 
(Irish  setter).  Left  upper  canine  tooth  shows  a  recently-fractured  tip. 
Other  teeth  normal.  The  neck  shows  extensive  hemorrhage  and  edema 
of  the  subcutaneous  tissue,  hemorrhage  present  in  the  lower  larynx. 
Hemorrhage  is  evidently  due  to  trauma.  On  I'emoving  the  calvarium 
blood  vessels  of  the  meninges  are  found  to  be  dee})ly  injected.  No 
exudate  or  other  evidence  of  meningitis  is  present. 

There  are  no  softenings,  tumors,  hemorrhages,  or  other  gross  alterations 
beyond  the  congestion  noted.  On  section,  the  brain  is  soft  (post- 
mortem change).  The  smaller  vessels  of  both  gray  and  white  matter 
are  deeply  injected,  cut  surfaces  showing  diffuse  dark  red  ecchy- 
motic  points  and  lines.  A  similar  ai)pearance  is  found  in  the  basal  ganglia 
and  in  the  floor  of  the  fourth  ventricle.  The  cerebro-spinal  fluid  of  the 
lateral  ventricles  is  clear,  not  increased  in  amount.  The  cord  shows  slight 
meningal  injection.  At  the  level  of  the  fourth  cervical  vertebrae  there  is 
an  area  of  hemorrhage  and  edema  distending  the  meninges  and  covering 
their  surface.  This  area  is  3.5  cm.  long.  It  is  probably  due  to  the  trauma 
appUed  just  before  or  just  after  death.  There  is  no  fracture  of  the 
vertebrji?. 
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Microscopical  Examination  :  The  vessels  everywhere  are  deeply  in- 
jected, there  is  occasionally  slight  interstitial  hemorrhage,  and  the  ]:)erivas- 
cular  spaces  are  frequently  crowded  with  leukocytes.  Such  changes  are 
found  particularly  in  the  medulla,  where  the  ganglionic  cells  often  show 
degenerative  changes,  but  these  may  be  post-mortem.  The  histology  of 
the  nerve  cells  themselves  is  of  little  value  in  the  present  case  because  of 
the  marked  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  several  days  since  the 
dog  was  killed. 

The  dog  shows  no  gross  lesion  to  account  for  his  peculiar  actions.  The 
changes  found  microscopically,  namely,  minute  hemorrhages,  perivascular 
accumulation  of  leukocytes,  small  collections  of  leukocytes  in  the  nuclear 
areas  of  the  medulla,  ai'e  all  found  in  rabies  and  while  they  are  no  absolute 
23roof  of  that  disease,  they  point  strongly  toward  it.  Any  persons  injured 
by  this  dog  should  be  kept  under  close  observation  and  any  dogs  that  have 
been  bitten,  killed. 

Animals  have  been  inoculated  but  the  result  will  not  be  known  for  from 
fourteen  to  sixteen  days. 

Both  animals  inoculated  in  this  case  developed  rabies,  but  not  until  after 
about  one  month  had  passed. 

Number  2. — Negative. 
January  4,  1907.     Pelliam. 

The  dog  belonged  to  Guy  A.  Lewis.  A  hound  dog,  and  was  kept 
chained  most  of  the  time,  but  was  untied  the  morning  he  was  killed.  It 
was  thought  by  the  neighbors  who  kncAv  the  dog  that  he  appeared  differ- 
ent from  usual,  as  he  ran  all  about  the  common  and  got  into  a  squabble 
with  several  dogs.  He  was  then  chained  up.  Mr.  Lewis'  brother  was 
sent  for  to  pass  judgment  on  him  in  regard  to  rabies  (the  owner  being 
away).  The  dog  snapped  at  him  as  he  went  to  look  into  his  mouth  ;  it 
was  thought  he  might  have  been  bitten  by  a  mad  dog  and  was  conse- 
quently shot.  The  dogs  he  had  been  seen  squabbling  with  were  either 
kept  confined  or  shot  till  the  dog's  head  had  been  examined  and  pro- 
nounced all  right.  No  ti'ouble  occurred  afterwards  and  most  of  the  neigh- 
bors thought  at  the  time  that  the  dog  was  all  right. 

Gross  Description  :  Head  of  a  dog,  the  hair  short,  brown  in  color.  The 
head  has  been  cut  off  apparently  by  a  heavy  dull  instrument,  the  resulting 
injury  having  torn  off  a  portion  of  the  occipital  bone,  exposing  and  lacer- 
ating the  cerebellum,  only  a  portion  of  which  remains.  The  medulla  can- 
not be  found,  it  having  been  crushed  or  torn  away.  On  removing  the 
calvarium  the  meninges  are  injected  and  moist.     The  vessels  of  the  pia 
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are  injected.  The  lateral  ventricles  contain  a  small  amount  of  bloody 
fluid,  apparently  due  to  injury  received  by  severing  the  head.  Cut  surface 
of  brain  tissue  is  rather  soft  and  moist,  otherwise  negative. 

Microscopical  Examination :  Smears  and  tissue  from  Hippocampus 
Major  and  basal  ganglia.  Negative  animal  inoculation.  Eye  anterior 
chamber,  after  three  months,  negative. 

Number  3. — Negative. 
January  14,  1907.     Convord. 

The  dog  was  found  roaming  the  streets  of  Concord,  N.  H.,  acting  susjii- 
ciously ;  was  killed  by  a  police  officer.     The  owners  name  not  known. 

Gross  Description  :  Head  and  neck  of  a  long-haired,  light  brown  dog 
(colhe).  Inspection  shows  nothing  remarkable.  The  right  upper  canine 
tooth  is  blunt  at  the  tip,  this  condition  evidently  being  of  long  standing. 
On  removing  the  calvarium,  the  dura  is  found  rather  closely  adherent  to 
the  inner  table ;  the  portion  covering  the  upper  portion  of  the  cerebel- 
lar lobes  and  a  portion  of  the  velum  interpostium  contain  several  small 
sheets  of  parchment-like  sclerosis.  The  pial  vessels  are  slightly 
injected. 

On  section  the  brain  tissue  is  slightly  softened,  both  lateral  ventricles 
contain  a  considerable  amount  of  clear  colorless  fluid.  There  are  no  gross 
pathological  changes  visible  beyond  the  evidence  of  clironic  meningitis 
above  noted.  Cerebellum  and  medulla  negative.  The  meningeal  vessels 
of  the  cord  are  shghtly  injected,  otherwise  no  evidence  of  diseased  con- 
dition. 

Microscopical  Description :     Smears  and  tissue  negative-. 

Animal  Inoculation :  Eye,  after  three  months,  negative.  Any  uniisual 
cerebral  symptoms  by  the  animal  may  be  credited  to  the  presence  of  a 
pachy  meningitis. 

Number   1. — Positive. 

Fehrnari/  lo,  1907.     Derry. 

History  :  Heads  of  two  dogs  that  recently  died  or  were  killed  and  were 
claimed  in  town  to  have  had  rabies.  The  shephei'd  dog  l>elongs  to  Mr. 
Fred  Frost.  He  was  bitten  by  a  supposedly  mad  dog  about  two  weeks 
previous  to  his  sickness.  The  doctors  claim  here  that  both  died  from  the 
disease ;  although  it  is  uncertain  whether  the  black  and  white  dog  was 
bitten  at  the  time  of  the  "scare."  About  twenty  dogs  were  bitten  and 
nearly  all  of  them  have  been  killed  or  have  died. 

Gross  Description  :  Head  and  neck  of  a  shejDherd  dog  belonging  to  Mr. 
Frost.     No   evidences   of    diseased    teeth    found.     Calvarium    removed 
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and  the  blood  vessels  of  the  brain  found  to  be  markedly  injected  and  con- 
siderable straw  colored  fluid  is  found  in  the  sulci,  enough  to  bulge  the  mem- 
branes. 

Microscopical  Description  :     Smears  and  tissue  positive. 

Animal  Inoculation :     Sub-dural.     Positive,  14  days. 

Number  5. — Positive. 
February  15,  1907.     Derry. 

History  :     Same  as  No.  4. 

Head  and  neck  of  a  black  and  white  dog  (mongrel).  The  calvarium 
removed  and  the  blood  vessels  markedly  injected  and  numerous  small 
hemorrhages  were  seen  along  the  course  of  the  blood  vessels ;  also  a  small 
amount  of  thick  yellowish  fluid  around  the  sulci. 

Microscopical  Description  :     Smears  and  tissue  positive. 

Animal  Inoculation  :     Eye  positive,  16  days. 

Number  6. — Positive. 
May  16,  1907.     IliUsborougJi. 

History :  Black  and  white  shepherd  dog  which  had  been  showing 
symptoms  of  rabies  sent  alive  to  the  laboratory.  The  dog  died  at  White 
River  Junction,  Vermont.  The  body  was  warm  when  it  reached  the 
laboratory. 

Gross  Description :  Autopsy  showed  nothing  remai'kable  about  the 
stomach  and  intestines  and  the  other  organs  appeared  normal.  On  open- 
ing the  skull  t-he  meningeal  vessels  were  found  to  be  rather  markedly 
injected;  this  injection  extended  into  the  vessels  of  the  meninges 
and  cord.  There  was  slight  sub-pial  edema.  The  blood  vessels  of  the  an- 
terior brain  were  also  somewhat  injected.  No  further  gross  evidence  of 
disease  was  found. 

Microscopical  Description :     Smears  and  tissue  positive.  • 

Animal  Inoculation  :     Both  sub-dural  and  eye  positive  after  30  days. 

Number  7. — Negative. 
3fay  28,  1907.     Manchester. 

History :  The  dog  was  killed  by  the  Manchester  police  ;  nothing  knowa 
about  the  dog,  except  that  he  was  acting  suspiciously,  snapping  at  several 
people. 

Gross  Description  :  Whole  dog  sent.  Stomach  and  other  organs  nega- 
tive.    Small  black  and  white,  short-haired  dog;  hemorrhage  from  mouth, 
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nose  and  ears.  On  incising  the  scalp,  considerable  hemorrhage  is  found  in 
the  muscular  and  cellular  tissues  covering  the  calvarium.  The  latter  is  exten- 
sively fractured.  Removal  of  the  calvarium  shows  sub-dural  and  extra- 
dural hemorrhages.  The  brain  tissue  shows  rather  marked  softenings  and 
post-mortem  changes.  The  condition  of  the  tissues  rendex's  animal  inocu- 
lations very  unsatisfactor3^ 

Microscopical  Examination  :     Smear  and  tissue  negative. 

Animal  Inoculation:     Sub-dural  negative  after  three  months. 

NuatBER  8. — Negative. 
May  29,  1907.     Contoocool: 

History :  The  dog  was  a  stray,  owner  unknown.  He  came  into  the 
village  in  the  afternoon.  No  person  was  bitten  by  him  but  he  did  snap  at 
Prof.  E.  E.  Sawyer,  catching  hold  of  his  coat  sleeve  so  that  the  dog  was 
lifted  from  the  ground.  It  was  reported  that  several  dogs  were  bitten  by 
him  but  so  far  as  is  known  no  serious  results  followed.  The  next  morning 
the  dog  was  found  lying  at  the  front  of  one  of  the  stores,  apparently  in  a 
semi-torpid  condition.     He  was  killed  soon  afterwards. 

Gross  Descrijjtion  :  The  head  was  very  much  decomposed  and  the  skull 
fractm-ed  in  a  number  of  places.  The  brain  was  very  much  softened  so 
that  the  relations  of  the  blood  vessels  to  the  other  tissues  could  not  be 
made  out. 

Microscopical  Description :     Smears  and  sections  negative. 

Animal  Inoculation :     Sub-dural  negative  after  three  months. 

Number  9. — Positive. 
June  13,  1907.     Manchester. 

History :  Dog  shot  by  the  police  because  he  was  acting  strangely  but  so 
far  as  is  known  no  one  was  bitten  by  him.  It  was  apparently  a  stray  dog 
and  the  owner  could  not  be  found. 

Gross  Description  :  Head  of  a  small  brown-and-white,  long-haired  span- 
iel dog.  The  scalp  was  soaked  with  blood,  especially  about  the  occiput. 
Skull  was  extensively  fractured.  There  was  marked  meningeal  hemor- 
rhage. Pial  vessels  were  filled  with  blood.  The  cerrebellum  and  medulla 
were  crushed  by  broken  fragments  of  bone.  The  cerrebellum  was  the 
only  portion  of  the  brain  that  was  available  for  examination. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue  positive. 

Animal  inoculation:  Sub-dural;  positive  after  twelve  days. 
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Number  10. — Negative. 
June  16,  1907.     Derry. 

History :  Owner  of  dog  not  known  ;  was  a  stray  dog  never  seen  here 
before.  Dr.  Sanders  saw  nothing  wrong  about  the  dog.  The  dog  went 
into  a  dooryard  and  the  children  j)layed  with  him,  when  the  house  dog, 
a  bull  terrier,  got  jealous  and  pitched  into  him.  The  dog  did  not  offer  to 
bite  anyone  and  was  a  harmless,  good-natured  dog.  After  the  fight, 
which  was  n't  of  any  account,  the  family  wanted  the  dog  killed  and  the 
head  examined  as  a  precautionary  measure  to  their  dog. 

Gross  Description :  Head  of  a  dog,  hair  medium  length,  black,  white 
and  yellow  in  color.  About  four  inches  of  the  neck  is  attached  to  the 
head.  The  skull  is  in  good  condition,  not  having  been  fractured.  On 
removing  the  calvarium  the  meninges  are  not  injected  but  are  quite  moist. 
The  brain  is  in  a  state  of  marked  decomposition.  The  vessels  of  the  pia 
are  empty  and  do  not  show  any  evidence  of  having  been  distended.  The 
ventricles  are  negative. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue  negative. 

Animal  Inoculation:  Eye;  negative  after  three  months. 

Number  11. — Negative. 
June  17,1907.     South  Weave. 

History  :  Owner's  name,  J.  H.  Eastman.  The  dog  did  not  bite  any 
one.  The  symptoms  were,  frothing  at  the  mouth,  no  desire  to  eat  or  take 
notice,  a  disposition  to  conceal  himself,  followed  by  w^eakness.  The  dog 
remained  this  way  for  about  two  weeks. 

Gross  Description :  Head  and  a  small  part  of  the  neck  of  a  black,  white 
and  light  yellow  dog.  Hair  short.  The  skull  is  fractured  on  the  left  side 
and  about  two  inches  back  of  the  left  eye.  On  removing  the  calvarium, 
the  meninges  are  injected  deeply  and  quite  moist.  The  vessels  of  the 
pia  are  also  injected.  The  left  side  of  the  cerebrum  and  cerebellum  is 
considerably  crushed  and  the  outlines  of  the  brain  very  much  distorted. 
The  lateral  ventricles  of  the  left  side  contain  a  small  clot.  The  right 
ventricle  is  found  to  be  negative. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue  negative. 

Animal  Inoculation  :  Sub-dural ;  negative  after  three  months. 

Number  12. — Negative. 

June  19,1907.     Unmil-er. 

History:  Owner  of  dog,  Peter  Longway.  Dog  did  not  bite  anyone ; 
w'as  a  female  and  just  weaned  some  j)uppies.  She  had  been  chained  for 
some  time  and  when  she  Avas  let  loose  she  ran  awa}^ 
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Gross  Description :  Head  of  a  short-haired,  black-and-white  dog.  The 
upper  portion  of  the  neck  is  attached  to  the  head.  The  tissue  covering 
the  skull  contains  a  considerable  number  of  B.  B.  shot.  One  shot  has 
penetrated  the  skull  in  the  frontal  region  on  the  right  side.  On  remov- 
ing the  calvarium  a  large  superficial  hemorrhage  covers  the  upper  and 
lateral  anterior  surface  of  left  cerebrum.  jMeningeal  vessels  are  injected. 
The  bi'ain  is  in  a  fair  state  of  preservation.  There  is  a  small  amount  of 
fluid  on  the  floor  of  both  ventricles. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  blocks  negative. 

Animal  Inoculation  :  Sub-dural ;  negative  after  three  months. 

Number  13. — Positive. 
June  24,  1907.      Concord. 

History :  Dog  owned  by  Mr.  Devrack  of  Hopkinton,  who  also  owned 
four  other  dogs.  The  dog  was  brought  to  Dr.  Burchsted's  oflice  acting 
queerly  and  being  very  nervous.  The  second  day  he  commenced  to  bite 
and  chew  everything  he  could  get  hold  of.  That  night  he  ate  up  a 
wooden  box.  The  doctor  went  away  the  next  day.  The  dog  howled 
continuously  and  jumped  through  a  screen  door.  The  previous  history 
was  that  he  had  been  with  another  dog  M'ho  had  acted  practically  the 
same  way  and  who  had  died  about  one  week  before  in  convulsions. 

Gross  Description :  Specimen  consists  of  the  head  and  upper  neck  of 
a  small,  short-nosed,  brown-and-white,  curly-haired  dog  (King  Charles 
spaniel).  On  removing  the  calvarium,  the  meninges  were  very  much 
injected,  the  superior  longitudinal  sinus  was  filled  with  dark  red  blood. 
The  brain  tissue  was  softened  about  the  frontal  and  basal  region. 

Microscopical  Examination  :  Smears  and  tissue  positive. 

Number  14. — Negative.  * 

Auf/Kst  19,  1907.     Hinsdale. 

History :  The  dog  had  been  acting  suspiciously  and  had  bitten  a  num- 
ber of  dogs. 

Gross  Description  :  Head  of  a  large  black-and-brindle  dog  which  is  in 
a  very  marked  stage  of  decomposition.  The  skull  is  pierced  between  the 
eyes  by  a  small  hole.  The  skull  is  also  fractured  in  a  number  of  places. 
The  brain  tissue  is  markedly  softened  and  many  particles  of  bone  are 
found  in  the  brain  substance.  Considerable  distention  of  the  larger  blood 
vessels  is  seen  but  the  very  marked  decomposition  of  the  tissues  renders 
a  satisfactory  examination  impossible. 

Microscopical  Examination  :  Smears  and  tissue  negative. 
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Number  15. — Negative. 
An ff list  20,  1907.     Goffstoion. 

History :  Female  dog  owned  by  A.  J.  Richards  of  Goffstown.  She 
was  cross  when  in  heat  and  she  was  in  heat  at  this  time.  ]Mr.  Richards 
had  her  shut  up  and  one  of  his  Httle  girls  let  her  out.  She  was  a  great 
pet  and  in  playing  with  the  children  got  into  the  habit  of  taking  hold  of 
whatever  they  had  and  pulling.  She  came  across  a  young  fellow  work- 
ing on  the  street  and  took  hold  of  his  hoe.  He  struck  her  over  the  head 
with  a  shovel,  which  seemed  to  daze  her  for  a  njinute,  and  when  she  came 
to  she  rushed  at  him  and  bit  him  in  the  leg.  Dr.  Blaisdell  cauterized 
this  wound,  and  when  the  dog  was  next  heard  from  she  was  about  four 
miles  away  trying  to  drive  in  some  pigs  into  a  yard  from  a  field.  After 
being  driven  away  from  there,  aad  evidently  on  her  way  home,  overtook 
a  man  carrying  a  piece  of  board  or  stick  of  some  kind  which  she  took 
hold  of.  This  man  struck  at  her  and  she  grabbed  his  pant  leg,  grazing 
the  skin  but  not  breaking  it.  The  dog  was  then  killed  and  sent  for 
examination. 

Gross  Description :  Body  of  a  small,  white-and-brown,  long-haired  dog, 
which  is  in  quite  an  advanced  stage  of  decomposition.  The  skull  is 
pierced  by  a  round  hole  in  the  median  parietal  region  and  a  long  fracture 
extends  from  this  place  backward  in  the  median  line.  The  brain  is  soft 
and  shows  nothing  remarkable  except  the  congestion  of  blood  vessels, 
which  is  very  marked. 

Microscopical  Examination :  Smears  and  tissue  negative. 

Number  16. — Positive. 

September  18,  1907.     Hinsdale. 

History :  Dog  owned  by  C.  E.  Savage  of  Hinsdale.  Dog  appeared  not 
to  feel  well  the  day  before  he  was  killed.  He  acted  dumpish  and  would 
rather  lie  still  than  to  follow  people  about  as  was  his  custom.  The  next 
morning  it  was  noticed  that  he  held  his  jaws  open  and  could  not  appar- 
ently close  them.  Noticed  later  that  he  did  close  them  but  they  would 
drop  apart  again  at  once.  In  the  afternoon  he  appeared  to  be  in  consid- 
erable pain,  which  continued  to  increase,  and  his  hind  parts  seemed  to  be 
growing  paralyzed.  His  bowels  seemed  to  be  full  of  gas  and  he  suffered 
terribly.  We  tried  to  feed  him  bread  soaked  in  milk  but  he  could  not 
eat  it  alone.  If  we  placed  the  bread  back  in  the  back  of  his  mouth  he 
would  swallow  it  all  right  but  could  not  lap  it  up.  The  symptoms  were 
in  general  as  those  given  on  the  dog  license  for  the  dumb  variety  of 
rabies. 
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Gross  Description :  Specimen  consists  of  the  body  of  a  dog,  black  in 
coloi',  and  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  The  dog  was  of  medium  size 
and  of  no  particular  breed.  There  was  no  evidence  of  disease  found  at 
the  autopsy  in  the  organs  of  chest  and  abdomen.  There  was  no  poison 
found  in  the  stomach  contents.  On  removing  the  calvarium,  the  blood 
vessels  of  the  meninges  are  deeply  injected,  and  the  superior  longitudinal 
sinus  elevated.  The  brain  substance  is  softened,  and  no  fluid  is  found  in 
the  ventricles. 

Microscoj^ical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue  positive . 

Number  17. — Negative. 
September  20,  1907.     Coyicord. 

History :  Dog  was  one  which  had  been  bitten  by  a  dog  from  Lynn, 
Mass.,  where  there  had  been  rabies.  There  were  no  characteristic  symj)- 
toms  noticed. 

Gross  Description  :  Head  of  a  dog  in  a  very  marked  state  of  decompo- 
sition. Only  a  few  of  the  blood  vessels  remain.  The  brain  tissue  i* 
simply  a  pulp. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue  negative. 

Number  18. — Positive. 

September  22,  1907.     Bedford. 

History :  Dog  belonged  to  II.  L.  Campbell.  Showed  symptoms  of 
rabies  and  was  kept  in  confinement.  He  got  away  and  bit  several  dogs. 
The  dog,  when  lie  got  away,  covered  all  of  the  north  part  of  town.  The 
dogs  bitten  showed  symptoms  of  rabies  and  some  of  them  were  killed. 

Gross  Description :  Head  and  neck  of  a  brindle-and-white,  short-haired 
dog  (bull).  Muscles  of  neck  show  symptoms  of  decomposition.  On 
removing  the  calvarium,  the  dorsal  meningeal  blood  vessels  are  seen  to  be 
markedly  injected,  as  are  also  those  of  the  pia.  Brain  tissue  is  soft ;  there 
is  very  little  fiuid  in  the  ventricles. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  blocks  show.     Positive.* 

Number  19. — Positive. 

November  25,  1907.     Milford. 

History:  Black-and-white  hound,  belonging  to  W.  W.  Hemenway  of 
Milford,  showed  symptoms  of  rabies  and  bit  a  number  of  dogs  and  also 
a  Miss  Buckley,  who  died  in  about  ten  weeks  of  rabies.  The  hound 
attacked  Miss  Buckle3''s  dog,  and  for  fear  that  her  dog  would   be  injured, 
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she  undertook  to  separate  them.  She  was  bitten  in  the  leg  and  arm,  and 
the  arm  wound  was  a  very  extensive  laceration.  A  physician  was  called 
and  dressed  the  arm  wound,  but  was  not  told  of  the  leg  injury.  The 
physician  thinks  her  trouble  came  from  the  arm  injury  rather  than  from 
the  leg,  because  the  arm  was  so  extensively  lacerated  that  a  thorough  dis- 
infection of  it  was  impossible. 

Gross  Description :  Head  and  neck  of  a  black,  long-haired  dog  (shep- 
herd or  collie),  neck  has  a  brass-mounted  collar  with  padlock.  On  remov- 
ing scalp,  tissue  is  found  to  contain  numerous  lead  shot ;  calvarium  has 
been  pierced  by  these  shot  and  fractured  extensively.  Upon  removing 
loose  pieces  of  bone,  brain  is  found  to  be  shattered  throughout  and 
reduced  to  a  bloody  mass.  Small  piece  of  upper  cervical  cord  is  obtained, 
which  is  softened  and  deeply  hemorrhagic  throughout,  evidently  from 
trauma. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Slides  made  from  brain  jjuIjj  and  from  upper 
cord  show  the  presence  Negri  bodies.     Positive. 

Number  20. — Positive. 
December  12,  1908.     SuncooA\ 

History :  Dog  owned  by  P.  P.  Shute.  Found  in  a  stable  about  9  p.  m. 
Was  crouched  in  the  bay,  eyes  staring  and  lower  jaw  dropped,  with  pro- 
fuse sahvation  and  hemiplegia  of  his  hind  parts ;  was  killed  at  once. 

Gross  Description :  Black-haired,  long-eared,  sharp-nosed  dog.  Head 
and  neck  in  good  condition.  The  blood  vessels  of  the  dura  are  markedly 
injected,  slight  sub-dural  edema.  The  blood  vessels  of  the  base  are  also 
injected.  Puncta?  cruentcie  marked.  Injection  of  the  small  vessels  of  the 
fourth  ventricle  floor. 

Microscopical  Examination  :  Smears  and  tissue.     Positive. 

Number  21.— Positive. 
December  9,  1907.     Concord. 

History :  Dog  owned  by  Mr.  Wright  of  Concord.  The  dog  was  ordered 
killed  by  Dc^ctor  Burchstead  of  Concord,  alleging  that  he  had  rabies. 
The  owner  states  that  the  dog  did  not  show  any  sjauptoms  of  rabies. 
The  dog  gradually  lost  his  appetite  and  became  partially  paralyzed,  with- 
out any  indication  of  being  vicious  or  exhibiting  any  other  marked  indi- 
cations of  hydrophobia.  The  dog  was  chloroformed  by  its  owner.  Three 
other  dogs  were  killed  about  this  time,  under  suspicion. 

Gross  Description :  The  head  was  in  good  condition,  the  blood  vessels 
of  the  brain  coverings  and  those  of  the  brain  substance  were  all  very 
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markedly   injected,   and    there  were  very   small    petechial    hemorrhages 
found  in  the  blood  vessels  of  the  ventricles. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue.     Positive. 

Number   22. — Positive. 
December  12,  1907.     Concord. 

History:  Dog  owned  by  Fred  B.  Clough  of  Concord,  was  killed  by  a 
policeman.  The  dog  bit  Mr.  Clough's  daughter  slightly  upon  the  hand, 
enough  to  cause  some  hemorrhage. 

Gross  Description:  Brown,  short-haired  dog  (small).  On  cutting  scalp, 
bullet  hole  through  parietal  bone,  extending  through  skull  and  shattering 
left  temporal  region  of  brain  and  left  lateral  ventricle.  There  is  slight 
decomposition  present.  Meningeal  (pial)  vessels  slightly  injected,  punctje 
cruenta^  marked. 

Microscopical  Description :  Smears  from  Amnion's  Horn  stained  by  the 
usual  method  show  Negri  bodies.     Positive. 

Number  23. — Negative. 
December  28,  1907.     Bradford,  Vt. 

History :  Dog  said  to  have  belonged  to  Mrs.  J.  Sawyer  of  West  New- 
bury, Vt.  Dog  was  about  two  years  old.  For  the  last  few  months  was 
more  or  less  snappy,  otherwise  showed  no  rabid  sj-mptoms.  On  Wednes- 
day, Deceml>er  25,  the  dog  bit  a  young  woman  who  was  boarding  at  the 
house  where  the  dog  lived. 

Gross  Description :  Black  cocker  spaniel.  Whole  dog  sent.  Skull  is 
broken  into  small  fragments  and  the  brain  substance  reduced  to  a  pulp. 
On  account  of  this  condition  of  the  brain,  the  gross  legions  could  not  be 
made  out. 

Microscopical  Description :  Smears  Avere  taken,  as  nearly  as  could  be 
detei'mined,  from  the  region  of  Amnion's  Horn,  hardened  in  Zenker's 
fluid  and  stained  by  the  usual  method.  No  Negri  bodies  were  found. 
Negative. 

Number  24. — Negative. 

January  7,  1908.     Claremonl. 

History:  Owner's  name,  Harry  Williams,  West  Claremont.  Dog  Avas 
acting  strangely,  running  around  snapping  at  things ;  was  tied  up,  a  physi- 
cian called,  and  he  advised  killing  the  dog.     Dog  killed  with  chloi'oform. 

Gross  Description :  Head  and  neck  of  a  short-haired,  brown-and-white 
dog — bull  terrier.     Tissues  in  good  condition;  there  Avas  no  evidence  of 
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violence.  The  calvarium  was  removed  and  there  was  nothing  remark- 
able seen  in  the  brain  coverings ;  the  blood  vessels  were  only  slightly  dis- 
tended.    The  brain  tissue  seemed  normal. 

Microscopical  Description :  Smears  and  tissue.     Negative. 

Number  25. — Positive. 
January  11,  1908.     Keene. 

History :  Not  obtainable. 

Gross  Description :  Received  from  C.  A.  Shedd  of  Keene,  head  of  a 
sharp-nosed,  black-and-brown  dog.  The  upper  left  canine  tooth  and 
upper  left  central  incisor  missing.  The  gum  about  alveolus  of  canine  tooth 
torn  and  mass  of  clotted  blood  occupies  the  cavity.  On  opening  the  cal- 
varium, sinuses  of  the  dura  are  filled  with  chicken-fat  clots;  vessels  of 
the  pia  are  deeply  injected.     Punctte  cruenta?  well  marked. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue.  Positive.  In  this  case 
there  was  well-marked  proliferation  of  the  endohthelial  cells  of  small 
vessels. 

Number  26. — Positive. 

February  4,  1908.     Amherst. 

Histoiy :  Dog  ran  about  the  town  of  Amherst  with  the  most  violent 
symptoms  of  hydrophobia,  and  bit  eight  or  nine  dogs. 

Gross  Description :  Head  of  a  black,  long-haired  dog ;  skull  has  been 
extensively  fractured  by  some  dull  instrument ;  the  brain  is  lacerated, 
especially  in  the  posterior  portion.  So  much  laceration  is  found  that  the 
relations  of  tissues  impossible  to  make  out. 

Microscoj^ical  Description :  Smears  and  tissue.     Positive. 

Number  27. — Positive. 

February  11,  1908.     Penacook. 

History  :  Five  days  before  death  the  dog  was  inclined  to  lie  over  the 
register  in  the  house.  Always  very  companionable,  he  would  not  notice 
his  master  after  he  came  into  the  room  except  by  a  wag  of  the  tail,  although 
if  called  he  would  arise  and  appear  natural  for  a  short  time,  then  he  would 
go  over  to  the  register  again ;  his  nose  was  hot,  ears  cold.  His  master 
suspected  distemper  and  gave  him  some  fever  drops.  He  refused  solid 
food  so  milk  was  tried.  He  tried  for  about  ten  minutes  to  drink,  but 
after  entering  the  mouth  it  would  run  out  with  a  thick  mucous.  This  was  the 
first  noticeable  symptom,  slight  paralysis  of  the  throat.  He  was  then  fed 
on  raw  eggs  by  opening  his  mouth.     If  he  i-emained  quiet  he  appeared  all 
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rigiit,  but  if  he  moved  quickly  it  would  produce  coughing  and  blowing. 
The  blowing  was  so  violent  as  almost  to  throw  him  from  his  feet.  It 
seemed  as  though  his  head  was  full  and  he  was  trying  to  throw  it  out. 
At  any  time  that  his  owner  entered  the  room  he  would  arise  and  be 
pleased  to  see  him,  run  to  the  door  and  try  to  go  out.  This  condition 
continued  until  the  fourth  day  when  his  jaw  was  dropped,  the  pupil  of 
his  e^^es  became  dilated  and  there  was  drooling  at  the  mouth.  A  physi- 
cian was  sent  for  and  the  dog  was  killed. 

Gross  Description :  Body  of  a  brown  and  white  pointer  dog.  Shot 
through  the  thorax.  Body  was  in  very  good  condition.  On  removing 
the  calvarium  the  meningeal  vessels  were  found  to  be  very  markedly 
injected  and  there  was  considerable  edema.  The  pial  vessels  were  also 
injected.  The  brain  tissue  was  firm  and  no  evidence  of  decomjDosition 
was  found. 

Mici'oscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue  positive.  Sections  from  the 
cortical  tissue  showed  numerous  Negri  bodies  as  well  as  the  other  parts. 

Number  28. — Positive. 
February  14,  1908.     Concord. 

History :  Dog  owned  by  G.  W.  Hunter  was  found  in  an  entry  by  a 
pohceman  and  killed.  The  dog  had  been  acting  strangely  and  had  bitten 
his  master. 

Gross  Description:  Head  of  a  black,  long-haired  dog  (spaniel).  The 
head  was  extensively  fractured  and  the  brain  tissue  reduced  to  a  pulp. 
This  destruction  was  especially  marked  in  the  right  upper  portion.  There 
was  considerable  hemorrhage  found  in  the  internal  brain  and  the  remain- 
ing vessels  were  markedly  distended. 

Microscopical  Description  :   Smears  and  tissue  positive. 

Number  29. — Positive. 
May  12,  1908.     Epping. 

History  :  Dog  had  been  acting  strangely  and  had  bitten  several  dogs. 

Gross  Description :  Head  of  a  brown  and  white,  long-haired  dog,  long- 
eared  (spaniel).  His  eyes  were  protruding  and  the  right  shows  intraocu- 
lar hemorrhage.  On  exposing  the  calvarium  the  skin  and  muscles  seem 
to  be  punctured  by  a  number  of  leaden  shot.  Calvarium  removed,  there 
appears  a  sub-dural  hemorrhage  over  the  right  cerebrum.  The  brain 
tissue  itself  is  hemorrhagic,  while  in  the  region  of  the  basil  ganglia  there 
lias  been  extensive  laceration  by  a  large  bullet  which  lies  free  upon  the 
floor  of  the  skull  cavity. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue  positive. 
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Number  30. — Negative. 
August  30,  1908.     Claremont. 

History :  The  dog  bit  a  man  on  the  road,  had  never  shown  any  symji- 
toms  of  disease  and  was  always  good  natured.  Owner,  C.  T.  Rossiter, 
Claremont. 

Gross  Description :  External  examination  negative,  the  tissues  being 
rotten.  The  calvariixm  removed  and  the  brain  was  blackened  and  very 
soft.     The  blood  vessels  showed  nothing  remarkable. 

Microscopical  Description  :  Smears  and  tissue  negative. 

SYMPTOMS    OF    RABIES    Ilf    DOGS. 

Rabies  is  a  disease  that  oiiginates  in  animals  but  not  in  man.  The  first 
symptoms  in  the  dog  are  successively  sullenness,  pugnacity,  belligerancy, 
a  tendency  to  fight  and  a  continual  shifting  of  posture.  There  are  two 
forms  of  the  disease. 

The  first  or  furious  form  is  characterized  by  an  augmented  activity  of 
the  sensory  and  locomotor  systems,  a  disposition  to  bite,  and  a  repeated, 
continuous,  peculiar  barking.  The  habits  and  disposition  of  the  dog  be- 
come altered.  He  licks  or  carries  about  inedible  substances,  is  restless, 
snaps  in  the  air,  but  nevertheless  is  still  obedient.  Soon  he  loses  his  appe- 
tite, is  very  thirsty.  His  mouth  and  tongue  are  swollen.  The  eyes  are 
red,  dull  and  half  closed.  The  skin  of  the  forehead  is  wrinkled.  The 
coat  is  rough  and  there  is  a  periodic  dis})osition  to  bite.  On  being 
approached  the  animal  may  appear  friendly  but  suddenly  snaps.  Later 
there  is  paral^^sis  of  the  extremities;  the  breathing  and  deglutition  are 
effected  by  spasms ;  the  external  surface  is  irritable  and  the  sensoi'ial 
functions  are  perverted  and  increased  in  activity ;  convulsions  may  occur. 
These  symptoms  are  paroxysmal,  remitting  and  intermitting,  and  often 
being  excited  by  touch,  sight  or  hearing. 

The  second,  or  sullen  form,  is  characterized  by  shyness  and  depression. 
There  is  no  disposition  to  bite  nor  is  there  any  fear  of  fluids.  The  dog 
avoids  society  and  refuses  food.  The  breathing  is  labored ;  the  bark 
harsh  and  altered  in  tone ;  the  mouth  is  open  because  of  the  dropping  of 
the  lower  jaw  ;  the  tongue  j^rotrudes  and  the  saliva  flow^s  constantly  from 
the  mouth.  The  breathing  soon  becomes  more  difficult,  with  tremors, 
vomiting  and  convulsions. 

The  virus  is  usually  conveyed  to  man  in  the  saliva  which  is  on  the  teeth 
of  the  rabid  animal.  Cases  have  even  been  reported  of  a  man  becoming 
inoculated  with  the  disease  from  the  scratch  of  a  dog's  claws.  This  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  the  dogs  had  been  lapping  their  claws  and 
therefore  the  claws  had  become  covei'ed  with  saliva. 
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The  wound  by  which  the  virus  enters  the  system  of  the  victim  generally 
heals  rapidly  and  the  virus  may  lie  concealed  for  periods  of  very  variable 
duration,  ranging  from  three  days  to  many  months.  The  incubation 
period  is  shorter  in  young  subjects  than  in  adults.  It  also  varies  with  the 
part  of  the  body  bitten,  being  more  rapid  where  there  is  a  rich  nerve 
supply  in  the  parts  bitten,  and  with  the  extent  and  severity  of  the  wound, 
puncture  wounds  being  the  most  dangerous. 

HOW    TO    DEAL    WITH    SUSPECTED    DOGS. 

The  question  of  what  to  do  with  a  dog  suspected  of  having  rabies  is 
one  of  very  great  importance.  It  will  be  noticed  in  the  reports  of  the 
cases  that  many  of  the  heads  were  badly  lacerated  because  the  dog  had 
been  killed  by  shooting  through  the  head,  and  also  that  in  many  cases  the 
dog  was  kept  a  few  days  before  being  sent  to  the  laboratory,  and  that 
decomposition  had  taken  place  to  a  marked  extent. 

The  suspected  dog  should  immediately  be  killed  by  shooting  through 
the  heart  or  lungs,  or  with  strychnine  or  some  other  poison.  In  this  way 
the  head  and  brain  will  not  be  injured. 

The  whole  dog,  or  at  least  the  head  and  neck,  should  be  sent  to  the 
nearest  pathological  laboratory  as  soon  after  death  as  possible.  Cold  does 
not  affect  the  diagnosis,  and  as  the  animals  decompose  very  rapidly  in 
warm  weather  it  is  well  at  such  times  to  pack  the  parts  in  ice. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 


A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  at  the  bacteriological  depart- 
ment of  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene.  The  examinations  for  the 
period  covered  by  this  report  exceed  6,000  in  special  work  for  the 
detection  of  disease,  while  several  hundred  bacteriological  examinations 
of  water  supplies  for  the  colon  bacillus  and  other  organisms  have  been 
made.  This  latter  work  Avas  done  in  connection  with  the  chemical  exam- 
ination of  public  and  private  water  supplies,  the  positive  results  of  which 
are  given  under  "Water  Supplies  of  Towns  and  Cities"  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

Some  examinations  of  specimens  not  classified  have  also  been  made, 
and  reports  rendered  to  boards  of  health  or  to  the  persons  directly 
interested. 

SPUTUM  examinatio:n"s. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  2238  examinations  of  sputum 
for  tubercle  bacilli  were  made,  the  same  representing  1914  different  per- 
sons. Of  the  total  number  of  specimens  559  were  positive  and  1353 
negative.  The  table  following  gives  the  towns  from  which  material  was 
received,  results  of  the  examinations  and  the  age  and  sex  of  the  patients. 

examijS^ations  for  diphtheria. 

Three  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-eight  examitiations  were 
made  for  the  Klebs-La-ffler  bacillus — 2349  for  diagnosis  and  1129  for 
release  from  quarantine ;  718  were  positive  and  2760  negative.  The  locali- 
ties from  which  specimens  were  received,  with  results  of  examinations, 
are  shown  in  accompanying  table. 

EXAMINATIONS    FOR    TYPHOID    FEVER. 

Blood  from  519  patients  were  examined  in  suspected  cases  of  typhoid 
was  fever.  A  positive  result  was  obtained  in  155  cases;  negative,  361. 
An  appended  table  8ho.ws  details. 

INTERPRETATION  OF  RESULTS  REPORTED. 

We  desire  to  impress  upon  the  mind  of  every  physician  in  the  state  that 
a  bacteriological  examination  made  at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene  is 
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solely  to  assist  the  physician  in  arriving  at  a  correct  diagnosis,  and  that  the 
report  which  the  laboratory  makes,  whether  "  positive  "  or  "  negative  "  ia 
U2W71  the  material  sent.  As  an  illustration  :  A  swab  from  a  suspected  case 
of  diphtheria  may  be  reported  "negative  "  solely  because  no  live  diphtheria 
germs  were  entrapj)ed  when  the  swab  was  used ;  yet  the  disease  may  have 
been  di2)htheria.  The  report  is  made  ujyon  the  swab,  and  not  upon  the 
patient.  The  same  application  of  principle  holds  in  the  examination  of 
suspected  tuberculosis. 

If  a  culture  taken  from  the  throat  of  a  patient,  who  appears,  clinically, 
to  have  di}»htheria,  reveals  the  Klebs-La'ffler  bacillus,  there  can  be  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  diagnosis ;  but  should  the  culture  j^rove  negative,  instead  of 
positive,  the  physician  should  in  every  instance  regard  the  result  as  value- 
less, and  should  not  permit  it  to  warp  his  judgment  or  treatment  of  the 
case  from  a  clinical  point  of  view.  The  physician  who  relies  ujjon  a  pri- 
maiy  negative  result  for  a  diagnosis  of  his  case  may  find  himself  in  serious 
trouble,  with,  perhaps,  a  most  malignant  type  of  diphtheria  on  his  hands  a 
few  days  later. 

The  laboratory  does  not  in  any  instance  give  a  diagnosis  of  the  case ; 
does  not  see  the  patient ;  knows  nothing  of  his  symptoms.  It  simply 
reports  "positive"  or  "negative"  as  the  result  of  a  most  careful  and  scien- 
tific examination  of  the  material  received.  It  remains  for  the  physician 
to  make  the  diagnosis  after  assembling  all  the  facts  presented  and  obtain- 
able. 

Park,  who  may  be  regarded  as  an  eminent  authority,  says  : 

"  Diphtheria  does  not  occur  without  the  presence  of  the  diphtheria  bacilli ; 
but  there  have  been  many  cases  of  diphtheria  in  which,  for  one  or  another 
reason,  no  bacilh  were  found  in  the  cultures  by  the  examiner.  In  many  of 
these  cases  later  cultures  revealed  them. 

"In  a  convalescent  case  the  absence  of  bacilli  in  any  one  culture  indi- 
cates that  there  are  certainly  not  many  bacilli  left  in  the  throat.  Only 
repeated  cultures  can  prove  their  total  absence." 

These  remarks  are  made  because  in  laboratory  work  there  is  occasion- 
ally a  physician  who  rehes  upon  a  single  negative  result,  and  the  same  is 
true  of  health  officers  in  determining  when  a  patient  may  be  released  from 
quarantine.     In  neither  case  is  a  single  negative  result  conclusive.

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ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


State  of  New  Hampshire, 
The  Adjutant-General's  Office, 

Concord,  September  1,  1908. 

To  His  Excellency  Charles  M.  Floyd,  Governor  and  Com- 
mander-in-Chief and  the  Honorable  Council: — 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  law  of  the  State,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Adju- 
tant General's  Department  for  the  years  1907  and  1908  up 
to  and  including  September  1,  with  an  appendix  contain- 
ing sub-reports  and  orders  issued  during  the  same  time, 
also  a  financial  statement  of  the  transactions  and  disburse- 
ments by  this  office  during  the  same  period. 

Since  my  appointment  as  Adjutant  General  January  3, 
1907,  a  number  of  important  changes  have  been  instituted, 
in  order  that  the  State's  militia  might  be  more  fully  placed 
in  a  condition  to  maintain  her  status  with  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, and  the  War  Department.  In  1903  the  Congress 
passed  a  bill  in  aid  of  the  Organized  Militia  of  the  United 
States,  and  known  as  the  "Dick  Bill",  which  among  its 
many  provisions,  required  that  every  state  in  order  to  be 
partakers  of  these  benefits,  should  by  the  21st  of  January 
1908  fully  comply  with  certain  conditions.  A  large  number 
of  the  States  did  not  comply  with  this  measure  imtil  the 
summer  and  fall  of  1907,  and  then  only  after  a  letter  had 
been  sent  out  by  the  War  Department  calling  attention  to 
the  matter,  and  containing  a  clause  which  stated  that  "un- 
less  the    State   adopted   the   provisions   as   set    forth,   their 
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quota  of  the  Federal  Allotment  for  the  support  of  the  Or- 
ganized Militia  would  be  suspended,  if  not  severed  entire- 
ly," Having  been  in  receipt  of  this  communication,  I  con- 
ferred with  your  Excellency  and  received  instructions  to 
prepare  an  order  that  would  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
officials  at  Washington,  it  having  been  shown  that  the 
Militia  Law  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  gave  you  au- 
thority to  make  such  changes  as  were  necessary  to  com- 
ply with  rules  for  the  government  of  the  United  States 
Army.  The  Order  making  the  changes  is  made  a  part  of 
this  report. 

Since  the  last  report  of  this  office  was  issued  one  com- 
pany of  infantry  has  been  disbanded — Co.  L,  Second  Regi- 
ment, stationed  at  Dover.  This  organization  was  disband- 
ed for  the  purpose  of  re-organization,  as  the  conditions  in 
the  company  were  of  such  a  nature  as  was  not  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  service.  An  effort  was  made  by  several 
parties  to  effect  the  re-organization,  but  without  success, 
and  this  vacancy  is  still  in  existence.  With  this  exception 
the  brigade  is  complete.     » 

Company  M,  Second  Infantry,  stationed  at  Newport, 
has  been  a  sufferer  by  reason  of  fire  during  the  past  year. 
The  bobbin  factory  located  in  a  building  adjoining  the 
structure  used  as  an  armory  by  this  company  was  badly 
damaged  by  fire  this  spring,  and  the  company  lost  a  num- 
ber of  articles  of  mihtary  property,  at  this  time,  while  re- 
moving same  to  a  place  of  safety.  A  board  of  survey  was 
appointed  to  ascertain  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  reported 
that  the  loss  was  unavoidable,  and  the  captain  was  relieved 
of  accountabilitv  bv  order  of  the  War  Department,  as  it 
was  proven  that  proper  care  and  protection  had  been 
furnished  at  the  time. 

There  have  been  a  large  number  of  changes  among  the 
commissioned  officers  of  the  Guard  during  the  past  two 
years.  Among  the  principal  changes  is  that  of  the  com- 
mand of  the  First  Infantry.  Colonel  William  Sullivan, 
who  was  the  efficient     commander  of  this  regiment,     was 
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selected  by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Charles  M.  Floyd, 
to  fill  the  important  office  of  Inspector  General  of  the 
State,  and  his  selection  for  this  high  office,  therefore 
caused  a  vacancy  in  the  regiment,  which  was  filled  by  the 
governor's  appointing  Lieutenant  Colonel  Arthur  G. 
Shattuck  of  Nashua  to  the  colonelcy. 

At  the  present  time  the  state  has  the  following  military 
organizations :  twenty-three  infantry  companies,  one  bat- 
tery of  field  artillery,  one  company  of  cavalry,  a  signal 
corps  and  a  General  Stafif  corps,  which  includes  the  Ad- 
jutant General's  department,  the  Inspector  General's  De- 
partment, the  Medical  Department  and  Hospital  Corps, 
the  Judge  Advocate  General's  Department,  the  Quarter- 
master's Department,  the  Commissary  Department,  a  Pay 
Department,  and  an  Ordance  Department,  and  the 
strength  of  the  Guard  is  as  follows :  134  commissioned 
officers  and  1,583  enlisted  men,  being  5  officers  and  111 
men  less  than  the  maximum  allowed  by  the  state  law  and 
minimum  by  United  States  orders. 

ARMORIES. 

During  the  spring  inspections  of  1907  and  1908,  I  ac- 
companied the  Inspector  General  on  his  tour  of  inspec- 
tions, for  the  purpose  of  making  a  personal  inspection  of 
all  the  armories  and  buildings  used  by  the  National  Guard 
of  the  State.  The  armory  at  Manchester,  that  had  been 
visited  by  a  serious  fire  the  spring  of  1906,  I  found  to  have 
been  thoroughly  renovated  and  put  in  first  class  condition. 
The  work  incident  to  this  renovation  had  been  supervised 
by  Colonel  William  Sullivan,  who  acted  under  orders  from 
this  office,  and  to  his  thorough  understanding  of  what 
should  be  done,  the  Manchester  Battalion  is  under  lasting 
obligations  for  the  completeness  and  rapidity  of  the  re- 
pairs. 

The  Legislature  of  1907  passed  an  act  providing  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Armory  at  Nashua,  by  the  State,  and  also 
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for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  erection  of  an  armory  at  Con- 
cord, the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand,  five  hundred  dol- 
lars being  appropriated  in  each  case.  The  Governor  and 
Council  were  authorized  to  complete  the  transactions,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Act,  your  honorable  body  has  made 
the  first  payment  towards  the  purchase  of  the  Nashua 
property,  and  has  bought  a  lot  in  Concord,  very  centrally 
located,  on  which  to  erect  the  Armory  in  that  city.  It  is 
the  intention  of  your  representatives  to  have  this  structure 
built  this  fall,  ready  for  early  occupancy  this  winter. 

The  building  used  by  the  two  infantry  companies  at 
Keene  is  well  adapted  to  the  use  of  those  quartered  there- 
in, but  is  too  small  when  both  commands  are  paraded  as 
a  battalion. 

The  company  at  Milford  have  the  use  of  a  small  and 
very  damp  room  in  the  town  hall  for  the  storage  of  prop- 
erty, and  hold  their  drills,  when  possible  in  the  town  halL 
A  very  unsatisfactory  arrangement. 

Exeter  furnishes  its  company  with  a  fine  drill  room  in 
the  court  house,  with  good  property  rooms  on  the  second 
floor,  and  a  suitable  rifle  gallery  in  basement,  and  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town  take  considerable  pride  in  the  organiza- 
tion. 

Dover  companies  have  very  poor  accommodations.  One 
company  was  of  necessity  disbanded  last  fall,  and  the  re- 
maining organization — Co.  A,  Strafford  Guards — is 
quartered  in  the  City  Hall  basement,  where  the  accommo- 
dations are  entirely  unfit  for  the  use  they  are  put  to. 

Portsmouth  has  within  the  last  year  made  very  extensive 
improvements  in  and  on  the  old  Court  House  which  Com- 
pany B  uses  for  its  headquarters,  and  this  company  now 
has  one  of  the  best  of  the  hired  armories  in  the  state. 

The  quarters  rented  by  the  company  at  Franklin  for  an 
armory,  are  so  diminutive  that  they  would  more  properly 
be  called  a  club  room,  than  a  place  for  the  study  and  exem- 
plification of  the  work  of  soldiers. 
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Laconia  furnishes  its  military  company  with  a  very  well 
arranged  building  in  which  the  members  of  Company  K 
devote  considerabfe  time  in  the  efifort  to  attain  proficiency 
in  matters  military. 

Littleton's  militiamen  have  a  very  pleasant  suite  of 
rooms  in  the  town  hall  that  were  formerly  used  as  a  li- 
brary. The  drill  room  is  small  and  not  suited  for  the 
work  it  is  devoted  to. 

Berlin's  portion  of  the  State's  troops  have  to  pay  an 
exhorbitant  rental  and  then  can  only  secure  a  store  with 
basement,  to  apply  their  instructions  in. 

Claremont  soldiers  are  quartered  in  a  small  but  good 
drill  armory,  and  have  good  quarters  adjoining  for  the 
storage  of  property. 

Newport  has  a  small  structure  in  which  her  militiamen 
make  strong  efforts  to  master  the  military  art.  The  build- 
ing was  badly  damaged  by  fire  during  the  last  spring,  and 
considerable  company  property  was  lost  or  stolen,  during 
the  process  of  removing  the  goods  from  the  building  to  a 
place  of  safety. 

Practically  every  armory,  outside  that  at  Manchester, 
and  the  ones  at  Nashua  and  that  in  process  of  construc- 
tion at  Concord,  cost  the  organization  occupying  them 
very  much  more  than  the  state  allows  for  rental,  and  it 
is  a  great  hardship  on  them  all  to  meet  the  expenses  that 
of  necessity  must  be  incurred  in  their  maintenance.  Suit- 
able quarters  are  hard  to  secure,  and  property  owners  as  a 
rule  put  the  price  so  high  as  to  almost  make  it  prohibitive, 
and  company  commanders  are  forced  to  secure  inferior 
and  unsuitable  places  for  the  commands  as  an  alternative. 


UNIFORMS  AND  EQUIPMENTS. 

Since  I  assumed  the  conduct  of  this  office,  I  have  pro- 
curred  from  the  General  Government  the  dress  uniform 
adopted  by  the  War  Department,  for  the  entire  brigade, 
and  have  issued  them  to  every  organization.     I  have  also 
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drawn  a  sufficient  supply  of  dress  caps  for  the  entire  bri- 
gade, and  have  issued  these. 

Overcoats  of  the  olive  drab  style  will  be  issued  at  an 
early  date,  as  under  the  provisions  of  a  recent  act  of  con- 
gress amending  the  "Dick  Bill"  of  1903,  it  will  be  possible 
for  the  state  to  fully  arm  and  equip  its  militia  without  cost 
to  the  state.  A  copy  of  the  "National  Guard  Bill"  so 
called,  is  made  a  part  of  this  report  and  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix. 

By  direction  of  the  War  Department,  all  the  United 
States  service  rifles,  known  as  the  "Krags"  have  been 
turned  in  to  the  Ordnance  Department,  and  in  their 
places,  there  have  been  issued  a  sufficient  supply  of  the 
most  modern  and  up-to-date  military  rifle  manufactured 
by  the  government,  and  this  weapon  is  termed  the 
"Springfield  Rifle,  model  1903."  A  supply  of  ammunition 
for  the  new  rifle  has  been  secured  either  on  requisition  or 
by  exchange  of  old  style  ammunition  for  the  new,  and 
work  with  this  has  been  carried  on  with  interesting  re- 
sults. 

The  cavalry  are  equipped  with  the  new  Springfield  rifle, 
the  carbines  in  their  possession  last  year  having  been 
called  in  by  the  Department,  so  they  are  armed  the  same 
as  infantrymen. 

The  Field  Artillery  has  been  fully  equipped  with  the 
new  3-inch  B.  L.  rifle,  and  has  been  recruited  up  to  the 
standard  required,  as  well  as  supplied  with  other  needed 
ordnance  stores.  This  organization  has  been  unable  as 
yet  to  secure  ammunition  for  use  in  their  new  field  pieces, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  a  supply  sufficient  to  instruct  the  bat- 
tery in  handling  it  may  be  secured  at  an  early  date. 

The  supply  of  field  service  equipments  that  have  for  so 
long  been  stored  in  the  Arsenal  at  the  State  Camp  grounds 
has  been  issued  to  the  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry.  This 
issue  was  made  in  order  that  that  organization  might  be 
equipped  and  sent  to  take  part  in  the  Joint  Army  and 
Militia  Maneuvers,  that  the  War  Department  had  planned 
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for  the  past  summer.  These  articles,  which  include 
shelter  tents,  poles  and  pins,  woolen  blankets,  ponchos, 
haversacks,  canteens,  meat  cans,  tin  cups,  knives,  forks 
and  spoons,  have  been  issued,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to 
secure  an  additional  supply,  in  order  that  the  remainder 
of  the  States  Guardsmen  may  be  equipped  for  a  like  duty 
in  the  future.  The  War  Department  plans  to  have  these 
Joint  ^Maneuvers  an  annual  event.  In  addition  to  the 
above  articles,  I  have  secured  a  supply  of  field  ranges  and 
cooking  outfits,  and  these  are  stored  in  the  Arsenal.  By 
reason  of  the  above  issue,  company  commanders  will  be 
put  to  much  trouble  in  finding  the  requisite  room  to 
store  same  in. 

Every  company  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  has 
been  supplied  with  one  or  more  new  Springfield  Rifles  Cal. 
22  for  gallery  practice,  also  a  sufficient  number  of  short 
range  cartridges  for  gallery  work.  No  man  is  permitted 
to  go  on  an  out  door  range  to  shoot  until  he  has  made  a 
certain  qualification  on  the  indoor  range. 

The  Hospital  Corps,  which  has  been  reorganized  and  is 
now  a  part  of  the  Medical  Department,  has  been  complete- 
ly equipped  wath  new  uniforms,  hospital  corps  pouches, 
orderly  pouche  and  other  necessary  impedimenta,  with  the 
exception  of  an  ambulance,  which  it  is  hoped  to  secure  in 
due  course  of  time. 

The  reorganization  of  this  department  and  corps,  more 
than  warranted  its  existence  during  the  June  encampment, 
when  Private  William  F.  Whitcomb  of  Co.  H,  First  Regi- 
ment of  Infantry,  Keene,  received  a  dangerous  cut  from 
a  bayonet  while  on  drill,  and  which  but  for  the  prompt  ac- 
tion of  the  Medical  officers  and  the  hospital  corps,  would 
without  doubt,  have  terminated  fatally.  The  accident  was 
witnessed  by  officers  of  the  medical  department,  and  al- 
most instantaneous  assistance  was  furnished.  The  work  of 
the  hospital  corps  squad  showed  the  result  of  careful 
training  and  a  knowledge  of  their  duties  that  was  highly 
commendatory. 
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ENCAMPMENTS. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Xational  Guard  has  held 
two  encampments  at  the  State  Camp  Ground,  Concord,  as 
follows ;  in  1907  from  June  24  to  June  28,  and  in  1908 
from  June  15  to  June  19,  each  encampment  being  for  five 
days  in  accordance  w'ith  the  Militia  Law.  The  attendance 
at  both  was  excellent  and  resulted  in  considerable  benefit 
to  the  State.  The  entire  brigade  was  under  canvas  at  the 
same  time  in  1907,  while  in  1908,  the  force  taking  part  in 
this  tour  of  duty  consisted  of  the  General  Headquarters, 
the  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  the  Signal  Corps,  de- 
tachment of  the  Hospital  Corps,  Battery  A,  First  Regi- 
ment Field  Artillery  and  Company  A,  Cavalry. 

The  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry,  had  been  detailed  by 
the  Governor,  together  with  a  detachment  of  the  Hospital 
Corps,  to  participate  in  the  Joint  Army  and  Militia  Man- 
euvers, at  Pine  Camp,  N.  Y.,  for  ten  days  from  June  26  to 
July  5.  The  amount  of  work  which  the  Second  Infantry 
accomplished  during  their  tour  of  duty  under  United  States 
officers,  was  extremely  beneficial,  and  was  instrumental  in 
bringing  out  a  great  many  of  the  faults  and  discrepancies 
that  would  otherwise  have  lain  dormant  and  would  not 
have  been  discovered  in  any  other  manner.  I  personally 
visited  the  camp  at  Pine  Camp,  N.  Y.,  and  am  fully  con- 
vinced that  the  criticisms  made  by  the  regular  officers  were 
just  and  merited.  I  am  convinced  that  the  regiment  will 
be  the  gainer  by  its  experience,  and  that  when  it  comes 
its  turn  to  again  take  part  in  joint  maneuvers,  there  will 
be  little  cause  for  adverse  comment. 

The  presence  of  the  governor  and  commander  in  chief 
at  both  the  state  encampments,  with  his  stafif,  did  much 
to  create  a  deeper  interest  in  their  duties  by  the  men  of  the 
brigade,  than  is  possible  to  estimate,  as  it  not  only  gave 
the  officers  and  enlisted  men  encouragement,  but  added 
much  to  the  general  impression  that  a  great  interest  is 
taken  by  His  Excellency  in  the  military  establishment  of 
the  State. 
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The  reports  of  the  Inspector  General,  giving'  in  detail 
the  results  of  his  inspections  during  the  encampments  are 
made  a  part  of  this  report,  and  I  respectfully  refer  you 
to  his  and  other  officers  reports  for  detailed  information. 

SMALL  ARMS   PRACTICE. 

The  policy  of  the  United  States  government  with  regard 
to  the  education  of  its  soldiers  has  been  very  strongly  di- 
rected towards  perfection  in  the  art  of  using  and  handling 
big  and  small  guns  in  every  branch  of  its  military  estab- 
lishment, and  the  results  so  far  accomplished  have  demon- 
strated that  the  soldiers  of  this  country,  be  they  regular 
or  volunteer,  have  no  equal  on  earth.  The  greatest  of  mili- 
tary rifle  contests  among  the  civilized  nations  have  been 
won  by  men  representing  the  United  States,  and  the  teams 
so  chosen  were  made  up  of  regulars  and  volunteers  com- 
bined. The  improvement  shown  in  this  state  within  the 
past  few  years,  is  ample  reward  for  the  outlay  in  money 
that  has  been  necessary.  Last  year,  it  was  considered  wise 
to  select  a  team  from  the  National  Guard  of  the  state 
to  represent  the  State  in  the  Interstate  Rifle  Alatches,  at 
Wakefield,  Mass.,  and  also  to  send  a  delegation  of  the 
State's  expert  riflemen  to  enter  the  National  Matches,  at 
Camp  Perry,  Ohio.  The  first  mentioned  matches  are. 
open  to  teams  from  New  England  States  only,  and  each 
state  with  the  exception  of  Rhode  Island  was  represented. 
The  work  done  by  our  representatives,  gave  me  induce- 
ment enough,  so  that  I  determined  to  send  them  to  the 
matches  that  were  to  be  shot  in  Ohio,  under  authority  of 
the  National  Rifle  Association,  and  duly  authorized  by  Act 
of  Congress,  and  for  which  the  Congress  has  put  up  a 
trophy  to  be  shot  for  annually.  The  interest  in  the  matches 
was  very  great,  forty-eight  teams,  representing  the  United 
States  Army  and  Navy  and  practically  every  state  and 
territory  were  present,  and  competed.  The  outfit  from 
New  Hampshire  finished  in  twentieth  position.  The  score 
the   team  made   was   the   second  highest  of  all  the   New 
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England  teams.  Massachusetts  was  first.  The  match 
was  finally  won  by  the  U.  S.  Navy  with  a  score  of  3,431, 
Massachusetts  second  with  a  score  of  3,418,  while  New 
Hampshire  was  in  twentieth  place  with  a  score  of  3,088 
points  to  its  credit. 

The  annual  rifle  matches  authorized  by  the  Militia  law, 
have  since  the  completion  of  the  rifle  range  at  Massabesic 
and  owned  by  the  Manchester  Battalion  Rifle  Range  Asso- 
ciation been  shot  over  this  range.  There  are  target  ac- 
commodations at  200,  300,  500,  600,  800  and  1,000  yards, 
and  in  addition  to  the  above  a  skirmish  field  with  seven 
targets.  The  enterprise  shown  by  the  promoters  of  this 
range,  has  been  conducive  to  better  work  by  the  men  of 
the  companies  located  in  Manchester,  as  a  glance  at  the 
tabulated  statement  by  the  Chief  Ordnance  Officer,  in  his 
report  will  demonstrate.  Major  Arthur  F.  Curnmings, 
chief  ordnance  officer,  is  deserving  of  the  highest  com- 
mendation for  the  excellent  showing  made  by  the  depart- 
ment of  Small  Arms  under  his  supervision. 

It  was  deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  service  that  a 
team  should  be  sent  again  this  year  to  take  part  in  the  Na- 
tional Rifle  Matches  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  contest,  wherein  fifty  teams  were  entered,  that 
representing  this  state  finished  in  the  seventeenth  place, 
with  a  score  of  2,820  points.  The  winning  team  was  from 
the  regular  army — the  infantry — and  their  score  was 
3,224.  In  this  match  the  New  Hampshire  boys  were  out- 
ranked by  Massachusetts  and  Maine  of  the  New  England 
States. 

The  state  has  membership  in  the  National  Association 
for  the  Promotion  of  Rifle  Practice  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Military  Rifle  Association,  both  of  which  associations 
have  for  their  main  object,  the  furtherance  of  the  know- 
ledge of  the  use  of  rifles  and  betterment  of  the  service. 

GENERAI,  REMARKS. 

During  the  past  year  it  was  considered  advisable  to 
form  an  association  among  the  officers   of  the   National 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S    REPORT.  I3, 

Guard,  to  be  known  as  the  National  Guard  Association  of 
New  Hampshire.  This  association  has  for  its  object  the 
purpose  of  meeting  together  of  the  of^cers  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  any  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  interest 
of  the  service,  and  the  formulation  of  plans  that  would 
tend  to  add  interest  to  the  work  of  all  connected  with  the 
Guard.  This  association  is  in  co-operation  with  the  Na- 
tional Guard  Association  of  the  United  States,  of  which 
it  is  also  a  member. 

The  National  Guard  Association  of  the  United  States 
held  its  annual  meeting  in  January  1908  at  Boston,  irt 
Fanueil  Hall,  and  was  attended  by  representatives  from  al- 
most every  state  and  territory  in  the  Union.  One  of  the 
results  of  this  meeting,  was  the  measure  that  was  intro- 
duced into  the  Congress,  and  known  as  the  National 
Guard  Bill,  which  was  finally  enacted  into  law,  and  is  made 
a  part  of  this  report,  and  printed  in  the  Appendix. 

Since  the  last  report  was  issued  from  this  office,  the 
State  has  lost  the  services  of  Major  Edmund  K.  Webster,. 
U.  S.  A-.,  retired,  who  severed  his  connection  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  War  Department  in  January  1907,  after 
having  given  excellent  service  during  his  two  years  as  in- 
spector of  the  states  troops.  Major  Webster  was  succeed- 
ed by  Lieut.  Colonel  Herbert  E.  Tutherly,  U.  S.  A.,  retired,, 
by  orders  from  the  War  Department,  and  during  his  con- 
nection with  the  Guard,  has  been  of  much  benefit  to  all. 
His  report,  as  well  as  that  of  Captain  William  E.  Hunt, 
22nd  U.  S.  Infantry,  who  at  the  request  of  this  office,  was 
detailed  by  the  War  Department  to  assist  Colonel  Tuther- 
ly during  the  encampment  of  1908,  in  the  instruction  of 
the  infantry  branch  of  the  service  in  duties  pertaining 
thereto,  will  be  found  as  a  part  of  the  appendix.  The  re- 
ports of  both  these  officers  are  especially  recommended  to 
your  honorable  body,  and  attention  invited  to  the  recom- 
mendations mentioned,  which  receive  the  hearty  indorse- 
ment of  this  department. 
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The  State  Camp  ground  is  in  excellent  condition,  but  is 
far  too  small  for  the  brigade  as  at  present  constituted.  One 
regiment,  together  with  the  cavalry  and  artillery,  now 
take  up  as  much  ground  space  as  was  formerly  required 
when  the  brigade  was  composed  of  three  regiments  of  in- 
fantry. 

During  the  encampment  of  1908,  with  only  one  in- 
fantry regiment  in  camp,  it  was  found  to  be  almost  im- 
possible to  drill  the  same  as  a  whole,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  allow  the  cavalry  and  artillery  to  maneuver  on 
the  field.  The  requirements  of  the  service  at  the  present 
time  are  such  that  a  soldier  must  no  longer  be  able  to  exe- 
cute "squads  right  or  left"  and  other  kindred  movements, 
but  he  is  required  to  have  knowledge  as  to  how  to  act  in 
rough  unbroken  country,  which  knowledge  cannot  be  ac- 
quired on  a  perfectly  level  and  clear  drill  field.  It  has  been 
demonstrated  that  when  the  order  has  gone  forth,  desig- 
nating certain  battalions  to  take  up  the  exercises  incident 
to  "outpost  and  advance  and  rear  guard  duty"  that  the 
men  have  shown  a  lively  interest  in  the  matter,  and  eager- 
ly sought  to  improve  every  opportunity  offered  them  to 
take  part  in  the  problems. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  and  recommend  that  in  the 
future,  the  annual  encampments  be  by  regiment,  and  that 
whenever  practicable,  the  organizations  so  taking  part,  be 
required  to  march  either  to  or  from  the  locality  designat- 
ed as  the  rendezvous  for  the  tour  of  duty.  More  actual 
benefit  will  accrue  to  the  State  as  well  as  to  the  National 
Guard,  should  this  method  be  adopted  in  the  future. 
Troops  making  the  march  suggested  would  receive  prop- 
er instruction  in  the  several  branches  of  knowledge,  that 
both  officers  and  men  are  greatly  in  need  of,  i.  e.  care  of 
men,  hygiene  and  sanitation,  and  advance  and  rear  guard 
duty,  together  with  all  things  that  pertain  to  Field  Service 
Instruction. 

The  laws  of  the  State  require  that  an  encampment  of 
not  less  than  five  days  shall  be  held  annually.  This  too  is 
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one  of  the  requirements  "of  the  United  States,  as  affecting 
to  annual  allotment.  Five  days  is  much  too  short  a  time, 
and  it  is  urged  that  the  annual  appropriation  by  the  State 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  National  Guard,  be  so  in- 
creased as  will  permit  of  the  men  being  paid  for  a  longer 
period  of  camp  duty,  annually. 

The  State  National  Guard  has  outgrown  its  present  ap- 
propriation, of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars.  When  this 
sum  was  named  as  the  necessary  amount  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Guard,  it  was  practically  sufficient,  but 
since  that  time,  many  improvements  and  needed  changes 
have  taken  place,  among  them  being  the  construction  of 
two  large  mess  houses  on  the  camp  ground,  which  were 
erected  at  a  cost  of  about  ten  thousand  dollars — five 
thousand  each.  Another  item  which  has  greatly  made  for 
the  increase  in  the  expenses  of  this  department  is  that 
caused  by  the  action  of  Congress  and  the  War  Depart- 
ment in  the  passage  of  the  National  Guard  Bill.  The 
number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  under  the  new  status 
has  been  increased,  and  this  makes  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  the  pay  rolls.  Additional  duty  is  required,  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  instruction  in  rifle  practice,  which 
makes  still  more  expenses.  The  care  and  maintenance  of 
the  Manchester  Armory,  amounting  to  about  two  thous- 
and dollars  is  charged  up  to  the  appropriation.  When  the 
armories  at  Nashua  and  Concord,  are  turned  over  to  the 
state,  provision  must  be  made  to  pay  the  running  expenses 
of  these  buildings,  and  if  the  amounts  required  for  the 
last  two  armories  are  on  a  par  with  that  required  for  the 
Manchester  building  a  total  of  four  thousand  dollars  will 
be  required  for  the  three  at  least.  During  the  week  pre- 
ceeding  the  encampment  of  1908,  it  was  discovered  that 
the  stable  used  by  the  Battery  was  not  of  sufficient  size  to 
house  the  extra  number  of  horses  required,  and  orders 
were  given  for  the  immediate  erection  of  a  shed  to  accom- 
modate twenty-six  extra  horses.  This  was  not  ample,  and 
it  became  necessary  to  place  four  horses  in  the  Cavalry 
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stable,  which  stable  is  also  too  small  for  the  troop  horses 
when  the  troop  comes  with  a  full  complement  of  officers 
and  men  to  camp.  Both  the  artillery  and  cavalry  stables 
are  in  great  need  of  repairs,  and  should  be  reshingled  be- 
fore another  year.  A  new  building  was  erected  for  a  cook 
house  at  brigade  headquarters,  as  it  was  considered  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  furnish  the  necessary  protection  and  care 
of  state  property  there  used,  as  well  as  to  replace  the  old 
shack  that  for  years  had  done  service  and  was  in  a  very 
bad  state  of  decay  and  was  unsafe  for  further  use.  There 
have  been  erected  between  the  battery  and  cavalry  stables, 
and  in  the  rear  of  each  regimental  mess  house  shelters, 
wherein  running  water  has  been  placed,  in  order  that  offi- 
cers and  men  may  have  the  privilege  of  bathing,  in  an  im- 
promptu manner,  during  the  time  they  are  in  camp.  The 
introduction  of  these  wash  houses  was  greatly  appreciated 
by  all,  during  the  very  warm  week  of  June  last  during  the 
encampment. 

In  compliance  with  orders  from  the  War  Department 
requiring  officers  of  the  army  detailed  as  instructors  in 
institutions  of  learning,  to  report  the  names  of  graduates 
who  have  shown  the  most  proficiency  in  the  military  de- 
partment, to  the  adjutant  general  of  the  state  in  which  the 
graduates  reside,  the  following  named  members  of  the 
class  of  190T,  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and 
Mechanics  Arts,  have  been  reported  to  this  office  by  Cap- 
tain William  E.  Hunt,  22nd  Infantry,  U.  S.  A. :

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ciently  fill  his  position  as  battalion  or  company  command- 
er in  Volunteers  or  National  Guard :

I  desire  at  this  time  to  extend  to  the  last  legislature  the 
thanks  for  the  entire  commissioned  personnel  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  for  the  action  it  took  on  the  bill  that  was 
presented,  making  an  allowance  of  to  each  and  every  com- 
missioned officer  who  had  served  a  required  length  of  time 
as  such,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  for  the  care  and 
repairing  of  their  uniforms.  The  main  result  of  this  meas- 
ure was  at  once  shown  and  was  instrumental  in  bringing 
about  a  much  nattier  and  better  appearance  along  the  line. 
The  amount  specified  in  the  bill — twenty-five  dollars — is 
not  in  keeping  with  what  is  allowed  by  other  states  for  a 
similar  purpose,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  legis- 
lature in  the  near  future  will  increase  this  amount,  grad- 
ing the  amounts  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  a  year,  with 
twenty-five  as  the  minimum  for  second  lieutenants. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  INlilitia  Law  section  113 
"  all  fines  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  state  treasurer 
and  credited  by  him  to  the  account  of  the  New  Hampshire 
National  Guard."  Section  128  of  the  same  Act,  says  "the 
commander  in  chief  ******  is  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  from  time  to  time  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars  annually  for  the  expense  thereof."  It 
is  evident  that  these  two  sections  clash,  as  it  was  the  in- 
tention of  this  department  when  the  section  providing  for 
the  placing  of  the  collected  fines  to  the  credit  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  was  made  a  law,  that  such  amounts  should 
be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Guard,  and  not  become  a 
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part  of  the  annual  appropriation,  as  is  held  by  the  state 
treasurer.  At  the  present  time  there  is  about  eighty  dol- 
lars that  have  been  collected  in  fines  to  the  credit  of  the 
National  Guard  that  cannot  be  drawn  against.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  legislative  action  may  be  taken  for  the  purpose 
of  rectifying  this  error. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  made  the  custodian  of 
a  valuable  relic,  in  the  form  of  a  flag.  This  flag  was  the 
one  carried  by  the  orderly  for  Major  General  Simon  G. 
GrifBn,  U.  S.  V.,  when  he  rode  at  the  head  of  his  division 
of  the  Ninth  Army  Corps  through  the  streets  of  Washing- 
ton, at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  This  flag  is  draped  or 
bound  with  black  bunting  in  memory  of  President  Lin- 
coln. It  is  suggested  that  an  appropriation  be  recom- 
mended for  a  suitable  case  in  which  this  valued  relic  may 
be  properly  preserved.  The  flag  was  presented  to  the 
state  by  the  son  of  the  late  general,  Mr.  Charles  L. 
Griffin. 

It  is  not  inappropriate  for  me  to  state  at  this  time,  that 
the  work  in  the  ofifice  of  the  Adjutant  General,- during  the 
past  two  years  has  more  than  doubled,  and  this  has  been 
brought  about  through  the  great  increase  in  the  paper 
work  incident  to  the  National  Guard  by  the  placing  of  the 
Organized  Militia  of  the  several  states  of  the  United 
States  under  the  direct  jurisdiction  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, by  the  Act  of  Congress.  Under  the  provision  of 
General  Order  Number  18  series.  1907  from  this  ofBce 
(see  Appendix)  the  several  departments  in  the  National 
Guard  have  been  reorganized  on  a  working  basis,  and  this 
necessitates  extra  labor  in  the  court  of  last  resort — The 
Adjutant  General's  Ofifice.  The  amount  authorized  by  the 
legislature  to  be  expended  for  clerk  hire  in  this  depart- 
ment is  five  hundred  dollars,  which  in  comparison  with 
salaries  paid  to  clerks  in  other  departments  is  the  smallest 
of  all.  The  labor  performed  by  the  clerk  of  this  ofifice, 
carries  with  it  a  large  amount  of  responsibility,  and  a  sum 
suitable    should  be   appropriated  whereby   commensurate 
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compensation  can  be  paid,  and  when  necessary  to  employ 
additional  clerks  to  carry  on  the  constantly  increasing 
bookkeeping-  and  correspondence  that  is  continually  gath- 
ering volume. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  known  as 
the  "Dick  Bill",  in  order  to  properly  disburse  certain  gov- 
ernment funds  for  specific  purposes,  the  authorities  of  the 
several  states  have  been  required  by  the  War  Department 
to  designate  an  ofificer  to  serve  as  "Disbursing  officer  for 
the  Organized  Militia  of  the  State  of "  and  in  fulfil- 
ment of  this  requirement,  Governor  Floyd  communicated 
with  the  War  Department,  and  designated  me  to  perform 
the  duties  necessary  in  addition  to  those  authorized  by 
State  laws.  A  detailed  account  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures as  "disbursing  officer"  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 
The  sums  disbursed  are  for  the  promotion  of  rifle  prac- 
tice and  for  the  payment  of  the  amounts  in  excess  of  that 
allowed  by  the  Pay  Department  for  travel  and  incidental 
expenses  of  the  United  States  Ofificer  on  duty  with  the 
State  as  Inspector,  and  are  provided  by  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, on  requisition  by  the  Governor  of  each  State.

State  of"  New  Hampshire, 
Inspector-General's  Office, 
Manchester,  April  6,  1907. 
Adjutant-General,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Concord: 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of 
the  annual  inspection  of  the  New  Hampshire  National 
Guard  which  was  made  by  me  in  compliance  with  General 
Orders  No.  5,  c.  s.  A.  G.  O. 

I  personally  visited  and  inspected  each  company  and 
headquarters  organization.  In  cities  where  more  than  one 
organization  was  located  they  were  inspected  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable in  provisional  battalions,  thus  making  it  possible  to 
inspect  two  or  more  in  a  single  evening.  In  the  battalion 
inspections  at  Nashua,  Manchester  and  Concord,  I  was 
assisted  by  Major  Arthur  H.  Knowlton,  assistant  inspector 
general.  First  Brigade,  N.  H.  N.  G.,  who  rendered  valuable 
aid  in  the  examination  of  the  men  in  guard  duty. 

Simultaneous  with  my  inspection  of  the  troops,  an  in- 
spection was  made  by  Lt.  Col.  Herbert  E.  Tutherly,  U.  S. 
A.,  (retired),  who  was  detailed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
war  department  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  an 
act  of  Congress  entitled,  "An  Act  to  promote  the  efficiency 
of  the  militia  and  for  other  purposes." 

It  was  also  my  privilege  to  be  accompanied  in  all  these 
inspections  by  Adjutant-General  Harry  B.  Cilley,  to  whom 
I  am  indebted  for  much  valuable  assistance  on  this  tour  of 
duty. 
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The  inspections  were  begun  Feb.  11,  with  Companies  G 
and  H,  First  Infantry,  at  Keene.  The  other  organizations 
of  the  brigade  were  inspected  in  succession  as  follows : 
Feb.  12,  Company  D,  First  Infantry,  Alilford;  Feb.  13, 
brigade  headquarters,  including  field,  staff  and  non-com- 
missioned staff,  the  signal  corps,  the  hospital  corps,  and 
Company  E,  First  Infantry,  Nashua ;  Feb.  14,  Companies  I 
and  M,  First  Infantry,  Nashua ;  Feb.  15,  First  Infantry 
headquarters,  including  field,  staff  and  non-commissioned 
staff,  band,  and  Companies  A  and  B,  First  Infantry,  Man- 
chester; Feb.  18,  Companies  C  and  F,  First  Infantry,  Man- 
chester; Feb.  19,  Companies  K  and  L,  First  Infantry,  Man- 
chester; Feb.  20,  First  Field  Battery,  Manchester;  Feb.  21, 
band,  and  Companies  C  and  E,  Second  Infantry,  Concord; 
Feb.  25,  Company  I,  Second  Infantry,  Exeter;  Feb.  26, 
Company  B,  Second  Infantry,  Portsmouth ;  Feb.  27,  Com- 
panies L  and  A,  Second  Infantry,  Dover ;  Feb.  28,  Company 
D,  Second  Infantry,  Claremont;  March  1,  Company  M, 
Second  Infantry,  Newport;  March  4,  Company  H,  Second 
Infantry,  Franklin ;  March  5,  Second  Infantry  headquarters, 
including  field,  staff  and  non-commissioned  staff,  and  Com- 
pany K,  Second  Infantry,  Laconia ;  March  6,  Company  F, 
Second  Infantry,  Littleton ;  IVIarch  7,  Company  G,  Second 
Infantry,  Berlin;  March  11.  Troop  A,  Cavalry,  'Peter- 
borough. 

In  each  instance  the  books,  papers  and  records  were 
carefully  examined,  the  arms,  equipments  and  other  state 
property  were  inspected  and  their  condition  noted,  the  com- 
panies were  viewed  at  drill  in  both  close  and  extended  order, 
and  the  men  were  examined  individually  on  the  care  of 
their  arms  and  their  general  knowledge  of  guard  duty  and 
of  military  courtesy.  Where  defects  were  found  instruc- 
tions were  given  with  a  view  of  correcting  them  wherever 
possible. 

BRIGADE   HEADQUARTERS. 

The  brigade  commander  and  staff,  commissioned  and 
non-commissioned,  were  inspected  at  the  Nashua  Armory. 
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While  several  members  of  the  staff  reside  in  cities  at  a 
distance  from  headquarters,  all  were  present  for  this  cere- 
mony, making  an  attendance  of  100  percent.  The  books 
and  records  of  headquarters  are  well  kept  and  all  state 
property  for  which  the  brigade  commander  is  accountable 
is  well  cared  for. 

The  signal  corps  and  hospital  corps  were  inspected  at 
the  same  time  and  place.  The  personnel  of  both  organiza- 
tions is  excellent.  While  the  members  of  the  signal  corps 
appear  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  as  far  as 
their  limited  equipment  will  permit,  I  am  forced  to  believe 
that  the  capacity  of  the  organization  is  far  from  what  would 
be  required  for  practical  service.  The  work  of  the  corps 
is  confined  mainly  to  flag  signalling  and  to  some  work  with 
field  telephones,  but  the  members  are  deficient  in  heliograph 
work  and  telegraphy,  and  their  numbers  are  far  too  few  for 
effective  work  in  most  cases  where  their  services  might  be 
required.  I  found  one  non-commissioned  officer  alone  car- 
rying the  burden  of  administration,  as  well  as  the  direction 
of  drills  and  instruction.  In  my  opinion,  if  this  organiza- 
tion is  to  be  of  any  practical  value  to  the  state  service,  it 
should  be  placed  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  an 
officer  who  would  be  responsible  for  its  work  and  instruction. 

The  hospital  corps  is  not  sufficiently  equipped  for  practical 
service  in  the  field,  and  under  these  conditions  its  practice 
work  must  be  incomplete ;  but  with  the  means  at  hand,  the 
members  showed  commendable  efficiency  in  all  lines  in  which 
they  had  been  instructed.  In  the  handling  of  wounded  men 
with  litters,  particularly,  they  showed  the  good  results  of 
intelligent  practice. 

FIRST   INFANTRY. 

With  one  exception  the  companies  of  this  regiment  rep- 
resent the  larger  cities  of  the  state.  Consequently  the  regi- 
ment has  an  advantage  in  its  field  for  recruiting,  in  its  op- 
portunity for  grouping  companies  in  union  armories  where 
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joint  schools  of  instruction  for  officers  may  be  possible  and 
where  much  may  be  gained  by  mutual  help,  and  in  the  con- 
stant personal  supervision  of  its  work  by  the  field  officers. 

The  armory  accommodations  throughout  this  regiment 
are  good,  although  most  of  the  companies  find  it  a  heavy 
burden  to  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance  under  the  present 
arrangement,  and  the  practical  work  of  the  several  com- 
mands suffers  to  more  or  less  extent  through  the  unceasing 
strain  and  struggle  necessary  to  keep  up  the  financial  end. 
Particularly  is  this  felt  where  it  is  a  custom  to  let  the 
armories  for  entertainments  on  nights  when  they  should  be 
in  use  for  drill  and  instruction. 

The  Manchester  battalion,  so-called,  comprising  the  regi- 
imental  headquarters  and  band  and  Companies  A,  B,  C,  F^ 
K  and  L,  together  with  the  First  Field  Battery,  enjoy  a 
distinction  apart  from  the  other  organizations  in  the  brigade 
at  present  in  the  fact  that  they  occupy  the  one  state  armory 
in  New  Hampshire.  This  is  a  substantial  building  of  brick 
and  stone,  containing  a  drill  hall  134  x  95  feet  in  dimensions, 
and  commodious  company  or  assembly  rooms  for  each 
organization.  In  the  basement  there  are  separate  store- 
rooms for  each  company,  conveniently  arranged  for  the 
care  and  the  preservation  of  the  clothing  and  other  state 
property,  with  the  exception  of  the  rifles,  which  are  kept  in 
dust  proof  cases  in  the  company  rooms.  The  building  is 
equipped  with  shower  bath  for  both  officers  and  men,  with 
hot  and  cold  water  the  year  around,  toilet  rooms,  lavatories, 
etc.     It  is  steam  heated  and  lighted  with  electricity. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  storerooms  are  located  in  the 
basement  where  there  is  considerable  dampness  at  all 
seasons,  it  is  necessary  to  start  the  fires  at  least  once  a 
week  during  the  summer  months  to  dry  out  the  rooms. 
Otherwise,  as  has  been  learned  by  unpleasant  experience, 
the  clothing  and  other  property  stored  there  would  become 
mildewed  and  mouldy.  This  adds  considerably  to  the  cost 
of  maintenance. 
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The  basement  also  contains  two  large  unfurnished  apart- 
ments, one  designed  as  a  kitchen  and  the  other  as  a  rifle 
gallery.  The  latter  extends  the  length  of  the  building,  185 
feet,  and  the  good  of  the  service  demands  that  it  should  be 
fitted  for  use  before  another  winter  season  begins,  as  the 
nine  organizations  quartered  in  the  building  are  without  any 
facilities  for  indoor  practice  with  rifle  or  revolver.  Such 
practice  is  most  important  for  the  eflicency  of  the  troops  and 
the  delay  in  fitting  up  this  range  seems  deplorable  from  a 
■military  standpoint. 

The  Nashua  battalion,  so-called,  comprises  Companies  E, 
I  and  M,  which  are  quartered  together  with  the  signal 
corps  and  hospital  corps  in  the  Nashua  armory,  which  is 
now  owned  and  maintained  by  a  private  corporation  but 
which  is  to  be  purchased  by  the  state  during  the  coming 
year,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  the  legislature.  The 
iDuilding  contains  a  good  sized  drill  hall,  assembly  rooms 
and  storerooms  for  each  company,  and  a  rifle  gallery  and 
dining  hall  for  joint  use,  and  it  ofifers  ample  accommodations 
for  the  present  requirements  of  the  several  organizations 
located  there.  When  the  building  becomes  state  property, 
the  Nashua  companies  will  be  relieved  of  a  heavy  burden 
which  they  now  bear  in  paying  a  rental  of  $1,000  a  year, 
and  with  the  necessity  of  letting  the  hall  for  private  parties 
removed  they  can  give  much  more  time  to  practical  military 
Avork. 

The  Keene  battalion,  so-called,  comprising  Companies 
G  and  H,  together  with  the  resident  members  of  the  field 
and  staff,  are  well  housed  in  a  private  building  which  they 
"hire  outright,  but  the  heavy  rental  they  pay,  in  addition  to 
the  cost  of  maintenance,  makes  it  necessary  for  them  to 
give  up  the  use  of  their  drill  hall  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  time  in  order  to  raise  funds  for  their  financial  support. 
The  drill  hall  is  well  suited  for  their  uses,  the  building  con- 
tains an  excellent  rifle  gallery,  the  recreation  rooms  are 
attractive  (a  feature  which  assists  largely  in  keeping  up  the 
interest  of  members),  and  the  officers'  room  is  well  arranged. 
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The  locker  rooms,  where  uniforms  and  other  property  are 
stored,  are  hardly  large  enough  for  convenience,  but  affords 
ample  protection  for  state  property. 

Company  D,  Milford,  has  the  free  use  of  the  town  hall 
one  night  in  each  week  for  a  drill  hall.  It  also  has  the 
exclusive  use  of  one  small  room  in  the  building  as  a  store- 
room for  rifles  and  other  state  property.  For  other  assem- 
blies the  company  has  a  suite  of  club  rooms,  including 
officers'  room,  recreation  room  anc'  toilet  rooms  in  a.n 
adjacent  building.  All  state  property  with  the  exception  of 
books  and  papers,  is  kept  at  the  town  hall.  The  company 
has  no  facilities  for  gallerx^  practice,  but  holds  regular  sight- 
ing and  aiming  drills  as  preliminary  to  its  practice  on  its 
outdoor  range. 

In  all  companies  in  this  regiment  it  is  the  invariable  rule 
that  all  state  property  must  be  kept  in  the  places  provided 
for  it  in  the  company  armories,  and  no  men  are  allowed  to 
take  away  any  uniforms  or  other  articles  without  special 
permission  from  their  commanding  officers.  With  a  few 
exceptions,  as  shown  in  the  appended  table  of  ratings,  I 
found  clothing  and  other  state  property  in  good  condition, 
considering  their  length  of  service,  and  well  cared  for.  I 
found  some  overcoats  of  old  issues  which  should  be  replaced 
with  new  immediately  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the 
brigade  is  soon  to  receive  the  olive  drab  coats,  and  it  would 
seem  needless  expense  to  issue  new  blue  coats  which  would 
be  discarded  in  a  short  time. 

In  several  companies  in  the  First  Infantry  I  found  evi- 
dences of  neglect  in  the  care  of  rifles,  a  fault  which  should 
have  been  more  closely  looked  after  by  the  officers.  While 
most  men  showed  the  pride  which  every  good  soldier  should 
feel  in  keeping  his  rifle  in  perfect  condition,  others  betrayed 
a  slovenly  indifference.  A  few  rifles  showed  traces  of  rust, 
but  the  principal  fault  was  the  accumulation  of  dirt  in  the 
mechanism  and  coatings  of  oil  and  grease  which  should 
have  been  carefully  wiped  away  before  inspection.' 
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In  Nashua  I  found  that  the  janitor  of  the  armory  had 
been  employed  to  act  as  armorer  for  the  three  infantry  com- 
panies and  that  his  duties  inchided  the  cleaning  of  rifles 
when  used  on  the  range  or  elsewhere.  This  practice  is^ 
emphatically  condemned  for  the  reason  that  the  men  are 
thereby  encouraged  to  shirk  the  care  of  their  arms  and  they 
do  not  become  familiar  with  their  construction  and 
mechanism  as  it  is  important  that  every  soldier  should  be. 

The  excellent  standing  of  the  companies  in  this  regiment 
is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  substantial  support,  both 
financial  and  moral,  which  is  given  them  by  the  communities 
in  which  they  are  located.  In  [Manchester  the  city  makes  an 
appropriation  of  $100  per  year  for  each  militia  organization 
located  in  the  city,  and  in  addition  to  this  the  city  appropri- 
ated $700  in  1906  and  $500  in  1907  to  assist  in  the  equip- 
ment of  the  Manchester  battalion  rifle  range.  In  return  the 
troops  show  a  loyal  willingness  to  assist  in  public  events, 
often-  at  a  cost  of  much  inconvenience  to  the  members,  by 
parading  or  furnishing  military  escorts  on  all  proper  occa- 
sions where  such  service  may  be  requested.  Most  of  the 
industrial  establishments  of  the  city  give  appreciative  sup- 
port to  the  National  Guard. 

In  Nashua  the  municipality  shows  its  interest  in  the 
organizations  located  there  by  contributing  the  sum  of  $800 
annually  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  battalion  armory. 
The  officers  complain,  however,  that  they  receive  discourage- 
ments from  some  of  the  industrial  concerns  which  show  an 
unwillingness  to  allow  their  employes  to  attend  camp. 

In  Mil  ford  the  town  grants  the  free  use  of  its  town  hall 
as  a  drill  hall  and  I  was  pleased  at  the  inspection  to  note 
the  interest  show'n  by  many  prominent  and  influential  citi- 
zens through  their  attendance  at  the  ceremony.  In  this 
town,  also,  the  officers  say,  there  are  some  employers  who 
make  it  difficult  for  them  to  maintain  the  strength  of  their 
commands  through  opposition  to  the  granting  of  camp  leave 
for  their  employes. 
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The  city  of  Keene  makes  no  appropriation  for  the  assist- 
ance of  its  miHtia  companies,  but  the  citizens  of  the  city  in 
general  show  a  hvely  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  two 
companies  located  there  and  by  their  moral  support  aid  and 
encourage  the  guardsmen  in  their  work.  This  interest  was 
attested  by  the  presence  at  the  inspection  of  a  large  and 
representative  audience,  made  up  in  a  large  part  of  the 
foremost  citizens  of  the  city. 

In  the  acquirement  of  improved  range  accommodations 
the  First  Infantry  has  made  great  strides  during  the  past 
few  years.  As  the  reward  of  masterful  endeavor  upon  their 
own  part,  aided  materially  by  a  public  in  sympathy  with 
their  work,  the  infantry  organizations  of  Manchester  are 
now  supplied  with  a  rifle  range  imexcelled  by  any  other 
owned  by  a  National  Guard  organization  in  New  England. 
This  range,  located  just  over  the  Manchester  line  at  Massa- 
besic,  lies  within  a  tract  of  132  acres,  which  is  owned  out- 
right by  the  Manchester  Battalion  Rifle  Range  Association 
(incorporated),  and  the  rockribbed  slopes  of  Mt.  Minock 
afiford  a  perfect  back  stop.  In  addition  to  purchasing  the 
land  the  association  has  expended  over  $6,000  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  range,  and  is  contemplating  still  further 
improvements.  The  butts  are  supported  by  stone  and 
cement  retaining  walls  and  the  target  frames  and  shelters 
are  of  substantial  construction.  The  range  is  laid  out  for 
shooting  at  all  regular  distances  for  revolver  and  rifle, 
from  15  yards  to  1,000  yards,  having  a  total  of  37  targets. 
The  skirmish  field  is  now  .being  laid  out.  The  range  is  yet 
without  a  suitable  clubhouse  for  officers,  cleaning  rooms  and 
storage  purposes,  and  much  of  the  land  just  cleared  of  forest 
is  yet  to  be  laid  down  in  greensward,  but  it  will  be  near 
enough  complete  for  all  around  practice  during  the  coming 
season. 

Keene  also  has  a  good  range,  although  it  is  located  on 
private  land  leased  by  the  companies,  and  for  that  reason 
shooting  must  be  suspended  at  the  mid-range  'distances 
during  a  portion  of  the  season  when  crops  are  growing.     It 
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is  laid  out  for  shooting  at  all  distances  up  to  1,000  yards. 
The  butts  are  well  constructed  and  the  targets  are  of 
sufficient  number  for  the  ordinary  uses  of  the  companies. 

The  Nashua  companies  have  no  range  at  the  present  time 
but  have  a  site  in  view  where  their  officers  hope  to  locate 
a  range  during  the  present  season  which  will  meet  their 
needs. 

Milford  has  a  fair  range  for  distances  not  exceeding  500 
yards. 

Several  companies  in  the  regiment  encourage  their  mem- 
bers in  rifle  practice  by  giving  medals  as  prizes  for  competi- 
tive shoots  held  annually.  Some  conduct  these  shoots  in 
the  nature  of  field  days,  thus  bringing  out  a  greater  number 
of  men  and  stimulating  interest  in  this  important  department. 

With  two  exceptions  the  companies  of  this  regiment 
passed  a  satisfactory  inspection.  Company  L  of  Manches- 
ter fell  below  the  standard,  both  in  attendance  and  in  work, 
and  the  condition  of  the  command  was  generally  unsatis- 
factory. But  21  members  were  present,  while  one  corporal 
and  11  privates  were  reported  as  absent  without  leave. 
Under  ordinary  circumstances,  I  would  recommend  the  im- 
mediate disbandment  of  a  company  showing  such  a  condi- 
tion, but  in  this  case  a  reasonable  excuse  existed  for  the 
deficiencies.  The  captain  had  tendered  his  resignation  some 
months  before,  as  his  civilian  duties  would  not  permit  him 
to  attend  drills  or  other  work  of  the  company,  but  his  dis- 
charge was  witheld  pending  the  adjusting  of  property  ac- 
counts, and  the  authority  of  command  was  divided,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  service.  The  office  of  first  lieutenant  was 
vacant.  Immediately  after  inspection  the  company  was 
practically  reorganized.  Nominations  were  made  to  fill  the 
vacancies  existing  among  the  officers  and  the  command  was 
recruited  to  the  extent  of  22  new  men.  The  company  is 
now  of  average  strength  and  is  drilling  faithfully.  With 
the  changes  made  I  am  now  satisfied  that  it  merits  contin- 
uance in  service. 
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Conditions  were  similar  in  a  measure  with  Company  D 
of  Milford.  The  captain  had  received  his  discharge  from 
the  service  a  short  time  before  inspection,  and  had  left  the 
company  encumbered  with  a  number  of  men  who  should 
have  been  discharged  from  the  service.  The  lieutenant 
upon  whom  the  command  had  fallen  had  recommended  the 
discharge  of  these  men,  but  the  discharges  were  delayed  in 
transmission  and  his  showing  in  attendance  was  conse- 
quently impaired.  The  company  commander  informed  me 
that  he  had  a  number  of  good  recruits  awaiting  enlistment 
which  would  place  the  company  upon  a  satisfactory  footing. 

The  band  presented  an  excellent  appearance.  The  neat- 
ness and  soldierly  bearing  of  the  members  was  commend- 
able. State  property  in  their  possession  was  found  in  good 
condition. 

SECOND  INFANTRY. 

Unlike  the  First  Infantry  the  companies  of  this  regi- 
ment are  widely  scattered,  their  territory  extending  from 
the  seacoast  to  the  Canadian  frontier.  In  only  two 
cities  is  there  more  than  one  company  located  in  a  sin- 
gle place  and  in  these  cities,  Concord  and  Dover, 
there  are  but  two  each.  Consequently  the  command 
labors  under  many  disadvantages  in  its  work.  It  is 
difficult  for  the  field  officers  to  visit  the  companies  under 
their  supervision  except  upon  infrequent  occasions  and 
they  cannot  keep  in  touch  with  their  work  as  thoroughly 
as  should  be  desired.  The  companies  located  in  isolated 
armories  have  no  opportunity  to  practice  battalion  work 
except  during  their  few  days  in  camp  with  their  regiment 
once  a  year  and  it  is  but  natural  that  they  should  not 
attain  that  uniformity  of  work  which  is  soon  acquired  by 
companies  working  together.  In  recruiting,  also,  the 
commanders  of  companies  located  in  the  smaller  towns 
complain  that  they  find  it  difficult  to  keep  up  the  strength 
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of  their  commands.  With  the  meagre  support  given  by 
the  state  in  the  way  of  armory  accomm'odations  and  the 
entire  lack  of  municipal  support  in  most  of  the  towns 
represented  in  this  regiment  the  companies  are  forced  to 
such  constant  efiforts  to  keep  up  the  financial  end  that 
many  desirable  young  men  who  might  otherwise  enlist  in 
the  state  service  hesitate  to  assume  a  share  in  the  re- 
sponsibilities involved.  In  no  company  in  this  regiment 
are  the  armory  accommodations  suited  to  meet  the  full 
demands  of  the  service  and  the  work  of  the  several  com- 
panies must  therefore  be  restricted  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent.  With  the  means  at  their  disposal  the  companies 
have  the  best  quarters  that  it  is  possible  for  them  to  secure 
and  the  statements  of  company  commanders  showed  that 
many  of  them  make  great  sacrifices  to  meet  the  cost  of 
armory  rent  and  maintenance.  In  several  cases  it  is  the 
custom  of  the  companies  to  let  their  halls  for  public  en- 
tertainments to  raise  funds  for  their  maintenance  and  the 
companies  often  give  up  their  quarters  tor  this  purpose 
when  they  might  otherwise  have  them  for  drills  and  in- 
structions. 

Company  I  of  Exeter  is  the  best  supplied  of  any  in  the 
regiment  in  the  way  of  armory  accommodations.  The  com- 
pany is  given  the  use  of  the  town  hall  for  drill  purposes 
one  evening  in  each  week.  It  is  a  large,  well-lighted  apart- 
ment, fully  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  one  company  for  the 
limited  time  allowed.  The  basement  contains  an  excellent 
rifle  gallery  for  indoor  practice  and  there  is  a  good  store 
room,  dry  and  secure,  on  the  second  floor.  The  company 
is  also  provided  with  an  officers'  room  and  general  as- 
sembly room.  All  appearances  indicated  that  this  com- 
pany receives  good  support  in  both  moral  and  material 
sense  from  the  community  in  which  it  is  located  and  the 
members  on  their  own  part  manifest  a  healthy  interest  in 
their  work.     This  was  illustrated  by  the  efforts  made  by 
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many  of  them  to  be  present  at  the  inspection  which  took 
place  on  a  night  when  travel  was  rendered  difficult  by  the 
worst  snow  storm  of  the  winter.  One  member,  finding 
the  roads  impassable  for  his  team,  walked  seven  miles  in  a 
snow  storm  to  be  present  at  the  ceremony. 

Company  B  of  Portsmouth  is  quartered  in  an  old  court 
house  which  is  in  poor  repair  and  uninviting  in  appear- 
ance. The  storage  quarters  are  well  arranged  but  are 
subject  to  dampness  so  that  rifles  and  other  state  property 
kept  there  must  be  given  constant  attention  to  prevent 
rust  and  mildew.  The  drill  hall  is  of  fair  size  but  the  offi- 
cers' and  company  rooms  are  small.  Such  quarters  do  not 
attract  young  men  to  the  state  service  and  under  such  cir- 
cumstances special  credit  is  due  the  company  commander 
in  keeping  his  command  in  the  good  state  of  efficiency  in 
which  I  found  it. 

Companies  A  and  L  of  Dover  are  among  the  worst 
handicapped  organizations  in  the  brigade  in  the  way  of 
armory  accommodations,  Company  A  is  located  in  the 
basement  of  the  city  hall  building.  The  drill  hall  is  too 
narrow  for  the  execution  of  full  company  movements  and 
the  floor  is  obstructed  by  posts  supporting  the  floor  above. 
The  store  rooms  are  small  and  damp  and  the  company 
commander  reports  much  trouble  in  preserving  the  arms 
from  rust.  The  assembly  rooms  are  small  and  uninviting 
in  appearance. 

An  unfortunate  chain  of  circumstances  has  acted  to  the 
detriment  of  this  company's  welfare  during  the  past  year. 
The  organization  suffered  a  severe  blow  throvigh  the  tragic 
death  of  its  commander,  the  lamented  Captain  Lewis  E. 
Tuttle,  shortly  after  the  last  annual  encampment.  Captain 
John  Sunderland,  Jr.,  who  succeeded  him,  left  the  city 
within  a  few  months  after  taking  command,  leaving  the  af- 
fairs of  the  company  in  an  unsettled  condition.  The  resig- 
nation of  Second  Lieut.  Joseph  Connell  followed,  leaving 
a  triple  burden  on  the  shoulders  of  First  Lieut.  Frank  E. 
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Russ,  and  credit  is  due  him  for  the  manner  in  which  he 
kept  up  the  work  of  the  company  in  the  face  of  unusual 
obstacles. 

The  personnel  of  the  company  is  good  and  the  rolls 
contain  a  good  percentage  of  long  service  men,  including 
a  number  who  served  in  the  war  with  Spain.  The  papers 
of  the  company  were  in  bad  shape.  There  was  no  record 
of  rifle  practice  for  the  preceding  year. 

Company  L  is  quartered  in  a  wooden  building  on  Fifth 
street  which  is  owned  by  the  city.  The  quarters  are  hard- 
ly large  enough  for  the  needs  of  the  organization  and  like 
the  other  armory  in  this  city,  it  is  affected  by  dampness. 
The  company  commander  complained  that  the  armory  was 
not  centrally  located  and  that  it  was  poorly  heated.  Diffi- 
culties were  experienced  in  recruiting  in  consequence,  he 
said.  This  company  reported  23  per  cent,  of  its  members 
absent  from  inspection.  This  would  warrant  a  recommend- 
ation for  the  disbandment  of  the  organization,  but  the  cap- 
tain stated  that  discharges  had  been  requested  for  some  of 
the  absentees  and  had  these  men  been  off  the  rolls  the 
percentage  would  have  been  well  within  the  requirements. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  efficiency  of  the  companies  in 
this  city  could  be  improved  and  the  state  service  be  bene- 
fited thereby  if  both  organizations  were  quartered  in  one 
armory,  properly  arranged  and  with  a  drill  hall  of  suitable 
size.  My  observation  has  shown  me  that  wherever  two  or 
more  organizations  are  located  in  a  single  city  they  can 
gain  much  in  their  work  by  being  united  in  a  provisional 
battalion,  making  common  use  of  drill  hall,  rifle  range,  etc. 

Companies  C  and  E  of  the  Concord  Battalion,  so-called, 
have  recently  united  in  establishing  new  quarters,  the  drill 
hall  of  which  they  use  in  common.  Each  company  has  a 
separate  assembly  room  and  storage  rooms  for  rifles  and 
equipments.  The  latter  are  well  arranged,  dry  and  secure, 
but  the  assembly  rooms  are  not  of  sufificient  size  for  com- 
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pany  meetings  or  schools  of  instruction,  and  the  drill  hall 
is  far  too  small  for  the  needs  of  the  battalion.  Since  mak- 
ing my  inspection,  however,  the  legislature  has  provided 
for  the  erection  of  a  state  armory  building  in  this  city 
which  will  not  only  furnish  ample  accommodations  for 
these  two  companies  but  also  for  the  band  and  the  resident 
members  of  the  headquarters  organization. 

The  regimental  band  is  at  present  quartered  in  hired 
rooms,  which  are  of  fair  size  and  ample  for  their  needs, 
but  the  expense  of  rent  and  maintenance  places  a  consid- 
erable burden  upon  the  organization.  In  my  inspection  of 
the  band  I  found  some  of  the  musicians  wearing  private 
uniforms  of  a  style  contrary  to  regulations,  and  the  equip- 
ments were  of  an  obsolete  pattern.  The  regimental  adju- 
tant should  give  more  attention  to  the  clothing  and  equip- 
ment of  the  band. 

Company  D  of  Claremont  has  a  good  armory,  well  lo- 
cated but  as  the  company  receives  no  financial  assistance 
from  the  town  it  is  compelled  to  let  its  quarters  a  large 
portion  of  the  time  in  order  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to 
meet  its  heavy  expenses  of  rent  and  maintenance.  In  this 
way  the  work  of  the  company  is  restricted  through  the 
omission  of  drills  and  schools  of  instruction  at  times 
when  the  men  are  shut  out  from  their  quarters.  It  is  ap- 
parent that  this  company  does  not  receive  the  moral  and 
material  support  from  the  community  in  which  it  is  lo- 
cated which  the  welfare  of  the  state  service  demands.  This 
naturally  hinders  recruiting  and  the  company  officers  also 
complain  of  difficulties  in  keeping  up  the  strength  of  their 
command  owing  to  frequent  changes  of  residence  among 
the  machinists  and  factory  workers  from  which  the  com- 
pany is  largely  recruited.  The  officers  of  this  command  are 
fortunate  in  the  presence  in  their  community  of  Lt.  Col. 
Herbert  E.  Tutherly  U.  S.  A.  (retired),  who  makes  his 
residence  in  Claremont  and  who  manifests  a  warm  inter- 
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est  in  the  company.     The  advice  and  assistance  which  they 
are  in  a  position  to  obtain  from  him  should  be  invaluable. 

The  attendance  at  the  inspection  of  Company  D  was 
considerably  below  the  requirement  owing  to  the  absence 
from  the  town  of  a  large  number  of  the  men  who  were  up- 
on its  rolls.  Alost  of  the  absentees  had  been  recommended 
for  discharge  by  the  company  commander  and  the  per- 
centage of  present  and  absent  as  reported  does  not  fairlv 
represent  the  standing  of  the  company.  The  officers  seem 
faithful  and  earnest  workers  and  I  would  recommend  that 
they  be  given  opportunity  to  recruit  and  continue  their 
command. 

Company  M  of  Newport  has  a  fair  sized  drill  hall  in  a 
one  story  wooden  building  on  Central  street,  formerly  oc- 
cupied as  a  skating  rink.  The  assembly  room,  however,  is 
too  small  for  company  meetings  and  there  is  but  a  single 
store  room.  This  makes  it  necessary  to  store  uniforms 
and  equipments  in  lockers  arranged  along  the  sides  of  the 
drill  hall.  The  quarters  are  damp  at  times,  necessitating 
much  extra  work  in  the  care  of  rifles.  While  the  town 
gives  no  financial  assistance  to  this  company,  the  citizens 
manifest  a  patriotic  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  organiza- 
tion and  give  good  moral  support.  This  was  manifest  at 
the  inspection  which  took  place  in  the  town  hall  and  which 
was  attended  by  hundreds  of  representative  citizens.  The 
officers  of  the  company  are  alert  and  active. 

Company  H  of  Franklin  occupies  the  smallest  armory 
in  the  state  and  is  another  of  the  organizations  which  have 
to  bear  the  entire  expense  of  maintenance  beyond  the  state 
allowance,  the  city  of  Franklin  contributing  nothing  to- 
wards its  support.  The  drill  hall  is  but  28  x  48  feet  in  size. 
A  fair  sized  assembly  room  is  connected  with  the  hall  and 
the  company  has  two  small  store  rooms  for  clothing  and 
equipments.     The  quarters  are  well  kept  and  considering 
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the  lack  of  support  by  the  city  they  are  as  good  as  the 
company  can  well  afford. 

Company  K  of  Laconia  has  armory  accommodations 
above  the  average  in  this  regiment,  but  aside  from  the 
state  allowance  is  dependant  principally  upon  the  efforts 
of  its  members  to  meet  the  expense  of  rent  and  main- 
tenance. The  city  makes  no  appropriation  for  the  aid  of 
the  company,  but  pays  $100  a  year  for  the  rent  of  an  office 
room  in  its  armory  building.  Beyond  that  the  company 
relies  upon  the  receipts  from  public  entertainments  and 
other  entertainments  to  pay  its  necessary  expenses.  The 
armory  contains  a  fair  sized  drill  hall,  a  good  assembly 
room,  which  is  used  in  part  for  storage  purposes,  and  a 
quartermaster's  room  containing  individual  lockers.  This 
company  had  but  66  per  cent,  of  its  members  present  at  in- 
spection and  no  satisfactory  excuses  were  given  for  the  ab- 
sentees. I  will  say,  however,  that  the  work  performed  by 
the  men  present  was  satisfactory  and  they  showed  fair 
knowledge  of  their  duties  in  general.  The  personnel  of 
the  company  appeared  good  and  the  rolls  contained  the 
names  of  a  good  many  men  of  long  and  creditable  service. 
The  defects  found  appeared  to  be  due  principally  to  faults 
in  the  administration.  The  books  and  papers  were  poorly 
kept.  The  quarters  indicated  a  lack  of  proper  care  and  at- 
tention and  a  general  lack  of  executive  interest  was  ap- 
parent. The  regimental  commander  assures  me  that  he  will 
devote  his  personal  attention  to  the  improvement  of  this 
company  and  he  desires  its  continuance  in  the  service.  In 
view  of  its  past  record  I  would  recommend  that  the  com- 
pany be  given  opportunity  to  reorganize. 

The  regimental  headquarters  is  located  at  Laconia 
where  an  office  is  maintained  exclusively  for  the  business 
of  the  regiment.  A  commodious  room  in  an  offfce  building 
is  hired  for  the  purpose.     The  papers    and  records    were 
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well  kept  and  the  state  property  in  the  custody  of  the  regi- 
mental commander  was  in  good  condition. 

Company  F  of  Littleton  is  well  supported  by  the  town 
in  which  it  is  located  and  the  citizens  appear  interested  in 
its  welfare.  The  armory  is  located  in  a  town  building 
whch  is  centrally  located  and  in  excellent  condition.  While 
not  as  large  as  is  needed  for  some  lines  of  work,  the  drill 
hall  is  attractive  in  appearance,  and  the  company  assembly 
room,  connected  with  it,  is  one  of  the  best  occupied  by  any 
company  in  the  state.  The  company  also  has  an  office 
room  and  a  store  room  which  is  dry  and  secure  and  well 
arranged  for  the  care  of  state  property.  The  company  ap- 
pears active  and  interested  in  its  work.  It  is  well  officered 
and  is  also  fortunate  in  receiving  much  direct  assistance 
from  Major  H.  S.  Baldwin,  whose  home  is  in  Littleton  and 
who  devotes  much  time  to  the  company's  interests. 

Company  G  of  Berlin  is  practically  a  new  company,  hav- 
ing been  organized  during  the  past  year  to  take  the  place 
of  the  company  formerly  located  in  Lebanon.  This  was  its 
first  inspection  and  considering  the  short  experience  of 
officers  and  men  it  made  a  very  satisfactory  showing. 
The  company  has  the  use  of  a  skating  rink,  with  a  floor 
125  X  52  feet  in  size,  one  evening  each  week  for  drill  pur- 
poses. The  store  rooms  for  rifles,  clothing  and  other  state 
property  are  located  in  the  basement  and  are  well  suited 
for  the  purpose.  The  company  has  no  other  quarters, 
however,  and  no  assembly  room  for  schools  of  instruction 
or  company  meetings  at  any  time  outside  of  drill  night. 
For  their  limited  use  of  the  drill  hall  and  for  rent  of  their 
store  rooms  the  company  pays  a  rental  of  $600  a  year,  and 
as  the  city  contributes  no  financial  aid  towards  its  support, 
the  organization  is  in  a  critical  position.  The  company 
should  have  an  assembly  room  where  the  members  could 
assemble  more  often  than  under  present  conditions,  but 
even  with  the  present  accommodations  the  financial  tax 
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upon  the  organization  is  greater  than  any  other  company 
in  the  state  is  required  to  meet.  Unless  material  aid  is 
rendered  by  the  city  of  Berlin,  or  from  some  other  source 
not  known  at  this  time,  I  do  not  see  how  the  company  can 
continue  its  existence  under  the  requirements  of  our 
militia  laws. 

Nearly  all  companies  in  this  regiment  have  fair  range 
accommodations.  Those  at  Exeter,  Berlin,  Littleton  and 
Laconia,  according  to  the  reports  of  their  company  com- 
manders, are  suited  for  all  range  practice  up  to  1,000 
yards,  while  nearly  all  others  have  ranges  with  capacity 
for  all  short  and  mid-range  practice. 

It  is  a  rule  in  all  companies  in  this  regiment  that  cloth- 
ing and  other  state  property  must  be  kept  in  the  company 
armories  and  no  article  can  be  removed  therefrom  except 
by  the  permission  of  the  company  commander.  As  in  the 
First  Infantry  I  found  evidences  of  neglect  in  the  care  of 
rifles  in  a  number  of  the  companies,  a  fault  which  should 
receive  the  attention  of  the  olBcers. 

FIRST  FIELD  BATTERY. 

The  most  important  change  in  any  department  of  the  New 
Hampshire  National  Guard  during  the  past  year  took  place 
in  the  artillery.  Since  the  civil  war  the  First  Field  Battery 
of  Manchester  has  been  equipped  with  muzzle-loading 
smooth  bore  guns  of  a  style  which  has  long  since  been 
obsolete  in  the  United  States  service.  After  many  delays 
this  battery  has  now  been  supplied  with  a  thoroughly  up- 
to-date  equipment  which  is  equal  to  any  in  the  United 
States  army.  Under  the  direction  of  the  battery  com- 
mander, Capt.  Silas  R.  Wallace,  the  new  guns  and  equip- 
ments are  stored  in  the  state  armory  at  Manchester,  where 
ample  accommodations  for  their  proper  care  are  provided. 

The  armory  accommodations  of  this  organization  are  ex- 
cellent.    It  has  the  exclusive  use  of  the  basement  gun  room 
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in  the  state  armory  building,  which  is  described  in  the  report 
of  the  First  Infantry,  and  has  three  store  rooms  adjoining- 
for  saddlery,  clothing  and  equipments.  On  the  main  floor 
the  battery  occupies  a  spacious  assembly  room  and  it  shares 
the  use  of  the  drill  hall  with  the  infantry  organizations 
quartered  in  the  building. 

TROOP    A,    CAVALRY. 

The  one  troop  of  cavalry  in  the  state  service,  which  is 
located  at  Peterborough,  occupies  good  quarters  on  the  top 
floor  of  a  three-story  building  in  the  business  center  of  the 
town.  The  drill  hall  is  52  x  42  feet  in  size,  and  connecting 
with  it  is  a  small  assembly  room  in  which  the  gim  racks  are 
located.  Surplus  clothing  is  also  stored  in  this  room  but 
the  members  of  the  troop  are  permitted  to  keep  their  uni- 
forms and  equipments  at  their  homes. 

Most  of  the  state  property  in  the  possession  of  this  or- 
ganization was  found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  service- 
able but  the  sabres  with  which  the  troop  is  equipped  showed 
evidences  of  neglect.  Nearly  all  of  these  arms  were  rusty 
and  indicated  indifferent  care.  Carbines  and  revolvers  were 
in  good  condition.  As  the  inspection  was  in  dismounted 
order  horse  equipments  were  not  shown,  but  the  command- 
ing officer  reported  the  troop  to  be  well  equipped. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

CertiUcate  of  Returns. 

Company  commanders  and  other  officers  making  official 
returns  should  always  examine  the  same  carefully  before 
affixing  their  signatures  and  forwarding  them.  In  some 
instances  in  which  errors  were  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
officers  who  had  signed  them,  they  offered  the  explanation 
that  they  had  received  them  from  subordinates  and  had 
merely  certified  to  them  without  making  a  thorough  exami- 
nation of  their  contents.     Such  carelessness  is  inexcusable 
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and  might  cause  as  serious  results  as  a  deliberate  falsifica- 
tion of  returns.  Officers  should  bear  in  mind  that  they  are 
directly  responsible  for  all  statements  to  which  they  certify. 

Care  of  Rifles. 

Many  of  the  armories  in  the  state  are  affected  by  damp- 
ness and  rifles  stored  in  them  soon  become  rusty  unless  they 
are  kept  carefuly  oiled.  This  method  of  keeping  them  in 
condition  is  approved,  but  it  should  be  thoroughly  under- 
stood by  officers  and  men  that  when  rifles  are  presented  to 
an  inspecting  officer  from  the  hands  of  men  in  ranks,  they 
must  be  clean  of  oil,  dust  and  rust.  Officers  and  men  should 
offer  no  excuses  when  rifles  are  not  properly  cleaned,  as 
they  are  expected  to  be  thoroughly  clean  at  inspection. 

RiHe  Practice. 

I  found  that  nearly  all  companies  in  the  brigade  seemed 
thoroughly  interested  in  this  most  important  of  all  branches 
of  a  soldier's  work.  In  active  service  the  soldier  who  can- 
not shoot  is  a  positive  hindrance.  I  believe  that  all  men 
who  cannot  qualify  in  third  class  or  better  with  the  rifle 
after  a  reasonable  trial  should  be  dismissed  from  the  state 
service  as  unsuited  for  a  soldier's  duties. 

Officers'  Uniforms. 

Heretofore,  with  the  full  burden  of  expense  resting  upon 
themselves,  officers  could  not  be  expected  to  procure  new 
uniforms  at  all  times  when  desired,  but  since  the  state  will 
now  allow  a  fair  amount  towards  the  purchase  of  uniforms 
for  officers,  all  will  be  expected  to  be  properly  uniformed. 
It  is  hoped  that  with  this  uniform  allowance,  young  men 
who  have  previously  been  compelled  to  decline  commissions 
on  account  of  the  expense  will  now  have  a  chance  to  become 
officers  and  that  the  service  will  be  benefited  thereby. 
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Field  Exercise. 

I  would  recommend  that  during  the  short  time  allowed  for 
the  annual  encampment,  the  drill  periods  outside  of  cere- 
monies be  devoted  principally  to  instruction  and  practice  in 
extended  order  drills,  problems  in  field  work,  marches,  ad- 
vance and  rear  guard,  outpost  duty,  attacking  and  defending 
positions,  etc.  These  exercises  cannot  be  practiced  by  the 
great  majority  of  the  companies  in  the  brigade  at  their  home 
stations  owing  to  their  limited  armory  accommodations. 

Battalion  Administration. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  battalion  commanders  be 
made  executive  officers  of  their  battalions,  and  that  all  re- 
ports and  papers  of  the  companies  under  their  command  be 
forwarded  through  their  officers  to  regimental  headquarters. 
This  method  would  work  no  hardship  on  the  company  com- 
manders through  a  multiplication  of  papers,  it  would  aid 
materially  in  the  education  of  the  majors  for  the  higher 
command,  and  it  would  keep  them  constantly  in  touch  with 
the  work  and  standing  of  the  companies  in  their  battalions. 

Extended  Order  Drill. 

Company  Commanders  should  give  more  time  and  atten- 
tion to  extended  order  drill  by  squad,  section  and  company. 
Many  companies  were  found  where  the  non-commissioned 
officers  did  not  know  where  their  positions  as  squad  leaders 
would  be,  and,  in  fact,  showed  a  complete  ignorance  of 
extended  order  work.  Company  commanders  offer  the  ex- 
cuse that  their  armories  are  too  small  for  extended  order 
drill,  but  from  my  personal  observation  I  may  say  that  all 
armories  in  the  state  are  large  enough  to  drill  a  single  squad 
at  least.  I  noticed  that  some  officers  were  very  particular 
in  selecting  the  corporals  who  should  be  called  out  to  exem- 
plify such  work  as  was  done  in  extended  order,  indicating 
that  not  all  of  their  corporals  were  qualified  to  perform  the 
•duty.     No  man  should  be  recommended  for  appointment  as 
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a  non-commissioned  officer  until  he  becomes  familiar  with 
his  duties  as  a  squad  leader. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Captains  of  companies  should  divide  the  work  of  their 
commands  with  their  lieutenants.  One  officer,  for  example, 
should  be  given  supervision  of  the  rifle  range  and  rifle  prac- 
tice, and  another  the  work  of  instruction  in  guard  duty, 
mess,  etc.  A  captain  who  attempts  to  do  all  the  work  of 
his  command  will  ultimately  end  in  failure  and  his  subalterns 
will  fail  to  receive  the  benefits  of  his  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence. Officers,  no  matter  how  competent,  who  cannot  de- 
vote a  reasonable  share  of  their  time  to  the  work  or  instruc- 
tion of  their  organization  should  retire  from  the  service  and 
make  room  for  active  men.  When  they  do  not  attend 
properly  to  their  duties  they  become  a  hindrance  and  destroy 
the  morale  of  the  service. 

Inspection. 

In  the  appended  tables  are  shown  the  attendance  at  in- 
spection of  each  organization,  the  conditions  of  arms,  cloth- 
ing and  equipment,  the  ratings  of  the  men  in  drill  work  and 
general  knowledge  of  their  duties,  and  statistics  on  the  work 
of  the  past  year  as  reported  by  commanding  officers.

State  of  New  Hampshire, 

Inspector-General's  Oefice, 

Manchester,  July  15,  1907. 

The  Adjutant-General, 

State  of  Neiu  Hampshire,  Concord. 

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  comphance  with 
G.  O.  No.  n.  A.  G.  O.,  dated  March  32,  1907,  I  inspected 
the  First  Brigade,  N.  H.  N.  G.,  during  the  annual  encamp- 
ment at  the  State  Camp  Ground,  Concord,  June  24-29,  in- 
clusive. 

Lt.-Col.  H.  E.  Tutherly,  U.  S.  A.,  retired,  assigned  to 
the  state,  was  present  and  the  National  Guard  is  indebted 
to  him  for  valuable  advice  and  suggestions.  His  timely 
advice  and  criticism  were  appreciated  and  if  followed,  I 
am  confident  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  National  Guard. 

The  Brigade  Headquarters  was  established  Saturday, 
June  22,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  the  regimental  command- 
ers reported  at  noon  of  that  day.  The  infantry  organiza- 
tions arrived  the  24th  and  were  transported  from  their 
home  stations  mainly  by  special  trains.  The  detraining 
of  the  several  commands  upon  their  arrival  at  Concord 
was  done  promptly  and  without  confusion  or  disorder. 
The  march  to  the  camp  grounds  was  taken  up  without  un- 
necessary delay  and  the  commanding  officers  reported 
promptly  upon  their  arrival. 

The  Field  Artillery  and  Cavalry  marched  over  the  road 
from  their  home  stations.  Both  organizations  arrived  at 
camp  in  good  condition. 

His  Excellency,  Governor  Charles  M.  Floyd  arrived  in 
camp  June  25,  and  remained  throughout  the  tour  of  duty. 
On  June  27,  the  brigade  was  reviewed  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  and  made  a  very  creditable  appearance.    The  dis- 
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tances  in  marching  were  generally  good  but  many  officers 
saluted  at  too  great  a  distance  from  the  reviewing  officer. 

DRILL. 

The  weather  during  this  tour  of  duty  was  extremely 
Avarm,  yet  the  officers  and  men  showed  a  commendable 
zeal  in  their  attention  and  work  at  drills  and  ceremonies. 
One  short  regimental  drill  was  held  by  the  First  Infantry. 
All  other  drills  in  this  regiment  were  by  battalions  and 
were  mainly  in  extended  order,  which  included  attacking 
and  defending  positions,  with  advance  and  rear  guard 
practice.  In  the  Second  Infantry  drills  were  mainly  by 
"battalions  and  were  principally  in  extended  order.  They 
included  practice  marches,  advance  and  rear  guard  and 
outpost  duty.  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  drills  were 
taken  up  enthusiastically  and  were  intelligently  performed 
in  both  regiments. 

The  Field  Artillery  and  Cavalry  drilled  on  the  field  dur- 
ing each  drill  period.  The  artillery  drills  were  mainly  in 
iield  maneuvers  and  the  battery  mounted.  Tlie  cavalry 
this  year  paid  more  attention  than  usual  to  dismounted 
drill  and  received  many  valuable  suggestions  from  Lt.- 
Col.  H.  E.  Tutherly,  U.  S.  A. 

The  Signal  Corps,  with  its  limited  equipment,  drilled  in 
visual  signalling  and  seemed  fairly  proficient. 

The  drill  of  the  Hospital  Corps  was  confined  to  litter 
work  and  their  assistance  was  of  benefit  to  all  organiza- 
tions drilling  on  the  grounds.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
service  would  be  improved  if  this  organization  was  provid- 
ed with  an  ambulance  and  its  field  of  duty  extended. 

Dress  parades  were  held  daily.  These  ceremonies  were 
well  executed. 

GUARD  MOUNTING  AND  GUARD  DUTY. 

After  the  first  day  the  ceremony  of  guard  mounting  was 
well   performed.     Many   of  the   sentinels,   however,  were

poorly  instructed.  They  did  not  seem  to  understand 
their  duties  and  some  had  no  knowledge  of  their  general 
orders.  These  men  should  receive  this  instruction  at  their 
home  stations.  Company  commanders  are  in  a  large  meas- 
ure responsible  for  this  lack  of  knowledge  by  the  men  of 
their  commands,  as  it  is  their  duty  to  see  that  every  man 
is  properly  instructed  in  this  very  important  branch  of  a 
soldier's  duty. 

DEPARTMENT  INSTRUCTION. 

Practical  instruction  and  lectures  were  given  daily  by 
the  regimental  surgeons  in  first  aid  to  the  injured. 

The  inspector  of  rifle  practice  of  the  First  Infantry, 
Capt.  M.  H.  Degnan,  gave  several  lectures  on  the  very 
important  subject  of  rifle  practice  to  the  battalions  of  his 
regiment,  demonstrating  to  the  officers  and  men  the  care, 
use  and  preservation  of  the  rifle,  and  the  advantages  to- 
be  gained  by  the  soldier  who  properly  understands  the 
mechanism  of  his  arms. 

The  quartermaster  of  the  First  Infantry,  Capt.  Horace 
E.  Osgood,  gave  daily  demonstrations  in  the  pitching  and 
packing  of  tents. 

DISCIPLINE  AND  MILITARY  COURTESY. 

"Lack  of  discipline  has  lost  many  a  battle  and  without 
discipline,  armies  or  companies  become  mere  mobs." 

Discipline  was  generally  well  observed.  The  camp  at 
night,  as  a  rule,  was  more  orderly  than  for  years  past  but 
there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  I  am  of  opinion  that 
if  the  daily  routine,  as  laid  down  by  the  brigade  command- 
er, was  enforced  as  thoroughly  at  night  as  during  the  day,, 
the  camp  would  be  much  more  orderly. 

I  can  see  no  reasonable  excuse  for  men  to  be  found  out 
of  quarters  without  authority  after  taps.  The  regulations 
on  this  subject  are  not  enforced  in  some  companies  and 
men  continually  wander  from  place  to  place  and  visit  each 
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other  until  morning.  Some  men  will  not  sleep  nor  allow 
others  to  sleep,  with  their  shouts  and  loud  talk,  until  the 
small  hours  of  the  morning. 

Commanding  officers  are  directly  responsible  for  the 
conduct  and  discipline  of  their  commands  at  all  times  and 
the  officer  who  fails  to  exact  discipline  is  unfitted  for  a 
position  of  command.  Men  in  the  military  service  will 
submit  to  discipline  if  they  have  confidence  in  their  officers. 

While  I  am  not  in  favor  of  curtailing  the  liberties  of 
men  who  perform  their  duty  honestly  and  faithfully,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  number  of  passes  issued  to  enlist- 
ed men  should  be  reduced  to  the  minimum  and  that  the 
man  who  applies  for  a  pass  should  have  a  reasonable  ex- 
cuse. During  the  encampment,  some  three  or  four  enlist- 
ed men  visited  Concord  and  became  drunk  and  disorderly 
on  the  public  streets.  I  am  not  aware  that  these  men 
were  punished  for  their  offenses.  These  men  disgraced 
their  uniforms  and  might  properly  have  been  discharged 
for  the  good  of  the  service.  They,  by  their  unsoldierly 
conduct,  reflected  upon  the  good  reputation  of  the  citi- 
zen soldier  but  we  trust  that  the  public  will  not  judge  the 
other  1,300  men  of  the  brigade  by  the  ungentlemanly  con- 
duct of  this  few. 

Military  courtesy  was  poor,  many  soldiers  not  paying 
the  slightest  attention  to  the  customary  salute.  It  was 
painful,  yet  ludicrous,  to  see  the  salute  given  by  soldiers 
while  sitting  and  lying  down.  The  attention  of  command- 
ing officers  is  invited  to  this  and  to  the  regulations  govern- 
ing salutes. 

subsistence;. 

The  brigade  messed  by  regiments,  troop  and  battery, 
the  infantry  under  the  direction  of  their  commissary  offi- 
cers and  the  troop  and  battery  under  the  direction  of 
quartermaster  sergeants.  The  meals  were  generally  ample 
and  well  prepared  and  served.     There  was  some  dissatis- 
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faction  in  the  First  Infantry  but  with  the  experience 
gained,  the  causes  for  this  dissatisfaction  will  be  remedied 
in  another  year. 

SANITATION. 

The  policing  of  the  camp  was  generally  good  but  in 
some  unaccountable  manner,  one  of  the  most  important 
points  of  sanitation  did  not  receive  the  proper  attention. 
Sinlcs  were  not  properly  policed  nor  cared  for,  and  under 
the  condition  that  existed  in  this  camp,  it  would  not  have 
been  safe  for  the  troops  to  remain  longer  on  the  grounds. 

By  bitter  experience,  I  know  that  sinks  not  properly 
cared  for  are  a  menace  to  the  health  of  troops  in  camp 
as  they  are  excellent  breeders  of  typhoid  fever  and  similar 
epidemics.  The  sinks  were  not  dug  deep  enough  to  last 
five  days  and  were  not  properly  sprinkled  with  lime  or 
earth,  although  the  Adjutant-General  informed  me  that 
plenty  of  lime  was  provided  for  this  purpose  and  a  large 
quantity  remained  in  the  Arsenal  when  the  brigade 
marched  from  the  camp.  The  sinks  were  evidently  not 
thought  of  and  were  not  given  the  required  attention  dur- 
ing the  last  day  of  encampment.  I  made  a  careful  inspec- 
tion of  the  sinks  before  the  brigade  moved  out  and  found 
them  in  an  abominable  condition. 

At  the  several  cook  houses,  but  most  noticeably  at  those 
of  the  First  Infantry  an.d  Field  Artillery,  the  dish  washers 
threw  water  in  which  they  had  washed  dishes,  from  the 
windows  onto  the  ground.  This  water,  loaded  with 
greasy  matter,  polluted  the  ground  and  would  in  a  short 
time  breed  disease.  Except  for  this,  the  grounds  were 
well  policed  and  carefully  kept. 

The  Medical  Department  and  commanding  officers 
should  give  their  first  attention  in  sanitation  to  the  sinks 
and  latrines.  Lax  enforcement  of  sanitary  laws  must  not 
and  cannot  be  permitted.  Commanding  officers  might 
well -consult  regulations  on  camping  for    instruction    on 
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this  important  subject  as  they  are  responsible  for  the 
health  of  their  commands.  Camp  fever  in  all  armies  is 
far  more  deadly  than  bullets. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  quartermasters  of  the  in- 
fantry regiments  be  each  empowered  to  employ  a  one 
horse  team  to  haul  the  refuse  and  garbage  from  their 
quarters  to  some  proper  place  outside  the  camp.  The  state 
owns  a  small  piece  of  land  outside  the  camp  grounds 
which  could  be  used  for  dumping  purposes. 

In  laying  out  the  camp  for  the  brigade,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Signal  Corps  and  Hospital  Corps  be  placed 
on  the  fianks  in  accordance  with  regulations. 

I  would  recommend  that  lights  be  placed  in  the  sheds 
of  sinks  and  latrines  at  night.  At  present,  these  sheds  are 
not  provided  with  any  means  for  artificial  lighting. 

I  would  make  special  mention  of  the  good  work  done 
by  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  during  this  en- 
campment. As  usual,  the  agents  of  the  association  were 
early  on  the  grounds  and  their  tent  was  well  supplied  for 
the  benefit  of  the  soldiers  with  writing  materials,  reading 
matter  and  games.  I  trust  that  the  efforts  of  this  organ- 
ization are  thoroughly  appreciated  by  both  officers  and 
men  of  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
my  inspection  of  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard  made 
in  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  19,  A.  G.  O.,  dated 
Dec.  2,  1907. 

The  inspections  were  all  conducted  within  the  period 
beginning  Feb.  3,  1908,  and  ending  Feb.  28,  1908.  I  per- 
sonally visited  and  inspected  each  headquarters,  band,  com- 
pany, battery  and  troop,  a  total  of  thirty-seven  organizations. 
In  cities  containing  more  than  one  company  of  infantry, 
they  were  inspected  in  provisional  battalions  of  two  com- 
panies each  as  far  as  possible,  thus  taking  two  companies  in 
an  evening.  At  the  inspections  at  Concord,  Manchester 
and  Nashua  I  was  assisted  by  Major  Arthur  H.  Knowlton, 
inspector-general,  whose  work  was  thorough  and  well  per- 
formed. 

The  inspections  were  made  concurrently  with  those  re- 
quired by  the  war  department  in  conformity  with  an  act  of 
Congress  entiled  "An  Act  to  Promote  the  Efficiency  of  the 
Militia  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  Jan.  21,  1903. 
Lt-Col.  Herbert  E.  Tutherly,  U.  S.  A.,  (retired),  made  these 
inspections  for  the  war  department. 

It  was  again  my  privilege  to  be  accompanied  in  nearly  all 
these  visits  of  inspection  by  Adjutant-General  Harry  B. 
Cilley  and  I  am  indebted  to  him  for  much  valuable  assistance. 

In  each  instance  when  an  organization  was  inspected, 
special  inquiries  were  made  to  determine  what  efforts  were 
being  made  to  comply  with  G.  O.  18,  A.  G.  O,  Oct.  23,  1907, 
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(hereafter  referred  to  as  "G.  O.  18,")  as  regarded  recruit- 
ing. About  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  companies  had  the  required 
minimum  of  enHsted  strength.  Most  of  the  others  had  near- 
ly the  required  number  and  the  commanding  officers  re- 
ported that  the  recruiting  was  being  continued  as  rapidly  as 
was  practical  in  selecting  desirable  men. 

In  visiting  each  company,  the  books  and  records  were 
examined,  arms,  equipments  and  all  other  military  stores 
were  inspected,  the  companies  were  viewed  at  drill  in  both 
close  and  extended  order,  and  every  man  was  examined 
individually  on  the  care  of  his  arms  and  equipments,  his 
general  knowledge  of  guard  duty  and  other  subjects  upon 
which  he  should  be  instructed.  Where  defects  were  found 
instructions  were  given  with  a  view  to  their  correction.

Through  orders  issued  from  the  Adjutant-General's 
office  subsequent  to  G.  O.  19,  A.  G.  O.,  Dec.  2,  1907,  offi- 
cers of  the  General  Staff  were  permitted  to  present  them- 
selves for  inspection  with  the  organizations  nearest  their 
home  stations  and  were  thereby  excused  from  attendance 
at  the  inspection  of  General  Headquarters  on  the  above 
date. 

Since  the  last  annual  inspection,  the  General  Head- 
quarters has  undergone  a  complete  re-organization  as  pro- 
vided for  in  G.  O.  18,  A.  G.  O.,  Oct.  23,  1907,  to  conform 
with  changes  adopted  by  the  War  Department.  The  in- 
spector-general, judge-advocate-general,  quartermaster- 
general,  commissary-general  and  surgeon-general  have 
been  transferred  from  the  staff  of  the  commander-in-chief 
to  the  General  Staff  and  have  been  made  the  active  heads 
of  the  distinct  departments. 
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The  assistant-adjutant-general  has  been  transferred 
from  the  brigade  stafif  to  the  Adjutant-General's  Depart- 
ment and  the  judge-advocate,  brigade  quartermaster,  bri- 
gade commissary,  brigade  medical  ofKicer  and  brigade  in- 
spector of  rifle  practice  have  been  transferred  from  the 
brigade  stafif  to  the  corresponding  stafif  departments  from 
which  they  are  detailed  where  their  services  are  required. 
To  the  Medical  Department,  Pay  Department  and  Ord- 
nance Department  have  also  been  transferred  the  officers 
who  previously  served  in  corresponding  positions  on  regi- 
mental stafTs  and  in  the  cavalry. 

This  re-organization  took  place  but  a  short  time  before 
the  inspections  and  the  work  of  the  several  departments 
was  just  becoming  systematized.  Therefore  criticisms  or 
comparisons  at  this  early  stage  would  not  be  called  for. 
The  officers  are  all  men  of  experience  in  the  special  lines 
to  »which  they  are  assigned  and  I  found  them  apparently 
interested  in  their  work. 

The  Adjutant-General  is  an  officer  of  long  experience 
in  National  Guard  work,  a  thorough  student  of  military 
matters  and  one  who  is  earnestly  devoted  to  the  advance- 
ment of  all  departments  of  the  service.  His  duties  are 
manifold  and  the  work  of  his  office  is  constantly  increas- 
ing, yet  he  is  allowed  but  $500  per  annum  for  clerical  assis- 
tance. 

The  books  and  records  of  this  office  pertaining  to  the 
administration  of  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard  are 
carefully  and  intelligently  kept  and  were  found  in  excel- 
lent condition.  A  shortage  of  vault  room  makes  it  neces- 
sary to  file  some  documents  in  places  which  are  not  wholly 
secure  from  fire  and  the  state  has  no  depot  for  the  storage 
of  ordnance  and  quartermaster's  stores  nearer  than  the 
arsenal  on  the  state  camp  grounds  nearly  two  miles  dis- 
tant from  the  State  House.  This  necessitates  considerable 
inconvenience  and  expense  in  the  transportation  and  hand- 
ling of  military  property  issued  to  the  companies  which 
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might  be  largely  saA-ed  if  an  arsenal  was  provided  nearer 
at  hand. 

The  arsenal  and  all  other  buildings  at  the  state  camp 
ground  were  inspected  and  were  found  in  good  order  and 
in  a  good  state  of  repair.  The  arsenal  is  well  fitted  and 
arranged  for  the  storage,  the  preservation  of  military  prop- 
erty and  the  stores  on  hand  were  found  in  good  condition. 
These  included  a  full  equipment  of  shelter  halves,  blankets, 
ponchos,  haversacks,  canteens  and  mess  kits  for  1,200 
men,  all  safely  stored  and  in  readiness  for  immediate  use 
for  field  service.  This  equipment  has  been  withheld  from 
issue  to  the  troops  for  the  reason  that  most  of  the  organ- 
izations are  without  proper  facilities  for  storing  them.

These  headquarters  are  situated  in  the  banking  ofifice  of 
the  brigade  commander  in  the  business  section  of  the  city. 
The  books  and  records  were  found  in  excellent  condition. 

The  commanding  general  is  an  officer  of  long  experience 
in  the  state  service  and,  having  risen  from  the  ranks 
through  the  various  grades  of  non-commissioned  and 
commissioned  oiTfices,  he  is  particularly  well  fitted  to  direct 
the  work  of  his  command  from  a  practical  standpoint.  His 
prominence  in  business  and  civic  affairs  gives  added  pres- 
tige to  his  ofifice.  His  aides  are  both  men  of  high  standing 
in  the  business  and  social  world  and  were  selected  for  their 
special  ability  and  efificiency.

The  colonel  of  the  regiment  and  the  officers  of  his  field 
and  staff  are  men  of  good  business  and  social  standing, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  the  chaplain,  they  are  all  sol- 
diers who  have  risen  from  the  ranks  in  the  state  service. 
Tliey  show  good  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  regiment 
and  a  willingness  to  devote  their  time  and  services  to  its 
interests. 

The  aggregate  strength  of  this  regiment  was  737  officers 
and  men.  There  were  present  at  inspection  648  men  and 
45  officers,  an  aggregate  of  693.  One  officer  and  43  men 
were  absent.    The  average  percentage  present  was  94. 

The  headquarters  occupy  a  good  office  room  in  the  state 
armory  which  is  well  located  in  Manchester  near  the  busi- 
ness center  of  the  city  and  convenient  to  railroad  and  elec- 
tric lines.  The  armory,  which  has  been  described  in  de- 
tail in  previous  reports  of  this  office,  contains,  in  addition 
to  the  headquarters  of  this  regiment,  the  headquarters  of 
the  second  and  third  battalions,  the  regimental  band  and 
Companies  A,  B,  C,  F,  K  and  L,  all  of  this  regiment,  and 
also  Battery  A,  Field  Artillery.  All  the  organizations 
named  use  the  drill  hall  and  rif^e  gallery  in  common  but 
each  has  a  separate  company  assembly  room  and  a  store 
room. 

At  the  annual  inspection  of  1907,  complaint  was  made 
that  the  property  stored  in  the  basement  store  rooms 
suffered  from  dampness.  This  has  been  partially  remedied 
by  improved  ventilation  of  the  store  rooms  but  it  is  still 
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necessary    to    heat    the    building    during    damp    weather 
throughout  the  year. 

Uniforms  and  other  stores  kept  in  the  company  store 
rooms  are  systematically  arranged  and  well  kept.  The 
rifles  of  the  infantrymen  are  kept  in  dust  proof  racks  in  the 
company  rooms. 


The  headquarters  officers  and  six  companies  of  the  regi- 
ment in  Manchester  are  united  as  stockholders  in  the 
Manchester  Battalion  Rifle  Range  Association  which  owns 
a  132-acre  tract  of  land  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city  where- 
on is  located  a  thoroughly  up-to-date  rifle  and  revolver 
range  where  officers  and  men  can  practice  on  all  courses 
up  to  1,000  yards. 

The  other  six  companies  of  the  regiment  all  have  fair 
armory  accommodations.  Companies  E,  I  and  M  of 
Nashua  are  quartered  together  in  a  building  erected  sole- 
ly for  armqry  purposes  and  which  will  shortly  be  trans- 
ferred to  state  ownership  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the 
legislature  of  1907.  This  armory  contains  a  good  drill 
hall,  attractive  company  rooms,  a  rifle  gallery  and  good 
store  rooms. 

Companies  G  and  H  occupy  a  union  armory  at  Keene 
and  Company  D  of  Milford  is  well  quartered  in  the  Mil- 
ford  town  hall. 

The  Nashua  companies  are  less  fortunate  than  the 
others  in  facilities  for  rifle  practice,  having  no  range.  This 
is  a  lack  which  must  necessarily  impair  the  general  effl- 
cency  of  these  companies.  The  Keene  companies,  like 
those  of  Alanchester,  have  a  1,000  yards  range  and  the 
Milford  company  has  a  fair  mid-distance  range. 

Ten  of  the  companies  in  this  regiment  were  inspected 
in  provisional  battalions  of  two  companies  each.  Companies 
L  and  K  were  commanded  by  Major  Smith,  Companies 
C  and  F  by  Major  Healy,  Companies  A  and  B  by  Lieuten- 
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ant-Colonel  Raiche,  Companies  E  and  M  by  Captain 
Stanton  and  Companies  H  and  G  by  Major  Babbidge.  All 
the  inspections  were  well  attended  by  the  public.  At  Man- 
chester, particularly,  great  interest  was  shown,  the  audi- 
ence each  evening  exceeding  1,000  persons.

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The  captain  reported  32  drills  within  the  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  80  per  cent. 

There  was  no  gallery  practice  and  no  instruction  in  first 
aid.  The  captain  reported  frequent  visits  from  the  battalion 
commander  and  also  from  the  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  regi- 
ment. 

This  company  underwent  a  practical  re-organization  with- 
in the  four  months  preceding  inspection  and  about  TO  per 
cent,  of  the  enlisted  men  were  recruits  enrolled  in  that 
period.  The  commanding  officer  is  deserving  of  credit  for 
the  state  of  efficiency  in  which  the  company  was  found.

The  records  showed  33  drills  within  the  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  85  per  cent.  The  company  had  no 
gallery  practice  and  no  instruction  in  first  aid  since  the 
annual  encampment.  It  was  visited  three  times  in  the  drill 
season  by  the  battalion  commander. 

The  quarters  of  the  company,  in  the  state  armory,  were  in 
good  order  and  property  and  stores  were  in  good  condition 
and  well  cared  for.     The  company  shares  in  the  Manchester 
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Battalion  rifle  range  and  had  qualified  100  per  cent,  in  rifle 
practice  in  the  preceding  year.

The 
captain  olTered  the  explanation  that  he  had  been  unable  to 
secure  a  sufficient  number  of  desirable  men  in  the  time  in- 
tervening since  the  receipt  of  the  above  order  but  stated 
that  he  had  a  number  of  recruits  in  view  and  that  he  ex- 
pected to  have  the  required  number  of  men  in  a  short  time. 

There  were  present  at  inspection  47  men  and  three  offi- 
cers, a  percentage  of  95.  The  captain  reported  33  drills  in 
the  past  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  69  per  cent. 
The  company  had  no  gallery  practice  and  no  instruction  in 
first  aid.  The  battalion  commander  had  made  frequent 
visits. 

The  company  is  quartered  in  the  state  armory  and  shares 
in  the  use  of  the  1,000  yard  range  at  Massabesic.  Uni- 
forms and  equipments  were  found  in  good  condition  and 
well  cared  for.  The  company  contained  a  large  number 
of  recruits.  It  is  made  up  of  excellent  material  and  its 
general  work  was  good.  A  marked  improvement  over 
the  previous  year  in  knowledge  of  guard  duty  was  noted.

The  enlisted  strength  of  this  company  was  55  men,  three 
below  the  minimum  required  by  G.  O.  18.  There  were 
present  at  inspection  50  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage 
of  91.  The  captain  reported  41  drills  for  the  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  78  per  cent.  The  company  had  no 
gallery  practice  and  no  instruction  in  first  aid.  Five  visits 
had  been  received  from  the  battalion  commander  within  the 
year. 

The  company  has  a  rifle  range  up  to  500  yards.  The 
armory  accommodations  are  good.  The  town  of  Milford 
gives  the  free  use  of  the  town  hall  for  drill  and  also  allows 
the  company  to  use  a  room  in  this  building  for  the  storage 
of  rifles  and  other  equipments. 

The  rifles  were  found  in  a  most  unsatisfactory  condi- 
tion. Most  of  them  appeared  to  have  received  some  at- 
tention on  the  outside  but  many  of  them  were  found  to  be 
rusty  and  foul  on  the  inside.  Such  conditions  if  allowed  to 
continue  would  soon  ruin  the  shooting  qualities  of  the  rifle 
and  unless  this  neglect  is  corrected  immediately,_  the  com- 
pany should  be  disbanded. 

The  company  has  a  good  recreation  room  in  a  building 
near  by  which  is  well  supplied  with  games,  reading  matter 
and  other  facilities  for  the  amusement  of  the  men.  In  this 
building  the  clothing  of  the  company  was  stored.  The 
clothing  and  other  equipments  were  in  good  condition  and 
carefully  kept. 

The  company  should  devote  more  attention  to  extended 
order  drill  and  guard  duty  as  it  is  deficient  in  this  work. 
The  unsatisfactory  standing  of  the  company  is  partly  ac- 
counted for  through  the  large  number  of  recent  enlistments 
made  in  the  effort  to  comply  with  G.  O.  18.     I  am  confi- 
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dent  that  with  further  active  supervision  of  drill  and  instruc- 
tion by  the  field  officers  of  the  regiment,  the  company  can 
and  will  make  a  better  showing. 

There  are  two  squads  of  the  company  resident  outside  of 
the  town  of  Alilford,  one  in  Wilton  and  one  in  Lyme.  The 
company  is  made  up  of  a  good  class  of  men  and  should 
show  better  results  both  in  discipline  and  drill.

The  enlisted  strength  of  this  company  was  55  men,  three 
short  of  the  required  minimum.  There  were  present  at  in- 
spection 49  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage  of  90. 

The  captain  reported  34  drills  in  the  past  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  72  per  cent.  The  company  had  gal- 
lery practice  but  no  instruction  in  first  aid.  The  battalion 
commander  had  made  one  visit  to  the  company  and  the  regi- 
mental commander  had  made  a  number  of  visits  within  the 
past  year. 

The  rifles  were  found  in  bad  condition.  The  insides  of 
the  barrels  of  many  were  rusty,  and  rifles  allowed  to  re- 
main in  this  condition  would  in  a  short  time  have  their 
accuracy  in  shooting  impaired.  The  captain  stated  that  the 
quartermaster-sergeant  was  charged  with  the  care  of  the 
arms.  Again  I  repeat  that  this  method  of  caring  for  rifles 
is  wrong.  Each  enlisted  man  should  clean  and  take  care 
of  his  own  rifle  and  equipments  and,  failing  in  this  duty, 
he  should  be  punished  or  discharged  from  the  National 
Guard.  Such  a  state  of  afifairs  cannot  be  tolerated  and  the 
captain,  a  man  w^ho  has  seen  long  and  faithful  service  in 
the  National  Guard  and  in  the  Lmited  States  service,  assures 
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me  that  he  will  attend  to  the  matter  immediately.  If  these 
conditions  were  not  remedied,  I  would  consider  the  stand- 
ing of  the  company  below  a  reasonable  state  of  efficiency 
and  recommend  its  disbandment. 

The  stores  and  equipments  were  found  in  good  condition 
and  well  kept  in  store  rooms  suitably  arranged  for  their 
care  and  preservation.  The  company  is  well  quartered  in 
the  Nashua  armory.  It  has  no  rifle  range.  The  company 
was  found  deficient  in  extended  order  drill,  non-commis- 
sioned officers  being  apparently  not  familiar  with  their 
duties  as  squad  leaders.  The  personnel  of  the  company  is 
good.

The  captain  reported  35  drills  in  the  past  calendar  year  with 
an  average  attendance  of  77  per  cent.  The  company  had 
no  gallery  practice  and  no  instruction  in  first  aid.  The 
battalion  commander  had  made  several  visits  during  the 
year. 

The  company  shares  in  the  Manchester  Battalion  rifle 
range  and  is  quartered  in  the  state  armory.  The  quarters 
were  found  in  good  condition.  The  property  rooms  were 
well  arranged  for  storage  purposes  and  the  clothing  and 
other  equipments  were  found  in  good  condition  and  well 
cared  for.  The  personnel  of  the  company  is  excellent. 
Captain  Sherburne  is  an  officer  of  long  experience  in  the 
National  Guard  and  both  officers  and  men  of  this  company 
appeared  thoroughly  interested  in  their  work.

The  enlisted  strength  of  this  company  was  but  57  men, 
lacking  one  of  the  minimum  allowed  by  G.  O.  18.  There 
were  present  at  inspection  53  men  and  two  officers,  a  per- 
centage of  93.  The  captain  reported  2-1  drills  in  the  past 
year  with  an  average  attendance  of  75  per  cent.  The  com- 
pany had  regular  gallery  practice  but  no  instruction  in 
first  aid  since  the  June  encampment.  The  battalion  com- 
mander had  visited  the  company  at  frequent  intervals,  sup- 
ervising drills  and  work  of  instruction  and  offering  valuable 
advice   and   suggestions. 

The  company  is  quartered,  together  with  Campany  H,  in 
a  good  armory  for  which  rental  of  $600  a  year  is  paid,  $200 
more  than  is  provided  by  the  state  for  armory  rent.  The 
men  of  this  command  retain  no  pay  for  attendance  at  camp 
or  other  stated  duties,  as  they  turn  in  all  pay,  above  the 
cost  of  their  rations,  to  the  company  treasury  to  aid  in  the 
maintenance  of  their  organization. 

The  company  has  a  good  rifle  range  up  to  1,000  yards 
which  is  shared  with  Company  H. 

The  store  rooms  are  small  but  are  well  arranged  and 
property  and  stores  were  found  in  good  condition.  The 
personnel  is  excellent.

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of  91.  The  company  had  drilled  24  times  in  the  past  cal- 
endar year  with  an  average  attendance  of  78  per  cent.  The 
captain  stated  that  he  expected  to  enlist  to  the  required 
strength  with  a  desirable  class  of  recruits  within  a  short 
time  after  inspection  as  he  would  then  have  more  time  to 
devote  to  this  purpose. 

The  company  has  good  armory  accommodations  in  the 
same  armory  with  Company  G  and  has  good  company  rec- 
reation rooms,  well  fitted  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  men. 
The  property  and  equipments  of  the  company  were  care- 
fully kept  and  safely  stored  in  rooms  which  are  small  but 
dry  and  secure.  The  company,  with  Company  G,  pays 
$600  per  year  for  armory  rent  and  both  combined  receive 
from  the  state  but  $400  annually.  Officers  and  men  donate 
all  pay  received  for  encampment  and  inspection,  except  the 
amount  deducted  for  rations,  to  the  company  treasury  to 
help  pay  the  armory  rent  and  other  expenses. 

The  company  has  regular  gallery  practice  and  has  an 
excellent  rifle  range  up  to  1,000  yards.  No  instructions 
in  first  aid  had  been  received  since  the  encampment.  The 
battalion  commander  had  made  visits  at  frequent  intervals. 
The  personnel  of  the  company  is  excellent.  Both  officers 
and  men  seemed  interested  in  their  work. 

Companies  H  and  G  were  inspected  together  in  a  pro- 
visional battalion  commanded  by  Major  Paul  F.  Babbidge. 
The  ceremony  was  attended  by  hundreds  of  civilian  visit- 
ors, indicating  the  warm  interest  felt  in  these  two  organ- 
izations by  the  citizens  of  Keene.

The  captain  reported  38  drills  within  the  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  81  per  cent.  No  gallery  practice 
was  reported  and  the  company  had  received  no  instruc- 
tion in  first  aid.  The  battalion  commander  had  visited  the 
company  frequently  and  had  rendered  valuable  assistance 
in  its  work. 
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The  company  has  first  class  accommodations  in  the 
state  armory  and  its  quarters  were  found  in  good  order. 
Property  and  stores  were  in  good  condition.  The  com- 
pany shares  in  the  use  of  the  Manchester  BattaHon  rifle 
range  which  is  equipped  for  the  full  course  in  rifle  practice.

The  captain  reported  that  he  had  ex- 
perienced considerable  difficulty  in  his  efforts  to  recruit 
the  company  to  the  minimum  required  by  G.  O.  18.  The 
company  has  worked  hard  and  faithfully  and  has  made 
marked  progress  in  drill  in  the  past  year.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  captain  be  given  further  time  in  which  to 
recruit  to  the  minimum  required  by  general  orders. 

The  captain  reported  29  drills  in  the  past  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  65  per  cent.  The  company  had  no 
gallery  practice  and  no  instruction  in  first  aid.  The  com- 
pany shares  in  the  Manchester  Battalion  rifle  range 
which  is  equipped  for  target  practice  up  to  1,000  yards. 
The  quarters  of  the  company  in  the  state  armory  were  well 
kept.  Equipments  and  stores  were  in  good  condition.  The 
company  is  made  up  of  excellent  material  and  officers  and 
men  are  zealous  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.

The  captain  reported  that  he  expected  to  be  able  to  enlist 
enough  desirable  men  to  comply  with  G.  O.  18  in  a  short 
time. 

The  company  had  regular  gallery  practice  but  no  in- 
struction in  first  aid.  Within  the  year,  34  drills  had  been 
held  with  an  average  attendance  of  84  per  cent.  A  num- 
ber of  visits  had  been  received  from  the  battalion  com- 
mander and  from  the  regimental  commander.  In  instruc- 
tion, this  company  should  give  more  attention  to  extend- 
ed order  work  and  guard  duty.

Second  Lieutenant  Frank  H.  Fowler,  quartermaster  and 
commissary,  Concord. 

These  headquarters  are  situated  in  the  private  office  of 
the  battalion  commander  and  were  found  in  good  condi- 
tion. Major  Roby  had  personally  visited  each  company  of 
his  battalion  not  less  than  three  times  since  the  drill  sea- 
son opened  and  had  made  his  visits  of  practical  benefit  by 
carefully  supervising  drills  and  other  instruction,  inspect- 
ing all  books  and  records  and  correcting  errors  where 
found.

Captain  Eben  S.  Hawkins,  adjutant,  commanding,  La- 
conia. 

The  band  had  an  euHsted  strength  of  28  men  as  re- 
quired l)y  G.  O.  18.  All  were  present  at  inspection,  giving 
a  percentage  of  100. 

The  band  is  quartered  in  hired  rooms  separate  from 
those  occupied  by  the  other  National  Guard  organizations 
in  the  city.  These  rooms  are  ample  for  the  needs  of  the 
band  and  for  the  proper  storage  of  uniforms  and  other 
military  property.  This  is  a  good  musical  organization 
and  the  personnel  is  excellent. 

I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  regimental  ad- 
jutant to  the  condition  of  the  clothing  and  equipments. 
Some  of  the  men  appeared  with  parts  of  their  accoutre- 
ments missing.  Some  of  the  uniforms  were  ill-fitting  and 
baldrics  were  unpresentable  from  wear  and  should  be  re- 
placed. 


Company  A,  Second  Ini^antry,  Dover. 
Inspected,  Feb.  13,  1908. 

Captain  Austin  E.  Sanborn,  commanding. 

First  Lieutenant  Frank  E.  Russ.  Second  Lieutenant 
Frank  W.  Butler. 

This  company  had  not  complied  with  G.  O.  18,  having 
but  40  enlisted  men  on  its  rolls.  The  company  commander 
stated  that  he  had  been  unable  up  to  that  time  to  secure 
enough  men  of  a  desiralile  class  to  recruit  his  company 
to  the  desired  strength.  There  were  present  at  inspection 
39  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage  of  98. 

The  captain  reported  38  drills  within  the  yeap  with  an 
average  attendance  of  72  per  cent.     The  company  had  no 
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gallery  practice  and  no  instruction  in  first  aid  since  the 
last  encampment.  It  had  received  one  visit  from  the 
battalion  commander. 

The  company  has  a  rifle  range  up  to  500  yards.  The 
company  is  quartered  in  the  basement  of  the  city  hall 
building.  The  quarters  are  small  and  damp  and  at  their 
best  offer  but  poor  armory  accommodations.  The  store 
rooms  are  far  too  small  for  the  proper  care  and  preserva- 
tion of  military  property.  Clothing  and  equipments  were 
not  properly  stored.  As  an  instance.  I  found  one  chest 
containing  campaign  hats,  cartridge  belts,  overcoats  and 
leggings  thrown  together  without  any  regularity  or  care 
for  their  preservation. 

In  drill  work  and  knowledge  of  military  duties  the  com- 
pany was  generally  good.  Improvement  was  needed, 
however,  in  extended  order  work,  some  of  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  showing  very  little  knowledge  of  their 
duties  as  squad  leaders. 

The  citizens  of  Dover  manifested  little  interest  in  the 
work  or  condition  of  the  company  and  the  attendance  at 
the  inspection  was  limited  principally  to  former  members 
of  the  oreanization. 


Company  B,  Second  Infantry,  Portsmouth. 
Inspected,  Feb.  14,  1908.

Second  Lieuten- 
ant Frederic  T.  Harriman. 

This  company  had  not  recruited  to  the  strength  called 
for  in  G.  O.  18,  but  the  commanding  officer  explained  that 
this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  he  had  preferred  to  wait  for 
a  more  desirable  class  of  recruits  than  were  many  who 
had  presented  themselves  up  to  that  time  and  whom  he 
would  have  been  compelled  to  accept  to  immediately  re- 
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criiit  his  company  to  the  strength  demanded.  He  stated 
that  he  then  had  a  sufficient  number  of  desirable  men  in 
view  and  that  they  would  be  enlisted  within  the  month. 

The  enlisted  strength  of  the  company  was  51  men. 
There  were  present  at  inspection,  47  men  and  three  offi- 
cers, a  percentage  of  97.  The  captain  reported  35  drills 
within  the  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  74  per  cent. 
The  company  had  no  gallery  practice  and  no  instruction 
in  first  aid  since  the  June  encampment.  It  had  been  visit- 
ed three  times  in  the  drill  season  by  the  battalion  com- 
mander. 

The  company  is  quartered  in  a  building  which  is  owned 
by  the  city  of  Portsmouth.  The  drill  hall  is  36  by  54  feet 
in  size  and  there  is  a  well  arranged  store  room  for  the 
company  stores  and  an  officers'  room  on  the  same  floor. 
There  is  an  attractive  recreation  room  for  the  men  on  the 
floor  above.  The  building  has  been  thoroughly  renovated 
within  the  past  year,  through  the  friendly  interest  of  the 
municipality. 

The  company  is  w^ell  supported  by  the  people  of  Ports- 
mouth whose  interest  was  manifested  in  the  representa- 
tive audience  present  at  the  inspection  and  which  includ- 
'  ed  Mayor  Hackett  and  other  prominent  citizens. 

The  company  has  a  rifle  range  up  to  300  yards  but  no 
facilities  for  long  range  practice.  The  members  who 
worked  out  for  the  higher  classes  in  1907  did  so  at  the 
Exeter  and  Manchester  ranges. 

Arms,  uniforms  and  equipments  were  found  to  be  gen- 
erally in  good  condition  and  well  cared  for.  One  rifle  was 
found  with  the  blueing  removed  from  the  barrel. 

The  personnel  of  this  company  is  very  good.  Both 
officers  and  men  appeared  zealous  and  interested  in  their 
work. 
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Company  C,  Second  Infantry,  Concord.

This  company  had  complied  with  G.  O.  18,  the  enlisted 
strength  being  60  men.  There  were  present  at  inspection 
58  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage  of  97. 

The  captain  reported  35  drills  within  the  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  75  per  cent. 

The  company  has  a  rifle  range  where  shooting  is  prac- 
ticed up  to  1,000  yards  but  to  attain  this  full  distance,  the 
riflemen  shoot  across  the  Merrimack  river. 

The  armory  accommodations  are  poor.  The  drill  hall, 
which  is  shared  with  Company  E  of  the  same  regiment, 
is  small  and  inadequate  for  battalion  formation  or  exer- 
cises. The  company  has  good  store  rooms,  well  arranged 
for  the  care  and  preservation  of  state  property,  but  the 
assembly  room  which  must  be  used  for  meetings  held 
when  the  drill  hall  is  occupied  by  the  other  company,  is 
too  small  for  practical  purposes. 

The  company  has  made  marked  progress  in  its  work 
over  that  shown  a  year  ago.  The  personnel  of  the  com- 
pany is  good.  Both  officers  and  men  show  a  commendable 
zeal  in  their  work. 

The  company  has  been  visited  by  field  officers  of  the 
regiment  at  frequent  intervals,  both  the  lieutenant-colonel 
of  the  regiment  and  the  battalion  commander  being  resi- 
dents of  this  station.  No  instruction  in  first  aid  had  been 
received  since  the  annual  encampment.  The  captain  re- 
ported a  limited  amount  of  gallery  practice. 
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Company  D,  Second  Infantry,  Claremont. 

Inspected,  Feb.  11,  1908. 

Captain  Roy   S.  Hasham,  commanding. 
First  Lieutenant  Clarence  E.  Hurd.    Second  Lieutenant 
Fred  Boardway. 

This  company  had  an  enlisted  strength  of  32  men,  fall- 
ing short  of  the  minimum  required  by  G.  O.  18.  The 
company  commander  stated  in  explanation  of  this  defi- 
ciency, that  he  had  found  it  difficult  to  obtain  a  desirable 
class  of  recruits  but  was  confident  that  he  could  have  his 
company  recruited  to  the  required  strength  before  the  an- 
nual encampment. 

Few  of  the  citizens  of  Claremont  show  interest  in  the 
company  or  its  welfare  and  they  give  but  little  support, 
either  moral  or  material,  to  its  advancement.  Councilor 
E.  O.  Upham  of  the  governor's  council  is  an  exception. 
He  is  one  of  the  principal  employers  of  skilled  workmen 
of  the  town,  from  which  class  the  company  is  largely  re- 
cruited, and  he  renders  moral  support  to  the  state  service 
by  allowing  the  men  in  his  employ  to  perform  all  miHtary 
duties  required  of  them. 

This  company  is  also  particularly  fortunate  in  the  pres- 
ence at  their  home  station  of  Lt.-Col.  Herbert  E.  Tuther- 
ly,  U.  S.  A.,  retired,  who  has  frequently  expressed  his 
willingness  to  render  any  assistance  that  the  officers  of 
the  company  may  desire  in  the  way  of  military  instruction, 
theoretical  or  practical.  This  company  could  and  should 
profit  materially  by  this  ofifer. 

I  recommend  that  the  company  be  granted  a  reasonable 
time  in  which  to  recruit  to  the  strength  required  by  orders. 

There  were  present  at  inspection  28  men  and  three  offi- 
cers, a  percentage  of  89.  The  captain  reported  33  drills  in 
the  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  64:  per  cent.  This 
attendance  at  drills  if  correct  was  below  the  standard  re- 
quired by  the  war  department. 
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The  company  had  no  gallery  practice,  no  instruction  in 
first  aid,  and  had  received  no  visit  from  any  field  officer  of 
the  regiment  since  the  June  encampment.  Tlie  regimental 
commander  was  present  at  inspection. 

The  company  has  a  rifle  range  up  to  500  yards.  They 
have  fair  armory  accommodations  and  a  good  recreation 
room  for  the  company.  The  uniforms  and  equipments 
were  carefully  stored  and  well  kept. 

In  drill,  the  company  showed  a  deficiency  in  extended 
order  work,  the  squad  leaders  showing  hesitancy  and  lack 
of  confidence  in  the  execution  of  the  maneuvers  which 
they  were  called  upon  to  perform. 

The  personnel  of  the  company  is  good.  The  officers 
and  men  are  of  good  standing  in  the  community  and  while 
lacking  in  some  lines  of  instruction,  they  showed  a  com- 
mendable interest  in  their  work. 


Company  E,  Second  Infantry,  Concord. 
Inspected,  Feb.  12,  1908. 

Captain  Frank  W.  Brown,  commanding. 

First  Lieutenant  Alfred  W.  Carpenter.  Second  Lieu- 
tenant Charles  W.  Brown. 

This  company  had  complied  with  G.  O.  18,  and  had  an 
enlisted  strength  of  58  men.  Tliere  were  present  at  in- 
spection 53  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage  of  92.  The 
captain  reported  35  drills  in  the  year  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  75  per  cent. 

The  company  has  rifle  practice  up  to  1,000  yards  on  the 
range  described  in  the  report  of  Company  C,  and  it  like- 
wise shares  with  Company  C  the  use  of  a  drill  hall.  Its 
storage  and  company  rooms  are  separate.  Uniforms, 
arms  and  equipments  were  found  well  kept  and  properly 
stored  in  rooms  which  were  well  arranged  for  the  care 
and  preservation  of  military  property. 
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The  company  had  gallery  practice  and  was  well  in- 
structed in  first  aid  to  the  injured.  The  lieutenant-colonel 
of  the  regiment  and  the  battalion  commander  had  visited 
the  company  frequently  through  the  drill  season.  The 
personnel  is  good  and  olBcers  and  men  appeared  alert  and 
thoroughly  interested  in  their  work. 


Company  F,  Second  Infantry,  Littleton. 
Inspected,  Feb.  5,  1908. 

Captain  George  H.  Van  Ness,  commanding.  . 

First  Lieutenant  Vernia  G.  West. 

This  company  had  not  recruited  to  the  minimum 
strength  required  by  G.  O.  18.  The  captain  stated  that  he 
preferred  to  wait  a  short  time  in  order  to  obtain  a  more 
desirable  class  of  recruits  than  were  available  immediately 
upon  the  receipt  of  the  orders. 

The  enlisted  strength  of  the  company  was  53  men. 
There  were  present  at  inspection  51  men  and  two  officers, 
a  percentage  of  96.  The  captain  reported  34  drills  in  the 
year  with  an  average  attendance  of  70  per  cent.  The 
company  had  no  gallery  practice,  no  instruction  in  first 
aid  and  no  visit  from  any  field  officer  since  the  last  en- 
campment. The  regimental  commander  was  present  at 
inspection. 

The  armory  is  small.  The  company  is  quartered  in 
the  town  hall  which  gives  but  a  small  drill  floor  and  that 
obstructed  by  posts.  There  is  an  excellent  recreation 
room  for  the  company,  a  small  office  room  and  good 
store  rooms  which  are  well  arranged  for  the  care  and  pres- 
ervation of  military  property. 

The  company  has  an  excellent  rifle  range  up  to  1,000 
yards  and  the  men  display  a  deep  interest  in  rifle  practice. 
The  company  attained  the  highest  figure  of  merit  in  rifle 
practice  of  any  company  in  the  state  last  year. 
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The  company  was  somewhat  deficient  in  extended  order 
work,  the  squad  leaders  appearing  unfamiliar  with  their 
duties.    The  personnel  of  the  company  is  excellent. 


Company  G,  Second  Infantry,  Berlin, 
Inspected,  Feb.  4,  1908, 

Captain  Oscar  P.  Cole,  commanding. 

First  Lieutenant  George  F.  Cullet.  Second  Lieutenant 
Allison  C.  Gorham. 

This  company  had  complied  with  G.  O,  18,  the  enlisted 
strength  being  61  men.  There  were  present  at  inspection 
54  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage  of  89.  The  captain 
reported  33  drills  in  the  year  with  an  average  attendance  of 
80  per  cent.  The  company  had  no  gallery  practice,  no 
instruction  in  first  aid  and  had  received  no  visit  from  any 
field  officer  of  the  regiment  since  the  June  encampment. 

It  is  quartered  in  a  room  which  was  formerly 
used  as  a  store  and  which  is  but  34  by  29  feet 
in  size.  It  is  inadequate  for  armory  purposes. 
The  basement  beneath  the  hall  is  used  as  a  store  room  for 
the  clothing  and  other  equipments  with  the  exception  of 
the  rifles  which  are  kept  in  arms  racks  in  the  drill  hall. 
This  store  room  is  of  ample  size,  dry  and  secure,  and  well 
suited  for  the  purpose.  For  these  quarters,  the  company 
pays  $480  per  annum  and  receives  from  the  state  $200. 
The  city  of  Berlin  for  the  year  1907  contributed  $200  to  aid 
the  company  in  the  payment  of  its  armory  rent. 

This  is  a  good  company  and  should  receive  more  encour- 
agement in  the  way  of  better  armory  accommodations. 
The  officers  and  men  appear  attentive  to  their  duties  and 
zealous  in  their  work. 

The  company  has  a  good  rifle  range  up  to  800  yards.  It 
is  situated  five  and  a  half  miles  from  the  armory  and  the 
men  are  put  to  the  expense  of  20  cents  each  for  car  fare 
whenever  they  visit  the  range. 
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In  this  company  were  found  a  number  of  rifles  upon 
which  unauthorized  alterations  had  been  made  with  the 
evident  purpose  of  loosening  the  bands.  This  is  not  allow- 
able and  commanding  officers  should  guard  against  a  repe- 
tition of  this  offence. 


Company  H,  Second  Infantry,  Franklin. 
Inspected,  Feb.  G,  1908. 

Captain  Frank  T.  Ripley,  commanding. 

First  Lieutenant  Edgar  H.  Wheeler.  Second  Lieutenant 
Frank  R.  French. 

This  company  had  complied  with  G.  O.  18,  the  enlisted 
strength  being  58  men.  There  were  present  at  inspection 
51  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage  of  89.  The  captain 
reported  28  drills  in  the  year  with  an  average  attendance 
of  65  per  cent.  The  company  had  no  gallery  practice,  no 
instruction  in  first  aid  and  had  received  but  one  visit  from 
the  battalion  commander,  and  that  for  preliminary  inspec- 
tion only,  since  the  June  encampment.  The  company  com- 
mander complained  that  there  was  practically  no  supervision 
of  the  work  of  his  command  by  the  field  officers  of  the 
regiment. 

The  company  is  composed  of  a  good  class  of  men  and 
with  a  more  thorough  system  of  instruction  in  their  duties 
as  soldiers  they  would  make  a  very  good  company. 

The  company  was  quartered  in  a  building  inadequate  for 
armory  purposes,  the  drill  hall  being  the  smallest  in  the 
state  with  the  exception  of  that  of  Company  G  of  Berlin. 
While  the  uniforms,  arms  and  equipments  were  well  kept 
carefully  stored,  the  store  rooms  were  too  small  for  proper 
arrangement  for  military  usage. 

The  company  was  deficient  in  extended  order  work, 
knowledge  of  guard  duty  and  military  courtesv.  This  was 
partially  accounted  for  through  the  large  number  of  recruits 
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recently  enlisted  into  the  organization  in  order  to  reach  the 
strength  required  by  G.  O.  18  and  the  short  time  allowed 
for  the  drilling  and  instruction  of  the  new  men. 

The  city  of  Franklin  gives  no  material  aid  or  support  to 
the  company.  It  even  charges  rent  for  the  use  of  a  city 
hall  for  the  annual  inspection.  In  view'  of  such  handicaps 
and  discouragements,  the  officers  and  men  have  done  well 
to  maintain  the  present  standing  of  the  company. 


Company  I,  Second  Infantry,  Exeter. 
Inspected,  Feb.  17,  1908.

This  company  had  complied  with  G.  O.  18  and  had  an 
enlisted  strength  of  58  men.  There  were  present  at  in- 
spection 52  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage  of  90.  The 
captain  reported  34  drills  in  the  year  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  67  per  cent.  The  company  had  no  instruction 
in  first  aid  but  had  gallery  practice.  It  had  been  visited  by 
the  battalion  commander  three  times  since  the  opening  of 
the  drill  season. 

The  company  has  a  good  rifle  range  up  to  1,000  yards. 

The  armory  accommodations  are  good.  The  company 
has  the  use  of  the  town  hall  one  night  each  week  for  drill 
purposes  and  it  has  an  assembly  room  and  officers'  room, 
on  the  floor  above,  where  schools  of  instruction  are  held. 
There  is  also  on  this  floor  a  property  room  for  the  storage 
of  uniforms,  arms  and  equipments.  All  property  and  stores 
were  found  in  good  conditon.  The  company  has  an  excel- 
lent rifle  gallery  in  the  basement  of  the  county  building 
nearby. 

The  citizens  of  Exeter  manifest  just  pride  in  the  com- 
pany and  contribute  to  its  welfare  by  substantial  support 
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both  moral  and  jfinancial.  The  inspection  was  attended  by 
a  very  large  and  representative  gathering  of  the  citizens  of 
Exeter.  Officers  and  men  displayed  a  most  commendable 
zeal  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 


Company  K,  Second  Infantry,  Laconia.

While  this  company  had  not  fully  complied  with  require- 
ments of  G.  O.  18,  yet  I  may  say  that  it  showed  greater  im- 
provement over  its  work  of  one  year  before  than  any  other 
company  in  the  brigade.  The  captain  stated  that  he  would 
soon  have  his  company  recruited  to  the  strength  required 
and  in  view  of  the  progress  made  under  his  command,  I 
would  recommend  that  this  company  be  given  further  time 
for  recruiting. 

The  enlisted  strength  of  the  company  was  50  men.  There 
were  present  at  inspection  45  men  and  three  officers,  a  per- 
centage of  91.  The  captain  reported  30  drills  within  the 
year  with  an  average  attendance  of  65  per  cent. 

The  company  is  quartered  in  a  good  armory.  The  cloth- 
ing and  equipments  were  well  kept  and  carefuly  stored. 

The  inspection  was  held  in  the  Moulton  Opera  house. 
Representatives  of  the  city  government,  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  many  other 
leading  citizens  of  the  city  were  in  attendance  and  by  their 
presence  manifested  their  appreciation  of  the  services  ren- 
dered to  the  state  and  their  city  by  the  National  Guard. 

The  personnel  of  the  company  is  good.  The  drill  and 
other  work  was  well  performed  and  officers  aixl  men  dis- 
played a  commendable  knowledge  of  their  duties. 
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Company  M,   Second  Infantry,  Newport. 

Inspected,  Feb.  10,  1908. 

Captain  Herbert  A.  Willey,  commanding. 
First  Lieutenant  (Vacant.)     Second  Lieutenant  Channing 
W.  Barnes. 

This  company  had  compHed  with  G.  O.  18,  having  an 
enlisted  strength  of  59  men.  There  were  present  at  in- 
spection 51  men  and  two  officers,  a  percentage  of  87. 

The  company  is  quartered  in  a  building  formerly  used  as 
a  skating  rink  which  gives  fair  accommodations  for  drill 
work  but  the  storage  facilities  are  poor.  Uniforms  and 
equipments  in  use  are  kept  in  individual  lockers  while  the 
rifles  are  kept  in  a  closed  arms  rack  in  the  drill  hall.  The 
quarters  are  heated  with  a  stove  only  and  the  company  com- 
mander complains  that  dampness  causes  much  trouble  in  the 
storage  of  property,  particularly  with  the  rifles  which  rust 
quickly  if  not  given  constant  attention  in  damp  weather. 

Property  and  stores  not  in  use  are  kept  ia  a  store  room 
which  is  far  too  small  for  practical  purposes.  I  am  satis- 
fied that  the  officers  care  for  the  property  as  well  as  the 
facilities  at  their  command  will  allow  but  better  storage 
rooms  are  needed. 

The  town  of  Newport  grants  the  company  the  free  use  of 
the  town  hall  for  inspection  and  the  citizens  of  the  town 
manifested  their  interest  in  this  ceremony  by  a  notably  large 
and  representative  attendance.  Many  Grand  Army  men 
and  Spanish  War  veterans  were  in  the  audience  and  I  was 
informed  that  the  veteran  organizations  of  the  town  ren- 
dered moral  aid  and  encouragement  to  the  company. 

The  company  receives  no  financial  assistance  from  the 
town  of  Newport.  The  company  has  a  rifle  range  up  to 
500  yards. 

The  company  had  no  gallery  practice,  no  first  aid  in- 
struction and  no  visit  from  any  field  officer  of  the  regiment 
since  the  last  encampment.  The  regimental  commander 
was   present   at   the   inspection.     The   captain    reported   45 
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drills  in  the  past  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  70  per 
cent.  This  company  is  a  good  one.  Both  officers  and  men 
displayed  a  commendable  zeal  in  their  work.

This  organization  was  not  recruited  to  the  strength  re- 
quired by  G.  O.  18,  having  but  81  enlisted  men  on  its  rolls. 
There  were  present  at  inspection  72  men  and  four  officers, 
a  percentage  of  89. 

The  captain  reported  24  drills  in  the  past  year  with  an 
average  attendance  of  90  per  cent.  There  was  no  gallery 
practice  and  no  instruction  in  first  aid. 

The  battery  has  revolver  range  fully  equipped  for  practice 
at  all  distances  required  in  the  army  courses  with  this  arm. 

The  battery  has  four  three-inch  field  guns  with  full  equip- 
ment for  service.  Guns,  carriages,  implements  and  equip- 
ments were  found  in  good  condition.  The  battery  has  ex- 
cellent storage  rooms  at  its  quarters  in  the  state  armory, 
spacious  and  well  arranged,  and  all  property  was  well  kept. 

In  drill  work,  the  battery  showed  a  good  state  of  effi- 
ciency. This  was  the  first  inspection  of  this  command  with 
the  breech-loading  guns  as  the  equipment  for  the  new 
field  pieces  had  not  all  been  received  at  the  time  of  the  pre- 
vious annual  inspection,  and  the  work  then  was  in  dis- 
mounted drill  only.  Good  progress  was  shown  in  instruc- 
tion in  the  new  drill  regulations. 

The  members  of  this  battery  have  never  had  target 
practice  with  their  field  guns  and  their  knowledge  of  aim- 
ing and  firing  is  necessarily  entirely  of  a  theoretical  nature. 
It  would  be    for  the    improvement  of    the    service  if    the 
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battery  could  be  given  range  practice  and  instruction  at 
least  once  in  the  year. 

The  personnel  of  the  organization  is  excellent.  Officers 
and  men  appeared  interested  in  their  work  and  zealous  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  commanding  officer  reported  that  it  had  been  his 
custom  to  permit  the  men  of  the  command  to  keep  the 
revolvers  issued  to  them  at  their  own  homes  and  away 
from  the  armory.  This  is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  281  of  the  Regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire 
National  Guard. 


Troop  A,  Cavalry,  Peterborough. 
Inspected,  Feb.  28,  1908. 

Captain  Charles  B.  Davis,  commanding. 

First  Lieutenant  Charles  H.  Button.  Second  Lieuten- 
ant C.  W.  Jellison. 

The  troop  had  complied  with  G.  O.  18  and  had  an  en- 
listed strength  of  58  men.  There  were  present  at  inspec- 
tion 53  men  and  three  officers,  a  percentage  of  92.  The 
captain  reported  30  drills  in  the  past  year  with  an  average 
attendance  of  65  per  cent.  The  troop  had  no  gallery  prac- 
tice and  no  instruction  in  first  aid. 

Armory  accommodations  are  good.  The  drill  hall  is 
of  fair  size  for  ordinary  dismounted  drill  and  also  a  store 
room  which  is  dry  and  secure.  All  property  at  the  armory 
was  found  in  good  condition.  The  men  are  permitted  to 
keep  their  horse  equipments  at  their  homes  and  these 
equipments  are  inspected  at  the  annual  encampment. 

Credit  is  due  this  organization  for  the  excellent  care 
bestowed  upon  the  carbines,  revolvers  and  sabres  with 
which  the  men  are  equipped.  In  no  other  company  in  the 
state  did  I  find  the  arms  in  as  perfect  condition. 
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The  inspection  was  dismounted.  The  drill  was  fairly 
satisfactory  and  the  men  displayed  a  more  than  ordinary 
good  knowledge  of  guard  duty. 

The  troop  has  a  good  rifle  range  up  to  1,000  yards  and 
shows  a  commendable  interest  in  practice  with  both  rifle 
and  revolver. 


General  Remarks  and  Criticisms, 
instruction  and  efficiency. 

The  general  condition  of  the  New  Hampshire  National 
Guard  has  improved  in  the  past  year  as  regards  military 
instructions,  particularly  is  this  true  in  relation  to  extend- 
ed order  drill  and  guard  duty,  both  theoretical  and  practi- 
cal. I  regard  the  troops  as  a  whole  as  being  in  a  fairly 
satisfactory  state  of  efficiency  and  in  readiness  for  any  duty 
they  may  be  called  upon  to  perform. 

More  attention,  however,  should  be  devoted  to  instruc- 
tion in  military  courtesy  and  the  few  short  rules  which 
govern  this  essential  part  of  a  soldier's  training.  Military 
courtesv  is  at  all  times  indispensable  to  military  discipline. 

From  my  examination  of  the  men,  I  am  convinced  that 
their  lack  of  knowledge  on  this  subject  is  due  in  many  in- 
stances to  an  utter  neglect  on  the  part  of  their  officers,  to 
properly  instruct  them.  For  instance,  I  found  but  nine 
men  in  the  brigade  who  were  able  to  state  properly  how 
an  orderly  should  report  himself  for  duty.  Had  the  com- 
panies ever  been  instructed  on  this  point,  it  would  seem 
that  some  more  men  among  them  would  remember  their 
instructions. 

PERSONNEIv. 

I  found  the  military  appearance  of  the  troops  to  be  gen- 
erally good  and  the  average  of  the  personnel  was  excel- 
lent.   The  men  make  many  sacrifices  of  time,  money  and 
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outside  pleasures  in  their  service  for  the  state  and  with 
few  exceptions,  they  appeared  devotedly  interested  in  their 
work  and  intensely  loyal  to  the  organizations  with  which 
they  were  connected. 

The  commissioned  officers  were  found  to  be  hard  work- 
ing as  a  rule  .and  capable  and  conscientious  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties.  But  there  are  some  officers 
who,  after  they  receive  their  commissions  and  the  new 
wears  off,  find  the  work  different  from  what  they  had  ex- 
pected and,  consecjuently,  grow  lax  and  indifferent  in 
their  work.  It  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  ser- 
vice if  such  officers  could  be  removed  and  their  places  be 
filled  with  men  more  interested  in  their  work. 

UNIFORMS  AND  EQUIPMENTS. 

Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  enlisted  men  mustered 
into  the  service  within  the  past  few  months  in  compliance 
with  G.  O.  18,  A.  G.  O.,  Oct.  23,  1907,  there  were  found 
to  be  about  200  men  who  were  not  fully  uniformed  and 
equipped.  The  Adjutant-General  informs  me  that  he  will 
make  requisition  for  the  articles  needed  to  complete  the 
equipment  as  soon  as  possible.  The  supply  of  rifles  in  each 
company  was  ample  for  the  increased  strength. 

The  dress  uniforms  which  were  issued  to  the  troops  last 
year  add  materially  to  the  military  appearance  of  the  men. 

Many  of  the  overcoats  in  use  in  the  brigade  were  found 
in  poor  condition.  While  intact  enough  to  shield  the 
wearers  from  cold  and  storm  in  an  emergency,  they  were 
too  badly  faded  for  a  proper  military  appearance,  and  many 
were  badly  worn.  They  should  be  replaced  with  new  and 
would  have  been  replaced  long  before  this  time,  was  it  not 
for  the  fact  that  the  Adjutant-General  expects  to  secure 
olive  drab  uniforms  for  the  entire  brigade  within  a  short 
time. 

Aside  from  the  overcoats,  uniforms  and  equipments  were 
found  in  generally  good  condition.     None  of  the  troops  are 
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equipped  with  canteens,  haversacks,  mess  kits,  shelter  tents, 
ponchos  or  blankets  although  the  state  has  a  stock  of  these 
articles  stored  at  the  state  arsenal  in  readiness  for  any- 
emergency.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  these  equipments 
should  be  issued  to  the  troops,  which  have  proper  storage 
facilities  for  use  in  field  instruction. 

CARE  AND  CONDITION  OF  RIFLES. 

Many  of  the  rifles  with  which  the  troops  were  armed 
were  found  in  a  condition  which  indicated  improper  and  in- 
sufficient care.  Some  rifles  which  outwardly  appeared  in 
good  condition,  were  found  on  examination  to  be  rusty  or 
foul  inside. 

Men  should  be  taught  that  it  is  most  essential  that  the 
inside  of  the  barrel  of  a  rifle  should  receive  first  attention 
in  cleaning  the  arm,  as  the  greatest  injury  comes  to  the  rifle 
through  leaving  its  vital  parts  a  prey  to  rust.  Rifles  after 
being  fired  should  always  be  thoroughly  cleaned  before 
being  put  away.  As  many  of  the  armories  are  damp,  the 
rifles  should  be  kept  oiled,  particularly  on  the  inside  of  the 
barrels  and  chambers  as  a  guard  against  rust.  It  should 
be  impressed  upon  each  soldier  that  it  his  first  duty  to  care- 
fully attend  to  his  rifle. 

RIFLE  PRACTICE. 

A  general  improvement  in  rifle  practice  throughout  the 
brigade  is  reported.  Every  company  in  the  First  Infantry 
made  an  increase  in  the  figure  of  merit  for  1907  over  that 
made  in  1906.  Six  companies  of  the  Second  Infantry  fell 
behind  slightly  but  the  general  work  was  good.  The  re- 
ports of  revolver  practice  in  cavalry  ^nd  battery  were  satis- 
factory. 

The  most  noticeable  improvement  in  rifle  practice  was 
shown  in  the  six  infantry  companies  in  Manchester  which 
are  now  experiencing  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  first- 
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class  range.  More  men  qualified  in  the  higher  classes  in  a 
single  company  last  season  than  could  be  found  in  the  six 
companies  together  before  the  present  range  was  established. 
A  new  system  of  gallery  practice  is  now  being  adopted 
throughout  the  brigade.  The  Adjutant-General  has  issued 
to  each  company,  troop  and  battery  two  Springfield  rifles  of 
22  calibre  and  5,000  rounds  of  gallery  ammunition.  J\Ien 
will  now  be  required  to  qualify  in  gallery  practice  before 
being  permitted  to  practice  with  the  service  rifle.  If  this 
rule  is  enforced,  it  will  be  of  much  benefit  as  it  will  not 
only  make  a  large  saving  in  the  cost  of  ammunition  but 
will  aid  the  men  to  become  good  marksmen  more  quickly 
than  would  be  possible  where  the  first  lessons  were  taken 
with  the  heavier  arm. 

SUPERVISION  OF  WORK. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  better  results  could  be  obtained 
in  the  instruction  of  officers  and  men  in  their  various  duties 
if  regular  courses  of  work,  properly  graduated  and  systema- 
tized, were  laid  out  for  them.  From  the  reports  of  different 
company  commanders,  it  is  apparent  that  the  work  of  differ- 
ent organizations  is  lacking  in  uniformity,  and  that  some 
important  lines  of  instruction  are  in  some  cases  neglected. 

All  commanding  officers  should  exercise  active  super- 
vision over  drill  and  discipline  and  should  take  effective 
measures  to  correct  deficiencies  wherever  found.  Some 
officers  should  be  called  to  account  for  the  lax  condition  of 
their  commands,  and  where  instruction  is  needed,  it  should 
be  given  promptly. 

Battalion  commanders  should  know  at  all  times  the  con- 
dition of  the  companies  under  their  command,  the  methods 
of  instruction  employed  by  company  commanders,  the  sub- 
jects taken  up  at  drill  and  the  quality  of  work  and  the 
state  of  efficiency.  In  a  word,  they  should  be  more  than 
mere  figure  heads  as  now  are  some  who  appear  to  feel  that 
their  sole  dutv   rests   in   the   command  of  their  battalions 
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during  the  five  days  encampment  or  when  specially  ordered 
to  visit  their  battalions  and  ends  there,  and  who,  when  they 
visit  their  companies  refrain  from  offering  needed  advice 
or  criticisms. 

The  Adjutant-General  informs  me  that  his  office  allows 
the  expenses  of  battalion  commanders  in  visiting  their  com- 
panies at  reasonable  intervals.  I  would  recommend  that  all 
other  organizations  in  the  brigade  follow  the  custom  laid 
down  for  the  companies  of  the  First  Infantry  whereby  their 
commanding  officers  are  required  to  make  monthly  reports 
of  work  done,  and  that  copies  of  the  reports  be  retained  as 
permanent  records. 

I  found  books  and  records  throughout  the  brigade  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  condition.  I  am  pleased  to  note  a  gen- 
eral improvement  in  the  methods  employed  in  the  keeping 
of  records  and  the  care  shown  in  this  work. 

In  the  appended  tables  is  shown  the  attendance  at  inspec- 
tion of  each  organization,  the  condition  of  arms,  clothing 
and  equipments,  and  the  ratings  of  the  men  in  drill  work 
and  in  general  knowledge  of  their  duties.

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compHance  with 
General  Orders,  No.  14,  A.  G.  O.,  dated  May  21,  1908,  I 
inspected  First  Brigade  headquarters,  the  First  Regiment 
of  Infantry,  Battery  A,  First  Regiment  Field  Artillery, 
Troop  A,  Cavalry,  the  Signal  Corps  and  officers  and  en- 
listed men  of  the  General  Staff  assigned  to  the  brigade,, 
regimental  and  unattached  company  headquarters  during 
the  annual  encampment  at  the  State  Camp  Grounds,  Con- 
cord, June  13  to  19,  inclusive. 

I  arrived  on  the  grounds  Saturday  morning,  June  13, 
and  found  the  quartermaster's  department,  the  commis- 
sary department  of  the  First  Infantry  and  details  from  the 
artillery  and  cavalry  already  at  work,  having  commenced 
on  the  previous  day  the  preliminary  work  in  the  prepara- 
tions for  the  encampment.  Brigade  headquarters  was  es- 
tablished at  11  o'clock,  Saturday,  June  13,  and  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  First  Infantry  reported  at  noon  of 
that  day. 

Saturday  and  Sunday  were  devoted  by  the  quarter- 
master's department  to  preparations  for  the  arrival  of  the 
troops,  a  force  of  civilian  employes  and  teams  assisting. 
Tents  were  pitched  for  headquarters  and  line  officers,  tent 
floors  placed  for  the  reception  of  the  troops,  and  canvas, 
poles  and  pins  and  mattresses  were  distributed.  In  the 
artillery  and  cavalry  camps,  tents  were  pitched  in  advance 
by  details  sent  by  these  organizations  for  that  purpose. 
The  Signal  Corps  reported  at  12  M,  Sunday. 

The  troops  arrived  Monday,  June  15.  Troop  A,  cavalry,. 
was  the  first  to  report,  arriving  on  the  grounds  at  7.55  a.

m.     The  troop  marched  overland  from  the  home  station 
and  arrived  in  good  condition. 

The  First  Infantry  was  transported  to  Concord  from 
the  several  home  stations  by  special  trains,  the  first  arriv- 
ing in  Concord  at  8.15  a.  m.,  and  the  third  shortly  after 
9  o'clock.  The  troops  appeared  orderly  except  that  it 
was  noted  in  many  instances  that  the  platforms  of  the 
cars  were  crowded  with  enlisted  men  who  should  have  re- 
mained in  their  seats  until  orders  for  the  disembarkation 
had  been  given.  The  disembarkation  was  conducted  in 
good  order. 

The  regiment  assembled  in  Railroad  square  and  marched 
through  the  city  to  the  camp  ground.  Col.  Shattuck  re- 
ported his  command  to  the  brigade  commander  immedi- 
ately upon  his  arrival  and  the  work  of  pitching  camp  was 
taken  up  without  delay. 

Battery  A,  Field  Artillery,  marched  overland  from  Man- 
chester and  arrived  on  the  grounds  at  1 :15  p.  m.  The 
commanding  officer  reported  considerable  discomfort  on 
the  march  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  water  for  men  and 
horses,  which  made  rapid  progress  impracticable.  The 
command  arrived  in  excellent  condition  considering  the 
untrained  condition  of  the  horses. 

A  daily  routine  of  duty  was  established  by  the  brigade 
commander  at  noon,  Monday,  and  was  followed  through- 
out the  week  with  the  exception  of  slight  changes  on 
Thursday. 

The  commander-in-chief,  Governor  Charles  M.  Floyd, 
displayed  a  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  the  encampment. 
He  arrived  on  the  grounds  officially  at  11 :20  a.  m.,  Tues- 
day, and  remained  throughout  the  tour  of  duty.  On  Tues- 
day, the  16th,  previous  to  evening  parade,  he  presented 
a  new  stand  of  colors  to  the  First  Infantry,  after  receiving 
from  Colonel  Shattuck  the  old  colors  which  had  become 
tattered  from  long  service.  On  Thursday  afternoon,  June 
18,  he  reviewed  all  the  troops  in  camp. 
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Favorable  weather  marked  the  tour  of  duty.  With  the 
exception  of  a  brief  rain  Tuesday  morning  the  weather 
was  clear  and  the  work  preceded  without  interruption. 

DRILL. 

In  my  opinion  this  tour  of  duty  was  the  most  progres- 
sive, successful  and  profitable  in  the  line  of  instruction  of 
any  encampment  in  this  state  which  I  have  observed  in 
twenty-six  years'  service.  This  was  due  in  great  part  to 
the  assistance  rendered  by  Lt.-Col.  Herbert  E.  Tutherly, 
U.  S.  A.,  retired,  and  Capt.  William  E.  Hunt,  U.  S.  A., 
who  were  assigned  by  the  war  department,  in  response 
to  the  request  made  by  Governor  Floyd  through  the  ad- 
jutant general,  to  act  as  instructors  to  the  troops  during 
the  tour  of  duty.  Lt.-Col.  Tutherly  observed  the  work 
of  the  camp  in  general  but  devoted  his  attention  to  the 
cavalry  and  artillery  in  particular,  while  Capt.  Hunt,  upon 
reporting  to  him  for  the  tour  of  duty,  was  assigned  es- 
pecially to  the  infantry. 

These  of^cers  accompanied  the  troops  in  their  drill 
work,  offering  suggestions  and  advice  where  needed  and 
superintended  battalion  schools.  On  Wednesday,  Lt.-Col. 
Tutherly  gave  theoretical  instruction  to  all  officers  of  the 
brigade,  illustrating  the  same  by  means  of  diagrams.  In 
reconnoissance  duty,  he  took  for  example  the  advance 
guard  of  two  opposing  divisions,  each  equal  in  size  to  the 
forces  present  in  camp,  and  another  illustrative  of  the 
work  of  an  advance  guard  of  a  division,  consisting  of  two 
troops  of  cavalry  and  one  regiment  of  infantry,  reconnoit- 
ering  the  country  fifteen  miles  in  front  of  the  division  to 
find  the  presence  of  the  enemy,  determine  his  strength,  and 
secure  information  regarding  the  country  to  be  operated 
over.  This  lecture  was  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the 
officers  in  attendance. 

In  the  First  Infantry,  the  drill  work  was  principally  by 
battalion  and  was  of  a  nature  as  varied  as  the  time  of  the 
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encampment  would  permit.  Each  battalion  went  outside 
the  camp  ground  one  or  more  times  in  the  course  of  the 
encampment  to  practice  battle  formations,  advance  and 
rear  guard  work,  outpost  duty  and  other  exercises  which 
could  not  be  as  well  performed  on  the  narrow  and  open 
parade  ground.  Capt.  Hunt  gave  most  valuable  instruc- 
tion in  this  work.  The  remainder  of  the  drill  periods, 
which  called  for  two  hours  work  both  forenoon  and  after- 
noon daily,  were  devoted  to  work  in  close  and  extended 
order  on  the  camp  ground. 

The  ceremony  of  dress  parade  was  performed  each 
evening  and,  in  addition  thereto,  the  escort  to  the  colors 
was  given  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings. 

ARTILLERY. 

To  accommodate  Battery  A,  Field  Artillery,  with  its  in- 
creased strength  enlisted  under  General  Orders  No.  18, 
A.  G.  O.,  dated  Oct.  23,  1907,  an  addition  to  the  artillery 
stable  was  erected  this  season,  sheltering  26  additional 
horses,  and  was  completed  on  the  day  of  the  battery's  ar- 
rival in  camp. 

After  the  first  day,  when  drill  was  omitted  following 
the  march  to  camp,  drill  work  in  the  artillery  was  taken 
up  in  accordance  with  the  routine  order  laid  down  by  the 
brigade  commander.  The  drill  work  was  supervised  by 
Lt.-Col.  Tutherly  and  included  battery  mounted,  field 
movements,  cannoneers'  drill,  etc.,  and  regular  schools 
for  the  instruction  of  officers  and  non  commissioned  offi- 
cers were  held  each  day.  The  equipment  of  the  battery  is 
of  the  latest  style  and  complete  in  every  detail,  and  the 
course  of  instruction  followed  was  up-to-date  in  every  par- 
ticular.   The  drill  work  was  most  satisfactory. 

CAVALRY. 

The  drill  work  of  Troop  A,  Cavalry,  was  under  the 
supervision    of     Lt.-Col.    Tutherly    and     embraced     such 
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■exercises  as  troop  dismounted,  fighting  on  foot,  skirmish 
drill,  mounted  and  dismounted  drill.  The  troop  had  re- 
ceived some  practical  instruction  previously  this  season 
from  Lt.-Col.  Tutherly  who  visited  the  command  at  the 
home  station  on  Memorial  Day  and  assisted  in  the  direc- 
tion of  a  practice  march  with  advance  and  rear  guard 
practice. 

The  troop  should  be  equipped  for  practical  purposes 
with  halters,  lariats,  picket  pins  and  nose  bags.  These 
should  be  of  black  leather  if  procurable  to  match  the  pres- 
ent equipment  of  the  troop  which  is  in  a  good  and  service- 
able condition.  If  black  leather  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
entire  equipment  should  be  turned  in  and  a  fair  leather 
equipment  should  be  issued  in  its  place. 

HOSPITAL    CORPS. 

In  the  forenoon  each  day,  the  hospital  corps  had  litter 
drill  and  instruction  in  line  with  Mason's  manual  and  also 
instruction  in  camp  duty.  In  the  afternoon  the  corps  was 
instructed  in  marching  and  received  medical  lectures. 
When  the  infantry  was  on  duty  at  drills  or  ceremonies,  one 
litter  and  three  men  from  the  hospital  corps  accompanied 
each  battalion  while  the  remainder  of  the  corps,  under  a 
surgeon,  remained  at  the  hospital  quarters  for  em^ergency 
purposes. 

SIGNAL  CORPS. 

The  signal  corps,  although  organized  but  a  few  months,, 
is  working  hard  to  attain  proficiency  in  this  important 
branch  of  the  service.  They  installed  the  field  telephone 
service  connecting  the  headquarters  of  the  brigade,  the 
guard  and  the  several  organizations  in  the  camp. 

At  the  present  time,  the  corps  is  equipped  for  visual 
signalling  only.  Its  members  showed  a  most  commend- 
able spirit  and  willingness  to  learn  and  I  would  recom- 
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mend  that  they  be  stippHed  with  heliographs  and  tickers 
that  they  may  have  opportunity  for  still  further  advance- 
ment. The  subjects  taken  up  at  the  drills  of  this  corps  in- 
cluded the  construction  of  telephone  lines,  marching  and 
visual  signalling.  Lt.-Col.  Tutherly  and  Capt.  Hunt 
visited  and  instructed  the  command. 

SHIRKING  DRILL. 

A  practice  that  should  receive  the  careful  attention  of 
commanding  ofhcers,  particularly  in  some  of  the  infantry 
organizations,  is  the  shirking  of  drill  work  by  officers  and 
men  without  reasonable  excuses.  I  observed  that  some 
men  were  allowed  to  loaf  about  their  company  quarters 
when  their  companies  were  on  the  field  at  drill.  No  man 
should  be  excused  from  his  just  share  of  work  and  in- 
struction except  upon  recommendation  of  a  surgeon  or 
when  regularly  detailed  for  some  other  needed  duty. 

When  on  duty,  commanding  officers  should  bear  in 
mind  that  they  are  accountable  for  the  honest  and  faithful 
service  of  the  men  of  their  commands.  The  custom  of  ex- 
cusing men  from  duty  without  good  reason  is  wrong  and 
is  thoroughly  disapproved.  This  matter  was  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  officers  in  question  for  correction.  I 
found  some  officers  likewise  absenting  themselves  from 
drill  without  apparent  excuse — officers  who  needed  the 
instruction  as  much  as  did  the  enHsted  men.  I  found 
lieutenants  in  command  of  companies  at  drill  in  the  unex- 
plained absence  of  their  captains  and  when  captains  were 
in  command,  I  found  some  lieutenants  absent.  These  offi- 
cers should  be  held  strictly  to  account  for  their  absence 
from  drills  and  other  stated  duties. 

First  sergeants  generally  make  a  practice  of  never  at- 
tending drills  on  the  field.  This  practice  should  be  dis- 
continued and  they  should  attend  all  drills  unless  specially 
excused. 
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GUARD  DUTY. 

There  was  a  steady  improvement  in  the  manner  in 
which  guard  mounting  was  conducted  each  day,  although 
it  was  noted  that  many  of  the  men  were  unsteady.  This 
may  be  accounted  for  in  the  large  number  of  recent  en- 
listments. It  was  apparent  also  that  the  officers  of  the 
guard  do  not  always  consult  their  regulations  as  to  their 
positions  with  the  guard  at  guard  mounting  and  it  was 
clearly  shown  that  the  practical  part  of  guard  mounting 
and  guard  duty  is  not  taken  up  by  the  companies  in  their 
armories  as  a  part  of  their  drill  during  the  drill  season.  In 
the  examination  of  the  guard,  I  found  many  who  could 
repeat  their  general  orders  but  who  never  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  a  practical  demonstration  of  their  duty  until  they 
reached  the  camp  ground.  Guard  duty  and  guard  mount- 
ing should  be  a  part  of  their  regular  armory  drill. 

It  was  noticeable  that  not  one  half  of  the  company  de- 
tails for  guard  were  reported  by  first  sergeants  at  guard 
mount.  First  sergeants  should  report  their  company  de- 
tails unless  there  is  good  special  reason  for  not  doing  so. 
The  present  method  of  allowing  other  duty  sergeants  to 
report  details  while  the  first  sergeants  remain  in  quarters 
is  wrong,  Capt.  W.  E.  Hunt  was  present  at  each  guard 
mount  and  gave  valuable  instruction  to  the  guard.  In 
cavalry  and  artillery,  troop  stable  guard  and  battery  stable 
and  park  guard  were  mounted  at  the  same  time  as  the 
camp  guard  and  the  ceremony  was  generally  well  per- 
formed. The  practice  of  alternating  adjutants  and  ser- 
geant-majors works  well.  It  gives  the  battalion  adjutants 
an  opportunity  for  practical  instruction  along  this  line. 

DISCIPLINE  AND  MILITARY  COURTESY. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  note  an  improvement  along 
the  line  of  military  courtesy  although  there  is  still  need 
for  further  improvement.     Some  of  the  organizations  are 
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lacking  in  this  line  while  in  other  matters  of  drill  and  in- 
struction, they  show  a  most  commendable  zeal  and  pro- 
ficiency. 

In  discipline  there  was  also  a  noticeable  improvement. 
Fewer  soldiers  were  allowed  to  leave  the  camp  ground 
on  passes  and  at  night  the  camp  was  more  quiet  and  or- 
derly. Except  in  a  few  instances,  there  was  no  noise  or 
disturbance. 

The  practice  of  allowing  civilians,  men  and  boys,  to  visit 
the  grounds  as  camp  followers  should  be  discontinued. 
These  men  and  boys  should  be  driven  from  the  camp 
grounds  after  the  hour  set  by  the  commanding  officer  for 
the  retirement  of  visitors.  These  unwelcome  visitors 
were  particularly  annoying  at  the  camp  of  the  First  In- 
fantry. 

In  a  number  of  instances,  while  inaking  rounds  of  in- 
spection between  the  hours  of  12  and  1  o'clock  at  night,. 
I  found  large  numbers  of  soldiers  in  the  company 
streets  or  on  parade  ground,  in  the  case  of  some  com- 
panies nearly  all  the  members  being  out.  These  men 
should  have  been  in  their  quarters  at  that  hour  in  obedi- 
ence to  orders  and  for  the  benefit  of  their  health.  Lack  of 
proper  supervision  by  the  officers  responsible  for  the  con- 
duct of  the  men  is  usually  the  cause  of  such  exhibitions 
of  lax  discipline,  except  for  these  instances,  the  camp  was 
quiet  and  orderly  by  night  and  day.  I  do  not  wish  to  cur- 
tail the  proper  pleasures  and  amusements  of  the  men.  On 
the  contrary,  I  believe  that  good,  clean,  healthy  sports 
should  be  encouraged  at  proper  times  and  in  seasonable 
hours. 

SUBSISTENCE. 

Subsistence  for  the  First  Infantry,  Hospital  Corps  and 
-  Signal  Corps  was  provided    under    the     direction  of    the 
commissary  officer  of  the   First   Infantry.   Healthful   and 
wholesome  food  was  served  in  a  most  satisfactory  man- 
ner. 
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The  troop  and  battery  messed  separately,  each  under 
the  direction  of  their  respective  commissary  sergeants. 
The  service  was  satisfactory. 

There  was  erected  at  brigade  headquarters  a  new 
kitchen  which  was  much  needed  for  the  service  of  these 
headquarters.  The  mess  at  brigade  headquarters  was  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  commissary  ofBcer  and  was  most 
satisfactory. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  medical  department,  re-organized  during  the  pres- 
ent year  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  medical  ofificer, 
General  George  M.  Kimball,  performed  its  duties  in  a 
thorough  and  faithful  manner. 

Camp  sanitation  was  under  the  direction  of  the  chief 
medical  ofificer  of  the  brigade,  Major  H.  H.  Jewell. 

The  hospital  corps  attached  to  the  First  Infantry,  act- 
ing under  the  direct  supervision  and  instruction  of  Major 
Norman  B.  Webber,  was  a  notable  feature  in  the  advance 
of  the  medical  department  of  the  New  Hampshire  Nation- 
al Guard.  This  corps  is  equipped  in  a  complete  and  up- 
to-date  manner  with  hospital  corps  pouches  and  orderly 
pouches,  stocked  with  surgical  instruments,  medicines, 
etc.,  and  with  other  appliances  needed  for  the  work  of  this 
department  in  the  field. 

An  incident  which  illustrated  the  importance  of  main- 
taining a  well  organized  and  well  equipped  medical  de- 
partment occurred  on  the  morning  of  June  19  when  the 
prompt  and  efficient  work  of  Major  Webber  and  his  as- 
sistant surgeons  and  hospital  corps  unquestionably  saved 
the  life  of  a  soldier  who  had  been  seriously  injured 
through  an  accident  on  the  drill  field.  Private  William 
Whitcomb  of  Company  H,  First  Infantry,  was  participating 
in  a  practice  charge  when,  by  accident,  the  bayonet  of  a 
cornrade  was  driven  into  his  body,  inflicting  a  deep  and 
dangerous  wound.     An  artery  was  severed  and  the  man 
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would  have  died  in  a  short  time  from  loss  of  blood  if  medi- 
cal aid  had  not  been  rendered  immediately. 

A  surgeon  with  a  detail  from  the  hospital  corps,  was 
following  up  the  charge  and  was  at  the  side  of  the  injured 
man  within  a  few  seconds,  followed  by  Major  Webber  who 
had  witnessed  the  accident  from  a  distance.  With  the  in- 
struments and  appliances  carried  by  the  orderlies,  the 
severed  artery  was  taken  up  and  the  wound  was  given  a 
first  dressing  on  the  field.  The  injured  man  was  cared 
for  at  the  field  hospital  until  an  ambulance  could  be 
brought  from  the  city  and  he  was  then  conveyed  to  the 
Margaret  Pillsbury  Hospital,  Concord.  I  am  informed 
that  he  is  recovering  from  his  wound.  The  saving  of  this 
man's  life  has  more  than  repaid  the  cost  of  equipping  the 
medical  department  in  the  thorough  fashion  followed. 

The  surgeons  reported  the  health  of  the  troops  gen- 
erally excellent.  There  was  no  serious  sickness  reported 
and  aside  from  the  Whitcomb  case,  no  serious  accidents. 

CAMP  SANITATION. 

Before  the  arrival  of  the  troops  in  Concord,  I  made  an 
inspection  of  sinks  and  found  them  generally  in  good  con- 
dition. They  were  dug  as  deeply  as  their  construction 
would  allow  and  by  direction  of  the  medical  department, 
were  sprinkled  with  chloride  of  Hme.  They  were  thorough- 
ly disinfected  each  day  thereafter  with  dry  earth  and 
chloride  of  lime  and  every  reasonable  precaution  was  tak- 
en to  insure  their  being  properly  cared  for  during  the  en- 
campment.   Lights  were  placed  in  the  sinks  at  night. 

A  needed  improvement  was  noted  in  the  removal  of  the 
wash  stands  for  the  men  from  the  immediate  rear  of  the 
kitchens  to  an  enclosure  some  100  feet  east  of  these 
buildings.  This  enclosure  is  equipped  so  that  no  waste  or 
surface  water  is  allowed  to  remain  on  the  floor  or  ground 
as  all  waste  water  is  cared  for  in  dry  wells  constructed  for 
the  purpose.    Waste  water  from  the  kitchens  is  cared  for 
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in  a  like  manner,  thereby  lessening  the  probability  of  at- 
tracting flies.  Where  it  was  necessary  to  construct  temp- 
orary kitchen  sinks  in  the  cavalry  and  artillery  camps, 
they  were  kept  covered  to  prevent  the  attraction  of  flies. 

All  liquids  and  garbage  from  the  kitchens  were  placed 
in  covered  cans  and  removed  daily  from  the  camp  site  and 
buried  in  trenches.  All  other  refuse  was  gathered  and 
carted  outside  the  grounds.  The  Adjutant  General 
rendered  all  reasonable  assistance  by  placing  teams  and 
men  at  the  disposal  of  the  quartermaster's  department  for 
this  purpose.  The  sinks  were  found,  in  general,  properly 
cared  for  when  the  troops  left  camp. 

The  camp  ground  was  generally  well  policed  and  care- 
fully kept.  The  Medical  Department  was  watchful  and  de- 
termined to  have  a  clean  and  sanitary  camp.  In  this  en- 
deavor, the  department  apparently  had  the  hearty  co-oper- 
ation of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  different  organiza- 
tions present. 

I  would  recommend  that  there  be  issued  to  each  com- 
pany at  future  camps  twice  the  number  of  brooms,  rakes 
and  shovels  issued  at  this  camp  for  policing  quarters  and 
grounds. 

On  leaving  camp,  it  should  be  impressed  upon  men  that 
they  are  to  leave  their  quarters  in  a  clean  and  sanitary 
condition.  On  the  departure  of  the  troops,  I  observed 
that  the  quarters  were  not  properly  policed,  paper  and 
other  rubbish  being  allowed  to  remain  in  and  around  the 
tent  sites. 

Assisted  by  Major  Arthur  H.  Knowlton,  inspector  gen- 
eral, I  made  a  careful  inspection  of  each  tent  on  the  camp 
ground.  Six  tents  were  found  in  an  unserviceable  condi- 
tion and  37  tents  were  in  need  of  repairs.  One  ridge  pole 
and  one  upright  were  found  unserviceable.  Seventy-six 
tent  floors  were  found  in  need  of  repairs.  Forty-three 
mattresses  were  in  such  condition  that  they  should  be  re- 
placed. 
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Tacks  were  found  in  an  upright  in  one  tent  of  the 
Signal  Corps,  a  nail  in  an  upright  of  one  tent  of  the  First 
Infantry  band,  and  a  number  of  nails  and  screws  in  the 
poles  of  a  tent  of  Company  D,  First  Infantry.  Beyond 
these  instances,  state  property  in  use  was  found  in  a  good 
and  serviceable  condition. 

In  the  inspection  of  quarters,  a  large  amount  of  trunks, 
boxes  and  other  baggage  was  noted  in  many  tents.  This 
baggage  should  be  reduced  to  the  minimum  and  tent 
squads  should  be  provided  with  lockers  of  uniform  style, 
suitably  arranged  for  the  reception  of  rifles  and  other 
equipments.  These  lockers  should  be  so  designed  as  to  be 
used  as  camp  chests  and  could  be  easily  and  cheaply  con- 
structed. There  should  be  no  surplus  baggage  for  so  short 
a  tour  of  duty. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that  the  new  and  business- 
like methods  adopted  by  the  commander-in-chief  for  the 
improvement  of  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard,  in 
assigning  the  Second  Infantry  for  duty  at  the  United 
States  army  camp  of  instruction  in  Jefiferson  county,  N. 
Y.,  and  in  securing  the  services  of  United  States  army 
officers  for  the  instruction  of  the  organizations  in  camp  at 
Concord,  is  thoroughly  appreciated  by  officers  and  men 
who  have  the  best  interests  of  the  service  at  heart.  A  mani- 
fest desire  to  learn  and  improve  and  a  spirit  of  willing- 
ness in  all  work  undertaken  was  noticeable  throughout  the 
brigade. 

Again  I  make  special  mention  and  acknowledgement  of 
the  good  work  done  by  the  Young  Men's  Christian  As- 
sociation during  the  encampment.  As  usual,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  association  were  early  on  the  grounds 
and  their  tent  was  well  supplied,  for  the  benefit  of  the  sol- 
diers, with  writing  material,  reading  matter,  games  and 
other  amusements  and  conveniences.     I  trust  that  the  ef- 
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forts  of    this     organization  for  the    benefit     of  the     New 
Hampshire  National  Guard  are  thoroughly  appreciated.

Sir: — Complying  with  paragraph  VIII,  of  General  Or- 
ders, Number  2,  current  series  from  Brigade  Head- 
quarters, I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port. 

I  made  every  morning  during  the  encampment  a  gen- 
eral inspection  of  the  whole  Camp.  I  gave  particular  at- 
tention, except  on  Monday  and  Friday  mornings,  to  the 
condition,  arrangement  and  general  appearance  of  all  the 
quarters.  I  specially  observed  the  thoroughness  and 
manner  in  which  the  Camp  was  policed  during  the  week, 
and  the  conditions  in  and  around  the  mess  houses,  stables 
and  sinks.  I  also  rendered  some  assistance  each  day  at 
the  ceremony  of  Guard  Mounting,  and  inspected  and  in- 
structed sentinels  on  post,  whenever  time  and  opportunity 
permitted. 

Organizations  with  the  exception  of  the  First  Light 
Battery  were  all  reported  with  tents  pitched  and  quarters 
arranged  by  12  o'clock  Monday  noon,  June  24.  The  Bat- 
tery, owing  to  a  delay  in  starting  and  to  the  intense  heat 
of  the  day,  did  not  report  until  about  3  o'clock. 

As  a  rule  quarters  were  arranged  according  to  para- 
graph 347,  Laws  and  Regulations,  New  Hampshire  Na- 
tional  Guard.     Too   much   baggage,   however,   including 
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various  sized  cases  and  boxes,  were  brought  into  Camp  oc- 
cupying much  valuable  space  on  the  tent  floors. 

I  found  during  my  inspection  on  Tuesday  five  tents  in 
which  the  mattresses  were  on  the  side  opposite  from  the 
color  line  :  these  were  in  the  First  Battalion  of  the  Second 
Infantry  and  in  the  First  and  Second  Infantry  Bands.  The 
attention  of  the  commanding  officers  and  tent  squads  was 
called  to  these  errors.  The  attention  was  also  called  in 
several  instances  to  the  wrong  location  of  water  pails, 
basins,  boxes,  etc. 

Commanding  Officers  and  Quartermasters  will  do  well, 
to  give  more  attention  to  paragraph  360,  page  1G6,  Regu- 
lations of  the  N.  H.  N.  G.  relative  to  the  slackening  and 
tightening  of  tent  ropes,  being  governed  thereby,  by  the 
conditions  of  the  weather.  Attention  is  also  called  to 
paragraph  332  of  same  Regulations,  relative  to  the  looping 
up  of  tent  walls. 

My  inspection  on  Thursday  shows  the  following  figures 
regarding  the  canvas,  floors,  and  mattresses.  I  found  in 
the  Second  Regiment  fifteen  tents  needing  repairs  (some 
of  course  only  slight)  two  tents  unfit  for  use  in  rainy 
weather,  thirty-three  floors  needing  more  or  less  repairs,- 
two  floors  beyond  repair,  and  thirteen  mattresses  unfit  for 
use.  Also  nails  in  upright  poles  of  the  following  companies : 
one  in  Company  K,  one  in  Company  F,  two  in  Company 
B,  and  a  screw  and  nail  in  Company  D.  In  the  First  Regi- 
ment there  were  twenty  tents  needing  repairs,  two  unfit  for 
use  in  rainy  weather,  twelve  floors  needing  repairs  and 
twenty  worthless  mattresses.  Also  a  nail  and  a  screw  in 
upright  poles  in  Company  E.  The  Battery  had  three  tents 
needing  repairs  and  the  Cavalry  four  tents  and  one  floor. 
Also  one  nail  in  an  upright. 

Total  tents  for  repairs   :  .  .42

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I  would  suggest  the  purchase  for  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  of  a  larger  supply  of  rakes.  ~Also  the  pur- 
chase of  more  mallets,  so  that  each  company  can  have  at 
least  four. 

The  shower  of  Wednesday  afternoon,  although  accom- 
panied with  considerable  wind  did  but  little  damage,  dem- 
onstrating the  thoroughness  and  carefulness  of  the  initial 
work  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

If  Brigade  Headquarters  is  not  to  be  soon  favored  with 
a  permanent  mess  hall,  a  larger  and  more  serviceable 
mess  tent  should  be  rented  or  purchased,  advisedly  pur- 
chased. But,  as  has  been  previously  recommended  these 
Headquarters  should  have  a  new  and  well-equipped  mess 
house,  located  about  where  the  Brigade  stables  now 
stand,  moving  these  stables  back  to  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  Camp  Ground  thereby  permitting  Headquarters  to 
be  pitched  a  little  to  the  south  of  the  present  location  and 
giving  a  better  outlook  upon  the  whole  Cam^^. 

The  policing  of  the  Grounds  as  a  whole  was  better  this 
encampment  that  for  several  years  past,  the  most  notice- 
able defects  being  in  and  around  Brigade  Headquarters, 
in  the  rear  of  all  the  mess  and  cook  houses  and  about  the 
Brigade  and  Regimental  stables.  These  places  are  appar- 
ently neglected  the  first  day  or  two,  owing  to  the  lack  of 
hired  help,  as  the  raking  of  Brigade  Headquarters  and  the 
hauling  of  the  refuse  and  debris  from  the  rear  of  the  dif- 
ferent Headquarters  is  performed  only  by  hired  help.  I 
would  suggest  that  if  such  arrangements  are  continued 
next  year  that,  for  the  first  day  or  two  at  least,  more 
hired  laborers  and  at  least  three  one-horse  carts  be  em- 
ployed in  collecting  and  hauling  ofT  the  rakings  and  rub- 
bish necesarily  accumulated  during  the  pitching  and  es- 
tablishing of  the  Camp.  I  also  recommend  that  commenc- 
ing on  the  morning  of  the  third  day  no  fires  be  allowed 
for  the  burnings  of  any  rakings,  refuse,  tin  cans,  etc.,  but 
that  this  material  be  collected  in  teams  and  taken  to  the 
southeast  corner    of  the    Grounds  and  there    burned    or 
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buried,  eliminating  thereby,  for  a  day  or  two  at  least  the 
smoke  and  fumes  of  these  dirty  fires  and  the  unsightly  pile 
of  debris  and  charred  tin  cans. 

The  Infantry  stables  did  not  always  present  quite  their 
heretofore  neat  and  tidy  appearance. 

Guard  Headquarters,  within  and  without,  was  not  every 
day  properly  policed  and  articles  intrusted  to  the  care  of 
the  Guard  not  always  neatly  and  carefully  cared  for. 

I  want  to  compliment  the  Line  officers  and  men  of  the 
Regiments  and  the  Battery  and  Troop  A  for  the  evidence 
of  interest  shown  in  the  work  of  policing.  Results  were 
certainly  very  pleasing. 

The  barbers  and  venders,  who  were  given  the  privilege 
•of  doing  business  on  the  Grounds,  were  cautioned  every 
•day  relative  to  loose  paper,  dirt,  etc.,  and,  as  a  rule,  were 
very  careful.  They  need  more  or  less  looking  after,  how- 
ever. 

The  wash  sinks  at  both  the  Infantry  mess  houses  are  a 
source  of  inconvenience,  annoyance  and  dissatisfaction ; 
more  than  that  the  overflow  and  waste  coming  from  these 
sinks  is  unsafe  and  unsanitary,  and  if  allowed  to  continue 
will  gradually  rot  out  and  undermine  the  parts  of  the 
buildings  where  they  are  located.  I  would  suggest  as  a 
remedy  for  this  serious  trouble  that  a  permanent  build- 
ing be  erected  to  be  used  by  the  Infantry  officers  and  men 
as  a  wash  room ;  that  it  be  built  as  near  as  possible  be- 
tween the  two  Regiments,  and  that  it  be  made  large 
enough  for  both  organizations  with  a  partition  in  the 
middle  similar  to  the  Infantry  stables.  I  would  recom- 
mend also  that  arrangements  be  made  for  baths,  includ- 
ing the  shower  baths. 

The  ceremony  of  Guard  Mounting  and  the  performance 
of  Guard  Duty  was  subject  to  less  criticism  this  year  than 
usual.  The  fact,  however,  that  the  Guard  was  not  turned 
•out  and  presented  to  the  Inspecting  Officers  upon  their 
approach  to  the  Guard  Headquarters  during  the  Official 
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Inspection  on  Thursday  morning-  was  a  most  open  and 
careless  error,  mention  of  which  cannot  be  overlooked  in 
this  report. 

No  Guard  was  mounted  or  maintained  to  my  knowledge 
by  Troop  A  Cavalry  on  any  day  during  the  Encampment. 
A  direct  ignorance  of  paragraph  XI,  General  Orders  No.. 
2,  current  series. 

I  credit  Military  Discipline  during  the  Encampment  as. 
excellent.  Military  Courtesy,  fair.  I  would  say,  never 
the  less,  that  our  Military  Discipline  would  give  better 
impressions  of  the  National  Guard  to  the  Capital  City 
people  if  the  number  of  passes  to  Concord  was  greatly 
reduced. 

A  few  recommendations  appearing  in  my  last  camp  re- 
port to  the  Inspector  General,  are  applicable  this  year. 

"Battalion  commanders  should  urge  uniformity  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  rifles  and  equipments  in  companies  of 
their  own  organization." 

"It  was  painful  to  note  the  salutes  given  by  some  of  the 
men  while  in  a  sitting  and  even  a  lying-down  position.  In 
this  connection  attention  is  called  to  paragraphs  149,  159,, 
151,  152  and  156  in  Laws  and  Regulations,  New  Hamp- 
shire National  Guard,  particularly  to  paragraph  15'2." 

"Details  should  be  set  at  work  almost  immediately  after 
arrival  in  camp,  and  certainly  by  'first  call  for  drill'  of  the 
second  morning  results  should  show  a  thoroughly  policed- 
camp  from  the  regimental  color  line  to  the  fence  in  the 
rear  also  in  and  about  brigade  headquarters." 

Appreciating  your  advice  in  my  work  during  this  en- 
campment, I  have  the  honor  to  be,  sir.

Sir: — Complying  with  paragraph  VII,  General  Orders 
No.  2  from  Brigade  Headquarters,  dated  June  4,  1908,  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  the  result  of  my  observations 
during  the  five  days  encampment  of  the  First  Regiment  of 
Infantry,  Battery  "A",  Company  "A"  Cavalry  and  Signal 
Corps  of  the  First  Brigade,  N.  H.  N.  G. 

The  daily  routine  was  practically  the  same  during  this 
encampment  as  previous  years,  the  only  difference  being 
the  absence  of  the  Second  Infantry  which  was  under  or- 
ders to  take  part  in  the  joint  Army  and  Militia  maneuvers 
at  Felts  Mills,  N.  Y.,  June  26  to  July  5,  the  net  results  of 
which  was  a  great  benefit  to  the  whole  Brigade. 

I  made  a  personal  inspection  of  the  Camp,  including  all 
the  mess  halls,  cook-houses,  stables  and  sinks  at  least  once 
each  day,  and  made  it  a  point  to  be  in  and  about  the  Regi- 
mental and  Company  streets  much  of  the  time  during  the 
day  and  evenmg,  taking  the  opportunity  to  observe  the 
policing,  the  condition  and  arrangement  of  tents ;  also 
military  courtesy  and  discipline. 

Under  verbal  orders  from  you,  and  in  obedience  to  in- 
structions in  Paragraph  XVII,  General  Orders  No.  1  from 
Brigade  Headquarters  dated  May  23rd,  1908,  which  was 
made  applicable  to  me,  I  gave  to  you  each  morning  the 
result  of  my  findings  of  the  previous  day  relative  to  mili- 
tary discipline  and  military  courtesy,  which  is  summarized 
as  follows :

The  low  marks  given  some  of  the  organizations  dur- 
ing the  week  are  caused  principally  by  the  entire  indiffer- 
ence in  the  rendering  of  the  proper  salute  to  seniors.  This 
occurred  in  many  instances  among  the  officers  as  well  as 
the  men,  and  more  often  among  officers  not  young  in  the 
service.  The  lack  of  prompt  obedience  to  the  requirements 
of  Paragraph  XVIII,  General  Orders  No.  2  Brigade 
Headquarters,  current  series,  after  several  times  calling 
attention  to  same,  affected  the  rating  of  Companies  D,  K, 
and  the  First  Infantry  Band. 

The  disregard  of  commands  in  Companies  D,  F,  K,  L 
and  E,  when  assembling  for  drills  and  roll  calls,  greatly 
lowered  their  standing  in  discipline.     Companies  F  and  E 
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also  were  formed  for  roll  call  before  assembly  was  sound- 
ed by  the  Regimental  trumpeters. 

Military  Discipline  and  Military  Courtesy  is  evidently 
not  forcibly  instilled  into  the  men  during  the  year  at  the 
home  stations. 

Paragraphs  XV  and  XVI  in  General  Orders  No.  2,  Bri- 
gade Headquarters,  current  series,  relative  to  passes  and 
persons  in  camp  after  tattoo  was  strictly  enforced  and  re- 
ports from  Concord  were  to  the  effect  that  "they  hardly 
knew  the  soldiers  were  here,"  and  very  little  trouble  was 
noticed  from  citizens  in  camp. 

It  is  certainly  with  much  satisfaction  that  I  report  that 
never  in  my  experience  has  the  State  Camp  Ground  been 
better  policed  than  at  the  1908  Encampment.  The  Quarter- 
master's Department  worked  hard  to  accomplish  this  re- 
sult, and  Major  Shaw  and  Captain  Osgood  deserve  a  good 
share  of  the  credit.  Their  respective  headquarters  were 
given  excellent  attention  this  year. 

It  was  very  gratifying  to  note  the  absence  of  large  piles 
of  smoking  refuse  and  tin  cans  and  heaps  of  garbage, 
which  years  before  have  been  an  unwholesome  sight  and 
an  unsanitary  condition.  The  rakings  from  policing  were 
removed  every  morning  by  teams  furnished  by  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  and  no  fires  were  allowed  to 
burn  during  the  day  time.  The  waste  and  garbage  from 
the  cook  houses  and  mess  halls  were  placed  into  receptacles 
and  systematically  cared  for.  These  improvements  add 
credit  to  the  Medical  Department  as  well  as  the  Quarter- 
master's Department. 

My  tabulated  findings  of  the  efficiency  of  police  work 
from  day  to  day  during  the  week  may  be  interesting  and 
conclusive :

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With  the  exception  of  Monday,  which,  being  the  first 
day,  is  hardly  right  to  inchide  in  the  average,  the  ratings 
of  the  different  organizations  would  all  have  been  at  least 
"Good"  and  some  "Excellent"  perhaps,  had  they  not  been 
effected  by  the  cluttered  and  unmilitarylike  condition  of 
the  interior  of  the  tents.  A  lower  rating  was  given  Com- 
panies G,  F,  B,  E,  I,  C  and  Battery  A  on  account  of  too 
many  cases,  boxes  or  barrels,  and  the  condition  in  which 
they  were  found  at  dififerent  times.  Companies  H,  D,  M, 
L,  A^  The  Band  and  Guard  Headquarters  showed  lack,  on 
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certain  days,  of  careful  policing  in  and  immediately  around 
the  Quarters. 

I  want  to  repeat  that  too  much  valuable  space  is  taken 
up  in  Quarters  by  boxes,  cases,  barrels,  etc.  Although  they 
are  removed  or  covered  up  during  our  usual  Thursday's 
official  inspection,  they  are  very  much  in  evidence  the  be- 
ginning of  the  week.  As  I  have  said  in  a  previous  report, 
"policing  should  extend  to  the  inside  of  tents  and  no  loose 
papers  left  to  blow  about." 

Nails  and  screws  in  an  upright  and  the  ridgepole  of  one 
of  D  Company's  tents,  nails  in  an  upright  in  one  of  the 
Band  tents,  and  tacks  in  an  upright  in  one  of  the  Signal 
Corp's  tents,  counted  against  these  organizations.  These, 
of  course,  were  ordered  removed. 

In  making  my  inspection  of  Quarters  on  Wednesday, 
I  noted  3T  tents  which  were  needing  repairs,  and  6  which 
should  be  condemned,  2  uprights  and  1  ridgepole  splint- 
ered and  should  not  be  used  again,  76  tent  floors  needing 
repairs,  and  43  mattresses  unfit  for  use.  Besides  the  nails 
and  screws  mentioned  above,  I  removed  2  nails  from  an 
upright  in  one  of  the  attendant's  Quarters  at  Brigade 
Headquarters. 

To  better  the  arrangement  of  Quarters,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  we  adopt,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  gun-rack  of  uni- 
form size  and  shape.  An  upright  rack  made  with  a  half 
circle  base  to  set  practically  half  way  around  the  rear  tent 
pole  is  a  good  shape. 

The  stables  presented  their  usual  good  appearance.  Any 
holes  in  the  ground  of  the  horse  stall  or  in  the  ground  be- 
tween the  stall  and  the  outside  of  the  stable  should  be 
filled  in  by  the  stable  men  before  using. 

Fakirs  and  venders  were  few  and  those  who  were  al- 
lowed on  the  grounds  handled  themselves  satisfactory.  The 
b-arbers  gave  no  particular  trouble.

The  Medical  Department  certainly  comes  in  for  its 
share  of  praise  for  its  earnest  and  efficient  work  toward 
the  sanitary  perfection  of  the  Camp. 

Plenty  of  chloride  and  plenty  of  soil  was  almost  always 
found  to  have  been  used  in  the  sinks.  If  there  was  any 
neglect  in  the  least,  it  happened  when  the  chloride  of  lime 
was  temporarily  out.  The  sink  at  the  Guard  Headquarters 
was  sometimes  apparently  neglected,  as  also  was  the 
policing. 

In  referring  to  the  Medical  Department,  I  want  to  men- 
tion that  I  happened  to  be  present  soon  after  the  accident 
to  Private  Whitcomb  of  Company  H  when  he  accidently 
had  a  bayonet  run  into  his  back  during  a  skirmish  run, 
and  that  I  took  the  occasion  to  note  the  work  of  the  sur- 
geon and  assistant  surgeons  of  the  First  Infantry,  also  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  Corps  during  the  dressing  of  the 
wound,  and  I  am  sure  that  it  is  in  place  to  commend  the 
■efficiency  and  thoroughness  of  the  surgeons,  also  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  Corps  during  the  operation.  I  noticed,  how- 
ever, that  before  they  had  finished,  they  got  out  of  and 
were  getting  low  on  such  medical  supplies  as  alcohol, 
medicated  gauze  and  absorbent  cotton.  It  would  seem 
that  such  emergency  supplies  as  these  should  always  be 
well  stacked  at  the  Post  Hospital  during  any  Encamp- 
ment. I  noticed  also  that  hot  water  had  to  be  carried 
from  some  distance,  taking  considerable  time.  Water 
might  be  boiled  on  an  oil  stove  at  the  Hospital. 

Major  Webber  stated  that  some  supplies  had  been  rather 
slow  in  reaching  them  this  year,  mentioning  peroxide  of 
hydrogen,  which  at  that  time  he  was  out  of.  I  should  ex- 
pect that  requisitions  from  the  Medical  Department,  when 
reasonable,  would  receive  prompt  attention. 

I  failed  to  hear  a  complaint  regarding  the  food  served 
at  any  mess,  or  the  method  of  serving.  The  mess  halls 
and  cook  houses  usually  had  a  neat  and  clean  appearance. 
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The  addition  of  shower-bath  accommodations  at  Bri- 
gade Headquarters  would  be  healthful  and  certainly  ap- 
preciated. 

My  time  during  the  week  for  the  observation  of  drills 
and  ceremonies  and  the  performance  of  guard  duty  was 
somewhat  limited. 

From  the  result  of  my  inspections  this  Spring,  and  from 
my  previous  experience  with  the  performance  of  guard 
duty,  I  am  positive  that  your  custom  of  detailing  a  per- 
manent ofBcer  for  the  week  who  is  independent  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  guard,  and  whose  duty  it  is  to  inspect  and  in- 
struct the  guard  at  guard  headquarters  and  on  post,  is  the 
only  method  which  can  be  successfully  adopted  to  bring 
about  a  betterment  of  the  performance  of  guard  duty. 

We  have  always  complained  that  the  men  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  come  into  camp  without  the  proper  knowl- 
edge and  training  of  Guard  Duty.  Officers  of  a  com- 
pany during  the  year,  at  home  and  at  our  encampments, 
are  more  interested  in  drills  than  any  other  branch  of  the 
work :  perhaps  this  is  perfectly  natural.  However,  Guard 
Duty  is  just  as  important  and  if  the  companies  cannot  or 
do  not  receive  the  practical  instructions  at  home  absolute 
means  should  be  given  and  expected  at  a  camp  of  instruc- 
tion. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  officer  detailed  for  this  branch 
of  the  service  should  be  free  from  any  other  military  duty, 
and  that  he  should  have  absolute  authority  to  instruct  and 
to  correct  all  errors  from  the  very  moment  the  call  is 
sounded  each  day  for  guard  mounting  to  the  moment  the 
guard  is  relieved  of  its  twenty-four  hour  duty. 

It  is  plainly  obvious  that  officers  and  men  alike  need  the 
instructions  in  the  theoretical  and  practical  performance 
of  guard  duty — guard  duty  which  may  be  applied  any- 
where and  under  any  emergencies. 
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Do  not  let  this  reflect  in  tHe  least  upon  the  faithful  and 
efficient  work  of  Lieutenant  James  B.  Crowley,  Aide-de- 
Camp,  part  of  whose  duties  were  with  the  guard. 

Allow  me  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assist- 
ance given  by  Captain  William  E.  Hunt,  who  I  am  certain 
we  were  all  glad  to  have  with  us  again  for  the  week's  en- 
campment.

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  tour 
of  duty  performed  by  the  First  Brigade,  New  Hampshire 
National  Guard,  at  the  State  Camp  Grounds,  June  21-28, 
1907. 

In  accordance  with  General  Orders  No.  6,  dated  Adjutant- 
General's  office,  March  22nd,  c.  s.,  the  Brigade  went  into 
Camp  on  the  above  date,  at  the  State  grounds.  Concord, 
N.  H. 

The  general  lay-out  of  the  camp  was  the  same  as  in  past 
years,  with  the  exception  of  the  General  Headquarters,  the 
quarters  of  the  Staffs  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  and 
Brigade  Commander  being  pitched  twelve  (12)  feet  in  the 
rear  of  the  line  originally  established,  giving  twenty-four 
(21:)  more  feet  of  space  in  width  inside  of  the  Headquarters 
park.  The  Cavalry  quarters  were  pitched  thirty  (30)  feet 
farther  to  the  left,  giving  a  wider  street  between  the  Bat- 
tery and  Cavalry. 

The  Camp  was  made  under  the  direction  of  Major  E. 
Ray  Shaw,  Brigade  Quartermaster.  The  several  Head- 
quarters  were   pitched   on    Saturday,    the   22nd,   the   work 
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being  performed  by  laborers.     The  tents  of  all  the  dififerent 
organizations  were  pitched  after  their  arrival  on  Monday. 

Brigade  and  Infantry  Headquarters  were  established  oni 
the  grounds  at  12  o'clock  on  the  22nd. 

The  organizations  reported  for  duty  as  per  General 
Orders  No.  6,  Adjutant-General's  office  and  Brigade  Order 
No.  1  c.  s.,  as  follows : — Troop  A,  Cavalry,  8 :50  a.  m. 
having  marched  over-land ;  1st  Infantry,  10 :30  a.  m.,  by 
special  train  service ;  2nd  Infantry,  10 :40,  by  special  and 
regular  train  service ;  1st  Field  Battery  at  2 :50  p.  m., 
marching  from  their  armory  in  Manchester.  Their  report 
was  about  two  hours  later  than  in  past  years,  owing  to  the 
time  being  taken  up  in  getting  the  new  equipment  ready. 

The  routine  as  prescribed  in  General  Orders  No.  2,  these- 
Headquarters,  was  taken  up  at  12  o'clock  m.,  on  Monday, 
and  carried  out  throughout  the  tour,  without  change. 

The  Commanding  Officers  prescribed  the  drill  for  their 
respective  commands.  A  large  amount  of  work  was  per- 
formed by  the  Infantry  outside  of  the  camp  grounds  in 
practice  marches,  extended  order  and  out-post  instructions. 
The  Field  Battery  took  up  the  new  drill  regulations  for 
Field  Battery,  for  the  first  time  after  receiving  their  new 
equipment.  The  Cavalry  had  both  mounted  and  dismounted 
drill. 

On  Wednesday,  Brigade  evening  parade  was  dispensed 
with,  on  account  of  a  severe  shower  just  at  the  hour  for 
parade. 

Tuesday,  the  25th,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Governor 
Chas.  M.  Floyd  and  Staff  arrived  officially,  under  escort  of 
Troop  A,  Cavalry,  and  were  received  with  the  prescribed 
salute  of  seventeen  guns  by  the  First  Field  Battery. 

On  Thursday,  the  26th,  the  Brigade  was  reviewed  at  4 
o'clock  p.  m.,  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  and  Com- 
ander-in-Chief,  Chas.  M.  Floyd. 

Guard  duty  was  by  the  Brigade  guard,  except  the  Battery 
and  Cavalry  grounds,  where  each  organization  maintained 
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a  guard  from  their  own  ranks,  but  vmder  the  instruction 
of  the  officer  detailed  as  special  instructor  of  the  Guard. 

The  order  for  breaking-  camp  was  promulgated  at  12  m., 
on  Friday ;  the  guard  was  relieved,  and  the  men  prepared' 
to  break  camp.  At  two  o'clock,  the  camp  was  struck  in  the 
usual  way. 

The  Field  Battery  left  the  grounds  at  12  :10,  leaving  a 
detachment  to  fire  the  closing  gun,  arriving  at  their  armory 
in  Manchester,  at  7 :20  o'clock  p.  m.,  men  and  horses  in 
good  condition. 

The  Infantry  marched  from  the  grounds  at  2  :30,  and  was 
dismissed  at  the  railroad  station  in  Concord,  at  3  p.  m., 
where  the  companies  entrained  for  their  respective  stations. 

The  camp  as  a  whole,  I  consider  a  most  excellent  tour 
of  duty.  The  weather  was  very  favorable — the  health  of 
men  was  excellent — and  the  large  amount  of  work  per- 
formed was  very  beneficial  to  the  National  Guard. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  pitched  its  large 
assembly  tent  upon  the  grounds,  and  remained  during  the 
tour  of  duty.  Their  presence  with  us  is  much  appreciated, 
as  is  fully  demonstrated  by  the  large  numbers  of  men  who 
gather  there  when  oflf  duty.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Association^ 
for  the  many  favors  shown  by  the  State  Secretary. 

In  connection  with  this  report,  I  will  say  that  in  accord- 
ance with  par.  8,  General  Orders  No.  2,  these  Headquarters, 
c.  s.,  Major  Arthur  H.  Knowlton,  Asst.  Inspector-General 
made  a  daily  inspection  of  the  entire  camp,  and  at  the  close 
of  same,  submitted  his  report,  wiiich  I  have  approved,  and 
submit  with  and  as  a  part  of  my  report. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  prompt  and  cheerful  response 
to  duty  by  all  officers  and  men.  To  my  personal  stafif  and 
the  Adjutant-General,  I  feel  grateful  for  the  valuable 
services  rendered  during  the  tour  of  duty.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of 
the  tour  of  duty  performed  by  the  2nd  Infantry,  N.  H.  N. 
G.,  at  the  Annual  Encampment,  June  24  to  28,  1907.  In 
accordance  with  General  Orders  No.  6,  A,  G.  O.,  dated 
March  22  c.  s.,  and  General  Orders  No.  1,  Brigade  Head- 
quarters, dated  May  4,  c.  s.,  the  2nd  Infantry  was  ordered 
into  camp  at  the  State  Camp  Grounds,  at  Concord,  N.  H., 
June  24,  1907,  for  five  days'  duty.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  my  obser- 
vations at  the  annual  encampment  of  the  State  National- 
Guard  at  Concord,  June  15  to  19,  1908,  and  append  a  re- 
port made  to  me  by  Captain  William  E.  Hunt,  22nd  Unit- 
ed States  Infantry,  who  was  directed  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment to  assist  me. 

One  and  usually  both  of  us  were  present  at  the  various 
drills  and  exercises  of  the  encampment.  I  commend  Cap- 
tain Hunt's  report  to  careful  consideration  as  he  was  es- 
pecially assigned  to  the  observation  of  detailed  operations 
of  the  Infantry,  while  my  observations  were  of  a  more  gen- 
eral nature,  with  special  attention  to  the  Cavalry  and  Ar- 
tillery. He  worked  zealously  and  efficiently  and  attended 
all  of  the  officers'  schools  and  accompanied  the  battalions 
in  their  field  exercises,  where  the  inside  working  of  the 
companies  could  be  observed. 

The  presence  of  His  Excellency,  Governor  Floyd,  and 
Stafif,  during  the  entire  encampment  not  only  indicated  to 
the  troops  and  people  generally  the  importance  of  this 
military  encampment,  but  inspired  effort  and  excellence  in 
the  daily  routine  of  duty,  and  the  following  summary  ol 
the  daily  attendance  shows  at  least  a  healthy  spirit  and 
interest  among  the  troops  in  their  attendance  at  the  camp.

-officers  and  91  men. 

June  17 — Present,  77  officers  and  799  men.  Absent  3 
officers  and  85  men. 

June  18 — Present,  80  officers  and  810  men.  Absent  2 
officers  and  74  men. 

June  19 — Present,  79  officers  and  809  men.  Absent  3 
officers  and  75  men. 

The  fact  that  one  regiment  of  Infantry  w^as  not  present 
at  the  encampment,  because  detailed  to  attend  the  man- 
euvers with  the  regular  troops  in  New  York  State  instead, 
was  not  detrimental  to  this  encampment  but  on  the  con- 
trary inspired  the  importance  of  the  service  generally  and 
the  special  efifort  in  those  present  to  prepare  for  their  turn 
at  the  maneuvers  another  year.  This  was  especially  mani- 
fest in  the  officers'  schools,  as  well  as  by  individual  in- 
quiries as  to  what  they  would  be  called  upon  to  do  at  the 
maneuvers.  In  answer  to  some  of  these  inquiries  I  fixed 
up  and  demonstrated  theoretically  by  maps  and  lectures 
some  problems  of  operations  of  a  brigade  of  the  size  of 
the  one  in  camp,  on  reconnoissance  duty,  showing  the 
natural  disposition  and  operations  of  an  engagement  by 
the  command  moving  as  an  advance  guard  to  the  main 
army  and  feeling  its  way  into  the  enemy's  country.  While 
but  a  short  time  could  be  devoted  to  such  theoretical  in- 
struction it  at  least  outlined  the  operations  for  which  arm- 
ory and  parade  ground  drills  are  a  preparation,  which  I 
believe  is  an  important  thing  to  do,  the  same  as  an  in- 
structor in  mathematics  illustrates  bridge  and  railroad 
building  to  students  in  algebra  and  geometry  to  show  them 
for  what  purpose  they  are  studying  and  how  their  dry 
mathematics  are  to  be  applied  practically.

As  I  have  suggested  before,  I  think  a  school  of  two 
•days  for  the  commissioned  officers  early  in  the  year  would 
be  a  good  thing.  I  find  the  officers  eager  to  learn,  but  that 
many  of  them  who  have  been  in  the  service  a  long  time 
have  never  opened  the  books  necessary  to  inform  them- 
selves of  field  operations,  the  one  object  for  which  soldiers 
are  enlisted  and  companies  and  regiments  organized.  By 
attending  such  a  school  early  in  the  year  and  having  a 
course  outlined  each  officer  can  find  time  to  pretty  well 
prepare  himself  during  the  year  for  giving  instructions 
at  the  encampment  or  for  going  to  the  maneuvers.  I 
think  it  is  a  fact  that  the  officers  generally  show  lack  of 
instruction  not  only  in  the  elementary  drill  regulations 
but  in  what  we  call  "minor  tactics."  To  obviate  this  I 
think  it  would  be  well  if  a  general  program  of  instruction 
could  be  issued  from  General  Headquarters  just  after  the 
encampment  each  year  outlining  a  course  of  instruction 
to  be  pursued  by  the  troops,  leaving  the  detailed  orders  to 
be  published  by  the  regiment  and  battalion  commanders 
.and  for  the  majors  of  battalions  to  visit  their  several  com- 
panies once  every  three  months  and  see  that  their  pro- 
grams of  instructions  are  systematically  carried  out.  I 
have  found  at  inspection  of  the  various  companies  at  their 
home  stations  a  diversity  of  methods  and  sometimes  no 
method  in  the  weekly  drills.  Each  company  is  required 
to  have  one  and  one  half  hours  drill  each  week  and  with 
the  same  scheme  of  progressive  instruction  carried  out  in 
all  the  companies  for  52  weeks  in  the  year  all  companies 
■could  join  their  regiments  at  the  encampment  at  the  man- 
euvers ready  for  field  operations  and  what  I  might  per- 
haps call  the  business  of  soldiering. 

Parades  and  ceremonies  were  very  good  during  the  last 
days  of  the  encampment  and  some  field  work  was  done 
by  the  battalions  which  is  spoken  of  in  detail  in  Captain 
Hunt's  report.  The  cavalry  drilled  fairly  well  at  slow 
•gaits  and  had  some  dismounted  action  drill  in  camp.  The 
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battery  drills  were  good,  and  the  Signal  and  Hospital  De- 
tachments just  organized  showed  good  instruction  for  the 
time  that  they  have  been  organized.  The  cavalry  came 
to  camp  with  horses  that  have  been  there  before  and  the 
troop  does  well  at  close  order  movements,  but  they  are 
not  equipped  so  that  they  can  drill  in  field  exercises  or 
dismounted  fighting.  All  the  horse  equipments  they  have 
are  bridles,  saddles,  blankets  and  gun  scabbards.  They 
have  neither  halters,  lariats,  picket  pins,  saddle  bags,  nose 
bags,  links,  knives,  forks,  spoons,  or  shelter  tents.  These 
would  be  required  at  once  to  enable  them  to  take  the  field 
or  go  to  maneuvers. 

The  battery  is  fully  armed  and  equipped  with  the  best 
of  guns  and  equipments  for  field  service.  It  should,  how- 
ever, have  target  practice  with  sub-calibre  guns,  but  I  be- 
lieve these  guns  are  being  secured  so  as  to  be  able  to  use 
the  present  infantry  ammunition.  It  would  be  a  good  les- 
son for  the  battery  to  go  out  on  the  Manchester  range 
for  one  day  at  least  each  year  and  fire  these  sub-calibre 
guns.  This,  I  think,  would  be  perfectly  practicable,  there 
is  of  course,  no  opportunity  at  the  encampment,  in  fact, 
it  is  hardly  the  time  or  place  for  target  practice.  I 
watched  the  battery  drills  very  carefully.  The  horses 
looked  and  behaved  well  and  were  managed  well  and  the 
cannoneers    performed   their    drills    well. 

There  is  need  of  attention  to  the  trumpets  and  instruc- 
tion of  trumpeters  in  the  Infantry  so  that  the  calls  may 
be  uniform  and  properly  sounded.  I  found  a  variety  of 
trumpets,  and  some  companies  were  without  a  trumpeter 
who  could  properly  sound  the  calls.  It  seems  that  the 
trumpets  in  use  are  of  different  "keys." 

Guard  Duty. — Before  the  encampment  was  over  there 
were  some  very  good  guard-mountings  and  the  sentinels 
on  post  knew  their  duties  and  performed  them  well,  much 
better  than  last  year,  I  think.  Guard-duty  cannot  be  well 
learned  from  books  alone,  but  companies  at  their  home 
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Stations  might  practice  it  by  occasionally  posting  a  guard 
about  their  armories.  I  have  seen  very  good  instructions 
given  in  this  way.  In  almost  any  armory  the  company 
officers  can  have  a  guardniounting  and  post  sentinels  in 
the  prescribed  v^ay  and  go  about  and  question  these  senti- 
nels and  show  them  how  to  walk  post,  salute  and  actually 
perform  guard  duty. 

Police. — While  it  was  not  my  special  duty  to  inspect  the 
police  and  sanitation  of  the  camp  in  detail  it  was  observed 
in  a  general  way  and  there  was  certainly  much  improve- 
ment over  last  year.  I  believe  that  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  Army  has  devised  a  camp  crematory,  which  it  would 
be  desirable  to  have  in  this  camp. 

Discipline. — I  think  the  appearance  and  general  disci- 
pline of  the  troops  is  worthy  of  commendation.  I  noticed 
especially  the  matter  of  saluting  and  in  going  about  the 
camp  informally  as  I  did  a  great  deal  to  observe  drills  and 
give  instructions  I  scarcely  failed  to  received  the  proper 
salute  either  from  sentinels  or  individual  officers  or  men. 
This  is,  always  an  index  of  the  discipline  in  the  camp. 

Personnel. — I  have  not  only  seen  these  companies  at  in- 
spection in  their  home  armories  but  at  camp  and  I  think 
the  present  personnel  of  the  companies  very  good,  and 
think  it  is  improved  this  year  on  account  of  the  care  that 
has  been  taken  in  enlistment.  The  appearance  of  officers 
has  been  improved  by  the  Legislature  appropriating  an 
allotment  for  their  uniforms  and  equipments. 

The  re-organization  effected  by  the  Governor  last  Fall 
to  conform  to  that  of  the  regular  army  has  done  much  in 
the  direction  of  businesslike  administration  and  work.  The 
majors  now  each  have  a  working  staff,  adjutant,  quarter- 
master, commissary  and  sergeant  major  and  the  companies 
are  not  only  filled  up  to  the  sufficient  number  of  men  to 
drill  and  maneuver  with,  but  the  appointment  of  regi- 
mental non-commissioned  officers  has  obviated  the  deplet- 
ing of  ranks  of  companies  by  detailing  their  non-commis- 
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sioned  officers  for  these  staff  positions.  In  this  connection 
I  would  give  emphasis  to  Captain  Hunt's  comment  in  his 
report  upon  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers 
absenting  themselves  from  drills.  Every  officer  and  non- 
commissioned officer  is  needed  in  his  place  at  all  times. 
The  lieutenants  are  as  essential  as  the  captains,  and  the 
captains  should  not  only  use  them  but  see  that  they  know 
and  do  their  duties ;  and  every  sergeant  and  corporal  not 
only  has  a  place  and  important  duties  in  the  ranks,  but 
he  has  administrative  duties ;  he  is  chief  of  his  section  or 
squad  and  should  be  in  fact  the  actual  commander  of  this 
small  fraction  of  the  company  and  when  the  fractions  are 
concentrated  for  drill  under  the  command  of  the  captain 
or  other  superior,  each  sergeant  should  correct  faults  in 
a  quiet  way  as  much  as  the  captain  or  lieutenant,  and  the 
first  sergeant  of  the  company  should  always  march  the 
company's  detail  on  to  the  line  at  guardmounting. 

Text  Books. — I  believe  the  State  now  provides  the  com- 
panies with  copies  of  Drill  Regulations,  but  I  think  at 
least  one  copy  of  Wagner's  "Service  of  Security  and  In- 
formation" should  be  furnished  each  company,  troop  and 
battery.  It  not  only  supplements  the  Drill  Regulations  but 
is  the  authorized  manual  for  outpost  and  reconnoissance 
duties.  We  found  in  the  officer's  schools  that  the  officers 
generally  had  hardly  seen  this  book,  but  that  when  they 
were  shown  .some  of  the  illustrations  therein  they  at  once 
had  better  comprehension  of  battle  tactics,  which  are  but 
touched  upon  in  the  so-called  Drills  regulations. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  very  courteous 
consideration  of  the  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief 
and  subordinate  Officers  shown  the  representatives  of  the 
regular  army  assigned  to  duty  at  the  encampment.  It  is  an 
important  part  of  Regular  officers'  duty  to  co-operate  with 
the  State  authorities  in  these  schools  of  military  instruction 
that  we  have  to  rely  upon  to  prepare  for  war.  emergencies 
and  the  nearer  we  can  keep  together  in  our  tactical  and 
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administrative  matters  the  better  will  the  National  and 
State  troops  join  and  fight  the  first  battle  of  a  sudden  war, 
and  history  shows  that  war  always  comes  suddenly  to  the 
first  participants.

Sir : — In  compliance  with  verbal  instructions  received 
from  you  June  19th  last,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  fol- 
lows regarding  the  annual  encampment  of  the  N.  H.  N.  G., 
at  Concord,  N.  H.,  June  15  to  19  inclusive.  I  enclose 
herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
War,  authorizing  me  to  be  present  at  the  above  camp. 

By  invitation  of  the  Brigade  Commander,  Brigadier 
General  Jason  E.  Tolles,  I  proceeded  to  Concord,  N.  H., 
Saturday,  June  13th,  with  himself  and  stafT,  there  await- 
ing the  arrival  of  troops  on  the  forenoon  of  June  15th. 
Details  reported  Saturday  the  13th,  and  the  company 
streets  were  staked  and  the  tents  at  Brigade  and  Regi- 
mental Headquarters  were  put  up  on  that  date. 

By  invitation  of  the  Inspector  General,  I  was  present, 
Monday,  June  15th,  and  saw  the  1st  Infantry  detrain  at 
the  Concord  station  about  9  a.  m.,  which  detraining  was 
very  quickly  and  quietly  done,  and  the  regiment  soon 
formed  and  marched  to  camp. 

Upon  your  arrival  in  camp,  I  reported  in  person  about 
11  a.  m.,  Monday,  June  15th,  pursuant  to  instructions  con- 
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tained  in  enclosed  copy  of  letter  from  the  Adjutant  General 
U.  S.  Army. 

In  compliance  with  your  verbal  instructions  my  time  in 
camp  was  spent  in  attending  the  prescribed  drills  and  offi- 
cers' schools,  the  former  by  battalions  under  their  respec- 
tive majors  with  myself  as  instructor  and  the  latter  by 
battalions  under  my  direction.  A  minimum  of  time  was 
devoted  to  close  order  drills  on  the  camp  grounds,  which 
ground  incidentally  is  about  one-fourth  the  necessary  area, 
and  so  level  and  absolutely  devoid  of  cover  and  natural 
features  that  it  is  useless  for  extended  order  instruction. 

Under  my  direction  one  battalion  left  the  camp  ground 
each  drill  period  (battalions  alternating)  for  instruction  in 
advance  and  rear  guard ;  outposts  and  normal  attack 
formation  on  ground  adapted  for  such  formations.  I  was 
also  present  at  guard  mounting  each  day  instructing  the 
various  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  in  their 
several  duties  and  positions.  At  the  request  of  the  Com- 
manding Officer  1st  Infantry,  I  demonstrated  to  'he  offi- 
cers of  that  regiment,  the  proper  method  of  folding  tent- 
age  and  also  made  one  inspection  of  the  work  of  the  de- 
tachment Signal  Corps  which  was  good  considering  "the 
very  limited  equipment  now  in  the  hands  of  the  corps. 

Summary  of  drills,  etc.,  attended: 

Battalion  drills,  close  order 3 

Battalion  drills  extended  order  .  A 
Battalion  drills  officers  schools  . .  .5 
Guard  mountings i 

Observations  and  suggestions  : — 

1.  The  attendance  at  drills  was  too  small.  Companies 
with  reported  enlisted  strength  of  55  to  60  turned  out  at 
drill  averaging  4  squads. 

2.  First  sergeants  attended  no  drills  and  only  about 
half  the  first  sergeants  marched  their  details  on  at  guard 
mountinsf. 
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Inquiry  was  made  but  no  good  reason  advanced  in  an- 
swer to  1  and  2  above.  .  The  very  careless  custom  seems 
to  have  grown  up  in  the  1st  Infantry  for  these  non-com- 
missioned ofBcers  so  essential  to  every  company  to  loaf 
in  company  streets  throughout  the  entire  tour  of  duty.  Or- 
ders were  sent,  by  the  Brigade  Commander  to  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  this  regiment  to  rectify  1  and  2  above, 
but  these  orders  were  not  carried  out  and  the  first  ser- 
geants attended  no  drills  during  the  camp. 

3.  Absence  of  lieutenants  and  other  file  closers  at  drills. 
The  following  is  a  fair  example : 

On  the  afternoon  of  June  18  in  Major  E.  A.  G.  Smith's 
battalion  at  drill.  Captain  Irving  was  the  only  company 
commander  having  any  file  closer  present,  his  company 
having  five  squads  present  in  addition  to  both  his  lieuten- 
ants and  his  duty  sergeants.  The  only  apparent  absentee 
was  his  first  sergeant.  I  spoke  to  Captain  Irving  regard- 
ing his  apparent  large  attendance  and  he  replied  to  the 
■effect  that  he  considered  himself  and  his  men  under  State 
pay  and  therefore  had  drills  to  attend  and  some  return  to 
make  to  the  State  and  National  Government  for  money 
expended.  Would  that  all  company  commanders  were 
•equally  efficient  and  conscientious. 

4.  The  whole  command  I  found  not  only  willing  but 
very  anxious  to  be  shown  and  to  learn.  Nothing  but  the 
heartiest  co-operation  and  courtesy  was  shown  me 
throughout  the  tour  of  duty  and  the  results  obtained  in  the 
very  short  time  were  very  gratifying. 

5.  The  annual  five  days'  tour  of  duty  should  be  extend- 
ed to  at  least  a  week,  ten  days  or  two  weeks  would  be 
better. 

6.  The  discipline,  order  and  courtesy  of  the  command 
was  very  good.  I  did  not  see  a  case  of  drunkenness  or 
■disorderly  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  enlisted  men. 

7.  I  had  no  time  to  give  instruction  in  routine  paper 
work  which  is  needed,  even  on  such  elementarv  matters 
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as  morning  reports,  which  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Brigade  states  are  several  hours  late  and  then  returned 
repeatedly  for  correction. 

8.  There  is  not  time  in  a  five  days'  tour  of  duty  (net- 
ting 3  days'  drills)  to  instruct  officers  and  men  as  complete- 
ly or  as  well  as  would  be  possible  if  provision  were  made 
for  an  officer's  school  preceding  the  annual  encampment. 
There  should  be  an  officer's  school  in  camp  on  State  pay 
for  at  least  a  week  under  a  U.  S.  Army  officer,  at  some 
convenient  time  preceding  the  annual  tour  Ox  v^uty  and  all 
officers  required  to  attend  the  same.  If  this  were  done, 
then  time  now  necessarily  taken  in  drill  periods  to  in- 
struct officers  can  be  devoted  to  instruction  of  the  enlist- 
ed men. 

I  have  derived  both  pleasure  and  profit  by  attendance  at 
this  year's  encampment  and  it  has  been  a  great  satisfac- 
tion to  me  to  see  the  alacrity  with  which  my  methods  and 
suggestions  have  been  taken  up  by  all  concerned.  This 
could  not  have  happened  without  the  cordial  co-operation 
of  Adjutant  General  Cilley,  Brigadier  General  Tolles  and 
yourself,  which  is  heartily  appreciated  and  hereby  acknowl- 
edged.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  An- 
nual Encampment  of  the  First  Infantry,  Battery  A  Field 
Artillery  and  Troop  A  Cavalry,  N.  H.  N.  G.  at  the  State 
Camp  Grounds,  Concord,  N.  H.,  June  15,  W,  17,  18,  19, 
1908. 
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In  accordance  with  General  Orders  No.  li,  dated  The 
Adjutant  General's  Office  May  21,  c.  s.,  the  First  Infan- 
try, Battery  A  Field  Artillery,  Troop  A  Cavalry,  Signal 
Corps  and  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  General  Staff 
Corps  assigned  to  the  Brigade,  Regimental  and  un- 
attached Company  Headquarters,  went  into  Camp  at  the 
State  Camp  Grounds,  Concord,  June  loth,  for  five  days 
Camp  of  instruction. 

The  Camp  was  laid  out  by  Major  E.  Ray  Shaw  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  and  conformed  to  Regula- 
tions, as  nearly  as  was  found  practicable.  All  of  the 
ground  usually  used  for  tentage  was  taken  in  the  lay-out. 
The  color-line  of  the  Infantry  covered  1003  feet,  the  Bat- 
tery Park  350  feet,  and  the  Cavalry  112  feet,  making  a 
total  length  of  color-line  of  1,465  feet. 

Brigade  Headquarters  was  established  on  Saturday, 
June  13th.  All  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Gen- 
eral Staff  Corps  assigned  to  the  First  Brigade,  reported  at 
that  time.  Commanding  officers  of  the  First  Infantry  re- 
ported at  12  m.,  on  Saturday,  the  13th. 

The  tents  at  Brigade  Headquarters,  Headquarters  of 
the  First  Infantry,  and  those  for  the  Battery  and  Cavalry 
were  pitched  on  Saturday — those  for  the  Infantry  being 
pitched  after  the  arrival  of  the  companies,  Monday. 

Troop  A  Cavalry  reported  at  7  :50  a.  m.,  having  marched 
over  the  road,  leaving  Henniker  at  2  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  First  Infantry  travelled  by  special  train,  and  ar- 
rived at  Concord  at  9  :32,  21  minutes  behind  scheduled 
time,  reporting  at  the  Camp  grounds  at  10  :13  a.  m. 

Battery  A  Field  Artillery  left  Manchester  at  6  :35  a.  m., 
coming  over  the  road,  and  reported  at  1 :15  p.  m.,  horses 
and  men  in  good  condition. 

The  regular  routine  of  daily  duty  was  taken  up  at  12 
o'clock  m.,  Monday  the  15th,  as  per  General  Orders  No. 
2,  these  Headquarters,  and  it  was  carried  out  during  the 
tour  of  duty  without  change.  A  great  amount  of  work  was 
done,  with  good  results. 
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The  Infantry  used  up  most  of  the  drill  period  in  extend- 
ed order  drill.  Aside  from  the  great  amount  of  work  done 
upon  the  camp  grounds,  each  Battalion  went  outside  for 
extended  drill  and  instruction  in  advance  and  rear  guard 
and  out-post  duty. 

The  Battery  and  Cavalry  drilled  four  hours  each  day, 
the  Cavalry  taking  a  part  of  the  time  as  Infantry  drill. 

On  Tuesday,  at  11 :30  a.  m.,  His  Excellency,  the  Govern- 
or and  Commander-in-Chief,  Chas.  M.  Floyd  and  Stafif 
offtcially  arrived,  under  escort  of  Troop  A  Cavalry  and 
First  Infantry  Band.  He  was  received  at  Brigade  Head- 
quarters by  the  Brigade  Commander  and  ofBcers  of  the 
Staff  Corps,  where  quarters  had  been  arranged. 

The  Governor  and  StafT  remained  until  the  close  of  the 
tour  of  duty. 

Thursday,  the  18th,  the  Brigade  was  reviewed  by  His 
Excellency,  the  ceremony  being  witnessd  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  people,  and  I  believe  the  organizations  are  entitled 
to  a  great  amount  of  credit  for  their  fine  appearance. 

The  ofBcial  inspection  of  Quarters,  Mess  buildings, 
stables  and  other  buildings  was  made  by  General  Wm. 
Sullivan,  Inspector  General,  on  Thursday,  at  11  o'clock  a. 
m.  He  was  accompanied  on  this  tour  by  His  Excellency 
the  Governor,  the  Adjutant-General  and  officers  of  the 
U.  S.  A. 

I  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  sinks,  wash-houses 
and  mess  buildings  on  Saturday,  the  13th ;  this  inspection 
was  made  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Department,  and 
the  general  conditions  were  found  good.  There  were  three 
sinks  condemned,  one  torn  down,  and  the  other  two  were 
ordered  nailed  up,  and  not  to  be  used.  A  few  repairs 
were  found  necessary  to  the  sink  covers  and  shelters, 
which  were  quickly  done  by  order  of  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Camp  were  under  the 
charge     of  the    Medical  Department,    and  I  believe    that 
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:great  praise  is  due  this  department  for  its  most  excellent 
work. 

In  accordance  with  General  Orders  No.  2,  Par.  7,  Major 
Arthur  H.  Knowlton,  Inspector  General,  made  a  daily  in- 
spection of  the  Camp ;  he  also  was  detailed  with  special  in- 
structions to  observe  the  efficiency  of  discipline  and  mili- 
tary courtesy  (Par.  17,  Gen.  Orders  No.  1)  and  reported 
his  findings  each  day.  At  the  close  of  the  tour  of  duty,  he 
filed  a  written  report  of  his  findings,  which  I  forward  with 
this  report,  approved,  and  recommend  that  it  be  pub- 
lished in  your  biennial  report. 

Lt.  Col.  H.  E.  Tutherly,  U.  S.  A.,  retired,  assigned  for 
duty  with  the  N.  H.  N.  G.,  reported  on  Sunday  the  14th, 
and  remained  during  the  Encampment.  Col.  Tutherly  takes 
■a  great  interest  in  the  Militia,  and  with  his  long  service  in 
the  Regular  Army,  his  advice  and  counsel  are  of  great 
value. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  War  Department,  Capt. 
Wm.  E.  Hunt,  22nd  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.,  was  detailed  and 
assigned  for  duty  with  the  N.  H.  N.  G.  at  this  tour  of  camp 
duty,  as  Instructor  in  Drill  Regulations.  Capt.  Hunt  re- 
ported for  duty  on  Saturday,  the  13th,  and  remained  until 
the  Camp  was  struck.  He  was  constantly  on  duty  with  the 
different  organizations  while  at  drill ;  he  attended  officers' 
school,  with  special  instructions  regarding  the  work  to  be 
taken  up  on  the  field,  he  accompanied  the  Battalions  on 
their  field  work  outside  the  grounds,  in  fact,  he  was  on 
■duty  from  Reveille  to  Retreat,  and  after  that  hour,  he  gave 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  Guard.  His  services  were  of 
great  value,  and  were  appreciated  by  the  entire  force. 

The  new  cook  building  at  Brigade  Headquarters,  and 
wash-houses  for  the  Infantry  were  much  needed,  and  I 
assure  you  they  were  appreciated. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  was  with  us 
again,  having  its  tent  pitched  on  the  extreme  right.  We 
certainly  appreciate  their  presence,  and  believe  their  work 
is  more  and  more  valuable  each  year.     I  wish,  in  behalf 
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of  the  entire  Camp,  to  thank  the  State  Secretary  for  the 
many  favors. 

Camp  was  struck  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  the  19th.  The 
Field  Artillery  left  the  grounds  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  and 
marched  over  the  road ;  they  arrived  at  the  Union  Armory, 
Manchester,  at  8  :40  p.  m.,  men  and  horses  in  serviceable 
condition. 

Troop  A  Cavalry  left  the  grounds  at  1 :30  p.  m.,  and 
marched  to  Henniker,  where  they  camped  for  the  night. 
In  the  morning  the  men  were  dismissed,  and  left  for  their 
several  homes. 

The  Infantry  marched  from  the  Camp  Grounds  to  Rail- 
road Square,  Concord,  where  the  companies  entrained  for 
their  home  stations. 

I  want  to  thank  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  the  Ad- 
jutant General,  and  Officers  of  the  General  Staf?  Corps, 
for  the  many  courtesies  and  favors,  and  all  Officers  and 
men  of  the  Brigade  for  the  interest  manifested,  and  the 
desire  to  make  the  tour  of  Camp  duty  one  of  profit  to  the 
State.

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  tour  of  duty  performed  by  the  First  Infantry,  N.  H. 
N.  G.  at  the  annual  encampment,  June  15-19,  1908. 

In  accordance  with  G.  O.  No.  14.  c.  s.  The  A.  G.  O.  and 
G.  O.  No.  1,  c.  s.,  Headquarters  First  Brigade,  the  First 
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Infantry  was  ordered  into  camp  for  five  days  duty,  begin- 
ning June  15,  at  the  State  Camp  Grounds,  Concord.  Regi- 
mental Headquarters  were  established  June  13,  at  2  o'clock 
p.  m.,  and  reported  as  ordered.  Capt.  Horace  E.  Osgood, 
Quartermaster,  pitched  the  headquarters  and  line  officers 
tents,  laid  the. tent  floors  and  arranged  the  distribution  of 
tents,  poles,  pins  and  mattresses  ready  for  the  arrival  of 
the  regiment.  This  work  being  done  with  the  usual  assist- 
ance of  civilian  laborers.  The  camp  was  pitched  this  year 
practically  in  accordance  with  regulations  and  the  changes 
from  former  camps  I  consider  a  marked  improvement. 

The  regiment  was  transported  from  and  to  home  stations 
by  special  trains  as  usual.  The  last  train  arriving  at  Con- 
cord at  9  :21  a.  m.,  Monday,  June  15.  The  regiment  was  at 
once  formed  and  marched  to  the  camp  where  it  was  reported 
to  the  brigade  commander  at  10 :13  a.  m.  The  work  of 
pitching  tents  was  begun  immediately,  the  tents  being  raised 
simultaneously  at  trumpet  signal. 

Regimental  officers  school  was  called  at  11 :15  and  the 
daily  routine  of  duty  at  once  assumed.  Officers'  schools 
held  daily  also  instruction  in  "first  aid"  was  given  by  the 
medical  officers.  The  drills  were  entirely  by  battalion,  both 
in  close  and  extended  order.  Captain  William  E.  Hunt, 
Eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.,  spent  one  or  more  drill  periods 
with  each  battalion,  instructing  and  suggesting,  and  much 
credit  is  due  him  for  marked  improvement  in  practice  and 
knowledge  gained  by  officers  and  men.  Battalion  com- 
manders availed  themselves  of  permission  to  take  their 
commands  outside  the  grounds  for  exercise  on  varied 
ground.  Advance  and  rear  guard,  outpost,  offensive  and 
defensive  work  was  practiced.  The  officers  enjoyed  a  very 
instructive  talk  on  reconnoissance  by  Lt.-Col.  H.  E.  Tuther- 
ly,  U.  S.  A.,  retired.  A  notable  incident  of  the  camp 
occurred  Tuesday,  the  16th,  when  the  commander-in-chief. 
Governor  Charles  M.  Floyd  presented  the  regiment  with  a 
handsome,  new  stand  of  colors,  which  is  greatly  apprecia- 
ted by  every  member  of  the  regiment. 
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Rations  for  the  regiment  were  provided  by  the  com- 
missary officer,  Capt.  Albert  A.  Blakely,  at  actual  cost, 
which  amounted  to  65  cents  per  day  per  man.  The  food 
was  of  the  best  quality  and  was  well  cooked  and  served. 
No  complaints  were  heard  regarding  the  mess  from  any 
cause  whatever. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  number  of  men  in  the  regi- 
ment this  year,  the  Hospital  and  Signal  Corps  messed  with 
us,  which  altogether  taxed  our  mess  accommodations  nearly 
to  the  limit. 

Captain  Blakely  recommends  an  increase  in  the  kettle 
service  of  the  kitchen. 

The  health  of  the  regiment  was  excellent  and  the  surgeon 
reported  no  serious  cases  of  sickness.  A  most  unfortunate 
accident  occurred  Friday  forenoon  during  extended  order 
drill,  when  Priv.  W.  F.  Whitcomb  of  Co.  H  was  severely 
wounded  by  a  bayonet.  The  Medical  Department  was  in- 
stantly on  hand  and  every  possible  attention  given  the  in- 
jured man.  As  camp  was  to  break  that  day  the  man  was 
taken  to  the  Margaret  Pillsbury  hospital  in  Concord  under 
supervision  of  the  Medical  Department.  No  blame  is  at- 
tached to  any  one  for  the  accident. 

The  sanitation  of  the  camp  was  most  rigidly  and  ably 
looked  after  by  Major  Norman  B.  Webber,  surgeon,  with 
the  assistant  surgeons  and  Hospital  Corps.  The  efficiency 
-of  the  Hospital  Corps  under  Major  Webber  cannot  be  ap- 
preciated by  report,  but  an  observation  of  the  Corps  and  its 
work  will  convince  any  one  of  its  importance  and  useful- 
ness. 

The  removal  of  the  washing  places  from  about  the 
kitchens  to  the  new  stands  was  a  decided  benefit. 

Although  there  is  still  much  to  improve,  I  feel  that  the 
encampment  this  year  was  a  general  improvement  in  all 
lines.  In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  brigade  commander  and  staff  officers  for  the  many 
courtesies  accorded  me.  The  officers  assigned  to  the  regi- 
ment and  my  own  stafif,  I  most  heartily  commend  and  thank 
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for  the  support  and  assistance  so  ably  and  courteously  ren- 
dered. With  the  conduct  and  work  of  the  regiment,  both 
officers  and  men,  I  am  highly  gratified  and  hope  to  have 
still  more  improvement  next  year.

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  work  performed  in  the  Department  of  Rifle  Practice 
during  the  season  of  1906. 

The  range  season  opened  April  1  and  closed  October  31, 
during  which  time  1,072  ofBcers  and  men  qualified  with  the 
rifle  and  carbine  and  185  qualified  with  the  revolver. 

General  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  rifle  qualifi- 
cations, the  figure  of  merit  of  the  entire  Brigade  being 
39.45,  an  increase  of  10.73  over  the  preceding  year. 

In  both  the  First  and  Second  Infantry  the  figure  of 
merit  shows  an  advance  over  1905  as  follows : 

1905.         1906.  Increase. 

First  Infantry   22.36         30.19  7.63 

Second  Infantry  30.66         46.57         15.91 

Enclosed  is  a  tabulated  report  showing  the  range  work 
done  by  each  organization  in  the  Brigade,  also  their  per 
cent,  of  quaHfications  and  figure  of  merit  with  the  rifle,, 
carbine  and  revolver. 

During  tlie  past  season  the  National  Guard  has  been 
thoroughly  equipped  with  the  United  States  magazine  rifle^ 
calibre  30,  in  place  of  the  Springfield,  calibre  45. 
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RANGES. 

The  new  range  built  by  the  Manchester  Battalion,  at 
Massabesic,  N.  H.,  will  be,  when  completed,  one  of  the 
most  up-to-date  rifle  and  revolver  ranges  in  New  Eng- 
land. 

With  the  completion  of  the  skirmish  field  this  range  will 
accommodate  work  on  all  the  distances  required  under  the 
present  qualifications  and  have  a  total  number  of  37  tar- 
gets. 

Its  entire  construction  has  been  under  the  direct  charge 
of  Col.  William  Sullivan,  First  Infantry,  and  to  him  much 
credit  is  due. 

At  Exeter  and  Berlin,  where  new  companies  have  been 
organized,  the  company  commanders  have  procured  rang- 
es with  all  distances  from  200  to  1,000  yards. 

The  Nashua  companies  have  at  the  present  time  a  range 
site  in  view,  which,  if  obtained,  will  allow  for  these  com- 
panies advantages  of  rifle  practice  which  for  the  past  four 
years  they  have  been  denied  for  the  want  of  a  suitable 
range. 

It  is  most  important  that  company  commanders  should 
thoroughly  inspect  their  ranges  previous  to  the  opening 
of  the  practice  season  and  cause  all  necessary  repairs  to 
be  made  for  the  proper  protection  of  all  persons  on  or 
about  the  range. 

COMPETITIONS. 

The  former  custom  of  holding  the  four  State  Competi- 
tions on  different  dates  during  the  months  of  August  and 
September,  and  which  for  many  reasons  was  unsatisfac- 
tory, was  dispensed  with  in  1906  and  all  competitions  were 
held  during  a  rifle  encampment  which  took  place  on  the 
range  of  the  Manchester  Battalion,  at  Massabesic,  N.  H. 
on  September  18,  19  and  20,  1900, 
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This  encampment,  besides  saving  the  state  considerable 
expense  in  transportation,  also  met  with  the  unanimous 
approval  of  all  the  officers  and  men  present,  as  they  find 
it  much  easier  to  arrange  for  three  days'  continuous  duty 
rather  than  the  same  number  of  single  days'  duty. 

The  most  important  feature  of  an  encampment  of  this 
kind  is  the  experience  and  instruction  the  team  members 
of  every  organization  receive  in  coming  in  contact  v^ith 
men  who  have  had  the  experience  of  shooting  on  the  state 
and  regimental  teams  at  the  Interstate  Competitions,  and 
who  are  considered  the  best  shots  in  New  Hampshire. 

Although  the  results  in  the  Regimental  and  State  Com- 
pany Team  Competitions  were  disappointing  to  many  of 
the  teams,  it  showed  conclusively  that  the  cause  of  the  low 
scores  was  lack  of  practice,  poor  team  work  and  unsteadi- 
ness, all  of  which  can  be  overcome  with  proper  training. 

In  the  above  matches  the  500-yard  range  was  used  for 
the  first  time  and  with  the  inexperienced  men  the  strong, 
shifting  winds  was  an  element  hard  to  contend  with. 

In  the  Regimental  Competition  fine  scores  were  made 
tmder  poor  conditions,  and  when  considering  that  the 
800-yard  slow  fire  and  200-yard  rapid  fire  stages  were 
used  for  the  first  time,  the  result  of  the  work  of  both 
teams  was  very  commendable. 

The  Battery-Cavalry  Revolver  Competition  was  as 
•usual  one  of  the  interesting  events  of  the  meet  but  had  the 
same  disadvantage  of  the  other  contests  in  that  two  new 
stages,  the  75-yard  slow  fire  and  the  25-yard  rapid  fire, 
were  used  in  addition  to  the  50-yard  slow  fire,  used  in  all 
preceding  competitions. 

Both  teams  made  very  creditable  scores,  the  match  be- 
ing won  by  the  team  from  the  First  Field  Battery,  making 
a  tie  in  the  series  of  the  last  six  contests. 

The  many  new  conditions,  distances  and  kinds  of  fire 
which  have  been  brought  into  use  in  the  competitions  of 
1906,  were  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  practice  on  long 
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and  rapid  fire  ranges  and  at  the  same  time  prepare  the 
men  for  future  Interstate  Competitions. 

At  the  New  England  Interstate  Competitions,  at  Wake- 
field, Mass.,  July  23  to  28,  1906,  New  Hampshire  was 
represented  by  one  team  in  the  Company  Team  Match ; 
two  teams,  one  from  each  Infantry,  in  the  Regimental 
Match,  and  a  team  in  the  Interstate  Contest. 

Company  H,  First  Infantry,  Keene,  was  the  only  organ- 
ization from  this  state  to  enter  in  the  Company  Team 
Competitions  and  in  the  first  match  finished  in  eleventh 
place,  in  a  field  of  twenty-one  entries ;  but  in  the  Second 
Team  Match,  which  was  open  to  all  excepting  those  win- 
ning in  the  first  contest,  the  New  Hampshire  men  by 
steady,  even  work  captured  the  first  prize,  a  silver  loving 
cup,  presented  by  Company  D,  First  Regiment  Infantry. 
National  Guard  State  of  Maine. 

The  excellent  work  done  by  this  team  in  winning  out  in 
a  field  of  seventeen  of  the  best  company  teams  in  New 
England,  is  deserving  of  much  credit. 

The  two  teams  entered  from  this  state  in  the  Bancroft 
or  Regimental  Match  did  not  put  up  as  good  a  showing 
as  was  expected,  accounted  for  only  by  lack  of  practice 
on  the  ranges  used,  300  and  600-yard. 

In  the  Interstate  Competition  the  New  Hampshire  team 
made  very  creditable  scores  at  200,  600  and  800  yards,  be- 
ing led  by  the  Maine  team  by  only  eight  points  at  the 
completion  of  these  three  stages,  but  on  the  1,000-yard 
slow  fire,  200-yard  rapid  fire  and  skirmish  run  the  New 
Hampshire  team  could  not  hold  the  pace  and  finished  in 
fourth  position. 

Although  the  outcome  was  not  as  pleasing  as  it  might 
have  been,  it  was  all  that  could  be  expected  and  I  appre- 
ciate the  hard  work  performed  by  the  members  of  the 
team  in  making  the  showing  which  they  did. 

With  the  advantages  of  practice  on  the  new  long-dis- 
tance ranges,  which  have  been  constructed  in  the  past 
year,  and  the  experience  the  men  have  received  at  the  In- 
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terstate  Matches  in  the  last  two  years,  I  shall  look  for  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  State  Teamwork  the  coming 
season. 

REVOLVER  PRACTICE. 

The  new  revolver  qualifications  adopted  the  past  year, 
requiring  firing  at  75-yard  slow  fire  and  25-yard  rapid  fire, 
"had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  figure  of  merit  for  1906  with 
this  arm,  but  the  value  of  practice  on  these  stages  will 
eventually  be  shown,  if  teams  ever  enter  matches  with 
other  states. 

To  further  advance  the  interest  in  revolver  practice,  I 
will  again  suggest  that  teams  be  organized  among  the  offi- 
cers of  the  several  battalions,  and  competitions  held  dur- 
ing the  season. 

SUGGESTIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  company  officers  to 
the  value  and  importance  of  gallery  practice  during  the 
winter  months  and  where  such  is  impossible  sighting  and 
aiming  drills,  as  the  knowledge  thus  obtained  in  the  arm- 
ory will  materially  increase  the  quality  of  the  work  on  the 
range. 

I  would  recommend  that  all  ranges  used  by  the  National 
Guard  in  New  Hampshire  be  thoroughly  inspected  by  a 
competent  officer  early  in  the  coming  season,  said  officer 
to  require  all  necessary  repairs  to  be  made  which  insure 
safety  to  all,  and  also  make  a  report  of  the  conditions, 
number  of  targets,  distances  available  for  practice,  dis- 
tance from  armory,  means  of  transportation  and  a  des- 
cription of  the  construction  of  the  pit  and  butts. 

Company  commanders  still  continue  to  neglect  to  fulfill 
the  requirements  in  regard  to  the  forwarding  of  vouchers 
and  annual  reports  and  for  that  reason  the  figure  of  merit 
of  some  oraranizations  is  below  what  it  should  be  on  ac- 
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count  of  the  negligence  of  the  officers  in  sending  in  their 
vouchers. 

At  the  present  writing  I  have  been  unable  to  receive  the 
requalification  blank  from  Company  C,  Second  Infantry,  or 
any  explanation  why  same  was  not  forwarded  with  the  an- 
nual report,  although  requests  have  been  made  for  its 
delivery. 

Upon  the  investigation  of  scores  made  by  members  of 
Company  L,  Second  Infantry,  in  July  last,  it  was  found 
that  the  silhouette  target  F  had  been  used  for  qualifying 
on  ranges  where  targets  A  and  B  should  have  been  used 
and  resulted  in  the  throwing  out  of  all  scores  made  on  the 
days  in  question  in  addition  to  the  trouble  and  expense  of 
an  investigation,  all  of  which  would  have  been  prevented 
had  General  Orders  No,  5,  A.  G.  O.,  been  carefully  read, 
but  which  the  commanding  officer  claims  to  have  never 
received. 

I  would  recommend  that  in  the  State  Matches  the  com- 
ing season,  the  Regimental  Competition  be  held  on  the 
1,000-yard  slow  fire  and  200-yard  rapid  fire  ranges  with 
one  skirmish  run. 

During  the  competitions  I  was  gratified  to  see  the  excel- 
lent work  done  by  members  of  different  teams  which 
showed  that  there  were  marksmen  in  New  Hampshire  who, 
with  continued  practice  under  proper  instruction,  would 
develop  a  team  to  represent  the  state  that  would  make 
a  commendable  showing  in  the  National  Competition. 

There  were  no  steps  taken  by  this  state  to  avail  itself 
of  the  allotment  as  provided  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  ap- 
proved June  22,  1906,  amending  and  re-enacting  section 
1,661,  Revised  Statutes,  making  annual  appropriations  to 
be  expended  for  the  promotion  of  rifle  practice  only,  and 
the  expense  of  all  competitions  and  the  camp  of  instruc- 
tion in  rifle  practice  was  paid  from  the  state  appropria- 
tion. 

Honorary  mention  is  due  Companies  A,  F  and  H,  Sec- 
ond Infantry,  for  qualifying  100  per  cent,  of  their  strength.

also  Company  F,  Second,  for  attaining  the  highest  figure 
of  merit,  and  Company  H,  Second,  for  the  greatest  im- 
provement in  tts  qualifications. 

I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Regimental  In- 
spectors of  Rifle  Practice  and  all  officers  and  men  who 
have  so  ably  assisted  me  in  my  duties  the  past  season.

Sir: — In  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No.  9,  c.  s., 
A.  G.  O.,  and  General  Orders,  No.  4,  Headquarters  First 
Brigade,  N.  H.  N.  G.,  a  detail  of  twenty-five  men  was 
selected  and  ordered  to  report  at  the  Rifle  Range  at  Mass- 
abesic,  N.  H.,  July  19  and  20,  1906,  for  two  days'  duty  at 
a  camp  of  instruction  in  rifle  practice. 

Of  the  twenty-five  men  ordered  in,  but  eighteen  reported 
on  the  range,  those  not  reporting,  being  unable  to  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  to  attend  on  account  of  the 
short  notice  received,  forwarded  acceptable  excuses. 

This  being  a  camp  of  instruction  there  were  no  com- 
petitions, the  entire  time  being  devoted  to  experiments  in 
sight  adjustment  for  all  distances  from  200  to  1,000  yards. 

The  new  rifles  used  by  most  of  the  men,  after  the  nor- 
mal sights  were  found,  produced  results  which  they  had 
been  unable  to  attain  with  the  rifles  used  in  past  competi- 
tions. 

This  meeting  was  the  first  to  be  held  on  the  new  range, 
which  is  in  an  unfinished  state  at  the  present  time  but 
will  be  fully  completed  before  the  state  competitions,  with 
the  exception  of  the  skirmish  field. 

For  this  reason  it  was  considered  impracticable  to  re- 
quire skirmish  work  to  any  extent. 

Subsistence  and  quarters  were  provided  at  the  Beach 
House,  which  adjoins  the  range. 

A  detail  from  the  Manchester  Battalion  acted  as  scorers 
and  markers. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  duty  a  team  of  fifteen  was  se- 
lected to  represent  the  state  at  the  second  annual  tourna- 
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ment  of  the  New  England  Military  Rifle  Association,  at 
Wakefield,  Mass.,  July  23  to  28,  1906,  and  was  ordered  to 
report  on  the  range  of  the  Bay  State  Rifle  Association, 
not  later  than  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  Monday,  July  23. 

Capt.  W.  D.  Davis,  First  Infantry,  and  Capt.  R.  S.  Foss, 
Second  Infantry,  inspectors  of  rifle  practice,  were  in  at- 
tendance both  days  and  selected  a  team  to  represent  their 
respective  regiments  in  the  Regimental  Team  Match  to  be 
held  at  the  same  tournament,  July  25,  1906.

Sir: — I  respectfully  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  dutv 
performed  by  the  rifle  teams  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  at  the  second  annual  tournament  of  the  New 
England  Military  Rifle  Association,  at  Wakefield,  M^ass., 
July  23  to  28,  1906,  in  accordance  with  General  Orders, 
No.  8,  c.  s.,  A.  G.  O..  dated  Concord,  July  9,  1906  and 
General  Orders,  No.  5,  Headquarters  First  Brigade,  N.  H. 
N.  G.,  Nashua,  July  13,  1906. 

The  New  Hampshire  contestants  reported  on  the  range 
of  the  Bay  State  Rifle  Association,  on  the  morning  of  the 
23d,  and  were  assigned  quarters  in  tents  furnished  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
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Tent  equipment,  including  cots,  camp-stools,  pails,  bas- 
ins and  lanterns  were  issued  by  the  New  England  Military 
Rifle  Association. 

Meals  were  furnished  at  the  camp  restaurant  at  $1.25 
per  day. 

During  the  tournament  tickets  were  allowed  members 
of  the  state  team  whereby  practice  could  be  obtained  on 
ranges  where  competitions  were  to  take  place. 

Many  of  the  contestants  entered  the  individual  squadded 
and  re-entry  matches,  of  which  there  were  fourteen  in 
number,  and  the  benefit  derived  from  these  contests  was 
perceptible  in  the  scores  made  in  later  competitions. 

The  Company  Team  Match,  open  to  teams  of  five  from 
any  company,  troop  or  battery  unit,  New  England  only, 
for  a  trophy  and  medals  presented  by  the  First  Corps 
Cadets,  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  was  held  at  9 
a.  m.,  on  July  21. 

This  was  shot  on  the  200  and  oOO-yard  ranges,  with  two 
sighting  and  seven  shots  for  record  at  each  range. 

The  only  New  Hampshire  team  in  this  contest  was 
from  Company  H,  First  Infantry,  and  they  finished  in 
eleventh  place  in  a  field  of  twenty-one  teams. 

Company  D,  First  Maine,  won  the  match  with  a  total  of 
313  points.

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The  Rhode  Island  and  New  Hampshire  teams  were  as- 
signed the  skirmish  field  for  practice  on  Wednesday  morn- 
ing from  6  to  8  o'clock  and  during  that  period  two  runs 
were  made  by  each  team. 

Previous  to  this  practice  the  New  Hampshire  team  had 
not  made  a  skirmish  run,  as  a  team,  since  the  Interstate 
Competition  of  1905,  and  while  the  scores  made  were  not 
high,  they  showed  a  marked  improvement. 

On  the  same  morning,  at  9  o'clock,  the  Bancroft  Match 
was  held. 

This  match  was  open  to  a  team  of  six  from  any  regi- 
mental or  battalion  organization.  New  England  only,  for 
a  trophy  and  medals  presented  by  Maj.  Gen.  William  A. 
Bancroft,  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia   (retired.) 

It  was  shot  on  the  300  and  600-yard  ranges,  with  two 
sighting  and  ten  counting  shots  at  each  range. 

There  were  twelve  teams  entered,  including  teams  from 
the  First  and  Second  Infantry,  N.  H.  N.  G. 

The  Sixth  Massachusetts  team  won  the  contest  with  a 
score  of  511,  their  nearest  competitor  being  the  First 
Maine  with  480,  and  the  honors  for  the  highest  individual 
went  to  Color  Sergt.  M.  W.  Parker  of  the  winning-  team, 
who  made  91  out  of  a  possible  100.

Following  the  Regimental  Team  Match,  the  next  in 
interest  was  the  Individual  Squadded  Match  at  500  yards 
for  the  trophy  and  cash  prize  of  $10  presented  by  Gov.

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The  contest  permitted  two  sighting  and  ten  record 
shots ;  possible  fifty. 

Excellent  scores  were  made,  the  first  prize  being  won 
by  Sergeant  Baptist,  Company  H,  Sixth  Massachusetts, 
and  the  second  by  Private  C.  W.  Harrison,  Company  F, 
Second  Connecticut,  each  with  a  score  of  49,  but  as  will 
he  seen  by  the  detailed  score,  the  former  ranking:

The  principal  event  of  the  week  was  the  New  England 
Interstate  Match,  which  was  held  on  Thursday  and  Fri- 
day, Jwne  26  and  27,  and  was  open  to  one  team  of  twelve 
from  each  of  the  New  England  States. 

The  conditions  w^ere  the  same  as  for  the  National  Match 
for  the  current  year  :  viz. : 
200  yards,  slow  fire  ; 
600-  yards,  slow  fire  ; 
800  yards,  slow  fire ; 

1,000  yards,  slow  fire ; 
200  yards,  rapid  fire; 
1   skirmish  run. 

Number  of  shots:  2  sighting  and  10  record  shots  at 
■each  of  the  known  distances  ;  20  shots  in  the  skirmish  run. 

Time  limit :  1  minute  per  shot  for  ranges  of  600  yards 
and  less  ;  IjA  minutes  per  shot  for  ranges  above  600  yards. 

The  200,  600  and  800-yard  stages  were  shot  on  Julv 
26,  with  four  teams  entered,  Vermont  and  Connecticut 
not  being  represented  in  the  match. 

At  the  completion  of  the  day's  work,  Massachusetts  was 
in  the  lead  by  81  points,  its  nearest  competitor  being 
Rhode  Island,  with  Maine  third  and  New  Hampshire 
fourth. 

On  Friday,  the  27th,  the  1,000-yard  slow  fire,  200-yard 
rapid  fire  and  the  skirmish  run  were  the  events  of  the  day. 

The  fish-tail  and  head-on  wind  of  the  preceding  day,  and 
the  heat  waves   which   caused   a   mirage  at   1,000   yards, 
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were  the  elements  which  the  riflemen  had  to  contend  with 
in  this  match  and  was  the  cause  of  low  scores  among  the 
inexperienced  men. 

Private  M.  H.  Degnan,  Company  I,  First  New  Hamp- 
shire, was  one  of  the  high  men  on  the  1,000-yard  range, 
making  a  score  of  41,  the  higher  scores  being  made  by 
Corporal  Johnson,  Rhode  Island,  with  44,  and  Sergeant 
Kehoe,  Massachusetts,  with  43. 

On  the  200-yard,  rapid  fire,  Corporal  Johnson  of  Rhode 
Island  led  the  field  with  a  total  of  49  out  of  a  possible  50, 
while  the  honors  on  the  skirmish  run  went  to  Private 
James  Durward,  Jr.,  Company  B,  Second  Massachusetts, 
winner  of  the  National  Individual  Match  at  Sea  Girt  in 
1905,  with  the  grand  score  of  96  out  of  a  possible  100.

The  health  and  conduct  of  the  men  were  excellent,  and 
the  weather  conditions  fine,  with  the  exception  of  fluky 
winds  which  were  troublesome  to  the  marksmen. 

The  scorers,  markers  and  telephone  detail  were  from 
the  Manchester  Battalion,  and  the  work  performed  by 
them  was  very  satisfactory,  excepting  the  marking,  which 
at  times  was  slow  and  inefficient.

Firing  commenced  on  the  200-yard  range  shortly  after

tion of  the  first  team  at  200  yards.  There  were  twenty- 
seven  teams  in  this  competition,  all  completing  their 
scores  with  the  exception  of  four  teams  which  were  unable 
to  finish  at  500  yards  on  account  of  darkness,  and  com- 
pleted their  score  the  following  morning. 
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All  teams  failing  to  make  224  points  at  200  yards  (the 
number  of  points  required  to  qualify  for  the  state  com- 
petition) did  not  compete  on  the  500-yard  range  and  were 
excused  from  further  duty.

The  Adjutant  General. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  work  performed  in  the  Department  of  Rifle  Prac- 
tice, during  the  season  of  1907. 

The  range  season,  for  record,  opened  April  1st  and 
closed'October  31st. 
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The  total  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men,  qualify- 
ing with  the  rifle  was  1,113,  or  88.88  per  cent,  of  the  en- 
tire Brigade,  an  increase  of  3.44  per  cent,  over  the  work 
of  1906. 

In  all  classes  of  fire,  marked  improvement  was  made, 
both  in  the  scores  attained  as  well  as  in  the  number  of 
qualifications,  the  increase  in  the  three  higher  classes  be- 
ing as  follows :  experts,  ^1 ;  sharpshooters,  37  and  marks- 
men, 69. 

FIGURE  OF  MERIT. 

The  figure  of  merit  of  the  Brigade  was  49.33  as  com- 
pared with  39.45  the  preceding  year.  The  following  shows 
the  improvement  made  by  each  regiment  of  infantry.

Enclosed  is  a  tabulated  report  showing  the  range  work 
done  by  each  organization,  their  per  cent,  of  qualifications 
and  figure  of  merit  with  rifle,  carbine  and  revolver. 

HONORABLE  MENTION. 

Company  B,  First  Infantry,  for  qualifying  100  per  cent, 
of  command;  Companies  E  and  I,  First  Infantry,  for  re- 
turning but  one  unqualified  man;  Company  F,  Second 
Infantry,  for  attaining  the  highest  figure  of  merit,  Field 
and  Stafif,  Second  Infantr}'^,  second,  and  Company  M^  Sec- 
ond Infantry,  for  making  the  greatest  improvement  the 
past  season. 

Every  organization  in  the  First  Infantry  showed  a  gain 
in  their  figure  of  merit  over  1906. 

RANGES. 

During  the  past  season  a  skirmish  field  has  been  leveled 
at  the  Manchester  range,  allowing  a  four  man  run  to  be 
made,  and  with  the  construction  of  a  permanent  butt  and 
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minor  changes  at  the  firing  points,  this  will  be  one  of  the 
best  equipped  ranges  in  New  England. 

The  several  organizations  throughout  the  State  have 
used  the  same  ranges  as  in  1906,  with  the  exception  of 
the  one  at  Nashua,  the  officers  being  unable  to  secure  a 
permit  from  the  owners  of  the  land,  to  continue  practice 
this  year.  This  was  a  serious  handicap  for  the  three 
companies  stationed  here,  in  making  their  qualifications. 

I  again,  call  to  the  attention  of  the  company  command- 
ers, the  importance  of  thoroughly  inspecting  their  ranges 
previous  to  the  opening  of  the  practice  season  and  causing 
all  necessary  repairs  to  be  made  for  the  proper  protection 
of  all  persons  on  or  about  the  range. 

COMPETITIONS. 

The  result  of  the  season's  competitions  have  been  most 
gratifying  both  in  the  work  performed  and  the  valuable 
instruction  derived  from  same. 

In  the  Interstate  Match,  at  Wakefield,  the  New  Hamp- 
shire team  did  very  creditable  work,  showing  improvement 
at  each  stage,  with  a  total  gain  in  the  full  course  of  218 
points,  over  the  work  of  the  preceding  competition. 

The  team  that  represented  New  Hampshire  in  the  Na- 
tional Match  was  without  doubt  the  strongest  that  could 
have  been  selected,  as  the  results  achieved  by  them  most 
conclusively  show. 

In  this  match  with  the  five  service  and  forty-three  State 
and  Territory  teams,  New  Hampshire  made  its  first  ap- 
pearance for  many  years  and  secured  for  itself  a  most  ex- 
cellent standing  among  the  best  rifle  teams  in  the  country. 

The  positions  held  by  our  team  at  the  different  stages 
were  as  follows :  Skirmish,  26th ;  200  yard,  rapid  fire,  20th ; 
200  yard,  slow  fire,  13th;  600  yards,  slow  fire,  23rd;  800 
yards,  slow  fire  10th,  and  1,000  yards,  slow  fire,  11th.  In 
the  total  of  the  slow  fire  stages  New  Hampshire  stood 
12th  out  of  the  forty-eight  teams  and  surpassing  in  this 
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kind  of  fire  such  teams  as  the  United  States  Cavalry, 
United  States  Infantry,  Minnesota,  IlUnois,  Wisconsin 
and  thirty-one  others. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  we  must  become  more  proficient' 
in  the  skirmish  and  rapid  fire  work  to  be  able  to  retain 
our  present  position  in  the  coming  National  Match. 

The  profit  to  the  State  on  account  of  these  competitions 
is  beyond  comprehension,  as  by  contact  with  the  best 
marksmen  in  the  country,  instruction  and  experience 
gained  in  a  National  contest,  knowledge  of  the  discipline 
of  a  shooting  camp  commanded  by  regular  army  officers, 
results  in  information  to  every  member  of  the  team  which 
they  could  not  derive  in  any  other  way  and  which  they 
can  now  impart  to  their  respective  organizations  through- 
out the  State  and  be  competent  to  act  as  instructors  in 
this  the  most  important  work  of  the  National  Guard  today. 

During  the  State  matches  most  unfavorable  weather 
conditions  prevailed  resulting  in  scores  being  made  that 
were  far  from  satisfactory  to  the  team  members.  Al- 
though the  scores  were  not  as  high  as  have  been  made  in 
former  competitions,  I  feel  that  the  instruction  the  men 
received  in  shooting  under  adverse  conditions  will  great- 
ly aid  them  in  future  work. 

The  ammunition  used  by  the  New  Hampshire  team  in 
the  National  and  Interstate  matches,  as  well  as  in  their 
practice,  was  manufactured  by  the  United  States  Cart- 
ridge Co.,  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  under  Government  specifica- 
tions and  proved  to  be  of  high  standard  of  accuracy  as 
well  as  uniformity  of  load. 

SUGGESTIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

During  the  coming  season  the  Springfield  rifle,  model 
1903,  will  be  issued  the  entire  National  Guard  and  with 
it  comes  the  necessity  of  a  thorough  inspection  of  ranges 
as  to  their  safety  and  I  would  again  recommend  that  a 
competent  officer  be  instructed  to  inspect  every  range  in 
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the  State,  used  by  the  National  Guard,  with  authority  to 
accept  or  reject  any  or  all  ranges,  said  officer  to  require 
such  repairs  and  changes  to  be  made  necessary  for  the 
proper  protection  of  all,  previous  to  its  acceptance  for 
range  firing. 

The  officer  so  detailed  to  make  a  report  of  the  conditions 
of  each  range,  number  of  targets,  distances  available  for 
practice,  distance  from  armory,  means  of  transportation 
and  a  description  of  the  construction  of  the  pit  and  butts. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  course  of  pistol  firing, 
as  described  in  Circular,  No.  85,  War  Department,  dated 
Washington,  December  16,  1907,  and  approved  by  the 
Acting  Secretary  of  War,  be  adopted  in  the  New  Hamp- 
shire National  Guard,  for  future  qualifications. 

I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Regimental  In- 
spectors of  Rifle  Practice  and  all  officers  and  men  who 
have  so  ably  assisted  me  in  my  duties  the  past  season.

A.  G.  O.,  dated  Concord, 
August  13,  1907,  the  officers  and  enlisted  men,  selected  by 
the  competition  committee  to  represent  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  in  the  National  Rifle  Match,  at  Camp  Perry, 
Ohio,  reported  to  me  at  the  range  of  the  Bay  State  Rifle 
Association,  Wakefield,  Mass.,  August  21,  1907,  for  the 
final  team  practice  and  instruction. 
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Maj.  E.  R.  Shaw  had  previously  arranged  for  quarters 
and  subsistence  on  the  range,  during  this  duty. 

The  preliminary  practice  began  immediately  on  the  arrival 
of  the  team  members  and  continued  throughout  each  day, 
until  Saturday  noon,  the  day  of  departure  for  Camp  Perry. 

The  team  practice  was  under  the  direction  of  James  Dur- 
ward,  Jr.,  and  Major  C.  A.  Hinman,  and  the  instruction 
received,  during  these  three  days,  was  of  the  greatest  value 
to  New  Hampshire  men. 

The  team  left  Boston  at  4  p.  m.,  on  Saturday,  August 
2-ith,  in  Special  Pullman  car,  arriving  at  Camp  Perry  at  5 
p.  M.,  Sunday. 

At  LaCarne,  we  were  met  by  Major  J.  J.  Dooley,  of 
Maine,  who  very  kindly  escorted  us  to  quarters  assigned 
New  Hampshire,  for  which  he  had  drawn  the  necessary 
tent  equipment,  and  for  these  courtesies,  the  entire  New 
Hampshire  team  wish  to  extend  him  their  most  hearty  ap- 
preciation.

Harry  B.  Cilley,  Adjt.-Gen.,  Maj.  E.  Ray  Shaw,  who  acted 
as  Team  Adjutant,  and  Commissary  Officer,  Major  C.  A. 
Hinman  and  James  Durward,  Jr. 

The  team  obtained  such  practice  as  it  could,  on  the  two 
days,  set  aside  for  this  purpose.  On  the  morning  of  Aug. 
26,  each  team  made  one  skirmish  run  and  immediately  after 
made  a  complete  score  at  200  yards,  rapid  fire.  In  the  prac- 
tice skirmish  each  competitor  was  allowed  to  go  behind  the 
butts  and  examine  their  targets,  each  shot  having  been  so 
marked  that  they  could  discover  any  error  in  elevation  or 
windage  and  make  the  necessary  corrections. 

Practice  on  the  200  and  600  yard  ranges,  slow  fire,  was 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  with  ample  time  allowance 
at  each  range. 

Rain  somewhat  delayed  the  practice  on  the  morning  of 
the  27th  but  each  team  was  able  to  get  in,  during  the  day, 
one  skirmish  run  and  a  limited  amount  of  work  at  800  and 
1,000  yards. 

The  National  Team  Match  began  at  8  a.  m.,  August  28, 
with  48  teams  entered,  consisting  of  five  service  teams  and 
forty-three  representing  States  and  Territories. 

The  skirmish  was  the  first  stage,  followed  by  the  200 
yard,  rapid  fire ;  the  200  yard,  slow  fire,  which  was  shot  in 
the  afternoon,  completed  the  days  work. 
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In  the  skirmish  run  New  Hampshire  was  in  26th  position 
but  bettered  this  two  places  on  the  other  two  stages,  finish- 
ing the  first  day  in  24th  place,  with  a  score  of  1,650. 

It  was  intended  to  complete  the  match  on  Thursday  the 
29th  but  it  required  the  entire  day  to  finish  the  firing  at  600 
and  800  yards.  -  At  these  the  New  Hampshire  team  made 
excellent  scores,  especially  at  800  yards,  where  a  total  of 
535  points  was  made,  an  average  of  44  7-12  per  man  and 
which  brought  the  team  into  22nd  position. 

The  1,000  yard  firing,  the  most  difficult  in  the  match, 
took  place  on  Friday  morning,  at  this  range  the  New  I:Jamp- 
shire  men  shot  well  above  their  average  practice  score, 
making  a  total  of  404  points,  and  tying  the  New  York  team 
for  11th  place,  our  final  position  in  the  full  course  being 
20th  with  3,088  points  to  our  credit. 

The  officials,  principals  and  alternates  worked  in  perfect 
harmony  and  the  result  was  far  better  shooting  than  was 
expected,  making  213  points  more  in  this  match  than  in  the 
New  England  Interstate  Match  at  Wakefield,  Mass.,  the 
month  previous. 

The  team  left  Camp  Perry  at  10  p.  m.,  Saturday,  Aug. 
31st,  arriving  in  Boston  at  9  p.  m.,  Sunday  and  returning 
to  their  home  stations  Monday,  September  2nd. 

The  result  of  this  contest  was  most  gratifying,  especially 
when  considering  that  it  was  the  first  time  in  many  years 
that  New  Hampshire  has  been  represented  with  a  team  in 
the  National  Match. 

Barring  the  five  regular  service  teams.  New  Hampshire 
finished  in  15th  position  in  a  field  of  43  State  and  Territory 
teams  and  it  is  with  much  pride  that  I  extend  to  the  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  team  my  hearty  appreciation,  of 
their  able  and  conscientious  work,  which  cannot  but  reflect 
the  highest  credit  upon  their  organization  and  the  State.

APPENDIX    D. 


THE  "DICK  bill; 


An  Act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assem- 
bled, That  the  militia  shall  consist  of  every  able-bodied 
male  citizen  of  the  respective  States,  Territories,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  every  able-bodied  male  of  foreign 
birth  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen, 
who  is  more  than  eighteen  and  less  than  forty-five  years  of 
age,  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes — the  organized 
militia,  to  be  known  as  the  National  Guard  of  the  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  such  other  desig- 
nations as  may  be  given  them  by  the  laws  of  the  respective 
States  or  Territories,  and  the  remainder  to  be  known  as  the 
Reserve  Militia. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
the  officers,  judicial  and  executive,  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  the  members  and  officers  of  each  House 
of  Congress,  persons  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,  all  custom-house  officers,  with  their  clerks 
postmasters  and  persons  employed  by  the  United  States  in 
transmission  of  the  mail,  ferrymen  employed  at  any  ferry 
on  a  post  road,  artificers  and  workmen  employed  in  the 
armories  and  arsenals  of  the  United  States,  pilots,  mariners 
actually  employed  in  the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or  mer- 
chant within  the  United  States,  and  all  persons  who  are 
exempted  by  the  laws  of  the  respective  States  or  Territories: 
shall  be  exempted  from  militia  duty,  without  regard  to 
age :  Provided,  That  nothing  of  this  Act  shall  be  construed 
to  require  or  compel  any  member  of  any  well-recognized 
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religious  sect  or  organization  at  present  organized  and  ex- 
isting whose  creed  forbids  its  members  to  participate  in 
war  in  any  form,  and  whose  religious  convictions  are  against 
war  or  participation  therein,  in  accordance  with  the  creed 
of  said  religious  organization,  to  serve  in  the  militia  or  any 
other  armed  or  volunteer  force  under  the  jurisdiction  and 
authority  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  regularly  enlisted,  organized,  and  uni- 
formed active  militia  in  the  several  States  and  Territories 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  who  have  hertofore  partici- 
pated or  shall  hereafter  participate  in  the  apportionment  of 
the  annual  appropriation  provided  by  section  sixteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States,  as  amended,  whether  known  and  designated  as 
National  Guard,  militia,  or  otherwise,  shall  constitute  the 
organized  militia.  The  organization,  armament,  and  disci- 
pline of  the  organized  militia  in  the  several  States  and 
Territories  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  the 
same  as  that  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
for  the  Regular  and  Volunteer  Armies  of  the  United  States, 
within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Act : 
Provided,  That  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  time 
of  peace,  may  by  order  fix  the  minimum  number  of  enlisted 
men  in  each  company,  troop,  battery,  signal  corps,  engineer 
corps,  and  hospital  corps:  And  provided  further,  That  any 
corps  of  artillery,  cavalry  and  infantry  existing  in  any  of 
the  States  at  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May  eight,  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-two,  which,  by  the  laws,  customs  or 
Msuages  of  the  said  States  have  been  in  continuous  existence 
since  the  passage  of  said  Act  under  its  provisions  and  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  and 
Sections  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-five  to  sixteen  hundred 
and  sixty,  both  inclusive,  of  Title  sixteen  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States  relating  to  the  Militia,  shall 
be  allowed  to  retain  their  accustomed  privileges,  subject, 
nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties  required  by  law  in  like 
manner  as  the  other  Militia. 
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Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  United  States  is  invaded,  or 
in  danger  of  invasion  from  any  foreign  nation,  or  of  rebel- 
lion against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  President  is  unable,  with  the  other  forces  at 
his  command  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union  in  any  part 
thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  nine  months,  such  number  of  the 
militia  of  the  State  or  of  the  States  or  Territories  or  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  repel 
such  invasion,  suppress  such  rebellion,  or  to  enable  him  to 
execute  such  laws,  and  to  issue  his  orders  for  that  purpose 
to  such  officers  of  the  militia  as  he  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  the  President  calls  forth  the 
militia  of  any  State  or  Territory  or  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia to  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  he 
may  specify  in  his  call  the  period  for  which  such  service 
is  required,  not  exceeding  nine  months,  and  the  militia  so 
called  shall  continue  to  serve  during  the  term  so  specified, 
unless  sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  That  when  the  militia  of  more  than  one  State 
is  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States  by  the 
President  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  apportion  them  among 
such  States  or  Territories  or  to  the  District  of  Columbia 
according  to  representative  population. 

Sec.  7.  That  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  militia 
who  shall  be  called  forth  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed and  shall  be  found  fit  for  military  service  shall  be 
mustered  or  accepted  into  the  United  States  service  by  a 
duly  authorized  mustering  officer  of  the  United  States : 
Provided,  hozvever,  That  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the 
militia  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present  himself  to 
such  mustering  officer  upon  being  called  forth  as  herein 
prescribed  shall  be  subject  to  trial  by  court-martial,  and 
shall  be  punished  as  such  court-martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  8.  That  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  officers  or 
men  of  the  militia,  when  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  composed  of  militia  officers  only. 
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Sec.  9.  That  the  miHtia,  when  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
Rules  and  Articles  of  War  as  the  regular  troops  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States,  shall,  during  their  time  of 
service,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  are 
or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  Regular  Army. 

Sec.  11.  That  when  the  militia  is  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States,  or  any  portion  of  the  militia 
is  accepted  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  their  pay  shall 
commence  from  the  day  of  their  appearing  at  the  place  of 
company  rendezvous.  But  this  provision  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  authorize  any  species  of  expenditure  previous  to 
arriving  at  such  places  of  rendezvous  which  is  not  provided 
by  existing  laws  to  be  paid  after  their  arrival  at  such 
places  of  rendezvous. 

Sec.  12.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  in  each  State, 
Territory  and  District  of  Columbia,  an  Adjutant-General, 
who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  such  State,  Territory,  and  District,  respectively, 
and  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  at  such  times 
and  in  such  form  as  he  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe, 
of  the  strength  of  the  organized  militia,  and  also  make  such 
reports  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the 
Secretary  of  War.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall,  with 
his  annual  report  of  each  year,  transmit  to  Congress  an 
abstract  of  the  returns  and  reports  of  the  adjutants-general 
of  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia, 
wnth  such  observations  thereon  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  information  of  Congress. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue,  on  the  requisitions  of  the  governors  of  the  several 
States  and  Territories,  or  of  the  commanding  general  of  the 
militia  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  such  number  of  the 
United  States  standard  service  magazine  arms,  with  bayo- 
nets, bayonet  scabbards,  gun  slings,  belts,  and  such  other 
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necessary  accourterments  and  equipments  as  are  required 
for  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  for  arming  all  of  the 
organized  militia  in  said  States  and  Territories  and  District 
of  Columbia,  without  charging  the  cost  of  value  thereof,  or 
any  which  have  been  issued  since  December  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  one,  or  any  expense  connected  therewith, 
against  the  allotment  to  said  State,  Territory  or  District  of 
Columbia,  out  of  the  annual  appropriation  provided  by 
section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty -one  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  as  amended,  or  requiring  payment  therefor,  and  to 
exchange,  without  receiving  any  money  credit  therefor, 
ammunition,  or  parts  thereof,  suitable  to  the  new  arms, 
round  for  round,  for  corresponding  ammunition  suitable  to 
the  old  arms  theretofore  issued  to  said  State,  Territory,  or 
District  by  the  United  States :  Provided,  That  said  rifles 
and  carbines  and  other  property  shall  be  receipted  for  and 
shall  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States  and  be 
annually  accounted  for  by  the  governors  of  the  States  and 
Territories  as  now  required  by  law,  and  that  each  State, 
Territory,  and  District  shall,  on  receipt  of  the  new  arms, 
turn  in  to  the  Ordnance  Department  of  the  United  States 
Army,  without  receiving  any  money  credit  therefor,  and 
without  expense  for  transportation,  all  United  States  rifles 
and  carbines  now  in  its  possession. 

To  provide  means  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  the  necessary  money  to  cover  the  cost  of  ex- 
changing or  issuing  the  new  arms,  accouterments,  equip- 
ments, and  ammunition  to  be  exchanged  or  issued  here- 
under, is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  by  the  report  of 
inspections,  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  cause  to  be  made  at  least  once  in  each  year  by  offi- 
cers detailed  by  him  for  that  purpose,  that  the  organized 
militia  of  a  State  or  Territory  or  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia is  sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  for  active 
dutv  in  the  field,  the  Secretarv  of  War  is  authorized,  on  the 
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requisition  of  the  governor  of  such  State  or  Territory,  to 
pay  to  the  quartermaster-general  thereof,  or  to  such  other 
officer  of  the  militia  of  said  State  as  the  said  governor  may 
designate  and  appoint  for  the  purpose,  so  much  of  its 
allotment  out  of  the  said  annual  appropriation  under  section 
sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  as 
amended  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  payment,  subsistence, 
and  transportation  of  such  portion  of  said  organized  militia 
as  shall  engage  in  actual  field  or  camp  service  for  instruc- 
tion, and  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  such  militia  while 
so  engaged  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  subsistence, 
and  transportation  or  travel  allowances  as  officers  and  en- 
listed men  of  corresponding  grades  of  the  Regular  Army 
are  or  may  hereafter  be  entitled  by  law,  and  the  officer  so 
designated  and  appointed  shall  be  regarded  as  a  disbursing 
officer  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  render  his  accounts 
through  the  War  Department  to  the  proper  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement,  and  he  shall  be 
required  to  give  good  and  sufficient  bonds  to  the  United 
States,  in  such  sums  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  direct, 
faithfully  to  account  for  the  safe-keeping  and  payment  of 
the  public  moneys  so  intrusted  to  him  for  disbursement. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized 
to  provide  for  participation  by  any  part  of  the  organized 
militia  of  any  State  or  Territory  on  the  request  of  the 
governor  thereof  in  the  encampment,  maneuvers,  and  field 
instruction  of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Army  at  or  near 
any  military  post  or  camp  or  lake  or  seacoast  defenses  of 
the  United  States.  In  such  case  the  organized  militia  so 
participating  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and 
transportation  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  Regular  Army,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  the  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of  the  Army : 
Provided,  That  the  command  of  such  military  post  or  camp 
and  of  the  officers  and  troops  of  the  United  States  there 
stationed  shall  remain  with  the  regular  commanders  of  the 
post  without  regard  to  the  rank  of  the  commanding  or  other

officers  of  the  militia  temporarily  so  encamped  within  its 
limits  or  in  its  vicinity. 

Sec.  16.  That  whenever  any  officer  of  the  organized 
militia  shall,  upon  recommendation  of  the  governor  of  any 
Siate,  Territory,  or  general  commanding  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  when  authorized  by  the  President,  attend 
and  pursue  a  regular  course  of  study  at  any  military  school 
or  college  of  the  United  States  such  officer  shall  receive 
from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Army 
the  same  travel  allowances,  and  quarters,  or  commutation 
of  quarters,  to  which  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  would 
be  entitled  if  attending  such  school  or  college  under  orders 
from  proper  military  authority,  and  shall  also  receive  com- 
mutation of  subsistence  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day 
while  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  course  of  instruction. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  annual  appropriation  made  by  section 
sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one.  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended,  shall  be  available  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
for  issue  to  the  organized  militia  any  stores  and  supplies 
or  publications  which  are  supplied  to  the  Army  by  any  de- 
partment. Any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  pur- 
chase for  cash  from  the  War  Department,  for  the  use  of 
its  militia,  stores,  supplies,  material  of  war,  or  military 
publications,  such  as  are  furnished  to  the  Army,  in  addition 
to  those  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  at  the  price 
at  which  they  are  listed  for  issue  to  the  Army,  with  the  cost 
of  transportation  added,  and  funds  received  from  such  sales 
shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriations  to  which  they  belong 
and  shall  not  be  covered  into  the  Treasury,  but  shall  be 
available  until  expended  to  replace  therewith  the  supplies 
sold  to  the  State  and  Territories  and  to  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

Sec.  18.  That  each  State  or  Territory  furnished  with 
material  of  war  under  the  provisions  of  this  or  former 
Acts  of  Congress  shall,  during  the  year  next  preceding 
each  annual  allotment  of  funds,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
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tion  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
as  amended  have  required  every  company,  troop,  and 
battery  in  its  organized  militia  not  excused  by  the  govern- 
or of  such  State  or  Territory  to  participate  in  practice 
marches  or  go  into  camp  of  instruction  at  least  five  conse- 
cutive days,  and  to  assemble  for  drill  and  instruction  at 
company,  battalion,  or  regimental  armories  or  rendezvous 
or  for  target  practice  not  less  than  twenty-four  times,  and 
shall  also  have  required  during  such  year  an  inspection  of 
each  such  company,  troop,  and  battery  to  be  made  by  an 
officer  of  such  militia  or  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army. 

Sec.  19.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  governor  of 
any  State  or  Territory  furnished  with  material  of  war 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  former  laws  of  Con- 
gress, the  Secretary  of  War  may  detail  one  or  more  offi- 
cers of  the  Army  to  attend  any  encampment  of  the  organ- 
ized militia,  and  to  give  such  instruction  and  information 
to  the  officers  and  men  assembled  in  such  camp  as  may  be 
requested  by  the  governor.  Such  officer  or  officers  shall 
immediately  make  a  report  of  such  encampment  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  furnish  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
governor  of  the  State  or  Territory. 

Sec.  20.  That  upon  application  of  the  governor  of  any 
State  or  Territory  furnished  with  material  or  war  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  former  laws  of  Congress,  the 
Secretary  of  War  may,  in  his  discretion,  detail  one  or 
more  officers  of  the  Army  to  report  to  the  governor  of 
such  State  or  Territory  for  duty  in  connection  with  the 
organized  militia.  All  such  assignments  may  be  revoked 
at  the  request  of  the  governor  of  such  State  or  Territory 
or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  31.  That  the  troops  of  the  militia  encamped  at  any 
military  post  or  camp  of  the  United  States  may  be  fur- 
nished such  amounts  of  ammunition  for  instruction  in  fir- 
ing and  target  practice  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  and  such  instruction  in  firing  shall  be  car- 
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ried  on  under  the  direction  of  an  officer  selected  tor  that 
purpose  by  the  proper  military  commander. 

Sec.  22.  That  when  any  officer,  noncommissioned  offi- 
cer, or  private  of  the  militia  is  disabled  by  reason  of 
wounds  or  disabilities  received  or  incurred  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  bene- 
fits of  the  pension  laws  existing  at  the  time  of  his  service, 
and  in  case  such  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  pri- 
vate dies  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  in  return- 
ing to  his  place  of  residence  after  being  mustered  out  of 
such  service,  or  at  any  time,  in  consequence  of  wounds 
or  disabilities  received  in  such  service,  his  widow  and 
children,  if  any,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  such 
pension  laws. 

Sec.  23.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  list  of  per- 
sons specially  qualified  to  hold  commissions  in  any  vol- 
unteer force  which  may  hereafter  be  called  for  and  organ- 
ized under  the  authority  of  Congress,  other  than  a  force 
composed  of  organized  militia,  the  Secretary  of  War  is 
authorized  from  time  to  time  to  convene  boards  of  offi- 
cers at  suitable  and  convenient  army  posts  in  different 
parts  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  examine  as  to  their 
qualifications  for  the  command  of  troops  or  for  the  per- 
formance of  stafif  duties  all  applicants  who  shall  have 
served  in  the  Regular  Army  of  the  United  States,  in  any 
of  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  or- 
ganized militia  of  any  State  or  Territory  or  District  of 
Columbia,  or  who,  being  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
shall  have  attended  or  pursued  a  regular  course  of  in- 
struction in  any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United 
States  Army,  or  shall  have  graduated  from  any  education- 
al institution  to  which  an  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy  has 
been  detailed  as  superintendent  or  professor  pursuant  to 
law  after  having  creditably  pursued  the  course  of  military 
instruction  therein  provided.  Such  examinations  shall  be 
under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
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of  War,  and  shall  be  especially  directed  to  ascertain  the 
practical  capacity  of  the  applicant.  The  record  of  pre- 
vious service  of  the  applicant  shall  be  considered  as  a  part 
of  the  examination.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  each  examina- 
tion the  board  shall  certify  to  the  War  Department  its 
judgment  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  applicant,  stating  the 
office,  if  any,  which  it  deems  him  qualified  to  fill,  and,  upon 
approval  by  the  President,  the  names  of  the  persons  cer- 
tified to  be  qualified  shall  be  inscribed  in  a  register  to  be 
kept  in  the  War  Department  for  that  purpose.  The  persons 
so  certified  and  registered  shall,  subject  to  a  physical  ex- 
amination at  the  time,  constitute  an  eligible  class  for  com- 
missions pursuant  to  such  certificates  in  any  volunteer 
force  hereafter  called  for  and  organized  under  the  author- 
ity of  Congress,  other  than  a  force  composed  of  organized 
militia,  and  the  President  may  authorize  persons  from  this 
class,  to  attend  and  pursue  a  regular  course  of  study  at 
any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United  States  other 
than  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point  and  to  receive 
from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Army 
the  same  allowances  and  commutations  as  provided  in  this 
Act  for  officers  of  the  organized  militia:  Provided,  That 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  commission  as  a 
second  lieutenant  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of 
thirty ;  as  first  lieutenant  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age 
of  thirty-five;  as  captain  after  he  shall  have  passed  the 
age  of  forty;  as  major  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age 
of  forty-five;  as  lieutenant-colonel  after  he  shall  have 
passed  the  age  of  fifty,  or  as  colonel  after  he  shall  have 
passed  the  age  of  fifty-five:  And  provided  further,  That 
such  appointments  shall  be  distributed  proportiond1;ely,  as 
near  as  may  be  among  the  various  States  contributing 
such  volunteer  force:  And  provided,  That  the  appoint- 
ments in  this  section  provided  for  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
include  appointments  to  any  office  in  any  company,  troop, 
batterv,   battalion,   or   regiment   of  the   organized   militia 
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which  volunteers  as  a  body  or  the  officers  of  which  are 
appointed  by  the  governor  of  a  State  or  Territory. 

Sec.  24.  That  all  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  United 
States  called  for  by  authority  of  Congress  shall  except 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  be  organized  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  tempor- 
arily increasing  the  military  establishment  of  the  United 
States  in  time  of  war,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 
April  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight. 

Sec.  25.  That  sections  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-five 
to  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty,  both  included,  of  title  six- 
teen of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  section  two  hundred  and 
thirty-two  thereof,  relating  to  the  militia,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  26.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date 
of  its  approval. 

Approved,  January  21,  1903. 


The  "National  Guard  Bill." 
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THE  "NATIONAL  GUARD  BILL." 


An  Act  to  further  amend  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to 
promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  January  twenty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  three. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
That  section  one  of  said  Act  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  and 
reenacted  to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  1.  That  the  militia  shall  consist  of  every  able- 
bodied  male  citizen  of  the  respective  States  and  Territories 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  every  able-bodied  male 
of  foreign  birth  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a 
citizen,  who  is  more  than  eighteen  and  less  than  forty-five 
years  of  age,  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes :  The 
organized  militia,  to  be  known  as  the  National  Guard  of 
the  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  such 
other  designations  as  may  be  given  them  by  the  laws  of  the 
respective  States  or  Territories ;  the  remainder  to  be  known 
as  the  Reserve  Militia :  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of 
this  act  and  of  section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  Re- 
vised Statutes,  as  amended,  shall  apply  only  to  the  militia 
organized  as  a  land  force." 

Sec.  2.  That  section  three  of  said  Act  as  amended  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

Sec.  3.  That  the  regularly  enlisted,  organized,  and  uni- 
formed active  militia  in  the  several  States  and  Territories 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  who  have  hertofore  participated 
or  shall  hereafter  participate  in  the  apportionment  of  the 
annual  appropriation  provided  by  section  sixteen  hundred 
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and  sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
as  amended,  whether  known  and  designated  as  National 
Guard,  militia,  or  otherwise,  shall  constitute  the  organized 
militia.  On  and  after  January  twenty-first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  ten,  the  organization,  amiament,  and  discipline  of 
the  organized  militia  in  the  several  States  and  Territories 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the  Regu- 
lar Army  of  the  United  States,  subject  in  time  of  peace  to 
such  general  exceptions  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War:  Provided,  That  in  peace  and  war  each  or- 
ganized division  of  militia  may  have  one  inspector  of  small- 
arms  practice  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel ;  each 
organized  brigade  of  militia  one  inspector  of  small-arms 
practice  with  the  rank  of  major ;  each  regiment  of  infan- 
try or  cavalry  of  organized  militia  one  assistant  inspector 
of  small-arms  practice  with  the  rank  of  captain,  and  each 
separate  or  unassigned  battalion  of  infantry  or  engineers  or 
squadron  of  cavalry  of  organized  militia  one  assistant  in- 
spector of  small-arms  practice  with  the  rank  of  first  leuten- 
ant :  Provided  also,  That  the  President  of  the  United  States 
in  time  of  peace  may,  by  order,  fix  the  minimum  number  of 
enlisted  men  in  each  company,  troop,  battery,  signal  corps, 
engineer  corps,  and  hospital  corps :  And  provided  further. 
That  any  corps  of  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infantry  existing  in 
any  of  the  States  at  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May  eight, 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  which,  by  the  laws,  cus-- 
toms,  or  usages  of  the  said  States,  have  been  in  continuous 
existence  since  the  passage  of  said  Act,  under  its  provisions 
and  under  the  provisions  of  section  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  and  sections  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-five  to  sixteen 
hundred  and  sixty,  both  inclusive,  of  title  sixteen  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  militia, 
shall  be  allowed  to  retain  their  accustomed  privileges,  sub- 
ject, nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties  required  by  law,  in 
like  manner  as  the  other  militia." 
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Sec.  3.  That  section  four  of  said  Act  as  amended  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  United  States  is  invaded  or 
in  danger  of  invasion  from  any  foreign  nation,  or  of  re- 
bellion against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  President  is  unable  with  the  regular 
forces  at  his  command  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth  such  number 
of  the  militia  of  the  State,  or  of  the  States  or  Territories  or 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
repel  such  invasion,  suppress  such  rebellion,  or  to  enable 
him  to  execute  such  laws,  and  to  issue  his  orders  for  that 
purpose,  through  the  governor  of  the  respective  State  or 
Territory,  or  through  the  commanding  general  of  the  militia 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  which  State,  Territory, 
or  District  such  troops  may  be  called,  to  such  officers  of  the 
militia  as  he  may  think  proper." 

Sec.  4.  That  section  five  of  said  Act  as  amended  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

"Sec.  5.  That  whenever  the  President  calls  forth  the 
organized  militia  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Colimibia.  to  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  he  may  specify  in  his  call  the  period  for 
which  such  service  is  required,  and  the  militia  so  called 
shall  continue  to  serve  during  the  term  so  specified,  either 
within  or  without  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  un- 
less sooner  relieved  by  order  of  the  President :  Provided, 
That  no  commissioned  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  or- 
ganized militia  shall  be  held  to  service  beyond  the  term 
of  his  existing  commission  or  enlistment :  Provided  further. 
That  when  the  military  needs  of  the  Federal  Government 
arising  from  the  necessity  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Un- 
ion, suppress  insurrection,  or  repel  invasion,  can  not  be 
met  by  the  regular  forces,  the  organized  militia  shall  be 
called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  advance  of 
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any  volunteer  force  which  it  may  be  determined  to  raise." 

Sec.  5.  That  section  seven  of  said  Act  as  amended  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  7.  That  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  the 
militia  who  shall  be  called  forth  in  the  manner  hereinbe- 
fore prescribed,  shall  be  mustered  for  service  without  fur- 
ther enlistment,  and  without  further  medical  examination 
previous  to  such  muster,  except  for  those  States  and 
Territories  which  have  not  adopted  the  standard  of  medi- 
cal examination  prescribed  for  the  Regular  Army :  Pro- 
vided, hozvever,  That  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the 
militia  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present  himself  for 
such  muster,  upon  being  called  forth  as  herein  prescribed, 
shall  be  subject  to  trial  by  court-martial  and  shall  be  pun- 
ished as  such  court-martial  may  direct." 

Sec.  6.  That  section  eight  of  said  Act  as  amended  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  8.  That  the  majority  membership  of  courts  mar- 
tial for  the  trial  of  officers  or  men  of  the  militia  when  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  militia 
officers." 

Sec.  7.  That  section  eleven  of  said  Act  as  amended  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  11.  That  when  the  militia  is  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States,  or  any  portion  of  the  militia 
is  called  forth  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  their  pay 
shall  commence  from  the  day  of  their  appearing  at  the 
place  of  company  rendezvous,  but  this  provision  shall  not 
be  construed  to  authorize  any  species  of  expenditure  pre- 
vious to  arriving  at  such  places  of  rendezvous  which  is  not 
provided  by  existing  laws  to  be  paid  after  their  arrival  at 
such  places  of  rendezvous." 
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Sec.  8.  That  secton  thirteen  of  said  Act  as  amended 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  13.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  procure,  by  purchase  or  manufacture,  and  issue 
from  time  to  time  to  the  organized  miHtia  under  such  re- 
gulations as  he  may  prescribe,  such  number  of  the  United 
States  service  arms,  together  with  all  accessories  and  such 
other  accouterments,  equipments,  uniforms,  clothing, 
equipage,  and  military  stores  of  all  kinds  required  for  the 
Army  of  the  United  States,  as  are  necessary  to  arm,  uni- 
form, and  equip  all  of  the  organized  militia  in  the  several 
States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  without  charging  the 
cost  or  value  thereof,  or  any  expense  connected  therewith, 
against  the  allotment  of  said  State,  Territory,  or  the  District 
of  Columbia,  out  of  the  annual  appropriation  provided  by 
section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes as  amended,  or  requiring  payment  therefor,  and  to  ex- 
change, without  receiving  any  money  credit  therefor  am- 
munition or  parts  thereof  suitable  to  the  new  arms,  round 
for  round,  for  corresponding  ammunition  suitable  to  the 
old  arms  heretofore  issued  to  said  State,  Territory,  or  the 
District  of  Columbia  by  the  United  States:  Provided, 
That  said  property  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  United 
States,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  be  annually  ac- 
counted for  by  the  governors  of  the  States  and  Territories 
as  required  by  law,  and  that  each  State,  Territory,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall,  on  receipt  of  new  arms  or 
equipments  turn  in  to  the  War  Department,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  without  receiving  any  money  credit  therefor 
and  without  expense  for  transportation,  all  United  States 
property  so  replaced  or  condemned.  When  the  organized 
militia  is  uniformed  as  above  required,  the  Secretary  of 
War  is  authorized  to  fix  an  annual  clothing  allowance  to 
each  State,  Territory,  and  the  District  of    Columbia    for 
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each  enlisted  man  of  the  organized  militia  thereof,  and 
thereafter  issues  of  clothing  to  such  States,  Territories,  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such 
allowance,  and  the  governors  of  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories and  the  commanding  general  of  the  militia  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall  be  authorized  to  drop  from  their 
returns  each  year  as  expended  clothing  corresponding  in 
value  to  such  allowance.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  here- 
by further  authorized  td  issue  from  time  to  time  to  the 
organized  militia,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, small  arms  and  artillery  ammunition  upon  the  re- 
quisition of  the  governor,  in  the  proportion  of  fifty  per 
centum  of  the  corresponding  Regular  Army  allowance, 
without  charge  to  the  State's  allotment  from  the  appro- 
priation under  section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  Re- 
vised Statutes,  as  amended.  To  provide  means  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  necessary 
money  to  cover  the  cost  of  procuring,  exchanging,  or  is- 
suing of  arms,  accouterments,  equipments,  uniforms, 
clothing,  equipage,  ammunition,  and  military  stores  to  be 
exchanged  or  issued  hereunder  is  hereby  appropriated  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated : 
Provided.  That  the  sum  expended  in  the  execution  of  the 
purchases  and  issues  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  two  million  dollars  in  any  fiscal  year: 
Provided  also,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  annually 
submit  to  Congress  a  report  of  expenditures  made  by  him 
in  the  execution  of  the  requirements  of  this  section." 

Sec.  9.  That  section  fifteen  of  said  Act  as  amended  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  15.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to 
provide  for  participation  by  any  part  of  the  organized  mili- 
tia of  any  State  or  Territory  on  the  request  of  the  govern- 
or thereof  in  the  encampment,  maneuvers,  and  field  in- 
struction of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Army  at  or  near  an> 
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military  post  or  camp  or  lake  or  seacoast  defenses  of  the 
United  States.  In  such  case  the  organized  militia  so  par- 
ticipating shall  receive  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and 
transportation  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  Regular  Army,  and  no  part  of  the  sums  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  Regular  Army  shall  be 
used  to  pay  any  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  organized 
militia  of  any  State,  Territory  or  District  of  Columbia, 
while  engaged  in  joint  encampments,  maneuvers,  and  field 
instruction  of  the  Regular  Army  and  militia,  but  all  pay- 
ments to  the  militia  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
and  all  allowances  for  mileage  shall  be  made  solely  from 
the  sums  appropriated  for  such  purposes :  Provided,  That 
the  command  of  such  military  post  or  camp  and  the  offi- 
cers and  troops  of  the  United  States  there  stationed  shall 
remain  with  the  regular  commander  of  the  post  without 
regard  to  the  rank  of  the  commanding  or  other  officers 
of  the  militia  temporarily  so  encamped  within  its  limits  or 
in  its  vicinity :  Provided  further,  That  except  as  herein 
specified  the  right  to  command  during  such  joint  encamp- 
ments, maneuvers,  and  field  instruction  shall  be  governed 
by  the  rules  set  out  in  articles  one  hundred  and  twenty-two 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  rules  and  articles 
for  the  government  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States.  The 
sums  appropriated  for  the  organized  militia  for  such 
joint  encampment,  maneuvers,  and  field  instruction  shall 
be  disbursed  as,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute,  one 
fund ;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  forward  to  Congress, 
at  each  session  next  after  said  encampment,  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  expenses  of  such  encampments  and  man- 
euvers." 

Sec.  10.  That  section  sixteen  of  said  Act  as  amended 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  16.  That  whenever  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of 
the  organized  militia  shall  upon  the  recommendation  of 
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the  governor  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  commanding' 
general  of  the  District  of  Columbia  militia,  and  when  au- 
thorized by  the  President,  attend  and  pursue  a  regular 
course  of  study  at  any  military  school  or  college  of  the 
United  States,  such  ofBcer  or  enlisted  men  shall  receive 
from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Army, 
the  same  travel  allowances  and  quarters  or  commutation  of 
quarters  to  which  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Regu- 
lar Army  would  be  entitled  for  attending  such  school  or 
college  under  orders  from  proper  military  authority;  such 
officer  shall  also  receive  commutation  and  subsistence  at 
the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day  and  each  enlisted  man  such 
subsistence  as  is  furnished  to  an  enlisted  man  of  the  Re- 
gular Army  while  in  actual  attendance  upon  a  course  of 
instruction." 

Sec.  11.  That  section  twenty  of  said  Act  as  amended 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  20.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  governor 
of  any  State  or  Territory  furnished  with  material  of  war 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  former  laws  of  Con- 
gress, the  Secretary  of  War  may,  in  his  discretion,  detail 
one  or  more  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  to  report 
to  the  governor  of  such  State  or  Territory  for  duty  in 
connection  with  the  organized  militia.  All  such  assign- 
ments may  be  revoked  at  the  request  of  the  governor  of 
such  State  or  Territory  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Secretary 
of  War.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  a  board  of  five  officers  on  the  active  list  of  the 
organized  militia  so  selected  as  to  secure,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, equitable  representation  to  all  sections  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  and  which  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  may  direct,  proceed  to  Washington,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  for  consultation  with  the  Secretary  of 
War  respecting  the  condition,  status,  and  needs  of  the 
whole  body  of  the  organized  militia.     Such  officers  shall 
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be  appointed  for  the  term  of  four  years  unless  sooner  re- 
lieved by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

"The  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the 
members  of  the  board,  together  with  a  per  diem  to  be  es- 
tablishd  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
members  of  the  board.  The  expenses  herein  authorized, 
together  with  the  necessary  clerical  and  office  expenses 
of  the  division  of  militia  affairs  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  shall  constitute  a  charge  against  the  whole 
sum  annually  appropriated  under  section  sixteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  and  shall 
be  paid  therefrom,  and  not  from  the  allotment  duly  ap- 
portioned to  any  particular  State,  Territory,  or  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia ;  and  a  list  of  such  expenses  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  Congress  annually  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in 
connection  with  his  annual  report." 

II.  Paragraph  8  of  the  Regulations  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment Governing  the  Organized  Militia  is  amended  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  pub- 
lished in  the  foregoing  paragraph.

Article  XLV.,  Army  Regulations,  is  rescinded  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: 

ARTICLE  XLV. 

THE  ORGANIZED  MILITIA. 

455.  The  following  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
laws  govern  the  calling  of  the  militia  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States: 

The  Constitutional  provisions  are — 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  *  *  *  ^-q  provide  for 
calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union, 
suppress  insurrections  and  repel  invasions ; 
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To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining,  the 
militia,  and  for  governing  such  parts  of  them  as  may  be 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to 
the  States  respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and 
the  authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  dis- 
cipline prescribed  by  Congress.  (Art.  I,  sec.  8,  pars.  15- 
16.) 

The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this 
Union  a  Republican  form  of  government,  and  shall  protect 
each  of  them  against  invasion ;  and  on  application  of  the 
legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  can 
not  be  convened)  against  domestic  violence.  (Art.  IV. 
sec.  4.) 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  delegations  of  authority 
Congress  has  enacted — 

[Revised  Statutes.] 

Sec.  5288.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  or  such 
person  as  he  shall  empower  for  that  purpose,  to  employ 
such  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  the  militia  thereof,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  compel  any 
foreign  vessel  to  depart  the  United  States  in  all  cases  in 
which  by  the  laws  of  nations  or  the  treaties  of  the  United 
States,  she  ought  not  to  remain  within  the  United  States. 

INSURRECTIONS. 

Sec.  5297.  In  case  of  an  insurrection  in  any  State  against 
the  government  thereof  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President, 
on  application  of  the  legislature  of  such  State,  or  of  the 
executive  when  the  legislature  can  not  be  convened,  to  call 
forth  such  number  of  the  militia  of  any  other  State  or  States 
which  may  be  applied  for  as  he  deems  sufficient  to  suppress 
such  insurrection,  or,  on  like  application,  to  employ  for  the 
same  purposes  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States  as  he  deems  necessary. 

Sec.  5298.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  unlawful  obstruc- 
tions, combinations,  or  assemblages  of  persons,  or  rebellion 
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against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  it  shall  become  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  President,  to  enforce  by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial 
proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  any  State 
or  Territory,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call 
forth  the  militia  of  any  or  all  the  States  and  to  employ 
such  parts  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  enforce  the  faithful  execution 
of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  to  suppress  such  re- 
bellion in  whatever  State  or  Territory  thereof  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  may  be  forcibly  opposed  or  the  execution 
thereof  forcibly  obstructed. 

Sec.  5299.  Whenever  insurrection,  domestic  violence,  un- 
lawful combinations,  or  conspiracies  in  any  State  so  ob- 
structs or  hinders  the  execution  of  the  laws  thereof  and  of 
the  United  States  as  to  deprive  any  portion  or  class  of  the 
people  of  such  State  of  any  of  the  rights,  privileges,  or  im- 
munities or  protection  named  in  the  Constitution  and  se- 
cured by  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  such  rights,  privi- 
leges, or  immunities,  and  the  constituted  authorities  of  such 
State  are  unable  to  protect  or  from  any  cause  fail  in  or 
refuse  protection  of  the  people  in  such  rights,  such  facts 
shall  be  deemed  a  denial  by  such  State  of  the  equal  protec- 
tion of  the  laws  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  in  all  such  cases,  or 
whenever  any  such  insurrection,  violence,  unlawful  combi- 
nation, or  conspiracy,  opposes  or  obstructs  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  the  due  execution  thereof,  or  impedes  or 
obstructs  the  due  course  of  justice  under  the  same,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  President,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  take 
such  measures,  by  the  employment  of  the  militia  or  the  land 
and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  either,  or  by 
other  means,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  suppression 
of  such  insurrection,  domestic  violence,  or  combinations. 
[Act  of  January  21,  1903.] 

Be  it.  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the   United  States  of  America  in   Congress  assembled, 
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That  the  militia  shall  consist  of  every  able-bodied  male 
citizen  of  the  respective  States,  Territories,  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  and  every  able-bodied  male  of  foreign 
birth  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen, 
who  is  more  than  eighteen  and  less  than  forty-five  years  of 
age,  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes — the  organized 
militia,  to  be  known  as  the  National  Guard  of  the  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  such  other  desig- 
nations as  may  be  given  them  by  the  laws  of  the  respective 
States  or  Territories,  and  the  remainder  to  be  known  as 
the  reserve  militia. 


Sec.  3.  That  the  regularly  •enlisted,  organized,  and  uni- 
formed active  militia  in  the  several  States  and  Territories 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  who  have  heretofore  partici- 
pated or  shall  hereafter  participate  in  the  apportionment  of 
the  annual  appropriation  provided  by  sixteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one  o.i  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as 
amended,  whether  known  and  designated  as  National  Guard, 
militia,  or  otherwise,  shall  constitute  the  organized  militia. 
The  organization,  armament,  and  discipline  of  the  organized 
militia  in  the  several  States  and  Territories  and  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  shall  be  the  same  as  that  which  is  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the  Regular  and  Volunteer 
Armies  of  the  United  States,  within  five  years  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  Act:  Provided,  That  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  in  time  of  peace,  may  by  order  fix  the 
minimum  number  of  enlisted  men  in  each  company,  troop, 
battery,  signal  corps,  engineer  corps,  and  hospital  corps : 
And  provided  further:  That  any  corps  of  artillery,  cavalry, 
and  infantry  existing  in  any  of  the  States  at  the  passage 
of  the  act  of  May  eight,  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
which  by  the  laws,  customs  or  usages  of  the  said  States 
have  been  in  continuous  existence  since  the  passage  of  said 
act  under  its  provisions  and  under  the  provisions  of  section 
two  hundred  and  thirty-two  and  sections  sixteen  hundred 
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and  twenty-five  to  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty,  both  inclusive, 
of  title  sixteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
relating  to  the  militia,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  their  accus- 
tomed privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties 
required  by  law  in  like  manner  as  the  other  militia. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  United  States  is  invaded,  or 
in  danger  of  invasion  from  any  foreign  nation,  or  of  rebel- 
lion against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  President  is  unable,  with  other  forces  at  his 
command,  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union  in  any  part 
thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  nine  months,  such  number  of  the 
militia  of  the  State  or  of  the  States  or  Territories  or  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  repel 
such  invasion,  suppress  such  rebellion,  or  to  enable  him  to 
execute  such  laws,  and  to  issue  his  orders  for  that  purpose 
to  such  officers  of  the  militia  as  he  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  5,  That  whenever  the  President  calls  forth  the 
militia  of  any  State  or  Territory  or  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  to  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  he  may  specify  in  his  call  the  period  for  which  such 
service  is  required,  not  exceeding  nine  months,  and  the 
militia  so  called  shall  continue  to  serve  during  the  term 
so  specified,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the 
President. 

Sec.  6.  That  when  the  militia  of  more  than  one  State 
is  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States  by  the 
President  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  apportion  them  among 
such  States  or  Territories  or  to  the  District  of  Columbia 
according  to  representative  population. 

Sec.  7.  That  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  mili- 
tia who  shall  be  called  forth  in  the  manner  hereinbefore 
prescribed  and  shall  be  found  fit  for  military  service  shall 
be  mustered  or  accepted  into  the  United  States  service  by 
a  duly  authorized  mustering  officer  of  the  United  States: 
Provided,  hotvever,  That  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the 
militia  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present  himself  to 
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such  mustering  officer  upon  being  called  forth  as  herein 
prescribed  shall  be  subject  to  trial  by  court-martial,  and 
shall  be  punished  as  such  court-martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  8.  That  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  officers  or 
men  of  the  militia,  when  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  composed  of  militia  officers  only. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
Rules  and  Articles  of  War  as  the  regular  troops  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States,  shall,  during  their  time  of 
service,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  are 
or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  Regular  Army. 

Sec.  11.  That  when  the  militia  is  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States,  or  any  portion  of  the  militia 
is  accepted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  their  pay  shall 
commence  from  the  day  of  their  appearing  at  the  place 
of  company  rendezvous.  But  this  provision  shall  not  be 
construed  to  authorize  any  species  of  expenditure  previous 
to  arriving  at  such  places  of  rendezvous  which  is  not  pro- 
vided by  existing  laws  to  be  paid  after  their  arrival  at  such 
places  of  rendezvous.

Sec.  22.  That  when  any  officer,  non-commissioned 
officer,  or  private  of  the  militia  is  disabled  by  reason  of 
wounds,  or  disabilities  received  or  incurred  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  bene- 
fits of  the  pension  laws  existing  at  the  time  of  his  ser- 
vice, and  in  case  such  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  or 
private  dies  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  in  re- 
turning to  his  place  of  residence  after  being  mustered  out 
of  such  service,  or  at  any  time  in  consequence  of  wounds 
or  disabilities  received  in  such  service,  his  widow  and 
children,  if  any,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  such 
pension  laws. 
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456.  Whenever  the  miUtia  is  called  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States  the  organized  militia  will  be  designated 
first,  and  in  apportioning  quotas  according  to  representa- 
tive population  they  will,  to  the  extent  practicable,  be  so 
adjusted  as  not  to  leave  any  State  or  Territory  or  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  unprovided  with  a  reserve  force  suffi- 
cient to  meet  any  emergency  then  existing  or  imminent 
within  such  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Except  in  cases  where  the  organized  militia  has  been 
called  out  by  direct  order  of  the  President,  requisition  will 
be  made  by  the  War  Department  upon  governors  of  the 
States  or  Territories  or  the  commanding  general  of  the 
miHtia  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  arm  of  the 
service  and  the  number  of  organizations  thereof  required 
will  be  stated  in  the  requisitions. 

457.  The  President's  authority  over  the  organized  mili- 
tia is  derived  from  the  Constitution  and  from  the  legisla- 
tion of  Congress  in  furtherance  of  its  provisions  and  he 
can  order  it  out  in  those  cases  which  are  specifically  pro- 
vided for  in  paragraph  455.  The  organized  militia  then 
becomes  national  in  character  and  the  President  its  com- 
mander-in-chief. 

The  President  is  the  exclusive  judge  of  the  existence  of 
an  emergency  justifying  the  ordering  out  of  the  organ- 
ized militia,  and  the  measures  necessary  for  giving  efifect 
to  the  order  are  executive  acts  which  the  Secretary  of  War 
may  perform  as  the  representative  of  the  President. 

458.  By  direction  of  the  President  the  minimum  enlist- 
ed strength  for  each  organization  of  the  organized  militia 
is  fixed  as  follows : 

For  a  company  of  infantry,  total  enlisted,  58.  This  is; 
based  on  apportionment  to  grades  as  follows :  viz :  1  first 
sergeant,  1  quartermaster  sergeant,  4  sergeants,  6  corp- 
orals, 2  cooks.  2  musicians,  and  42  privates. 

For  a  troop  of  cavalry,  total  enlisted,  58.  This  is  based 
on  apportionment  to  grades  as  follows,  viz :  1  first  ser- 
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geant,  1  quartermaster  sergeant,  4  sergeants,  6  corporals, 
2  cooks,  3  farriers  and  blacksmiths,  1  saddler,  2  trumpeters, 
and  39  privates. 

For  a  company  of  engineers,  total  enlisted,  58.  This 
is  based  on  apportionment  to  grades  as  follows,  viz :  1 
first  sergeant,  1  quartermaster  sergeant,  4  sergeants,  6 
corporals,  2  cooks,  2  musicains,  21  privates,  first  class,  and 
21  privates  second  class. 

For  a  company  of  coast  artillery,  total  enlisted,  63.  This 
is  based  on  apportionment  to  grades  as  follows  :  viz :  1  first 
sergeant,  1  quartermaster  sergeant,  4  sergeants,  6  corp- 
orals, 2  cooks,  2  mechanics,  2  musicians,  and  45  privates. 

For  a  battery  of  field  artillery,  total  enlisted,  133.  This 
is  based  on  apportionment  to  grades  as  follows :  viz :  1 
first  sergeant,  1  quartermaster  sergeant,  1  stable  sergeant, 
6  sergeants,  12  corporals,  2  musicians,  4  artificers,  2  cooks, 
and  104  privates. 

For  a  company  of  signal  corps,  total  enlisted,  58.  This 
is  based  on  apportionment  to  grades  as  follows:  viz:  5 
sergeants,  first  class,  5  sergeants,  10  corporals,  2  cooks, 
18  privates,  first  class,  and  18  privates,  second  class. 

For  the  hospital  corps:  (a)  Ambulance  company  sec- 
tion, total  enlisted,  43.  This  is  based  on  apportionment  to 
grades  as  follows,  viz :  2  sergeants  first  class,  7  sergeants, 
and  34  privates,  first  class  and  privates,  (b)  Field  hospital, 
total  enlisted,  33.  This  is  based  on  apportionment  to  grades 
as  follows,  viz :  3  sergeants,  first  class,  6  sergeants,  and  24 
privates,  first  class  and  privates. 

459.  No  organization  will  be  accepted  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States  which,  in  the  number  of  its  officers 
and  enlisted  men,  is  below  the  minimum  prescribed  by  the 
President,  or  above  the  maximum  strength  fixed  by  law 
for  such  organization;  and  whenever  any  organization 
which  is  ordered  out,  or  called  upon,  is  below  the  mini- 
mum, it  shall  be  immediately  recruited  to  at  least  that 
standard  before  leaving  its  home  station. 
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4G0.  From  the  day  that  any  portion  of  the  organized 
militia  ordered  into  actual  service  of  the  United  States 
appears  at  the  place  of  company  rendezvous,  the  men  will 
be  provided  with  the  necessary  clothing,  equipment,  arma- 
ment, and  ammunition,  subsisted,  and  transported  to  the 
place  of  concentration,  under  the  following  plan : 

(a)  Governors  of  States  and  Territories  and  the  com- 
manding general  of  the  militia  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
will  be  required  to  keep  on  hand,  either  at  the  various 
company  armories  or  in  suitable  storehouses,  a  sufficient 
supply  of  arms,  clothing,  etc.,  to  completely  equip  for  the 
field  the  minimum  number  of  men  prescribed  by  the  Presi- 
dent for  each  organization,  so  that  on  being  called  into  the 
service  any  organization  will  be  completely  equipped  from 
the  stores  on  hand  in  the  State  or  Territory  or  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  without  calling  on  the  War  Department 
for  assistance ;  any  organization  which  is  below  the  mini- 
mum, and  which  is  obliged  to  recruit  to  its  proper  stand- 
ard, is  thus  enabled  to  immediately  uniform,  arm,  and 
equip  the  recruits  before  proceeding  to  the  place  of  con- 
centration where  they  will  eventually  be  mustered  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States. 

(b)  The  various  locations  of  company  rendezvous 
rendering  it  impossible  to  issue  rations  in  kind  economi- 
cally, the  commanding  officer  of  any  portion  of  the  organ- 
ized militia  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United 
States  will  purchase  cooked  meals  for  his  command  while 
at  the  company  rendezvous,  and  thereafter  until  arrival 
at  the  State  camp  or  other  place  of  concentration  where 
rations  in  kind  are  available  for  issue.  An  expense  not 
exceeding  60  cents  a  man  a  day  is  authorized  for  such 
meals,  except  for  the  time  consumed  in  traveling  to  the 
State  camp  or  other  place  of  concentration,  during  which 
time  not  exceeding  75  cents  a  man  a  day  is  authorized. 
The  purchase  of  cooked  meals,  as  above,  should  be  made 
after  advertising,  or,  if  conditions  do  not  permit  of  adver- 
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tising,  in  open  market  under  paragraph  549,  the  accounts 
prepared  on  Form  7  of  the  Subsistence  Department  (the 
voucher  covering  the  travel  period  to  show  places  between 
which,  and  dates  when,  travel  was  performed)  certified  by 
the  officer  procuring  the  meals,  and  sent  to  the  chief  com- 
missary of  the  department  for  payment. 

(c)  When  the  organized  militia  is  ordered  into  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  the  quartermaster  general  of 
the  State  or  Territory  or  of  the  militia  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  an  officer  designated  by  the  governor  or  the 
commanding  general  of  the  militia  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia will  arrange  for  the  necessary  transportation  from 
the  company  rendezvous  to  the  place  of  concentration.  He 
will  ascertain  the  number  of  officers  and  men,  the  number 
of  animals,  and  approximate  weight  of  the  property  for 
which  transportation  will  be  required,  and  submit  the  data 
to  competing  lines  of  transportation  with  a  view  to  secur- 
ing the  best  rates  obtainable  from  starting  points  to  the 
place  of  concentration.  (Form  of  circular  for  this  purpose 
is  given  in  paragraph  693,  Quartermaster's  ]\Ianual,  1904.) 

Blank  forms  of  contracts,  transportation  requests,  and 
bills  of  lading,  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  movements,  on 
w^hich  are  printed  full  instructions,  will  be  furnished  by 
the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  military  department  in 
which  the  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
is  located,  on  application. 

All  accounts  for  the  transportation  of  the  organized 
militia  ordered  out  will  be  submitted  by  the  carriers  to 
the  officer  of  the  State  or  Territory  or  of  the  militia  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  making  the  contract,  who  will 
examine  them,  and  if  found  correct,  transmit  them  duly 
certified,  together  with  the  transportation  requests,  bills 
of  lading,  and  contracts,  to  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the 
military  department  in  which  the  State  or  Territory  or 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  located,  for  adjustment  and 
settlement.

(d)  Ammunition  will  be  supplied,  under  orders  of  the 
War  Department  upon  arrival  at  place  of  concentration. 

460 J4-  To  expedite  the  mobilization  of  the  organized 
militia  ordered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  the 
War  Department  after  consultation  with  the  governors  or 
the  commanding-  general  of  the  militia  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  will  designate  convenient  places  in  the  State  or 
Territory  or  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  assemblmg 
companies,  batteries,  etc.,  the  United  States  Government 
meeting,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  all  authorized  expenses 
incident  to  this  preliminary  concentration  from  the  day 
the  militia  appear  at  their  places  of  company  rendezvous. 
The  organized  militia  called  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  will  be  mustered  in  at  these  designated  places  of 
concentration  by  officers  of  the  Army  detailed  for  this 
purpose  by  the  War  Department.  The  extent  of  the  phy- 
sical examination,  upon  said  muster  in,  will  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  length  and  character  of  the  service  for 
which  the  organizations  are  called  out  and  will  be  pre- 
scribed in  orders  from  the  War  Department:  Provided, 
That  in  such  States  or  Territories  or  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia as  shall  have  adopted  a  standard  of  physical  exam- 
ination for  enlistment  and  re-enlistment  of  the  organized 
militia  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  such  militia 
shall  be  deemed  under  the  law  ''fit  for  military  service," 
and  shall  be  duly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  as  such.

ual, stating  in  each  case  whether  the  defect  so  noted  exist- 
ed prior  to  the  muster  in  of  the  soldier. 
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4:60y2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer  designated 
to  muster  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  any  of  the 
militia  of  the  several  States  or  Territories  or  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  to  see  that  the  muster  rolls  contain  all 
information  that  might  in  any  way  afifect  pay  or  w^hich  it 
might  be  necessary  to  consider  in  the  settlement  of  claims 
for  pensions.  Blank  forms  and  detailed  instructions  will 
be  forwarded  to  mustering  officers  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  muster  in  of  any  organiza- 
tion, the  mustering  officer  shall  forward  the  rolls  prompt- 
ly to  their  proper  destinations  as  given  in  his  detailed  in- 
structions. 

461,  In  all  cases  payments  to  militia  mustered  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  will  be  made  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  to  organizations  of  the  Regular  Army. 

46154-  At  the  termination  of  the  period  for  which  the 
President  called  the  militia  forces  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  they  shall  be  mustered  out  by  an  officer  of 
the  Army  detailed  for  the  purpose,  at  such  rendezvous 
favorable  to  all  interests  concerned  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  War  Department.  The  mustering  officer  will  be  pro- 
vided by  the  War  Department  with  blanks  and  detailed 
instructions. 

461^/2.  To  faciHtate  the  settlement  of  claims  that  may 
be  made  for  pensions  on  account  of  disability  incurred  in 
the  miHtary  service,  that  is,  to  establish  the  rights  of  per- 
sons under  the  pension  laws,  as  well  as  to  protect  the  in- 
terests of  the  United  States,  a  thorough  physical  examin- 
ation of  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  militia  will  be 
made  immediately  prior  to  their  discharge  or  their  muster 
out. 

462.  Specific  regulations  for  mustering  the  militia  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States  and  for  its  muster  out  will 
be  pubHshed  by  the  War  Department  when, the  necessity 
arises. 
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463.  \Mien  any  company,  troop,  battery,  battalion,  or 
regiment  of  the  organized  militia  of  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  enlists  in  a  body  in 
the  Volunteer  Army,  such  organization  loses  its  identity 
as  a  part  of  the  organized  militia,  so  far  as  the  United 
States  Government  is  concerned,  changes  its  designation, 
and  becomes  a  similar  unit  of  the  Volunteer  Army.  It 
shall  comply  with  all  the  conditions  and  requirements  pre- 
scribed for  similar  organizations  of  the  Volunteer  Army  as 
to  strength,  medical  examinations,  etc.  If  the  President, 
under  authority  vested  in  him  by  law,  has  called  forth  any 
of  the  organized  militia,  no  part  of  the  organization  so 
called  forth  is  eligible  for  enlistment  in  the  Volunteer 
Army,  should  one  be  raised,  until  properly  mustered  out 
of  the  service  of  the  United  States.

In  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  section  3  of  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  January  21,  1903,  entitled  "An 
act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  that — 

The  organization  of  the  organized  militia  in  the  several 
States  and  Territories  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall  be  the  same  as  that  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  prescribed  for  the  Regular  and  Volunteer  Armies  of  the 
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United  States,  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  ap- 
proval of  this  act : 

the  following  applies   to  the  organized  militia  from  and 
after  January  21,  1908: 

1.  The  organized  militia  comprises  the  general  officers 
commanding  divisions  and  brigades  where  such  units  are 
organized ;  the  staff  corps  and  departments  necessary  to 
provide  proper  staff  officers  and  enlisted  men,  viz,  an  ad- 
jutant general's  department,  an  inspector  general's  depart- 
ment, a  judge  advocate  general's  department,  a  quarter- 
master's department,  a  subsistence  department,  a  medical 
department,  a  pay  department,  a  corps  of  engineers,  an 
ordnance  department,  and  a  signal  corps ;  and  such  mili- 
tary organizations  as  are  or  may  be  organized  in  conform- 
ity with  the  requirements  of  law. 

2.  Officers  who  are  authorized  by  State  or  Territorial 
laws  for  the  staffs  of  governors,  but  who  do  not  form  an 
integral  and  proper  part  of  one  of  the  staff  corps  or  de- 
partments mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  or  of 
the  line  of  the  organized  militia,  are  not  considered  a  part 
of  such  organized  militia  in  so  far  as  the  benefits  conferred 
by  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  are  con- 
cerned ;  nor  are  they  considered  in  determining  whether 
or  not  the  organization  of  the  organized  militia  conforms 
to  that  prescribed  for  the  Regular  and  Volunteer  Armies 
of  the  United  States. 

3.  Where  two  or  more  brigades  are  organized,  such 
brigades  and  the  other  units  of  the  militia  may  be  con- 
stituted a  division,  which  shall  be  commanded  by  a  major 
general  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  by  the  sen- 
ior officer  of  the  line  who  is  present  for  duty  with  the  divi- 
sion. 

The  staff  of  a  division  shall  consist  of  officers  detailed 
from  the  various  staff  corps  and  departments,  as  follows : 
1  adjutant  general,  lieutenant  colonel,  adjutant  general's 
department. 
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1  inspector  general,  lieutenant  colonel,  inspector  gener- 
al's department,

1  chief  ordnance  ofificer,  lieutenant  colonel,  ordnance  de- 
partment. 
1  chief  signal  officer,  lieutenant  colonel,  signal  corps. 
3  aids,  captains  or  lieutenants,  from  the  line. 
In  addition  to  the  staff  officers  enumerated  in  the  fore- 
going list,  such  other  officers  as  are  considered  necessary- 
may  be  designated  for  duty  on  the  staff  of  a  division,  but 
officers  so  designated  must  belong  to  some  staff  corps  or 
department,  or  to  the  line,  and  be  detailed  for  duty  on  the 
division  staff. 

4.  A  brigade  will  ordinarily  consist  of  two  or  more  regi- 
ments of  infantry,  three  being  the  normal  organization, 
but  separate  battalions  and  separate  companies  may  be  as- 
signed thereto.  A  brigadier  general  is  the  proper  com- 
mander for  a  brigade ;  but  in  case  of  the  absence  or  dis- 
ability of  the  brigadier  general  the  command  will  devolve 
upon  the  senior  officer  of  the  line  who  is  present  for  duty 
with  the  brigade. 

The  staff  of  a  brigade  shall  consist  of  officers  detailed 
fromi  the    several  staff  corps  and  departments,  as  follows : 
1   adjutant  general,   major,   adjutant   general's    depart- 
ment, 
1  quartermaster,  major,  quartermaster's  department, 
1  commissary,  major,  subsistence  department.

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In  addition  to  the  staff  officers  enumerated  in  the  fore- 
going Hst,  such  other  staff  officers  as  are  considered  neces- 
sary may  be  designated  for  duty  on  the  staff  of  a  brigade, 
but  officers  so  designated  must  belong  to  some  staff 
corps  or  department,  or  to  the  hne,  and  be  detailed  for 
duty  on  the  brigade  staff. 

At  camps  of  instruction,  or  when  deemed  necessary,  the 
governor  may  attach  to  a  brigade  such  troops  of  cavalry, 
batteries  of  artillery,  and  organizations  of  special  troops 
as  may  appear  to  him  to  be  advisable. 

5.  The  adjutant  general's  department,  the  inspector 
general's  department,  the  judge  advocate  general's  de- 
partment, the  quartermaster's  department,  the  subsistence 
department,  the  pay  department,  and  the  ordnance  depart- 
ment shall  each  consist  of  the  staff  officers,  of  grades  au- 
thorized in  the  similar  staff  corps  and  departments  of  the 
Regular  Army,  necessary  to  perform  the  duties  pertaining 
to  the  respective  corps  and  departments  on  the  staffs  of 
brigades  and  divisions  and  at  camps,  depots,  and  other 
similar  military  establishments.  Officers  of  the  ordnance 
department  may  be  detailed  as  inspectors  of  small-arms 
practice  of  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  and  separate 
squadrons  and  battalions. 

Post  quartermaster  sergeants,  post  commissary  ser- 
geants, and  ordnance  sergeants  shall  belong,  respectively, 
to  the  quartermaster's  department,  the  subsistence  de- 
partment, and  the  ordnance  department. 

6.  The  medical  department  of  the  organized  militia  shall 
consist  of  the  officers  necessary  to  perform  the  duties  per- 
taining to  the  medical  department  on  the  staffs  of  brigades 
and  divisions  and  at  camps,  depots,  and  other  similar  mili- 
tary establishments ;  of  the  surgeons  and  assistant  sur- 
geons attached  to  regiments,  separate  squadrons  and 
battalions,  troops,  batteries,  and  companies  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furnishing  medical  attendance ;  of  the  medical  offi- 
cers requisite  for  the  organization  of  such  ambulance  com- 
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panics  and  field  hospitals  as  may  be  authorized,  and  of  the 
hospital  corps.  When  desired,  a  female  nurse  corps  may 
be  provided. 

7.  The  hospital  corps  shall  consist  of  the  sergeants  first 
class,  sergeants,  corporals,  privates  first  class  and  privates 
of  the  corps  assigned  for  duty  to  the  different  regiments, 
squadrons,  battalions,  troops,  batteries,  and  companies, 
and  at  camps,  depots,  and  other  similar  military  establish- 
ments, or  belonging  to  such  ambulance  companies  and 
field  hospitals  as  may  be  organized.

While  the  number  of  master  electricians,  engineers, 
electrician  sergeants  first  class,  electician  sergeants  second 
class,  master  gunners,  and  firemen  necessary  in  any  coast 
artillery  corps  will  depend  largely  upon  the  emplacements 
the  said  corps  may  be  required  to  man,  it  is  desirable  to 
have  as  many  of  these  expert  men  as  possible. 

The  minimum  number  of  these  experts  that  should  be 
included  in  any  coast  artillery  corps  is  as  follows :

V.  As  provided  in  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  Jan-

62  of  the  N.  H.  Laws  of  1895  to  inquire  into  the  qualifica- 
tions of  all  persons  recommended  or  proposed*  for  nomina- 
tion or  appointment  as  general,  field  or  staflf  officers  of  the. 
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militia,  and  captains  and  subalterns  in  the  respective  regi- 
ments, except  officers  upon  the  staff  of  the  commander-in- 
chief,  medical  officers  and  chaplains.

Meetings  of  the  Military  and  Medical  Examin- 
ing Boards  will  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
interest  of  the  service  require  it ;  a  record  of  all  examina- 
tions will  be  kept  and  a  report  made  of  the  same  without 
delay  to  such  officers  as  shall  direct  candidates  to  appear 
before  said  boards. 

IX.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  59  of  the  Militia 
Law  which  provides  that  "when  an  officer  is  continued  by 
appointment  from  one  office  to  another,  or  appointed  or 
transferred  by  appointment  from  one  organization  to  an- 
other in  the  militia  without  loss  of  grade  accordingly,  the 
date  of  his  original  commission  therein,  and  a  statement 
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showing  that  date,  shall  be  made  in  his  new  commission," 
officers  that  are  affected  by  the  changes  necessitated  by 
the  requirements  of  this  order,  will  at  once  forward  their 
present  commissions  to  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  for 
indorsement. 

X.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  18  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  January  21,  1903  "every  organization 
of  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard  will  assemble  for 
drill  and  instruction  at  company,  battalion  or  regimental 
armories  or  rendezvous  or  for  target  practice  not  less  than 
twenty-four  times  during  the  year,  and  shall  also  have  re- 
quired during  such  year  an  inspection  of  each  company, 
troop  and  battery  to  be  made  by  an  officer  of  such  militia 
or  an  officer  of  the  regular  army."  The  days  employed  at 
camps  of  instruction  will  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the 
required  twenty-four  drills. 

XI.  Vacancies  or  changes  in  the  staff  departments 
will  be  filled  by  appointments  by  the  commander-in-chief. 
Appointees  to  be  examined  as  required  for  staff  officers 
other  than  staff  of  the  commander-in-chief.  Enlisted  men 
of  staff  departments  will  be  enlisted  and  warranted  by  de- 
partment chiefs. 

XII.  The  provisions  of  the  Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard  will,  in  all  cases  be 
construed  in  the  light  of  the  new  organization,  and  will, 
as  soon  as  that  organization  is  perfected,  be  re-written. 
For  that  purpose  a  Board  is  hereby  constituted,  consist- 
ing of  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  the  Inspector  Gen- 
eral, the  Judge  Advocate  General,  the  Surgeon  General, 
and  the  Brigade  Commander.  This  Board  will  meet  at  the 
call  of  the  Inspector  General,  and  will  organize  with  the 
senior  officer  as  president. 

In  re-writing  the  Regulations,  careful  attention  will  be 
paid  to  all  General  Orders  from  these  headquarters  since 
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March  30,  1905,  to  all  War  Department  General  Orders 
issued  since  January  21,  1903,  and  to  the  Regulations  for 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  Army,  with  a  view 
of  providing  a  book  of  Regulations  which  will  permit  the 
National  Guard  to  work  in  harmony  with  requirements  of 
United  States  Law. 

Upon  the  competition  of  its  labors,  the  Board  will  re- 
port in  full,  submitting  a  revised  copy  of  the  Regulations 
for  the  approval  of  the  commander-in-chief. 

XIII.  The  provisions  of  this  order  will  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  Retired  List  or  the  laws  and  regulations  in  rela- 
tions thereto. 

XIV.  The  provisions  of  this  order  to  take  effect  De- 
cember 1,  1907.

KEPOKT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF    THE 

NEW  HAMPSHIKE  SCHOOL  FOR  FEEBLE- 
MINDED CHILDKEN. 


To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  the  Honorable  Council  and 

the  Legislature : 

The  trustees  of  the  Xew  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
law,  respectfull}'  submit  their  fourth  biennial  report. 

Five  years  have  nearly  been  completed  since  that  institu- 
tion was  opened  for  the  reception  of  children  on  the  first 
day  of  February,  1903.  From  that  time  until  the  present 
there  has  been  a  waiting  list  of  those  asking  for  admission, 
which  has  gradually  increased  until  it  now  has  nearly  one 
hundred  and  forty.  To  many  people  it  has  been  a  surpris- 
ing revelation  that  there  could  be  in  one  small  state  so 
many  feeble-minded  persons,  but  a  comparison  of  statistics 
in  other  states  and  countries  shows  that  there  is  an  average 
of  one  feeble-minded  and  one  epileptic  to  every  eight  hun- 
dred of  population.  It  is  a  simple  arithmetical  problem  to 
compute  how  many  of  these  defectives  must  be  cared  for  in 
New  Hampshire.  Previous  to  1900  it  had  been  the  policy 
of  the  state  to  ignore  its  duty  to  these  unfortunates;  they 
were  left  alone,  untrained,  unprotected,  a  prey  to  their  own 
vicious  tendencies,  and  the  census  returns  show  a  constant 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  defectives  from  whom  the  popula- 
tion in  the  jails  and  county  farms  Avas  largely  recruited. 
There  are  several  groups  of  children  in  this  institution,  one 
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of  whose  parents  was  feeble-minded.  If  years  ago  the  state 
had  assumed  the  guardianship  of  that  feeble-minded  individ- 
ual, and  had  provided  suitable  care  and  training,  we  should 
not  now  be  obliged  to  support  several  defective  progeny. 
The  law  of  heredit}^  is  inexorable  and  the  stigmata  of  feeble- 
mindedness seems  to  be  transmitted  most  readily. 

The  law  as  it  now  stands  provides  for  a  school  department 
for  the  care  and  education  of  the  idiotic  and  feeble-minded 
between  the  ages  of  three  and  twenty-one,  and  also  allows 
the  care  of  feeble-minded  girls  to  be  continued  until  they 
have  passed  beyond  the  child-bearing  age.  After  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  question,  the  trustees  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  a  custodial 
department  in  this  institution  for  the  care  and  custody  of 
feeble-minded  persons  beyond  school  age.  Heretofore  such 
feeble-minded  individuals  have  been  sent  to  either  the  county 
farms  or  to  the  state  hospital,  but  the  impossibility  of  close 
supervision  in  the  former  place  and  the  overcrowded  condi- 
tion of  the  latter,  would  seem  to  demand  that  a  more  definite 
policy  be  adopted  in  regard  to  the  segregation  of  all  the 
feeble-minded  similar  to  that  which  has  been  in  successful 
operation  in  many  other  states.  This  custodial  care  should 
be  extended  to  epileptics,  for  they  are  a  class  to  whom  care- 
ful consideration  should  be  given  in  order  to  ameliorate  their 
most  pitiable  condition.  Definite  provision  should  be  made 
for  them,  both  at  the  State  Hospital  and  at  this  institution. 

The  appropriation  given  by  the  last  legislature  for  a  new 
dormitory  has  been  spent  in  the  erection  of  a  building  similar 
in  construction  to  the  dormitory  now  in  use.  It  has  not  been 
occupied,  as  no  appropriation  was  made  for  furnishing  or  for 
maintenance.  In  spite  of  the  constant  pressure  brought  by 
interested  friends  to  admit  those  on  the  waiting  list,  the 
trustees  have  been  forced  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  all  entreaties 
for  admission.  They  trust  that  the  present  legislature  will 
make  speedy  provision  for  the  opening  and  maintenance  of 
the  new  dormitory. 

The  institution  has  outgrown  the  quarters  remodeled  in 
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ihe  beginning  for  a  dining-room  and  Ivitchen  in  connection 
with  the  administration  building.  The  overcrowding  of  the 
former  presents  most  trying  conditions  three  times  each  day 
in  the  year.  With  enlargement  of  numbers,  following  the 
opening  of  the  new  dormitory,  it  will  be  absolutely  essential 
to  provide  a  new  dining-room  and  kitchen,  which  shall  also 
include  needed  accommodations  for  employees.  Suitable 
plans  have  been  prepared  and  will  be  presented  for  your  con- 
sideration. Every  endeavor  is  made  to  train  the  girls  in  do- 
mestic work,  and  many  of  them  have  acquired  remarkable 
skill,  both  in  cooking  and  hoifsehold  duties,  as  well  as  laundry 
work.  Increased  facilities  are  needed  in  order  to  properly 
accomplish  the  washing  and  ironing  for  so  large  an  institu- 
tion. The  present  laundry  was  remodeled  from  a  small 
building  already  standing  on  the  place  when  it  was  pur- 
chased. More  commodious  quarters  are  needed,  and  the 
trustees  would  recommend  the  construction  of  a  one-story 
building  of  sufficient  size  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the 
institution  for  many  future  years. 

The  boiler  house  is  now  provided  with  only  one  boiler.  A 
great  demand  is  made  upon  it  to  beat  the  various  buildings, 
and  if  any  unfcreseen  accidents  should  occur,  necessitating 
the  shutting  off  of  the  steam,  much  inconvenience  and  suffer- 
ing would  result.  The  installation  of  a  new  boiler  is  most 
imperative. 

Having  once  suffered  loss  from  fire,  the  institution,  located 
as  it  is  in  the  country,  should  be  provided  with  every  possible 
means  for  protection  against  fire.  There  is  abundant  water 
supply  in  Lake  Opeechee,  which  is  now  pumped  to  a  large 
water  tank  standing  high  above  the  buildings  on  the  hill; 
but  for  fire  protection  to  the  farm  buildings  a  six-inch  pipe 
should  be  laid  from  the  lake  and  tapped  with  hydrants  at 
convenient  points,  and  a  larger  pump  should  be  installed, 
thereby  giving  greater  force  to  the  delivery  of  water  in  case 
of  fire. 

In  the  five  years  of  its  existence,  with  a  household  averag- 
ing over  seventv-five  children,  the  institution  has   been  re- 
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markably  free  from  any  serious  epidemics.  Such  immunity 
has  been  a  great  cause  for  gratitude  in  the  minds  of  all  those 
in  charge,  for  with  overcrowded  conditions,  and  the  mental 
and  moral  irresponsibility  of  the  inmates  placed  here,  it 
would  have  been  almost  impossible  to  care  suitably  for  the 
sick  or  to  guard  against  the  spread  of  contagion.  There  is 
a  small  isolated  farmhouse  on  the  place,  which  we  would 
recommend  to  be  remodeled  for  an  infirmary.  Such  altera- 
tions would  not  entail  large  expense. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  dormitory  our  numbers  will 
be  doubled  and  still  there  will  be  others  for  which  no  provision 
will  be  made.  The  public  schools  of  necessity  refuse  admis- 
sion to  these  children  of  limited  mental  capacity,  but  can  the 
state  afford  to  leave  any  one  of  them  alone  to  grow  up  in  igno- 
rance and  in  crime?  The  work  done  by  this  institution  has 
demonstrated  most  forcefully  how  much  can  be  accomplished 
by  these  same  individuals  properly  safeguarded  and  trained 
to  2nanual  work.  Most  of  the  older  feeble-minded  boys  are 
very  strong  physically,  and  they  seem  to  be  especially  well 
adapted  to  manual  labor  on  the  farm.  In  order  to  provide 
employment  for  adult  boys  who  have  completed  their  school 
training,  and  likewise  to  enable  us  to  raise  sufficient  crops  and 
maintain  the  stock,  it  is  most  essential  that  the  state  acquire 
more  land  for  pasturage  and  for  mowings.  For  the  past  two 
years  we  have  been  obliged  to  hire  pasturage  for  our  young 
stock,  and  to  continue  to  do  this  when  land  adjacent  to  our 
farm  can  be  purchased  for  a  reasonable  sum,  does  not  seem 
a  wise  policy  to  continue. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  institution,  the  accounts  show 
that  as  the  numbers  increased  the  price  per  capita  per  week 
has  steadily  decreased.  For  the  last  four  years  the  legislature 
has  appropriated  a  fixed  sum  for  maintenance,  but  with  the 
opening  of  the  new  dormitory,  which  will  just  double  our 
present  capacity,  the  trustees  are  firmly  convinced  that  the 
price  per  week  per  capita  can  be  established  at  three  dollars 
and  seventy-five  cents.  Other  states  have  secured  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  of  caring  for  these  defectives  in  the  best 
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way  and  at  the  least  expense,  by  their  segregation  in  one  in- 
stitution, where  an  ainmclance  of  land  is  available,  thereby 
providing  work  and  partial  maintenance  for  a  class  which 
society  is  forced  to  maintain  at  public  expense. 

The  trustees  desire  to  express  their  a})preciation  of  the  in- 
terest manifested  in  the  work  of  the  school  by  all  those  who 
have  visited  the  institution,  and  would  urge  that  the  people 
of  the  state,  especially  members  of  the  legislature,  more  fully 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  splendid  work  which  is  being 
accomplished  by  our  able  superintendent,  Dr.  Little,  who  by 
his  wise  administration  and  faithful  devotion  to  his  duties 
has  in  this  short  period  of  five  years  brought  this  new  insti- 
tution up  to  such  a  high  standard  of  excellence.

Of  the  fifteen  admissions  the  average  age  was  eleven  years. 

The  children  at  present  in  the  institution  are  as  follows:  3 
from  Grafton  County  Farm,  2  from  Rockingham  County 
Farm,  16  from  Hillsborough  County  Farm,  11  from  Coos 
County  Farm,  5  from  Carroll  County  Farm,  10  from  Belknap 
County  Farm,  2  from  Strafford  County  Farm,  1  from  Sullivan 
County  Farm,  3  from  Cheshire  County  Farm,  1  from  the 
Industrial  School,  1  from  the  Orphans'  Home,  Frank- 
lin, 3  from  the  Orphans'  Home,  Dover,  1  from  St. 
Paul's  Orphanage,  Concord;  1  was  brought  by  the  select- 
men of  Franconia,  and  3  have  been  committed  by  the  courts, 
making  a  total  of  63,  who  were  supported  by  town,  county, 
state  or  private  institutions.  The  remaining  26  were  taken 
from  their  homes,  5  being  private  cases  or  partly  so,  2  paying 
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full  rate  and  3  paying  a  part  of  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Of 
the  8  discharges  1  died  and  7  were  taken  out  by  friends,  in 
several  instances,  because  they  had  made  such  improvement 
that  they  would  be  useful  at  home. 

The  legislature  of  1907  granted  us  besides  our  regular  ap- 
propriation for  maintenance,  which  was  the  same  as  the  two 
previous  years,  an  appropriation  of  twenty-eight  thousand 
dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  new  dormitory,  similar  to  the 
one  now  in  use  with  a  capacity  for  eighty  children,  but  it 
did  not  grant  us  an  appropriation  to  furnish  or  maintain  it; 
so  that  the  building  which  is  completed  will  have  to  remain 
idle  until  means  are  provided  by  the  incoming  legislature  for 
furniture  and  maintenance.  With  the  opening  of  this  dor- 
mitory we  shall  be  able  to  separate  the  sexes,  and  also  classify 
the  children  to  a  much  greater  advantage. 

While  this  building  will  afford  some  relief  to  the  more 
pressing  cases,  still,  even  after  it  is  filled,  there  will  remain 
in  the  vicinity  of  sixty  cases  clamoring  for  admission,  thirty 
of  whom  are  epileptics.  The  condition  of  this  group  is  fully 
as  deplorable  as  is  that  of  the  feeble-minded,  and  many  of 
them  are  perhaps  fully  as  capable  of  improvement.  I  would 
urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  a  building  for  this  group  at 
the  earliest  possible  date. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  school  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  in  setting  forth  what  has  been  accomplished  it  is  neces- 
sary to  take  into  account  not  only  the  work  done  in  the 
school  building,  but  the  work  done  by-the  institution  gener- 
ally. 

Many  of  our  children  now  here  have  had  nearly  five  years 
of  such  mental  training  as  they  were  capable  of  receiving,  so 
that  during  the  past  year  we  have  devoted  an  increasing 
amount  of  time  to  hand  work,  the  object  of  this  being  pri- 
marily educational  and  secondarily  to  teach  them  useful  voca- 
tions, that  would  in  time  have  a  money-earning  value. 

To  this  end  we  have  devoted  a  considerable  part  of  each 
daily  session  to  the  making  of  reed  and  raffia  baskets  of  all 
sizes  from  the   small  button  basket   to   the   regulation   size

waste  basket.  Many  of  them  have  become  exceedingly  pro- 
ficient along  these  lines  so  that  now  both  girls  and  boys  are 
making  baskets  not  only  creditably  but  quite  rapidly. 

Fully  one  half  of  our  pupils,  girls  and  boys,  have  been 
taught  to  knit.  Beginning  with  the  simple  stitch  used  in  mak- 
ing a  washcloth  they  have  been  gradually  developed  and  stim- 
ulated to  the  making  of  shawls,  hoods,  toques,  slippers,  small 
sweaters,  and,  finally,  mittens  and  stockings  are  being  made 
by  many  of  them.  While  particular  stress  has*  been  laid  on 
this  more  practical  work,  the  younger  and  more  backward 
children  have  continued  to  receive  such  training  as  their 
condition  and  our  means  would  allow. 

We  now  have  in  the  institution  quite  a  large  group  of  low 
grade  children,  and  with  the  opening  of  the  new  dormitory 
these  will  be  increased  very  much.  This  group  is  not  now 
receiving  and  cannot  receive  the  kind  of  instruction  it 
should  have  until  we  have  suificient  funds  to  employ  a  trained 
gymnast  and  assistant,  who  will  give  their  entire  time  to  such 
work  as  shall  arouse  dormant  mental  faculties  and  correct  as 
far  as  possible  physical  deformities. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  dormitory  this  much  im- 
portant but  neglected  work  should  be  taken  up. 

The  manual  training  department  is  also  in  need  of  reor- 
ganization if  it  is  to  perform  the  function  it  was  intended  for, 
and  I  believe  that  no  better  drill  can  be  given  the  boys  than 
along  these  lines.  The  new  work  and  the  repair  work  needed 
about  the  institution  has  grown  so  that  there  should  be  two 
departments,  one  intended  to  be  developmental  and  instruc- 
tive, presided  over  by  a  trained  manual  teacher,  who  would 
■  devote  his  or  her  time  to  teaching  the  use  of  tools  and  the 
making  of  useful  objects  in  wood,  iron,  and  in  basketry,  etc.; 
the  other  department  in  charge  of  a  practical  worker,  who 
could  take  a  group  of  trained  boys  and  devote  his  time  to  re- 
pair of  furniture,  farming  tools,  painting  and  repairing  of 
buildings,  and  also  do  any  new  work,  as  the  building  of  out- 
houses and  small  sheds,  etc.,  that  may  be  needed  from  time 
to  time.  The  repair  department  has  been  practically  the 
only  one  in  existence  during  the  past  year. 
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During  this  time  we  have  made  numerous  improvements 
and  repairs  on  our  okl  wooden  buildings,  kept  our  increasing 
stock  of  farming  tools  in  repair  and  have  also  erected  a  three- 
room  bungalow  on  the  shore  of  Lake  AYinnisquam,  which  is 
used  as  a  source  of  diversion  by  both  officers  and  children. 

The  work  in  the  sewing-room  has  been  especially  satis- 
factory. Here  all  of  our  girls  of  teachable  age  and  mental 
ability  have  been  gathered  daily  to  be  taught  to  sew,  so  that 
now  we  are  making  all  of  the  bedding,  toweling,  and  cloth- 
ing of  the  children,  except  the  suits  for  the  large  boys,  and 
we  have  also  been  able  to  teach  a  number  of  the  girls  to  make 
a  variety  of  the  old-fashioned  hand-made  rugs,  and  with  some 
old-fashioned  looms,  recently  purchased,  are  beginning  to 
turn  out  rugs,  carpeting,  and  hammocks.  There  is  no  rea- 
son why  with  increased  assistance  a  source  of  income  cannot 
be  added  by  the  proper  development  of  this  work. 

Before  leaving  the  school  department  I  want  to  mention 
some  very  interesting  side  phases  which  make  for  the  pleas- 
ure, development,  and  discipline  of  the  school,  one  of  which 
is  the  class  in  military  drill,  made  up  of  sixteen  boys  equipped 
with  wooden  guns  of  their  own  make,  who  twice  a  week,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  teacher,  go  through  a  series  of  evolu- 
tions, which  not  only  makes  for  a  better  carriage  of  the  boys, 
but  develops  among  them  an  ambition  to  excel  in  a  calling 
that  is  an  inspiration  to  every  youth.  Still  another  pleasant 
feature  is  a  singing  class  of  the  big  girls,  many  of  whom  sing 
very  well,  thus  not  only  deriA^ng  much  pleasure  themselves, 
but  also  adding  very  materially  to  that  of  the  others  in  our 
Sunday  school,  the  special  entertainments,  and  to  the  festiv- 
ities on  the  holidays.  For  a  little  over  a  year  we  have  been 
running  "a  store"'  on  ^Monday  of  each  week.  Each  child  who 
has  a  good  record  i;i  all  of  the  departments  during  the  pre- 
ceding week  is  given  a  cent;  this,  with  the  money  that  is  oc- 
casionally given  them  by  friends,  enables  them  to  purchase 
such  articles  as  can  be  bought  for  from  one  to  ten  cents.  This 
is  not  only  a  source  of  discipline,  but  a  business  training  to 
their  simple  and  untrained  minds.     Other  sources  of  stimu- 
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lation  are  afforded  by  basket,  base,  and  football  teams;  these 
sports  not  only  make  for  the  pleasure  of  the  children,  but, 
more  than  that,  they  teach  the  necessity  of  self-control,  which 
is  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  our  rough  out-of-door 
games. 

To  those  who  are  sceptical  of  our  boys  being  made  into 
valuable  out-of-door  vrorkers  we  would  point  with  pride  to 
the  work  accomplished  on  the  farm  and  about  the  grounds 
during  the  period  since  our  last  report  was  issued.  Besides 
the  value  of  our  crops,  which  are  to  be  found  on  another 
page,  we  would  call  attention  to  improvements  that  have 
been  made  on  the  land  since  opening  here  five  years  ago. 
The  major  part  of  these  improvements  have  been  made  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years.  About  fifteen  acres  of  land,  which,  be- 
cause of  stones,  stumps  and  bushes  were  valueless  for  tillage 
or  any  purpose,  have  been  dug  over  by  the  boys,  the  stuinps 
and  bushes  removed,  the  stones  sunk,  and  the  land  under- 
drained,  so  that  now  this  land  is  of  equal  value  to  the  best 
in  the  vicinity.  More  than  one  thousand  feet  of  sidewalk 
has  been  laid,  consisting  of  a  trench  two  feet  deep  and  four 
feet  wide,  dug  out  and  filled  with  stones  and  a  covering  of 
coal  ashes  placed  over  it,  this  adding  greatly  to  the  comfort 
of  those  who  live  here. 

The  barn,  which  all  of  our  former  reports  called  to  your  at- 
tention, which  was  situated  in  close  proximity  to  the  admin- 
istration house  and  laundry,  being  a  constant  source  of  danger 
to  both  from  fire,  besides  being  an  unsightly  object,  has  been 
removed  to  the  vicinity  of  the  other  farm  buildings,  about 
five  hundred  feet  away,  where  it  can  now  be  used  for  the 
housing  of  stock  and  farm  tools;  the  spot  where  it  stood  has 
been  graded  and  sowed  down  to  grass.  As  far  as  the  looks  of 
the  institution  is  concerned  this  was  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant improvement  made.  I  want  to  say,  however,  that 
the  expense  of  this  change  had  to  be  borne  out  of  our  main- 
tenance, thus  depriving  the  institution  of  means  that  should 
have  been  used  for  the  betterment  of  the  children's  condition. 

The  needs  of  the  institution  were  so  plainly  set  forth  in 
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our  last  report  that  it  would  seem  almost  unnecessary  to  re- 
peat them  here.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  the  funds  for 
equipping  the  new  dormitory  will  be  given  us,  so  that  we 
shall  shortly  be  caring  for  fully  two  hundred  people,  if  the 
employees  and  officers  are  included.  I  am  sure  that  no  rea- 
sonable person  can  expect  us  to  cook  for  two  hundred  people 
in  a  kitchen  less  than  twenty  feet  square  and  entirely  un- 
provided with  modern  cooking  apparatus,  such  as  steam  ket- 
tles, etc. 

A  modern  kitchen  and  separate  dining-rooms  for  girls  and 
boys  is  absolutely  essential.  This  should  be  situated  near 
the  dormitories  and  steam  plant. 

Our  present  laundry  is  very  much  overcrowded,  and  in 
stormy  weather  it  is  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  the  cloth- 
ing can  be  handled.  I  see  no  alternative  after  the  opening  of 
our  new  dormitory  but  to  have  a  portion  of  the  work  done  at 
a  public  laundry  until  larger  laundry  facilities  are  provided. 

Another  boiler  should  be  placed  in  the  heating  plant  at 
the  earliest  possible  date,  for  a  reserve  in  cases  of  accidents, 
for  with  three  large  buildings  with  their  thousands  of  dol- 
lars' worth  of  piping  dependent  in  cold  weather  upon  its  con- 
tinuous use,  an  accident  would  entail  a  serious  financial  loss, 
as  well  as  leaving  us  entirely  unprepared  for  the  keeping 
warm  of  our  inmates  and  employees. 

We  have  been  fortunate  during  the  past  two  years  in  not 
having  any  more  serious  epidemic  than  that  of  whooping- 
cough  and  measles;  but  in  both  instances,  for  lack  of  a  place 
to  isolate,  it  was  necessary  to  allow  the  disease  to  go  through 
the  entire  institution,  attacking  in  turn  probably  every  child 
and  employee  who  had  not  hitherto  been  infected.  It  is 
hardly  probable  that  with  the  doubling  of  our  capacity  that 
we  can  escape  for  another  two  years  an  epidemic  of  scarlet 
fever  or  diphtheria;  in  view  of  this  I  wish  to  impress  upon 
you  the  urgent  necessity  of  fitting  up  a  small  farmhouse 
upon  the  place  so  that  it  shall  be  ready  for  an  emergency  of 
this  kind. 

Our  farm  buildings  continue  to  be,  as  was  stated  in  our  last 
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report,  without  provision  for  fighting  fire,  if  we  except  two  or 
three  chemicals.  Provision  should  be  made  for  the  laying 
of  water  pipes  to  this  group  of  buildings  and  the  establishing 
of  hydrants. 

In  connection  with  the  farm  there  should  be  a  vegetable 
cellar  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  all  the  fruits  and 
vegetables  needed  for  the  supply  of  the  entire  school.  As  it 
is  now,  fully  one  half  of  our  winter  vegetables  are  lost  because 
there  is  no  proper  place  to  keep  them. 

In  order  that  the  pupils  should  receive  the  training  and 
have  the  kind  of  work  for  which  they  are  best  fitted  it  will 
shortly  be  necessary  that  the  state  should  own  more  land. 
At  the  present  time  we  are  renting  fully  as  much  land  as  we 
own  for  purposes  of  pasture  and  the  raising  of  additional  hay. 

There  is  no  reason  why  if  given  plenty  of  land  we  could  not 
within  a  very  few  years  raise  practically  all  of  our  foodstuffs 
on  the  place,  together  with  the  provender  for  the  stock, 
which  now  constitutes  one  of  our  largest  items  of  expense. 

There  has  been  comparatively  few  changes  among  our  as- 
sistants during  the  period  covered  by  this  report.  Our  ma- 
tron, Mrs.  Hart,  left  us  in  Jul}',  1907,  to  be  married.  She 
had  been  with  us  since  the  opening  of  the  school  and  ren- 
dered very  valuable  assistance  during  the  very  hard  period 
covering  the  first  two  years,  which  was  made  doubly  hard  by 
the  burning  of  the  dormitory.  Her  place  was  taken  by  Miss 
Rowland,  a  graduate  of  the  New  Bedford  Hospital,  who  re- 
mained for  a  year,  and  then  returned  to  the  same  hospital 
to  take  charge  of  their  new  operating  room  recently  opened. 
Our  present  matron,  Miss  Perkins,  a  graduate  of  the  State 
Hospital  at  Concord,  came  here  in  July  last,  and  is  giving 
satisfaction.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cole,  who  had  charge  respectively 
of  the  farm  and  laundry  for  over  two  years,  returned  in  Au- 
gust to  their  home.  Their  services  had  been  highly  satisfac- 
tor}',  and  it  is  with  regret  that  we  parted  with  them. 

The  policy  of  the  institution  is  and  has  been  to  treat  the 
assistants  with  consideration  and  absolute  justice,  and  to 
expect    in    return    efficient    and    loyal    service.     It    is    with 
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much  pride  that  wc  point  to  the  fact  that  the  average  time 
of  all  the  assistants  who  are  now  here  is  about  three  years, 
which  for  an  institution  that  has  been  open  but  five  and 
a  half  years,  speaks  more  forcibly  than  anything  I  could 
say  for  the  character  of  those  who  carry  on  our  work. 

Friends  of  the  institution  have  continued  to  show  their 
interest  in  us  by  numerous  donations,  a  list  of  whicli  is  found 
on  another  page  of  this  report.  To  all  who  have  made 
such  contributions  we  are  very  grateful.  Special  mention 
should  be  made  of  a  trip  given  the  children  around  Lake 
Winnipesaukee,  on  one  of  the  big  steamers  controlled  by 
Mr.  C.  W.  Tyler.  One  donation  that  gave  especial  pleasure 
to  our  children  was  the  receiving  at  Christmas  of  a  lot  of  sleds 
and  toys  from  the  children  of  the  First  Baptist  Sunday- 
School  of  Concord. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  trustees  for  their  assistance  in 
all  of  the  work  undertaken  and  for  their  sympathetic  appre- 
ciation of  what  has  been  accomplished.

LAWS  RELATING  TO  SCHOOL, 


An"  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Care  axd  Education  of 
Feeble-Mindeid  Children. 

(Laws  1901,  Chap.  102,  Sect.  1,  as  amended,  Laws  1905, 
See  Chap.  23.) 

Section  1.  The  state  shall  establish  and  maintain  a 
school  for  the  care  and  education  of  the  idiotic  and  feeble- 
minded, between  three  and  twenty-one  years  of  age,  which 
shall  be  known  as  the  New  Hampshire  School  for  the  Feeble- 
Minded  Children.  All  children  supported  by  towns  or  coun- 
ties in  the  state,  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  selectmen  of 
towns  or  county  commissioners  of  the  county  or  State  Board 
of  Charities  are  capable  of  being  benefited  by  school  instruc- 
tion, shall  be  committed  to  this  institution.  Provision  shall 
also  be  made  for  the  detention,  care  and  custody  of  feeble- 
minded girls,  who  are  inmates  of  the  school,  after  they  reach 
the  age  of  twenty-one,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of 
trustees  their  segregation  seems  to  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  the. community.* 

Laws  1901,  Chapter  102.  Sect.  2.  The  governor  shall, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  appoint  five  per- 
sons, one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman,  to  be  trustees  of  such 
school,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation  except  that 
they  shall  be  reimbursed  for  any  necessary  expenses  they 
may  incur  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  trustees.  The 
trustees  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  The  first  three  to 
serve  for  two  years,  the  next  two  for  four  years;  and  there- 
after trustees  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  four  years.  Said 
trustees  shall  have  the  general  management  and  supervision 
of  said  school,  and  one  or  more  of  said  trustees  shall  visit

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the  school  as  often  as  once  a  month,  and  said  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  da)^  of  October  of 
each  year,  furnish  a  report  to  the  governor  and  council,  con- 
taining a  history  of  the  school  for  the  year  and  a  complete 
statement  of  the  accounts  with  all  the  funds,  general  and 
special,  appropriated  or  belonging  to  said  school,  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  disbursement. 

Sect.  3.  The  governor  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  school  and  shall  annually  visit 
and  inspect  the  same. 

Sect.  4.  All  indigent  and  destitute  children  in  this  state, 
who  are  proper  subjects  for  said  school,  and  who  have  no 
parents,  kinsmen,  friends  or  guardians  able  to  provide  for 
them,  inay  be  admitted  as  state  charges,  and  all  other  chil- 
dren in  this  state  who  are  proper  subjects  for  said  school, 
whose  parents  or  other  kinsmen,  bound  by  law  to  support 
such  children,  are  able  to  pay,  shall  pay  such  sum  for  care, 
education,  and  maintenance  of  such  children  as  the  trustees 
may  hereafter  determine;  and  such  children  and  children 
from  other  states  not  having  similar  schools  may  be  received 
into  said  school  whenever  there  is  room  for  them,  providing 
there  is  room  for  them  without  excluding  state  charges,  at 
a  cost  to  such  persons,  or  those  who  are  responsible  for  their 
maintenance,  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  week. 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  upon  application 
to  the  judge  of  probate  for  any  county,  and  after  a  proper 
hearing,  that  any  child  resident  within  said  county,  and  who 
is  not  already  in  any  almshouse,  the  Industrial  School,  or  the 
New  Hampshire  Hospital,  or  supported  by  any  town  or  county, 
is  a  fit  subject  for  the  New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children,  such  judge  may  commit  such  child  to  said 
New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Children  by  an 
order  of  commitment  directed  to  the  trustees  thereof,  accom- 
panied by  the  certificate  of  two  physicians  who  are  gradu- 
ates of  some  legally  organized  medical  college,  and  have  prac- 
ticed three  years  in  this  state,  that  such  a  child  is  a  suitable 
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subject  for  said  institution.  Whenever,  upon  sucli  applica- 
tion, tliere  is  occasion  for  the  judge  of  probate  to  attend  a 
hearing  on  days  other  than  those  fixed  by  statute  as  the  regu- 
lar days  for  the  sitting  of  the  probate  court,  he  shall  be 
allowed  five  dollars  a  day  for  his  services  and  his  expenses, 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  county  commissioners. 

Sect.  6.  Any  order  of  committal  under  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  appeal  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  same  persons, 
and  to  the  same  extent  that  decrees  of  the  judge  of  probate 
appointing  guardians  over  persons  alleged  to  ])e  insane  are 
subject  to  appeal,  and  no  commitment  under  this  act  shall 
bar  habeas  corpus  proceedings,  but  the  court  upon  habeas 
corpus  proceedings  may  confirm  the  order  of  commitment 
whenever  justice  requires.  Any  inmate  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire School  for  Feeble-Minded  Cliildron  may  be  discharged 
by  any  three  of  the  trustees,  or  by  a  justice  of  the  superior 
or  supreme  court,  whenever  a  further  detention  at  the  school 
is  in  their  opinion  unnecessary,  but  any  person  so  discharged 
who  was  under  sentence  of  imprisonment  at  the  time  of  his 
commitment,  the  period  of  which  shall  not  have  expired, 
shall  be  remanded  to  prison. 

Sect.  7.  Feeble-minded  children  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
institution  in  the  following  order:  First,  feeble-minded  chil- 
dren now  in  public  institutions  supported  entirely  at  public 
expense;  second,  the  feeble-minded  children  not  supported 
as  aforesaid;  third,  the  feeble-minded  children  of  the  state 
not  in  any  public  institution,  who  have  no  parents,  kins- 
men or  guardian  able  to  provide  for  them,  or  who  are  com- 
mitted by  a  judge  of  probate;  fourth,  those  residing  within 
the  state  whose  parents,  kinsmen  or  guardian  Iwund  by  law 
to  support  such  children  are  able  to  pay;  fifth,  children  of 
other  states  whose  parents  or  guardians  are  able  and  willing 
,  to  pay. 

Sect.  8.  The  board  of  trustees,  as  soon  as  appointed  and 
organized,  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  practical  to  purchase 
a  suitable  site  for  said  school  and  home,  and  erect  thereon 
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and  properly  furnish  and  equip  suitable  buildings  and  struc- 
tures to  accomplish  the  objects  set  forth  in  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  all  nec- 
essary rules  and  regulations  as  to  admission  to  the  institu- 
tion and  for  the  government  and  control  of  said  institution 
and  its  inmates,  and  to  do  everything  that  is  necessary  to 
properly  care  for  and  educate  the  feeble-minded  children  of 
the  state.  All  bills  contracted  by  them  in  purchasing  a 
site,  erecting,  repairing,  and  equipping  suitable  buildings,  and 
operating  the  institution  for  the  next  two  years  shall  be 
audited  by  the  auditor  of  the  state  treasurer's  accounts,  and 
the  governor  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  any  money  in  the 
treasury  to  pay  the  same. 

Sect.  10.  A  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  appropriated  under  this  act,  to  be  used  or 
expended  for  the  purposes  named  therein  within  the  next 
two  years. 

Sect.  11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  on 
its  passage.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF    THE 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE  SCHOOL  FOR   FEEBLE- 
MINDED CHILDREN. 


MEETINGS. 


Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  be  holden  at  the  institution  in  Laconia  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October.  Quarterly  meetings  shall  be  holden 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  April,  and  July. 

Sect.  2.  Written  notice  of  the  annual  and  quarterly 
meetings  shall  be  sent  by  the  secretary  to  each  member  of 
the  board  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  day  appointed 
and  any  meeting  may  be  continued  by  adjournment  until 
the  business  thereof  shall  be  completed,  due  notice  having 
been  given  to  the  trustees. 

Sect.  3.  The  chairman  or  any  two  trustees  may  instruct 
the  secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  board  whenever 
in  their  opinion  it  is  deemed  necessary.  Such  notice  must 
state  specifically  the  business  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Sect.  4.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  any  business. 

OFFICERS   AND   THEIR   DUTIES. 

Sect.  5.  The  trustees  shall  at  the  annual  meeting  elect 
by  ballot  a  chairman,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  who  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  one  year  and  until  others  are 
chosen  in  their  stead.  Should  either  of  said  offices  become 
vacant  it  may  be  filled  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called  for 
that  purpose. 
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Sect.  6.  The  chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  trustees.  He  shall  audit  before  each  quarterly  meeting 
all  bills  paid  by  the  treasurer  during  the  preceding  quarter, 
and  shall  present  a  written  report  to  the  trustees  at  the  an- 
nual meeting. 

Sect.  7.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  meetings 
of  the  board  with  the  names  of  those  present  and  shall  pre- 
pare all  documenls  and  notices  directed  by  the  chairman  or 
by  the  trustees. 

Sect.  8.  The  treasurer  shall  receive,  hold,  and  disburse 
all  moneys  paid  to  the  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Children. 
All  bills  paid  by  the  treasurer  shall  be  approved  by  the  super- 
intendent. At  each,  quarterly  meeting  he  shall  make  a 
report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  institution  and  shall 
present  an  estimate  of  probable  expenses  for  the  ensuing 
iliree  months.  All  drafts  from  the  state  treasury  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  trustees.  The  treasurer's  accounts  shall  be 
closed  on  the  thirtieth  of  September,  inclusive,  which  accounts 
with  the  report  thereon  shall  be  presented  to  the  trustees  at 
the  annual  meeting.  The  books  shall  at  any  time  be  open 
to  the  trustees  for  examination. 

Sect.  9.  The  treasurer  shall  give  a  bond  acceptable  to 
the  trustees  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000) 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  which  bond  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  chairman  of  the  board  and  paid  for  by 
the  state. 

Sect.  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  superin- 
tendent who  shall  be  a  physician  and  reside  at  the  school. 
He  shall  have  the  entire  control  of  the  treatment  and  man- 
agement of  the  inmates  of  the  school;  the  power  to  appoint 
and  discharge  all  persons  employed.  He  shall  exercise  a 
general  supervision  and  direction  of  every  department  of 
the  institution  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  trustees. 

Sect.  11.  The  superintendent  shall  make  a  written  report 
to  the  trustees  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  condition  of  the 
school  with  such  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  desirable.  The 
superintendent  shall  receive  for  his  services  in  addition   to 
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furnished  apartments,  board,  lights,  and  fuel  for  himself 
and  family  such  salary  as  the  trustees  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

TRUSTEES. 

Sect.  12.  Two  of  the  trustees  shall  visit  the  school  each 
month  and  inspect  thoroughly  all  departments.  A  written 
record  signed  by  the  visitors  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept 
for  the  purpose.  Assignments  for  visits  shall  be  made  at  the 
annual  meeting  and  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  visitors  by  the 
superintendent  the  first  day  of  each  month. 

Sect.  13..  No  trustee  shall  receive  any  compensation  for 
his  services  as  trustee  but  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in 
rendering  the  same  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  state.
